The General Assembly of North Carolina convened at 12:00 p.m. today in the State Legislative 
Building in Raleigh. Counting from the first Assembly elected under the Constitution of 1776, this 
is the 139th. Senators and Representatives were elected annually from 1777 to 1836. Biennial 
elections have been the rule since 1838 except for brief periods following the Civil War. The 
General Assembly has convened at the seat of government in Raleigh since 1794. Before that, it 
met at various times in New Bern, Halifax, Hillsborough, Fayetteville, Tarborough, and Smithfield. 

With this issue of the Daily Bulletin, the Institute of Government begins its 54th year of 
daily legislative reporting. 

The Institute, founded in 1931, is a unit of The University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill. 
It is devoted to teaching, research and consultation in state and local government in North 
Carolina. 

The Daily Bulletin is published each legislative day. It is designed to help members and 

) staff of the General Assembly, state and local government officials, and members of the news 

media understand and follow the progress of pending legislation. Each issue comprises two parts: 
bill digests, and calendar action. 

The bill digest section includes summaries of all bills introduced in the House and Senate, 
and summaries of amendments, committee substitutes, and conference reports adopted in either 
house. The calendar action section lists all floor actions that took place in either house that day. 
Bills are identified by number and short title. Symbols indicate bills that were ratified, bills that 
failed, and dates of earlier changes to the bill. The calendar action section is produced from 
information entered into the computer-based bill status system maintained by the Institute and the 
| Legislative Services Office. ; 

We regret that we cannot provide free copies of the Daily Bulletin to all state and local 
government officials who might be interested in the activities of the General Assembly. The high 
cost of printing and distribution and the limits of our production staff and equipment require us to 
hold the press ruin to manageable proportions.

ADOPTION OF RULES 


HOUSE RULES 


The House today adopted the 1987 House rules as the 1989 rules with the following amend- 
ments. Rewrites Rule 26 (committees and Subcommittees Generally) as follows: (1) the Speaker 
shall appoint a chairperson or co-chairpersons of each committee; (2) the Speaker shall appoint 
all standing subcommittees; the members appointed to the subcommittees of a particular commit- 
tee, along with the committee chair, constitute the committee; (3) the Speaker shall appoint the 
following committees—Ethics; Pensions and Retirement; and Rules, Calendar and Appointments; 
(4) the first member announced on each standing subcommittee shall be chairperson; the 
Speaker may designate one vice chairperson; (5) each chairperson of a standing subcommittee 
shall be a vice chairperson of the committee of which it is a subcommittee, and no other member 
may be named a vice chairperson of the committee; the Speaker may name one or more vice 
chairpersons for a committee without a standing subcommittee; (6) retains existing committee 
quorum rule and applies it to subcommittees; and (7) reserves the right of House committee or 
subcommittee to vote separately in any joint meeting of Senate and House subcommittees or 


subcommittees.

Adds new subsection to Rule 18 (Motion to Reconsider) to provide that a motion to recon- 
sider the vote by which a person has been elected as Speaker or Speaker Pro Tempore shall not 
be in order; prohibits suspension of new subsection. 

Amends Rule 28 (Committee Meetings) to provide in effect that the rules governing com- 
mittee meetings shall apply to subcommittee meetings, including the general voting procedures 
and a chairman’s right to vote. 

Amends Rule 29 (Notice of Committee and Subcommittee Meetings and Hearings) to apply 
notice rules to subcommittee meetings and hearings. 

Adds new subsection to Rule 32 (Reference to Committee) to require committee chairper- 
son to refer each bill referred to the committee to the subcommittee specifically charged with the 
subject matter of the bill; requires the subcommittee to report the bill back to the full committee. 

Amends Rule 36 (Report by Committee) to delete the authority of the chairman of the full 
Appropriations Committees to refer a bill or resolution to another appropriations committee. 

Amends Rule 48 (Committee Clerks and Secretaries) to provide that each subcommittee 
shall have a clerk to serve as secretary to the chairperson; chairpersons shall not be assigned 
another secretary. 

Adds new Rule 61.1 (Office Assignments) to provide that the chairperson of the Committee 
on Rules, Calendars and Appointments shall assign each member an office space. Provides that 
chairpersons shall be assigned an office adjacent to the room in which the committee or subcom- 
mittee generally meets if so desired; the Speaker shall be assigned an office of his choice. 

SENATE RULES 


The Senate adopted the rules of the 1987 Senate as its temporary rules, with the following 
changes. A two-thirds vote of the membership of the Senate present and voting (underlined 
words added) is needed to take the following actions: (a) to sustain any appeal from the ruling of 
the chair (Rule 10(a)); (b) to file for introduction any bill or resolution after May 21 of the first year 
of the biennial session (with exceptions noted in the rules) (Rule 41(a)); (c) to pass, on second or 
third reading, a public bill or resolution filed in either house during the first year of the regular 
session after May 21 (with exceptions noted in the rules) (Rule 44.1); (d) to remove bills from the 
table that are reported unfavorably by the committee to which they are referred and that have no 
minority report (Rule 46(a)); (e) to recall a bill from a committee under specified conditions or to 
temporary suspend the rule allowing such a recall (Rule 47); (f) to act on a bill on third reading 
on the same day on which it passed its second reading (Rule 50); (g) to remove a bill from the 
table that has been postponed indefinitely or that has been laid on the table because it embodies 
the principal provisions of a bill that has failed or been tabled (Rule 53), or that has otherwise 
been tabled (Rule 54); (h) to send a bill from the Senate on the day of its passage, except on the 
last day of the session (Rule 59); or (i) to suspend any of the rules temporarily (Rule 77(b)) (per- 
manent alteration of the rules continues to require a two-thirds vote of the membership of the 
Senate). 

Amends Rule 58 to direct the principal clerk to certify, among other things, that a bill 
passed by vote of two-thirds of the membership of the Senate present and voting, whenever the 
Constitution or laws require such a vote (was, two-thirds of the membership of the Senate). 

Amends Rule 31(a) to make the following changes in provisions for committee appoint- 
ments: (a) the president pro tempore of the Senate has the exclusive right to appoint the majority 
party’s membership of all committees, and to appoint committee chairmen and vice-chairmen, 
while the minority leader has the exclusive right and authority to appoint all the minority party’s 
members of committees and to appoint the ranking minority member (under prior rules, the presi- 
dent of the Senate generally appointed all committees and committee chairmen and vice- 
chairmen); (b) president pro tempore has the right to appoint select committees; Senate may also 
do so by resolution; and (c) the president pro tempore and the minority leader are to designate 
their party’s members to all standing committees at the beginning of the session.

Adds three standing committees: Banks and Thrift Institutions, Public Utilities, and Small 
Business, and eliminates Commerce Committee, Economic Growth Committee, one of the two 
Local Government and Regional Affairs Committees, and one of the four Judiciary Committees. In 
place of Environment Committee and Natural and Economic Resources and Wildlife Committee, 
provides for Environment and Natural Resources Committee and Marine Resources and Wildlife 
Committee. Provides for Veterans Affairs, Law Enforcement, and Senior Citizens Committee (was, 
Veterans Affairs and Senior Citizens Committee). (Rule 32) 

Rewrites Rule 34, “Membership of committees; quorum,” to provide as follows: Each 
standing committee is to consist of 5 to 20 senators, including the chairman, vice-chairmen, and 
ranking minority member. The Appropriations Committee, Base Budget Committee, and Finance 
Committee are not limited in number of members; quorum of each of these committees and 
Ways and Means Committee is a majority of the committee. Quorum of all other committees is 
either the chairman and five members or a majority of the committee, whichever is fewer. 
President Pro Tempore has the exclusive right and authority to determine the number of mem- 
bers of each committee. Membership of each standing committee is, with respect to each politi- 
Cal party, to be in same proportion as membership of that party in the Senate. No senator may 
be a member of more than 12 standing committees unless the Rules and Operation of the 
Senate Committee provides otherwise. 

Adds new Rule 42.5, “Appropriations Committee Meetings.” Provides that, notwithstanding 
G.S. 143-14 (joint meetings of house and senate committees considering the budget report and 
appropriation bill) and pursuant to last sentence of that statute, the Appropriations Chairman may 
in his or her sole discretion direct that the Appropriation Committee or its subcommittees or both 
may consider the budget and the budget plan including all appropriations in separate meetings 
from the House and may do all things set out in G.S. 143-14 separately from the House. 

Amends Rule 43 to provide that principal clerk of Senate is to refer bills to committees, 
under supervision of the chairman of the Committee on Rules and Operation of the Senate or in 
his absence the vice-chairman of that Committee, and that reading clerk is to announce the refer- 
rals. Principal clerk is to inform presiding officer of referrals. (Under prior rule, president of 
Senate or presiding officer made and announced committee referrals.) Makes conforming change 
in Rule 44. Adds new provision to Rule 43 specifying that bills may be referred to more than one 
committee serially (if a favorable report is given in one committee, it goes to another committee). 

Amends Rule 57 to make technical changes and to specify that president pro tempore, or 
in his absence the deputy president pro tempore, is to appoint Senate conference committees. 

Amends Rules 60 and 63(d) to provide that president pro tempore of Senate (was, presi- 
dent) is to appoint pages and to supervise or designate the supervisor of the pages, and is to 
appoint the supervisor of clerks and any assistants.

H 1. INFORMING GOVERNOR. "/NFORMING HIS EXCELLENCY, GOVERNOR JAMES G. MARTIN, 
THAT THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY IS ORGANIZED AND READY TO PROCEED WITH PUBLIC 
BUSINESS AND INVITING THE GOVERNOR TO ADDRESS A JOINT SESSION OF THE SENATE AND 
HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES." Provides for the appointment of a committee to invite Governor 
Martin to address a joint session at 2:00 p.m., Tuesday, 17 January 1989. 

Introduced by Hunt. Passed 2nd & 3rd readings. 


H 2. GUBERNATORIAL VETO/SUCCESSION. "TO PROVIDE FOR A GUBERNATORIAL VETO, TO 
PROVIDE THAT THE GOVERNOR AND LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR MAY NOT SUCCEED THEMSELVES, 
PROVIDE FOR A LIMITATION ON SUCCESSIVE TERMS OF THE SPEAKER AND PRESIDENT PRO 
TEMPORE, AND TO PROVIDE THAT THE GOVERNOR AND LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR RUN AS A 
JOINT TICKET IN THE GENERAL ELECTION.” Provides for amendments to the North Carolina 
Constitution to be presented to the voters in November 1990 as a group, all to be voted on 
together. The amendments would (1) grant to the governor the power to veto laws passed by the 
General Assembly, (2) prohibit the governor from

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election to successive terms and the lieutenant governor from election to successive terms, (3) 
limit the terms of the House Speaker and the Senate president pro tempore, and (4) require that 
candidates for governor and lieutenant governor run together and be elected as a team. 

On the veto power: a bill passed by the General Assembly would be sent to the governor. If 
the governor signs it, the bill would become law, as it now does upon ratification. The governor 
may, instead, return the bill to the house in which it originated with a statement of his objections. 
If a majority of those present in that house votes to override the governor’s veto, the bill would be 
sent to the other house. If a majority of those present in that second house also votes to override 
the veto, the bill becomes a law despite the veto. If the governor neither signs the bill nor returns 
it, it becomes law after seven days (Sundays not included), unless the General Assembly has, 
within that time, adjourned sine die or for more than 30 days. In that case, the governor must 
sign the bill within 30 days or reconvene the General Assembly and return the bill with his objec- 
tions. At the reconvened session, the General Assembly could consider only bills returned by the 
governor. The governor sets the date for the reconvened session, which must be no later than 40 
days after adjournment. If the reconvened session occurs after the expiration of the terms of the 
General Assembly members, the newly-elected members serve for the reconvened session. The 
veto power does not extend (a) to bills proposing amendments to the state constitution, approving 
amendments to the United States constitution, or calling for a constitutional convention, (b) to 
legislative appointments to office under the constitutional provision for higher education, (c) to 
legislative appointments of special superior court judges, (d) to confirmation votes in the General 
Assembly on appointments to the State Board of Education and to other confirmation votes on 
appointments to office, and (e) to joint resolutions. All appointments made by the General 
Assembly to office under Article III, Section 5(8), however, would have to be made by passage of 
a bill, which would be subject to veto. 

On prohibition on succession and term limitation: the governor and lieutenant governor may 
not be elected to successive terms (except that the current lieutenant governor could be 
reelected). Beginning in 1995, speakers of the House and Senate presidents pro tempore could 
be elected to no more than two consecutive terms. 

On team voting for governor and lieutenant governor: voters for a candidate for governor 
would vote for that candidate and a lieutenant governor candidate together, as they now vote for 
president and vice-president of the United States. A nomination for one office without a corre- 
sponding nomination for the companion office would be without effect. 

This bill makes numerous conforming changes in GS Chapters 97, 120, 130A, 143, 147, 


and 163, to become effective only if the voters approve the underlying constitutional amendments. 


If the voters approve the amendments, the veto provisions become effective January 1, 1993; the 
succession provisions become effective January 1, 1993; and the team election of governor and 
lieutentant governor becomes effective with the 1992 general election. 

Introduced by Lineberry. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 3. REVENUE LAW STUDY CONTINUED. "A JOINT RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING THE 
LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO CONTINUE TO STUDY THE REVENUE LAWS OF NORTH 
CAROLINA.” Authorizes LRC to study state’s revenue laws and administration, as has been done 
each session since 1977. Directs Secretary of Revenue to insure department’s cooperation. Final 
report directed to 1991 General Assembly. 

Introduced by Lilley. Referred to Rules. 


H 4. UPDATE IRC REFERENCE. "7O UPDATE THE REFERENCE TO THE INTERNAL REVENUE 
CODE USED TO DETERMINE CERTAIN TAXABLE INCOME AND TAX EXEMPTIONS.” Amends GS 
105-2.1, 105-114, 105-130.2(1), 105-135(15), 105-163.1(11), and 105-212 to specify that the word 
“Code” means the Internal Revenue Code as enacted as of January 1, 1989 and includes any 








provisions enacted as of that date which become effective either before or after that date (date in 
definition was January 1, 1988). Makes technical corrections to GS references in GS 105-212. 
Introduced by Lilley. Referred to Finance. 


H 5. REVENUE LAWS TECHNICAL CHANGES. "TO MAKE TECHNICAL CHANGES TO THE 
REVENUE LAWS." Makes following changes in tax and other statutes: (1) Amends GS 105-130.19 
(time and place of payment of corporate income tax) to delete subsections (b) and (c) dealing 
with installment payment of taxes and to add reference to GS Ch. 105, Art. 4C, "Filing of 
Declarations of Estimated Income Tax and Installment Payments of Estimated Income Tax by 
Corporations,” which deals with that subject. Updates statutory references in GS 105-310.19: (2) 
Amends GS 105-145(d1) (part of individual income tax law dealing with transfers of property inci- 
dent to divorce) to update reference to federal Internal Revenue Code. (3) Amends first part of 
GS 105-147(7) (dealing with individual income tax deduction allowed for proportion of a corpora- 
tion’s dividends allocable to NC) to specify that deduction is only allowed if taxpayer reports the 
dividends in gross income. (4) Changes name reference in GS 105-159.1(6) (dealing with remit- 
ting and crediting of tax designated by individual to go to political party) to fund in which money 
is deposited to “North Carolina Political Parties Financing Fund” (was, North Carolina Election 
Campaign Fund). (5) Repeals GS 105-163.05, income tax credit for local property taxes paid by 
producer on poultry and livestock; Specifies that repeal does not affect rights or liabilities (includ- 
ing right to a refund or credit) arising under statute before its repeal. (6) Amends provision of GS 
105-242(b) dealing with notices of attachment or garnishment to allow notice to be served in any 
manner provided in Rule 4 of NC Rules of Civil Procedure; deletes reference in statute to service 
by registered or certified mail, and makes technical wording changes. (7) Amends GS 105-375(c) 
(concerning notice for in rem foreclosure of tax lien) to provide specifically that mailing and publi- 
cation costs and $50 administrative fee are to be added to amount of taxes that are a lien on the 
real property and are to be paid by the taxpayer to the taxing unit at the time the taxes are 
collected or the property is sold. (8) Amends schedule in GS 106-277.28(2) of annual license fees 
paid by seed dealers to eliminate technical “gaps” in the schedule. 

Effective on ratification, except that changes (1) and (3) above are effective for taxable 
years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1989, and change (5) (repeal of GS 105-163. 05) is effective 
for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1990. 

Introduced by Liiley. Referred to Finance. 


H 6. SAFE ROADS ACT STUDY PACKAGE. "TO IMPLEMENT THE RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE 
SAFE ROADS ACT STUDY COMMITTEE OF THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION." 

Lower per se level, Amends GS 20-138.1 to lower level of alchol concentration required for 
conviction of impaired driving from 0.10 to 0.08; amends various statutes that use the 0.10 level 
of alcohol for other purposes (pretrial license revocation, substance abuse assesment, notice to 
defendant of per se level, etc) to make conforming changes. 

Raise fines. Amends GS 20-179 to require minimum fines at each level of punishment, and 
to increase maximum fines for each level (new minimums are in each case at least 150% of old 
maximums and new maximums range from 250 to 800% higher than old maximums). For exam- 
ple, Level Five is currently a maximum $100 and is raised to $250 minimum and $500 maximum, 
and Level One is currently a maximum $2000 and is raised to $3000 minimum and $5000 maxi- 
mum. 

Sequential breath testing. Amends GS 20-139.1 to specify that defendant’s refusal to give 
second breath sample makes first sample admissible in evidence. 

Increase imprisonment for Level Five. Amends GS. 20-179 to raise maximum imprisonment 
for Level Five from 60 to 61 days imprisonment.

Provisonal licensee revocation period. Amends GS 20-13.2 to provide that revocation in pro- 
visional licensee per se offense is longer of 45 days or period between date of offense and per- 
son's 18th birthday (now runs until 18th birthday or 45 days, whichever is longer). 

Revocation for murder convictions. Amends GS 20-17 to require mandatory license revoca- 
tion when person convicted of murder involving vehicle; when revocation is based on impaired 
driving, effect is to provide for permanent revocation under GS 20-19(i). 

Death by vehicle punishment. Amends GS 20-141.4 to make involuntary manslaughter a 
lesser included offense of felony death by vehicle and to raise death by vehicle punishment to 
Class G felony (maximum 15 years imprisonment). 

Juvenile subject to implied consent laws. Amends GS 20-16.2 to make juvenile charged with 
impaired driving offense subject to implied consent laws 

Lower commercial driver per se level. Reenacts provisions enacted in 1988 dealing with 
commercial drivers to lower level of alchol required for conviction of impaired driving by commer- 
cial driver from 0.04 to 0.02. 

Mitigating factors. Amends GS 20-179(e) to specify that slight impairment factor cannot be 
found if person’s alcohol concentration exceeds 0.09. 

Aggravating factors. Amends GS 20-179(c) to provide that conviction of impaired driving 
offense occurring after date of another offense, but before or contemporaneous with conviction of 
other offense is grossly aggravating factor. 

Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Wicker. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 7. PIEDMONT TRIAD MARKET FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
AGRICULTURE FOR THE PIEDMONT TRIAD FARMERS MARKET." Appropriates $2.5 for each year 
of 1989-91 biennium from General Fund to Dep’t of Agriculture for constructing the first phase of 
the Piedmont Triad Farmers Market and to cover the manager’s salary for 1989-90. Effective July 
1, 1989. 

Introduced by Lineberry. Referred to Basic Resources. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 1. INFORMING GOVERNOR (=H 1). "INFORMING HIS EXCELLENCY, GOVERNOR JAMES G. 
MARTIN, THAT THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY IS ORGANIZED AND READY TO PROCEED WITH PUBLIC

S 4. 1989 LOTTERY BILL -REFERENDUM. "7O ESTABLISH A STATE LOTTERY AFTER A BINDING 
REFERENDUM." Subject to a statewide referendum on Nov. 7, 1989, adds new GS Ch. 143C 
providing for a state lottery. Creates five-member State Lottery Comm’n to oversee lottery; 
comm’rs to be appointed by governor for staggered five-year terms; specifies qualifications, pow- 
ers and duties. Governor is to appoint director to manage operations; director may appoint up to 
four ass’t directors. Specifies reports, audits, and studies to be made. Within 150 days after 
effective date (first day of second monih following voter approval), public sales of tickets must 
begin. Comm'n is to promulgate rules specifying types of games to be played (subject to restric- 
tions specified in bill), number and value of prizes, method for determining winners, sales price of 
tickets, validation procedures for winners, and procedures for distributing tickets directly to pur- 
chasers or through retailers. Specifies restrictions on persons who may be selected by director as 
retailers; comm’n to determine compensation to be paid to retailers. Makes sale of ticket to per- 
son under 21 a misdemeanor. Sets out restrictions on procurement of goods and services. 
Creates State Lottery Fund within State Treasury (to be composed of initial start-up appropriation 
of 4,117,236, which it to be repaid to General Fund by June 30, 1990). At least 50% of lottery 
revenue to be allocated for prizes; no more than 16% of revenues for expenses; balance to 
betransferred to Dep’t of Education in addition to funds otherwise appropriated from General 
Fund. Pre-empts local regulations and prohibits levy of state or local taxes on lottery fund or 
prizes.

S 5. NO PROFANE BUMPER STICKERS. "TO PROHIBIT THE AFFIXING TO A MOTOR VEHICLE OF 
ANY STICKER, DECAL, EMBLEM, OR OTHER DEVICE CONTAINING PROFANE OR LEWD WORDS 
DESCRIBING SEXUAL ACTS, EXECRETORY FUNCTIONS, OR PARTS OF THE HUMAN BODY.” As 
title indicates. Violation is a misdemeanor punishable by fine not to exceed $50. Effective Oct. 1, 
1989. 

Introduced by Plyler. Referred to Transportation. 


S 6. GUBERNATORIAL VETO-2. "TO PROVIDE FOR A GUBERNATORIAL VETO.” Provides for 
amendments to the North Carolina Constitution to be presented to the voters in November 1990.

(b) to legislative appointments to office under the constitutional provision for higher education, (c) 


to legislative appointments of special superior court judges, (d) to confirmation votes in the 


General Assembly on appointments to the State Board of Education and to other confirmation 
votes on appointments to office, and (e) to joint resolutions.

S 7. DIVIDE DISTRICT COURT 6. "TO DIVIDE DISTRICT COURT DISTRICT 6 THE SAME WAY AS 
SUPERIOR COURT DISTRICT 6 HAS BEEN DIVIDED, AND ADD A NEW JUDGE IN DISTRICT COURT 
DISTRICT 6B." Amends GS 7A-133 as title indicates; new district 6A consists of Halifax, and 6B 
consists of Northampton, Bertie, and Hertford. Allocates two of existing judgeships currently allo- 
cated to district 6 to new district 6A, and remaining judgeship allocated to new district 6B. Adds 
new judgeship to district 6B, with initial holder of office to be appointed by Governor for term 
beginning September 1, 1989 and expiring first Monday in December of 1990. Successor to be 


elected for four year term beginning Sept. 1, 1989. Effective Sept. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Ballance. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 8. ADD JUDGE DISTRICT COURT 9. "TO ADD A NEW JUDGE IN DISTRICT COURT DISTRICT 9.” 
Amends GS 7A-133 to add additional district judge in district 9, with initial holder of office to be 
appointed by Governor for term beginning Sept. 1, 1989, and ending first Monday in December of 


1990. Successor to be elected in 1990 general election. Effective Sept. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Ballance. Referred to Judiciary 2.

H 12. DRUG TESTING REGULATION. "TO REGULATE WORKPLACE DRUG TESTING." Adds new 
GS Ch. 95, Art. 19 entitled "Workplace Drug Testing Regulation Act” to prohibit drug testing of 
employees except where an employer believes that the employee is using or has used drugs or 
where the employee works in a high risk or safety sensitive position. Permits testing of job appli- 
cants. Employer defined as a person doing business in the state who has one or more employees 
in this state. 

How tests may be administered: Before testing an applicant or employee, an employer 
must provide a written policy that summarizes the circumstances under which the test will be 
administered, the kinds of drugs tested for, the consequences of failure of the test or refusal to 
take it, and the employee’s rights to have a retest or to explain the test results. Samples may be 
collected in a manner reasonably calculated to prevent substitution or tampering, but individual 
dignity is to be protected to the extent practical and no one may observe the collection of a urine 
sample unless there is reason to believe there has been tampering or substitution. Samples may 
be analyzed only by labs approved by the Dep’t of Human Resources or other specified bodies. | 
Samples testing positive must be preserved and retested. An employee with a positive result may | 
request additional testing at the employee’s own expense. | 

Who may be tested: Any applicant for employment (that is, one who has completed a writ- 
ten job application) may be tested. Any employee may be tested if the employer believes that he 
is using drugs or has used them. The belief must be based on direct observation of drug use or 
physical manifestations of being under the influence, abnormal conduct or erratic behavior at | 
work, a patter of tardiness or deterioration of performance, a report of drug use by a reliable 
source that has been corroborated, evidence of use or possession or solicitation at work, evi- 
dence that an accident at work was caused by drug use, or evidence of tampering with a drug 
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test. Additionally, any employee who operates vehicles, machinery, or equipment, or handles haz- 
ardous materials may be required to submit to random testing, defined as testing which insures 
that each member of a group is equally likely to be tested and that the employer may not waive 
testing for any member. Finally, the employer may require testing of any employee who has failed 
a test and been referred to a treatment program. 

Consequences of failing test: An employer may reject a job applicant whose test is con- 
firmed positive and the employer owes no other obligation to the applicant. If an employee fails 
the test, the employer must provide an employee assistance program for treatment or referral for 
treatment. The program must be registered with the Dep’t of Labor. Treatment is to be paid for 
by the employer's health benefit plan or by the employee if no such plan exists. 

When employee may be fired: An employee who fails a drug test may be discharged only if 
(1) he has previously participated in an assistance program while employed by the same em- 
ployer, (2) he has refused to participate in a program, or (3) he fails to complete treatment pro- 
vided by the program. Programs may last up to one year. Positive drug test results more than 30 
days after the start of a program constitute failure to complete the program. An employee may be 
suspended up to three days with or without pay until entering the program, or transferred or 
reassigned for ihe time necessary to complete the program, or suspended without pay for up to 
30 days when recommended by the program for purposes of drug testing. 

Use of test results: Test results may not be used in a criminal proceeding, but may be 
used as prima facie evidence before the Dep't of Labor, the Employment Security Comm'n, or 
other administrative agency of the state concerned with employer-employee relations. 

The Comm’r of Labor is authorized to investigate complaints of violations. An employee may 
bring an action against an employer who violates the act for injunctive relief, damages, or both.

Amends GS 35A-1224(b) to 
allow clerk to appoint as. guardian for a minor an adult individual who is not a North Carolina 
resident but only if the nonresident gives written consent to submit to jurisdiction of NC courts in 
guardianship matters and appoints resident agent approved by clerk to accept service of process. 
Provides for filing notice of appointment of resident agent, and authorizes clerk to require non- 
resident guardian to post faithful performance bond. Makes conforming amendment to GS 35A-

230.2(a)(5) to lower the maximum award to any one county or group of counties under the County 
Satellite Jail/Work Release Unit Fund from $1.5 million to $750,000.

GOVERNOR’S BIENNIAL BUDGET MESSAGE 


Governor Martin presented his biennial budget message today to a joint session of the 
Senate and House. 

Revenue. The governor noted that projected revenue growth for the coming biennium is 
more limited than it has been in the recent past. He predicted that revenue growth in fiscal 1988- 
89 will attain the 6.4% projected in the current budget. After allocating $80 million for mandated 
Medicaid costs, $65 million for school construction, and $75 million to continue recurring items 
funded in 1988-89 from non-recurring sources, he projected 233 million for 1989-90 in increased 
recurring revenue. For 1990-91, he projected $435 million in additional revenue. He observed that 
this creates the unusual situation of being able to budget more generously for new programs in 
the second year of the biennium than in the first. Rejecting a tax increase unless there is a 
chronic slowdown in revenue growth, the governor proposed to allocate the available $233 million 
as follows: $10 million for added prison employees, $113 million for the Basic Education Program, 
$40 million for state employees’ health insurance, $6 million for services to older adults, and 
$62.4 million for pay increases for teachers and state employees. 

Pay increase. The governor proposed a 4.5% pay increase for state employees generally 
and a 5.7% increase for teachers. One-third of the increase for state employees would be re- 
served for restoring performance pay. The increase would take effect as of April 1, 1990. Without 
committing himself to any specific proposal, the governor noted a number of contingencies that 
might allow for implementing the pay increase earlier than that. First, he observed that his recom- 
mendations are necessarily based on information available at this time and that the revenue pic- 
ture might improve over the next several months. Second, he noted that the state will experience 





a windfall of capital gains tax for RUR-Nabisco stockholders. If that generates an extra $62 mil-, 
lion, the pay increase could be made effective January 1, 1990. Third, he predicted that changes 
in the tax code proposed by the Tax Fairness Study Comm'n may increase the yield of revenues 
through improved enforcement features. Fourth, he suggested that savings could be achieved in 
the continuation budget and noted that he had asked state departments to eliminate. 1% of their 
positions and to identify user fees, including tuition, that might be increased. If these sources 
generate as much as $62 million, the increase could take effect October 1, 1989. Finally he. _ 
pointed out that program expansions could be deferred, but alluded to the Advisory Budget .- 
Commission’s advice that he not defer any part of the Basic Education Program. 

Education. To keep the Basic Education Program on schedule, the governor recommended 
new spending of $113 million in 1989-90 and $212 million in 1990-91. The State Board of — 
Education would recommend to the General Assembly how much should be applied to Career. 
Ladder increments and how much to “across-the-board” increases. Other proposals would (1) 
double the Teaching Fellows Program, adding 400 each year; (2) strengthen teacher education, 
including expansion of the summer Foreign Language Institutes; (3) fund various approaches. to. 
dropout prevention; (4) create a Literacy Office in the Dep't of Administration; and. (5). appropriate 
$2 million, to be administered by the Department of Human Resources, for pre-kindergarten, de- 
velopmental day care for "at-risk" 4-year olds. 

The governor noted that the real objective of public education is improving student achieve- 
ment. To do this, we need a greater degree of accountability at all levels of school leadership 
and increased local flexibility in the management of state education programs. He also said that 
is time for North Carolina to begin debate on the issue of public school choice, allowing students 
and their parents to have more say about the schools they attend. 

Transportation. Noting the need for better roads, the governor predicted that this session 
will adopt the strategic corridor highway concept and provide funding for it. He made no separate 
funding proposal, instead asking for support for the Highway Study Commission’s request, when 
it is made. The comm’n will present the General Assembly with a map and construction.schedule 
of four-lane highways to be built by the year 2000, along wiih improved connectors, and a tax 
and bond package. 

Turning to railroads, the governor asked for a one-time appropriation of $1 million so the 
state will be prepared to respond to future contingencies invoiving rail righis-of-way. He also..ex-.., 
plained that the Governor’s Rail Passenger Task Force has been studying ways to restore pas- 
senger service along the route of the North Carolina Railroad; the necessary investment in rolling 
stock and track improvements should be financed out of the siate’s future earnings from the 
railroad stock. 

Economic development. To continue a vigorous economic development program, the gover- 
nor proposed, through the Dep’t of Commerce, a $2 million expansion of the business/industry 
development program, export promotion and mission, and travel and tourism promotion. He also 
proposed consolidating migrant housing inspections under one agency and a stronger emphasis 
on aquaculture to be funded within the Dep't of Agriculture. 

Environment. The governor recommended a $9 million appropriation for programs related to 
(1) pesticides in groundwater; (2) compliance with air quality standards; (3) establishment of a low 
level radioactive waste management facility; (4) the response to planned exploratory drilling off 
North Carolina’s coast; (5) water quality regulation; (6) replacement of leaking underground stor- 
age tanks; (7) hazardous waste regulation and clean-up; and (8) solid waste regulation. In the 
second year, the General Assembly should provide a $10 million reserve for state park.improve- 
ments, $10 million for a solid waste revolving fund, and $8.5 million for the North American pavil- 
ion at the N.C. Zoo. 

Concerning the siting of a hazardous waste disposal facility, the governor announced that 
South Carolina is considering excluding hazardous waste delivered to its site from any state that 
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has not taken steps to solve its own problem by March 1. He urged the General Assembly to 
either create a framework for making a site decision or turn the matter over to him. 

Finally, the governor urged early attention to consolidation of environmental regulation in a 
new Dep’t of Health and Environment as recommended by the Environmental Study Comm’n. 

Prison Overcrowding. The governor will submit emergency legislation to (1) approve the 
terms of the settlement of a lawsuit involving 49 state prison units; (2) commit to funding more 
prison construction; (3) expand alternatives to prison, including electronic monitors for house ar- 
rest and intensively supervised parole and probation; and (4) extend the prison population cap. 

Law Enforcement. The governor proposed a number of changes to the DWI laws, including 
(1) making a single breathalyzer test admissible when appropriate; (2) reducing the blood alcohol 
level to 0.08; (3) re-enacting a 0.04 level for truck and bus drivers; (4) increasing fines for convic- 
tions; (5) clarifying the revocation period for provisional licensees; (6) increasing the penalty for 
felony death by vehicle; (7) prohibiting open containers of alcohol in passenger vehicles; (8) sub- 
jecting juveniles to the informed consent laws; (9) increasing the license revocation period to 30 
days; and (10) providing for revocation of limited driving privileges if the terms of the limitation are 
violated. In addition, the governor will seek to establish alcohol treatment centers under the Dept. 
of Correction for multiple offenders and to make victims of DWI accidents eligible for victim’s 
compensation. 

The other recommendations were for increased law enforcement personnel. Under the gover- 
nor’s plan, 50 new state troopers will be hired in each year, 40 new State Bureau of Investigation 
(SBI) agents will be added in the second year, and 36 new alcohol enforcement agents will be 
hired. In addition, he is seeking $20 million for a new SBI building. 

Health. Federally mandated increases in the Medicaid budget will total $80 million in the 
first year and $64 million in the second. The governor proposes an additional $40 million in the 
first and $53 million in the second year for the state employees’ health plan, along with $4 and 
$6 million respectively for employees under the highway fund. However, he warned that future 
co-payments and deductibles may be required to contain costs. 

Two other proposals are to develop a package of revenue bonds for the construction of area 
mental health facilities and to limit the availability of state abortion funds to pregnancies that 
result from promptly reported rape or incest, or that endanger the life of the mother. Finally, the 
governor seeks funding for programs related to the aging, including money for investigations of 
complaints against health care facilities, Alzheimer’s patients, senior centers, in-home and caregi- 
ver support services, and transportation for the elderly (and handicapped persons). 

Veto. With the hope that 1989 will become known as "The Year of the Veto,” the governor 
asked the General Assembly to submit a constitutional amendment giving veto power to the gov- 
ernor. He did not put forward a specific proposal but insisted that a veto proposal not be linked 
with other matters such as succession or electing the governor and lieutenant governor as a 
team, and he suggested that a veto with majority override was little more than a required fourth 
reading and was not acceptable.

H 32. OIL RECYCLING PROGRAM. "70 DIRECT THE DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES, 
SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT SECTION, TO DEVELOP A MOTOR OIL RECYCLING PROGRAM." 
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Requires the Dep’t of Human Resources to develop a motor oil recycling program by Jan. 1, 
1990. Program must be implemented statewide by July 1, 1990. Requires Dep't to provide a cost 
analysis of plan, including potential damage to environment if program is not implemented within 
the next two years. Requires report on plan to Joint Legislative Committee on Governmental 
Operations by Sept. 1, 1989.

H 33. ALBEMARLE-PAMLICO ESTUARINE STUDY. "AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH 
COMMISSION TO STUDY THE PROGRESS OF THE ALBEMARLE-PAMLICO ESTUARINE STUDY." 

Authorizes cited study with interim report to 1990 session and final report to 1991 session. | 
Introduced by Bowman. Referred to Rules. 


H 34. EXTEND ENVIRONMENTAL CONCERN AREA. "7O EXTEND THE AREA OF 
ENVIRONMENTAL CONCERN AROUND OUTSTANDING RESOURCE WATERS AND PRIMARY 
NURSERY AREAS TO FIVE HUNDRED SEVENTY-FIVE FEET.” Amends GS 113A-113 to add two new 
categories of areas that may be designated areas of environmental concern by the Coastal 
Resources Comm'n: (1) outstanding resource waters and (2) primary nursery areas in the estuar- 
ine system. Provides that any existing land uses occurring as of the effective date of the act that 
are inconsistent with designations as outstanding resource waters or primary nursery areas may 
continue at the level that existed on that date. The area of environmental concern for any out- 
standing resource waters and primary nursery areas designated by rule on or before the effective 
date of the act shall automatically be extended to 575 feet.

by Jan. 1, 1990, and implemented on a priority basis.

H 36. CAMA CONSIDER CUMULATIVE IMPACT. "TO REQUIRE THAT CUMULATIVE IMPACT BE 
CONSIDERED PRIOR TO ISSUING CAMA WATER POLLUTION CONTROL PERMITS.” Amends GS 
113A-120(a) to add new subsection (9) requiring that the appropriate agency shall deny an appli- 
cation for a development permit if there is a practicable alternative to the project that would 
accomplish the overall purposes with less adverse impact on public resources. Adds new GS 
113A-120(a)(10) requiring that the appropriate agency shall deny an application for a development 
permit if the proposed development would contribute to cumulative effects inconsistent with sub- 
sections (1) through (9), and amends GS 143-215.1(b) to require the Environmental Management 
Comm'n, in acting on water quality permits, to prevent degradation of water quality because of 
cumulative effects of permit decisions. Defines “cumulative effects” as "impacts attributable to 
the collective effects of a number of projects and include the effects of additional development 
similar to the requested permit in areas available for development in the vicinity and future devel- 
opment consistent with existing or proposed infrastructure.” Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Bowman. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 37. COASTAL WATER QUALITY STUDY. "REQUESTING THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH 
COMMISSION TO CONTINUE THE STUDY OF COASTAL WATER QUALITY." Authorizes LRC to con- 
tinue coastal water quality study begun pursuant to SL 1986, ch. 1014, sec. 152, and to review 
and evaluate coastal water rules issued by Environmental Management Comm'n, Coastal 
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Resources Comm'n, Marine Fisheries Comm'n, and other agencies. Authorizes interim report to 
1990 session and final report to 1991 session. 
Introduced by Bowman. Referred to Rules. 


H 38. COASTAL RESOURCES COMM’'N CHANGES. "TO MODIFY THE MEMBERSHIP 
QUALIFICATIONS OF THE COASTAL RESOURCES COMMISSION." Amends GS 113A-104 to provide 
that persons appointed to Coastal Resources Comm'n shall not have income derived from land 
development, construction, real estate sales, lobbying or otherwise serving as agent for develop- 
ment interest, or other development related business except one of the three at-large members 
and the four members appointed in categories of coastal land developers, marine-related busi- 
ness, coastal area engineering, and coastal land development financing. Effective on ratification, 
but does not affect incumbents until expiration of current terms. 

Introduced by Bowman. Referred to Rules. 


H 39. NONSURFACE DISCHARGE PERMIT/NOTICE. "TO REQUIRE THAT PUBLIC NOTICE BE 
GIVEN OF AN APPLICATION FOR A PERMIT OR FOR RENEWAL OF A PERMIT FOR CERTAIN 
TYPES OF NONSURFACE DISCHARGES AND TO PROVIDE FOR A PUBLIC HEARING CONCERNING 
THE ISSUANCE OR RENEWAL OF SUCH A PERMIT IF THE ENVIRONMENTAL MANAGEMENT 
COMMISSION DETERMINES THAT THERE !S A SIGNIFICANT INTEREST IN HOLDING SUCH A 
HEARING.” (1) Amends GS 143-215.1(d) to add provisions summarized in title, except that the bill 
requires "public meetings” for permits or renewals rather than "public hearings” as indicated by 
title. (2) Applies the public meetings provisions now set by GS 143-215.1(c)(3) and (4) for surface 
water discharges to all of the “nonsurface discharges” enumerated in points (3) and (4) of this 
digest. (3) Applies essentially the same notice and staff evaluation procedures now set by GS 
143-215.1(c)(2) for surface water discharges to the following "“nonsurface discharges”: (a) new or 
expanded wastewater treatment plants of 30,000 gallons per day or greater; (b) spray irrigation 
systems not for single family residences; (c) sludge disposai sites; (d) smaller projects that would 
affect lands or waters having special environmental designations, or having strong public interest, 
or having severe, unusual or precedent-making impacts. (4) Applies a simplified procedure (14- 
day notice period with opportunity for written comments but no staff evaluation) to the following 
classes of "nonsurface discharges”: (a) spray irrigation systems for single family residences; (b) 
sewer lines one mile or longer and with 100,000 gallons per day (GPD) or larger design flow; and 
(c) pump stations equal to or greater than 100,000 gpd. (5) Effective July 1, 1989; affects permits 
and renewals applied for thereafter. 

Introduces by Bowman. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 40. ENVIRONMENTAL MGT COMM'N CHANGES. "TO MODIFY THE MEMBERSHIP OF THE 
ENVIRONMENTAL MANAGEMENT COMMISSION.” Amends GS 143B-283(a) to (1) reduce number 
of at-large members of Environmental Management Comm'n from five to three; (2) add member- 
ship category of person with expertise in effects of air pollution and air pollution control; (3) add 
membership category of person with expertise in freshwater, estuarine, marine biological, or eco- 
logical sciences, and (4) refine description of membership categories for public health expertise, 
agriculture, water supply engineer, fish and wildlife conservation, and hydrology or groundwater 
pollution expertise. Effective on ratification, but does not apply to incumbents until expiration of 
current terms.

H 41. NOTICE/MODIFY CAMA PERMIT. "TO REQUIRE PUBLIC NOTICE WHEN A SIGNIFICANT 
MODIFICATION IS PROPOSED TO A MAJOR CAMA PERMIT APPLICATION OR TO A PREVIOUSLY 
ISSUED MAJOR CAMA PERMIT." Amends GS 113A-119(b) to require Sec’y of NRCD to give pub- 
lic notice of a significant modification to an application for a major development permit and of an 
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application to modify substantially a previously issued major permit in the coastal zone (now, pub- 
lic notice required only of initial permit application). Publication of notice in a newspaper is re- 
quired to be made at least 20 days before final action on any major development permit. 
Introduced by Bowman. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 42. PROHIBIT DISCLOSURE OF SALES PRICE. "TO PROHIBIT COUNTIES FROM REQUIRING 
THE DISCLOSURE OF THE SALES PRICE IN REAL ESTATE TRANSACTIONS.” Amends GS 105-303 
as title indicates. 

Introduced by Beall. Referred to Commerce. 


H 43. REPEAL RABIES VACCINE RESTRICTIONS. "TO REPEAL A 1987 LAW RESTRICTING THE 
POSSESSION AND SALE OF RABIES VACCINE.” Repeals GS 130A-191 (cited section makes it un- 
lawful for anyone other than veterinarians, certified rabies vaccinators, and distributors to possess 
rabies vaccine and for distributors to sell vaccine to anyone other than veterinarians and certified 
rabies vaccinators). 

Introduced by Beall. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 44. SPECIAL LEGISLATIVE ELECTIONS. "7O ABROGATE THE COMMON LAW RULE THAT A 
PERSON ELECTED TO THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY MUST SERVE, AND TO PROVIDE THAT IN A 
CASE WHERE A PERSON RESIGNS BEFORE TAKING THE OATH OF OFFICE, OR WHERE THE SEAT 
IS DECLARED VACANT BY THE SENATE OR THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES AFTER AN 
ELECTION CONTEST, A SPECIAL ELECTION SHALL BE HELD TO FILL THE VACANCY.” Amends GS 
120-6 and GS 120-7 (penalty provision) to provide that a person elected to the General Assembly 
who resigns before the convening of the session need not appear for the session. Amends GS 
163-11 to provide that if a vacancy in the General Assembly occurs because of a resignation prior 
to the convening of the session, or when the vacancy is declared by a house because of rejec- 
tion of the election returns under NC Const. Art. Il, Sec. 20 (each house to judge qualifications 
and elections of its members), the vacancy must be filled by special election in the district. 
Requires the governor to set the date of the election and a schedule for related matters. Provides 
for nominations by political parties by the appropriate executive committee using the procedure 
currently used for filling other vacancies. Applies to any vacancy occurring on or after Jan. 1, 
1989. 

Introduced by Beall. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 45. HAYWOOD/MADISON HOSPICE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR HOSPICE CARE 
IN HAYWOOD AND MADISON COUNTIES." Appropriates $10,000 from General Fund to Hospice of 
Haywood County, Inc. for fiscal 1989-90 and $10,000 from General Fund to Hospice of Madison 
for cited purpose. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Beall. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 46. FOLKMOOT USA FUNDS. "TO ADOPT FOLKMOOT USA AS NORTH CAROLINA’S

budget.

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H 47. BEAUFORT FORESTRY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
NATURAL RESOURCES AND COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT TO CONSTRUCT A FOREST RESOURCES 
HEADQUARTERS IN BEAUFORT COUNTY.” Appropriates $171,760 from the General Fund to Dep't 
of Natural Resources and Community Development for fiscal 1989-90 for cited purpose. Effective 
July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Chapin. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 48. WORKERS’ COMP/ILLEGITIMATE CHILD. "TO PROVIDE THAT AN ILLEGITIMATE CHILD IS 
ELIGIBLE TO RECEIVE WORKERS’ COMPENSATION BENEFITS UNDER THE SAME 
CIRCUMSTANCES AS ANY OTHER CHILD OF THE EMPLOYEE WHO SATISFIES THE DEFINITION OF 
CHILD AS STATED IN G.S. 97-2(12) WHEN THE EMPLOYEE’S PATERNITY OF THE CHILD HAS BEEN 
JUDICIALLY DETERMINED." Amends GS 97-2(12) as title indicates. 

Introduced by Cromer. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 49. SUPPLY MEDICAL RECORDS/LIEN. "TO CLARIFY THAT A PATIENT MAY OBTAIN WITHOUT 
CHARGE MEDICAL RECORDS RELATING TO SERVICES FOR WHICH A LIEN HAS BEEN CREATED." 
Amends GS 44-49 as title indicates. 

Introducer by Cromer. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 50. MEDICAL RECORDS/ACCESS FEES. "TO REQUIRE HEALTH CARE PROVIDERS TO 
PROVIDE TO THEIR PATIENTS AND FORMER PATIENTS ACCESS TO AND/OR PHOTOCOPIES OF 
THE PATIENT’S MEDICAL RECORD INFORMATION, AND TO LIMIT THE FEES THAT HEALTH CARE 
PROVIDERS MAY CHARGE FOR MAKING PHOTOCOPIES OF MEDICAL RECORDS.” Adds new GS 
130A-12.1 to require all health care providers to provide a patient, former patient, or that person’s 
designated representative access to and/or photocopies of all the person’s medical record infor- 
mation in the provider’s possession. Permits providers to charge a reasonable fee to cover costs 
and sets a maximum fee of $ .50 per page. Grants providers immunity from civil or criminal 
liability that might otherwise be incurred or imposed based on invasion of privacy or breach of 
confidentiality arising from providing or agreeing to provide access to and/or photocopies of re- 
cords. Adds definitions of "health care provider” and “medical-record information” to GS 130A-2. 
Introduced by Cromer. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 51. MODIFY FLEA MARKET DEFINITION. TO MODIFY THE DEFINITION OF ’FLEA MARKET’ FOR 
LICENSE TAX PURPOSES. Makes no change in existing law. 
Introduced by Diamont. Referred to Commerce. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 28. PROPERTY TAX APPEALS EXTENDED. TO ALLOW THE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION AND 
REVIEW TO ADJOURN ON DECEMBER 17 IN THE YEAR OF A COUNTY REVALUATION OF REAL 

PROPERTY.” Amends GS 105-322(e) as title indicates (now, must adjourn by July 1). Effective 
Jan. 1, 1990. 

Introduced by Joe Johnson. Referred to Judiciary 3. 


S 29. LOCAL GAS SALES TAX FOR ROADS. "TO AUTHORIZE COUNTIES AND CERTAIN CITIES 
TO LEVY LOCAL SALES AND USE TAXES ON GASOLINE IF THESE TAXES ARE APPROVED BY THE 
VOTERS, TO REQUIRE THAT THE TAX REVENUE FROM THESE TAXES BE USED TO BUILD AND 
MAINTAIN STREETS IN THE CITY AND ACQUIRE RIGHTS-OF-WAY IN THE COUNTY FROM WHICH 
THE TAXES WERE COLLECTED, AND TO GRANT CITIES AND COUNTIES ADDITIONAL POWERS 
WITH RESPECT TO ACQUISITION OF RIGHTS-OF-WAY.” Adds new subchap. VIII to GS Ch. 105 to 
authorize counties and cities with a population greater than 500 persons to levy a sales and use 
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tax of not to exceed 4% on motor fuel if the governing board resolves to levy the tax and it is 
approved by the voters in a referendum. The tax will be added at the pump, collected by the 
Sec’y of Revenue, and distributed quarterly to each taxing city and county. Each taxing county 
will receive the net proceeds of the tax collected in that county. Distributions to cities will be 
according to a formula that takes into account all other city funds spent on streets during each of 
the five previous fiscal years. County tax monies may be spent only for the acquisition of rights- 
of-way for proposed street construction or improvement projects. City tax monies may be spent 
only for streets. 

When both a county and a city located in the county levy the local tax, the county tax shall 
not apply in the city unless the county tax is greater than the city tax. Then, the amount of the 
county tax levied in the city shall be the difference between the county tax and the city tax. 

Amends GS 136-98 to delete the prohibition on counties’ spending funds for road construc- 
tion and improvement. Amends GS 136-66.3(a) and adds new GS 153A-245 and 160A-297.1 to 
authorize cities and counties to enter into agreements whereby the county acquires rights-of-way 
for state highway system street improvement projects. Amends GS 136-66.3(b) to provide that 
when either a city or county has acquired rights-of-way for the state system pursuant to a joint 
agreement the state may reimburse the local units for the costs of acquisition. 

Amends GS 153A-149(c) to authorize counties to spend general property tax revenue and 
GS 159-48(c) to authorize counties to issue bonds to carry out an agreement with a city or the 
state for street right-of-way acquisition. 

Introduced by Jim Johnson. Referred to Local Government. 


S 30. GOVERNOR’S SCHOOL FUNDS (=H 29). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR OPERATING 
COSTS AT THE GOVERNOR’S SCHOOLS.” See identical bill H 29. 
Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 31. ACADEMICALLY GIFTED FUNDS (=H 27). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO INCREASE 
SERVICES TO ACADEMICALLY GIFTED STUDENTS." See identical bill H 27. 
Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 32. WILLIE M. FUNDS (=H 24). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO SERVE MEMBERS OF THE 
WILLIE M. CLASS." See identical bill H 24. 
Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 33. BLIND PROGRAMS FUNDS (=H 31). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR PRESCHOOL 
PROGRAMS FOR VISUALLY IMPAIRED CHILDREN." See identical bill H 31. 
Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 34. DEVELOPMENTAL EVALUATION FUNDS (=H 30). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO EXPAND 
SERVICES IN DEVELOPMENTAL EVALUATION CENTERS." See identical bill H 30. 
Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 35. COMMUNITY RESIDENTIAL FUNDS (=H 28). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO INCREASE THE 
RATES PAID TO COMMUNITY RESIDENTIAL CENTERS." See identical bill H 28. 
Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 36. GUBERNATORIAL VETO-3. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION TO SECURE TO THE 
GOVERNOR THE POWER OF VETO.” Provides for amendments to the North Carolina Constitution 
to be presented to the voters on November 7, 1989. The amendments would grant to the gover- 
nor the power to veto bills passed by the General Assembly. A bill passed by the General 
Assembly would be sent to the governor. If the governor signs it, the bill would become law, as it 
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now does, upon ratification. The governor may, instead, return the bill to the house in which it 
originated with a statement of his objections. If two-thirds of all the members of that house vote 
to override the governor’s veto, the bill would be sent to the other house. If two-thirds of all the 
members of that house also vote to override the veto, the bill becomes a law despite the veto. If 
the governor neither signs the bill nor returns it, it becomes law after ten days (Sundays not 
included), unless the General Assembly, by adjournment, prevents its return. If that happens, the 
bill will not become a law without the approval of the governor. No bill may become a law after 
adjournment of the General Assembly sine die unless approved by ithe governor within 30 days 
after that adjournment. 

With respect to appropriations bills: the governor may sign the bill but attach a statement of 
particular items to which he objects. Items objected to will not take effect, except that, if the 
General Assembly is in session, the house which originated the bill may, by a two-thirds vote of 
its full membership, override the veto with respect to any item, with each item to be voted on 
separately. The items so overridden are then sent to the other house. If two-thirds of the full 
membership in that second house also vote to override the veto of any particular item, that item 
becomes law. 

The veto power does not extend to joint resolutions, but does apply to every order to which 
the concurrence of both houses of the General Assembly is necessary. (An “order” is an appoint- 
ment by the General Assembly to public office [except in the legislative branch] made other than 
by bill). This bill makes numerous conforming changes in GS Chapters 1A, 97, 120, 130A, 147, to 
become effective only if the voters approve the underlying constitutional amendments. If the vot- 
ers approve the amendments, the veto provisions become effective Jan. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Cobb. Referred to Constitution. 


S 37. COLLEGE GRANT BUDGET TRANSFER. "7TO ALLOW BUDGET TRANSFERS TO FULLY 
FUND THE LEGISLATIVE TUITION GRANT PROGRAM AND THE CONTRACTUAL SCHOLARSHIP 
GRANT PROGRAM." Authorizes Governor to approve transfers among the 1988-89 appropriations 
to UNC Board of Governors to provide full funding for Legislative Tuition Grant Program and 
Contractual Scholarship Grant Program. 

Introduced by Royall. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 38. EMERGENCY PRISON FUNDS. "TO MAKE AN EMERGENCY APPROPRIATION FOR 
CORRECTIONAL PROGRAMS AND PROJECTS.” Approves recent settlement in federal court in 
cases of Small v. Martin and Thorne v. Martin and states that funds necessary to satisfy agree- 
ment will be appropriated. 

Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Correction $11,568,591 fiscal 1989-90 and 
$16,759,246 for fiscal 1990-91 for following programs:

New facilities to be located at Franklin Unit, Sampson Unit, Nash Unit, Johnston Unit, and for 
dayrooms and classrooms at unspecified units. Authorizes use of $2,031,333 of 1988-89 appro- 
priation for prison construction for advance planning of these facilities, to be replaced by appro- 
priation made by this bill. 

Exempts construction projects from various state purchase and contract provisions. 
Requires construction contracts to carry penalty clause for late completion. Directs OSBM to re- 
port monthly to Cochairmen of Prison Construction Subcommittee, and quarterly to Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research Div’n on construction pro- 
gress. 

Introduced by Royall. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 39. MERCHANTS’ SALES TAX DISCOUNT. "7TO ALLOW A PERCENTAGE DISCOUNT TO 
MERCHANTS FOR COLLECTING STATE SALES AND USE TAXES.” Adds new GS 105-164.21 to pro- 
vide discount to merchants collecting the state sales and use tax of 3% of the first $1,000 of tax 
paid per month and 1% of remaining tax paid per month to maximum discount for each separate 
place of business of $100 per month. Maximum annual discount of $25,000 for each retailer 
group (defined as unincorporated establishments under same management or interrelated corpo- 
rations). A utility may not deduct the discount on sales of electricity, piped natural gas, or intra- 
state telephone service. Discount does not apply to local government sales and use taxes or to 
sales and use tax levied by Mecklenburg County. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Guy. Referred to Finance.

H 52. WHITEVILLE SCHOOL BD. APPOINTMENTS. "TO APPOINT MEMBERS OF THE WHITEVILLE 
CITY BOARD OF EDUCATION." Appoints four named individuals to board for two-year terms. 
Introduced by Mercer. Referred to Rules. 


H 53. TEACHER OF YEAR ON STATE BOARD. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE NORTH CAROLINA 
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TEACHER OF THE YEAR TO SERVE AS AN ADVISORY MEMBER TO THE STATE BOARD OF 
EDUCATION.” Amends GS 115C-11 to provide that each State Teacher of the Year, as desig- 
nated by the Dep’t of Public Instruction, serves ex officio as advisor to the State Board of 
Education (SBE) for two years, starting at beginning of term as Teacher of the Year. Permits SBE 
to exclude teacher from executive sessions. Provides that if vacancy occurs in this advisory posi- 
tion, teacher who was runner-up to Teacher of the Year fills unexpired term. Begins with Teacher 
of the Year for 1989-90. 

Introduced by Chapin. Referred to Education. 


H 54. ACADEMIC LEAVE FOR TEACHERS. "TO PROVIDE AN ACADEMIC LEAVE PROGRAM FOR 
QUALIFIED PUBLIC SCHOOL TEACHERS.” Adds new GS 115C-363.21A to establish academic 
leave program for public school teachers. Provides that program, which will be administered by 
the Office of Teacher Recruitment, will offer one year of paid academic leave to selected teach- 
ers to enable them to enhance their teaching skills and professional credentials. Five applicants 
from each of the eight education districts will be selected each year to receive academic leave, 
which pays full salary and retirement and health benefits, but not tuition or related costs. Limits 
eligibility for program to teachers who: (1) have five consecutive years of teaching experience at a 
NC public school or a school operated by the US government in NC, (2) have tenure status under 
GS 115C-325, (3) agree to enter a college, community college, or university full-time course of 
study, with the approval of the Office of Teacher Recruitment; (4) agree to successfully complete 
the course of study within the leave period; (5) agree to teach in a NC public school for not less — 
than five consecutive years beginning immediately after the leave period, with the first year of the 
payback period in the school administrative unit that sponsored the leave. Requires a recipient of 
a leave award who does not successfully complete the course of study to reimburse the state for 
the salary and benefits paid during the leave. Requires reimbursement from a recipient who does 
not comply with the five-year payback requirements, amount to be reimbursed to be calculated 
pro rata based on the number of years taught after the leave. Cancels reimbursement obligation 
if a recipient dies during the leave or payback period. To identify teachers who owe reimburse- 
ment, amends GS 105A-2 (Set-Off Debt Collection Act) to add the State Board of Education, 
through the Superintendent of Public Instruction, to list of claimant agencies. 

Appropriates $1.3 million from General Fund to Dep’t of Public Instruction for each year of 
the 1989-91 biennium for program. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Chapin. Referred to Education. 


H 55. USE TAX CREDIT/EQUIPMENT. "TO ALLOW A USE TAX CREDIT FOR SALES TAX PAID TO 
ANOTHER STATE ON CONSTRUCTION EQUIPMENT BROUGHT INTO NORTH CAROLINA." Amends 
GS 105-164.6(8) to provide a credit on the use tax paid on construction equipment brought into 
NC when a sales or use tax on the equipment is due or has been paid to another state. Credit is 
in same proportion that time equipment is in NC bears to total useful life of equipment. Credit 
allowed only if other state allows similar credit. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Lilley. Referred to Finance. 


H 56. SALES TAX/AD AGENCIES. "TO MAKE ADVERTISING AGENCIES LIABLE FOR SALES TAX 
ON ALL ITEMS PURCHASED BY THEM AND TO EXCLUDE ITEMS PRODUCED BY ADVERTISING 
AGENCIES FROM SALES TAX, THEREBY ENSURING THAT ADVERTISING SERVICES ARE NOT 
SUBJECT TO SALES TAX.” Amends GS 105-164.3(3) and 105-164.13 to require advertising agency 
to pay sales tax on all tangible personal property that it purchases and to exempt from sales tax 
all sales of tangible personal property by such agencies in connection with advertising services. 
Effective July 1, 1989.

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H 57. POLITICAL CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS. "TO AUTHORIZE POLITICAL COMMITTEES TO 
MAKE CERTAIN CONTRIBUTIONS." Amends GS 163-278.6(9) to include in the definition of expen- 
diture (which certain political committees may make): (1) contributions to certain political organiza- 
tions exempt from federal income tax pursuant to sections 527 and 509(a)(1) and (2) of the IRC; 
and (2) any deposit in the general fund of the US treasury or the general fund of a state or local 
government. 

introduced by Lilley. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 58. UNIFORM FUEL USE TAX FORM. "TO MAKE CONFORMING CHANGES TO THE MOTOR 
CARRIER FUEL USE TAX SO THAT A UNIFORM TAX REPORTING FORM MAY BE ADOPTED." 
Amends GS 105-449.37(a)(1) to redefine "motor vehicle” as used in the definition of motor carrier 
as a vehicle “used, designed, or maintained for transportation of persons or property and (i) hav- 
ing two axles and a gross vehicle weight or registered gross vehicle weight exceeding 26,000 
pounds, (ii) having three or more axles regardless of weight, or (iii) used in combination when the 
weight of the combination exceeds 26,000 pounds gross vehicle weight.” Further amends GS 
105-449.37(a) by adding new subsection (a1) to define "motor vehicle” as “motor vehicle as de- 
fined in GS 20-4.01(23) except that the term does not include recreational vehicles.” Amends GS 
105-449.39 to delete the requirement that applications for certain tax credits must be made within 
180 days of the end of the reporting quarter. Effective Jan. 1, 1990.

H 59. GUBERNATORIAL SUCCESSION. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION TO PROVIDE THAT THE 
GOVERNOR AND LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR MAY NOT SUCCEED THEMSELVES, AND PROVIDE FOR

H 67. 1989 CURRENT OPERATIONS BUDGET (=S 43). "TO MAKE APPROPRIATIONS FOR 
CURRENT OPERATIONS OF STATE DEPARTMENTS, INSTITUTIONS, AND AGENCIES, AND FOR 
OTHER PURPOSES." Effective July 1, 1989, makes current operations appropriations for General 
Fund and Highway Fund for 1989-91 biennium. 

Contains numerous special provisions. Only those of more than routine interest are digested 
here. 

Transfers between line items. Amends GS 143-23 to provide that statutory provisions prohib- 
iting transfer between line items and restricting use of salary funds for certain stated purposes do 
not apply to the extent that the governor finds that compliance is impossible and that deviation is 
necessary because of complications in the budget process that were not contemplated by the 
statute. Requires governor to report such deviations quarterly to Comm’n on Governmental 
Operations/and Fiscal Research Div’n. 

Limit on number of state employees. Repeals GS 143-47.15 and adds new GS 143-10.2 to 
provide that number of permanent state employees, excluding public school employees funded by 
way of state aid to local school units, shall not be increased in any fiscal year by greater percent- 
age than percentage rate of residential population growth for the state, computed by averaging 
population growth over the preceding ten years. 

Prohibition on spending for rejected purpose repealed. Repeals GS 143-16.3, which now 
prohibits spending funds from any source other than gifts or grants for purpose for which General 
Assembly has considered but not enacted an appropriation. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Abortion fund reduced. Reduces appropriations to Dep’t of Human Resources for abortions 
from $924,500 to $200,000 for each fiscal year. Increases number of physicians required to ap- 
prove eligible abortions from one to two. 

Basic Education Program funds. Appropriation to State Dep’t of Education includes addi- 
tional Basic Education Program funds of $113,059,451 for fiscal 1989-90 and $212,388,586 for 
fiscal 1990-91. 

Needy student aid, tuition grants. Increases appropriations for contract state aid for needy 
students attending North Carolina private colleges from $400 to $450 per North Carolina resident 
undergraduate student enrolled, to be distributed on basis of student need. Increases appropria- 
tion for legislative tuition grants to students attending North Carolina private colleges from $1,100 


to $1,150 per full-time North Carolina undergraduate student, to be distributed per student with- 


out respect to need. 


DMV branch agent commission. \Increases per transaction commission paid to branch 
agents of Div’n of Motor Vehicles from $.72 to $.82 for fiscal 1989-90 and to $.92 for fiscal 


1990-91.

SENATE BILLS 


S 40. PRISON STABILIZATION. "TO AMEND AND EXTEND THE PRISON POPULATION 
STABILIZATION ACT, TO AMEND AND EXPAND COMMUNITY SERVICE PAROLE, TO LIMIT THE 
TRANSFER OF COUNTY PRISONERS TO THE STATE PRISON SYSTEM, AND TO AUTHORIZE 
PAROLE AND TERMINATION OF SUPERVISION OF MISDEMEANANTS."” Extends the expiration of 
Prison Population Stabilization Act (SL 1987, ch.7) from July 1, 1989 to July 1, 1991. Amends GS 
148-4.1 to provide that once the inmate population of the state prison system reaches 18,000 no 
inmates may be admitted without prior authorization of the Sec’y of Correction (sec’y). If the 
population of the system reaches 98% of 18,000 (now 97%) for 15 consecutive days, the sec’y 
must inform the Chairman of the Parole Commission. The Parole Commission (comm’n) then has 
90 days (now 60) to reduce the population to 97% of 18,000 (now 96%). Amends this section and 
GS 15A-1372(d) to provide that those convicted of misdemeanors are eligible for simultaneous 
parole and termination of parole supervision, except those convicted of any offense involving im- 
paired driving. In addition, so long as the population does not exceed 18,000, the comm’n may 
exercise discretion as provided by GS 15A-1371 in selecting felons for parole, and under no cir- 
cumstances is the comm’n required to parole individuals convicted of any sex offense, kidnaping, 
abduction of children, felonious restraint, or a drug offense under GS 90-95(h). 

Amends GS 15A-1371(h) and GS 15A-1380.2(h) to eliminate the restriction of community 
service parole to inmates serving their first active sentence of more than one year. However, no 
inmate will be eligible who was convicted of any sex offense, kidnaping, abduction of children, 
felonious restraint, or a drug offense under GS 90-95(h). Adds new subsections GS 15A-1371(j) 
and GS 15A-1380.2(j) permitting the comm’n to terminate community service parole before the 
expiration of a parolee’s term of imprisonment. 

Amends GS 162-39 to limit to 100 the number of county prisoners incarcerated in the state 
prison system pursuant to safekeeping orders. Permits the sec’y to waive the limit or to refuse to 
accept or return such prisoners once the limit is reached.

S 41. RESPITE CARE FUNDS (=H 26). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO EXPAND RESPITE CARE 
SERVICES." See identical bill H 26.

S 42. COMMITTEE ON PRISONS REVIVED. "REAUTHORIZING THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON

who were on the committee on Dec. 31, 1988.

H 72. MERIT PAY IMPLEMENTING FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ADMINISTRATION TO IMPLEMENT THE MERIT PAY PROGRAM." Appropriates from General Fund 
to Dep’t of Administration $98,906 for fiscal 1989-90 and $91,095 for fiscal 1990-91 for purpose 
indicated in title. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Stamey. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 73. MERIT PAY SYSTEM REVISED (=S 48). "TO REVISE THE MERIT PAY SYSTEM IN EFFECT 
FOR STATE EMPLOYEES SUBJECT TO THE PROVISIONS OF CHAPTER 126 OF THE GENERAL 
STATUTES.” Effective Jan. 1, 1990, replaces GS 126-7 in its entirety. Provides that salary in- 
creases to state employees will be based in part upon the individual employee’s job performance. 
Requires State Personnel Comm’n (comm’n) to conduct annual compensation surveys and to rec- 
ommend to both houses’ appropriations committees two weeks before convening in odd years 
and by May 1 in even years the percentage of any salary increase to be reserved for merit in- 
creases. The percentage so reserved may not be less than 25% or greater than 75% of the total 
increase. Act does not affect longevity payment system. 

Merit increases must be based on performance appraisals conducted by employing units 
under comm’n rules. Rules must restrict distribution of merit pay to units with appraisal systems 
approved by the State Personnel Director (director) and limit merit increases to employees with 
satisfactory or better performance. 

Rules must also require the director to set maximum merit increases for performance lev- 
els. Supervisors with authority to approve increases may approve individual raises up to the maxi- 
mum. Higher increases require the approval of the director. Employees objecting to their 
performance appraisals or amount of merit increase must discuss matter with their supervisor, 
with an appeal to the unit grievance committee or internal merit review board. 

Rules must further require director to help units develop and administer appraisal systems, 
to monitor fairness and performance of appraisal systems both within individual units and across 
all units, and to report annually to comm’n thereon. Comm’n must report to governor, lieutenant 
governor, president pro tempore, speaker, and standing personnel committees of both houses on 
each unit’s administration of its appraisal system and distribution of merit raises. The director 
must recommend for approval by the General Assembly sanctions for units that have deficient 
appraisal systems or that fail to link raises to performance.

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H 74. DIV’N OF AGING/INFORMATION. "TO REQUIRE THE DIVISION OF AGING TO BE THE 
INFORMATION CLEARINGHOUSE REGARDING PROGRAMS AND SERVICES FOR THE ELDERLY IN 
NORTH CAROLINA.” As title indicates. 

Introduced by Wiser. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 75. NURSES’ AIDES STANDARDS STUDY. "TO AUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH 
COMMISSION TO STUDY THE WHOLE ISSUE OF NURSES’ AIDES STANDARDS AND OF 
STANDARDS OF ALL NONPROFESSIONALS PROVIDING HANDS-ON CARE TO THE FRAIL ELDERLY 
IN NURSING HOMES AND DOMICILIARY CARE FACILITIES.” Authorizes cited study, with interim 
report to 1990 session and final report to 1991 session. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Wiser. Referred to Rules. 


H 76. CLINICIANS ON NURSING HOME COMM. "TO REQUIRE A MAJORITY OF CLINICIANS AND 
AT LEAST ONE CONSUMER ADVOCATE ON THE NURSING HOME/REST HOME PENALTY REVIEW 
COMMITTEE.” Amends GS 131D-34(h) to require that penalty review committee be composed of 
seven members, a majority of whom must be clinicians, and that it contain at least one consumer 
advocate. Clinician appointments must be made from following disciplines: physicians, geronto- 
logical nurse specialist, rehabilitation therapist, and dietitian. Clinicians must be either certified as 
having special competencies in geriatrics or gerontology or be certified in relevant speciality by 
accredited professional organization. 

Introduced by Wiser. Referred to Commerce. 


H 77. YOUTH SERVICE STUDY. "TO AUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO 
STUDY THE WHOLE ISSUE OF ESTABLISHING A STATEWIDE YOUTH SERVICE PROGRAM TO 
PROVIDE YOUNG PEOPLE TO PERFORM NEEDED SERVICES FOR THE COMMUNITY, INCLUDING 
FOR THE ELDERLY IN INSTITUTIONS AND RESIDENTIAL FACILITIES, IN COMMUNITIES, AND IN 
THEIR OWN HOMES." Authorizes cited study with interim report to 1990 session and final report 
to 1991 session. 

Introduced by Wiser. Referred to Rules. 


H 78. REAPPRAISAL CONTRACTS MONITORED. "TO MAKE AVAILABLE TO COUNTIES 
INFORMATION HELPFUL IN CHOOSING A FIRM TO CONDUCT A REAPPRAISAL AND TO REQUIRE 
THE DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE TO ASSIST COUNTIES DURING THE CONTRACT PHASE OF 
COUNTY REAPPRAISAL.” Amends the Machinery Act to (1) require that a county conducting a 
general revaluation of real property with the assistance of a private mass appraisal firm submit a 
copy of the specifications and proposed contract to the Dep't of Revenue for review before bids 
are invited or accepted (GS 105-299); (2) require the Dep’t to prepare a written review of these 
documents which identifies any potential deficiencies and evaluates the need for additional terms 
to protect the county (GS 105-289(d)); (3) require the county board of equalization and review, 
after finishing its work following a revaluation, to report to Dep’t of Revenue an evaluation of the 
quality of the revaluation, any problems encountered in the process, the number of appeals, the 
success rate of appeals, and the name of the firm that did the work, with copy to the firm (GS 
105-322(g)); and (4) require the Dep't to include in its register of firms qualified to do mass ap- 
praisal work copies of these reports together with the median sales assessment ratio and coeffi- 
cient of dispersion achieved in the county for the first two years following a revaluation (GS 105- 
289(i)). Effective Jan. 1, 1990. 

Introduced by Beall. Referred to Finance.

S 47. COMPUTER STUDY EXTENDED. "7O EXTEND THE STATE INFORMATION PROCESSING 
NEEDS AND COST STUDY COMMISSION.” Amends SL 1987, Ch. 873, Sec. 14.1 et seq. to: (1) 
provide that Senate President Pro Tempore (now, Senate President) appoints three Senators and 
one citizen to cited comm’n; appointments made to comm’n before Sept. 15, 1987 are to con- 
tinue until comm’n terminates; (2) provide that Senate President Pro Tempore (now, Senate 
President) designates one Senator as co-chairman; and (3) require comm’n to study information 
systems issues referred to comm'n by legislative committees, legislatively-created study comm’ns, 
and Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations. Extends time for final report to 1991 
session (now, 1989 session) and specifies that report be filed with Senate President Pro Tempore 
(now, Senate President).

S 48. MERIT PAY SYSTEM REVISED (=H 73). "TO REVISE THE MERIT PAY SYSTEM IN EFFECT 
FOR STATE EMPLOYEES SUBJECT TO THE PROVISIONS OF CHAPTER 126 OF THE GENERAL 
STATUTES." See identical bill H 73.

Does not 
legalize purchase of lottery tickets outside NC for resale within NC at otherwise unlawful 
price.

Senate committee substitute makes the following substantive changes to original bill: (1) total 
Current operations appropriations for Dep’t of Correction programs are $10,810,270 for fiscal 
1989-90 (was, $11,568,591) and $16,121,519 (was, $16,759,246) for fiscal 1990-91; (2) 
changes fiscal 1990-91 appropriation for electronic house arrest to $1,461,698 (was, 
$1,405,395); changes fiscal 1989-90 appropriation for IMPACT program to $507,972 (was, 
$586,398); changes appropriation for DWi program, Cherry Hospital to $1,460,935 (was, 
$2,140,830) for fiscal 1989-90 and to $1,571,173 (was, $2,265,203) for fiscal 1990-91; (3) 
adds new provision that appropriates $509,208 for fiscal 1989-90 and $837,170 for fiscal 
1990-91 from General Fund to Dep’t of Crime Control and Public Safety to expand 12 exist- 
ing community penalties programs and to provide 85% state support for them; establish 
three new programs at 90% state share, one in Mecklenburg County and two in 1st superior 
court division; provide contractual services to three rural counties; and cover administrative 
costs; (4) changes capital improvements appropriation to Office of State Budget and 
Management for fiscal 1990-91 to $9,901,552 (was, $9,878,552) and appropriation to DWI 
facility, Cherry Hospital to $650,200 (was, 627,200). Provides that of funds appropriated to 
Dep't of Crime Control and Public Safety in Ch. 1086, SL 1987 for fiscal 1988-89, up to 
$254,604 may be expended for programs in (3) above, and despite GS 143-23, Dep’t may 
transfer funds to support expenditures in (3) above through June 30, 1989.

H 79. FUTURES CONTRACTS INCOME TAX. "TO PROVIDE THAT GAIN AND LOSS FROM 
CERTAIN FUTURES CONTRACTS, FOREIGN CURRENCY CONTRACTS, AND OPTIONS SHALL BE 
RECOGNIZED AND REPORTED FOR INCOME TAX PURPOSES IN THE SAME MANNER AS UNDER 
FEDERAL LAW." Adds new GS 105-144(d) for purpose indicated in title (contracts are described 
as section 1256 contracts). Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Abernethy. Referred to Finance. 
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H 80. STATE AID FOR IN-COUNTY DETENTION. "TO PROVIDE THAT STATE SUBSIDIES SHALL BE 
PAID TO COUNTY-OPERATED DETENTION HOMES FOR THE CARE OF CHILDREN FROM WITHIN 
THE COUNTY AS WELL AS THE CARE OF CHILDREN FROM ANOTHER COUNTY.” Amends GS 
134A-38 to provide for state subsidy to counties for juvenile detention services of 50% of the 
"total cost” (now, "per capita daily cost”) of caring for child from within the county and 100% of 
total cost of caring from child from another county (now, no subsidy for in-county child and 50% 
subsidy for out-of-county child). Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by McLaughlin. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 81. NC FLAGS AT SCHOOLS FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
PUBLIC EDUCATION TO PROVIDE A NORTH CAROLINA FLAG FOR DISPLAY OUTSIDE EACH 
PUBLIC SCHOOL IN NORTH CAROLINA.” Appropriates $45,000 for fiscal 1989-90 from General 
Fund to Dep’t of Public Education for purpose indicated in title. Remaining funds to be used for 
purchasing flags for public schools not existing when initial purchase of flags were made. 
Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Colton. Referred to Education. 


H 82. STATE HISTORIC PROPERTIES. "TO INCREASE PROTECTION OF NORTH CAROLINA 
HISTORIC PROPERTIES.” Establishes NC Advisory Council on Preservation(GS Ch. 121, Art. 14) , 
composed of 13 members: (1) chairman appointed by governor; (2) chairman, NC Historical 
Comm’n; (3) Sec’ys of Administration, Commerce, Cultural Resources, Natural Resources and 
Community Development, and Transportation, or their designees; (4) elected head of local gov't 
unit, appointed by General Assembly, on recommendation of House speaker; (5) four historic 
preservation experts, two each appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of House 
speaker and Senate president pro tempore; and (5) one public member, appointed by General 
Assembly on recommendation of Senate president pro tempore. Appointed members to serve 
four-year terms, and may be reappointed to serve additional consecutive term. Council’s execu- 
tive secretary to be state historic preservation officer. 

State agency head must, before approval of state funds for undertaking that is potentially 
harmful to historic preservation or before approval, license, or authorization, take into account 
effect of undertaking on any district, site, building, structure, etc. that is listed in or eligible for 
NC Register of Historic Places. Provides that when state undertaking will have effect on listed 
district, site, building, structure, etc., the appropriate state agency head must allow Council rea- 
sonable opportunity to comment about the undertaking. 

Requires that all state agencies must, with advice of State Historic Preservation Officer, 
locate, inventory, and provide to Dep’t of Cultural Resources a listing of all buildings, structures, 
sites, etc. under their jurisdiction or control that qualify for inclusion in Register of Historic 
Places. Listing must be completed by July 1, 1992. State agencies must designate person as 
"preservation officer” to be responsible for historic preservation duties. Sets out numerous other 
agency duties. 

Appropriates from General Fund to Dep't of Cultural Resources $15,000 for each year of 
1989-91 biennium to fund Council. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Perdue. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 83. VETO/LONGER TERMS. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION TO PROVIDE FOR A 
GUBERNATORIAL VETO, TO PROVIDE FOUR-YEAR TERMS FOR MEMBERS OF THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY, AND TO PROVIDE SIX-YEAR TERMS FOR THE GOVERNOR AND LIEUTENANT 
GOVERNOR." Provides for several amendments to the North Carolina Constitution to be presented 
to the voters in November 1990 for approval or disapproval as a unit. 

The amendments would grant to the governor the power to veto laws passed by the 
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General Assembly. A bill passed by the General Assembly would be sent to the governor. If the 
governor signed it, the bill would become law, as it now does upon ratification. The governor 
may, instead, return the bill to the house in which it originated with a statement of his objections. 
If two-thirds of all the members of that house vote to override the governor’s veto, the bill would 
be sent to the other house. If two-thirds of all the members in that second house also vote to 
override the veto, the bill becomes a law despite the veto. If the governor neither signs the bill 
nor returns it, it becomes law after seven days (Sundays not included), unless the General 
Assembly has, within that time, adjourned sine die or for more than 30 days. In that case, the 
governor must sign the bill within 30 days or reconvene the General Assembly and return the bill 
with his objections. At the reconvened session, the General Assembly could consider only bills 
returned by the governor. The governor sets the date for the reconvened session, which must be 
no later than 40 days after adjournment. If the reconvened session occurs after the expiration of 
the terms of the General Assembly members, the newly-elected members serve for the recon- 
vened session. 

The veto power does not extend (1) to bills proposing amendments to the state constitution, 
approving amendments to the United States constitution, or calling for a constitutional convention, 
(2) to legislative appointments to office under the constitutional provision for higher education, (3) 
to legislative appointments of special superior court judges, (4) to confirmation votes in the 
General Assembly on appointments to the State Board of Education and to other confirmation 
votes on appointments to office, or (5) to joint resolutions. 

The veto power becomes effective Jan. 1, 1993, if approved by the voters. 

Amends the state constitution, art Ill, sec 2, to increase the terms of the governor and 
lieutenant governor from four years to six years, effective for officers elected in 1992, and to 
make each of those officers ineligible for election to the next succeeding term of the same office 
(except that the lieutenant governor elected in 1988 is eligible for re-election in 1992). The’ eather 
eight elected state executive officers would continue to be elected in 1992 and every four years 
thereafter. 

Amends the state constitution, art Il, secs 2, 4 and 8, to increase terms of state senators 
and representatives from two years to four years, effective for legislators elected in 1990. Fixes 
elections for executives legislators on Tuesday after first Monday in November, unless changed in 
accordance with law (now, election day is set entirely by law). 

This bill makes numerous conforming amendments to the state constitution and statutes’ to 
become effective only if the voters approve the underlying constitutional amendments. 

Introduced by Perdue. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 84. COASTAL CAROLINA CC FUNDS. ”"7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE COMPLETION OF 
THE BUSINESS TECHNOLOGY BUILDING AT COASTAL CAROLINA COMMUNITY COLLEGE." 
Appropriates $500,000 from General Fund to Dep't of Community Colleges for purpose indicated 
in title. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Mills. Referred to Education. 


H 85. COMMISSION ON BANK STOCK. ”"7O ALLOW SALES COMMISSIONS ON INITIAL BANK 
STOCK OFFERINGS." Amends GS 53-6 for purpose indicated in title. Also allows secretary as well 
as president or cashier of bank to certify under oath to Comm’r of Banks that full payment in 
cash of capital stock had been made. 

introduced by Diamont. Referred to Commerce. 


H 86. INTERSTATE BANKING AMENDMENTS. "7O REQUIRE CONFIDENTIALITY FOR INTERSTATE 
BANK ACQUISITION RECORDS AND PUBLICATION OF NOTICE OF APPLICATION OF INTERSTATE 
BANKING ACQUISITION.” Amends GS 53-99(b)(1) to require confidentiality for records compiled 
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during examination, audit, or investigation of bank holding company or its nonbank subsidiary, or 
trust department which operates or has applied to operate under GS Ch. 53. Amends GS 53- 
99(b)(4) to require confidentiality for records prepared during examination, audit, or investigation 
of bank holding company or its nonbank subsidiary by US agency, or jointly by agency and 
Comm'r of Banks, if records would be confidential under federal law or regulation. Adds new GS 
53-99(b)(4a) to require confidentiality for records prepared during examination, audit, or investiga- 
tion of bank, bank affiliate, bank holding company or its nonbank subsidiary, data service center 
or banking practice by regulatory agency of jurisdiction of region defined in GS 53-210(11) (states 
in regional reciprocal banking act) if these records would be confidential under that jurisdiction's 
law or regulation. Adds new GS 53-211(d) to require that Comm’r of Banks, within 30 days of 
receiving application for acquisition by regional bank holding company, must publish notice of 
intent of company to acquire NC bank or bank holding company under subsection (a) or (b) of 
section.

S 49. TRANSFERRED FORESTLAND/USE VALUE. "TO ELIMINATE THE FOUR-YEAR OWNERSHIP

VALUE FORESTLAND." Amends GS 105-277.3(c) to provide that a property owner who currently 
owns forestland classified for use value taxation may immediately qualify for use value taxation of 
other forestland that he acquires notwithstanding the fact that he does not otherwise meet the 
eligibility criteria applied to other owners (now, this benefit available to owners of agricultural and 
horticultural land only). Effective Jan. 1, 1989.

S 50. INCOME TAX BASED ON FEDERAL LAW-1. "TO STRUCTURE INDIVIDUAL INCOME TAX AS 
A PERCENTAGE OF FEDERAL TAXABLE INCOME. Sets NC individual income tax rate at 6.6% of 
NC net income, defined as taxable income calculated under the federal Internal Revenue Code 
as enacted on Jan. 1, 1989, excluding provisions for automatic increases in exemptions and stan- 
dard deductions. Permits husbands and wives both of whom are NC residents with NC income to 
file joint return if they file federal joint return. 

Excludes from NC net taxable income: (1) interest on US obligations, (2) federal railroad 
retirement benefits, (3) most retirement, benefits for firefighters, legislators, national guard mem- 
bers, public officials, state employees and law-enforcement officers, (4) up to $4,000 per year of 
retirement pay for federal civil service and military retirees, (5) up to $1,500 per year of compen- 
sation for serving in the NC militia or national guard, and (6) retirement benefits received by 
former teachers and employees of other states granting reciprocal exemption to former NC work- 
ers. Adds to NC net income interest on obligations of other states and their political subdivisions 
and income taxed under federal law separately from personal taxable income. 

Transitional rules provide: (1) amounts added to the tax basis of property under federal but 
not state law before Jan. 1, 1990 are to be added to taxable income in year of the sale or other 
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disposition of the property, (2) amounts added to the basis of property under state but not federal 
law before Jan. 1, 1990 are to be deducted from taxable income in the year of sale or disposition 
of the property and (3) amounts treated as income under federal but not state law prior to Jan. 1, 
1990 resulting from use of method found in GS 105-142(f) for taxation of income from installment 
sales are to be added to taxable income in first taxable year after Jan. 1, 1990. In addition, the 
Sec’y of Revenue is authorized to make other rules as necessary to avoid double taxation or 
unintended deductions during the transition. 

Repeals individual income tax credits for: (1) individuals with low or moderate incomes, (2) 
installation of solar hot water, heating and cooling systems, (3) construction of cogenerating 
power plants, (4) conversion of industrial boilers to wood fuel, (5) construction of ethanol fuel 
distilleries, (6) construction of peat fuel facilities, (7) construction of hydroelectric generators, (8) 
installation of industrial solar heat systems, (9) installation of wind-powered generators, and (10) 
construction of methane gas facilities. Retains other tax credits found in GS 105-151 to -151.17. 

Subjects to state taxation to the extent taxed under federal law,income on and capital 
gains from municipal electric power obligations and obligations of hospital, housing, and industrial 
facility and pollution control authorities, NC Housing Finance Agency, NC Agricultural Finance 
Auth., NC Medical Care Comm'n, and NC State Ports Auth. 

Rewrites the Income Tax Act for Estates and Trusts (GS 105-160 et seq.) to conform to 
changes made to the personal income tax. Makes SL 1987, Ch. 1089 (providing for taxation of 
Subchapter S corporations and shareholders in federal manner) effective for taxable years begin- 
ning Jan. 1., 1990 (now July 1, 1990). 

Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1990. 

Introduced by Winner. Referred to Finance. 


S 51. INCOME TAX BASED ON FEDERAL LAW-2 "TO STRUCTURE INDIVIDUAL INCOME TAX AS 
A PERCENTAGE OF FEDERAL TAXABLE INCOME." Defines NC net taxable income as taxable in- 
come calculated under the federal Internal Revenue Code as enacted on Jan. 1, 1989, excluding 
provisions for automatic increases in exemptions and standard deductions. Permits husbands and 
wives, both of whom are NC residents with NC income, to file joint return if they file federal joint 
return. Provides income apportionment rules for non-residents, part-year residents and S corpora- 
tions and partnerships. 

Sets rates as follows: (1) 5% of NC net income up to $20,000 and 8% of income over that 
amount for married individuals filing jointly and surviving spouses; (2) 5% of income up to 
$16,000 and 8% of amounts over for heads of households; (3) 5% of income up to $12,000 and 
8% of amounts over for unmarried individuals; and (4) 5% of income up to $10,000 and 8% of 
amounts over for married individuals filing separately. 

Excludes from NC net taxable income (1) interest on US obligations, (2) federal railroad 
retirement benefits, (3) retirement benefits for firefighters, legislators, national guard members, 
public officials, state employees and law-enforcement officers, (4) up to $4,000 per year of retire- 
ment pay for federal civil service and military retirees, (5) up to $1,500 per year of compensation 
for serving in the NC militia or national guard, (6) retirement benefits received by former teachers 
and employees of other states granting reciprocal exemption to former NC workers, and (7) re- 
funds of state income taxes included in gross income. Adds to NC net income (1) interest on 
obligations of other states and their political subdivisions, (2) income taxed under federal law 
separately from personal taxable income and (3) deductions for state income tax. Adjustments to 
taxable income from an S corporation are to be made as provided in the Corporation Income Tax 
Act (GS 105-130.5). 

Transitional rules provide: (1) amounts added to the tax basis of property under federal but 
not state law before Jan. 1, 1990 are to be added to taxable income in year of the sale or other 
disposition of the property, (2) amounts added to the basis of property under state but not federal 
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law before Jan. 1, 1990 are to be deducted from taxable income in the year of sale or disposition 
of the property, (3) amounts treated as income under federal but not state law prior to Jan. 1, 
1990 resulting from use of method found in GS 105-142(f) for taxation of income from installment 
sales are to be added to taxable income in first taxable year after Jan. 1, 1990, (4) amounts 
treated as income under state but not federal law because of use of other methods of taxing 
installment sales are to be deducted from taxable income in the first taxable year after Jan. 1, 
1990, (5) net economic losses arising from business activities in the five taxable years prior to 
first year beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1990 may be deducted subject to former GS 105- 
147(9)a.,c. and d., and (6) net operating losses for a taxable year beginning on or after Jan. 1, 
1990 that are carried back to a taxable year beginning on or before Dec. 31, 1989 pursuant to 
section 172 of federal tax code may be deducted in the taxable year following the year of the 
loss. Transitional rules for S Corp.’s are those in Ch. 105, Art. 4, Div. I-S. In addition, the Sec’y 
of Revenue is authorized to make other rules as necessary to avoid double taxation or unintended 
deductions during the transition. ‘ 

Repeals individual income tax credits for: (1) individuals with low or moderate incomes, (2) 
installation of solar hot water, heating and cooling systems,(3) construction of cogenerating power 
plants, (4) conversion of industrial boilers to wood fuel, construction of ethanol fuel distilleries, (5) 
construction of peat fuel facilities, (6) construction of hydroelectric generators, (7) installation of 
industrial solar heat systems, (8) installation of wind-powered generators, and (9) construction of 
methane gas facilities. Retains other tax credits found in GS 105-151 to -151.17. Adds new tax 
credits for certain disabled individuals (new GS 105-151.18) and dividends of certain corporations 
deriving substantial net income from NC (new GS 105-151.19). 

Subjects to state taxation to the extent taxed under federal law income on and capital 
gains from municipal electric power obligations and obligations of hospital, housing, and industrial 
facility and pollution control authorities, NC Housing Finance Agency, NC Agricultural Finance 
Auth., NC Medical Care Comm’n, and NC State Ports Auth. 

Rewrites the Income Tax Act for Estates and Trusts (found at GS 105-160 et seq.) to con- 
form to changes made to the personal income tax. Makes SL 1987, Ch. 1089 (providing for taxa- 
tion of Subchapter S corporations and shareholders in federal magned effective for taxable years 
beginning Jan. 1., 1990 (now July 71, 1990). 

Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1990. 

Introduced by Winner. Referred to Finance. 


S 52. BUSINESS BROKER NOT SECURITY DEALER. "TO CLARIFY THAT BUSINESS BROKERS 
ARE NOT SECURITIES DEALERS.” Amends GS 78A-2(2) to provide that “dealer” does not include 
an individual or company primarily engaged in acting as a business broker whose only compensa- 
tion is a commission on the sale of a business.

S 53. SICKLE CELL ANEMIA STUDY. "TO AUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH 
COMMISSION TO STUDY SICKLE CELL ANEMIA." As title indicates; report to be made to 1991 
General Assembly session. 

introduced by Block. Referred to Rules. 


S 54. ELDERLY PROPERTY TAX DEFERRAL. "TO PERMIT ELDERLY INDIVIDUALS TO DEFER 
PAYMENT OF PROPERTY TAX INCREASES ON THEIR RESIDENCE UNTIL THE PROPERTY IS 
TRANSFERRED." Adds new GS 105-282.2 to provide that NC resident who is 65 or older, whose 
disposable income for preceding calendar year did not exceed $15,000, and who owns real prop- 
erty or mobile home and occupies it as permanent residence, may elect to defer payment of all 
or part of future increases in amount of tax levied on permanent residence to extent permissible 
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under subsection (d) (discussed below) unless (i) property is subject to lien that under federal law 
or regulation prohibits deferral of taxes, or (ii) amount of outstanding liens on property exceeds 
85% of property’s fair market value. Amount of tax increase that may be deferred each year is 
amount by which tax due on residence for that year exceeds amount of tax that was due on 
residence for year of owner’s application for deferral. Amount of taxes deferred is to accrue inter- 
est at rate set by Sec’y of Revenue for late payment of state taxes under GS 105-241.1(i). 
Amount of deferred taxes and accrued interest is to constitute lien on property in same manner 
as other property taxes. Subsection (d) provides that payment of deferred taxes may be deferred 
until owner’s death or until property is transferred, at which time full amount of deferred taxes . 
and interest is to become due and must be paid with 60 days after date of death or transfer, 
unless property is transferred to former owner’s spouse and spouse is 65 or older and occupies 
property as permanent residence, in which event spouse may elect to continue deferring payment 
of tax. Requires annual notification to property owner by assessor of accumulated sum of de- 
ferred taxes and interest. Amends GS 105-282.1(a)(3) to add application for deferral of taxes to 
list of property tax under this act to classifications for which application need not be made in 
subsequent years after it has been approved. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after 
Jan. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Senior Citizens. 


S 55. LAND MAPPING FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE LAND RECORDS 
MANAGEMENT PROGRAM FOR MATCHING GRANTS TO COMPLETE MAPPING PROJECTS IN 
EVERY COUNTY.” Appropriates $6 million for each year of 1989-91 biennium from General Fund 
to Dep’t of Natural Resources and Community Development as title indicates; covered base map 
projects are provided for in GS 102-15, -16, and -17. 

Introduced by Sands. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 56. MODIFY REAPPRAISAL SCHEDULE. "TO REQUIRE A GENERAL REAPPRAISAL OF REAL 
PROPERTY WHEN THE LEVEL OF ASSESSMENT IN THE COUNTY IS SIGNIFICANTLY BELOW FAIR 
MARKET VALUE." Amends the Machinery Act to provide that the the Dep’t of Revenue shall re- 
quire a county to conduct a general revaluation of real property more often than octennially under 
certain circumstances. Requires the Dep’t to annually establish for each county the coefficient of 
dispersion as well as the median assessment ratio in the the annual ratio studies that the Dep't 
now conducts and to compute from these statistical measures an “assessment factor,” defined 
as the sum of the reciprocal of the median ratio and the coefficient of dispersion (GS 105-289(h)). 
Requires a county whose assessment factor exceeds 50 to conduct a general revaluation within 
two years unless the Dep’t finds that the problem stems from inequitable appraisals within de- 
fined types or categories of property or within defined geographic areas of the county, in which 
case the Dep’t may allow the county one year to address the problem. If the assessment factor is 
50 or less in the following year, the county may resume the normal octennial revaluation cycle. 
Otherwise, it must conduct a general revaluation within two years. (GS 105-286). Effective Jan. 1, 
1990.

S 57. YOUTH SUICIDE PREVENTION ACT. "TO CREATE THE YOUTH SUICIDE ADVISORY BOARD 
AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS THEREFOR." Creates Youth Suicide Advisory Board in the Dep’t of 
Human Resources. Appropriates $175,000 for 1989-91 board’s.’s activities. 

Board will evaluate and suggest improvements in state efforts to prevent youth suicide, en- 
courage cooperation between public and private organizations in such efforts, serve as an infor- 
mation clearinghouse on youth suicide prevention, conduct statewide conference on the subject, 
and develop by Jan. 1, 1991 a state prevention plan for submission to the governor and General 
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Assembly. 

Authorizes eight $10,000 grants for planning prevention efforts, to be awarded on regional 
basis. Requires Board to report to the governor and General Assembly by Jan. 1, 1991 and annu- 
ally thereafter. 

Specifies composition of Board as 15 members serving two-year terms, appointed as fol- 
lows: (1) Sec’y of Human Resources or designee, Superintendent of Public Instruction or desig- 
nee, Dir. of Administrative Office of the Courts or designee; (2) local school board member, area 
mental health administrator, expert in youth suicide, and person under the age of 21, all ap- 
pointed by the governor; (3) classroom teacher, school administrator, mental health clinician with 
expertise in field, and member of parent-based organization, all appointed by the president of the 
senate; and (4) expert in the field, student services professional, member of the clergy, and rep- 
resentative of the news media, all appointed by the speaker of the House. 

Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by W. Hunt. Referred to Children.

H 88. LINDEN LIQUOR SALES. "TO REPEAL THE PROHIBITION OF THE MANUFACTURE AND 
SALE OF LIQUOR IN THE TOWN OF LINDEN.” Repeals Sec. 8, Priv. Laws 1913, for purpose indi- 


cated in title (Linden is in Cumberland County). 


Introduced by Hurley. Referred to Government. 


H 89. INCOME TAX BASED ON FEDERAL LAW-2 (=S 51). "TO STRUCTURE INDIVIDUAL 
INCOME TAX AS A PERCENTAGE OF FEDERAL TAXABLE INCOME." See identical bill S 51. 
) introduced by S. Thompson. Referred to Finance. 
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H 90. GUBERNATORIAL VETO-4. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF NORTH CAROLINA TO 
PROVIDE FOR A VETO BY THE GOVERNOR." Provides for amendments to the North Carolina 
Constitution to be presented to the voters in November 1990. The amendments would grant to 
the governor the power to veto laws passed by the General Assembly. A bill passed by the 
General Assembly would be sent to the governor. If the governor signed it, the bill would become 
law, as it now does upon ratification. The governor may, instead, return the bill to the house in 
which it originated with a statement of his objections.s If a majority of those present in that house 
vote to override the governor’s veto, the bill would be sent to the other house. If a majority of 
those present in that second house also vote to override the veto, the bill becomes law despite 
the veto. If the governor neither signs the bill nor returns it, it becomes law after seven days 
(Sundays not included), unless the General Assembly has, within that time, adjourned sine die for 
more than 30 days. In that case, the governor must sign the bill within 30 days or reconvene the 
General Assembly and return the bill with his objections. At the reconvened session, the General 
assembly could reconsider only bills returned by the governor. The governor sets the date for the 
reconvened session, which must be no later than 40 days after adjournment. If the reconvened 
session occurs after the expiration of the terms of General Assembly members, the newly-elected 
members serve for the reconvened session. 

The veto power does not extend (1) to bills proposing amendments to the state constitution, 
approving amendments to the United States Constitution, or calling for a constitutional conven- 
tion, (2) to legislative appointments to office under the constitutional provision for higher educa- 
tion, (3) to legislative appointments of special superior court judges, (4) to confirmation votes in 
the General Assembly on appointments to the State Board of Education and to other confirmation 
votes on appointments to office, or (5) to joint resolutions. 

Makes numerous conforming amendments to statutes contingent on voter approval of consti- 
tutional amendment. The veto power becomes effective Jan. 1, 1993, if approved by the voters. 
Introduced by Dawkins. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 91. CARTERET CC FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF COMMUNITY 
COLLEGES FOR CARTERET COMMUNITY COLLEGE FOR CONSTRUCTION OF A STUDENT CENTER 
CLASSROOM BUILDING. Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Community Colleges, $1.4 
million dollars in 1989-90 for use as title indicates. 

Introduced by B. Ethridge. Referred to Education. 


H 92. REGULATE ALCOHOL IN CANDY. "TO REGULATE THE ALCOHOL CONTENT OF CANDY." 
Amends GS 106-129(3)b. to provide that a confection is deemed adulterated if it contains more 
than 5% alcohol by weight (now 0.5% by volume). 

Introduced by Brawley. Referred to Government. 


H 93. CONSENT FOR MINOR’S ABORTION. "TO REQUIRE PARENTAL OR JUDICIAL CONSENT 
FOR UNEMANCIPATED MINOR’S ABORTION." Adds new GS Ch. 90, Art. 1A, Part 2. Prohibits a 
physician from performing an abortion upon an unemancipated minor without obtaining the written 
consent of the minor and of a custodial parent, legal guardian, or parent with whom the minor 
lives, except in medical emergencies. Provides that one who intentionally performs an abortion 
with knowledge that, or with reckless disregard as to whether, the subject of an abortion is an 
unemancipated minor and who intentionally or knowingly fails to comply with new Part 2 is guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 

Permits the minor to petition the district court for a waiver of the parental consent require- 
ment if a parent or legal guardian is not available to give consent in a reasonable time or man- 
ner, if consent is refused, or if the minor elects not to seek consent. Permits minor to participate 
in court proceedings on her own behalf or through a guardian ad litem. Requires the court to 
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ensure that the minor or her guardian ad litem receives assistance in preparing and filing the 
petition, to inform the minor of her right to court-appointed counsel and to provide such counsel 
upon request. Provides that waiver proceedings be confidential and be given priority over other 
matters. Compels court to rule on petition within seven days unless an extension is requested by 
the minor. Court must waive consent requirement if the court finds that the minor is mature and 
well-informed enough to make the decision on her own, that it is in the minor’s best interest that 
parental consent be waived, or that the minor is a victim of felonious incest. Requires the court to 
make written findings of fact and conclusions of law, to order a confidential record of the evi- 
dence be kept and to inform the Director of the Dep’t of Social Services upon finding the minor 
has been a victim of incest. Provides that upon request of minor no summons or other notice may 
be served upon minor’s parents, guardian or custodian and that no court costs may be assessed 
against the minor. Amends GS 7A-523(a) to give the district court jurisdiction over proceed- 
ings involving judicial consent for an abortion on an unemancipated minor. Amends GS 7A-451(a) 
and 7A-491 providing for court appointment of counsel in these proceedings and governing con- 
flicts of interests for such counsel. Amends GS 7A-586 to require the court to appoint a guardian 
ad litem upon the request of the minor. Amends GS 7A-489 to permit the Office of Guardian Ad 
Litem Services of the Administrative Office of the Courts to provide services for pregnant minors. 
Deletes that office’s authority to provide such services for dependent minors. 

Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Stam. Referred to Judiciary. 





H 94. CHARLOTTE PERSONNEL ADMINISTRATION. "TO ALLOW THE CHARLOTTE CITY COUNCIL 
TO DELEGATE TO THE CITY MANAGER THE AUTHORITY TO SET CLASSIFICATION AND PAY PLANS 
AND FRINGE BENEFITS." Amends Charlotte charter as title indicates.

COPY OF A BIRTH OR DEATH CERTIFICATE OR MARRIAGE LICENSE FROM A REGISTER OF 
DEEDS THE SAME AS THE FEE COLLECTED BY THE STATE REGISTRAR FOR PROVIDING 
CERTIFIED COPIES OF VITAL RECORDS." Amends GS 161-10(a)(8) as title indicates (State 
Registrar is entitled to collect fee of not more than $5.00; current fee under GS 161-10(a)(8) is” 
$3.00). Effective 60 days after ratification.

H 96. 1989 LOTTERY BILL-REFERENDUM-3. "TO ESTABLISH A STATE LOTTERY AFTER A 
BINDING REFERENDUM." \dentical in effect to S 4, digested on p. 11, except that it provides that 
the net proceeds are to be transferred from the State Lottery Fund periodically, as the General 
Assembly shall prescribe, for the following purposes: (1) 50% for public education; (2) 25% for 
poor and needy people of NC; and (3) 25% for clean water and solid waste management pro- 
grams in NC. 

introduced by Redwine. Referred to Finance. 


H 97. USE VALUE FOR SOME RESIDENCES. "TO PROVIDE THAT CERTAIN RESIDENTIAL 
PROPERTY SHALL BE TAXED ON THE BASIS OF ITS USE AS A RESIDENCE." Adds new GS 105- 
277.02 to provide that residential real property or a manufactured home shall be assessed for 
property taxes at a value that assumes that its present use as a permanent residence is its high- 
est and best use if the owner and property meet the following qualifications: (1) the owner is a 
NC resident; (2) the property has been occupied by the owner as his permanent residence for the 
preceding five years; and (3) the property is not used for any purpose other than as a permanent 
residence for the owner and his family. The amount of property which may qualify is limited to the 
dwelling and related improvements and a two-acre site. Provides that property does not lose use 
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value status due to temporary absence of the owner because of health or confinement to a rest 
home or nursing home so long as the residence is unoccupied or occupied by the owner’s 
spouse or dependents. Provides that taxes on the difference in value between fair market value 
and use value shall be carried forward as deferred taxes; deferred taxes for current year and 
three prior years become due when property ceases to be eligible for use value taxation. Amends 
GS 105-282.1 to allow late applications for residential use-value status if filed before end of cal- 
endar year. Effective Jan. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Finance. 


H 98. MOTOR VEHICLE PROPERTY TAX. "TO PROVIDE FOR A MORE EFFICIENT AND 
EQUITABLE PROCEDURE FOR ASSESSING AND COLLECTING LOCAL AD VALOREM PROPERTY 
TAXES ON CERTAIN MOTOR VEHICLES." Amends the Machinery Act to add a new GS Ch. 105 
Art. 22A to classify motor vehicles (defined as all motor vehicles except mobile homes and motor 
vehicles owned by public service companies) and to establish for those classified motor vehicles 
an entirely new system of ad valorem property taxation. 

For classified motor vehicles that are registered, the system is as follows: (1) Each month the 
Div’n of Motor Vehicles (DMV) sends to each county assessor a list of vehicles that were regis- 
tered or the registration of which was renewed 2 months ago. (2) The county assessor appraises 
the vehicles as of the preceding Jan. 1 and determines ownership as of the date registration was 
renewed or a new registration was applied for. (3) The county prepares a tax bill that includes 
county, municipal, and district taxes on the vehicle and sends it to the owner. The owner is 
relieved of the duty to list the vehicle. (4) The tax is due 4 months after the date the registration 
would have expired or the new registration is applied for. (5) Interest on unpaid taxes accrues at 
the rate of 3/4% per month following the due date, but the taxes are not a lien on real property. 
(6) Each month the county tax collector sends to DMV a list of vehicle owners that are 4 months 
delinquent in payment, and DMV then refuses to renew registration for any vehicles son the list 
until presented with a paid tax receipt identifying the vehicle concerning which taxes were 
delinquent. 

For classified motor vehicles that are unregistered or for which the registration is not renewed, 
the system is as follows: (1) Vehicle owners have a duty to list the vehicle on or before Jan. 31 
following the date the vehicle was acquired or registration was not renewed. (2) Ownership of the 
vehicle is determined as of the date the vehicle was acquired or the registration expired. (3) The 
tax is due Sept. 1 following the listing date and is billed at the same time as other property 
taxes. (4) The interest on delinquent taxes begins on Jan. 6 following the due date and is the 
same as for other property taxes, but the tax is not a lien on real property. 

Taxes on classified motor vehicles are included in the tax levy of the units of local govern- 
ment for the fiscal year in which the taxes become due. The board of county comm’rs is author- 
ized to relieve the tax collector of the charge of uncollected taxes on classified motor vehicles 
that are one year or more past due if the board determines that the taxes appear to be 
uncollectible. 

Repeals GS 105-312(h1), which now imposes a $100 late-listing penalty on unlisted motor 
vehicles, GS 20-50.2, which now requires applicants for motor vehicle registration to certify that 
the vehicle has been listed and no delinquent taxes are owed, and amends GS 20-66(d) to delete 
the provision that now allows the purchase of license plates for 2 years. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1990, and first applies to taxation of motor vehicles for fiscal year beginning 
July 1, 1990.

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H 99. WARRANTY BEGINS AT PURCHASE MILES. "TO AMEND THE NEW MOTOR VEHICLES 
WARRANTIES ACT TO PROVIDE THAT ANY EXPRESS WARRANTY OF A NEW MOTOR VEHICLE 
STATED IN TERMS OF A CERTAIN NUMBER OF MILES SHALL BEGIN TO ACCRUE FROM THE 
MILEAGE ON THE ODOMETER AT THE DATE OF ORIGINAL DELIVERY TO THE CONSUMER.” Adds 
new GS 20-351.2(b) as title indicates. Applicable to sales of motor vehicles occurring on or after 
Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Beall. Referred to Commerce. 


H 100. DISCLOSE RESALE OF LEMON VEHICLE. "TO AMEND THE NEW MOTOR VEHICLES 
WARRANTIES ACT TO PROVIDE THAT IF A MANUFACTURER RESELLS A MOTOR VEHICLE THAT 
WAS RETURNED TO IT PURSUANT GS 20-351.3, THE MANUFACTURER SHALL DISCLOSE THE 
FACT OF RETURN AND THE REASON FOR RETURN TO THE SUBSEQUENT PURCHASER.” Amends 
GS 20-351.3 which under certain circumstances now permits purchasers to return to the manu- 
facturer defective vehicles whose value is substantially impaired. Requires vehicle manufacturers 
to disclose to a subsequent purchaser of a returned vehicle the fact and nature of the defects 
that caused the return. 

Introduced by Beall. Referred to Commerce.

INFORMATION REGARDING SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT.” Amends GS 130A-291(a) to make the 
solid waste branch a clearinghouse for information on solid waste research and planning, solid 
waste management practice, markets for recyclable materials and intergovernmental cooperation. 
Effective July 1, 1989.

S 59. STATE PERSONNEL SYSTEMS STUDY. "7O CONTINUE AS AN ONGOING STUDY THE 
STUDY OF THE STATE PERSONNEL SYSTEM.” Authorizes the Legislative Research Commission to 
continue study of the state personnel system. 

Introduced by W. Hunt. Referred to Rules. 


S 60. WELLNESS IMPROVEMENT FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO SUPPORT THE STATE 
W.I.S.E. (WELLNESS IMPROVEMENT FOR STATE EMPLOYEES) PROGRAM.” Appropriates $71,730 
for fiscal 1989-90 and $104,904 for fiscal 1990-91 from General Fund to Office of State 
Personnel for purpose indicated in title. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by W. Hunt. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 61. PUBLICATION COST STATEMENT CHANGE. "70 AMEND THE STATEMENT OF COST OF 
PUBLIC DOCUMENTS." Amends GS 143-170.1 to require cost figures placed on public documents 
to include materials and identifiable design, typesetting and binding costs (now only “direct repro- 
duction” costs are included). Forbids mailing at public expense public documents that do not 
include a statement of cost. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by R. Martin. Referred to State Government. 


S 62. STATE PUBLICATION POLICY. "TO ESTABLISH A UNIFORM POLICY FOR THE 
PRODUCTION AND DISTRIBUTION OF STATE PUBLICATIONS.” Adds new GS 143-170.2 requiring 
the Dep't of Administration in consultation with State Library, State Auditor and State Printing 
Operations to establish by March 1, 1990 guidelines for the production and printing of documents

published using state funds. Entities not in substantial compliance with guidelines will lose author- 
ity to use state funds for publications.

S 63. MODIFY PROPERTY TAX APPEALS. "TO AUTHORIZE A COUNTY TO PERMIT TAXPAYERS 
TO APPEAL DECISIONS OF THE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION AND REVIEW TO THE BOARD OF 
COUNTY COMMISSIONERS.” Amends GS 105-322(a) to provide that a resolution of the board of 
county commissioners creating a special board of equalization and review may provide for appeal 
from decisions of the special board to the board of county commissioners. Makes conforming 
amendment to GS 105-325. Effective Jan. 1, 1990. 

Introduced by R. Martin. Referred to Judiciary Hil. 


S 64. CHARLOTTE PUBLIC RADIO RETIREMENT. "TO AMEND THE LAW REGARDING 
RETIREMENT AS IT APPLIES TO THE CHARLOTTE/MECKLENBURG PUBLIC BROADCASTING 
AUTHORITY.” Authorizes governing board of cited authority, with approval of LGERS trustees, to 
become participating employer in LGERS and provide for its employees to receive credit in 
LGERS equal to service in authority, without transfer of assets of authority's defined contribution 
plan. Effective April 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Odom. Referred to Pensions & Retirement. 


S 65. RAINY DAY FUND. "7O ESTABLISH A GENERAL RESERVE FUND.” Adds GS 143-34.8 to 
establish a General Reserve Fund and declares intent of General Assembly to appropriate to 
Fund for each fiscal year $(blank), io be deposited with and invested by state treasurer. If direc- 
tor of budget anticipates insufficiency of revenues to pay all appropriations in full for any year, he 
may either (1) transfer funds from General Reserve Fund sufficient to pay all appropriations in full 
or (2) reduce all appropriations pro rata as authorized by GS 143-25. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Smith. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 66. MONROE NATURAL GAS BIDS. "TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF MONROE TO PURCHASE 
NATURAL GAS BY USING INFORMAL BID PROCEDURES.” As title indicates. 
Introduced by Plyler. Referred to Local Government. 


S 67. CAJAH MOUNTAIN ALDERMEN. "TO ALLOW MEMBERS OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN 
OF THE TOWN OF CAJAH MOUNTAIN TO SERVE MORE THAN TWO CONSECUTIVE TERMS." As 
title indicates (Cajah Mountain is in Caldweil County). 

Introduced by Kincaid. Referred to Local Government.

$500,000 for fiscal 1989-90 from General Fund for purpose indicated in title, provided funds are 
matched by school on one-to-one basis.

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H 104. MITCHELL COMMUNITY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO VARIOUS PUBLIC

1989-90: $6,500 to Cane Creek Community Club, Inc.; $8,000 to Bakersville Community Medical 
Clinic, Inc.; $5,000 to NC Rhododendron Festival, Inc.; $5,000 to Mitchell County Historical 

Society, Inc.; and $1,500 to Mitchell County Office of Inspection. Effective July 1, 1989.

H 105. OLD CAR TAX APPRAISAL. "TO PROVIDE A RANGE OF VALUES FOR PROPERTY TAX

277(j) to provide that a private passenger vehicle over 15 years old must be appraised and as- 
sessed for taxation at value equal to one percent of its true value when it was first sold at retail, 
or $150, whichever is greater.

ELECTION UNDER A MIXED ELECTORAL SYSTEM.” Effective Dec. 5, 1988, prescribes for Bladen 
County Board of Education nine members elected for staggered four-year terms on a partisan 
basis. Provides for three members to be elected from county at large with each voter entitled to 
vote for only one candidate in both primary and general election, results determined by plurality; 
six members elected from three districts (two members each) to separate numbered seats with 
majority vote required. (Enacts interim plan in effect in 1988 under federal court order.) 
Introduced by Nye. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 107. PURPLE HEART LICENSE PLATES. "TO PROVIDE FOR SPECIALIZED PLATES FOR 
RECIPIENTS OF THE PURPLE HEART AWARD.” Adds new GS 20-81.11 for purpose indicated in f 
title. Specifies wording of license plates and their numbering. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Ethridge. Referred to Government. 


H 108. CHARLOTTE CITY CONTRACTS. "TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 
CHARLOTTE RELATING TO THE AUTHORITY OF THE CITY MANAGER TO AWARD AND EXECUTE 
CERTAIN CONTRACTS." Authorizes city manager or designee (now, only city manager) to execute 
contracts or agreements (or amendments to them) on behalf of city that do not exceed $50,000 
(now, $30,000). Authorizes city manager or designee to execute contracts to construct and install 
water and sewer lines that will eventually become part of city utility system, regardless of amount, 
when construction and installation is sole responsibility and is at sole expense of another person, 
firm, or corporation.

H 109. RATIFY ANTI-POLL TAX AMENDMENT. "RATIFYING THE 24TH AMENDMENT TO THE 
CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, PROVIDING THAT THE RIGHT TO VOTE 
SHALL NOT BE DENIED OR ABRIDGED BECAUSE OF THE FAILURE TO PAY A POLL TAX." As title 
indicates.

OTHER AVAILABLE FUNDS, FOR THE CONSTRUCTION, ACQUISITION AND EQUIPPING OF CAPITAL 
IMPROVEMENTS FOR THE STATE AND ITS DEPARTMENTS AND AGENCIES, SUCH AUTHORIZED ( 
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BONDS OR NOTES TO BE ISSUED WITHOUT AN ELECTION DURING THE BIENNIUM ENDED JUNE 
30, 1991, IN AN AMOUNT NOT IN EXCESS OF SUCH AUTHORIZED AMOUNT AND NOT IN EXCESS 
OF TWO-THIRDS OF THE AMOUNT BY WHICH THE STATE’S OUTSTANDING INDEBTEDNESS SHALL 
HAVE BEEN REDUCED DURING THE 1987-89 BIENNIUM.” Authorizes issuance of $73 million non- 
voted general obligation bonds of the state pursuant to NC Const. Art. V, Sec. 3(1) (two-thirds 
limitation) with proceeds to be used for following projects: Revenue Building, $36 million; Dep’t of 
Agriculture agronomics lab, $7.1 million; parks and recreational facilities, $10 million; Ports 
Authority facilities, $11.9 million; low-level radioactive waste facilities, $8 million. 

introduced by Rauch. Referred to Finance. 


S 69. CARTERET COMM. COLLEGE FUNDS. "70 APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT 
OF COMMUNITY COLLEGES FOR CARTERET COMMUNITY COLLEGE FOR CONSTRUCTION OF A 
STUDENT CENTER CLASSROOM BUILDING.” Appropriates $1.4 million from General Fund for 
1989-90 to Dep’t of Community Colleges for cited purpose. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Barker. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 70. INSPECT AUTOS FOR HYDROCARBONS. "TO ADD HYDROCARBONS TO MOTOR VEHICLE 
EXHAUST INSPECTIONS.” Amends GS 20-128.2(a), permitting the Environmental Management 
Comm'n to require automobile emissions testing for hydrocarbons (now limited to carbon monox- 
ide). Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

introduced by Odom. Referred to Transportation. 


S 71. CHARLOTTE CODE ENFORCEMENT. "7O AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF CHARLOTTE TO 
CREATE A CODE ENFORCEMENT BOARD." Authorizes city council to create by ordinance a code 
enforcement board, with no fewer than five and no more than 13 members, with jurisdiction over 
city code violations as determined by city council. Board has power to adopt rules for conducting 
hearings, subpoena evidence and witnesses, take testimony under oath, and issue orders and 
levy fines necessary to bring violation into compliance. States that it is duty of appropriate city 
employee to initiate enforcement proceedings; board member may not do so. Employee to give 
violator notice (except when serious threat to public health) and reasonable time to correct viola- 
tion. If violation continues beyond time specified for correction, employee to notify enforcement 
board and request hearing. Specifies hearing procedures; requires board at conclusion of hearing 
to issue findings of fact and conclusions of law. Board’s finding must be approved by majority of 
those members present and voting, except at least majority of board must vote for action to be 
official. Board may order violator to pay fine up to $100 for each day violation continues past day 
set for compliance. Certified copy of order imposing fine constitutes lien against land on which 
violation exists or, if violator does not own the land, on any other real property owned by violator. 
Enforcement board’s final order is subject to review by superior court by proceedings in nature of 
certiorari; any aggrieved party, including city, may seek review. States that provisions of act are 
supplemental; city is not prohibited from pursuing enforcement procedures and remedies author- 
ized by GS 160A-175.

S 72. MYROVER-REESE MENTAL HEALTH FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
MYROVER-REESE FELLOWSHIP HOME SUBSTANCE ABUSE FACILITY.” Appropriates $125,000 
from the General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources, Div'n of Mental Health, Mental Retardation 
and Substance Abuse Services, for the Cumberland County Area Mental Health, Mental 
Retardation, and Substance Abuse Authority for construction of new building at cited facility. 
Effective July 1, 1989.

S 73. ANTIRETROVIRAL DRUGS FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE PURCHASE OF 
ANTIRETROVIRAL DRUGS." Appropriates from General Fund to Div’n of Health Services, Dep’t of 
Human Resources, $200,000 for each year of 1989-91 biennium for purchase of antiretroviral 
drugs for HIV infected people. Effective July 1, 1989.

S 74. LRC AIDS SYNDROME STUDY. "AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION 
TO STUDY THE IMPACT OF ACQUIRED IMMUNE DEFICIENCY SYNDROME ON PUBLIC HEALTH 
AND HEALTH CARE IN NORTH CAROLINA." As title indicates. Comm’n may study (1) need for 
funding AIDS control activities, public education, counseling, medical care, and social support 
systems; (2) adequacy of reporting requirements for AIDS virus infection; and (3) need for legisla- 
tion requiring particular subgroup of population to undergo mandatory testing. Comm’n may sub- 
mit interim report to 1990 session and report to 1991 Session.

Permits the court to withdraw the order after six 
months for a first offender but second or subsequent orders must continue for full year. Effective 
October 1, 1989.

S 77. FELONY TO POSSESS COCAINE. "TO MAKE THE POSSESSION OF ANY AMOUNT OF 
COCAINE A FELONY.” Amerds GS 90-95(d)(2) to make possession of any quantity of cocaine a 
felony (now, felony to possess one gram or more). 

Introduced by Sands. Referred to Judiciary !!. 


S 78,FUEL CHARGE SUNSET EXTENDED. "7O IMPLEMENT THE RECOMMENDATION OF THE 
JOINT LEGISLATIVE UTILITY REVIEW COMMITTEE TO EXTEND THE EXPIRATION DATE OF THE 
FUEL CHARGE ADJUSTMENT PROVISIONS OF THE GENERAL STATUTES." Amends GS 62-133.2 as 
title indicates, extending act until July 1, 1991 (now, expires July 1, 1989).

S 79. HUMANE DISPOSAL OF FETAL REMAINS-2. "TO REQUIRE THAT THE REMAINS OF

CREMATION, OR APPROVED HOSPITAL TYPE OF [i-CINERATION.” Identical in effect to S 12 ex- 
cept vests rule-making authority in Comm’n for Health Services and clarifies comm’n’s authority 
to approve incineration methods. 

Introduced by Guy. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 80. LONG-TERM CARE OMBUDSMAN PROGRAM. "TO ESTABLISH A LONG-TERM CARE 
OMBUDSMAN PROGRAM.” Adds new part 4D to GS Art. 3, Chap. 143B. Establishes in Dep’t of 
Human Resources, Div’n of Aging an "Office of State Long-Term Ombudsman” (ombudsman). 
Ombudsman has functions and duties required by federal Older Americans Act of 1965, including 
(1) promoting community involvement in long-term care and serving as liaison between residents, 
families, facility personnel, and facility administration; (2) supervising long-term care program 
under rules adopted pursuant to GS 143B-10; (3) certifying and training regional ombudsman; (4) 
resolving residents’ complaints; (5) establishing procedures for regional ombudsmans’ access to 
facilities and patient records (including procedures to guard patient confidentiality); (6) analyzing 
and reporting on complaints and conditions in facilities; and (7) providing information about long- 
term care issues. Establishes Office of Regional Ombudsman in each Area Agency on Aging. 
Duties of regional ombudsman include investigation of and collection of data on complaints and 
providing education for patients, providers and the public. 


a. SY eee 
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Gives state and regional ombudsman authority to enter any domiciliary home, skilled nurs- 
ing or intermediate care facility and grants access to any resident. Ombudsman must notify facil- 
ity administrator before speaking to resident and may do so in private. Ombudsman has access 
to patient medical and financial records with patient’s permission. Ombudsman must identify him- 
self to patients and patient may refuse to speak with ombudsman. Resident has right to partici- 
pate in planning action on resolution of complaints, and facility has right to respond, provide 
information or take appropriate action in response to complaint before ombudsman acts. Before 
referring complaint to licensure agencies, ombudsman must attempt to resolve complaint through 
mediation, conciliation or persuasion, Complaints involving suspected patient abuse or neglect 
shall be reported to county Adult Protective Services. Complaintants’ identity is confidential. 

Forbids retaliation against any person making complaint or providing information to om- 
budsman in good faith. Grants representatives of state and regional ombudsman offices immunity 
from civil suit arising from good faith performance of duties. Makes interference with such repre- 
sentatives a general misdemeanor. 

Introduced by Harris. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 81. NURSING HOMES COMPLAINTS FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO ENHANCE 
INVESTIGATION AND RESOLUTION OF COMPLAINTS AGAINST NURSING HOMES AND REST 
HOMES." Appropriates from General Fund to Div’n of Facility Services, Dep’t of Human 
Resources $776,000 for each year of 1989-91 biennium as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Harris. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 82. ADMINISTRATIVE RULES REVIEW CHANGES. "CONCERNING THE REVIEW OF 
ADMINISTRATIVE RULES MANDATED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY." Amends GS 150B-12(h) to 
allow the Administrative Rules Review Comm’n to adopt, recodify, or repeal a rule without holding 
a rule-making hearing (now, amend or repeal). Amends GS 150B-59(c) to provide that any rule of 
an administrative agency (now, rules adopted by such an agency) that was subject to the rule- 
making procedures of GS 150B-9 to -17 and did not violate GS 150B-9(c) (providing that crimes 
may be defined only the General Assembly) was effective until July 15, 1988 and then repealed 
unless the rule was approved by the Comm’n (now, true only for those rules in effect on Sept. 1, 
1986). Applies retroactively to Jan. 1, 1986.

H 114. BURLINGTON PRIVATE SALE. "TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF BURLINGTON TO CONVEY A 
TRACT OF LAND TO THE SALVATION ARMY AT PRIVATE SALE.” Authorizes sale of specified tract 
of land as title indicates. 

Introduced by Holt. Referred to Government. 


H 115. LOW-LEVEL WASTE AMENDMENTS. "7O EXTEND CERTAIN DEADLINES APPLICABLE TO 
THE DEVELOPMENT OF NORTH CAROLINA'S LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE DISPOSAL 
FACILITY AND TO AMEND CERTAIN PROVISIONS OF LAW RELATING TO THE INTER-AGENCY 
COMMITTEE ON LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE." Amends GS 104G-9(e) to extend the deadline 
by which the Low-Level Radioactive Waste Auth. must select two possible sites for a disposal 
facility from Aug. 1 to Oct. 1, 1989, and to extend deadline by which the Auth. must select an 
operator for the facility or designate itself as such from Jan. 31 to June 1, 1989. Amends GS 
104G-22(a) to add the following members to Inter-Agency Committee on Low-Level Radioactive 
Waste: vice-chairman of the Auth.; Exec. Dir. of the Auth.; an additional member of the Auth. 
designated by Chairman; a member from DNRCD with expertise in groundwater; and a represen- 
tative from DHR’s Solid Waste Management Section. Deletes from membership chairman of 
Authority’s technical committee. Deletes provision of GS 104G-22(d) requiring Auth. to pay costs 
of any study for which funds are not otherwise appropriated. Effective Jan. 31, 1989. 

Introduced by Miller. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 116. HISTORIC PLACES REGISTER. "TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA REGISTER OF 
HISTORIC PLACES." Adds GS 121-4.1 to authorize the Dep’t of Cultural Resources to establish 
and maintain such a register, composed of districts, sites, buildings, structures,and objects sig- 
nificant in North Carolina history, architecture, archaeology, engineering, and culture. Until estab- 
lished, references to it in the law shall be construed to mean properties and districts listed in the 
National Register of Historic Places. Directs NC Historical Comm'n to establish criteria for inclu- 
sion in state register and, within such criteria provide for levels of significance as necessary and 
appropriate. Effective Oct. 1, 1988. 

Introduced by Colton. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 117. NEIGHBORHOOD PRESERVATION PROGRAMS. "TO ENABLE CITIES, TOWNS AND 
COUNTIES TO PROVIDE FOR NEIGHBORHOOD, COMMUNITY AND RURAL PRESERVATION." Adds 
new GS Ch. 160A, Art. 19, Part 9 to authorize cities and counties to establish by resolution a 
community conservation district comm’n, appointed by the governing body, and to designate com- 
munity conservation districts. Comm'n shall consist of not fewer than three members with terms 
not to exceed four years as provided for by ordinance. Provides for the establishment of a joint 
city-county comm’n. Allows governing board to designate (i) the historic preservation comm’n; (ii) 
a planning agency; (iii) itself; or (iv) the appearance comm’n to assume the duties of a conserva- 
tion district comm’n. 

Defines conservation district as an area possessing form, character, and visual qualities de- 
rived from arrangements or combinations of topography, vegetation, space, vistas, architecture, 
natural formations, and the like that create an "image of stability, comfort, local identity, and 
livable atmosphere.” Requires comm’n to undertake an inventory of those areas within jurisdiction 
that exhibit scenic, cultural, and natural qualities and which may qualify for district designation. 
No designation of a district may be made until (i) the conservation district comm’n has adopted 
rules of procedure; (ii) a report has been prepared on the scenic, cultural, and natural qualities of 
the area proposed for designation; and (iii) the comm’n and governing body hold a public hearing 
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on the designation. Requires that the Dep’t of Cultural Resources (Div. of Archives and History) 
and the Dep't of Natural Resources and Community Development receive the inventory, report, 
and a map of the district boundaries. 

Authorizes governing body to confer any of the following powers upon the comm’n: (i) to under- 
take inventories of significant areas within jurisdiction; (ii) to recommend areas for conservation 
district designation; (iii) to conduct educational programs; (iv) to prepare studies and plans; (v) to 
cooperate and contract with other units of government; and (vi) at the request of the approving 
body, review plans, proposals, and applications affecting the districts. 

Introduced by Colton. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 118. NO PER DIEM AFTER JUNE 30. "TO PROVIDE THAT NO PER DIEM AND WEEKLY TRAVEL 
ALLOWANCE SHALL BE PAID TO MEMBERS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY IN ODD-NUMBERED 
YEARS AFTER JUNE 30. Amends GS 120-3.1(c) as title indicates. 

Introduced by Arnold. Referred to Rules. 


H 119. WALLACE SATELLITE ANNEXATION. "TO ANNEX A CERTAIN DESCRIBED TERRITORY TO 
THE TOWN OF WALLACE.” Adds described noncontiguous area to town of Wallace, but provides 
that town need not provide services to Rockfish Country Club, Inc. Effective June 30, 1989. 
Introduced by Albertson. Referred to Government. 


H 120. CONTRACT GROUP HOME ASSISTANCE. "TO AMEND CHAPTER 761 OF THE 1983 
SESSION LAWS TO PROVIDE SPECIAL ASSISTANCE FUNDS FOR RESIDENTS OF GROUP HOMES 
UNDER CONTRACT TO AN AREA MENTAL HEALTH AUTHORITY.” Amends SL 1983, Ch. 761, sec. 
34 to provide that effective July 1, 1989 residents of area mental health agency-operated or con- 
tracted group homes shall be eligible for Special Assistance for Adults, (underlined words added). 
Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Diggs. Referred to Human Resources. 








H 121. CHARLOTTE CONTRACT SIGNING. "TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 
CHARLOTTE WITH RESPECT TO THE EXECUTION OF CONTRACTS.” Amends Charlotte charter, to 
provide that city contracts or obligations must be signed by the mayor, the city manager or his 
designee. Contracts required to be in writing are not binding unless so signed. Grants mayor the 
authority to administer oaths in city transactions and proceedings, as well as official oaths for city 
officers and employees. 

Introduced by Diggs. Referred to Government. 


H 122. MECKLENBURG FORMAL BID LIMITS. ”"7TO RAISE THE THRESHOLD ABOVE WHICH 
MECKLENBURG COUNTY MUST SEEK FORMAL BIDS FOR PURCHASE OF APPARATUS, SUPPLIES, 
MATERIALS, OR EQUIPMENT.” Amends SL 1981, ch. 116, as title indicates to raise limits from 
$30,000 to $50,000.

H 123. SUPPORTING CLASSROOM DISCIPLINE. "TO LET THE PROFESSIONAL EDUCATORS OF 

THIS STATE KNOW THAT THEY HAVE THE COMPLETE SUPPORT OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY IN 
THEIR EFFORTS TO MAINTAIN ORDER AND DISCIPLINE IN THE CLASSROOM." As title indicates. 

Introduced by Brawley. Referred to Rules. 


H 124. IMPROVE TEACHER EDUCATION. "TO REQUIRE COLLEGES AND UNIVERSITIES 
OFFERING A TEACHER EDUCATION PROGRAM TO PROVIDE BETTER TRAINING FOR 
PROSPECTIVE TEACHERS REGARDING STUDENT DISCIPLINE.” Directs UNC institutions and pri- 
vate colleges that offer teacher training programs to provide increased instruction regarding stu- 
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dent discipline. Optional measures include emphasis on specific techniques for managing unruly 
students and requiring all students to take some courses in special education. UNC Board of 
Governors and private colleges to report on plans to implement this Act to General Assembly on 
or before June 1, 1990. Any private college that fails to report as required forfeits its NC student 
aid funds for 1990-91. Applies to teacher education programs offered in 1990-91 academic year 
and thereafter. 

Introduced by Brawley. Referred to Education. 


H 125. BIRTH IMPAIRMENT STUDY CONTINUED. "TO CONTINUE THE BIRTH-RELATED 
NEUROLOGICAL IMPAIRMENT STUDY COMMISSION AND PROVIDE THAT FUNDS PREVIOUSLY 
APPROPRIATED TO THE COMMISSION SHALL REMAIN AVAILABLE.” Continues the Birth-Related 
Neurological Impairment Study Comm'n (comm’n) with same powers and duties until the sine die 
adjournment of the 1989 regular session. Authorizes comm’n to continue to use 1987 appropria- 
tion.

H 126. FUEL CHARGE SUNSET EXTENDED. "TO IMPLEMENT THE RECOMMENDATION OF THE 
JOINT LEGISLATIVE UTILITY REVIEW COMMITTEE TO EXTEND THE EXPIRATION DATE OF THE 
FUEL CHARGE ADJUSTMENT PROVISIONS OF THE GENERAL STATUTES.” Amends SL 1987, Ch. 
677 as title indicates, extending expiration of GS 62-133.2 to July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Miller. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 127. UNC PRINT SHOPS STUDY. "TO AUTHORIZE THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA TO 
STUDY THE EFFICIENT USE OF UNIVERSITY SYSTEM PRINTING FACILITIES.” Requires the 
University of North Carolina, in consultation with the State Auditor, to study the feasibility of com- 
bining or reassigning the duties of each university printing facility and to make recommendations 
for the efficient use of them. Results to be reported to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on 
Governmental Operations by January 1, 1990. 

Introduced by S. Hunt. Referred to Education. 


H 128. STATE PRINT SHOPS STUDY. "7O AUTHORIZE THE DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATION 
TO STUDY THE NEED FOR TWO STATE PRINT SHOPS.” Requires the Dep’t of Administration, 
Office of Administrative Analysis, in consultation with the State Auditor, to study the feasibility of 
combining or reassigning the duties of both state print shops and to make recommendations for 
more efficient use of them. Results to be filed with Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental 
Operations by Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by S. Hunt. Referred to Government. 


H 129. SILER CITY ELECTION CHANGES. "EXPANDING THE SILER CITY BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS AND CHANGING THE METHOD BY WHICH THE BOARD IS ELECTED.” Amends 
Siler City charter to provide for governing board composed of mayor and seven comm’rs. Mayor 
to be elected at-large for two-year term; five comm’rs to be elected from districts and two at-large 
for four-year staggered terms using nonpartisan plurality method. Provides for transition to new 
Structure. 

Introduced by Hackney. Referred to Government. 


H 130. SUSPEND LICENSES OF DROPOUTS. "TO PERMIT THE DIVISION OF MOTOR VEHICLES 
TO SUSPEND THE DRIVERS LICENSE OF A PERSON WHO DROPS OUT OF SCHOOL BEFORE 
GRADUATION." Amends GS 20-16(a) to authorize pursuant to new GS 20-16A the suspension of 
the drivers’ license of a person under the age of 18 who has withdrawn from a secondary school. 
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New GS 20-16A requires secondary school officials to notify the Division of Motor Vehicles (div'n) 
whenever a student 18 years old or younger withdraws. Withdrawal is defined as 10 consecutive 
days of unexcused absence or 15 unexcused absences in a single semester. Absence resulting 
from suspension, expulsion, or imprisonment is not excused. If the withdrawal is beyond the con- 
trol of the student as determined by school officials, or is for the purpose of transfer to another 
school, the div’n is not notified. Within five days of receipt of information from school, div’n must 
notify withdrawn student that the drivers’ license will be suspended on the 30th day following the 
mailing of notice unless div’n is notified by school that student has resumed attendance. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Cromer. Referred to Education. 


H 131. JUVENILE DRIVING PRIVILEGES-2. "TO REQUIRE THE DIVISION OF MOTOR VEHICLES TO 
SUSPEND THE DRIVERS LICENSES OF MINORS CONVICTED OF OFFENSES INVOLVING DRUGS OR 
ALCOHOL.” Adds GS 20-11(d)(1) to provide that if any person 18 years of age or younger is 
convicted of any offense involving the possession, use, or abuse of alcohol or controlled sub- 
stances, or found to have committed such an offense by a juvenile court, the clerk of court shall 
send the Division an order requiring the suspension of the person’s driver’s license for a period 
of six months. If the person has been convicted or determined to have committed such an of- 
fense more than once, the clerk of court shall order the suspension for a period of one year for 
each such subsequent offense or determination. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. (See similar bill S 76.) 
Introduced by Cromer. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 132. EMERGENCY JUDGES’ PRIOR SERVICE. "TO AMEND THE LAW REGARDING THE 
LENGTH OF CREDITABLE SERVICE REQUIRED OF EMERGENCY JUDGES.” Amends GS 7A-52(a) to 
provide that retired superior and district court judges under age 70 may apply to become emer- 
gency judges if they retired with 5 years (now 8 years) creditable service. 

Introduced by Cromer. Referred to Judiciary. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 83. PORTS AUTHORITY APPOINT DIRECTOR. "7TO AUTHORIZE THE BOARD OF THE STATE 
PORTS AUTHORITY TO APPOINT THE EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR OF THE AUTHORITY AND TO 
AUTHORIZE THE EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR TO APPOINT, EMPLOY, DISMISS AND FIX THE 
COMPENSATION OF OTHER PORTS AUTHORITY EMPLOYEES.” Amends GS 143B-454(5) as title 
indicates (Sec’y of Commerce now has appointment power). 

Introduced by Barker. Referred to Marine Resources. 


S 84. INDEX HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION. "TO INDEX THE AMOUNT OF THE PROPERTY TAX 
HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION AND THE AMOUNT OF THE INCOME THRESHOLD FOR ELIGIBILITY FOR 
THE EXEMPTION.” Amends GS 105-277.1, which grants property tax relief to certain elderly and 
disabled property owners, to establish indexes for both the amount of value to be excluded and 
the amount of income above which owners cannot qualify. The value of real property used as a 
residence and mobile homes excluded from taxation shall be $15,000 for each county until the 
county’s next revaluation. At the effective date of the next revaluation, the indexed amount to be 
excluded will be increased in proportion to the average increase in value of residential property in 
the county. The Dep’t of Revenue is required to certify to each county the amount of the exclu- 
sion by March 31 of the year the revaluation becomes effective. The amount of the exclusion 
remains the same until the county’s next revaluation. The maximum annual income to qualify for 
the exclusion shall be $11,000 for the tax year beginning Jan. 1, 1990. For tax years beginning 
Jan. 1, 1991, and thereafter, the maximum income amount shall be the amount for the preceding 
year increased by the same percentage as the federal government increased benefits under titles 
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Il and XVI of the Social Security Act. The Dep’t of Revenue shall calculate the annual adjustment 
prior to Dec. 1 preceding the tax year it is to become effective and send notice of the adjustment 
to county assessors. 

For a property owner to qualify for the exclusion, the owner must have had, for the preced- 
ing calendar year, an “aggregate household income” not to exceed the indexed maximum 
amount. "Aggregate household income” is defined as the total disposable income of all persons 
maintaining a permanent residence in the household. Effective Jan. 1, 1990. 

Introduced by Barker. Referred to Judiciary Ill. 


S 85. CHARLOTTE HAWKINS BROWN FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE CHARLOTTE 
HAWKINS BROWN STATE HISTORIC SITE.” Appropriates to Dep’t of Cultural Res. from General 
Fund $271,297 for 1989-90 and $360,909 for 1990-91 to restore and repair Charlotte Hawkins 
Brown Memorial State Historic Site and Black History Center. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 86. SOCIAL SERVICES PLAN. "TO REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES TO 
DEVELOP A SOCIAL SERVICES PLAN TO ENSURE THE UNIFORM AVAILABILITY OF CORE SOCIAL 
SERVICES AND PUBLIC ASSISTANCE PROGRAMS TO THE CITIZENS OF NORTH CAROLINA." 
Requires the Dep’t of Human Resources to develop a Social Services Plan for presentation to 
1990 General Assembly. Plan must include: (1) list of core social services to be provided in each 
county, (2) cost estimates and a timetable for providing those services, (3) minimum standards for 
operation of core services, (4) state and county responsibility for financing non-core services, (5) 
mechanisms for state supervision and enforcement of program standards. 

Introduced by Walker. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 87. SOCIAL SERVICES PROGRAM. "TO REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES 
TO ESTABLISH AN INFORMATION PROGRAM REGARDING PUBLIC ASSISTANCE AND SOCIAL 
SERVICES PROGRAMS, TO DEVELOP A PLAN TO TARGET LOW-INCOME PERSONS FOR 
INFORMATION AND REFERRAL, AND TO CREATE A POSITION TO IMPLEMENT THE PROGRAMS.” 
Directs DHR to establish a public information program to inform both public and private agencies 
and potential recipients about public assistance programs such as AFDC, food stamps, medical 
assistance, and programs designed to address infant mortality. Calls for distribution of informa- 
tional material and public service announcements. Appropriates to DHR from General Fund 
$116,184 for 1989-90 and $106,091 for 1990-91 to implement the program and hire a public 
information officer. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Walker. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 88. UNC ALUMNI CENTER AMENDMENTS. "TO AMEND CHAPTER 899 OF THE 1985 SESSION 
LAWS (REGULAR SESSION, 1986) TO PROVIDE CHANGES ONLY WITH RESPECT TO A WHOLLY 
SELF-LIQUIDATING PROJECT.” Amends Sec. 2, Ch. 899, SL 1985 to increase from $6,967,000 to 
$12,150,300 the amount authorized for the UNC-CH Alumni Center on a self-liquidating basis. 
Authorizes financing project by lease-purchase method. Exempts project from GS 143-128 (bid- 
ding requirements); authorizes combined contracts for the design, construction, or design and 
construction of the project. 

Authorizes the university to sublease the project to the UNC-CH General Alumni Ass’n for a 
period of 30 years (lease payments must reflect fair market value). Prohibits the General Alumni 
Ass'n from transferring its rights as sublessee without the prior written consent of the university. 
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Requires the General Alumni Ass’n to maintain the property and, if it does not, allows the univer- 
sity to take necessary actions and charge the Ass’n accordingly. Further authorizes the university 
to establish rules for the use of the project, to employ those persons and agents necessary in 
connection with the project, and to accept donations, loans, and the like for use in connection 
with the project. 

Introduced by W. Hunt. Referred to Higher Education. 


S 89. LEGISLATIVE SESSION LENGTH LIMIT. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF NORTH 
CAROLINA TO LIMIT THE NUMBER OF DAYS THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY MAY REMAIN IN SESSION 
EACH YEAR.” Amends NC Const. Art. Il, sec. 11, to provide that beginning in 1991 the General 
Assembly shall meet for only 70 legislative days in odd-numbered years and 20 legislative days in 
even-numbered years. No valid action, other than a resolution of adjournment, may be taken after 
the time limits have expired. Extra sessions shall also be limited to 20 days. Amends Art. Il, Sec. 
5(7) to limit extraordinary sessions called by the governor to 20 days and to the subjects stated in 
his proclamation. Amendments to be voted on at Nov. 1990 general election. If amendments 
pass, amends GS 120-11.1 to provide that in odd-numbered years, General Assembly shall con- 
vene on first Wed. after second Mon. in Feb., and in even-numbered years, it shall convene on 
the first Wed. after the second Mon. in May. 

Introduced by Kincaid. Referred to Constitution. 


S 90. CHARLOTTE EMINENT DOMAIN. "TO ALLOW THE CITY OF CHARLOTTE TO EXERCISE THE 
POWER OF EMINENT DOMAIN UNDER CERTAIN CONDITIONS TO PROVIDE HOUSING FOR LOW- 
AND MODERATE-INCOME PERSONS.” Amends Charlotte charter to authorize city to exercise emi- 
nent domain to provide housing for low- and moderate-income persons, but limits acquisition to (i) 
vacant structures “boarded up” as a result of housing code violations; (ii) structures found to be 
in violation of housing code where property owner has failed or refused to correct violation within 
reasonable time; and (iii) vacant properties rendered vacant because of a housing code enforce- 
ment demolition order. Right of possession determined pursuant to GS 40A-42(b) (quick-take not 
allowed). Action to acquire property described in clauses (i) and (ii) above may not be initiated 
until property owner has had 120 days to correct the code violations, the period running from the 
date of the order. 

Introduced by Odom. Referred to Local Government. 


S 91. OPEN PAROLE PROCESS TO VICTIMS. "TO REQUIRE NOTIFICATION OF VICTIMS THAT A 
PAROLE DECISION IS PENDING." Amends GS 15A-1371(b) to require the Parole Comm'n to notify 
whenever possible the victim of a crime that the person who committed the crime will be consid- 
ered for parole. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Simpson. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 92. STATE PAY LOCAL COSTS. "TO AMEND THE EXECUTIVE BUDGET ACT TO PROVIDE THAT 
WHEN BILL IS RATIFIED ON OR AFTER JULY 1, WHICH IMPOSES ANY ADDITIONAL COSTS UPON 
COUNTIES AND/OR MUNICIPALITIES DURING THE FISCAL YEAR IN WHICH THE BILL IS RATIFIED, 
THE STATE SHALL REIMBURSE THE COUNTIES AND/OR MUNICIPALITIES FOR SUCH COSTS 
DURING THE FISCAL YEAR." Adds new GS 143-31.6 as title indicates. 

Introduced by Hardin. Referred to Ways and Means. 


S 93. TRANSYLVANIA PRIVATE SALE. ”"7TO ALLOW TRANSYLVANIA COUNTY TO CONVEY TO 
TRANSYLVANIA VOCATIONAL SERVICES FOUNDATION, INC., CERTAIN REAL ESTATE AT PRIVATE 
SALE.” As title indicates. 

Introduced by Carpenter. Referred to Local Government. 
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S 94. SIX-YEAR GUBERNATORIAL TERM. "7O PROVIDE FOR SIX-YEAR TERMS FOR THE 
GOVERNOR AND LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR." Amends NC Const. Art. Ill, Sec. 2(1) to provide for 
election of governor and lieutenant governor for six-year terms beginning in 1992. Amends Sec. 
2(2) to prohibit governor or lieutenant governor from succeeding himself, except that the incum- 
bent lieutenant governor is eligible for election to the next succeeding term of that office. 
Requires proposed amendment to be submitted to voters at statewide general election to be held 
in November, 1990. Makes conforming amendment to GS 143-13 contingent on approval of 
amendment. _ 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Constitution. 


S 95. LEGISLATOR’S FOUR-YEAR TERM. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF NORTH CAROLINA 
TO PROVIDE FOR FOUR-YEAR TERMS FOR MEMBERS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, AND TO 
MAKE CONFORMING CHANGES TO OTHER STATUTES.” Amends NC Const., Art Il, Sec. 2, to pro- 
vide for election of members of the General Assembly for 4-year terms beginning with the 1990 
general election and makes conforming changes in other constitutional and statutory provisions. 
Amendments to be voted on at the next state-wide primary election, state-wide general election, 
or at the next state-wide election, whichever occurs earliest. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Constitution.

143." Amends GS 143B-465 to exempt the State Ports Authority (authority) from the purchasing 
and contracting rules of Chapter 143 and to permit the authority to develop its own rules in 
accordance with the NC administrative procedure act. Requires authority to comply with the state 
policy promoting the use of small, minority, physically handicapped and women contractors. With 
respect to public building construction contracts, authority must require bidders to use minority 
business subcontractors for at least 10% of the total bid, or explain why that was not possible.

H 137. IMMUNITY FOR DONATED FOOD. "TO LIMIT CIVIL AND CRIMINAL LIABILITY OF DONORS

INJURY IS CAUSED BY THE GROSS NEGLIGENCE, RECKLESSNESS, OR INTENTIONAL 
MISCONDUCT OF THE DONOR.” Amends GS 99B-10, as title indicates (now, liability exists if 
donor knew or had reasonable grounds to believe that food was adulterated when donor made 
gift).

H 138. SHERIFF’S LIABILITY FOR DEPUTY. "TO CLARIFY A SHERIFF’S PERSONAL LIABILITY 
FOR THE ACTS OF HIS DEPUTY." Adds new GS 162-26 to provide that sheriff has personal liabil- 
ity for act performed by his deputy only if act was (1) within actual scope and course of deputy’s 
employment and in futherance of deputy’s authorized duties; (2) performed at sheriff's direction 
or command or done in accordance with dep’t’s written policy; or (3) performed with sheriff’s 
personal participation in act or his later ratification of act. Provides that sheriff has no personal 
liability for deputy’s act when deputy was acting contrary to sheriff's direct order. States that act 
does not limit county’s liability for negligence or wiliful acts of county employees, including sheriff 
and deputies. States that act does not apply to actions for amercements.

H 143. GUBERNATORIAL VETO-5. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF NORTH CAROLINA TO 
PROVIDE FOR A VETO BY THE GOVERNOR, SUBJECT TO OVERRIDE BY A MAJORITY OF ALL 
MEMBERS OF EACH HOUSE, THE SAME MAJORITY AS IS REQUIRED IN FIVE OTHER STATES." 
Identical to H 2, except does not include succession and team ticket provisions and related con- 
forming changes. 

Introduced by Lineberry. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 144. PARENTS ORDERED INTO TREATMENT. "TO REQUIRE A PARENT IN A JUVENILE COURT 
CASE TO PARTICIPATE IN MEDICAL, PSYCHOLOGICAL, OR OTHER TREATMENT AS A CONDITION 
OR RETURN OF LEGAL OR PHYSICAL CUSTODY OF THE CHILD." Amends GS 7A-650 to provide 
that court may condition return of custody to the parent of a child adjudged delinquent, undisci- 
plined, abused, neglected or dependent upon the parent’s undergoing medical, psychiatric, psy- 
chological or other treatment. 

Introduced by Jones. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 149. HOUSE BILL DEADLINES. "TO AMEND THE TEMPORARY RULES OF THE 1989 HOUSE OF 
REPRESENTATIVES TO PROVIDE DEADLINES FOR INTRODUCTION AND PASSAGE OF BILLS." 
Amends House Rule 31.1 to establish deadlines for 1989 House action on bills as follows:

Amends GS 168-22 with respect to Winston-Salem to allow city to 
reduce or waive an existing city requirement that such homes be located no closer than one-half 
mile from each other if special-use permit granted and certain findings are made by city board. 
Also allows the city to impose reasonable conditions upon the issuance of such a permit.

S 100. SECOND PRIMARIES ABOLISHED (=$106). "TO ABOLISH SECOND PRIMARIES, AND TO 
PROVIDE THAT IF ANY NONPARTISAN RUNOFF ELECTIONS ARE HELD ON THE DATE OF THE 
SECOND PRIMARY, THEY SHALL INSTEAD BE HELD ON THE DATE OF THE GENERAL ELECTION.” 
Amends various sections of GS Ch. 163 for purpose indicated in title. When more than one per- 
son seeks nomination to a single office, candidate with highest number of votes is nominated. 
When more people are seeking nomination to two or more offices (constituting a group) than 
there are offices to be filled, candidates receiving highest number of votes, equal in number to 
number of offices to be filled, beCome the nominees. Provides that in case of tie vote, appropri- 
ate party executive committee to select party nominee from among candidates who were tied. 
Makes conforming amendments to following school board runoff elections: Durham, Charlotte- 
Mecklenburg, Orange, Richmond, Buncombe, Yancey, and McDowell. Adds omnibus provision 
that any local act that provides that nonpartisan runoff election is to be held on date of second 
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primary is amended to provide that runoff election must be held on date of general election, and 
if local act provides that persons elected take office at some other time than first Monday in 
December, it is amended to provide that they take office on first Monday In December. Effective 
for all primary elections held on or after Jan. 1, 1990.

S 101. PRESIDENTIAL PRIMARY REIMBURSEMENT. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO REIMBURSE 
COUNTIES FOR THEIR COSTS IN CONDUCTING THE 1988 PRESIDENTIAL PREFERENCE PRIMARY." 
Appropriates from the General Fund to the State Board of Elections $481,555 for fiscal 1989-90 
to reimburse counties for costs incurred in conducting the indicated primary, as provided GS 
163-213.11. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 102. MERIT PAY IMPLEMENTING FUNDS (=H 72). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATION TO IMPLEMENT THE MERIT PAY PROGRAM." See identical 
bill H 72. 

Introduced by Taft. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 103. BIRTH IMPAIRMENT STUDY CONTINUED (=H 125). "TO CONTINUE THE BIRTH-RELATED 
NEUROLOGICAL IMPAIRMENT STUDY COMMISSION AND PROVIDE THAT FUNDS PREVIOUSLY 
APPROPRIATED TO THE COMMISSION SHALL REMAIN AVAILABLE." See identical bill H 125. 
Introduced by Taft. Referred to Rules. 


S 104. SEWER CONTRACTORS CERTIFIED. "TO ESTABLISH A CERTIFICATION PROGRAM FOR 
SANITARY SEWAGE SYSTEM CONTRACTORS, TO REQUIRE CERTIFICATION OF SANITARY SEWAGE 
CONTRACTORS, AND TO ESTABLISH A STATEWIDE FEE SCHEDULE FOR IMPROVEMENT 
PERMITS." Adds new Art. 5 to GS Ch. 90A as title indicates. Requires Comm'n for Health 
Services to administer certification program and adopt rules to implement program by July 
1,1990. Program to provide voluntary certification of contractors who install, construct, repair, or 
maintain conventional septic tank systems and mandatory certification of contractors who install, 
construct, repair, or maintain sanitary sewage systems (defined in att) other than septic tanks. 
Dep't of Human Resources may charge application fee up to $100. Effective for permits issued 
on or after July 1, 1989, Dep’t of Human Resources may charge fee up to $25 for new improve- 
ment permits, up to $10 for repair improvement permits, and up to $50 for alternative system 
permits.

S 105. ON-SITE SEWAGE PROGRAM FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT 
OF HUMAN RESOURCES AND TO THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH 
CAROLINA FOR RESEARCH, DEVELOPMENT, AND IMPLEMENTATION OF VARIOUS ON-SITE WASTE 
TREATMENT PROJECTS, TO AID LOW INCOME PEOPLE IN OBTAINING REPAIRS TO SEPTIC TANKS, 
AND TO PROVIDE CONTINUING EDUCATION FOR SANITARIANS.” Appropriates from General Fund 
to Department of Human Resources $1,750,327 for fiscal 1989-90 and $1,978,904 for fiscal 1990- 
91 to provide research and developmeni grants for on-site sewer projects, grants to counties to 
assist low-income people to repair failing septic tanks, and continuing education for sanitarians. 
Appropriates from the General Fund to the UNC Board of Governors $725,100 for each year of 
1989-91 biennium for research, education and technical assistance to develop better on-site 
waste, wastewater, septage, and sludge management systems and $51,064 for each year of bien- 
nium to develop quantitative methods to evaluate high water table soils for on-site waste treat- 
ment. Effective July 1, 1989.

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S 106. SECOND PRIMARIES ABOLISHED (=S 100). "TO ABOLISH SECOND PRIMARIES, AND TO 
PROVIDE THAT IF ANY NONPARTISAN RUNOFF ELECTIONS ARE HELD ON THE DATE OF THE 
SECOND PRIMARY, THEY SHALL INSTEAD BE HELD ON THE DATE OF THE GENERAL ELECTION.” 
See identical bill S 100.

S 107. SCHOOL DROPOUT PREVENTION. “TO LIMIT THE NUMBER OF HOURS THAT STUDENTS 
AGES FOURTEEN THROUGH SEVENTEEN WHO DO NOT HAVE A HIGH SCHOOL DIPLOMA CAN 
WORK WHEN ENROLLED IN SCHOOL IN AN EFFORT TO DISCOURAGE THESE STUDENTS FROM 
DROPPING OUT OF SCHOOL BEFORE THEY GRADUATE." Adds GS 95-25.5(b1) to prohibit anyone 
16 or 17 years of age from being employed in any occupation (i) for more than four hours per 
day on a school day when schoo! will be in session the following day; (ii) for more than eight 
hours, on the last day of the school week or on a day when schooi is not in session; and (ili) for 
more than 24 hours per week. Amends GS 95-25.5(c) to prohibit anyone 14 or 15 years of age 
from working more than 24 hours per week if school is in session for the youth for four or fewer 
days per week (now, no more than 26 hours of work for 4 school days per week, 34 hours of 
work for 3 school days, 40 hours of work for 2 school days or fewer). Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 
Introducer W. Martin. Referred to Manufacturing & Labor. 


S 108. SENATE BILL DEADLINES. "TO AMEND THE TEMPORARY RULES OF THE 1989 SENATE 
TO PROVIDE DEADLINES FOR INTRODUCTION AND PASSAGE OF BILLS." Amends Senate Rule 41 
to establish deadlines for 1989 Senate action on bills as follows:

With respect to bill introduction deadlines, provides that measures submitted to Bill Drafting Div’n 
by 4:00 p.m. on the applicable deadline day may be filed for introduction within the following 
seven days. Requires concurrence of two-thirds of those present and voting for introduction of a 
bill filed afier the applicable deadline. With respect to deadline for first reading of House bills, 
provides that message from House stating that bill has passed third reading and is being en- 
grossed complies with the deadline. Deletes provision in Rule 41(a7) now providing that deadlines 
do not apply to budget bills or bills proposing or ratifying a constitutional amendment or calling a 
constitutional convention.

S 109. CIVIC LITERACY ACT. "TO REQUIRE THE TEACHING OF THE NATION'S FOUNDING AND 
RELATED DOCUMENTS IN THE NORTH CAROLINA HIGH SCHOOLS.” Adds new GS 115C-81(g) to 
provide that local school boards must require (1) during high school years, the teaching of na- 
tion’s founding and related documents; (2) that high school students demonstrate knowledge and 
understanding of nation’s founding and related documents to receive diploma; (3) to graduate 
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from high school, passing grade in all courses that include primary instruction in Declaration of 
Independence, US Constitution, and important Federalist Papers. Provides that State Board of 
Education must require that standardized tests developed and administered statewide beginning 
with 1990-91 academic years include questions about documents in (3) above. Requires State 
Dep’t of Public Instruction and local school boards, as appropriate, to establish curriculum con- 
tent and teaching training to carry out act. Requires State Sup’t of Public Instruction to submit 
biennial report to General Assembly on implementation of act, which is applicable beginning with 
1990-91 academic year.

H 145. TRANSYLVANIA PRIVATE SALE. "TO ALLOW TRANSYLVANIA COUNTY TO CONVEY TO 
TRANSYLVANIA VOCATIONAL SERVICES FOUNDATION, INC., CERTAIN REAL ESTATE AT PRIVATE 
SALE." As title indicates. 

Introduced by Nesbitt. Referred to Government. 


H 146. RAISE MANDATORY SCHOOL AGE TO 18. "TO RAISE THE MANDATORY SCHOOL 
ATTENDANCE AGE TO EIGHTEEN AND REQUIRE EMPLOYERS TO SECURE PROOF FROM 
WORKERS AGE EIGHTEEN AND UNDER THAT THEY ARE NOT UNLAWFULLY ABSENT FROM 
SCHOOL WHILE AT WORK.” Amends GS 115C-378 as title indicates. Makes conforming changes 
to GS 115C-382 and GS 7A-517(20), (28). Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

H 148. JUSTICE ACADEMY FUNDS (=S-128). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT 
OF JUSTICE FOR CAPITAL EXPENDITURES, PERSONNEL COSTS, AND OPERATING EXPENSES FOR 
THE NORTH CAROLINA JUSTICE ACADEMY.” Effective July 1, 1989, makes appropriations from 
General Fund to Dep’t of Justice, Justice Academy, for 1989-91 biennium as follows.

CAROLINA RULES OF CIVIL PROCEDURE TO PROHIBIT THE EXTENSION OF TIME FOR SERVICE 
OF PROCESS UNDER RULE 4 OF THE NORTH CAROLINA RULES OF CIVIL PROCEDURE." Amends 
GS 1A-1, Rule 6(b) to provide that enlargement of time provisions do not apply to service of 
process under Rule 4. Effective Oct. 1, 1989 and applicable to process served on or after that 
date.

H 151. RICHMOND/NO DEER SPOTLIGHTING. "TO PROHIBIT THE INTENTIONAL SWEEPING OF A 
DEER AREA WITH LIGHTS OR THE INTENTIONAL SHINING OF LIGHTS ON DEER IN RICHMOND 
COUNTY.” As title indicates. Makes violation a misdemeanor. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Dawkins. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 152. FAYETTEVILLE STATE GYMN FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR CAPITAL 
CONSTRUCTION OF A BUILDING FOR INTRAMURAL ACTIVITIES, PHYSICAL EDUCATION, AND 
HEALTH EDUCATION AT FAYETTEVILLE STATE UNIVERSITY." Appropriates from the General Fund 
$5,000,000 for each year of 1989-91 biennium as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Jeralds. Referred to Education. 


H 153. ARCHAEOLOGY RESOURCE PROTECTION. "TO STRENGTHEN THE LAW PROTECTING 
ARCHAEOLOGICAL RESOURCES AND TO MAKE TECHNICAL CHANGES." Amends GS 70-15 to in- 
crease the maximum punishment for removing or selling archaeological resources from six 
months imprisonment (misdemeanor) to ten years imprisonment (Class H felony). Provides for for- 
feiture to state of all human burial or skeletal remains improperly disturbed under Art. 3, GS Ch. 
70 and any vehicle or equipment used in the violation. 

Amends GS 121-29 to increase punishment for disturbing shipwrecks and other underwater 
archaeological artifacts that belong to the state from 2 years imprisonment (misdemeanor) to 10 
years imprisonment (Class H felony) and to provide that any artifacts or vehicle or equipment 
used to disturb artifacts are forfeited to state.

H 154. REPEAL CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION CALL. "REPEALING A JOINT RESOLUTION 
CALLING FOR A FEDERAL CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION TO PROPOSE A BALANCED BUDGET 
AMENDMENT, WHILE LEAVING IN EFFECT A REQUEST THAT CONGRESS PROPOSE SUCH AN 
AMENDMENT.” As title indicates. 

Introduced by Wiser. Referred to Rules. 


H 155. WINE TAX UP/HOMELESS SHELTERS. "TO INCREASE EXCISE TAXES ON WINE AND USE 
THE PROCEEDS OF THE TAX INCREASE TO PROVIDE SHELTERS FOR THE HOMELESS." Amends 
GS 105-113.80(b) to increase the tax per liter on unfortified and fortified wine to $.25 (now $.21) 
and $.50 (now $.24) respectively. Adds mew GS 105-113.81B requiring Sec’y of Revenue to credit 
quarterly the Dep’t of Natural Resources and Community Development, Div’n of Community 
Assistance 16% of the net proceeds of the excise tax on unfortified wine and 52% of same on 
fortified wine for the support of shelters and rehabilitation centers for the homeless. Makes con- 
forming amendments to GS 105-113.81A and - 113.82. Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

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H 156. WATERSHED PROTECTION RULES. "TO AUTHORIZE AND DIRECT THE ENVIRONMENTAL 
MANAGEMENT COMMISSION TO DEVELOP AND ADOPT RULES ESTABLISHING MINIMUM STATE 
STANDARDS, LIMITATIONS, AND MANAGEMENT PRACTICES FOR THE PROTECTION OF WATER 
SUPPLY WATERSHEDS." Authorizes and directs the Comm'n to develop and adopt by Oct. 1, 
1989 rules establishing classifications for water supply watersheds and the minimum standards, 
limitations, and management practices necessary to protect them. Requires Comm’n to identify 
each water supply watershed in the state and assign it an appropriate classification no later than 
Jan. 1, 1990. Comm’n to designate critical water supply watersheds, with standards, limitations, 
and management practices more stringent than those applicable elsewhere. Comm'n rules shall 
apply throughout the state. 

Standards, limitations, and management practices administered by state unless delegated 
to local governments. Local government with jurisdiction over a water supply watershed may ad- 
minister program if (i) it submits to the Comm’n a written statement of its intent to adopt local 
plans and ordinances consistent with or more stringent than those of state, and does so within 
120 days after the Comm’n adopts rules and assigns classifications; (ii) it adopts a land-use plan, 
implementing ordinances, and enforcement procedures within 480 days after assignment of clas- 
sification and adoption of other rules; (iii) it submits those “regulations” to the Comm’n for re- 
view; and (iv) the Comm’n finds that the local regulations are consistent with or more stringent 
that the state’s rules. 

Comm'n may also review local regulations in effect prior to the adoption of state rules. If 
approved, local regulations supersede state rules as of date local regulations were originally 
adopted. If Comm'n finds any local regulation to be inconsistent with state rules, it must transmit 
recommendations for modification to the adopting local government. 

Provides for state watershed protection permitting system and enforcement procedures that 
are similar to those established for water and air pollution control programs. 

Creates a Watershed Protection Advisory Council, consisting of not more than 18 members: 
(i) one person appointed by Sec’y of Natural Resources and Community Development (NRCD); (ii) 
Sec’y of Commerce or his designee; (iii) Sec’y of Administration or his designee; (iv) Sec’y of 
Transportation or his designee; (v) Sec’y of Human Resources or his designee and one other 
member selected by him from his department; (vi) Comm’r of Agriculture; (vii) one member from 
different lead regional organizations to be appointed by EMC from nominations from the organiza- 
tions; (viii) two representatives from county government, one appointed by the President Pro Tem 
of Senate and one by the House Speaker from a list of six nominees submitted by Ass’n of 
County Commissioners; (ix) two representatives from city government, one appointed by the 
President Pro Tem of Senate and one by the House Speaker from a list of six nominees submit- 
ted by the League of Municipalities; (x) two members selected by EMC who have technical or 
professional expertise in water resources or land-use planning; and (xi) one member who is local 
health director selected by the EMC upon recommendations of the Sec’y of Human Resources. 
Directs the Advisory Council to assist the Sec’y of NRCD in developing rules and standards and 
advising on such other matters as it or the sec’y considers appropriate.

H 157. STATE WATER PLAN. "TO DEVELOP A STATE WATER SUPPLY PLAN.” Amends GS 143- 
355 and adds new GS 130A-317.1 requiring the Dep’t of Natural Resources and Community 
Development and Dep’t of Human Resources to develop a state water supply plan. Dep’ts may 
require local jurisdictions to submit plans containing population and water use projections, pre- 
sent and future water supplies and technical assistance required to meet water needs. Dep’ts to 
report to Joint Legislative Commission on Governmental Operations by Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Fussell. Referred to Infrastructure. 
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H 158. INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT FUND. "70 APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT FUND AND TO REFINE THE SCOPE OF THE INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT FUND 
GRANT PROGRAM TO APPLY TO PROJECTS THAT WILL DIRECTLY RESULT IN NEW JOBS IN THE 
MOST ECONOMICALLY DISTRESSED COUNTIES IN THE STATE." Adds GS 143B-437.1 to create 
Industrial Development Fund within Dep’t of Commerce to assist local government units of most 
economically depressed counties in creating jobs. Economically distressed counties selected an- 
nually on basis of rate of unemployment, per capita income, and relative population and work 
force growth. Funds may be used for installation of or purchase of manufacturing equipment, 
improvements of existing buildings for manufacturing and industrial expansion, and improvements 
to utility lines; projects must directly result in new jobs, with funds expended at rate of $1,500 per 
new job up to maximum of $500,000 per project. Appropriates $15 million from the General Fund 
to Dep’t of Commerce for fiscal 1989-90 for Fund. 

Effective July 1, 1989.

H 159. ON-SITE SEWAGE PROGRAM FUNDS (=S 105). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES AND TO THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF THE 
UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA FOR RESEARCH, DEVELOPMENT, AND IMPLEMENTATION OF 
VARIOUS ON-SITE WASTE TREATMENT PROJECTS, TO AID LOW INCOME PEOPLE IN OBTAINING 
REPAIRS TO SEPTIC TANKS, AND TO PROVIDE CONTINUING EDUCATION FOR SANITARIANS." See 
identical bill S 105. 

Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 160. SEWER CONTRACTORS CERTIFIED (=S 104). "TO ESTABLISH A CERTIFICATION 
PROGRAM FOR SANITARY SEWAGE SYSTEM CONTRACTORS, TO REQUIRE CERTIFICATION OF 
SANITARY SEWAGE CONTRACTORS, AND TO ESTABLISH A STATEWIDE FEE SCHEDULE FOR 
IMPROVEMENT PERMITS." See identical bill S 104. 

Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 161. OCEAN ISLE BEACH UTILITIES. "TO ALLOW THE TOWN OF OCEAN ISLE BEACH TO 
MAKE SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS FOR UNDERGOUNDING OF UTILITIES." Amends SL 1987, Ch. 954 
as title indicates. 

Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Finance. 


H 162. SALES REPRESENTATIVE COMMISSIONS. "7TO PROTECT THE RIGHTS OF SALES 
REPRESENTATIVES TO POST-TERMINATION SALES COMMISSIONS." Adds new GS Ch. 66, Art. 27 
requiring those without a permanent or fixed place of business in NC who contract with sales 
representatives paid on commission to pay all accrued commissions within 45 days of representa- 
tive’s termination. Upon failure to comply, representative may file civil action seeking commis- 
sions, attorneys’ fees, and court costs. If court determines suit is frivolous, court costs and 
attorneys’ fees may be awarded against representative. Subjects to personal jurisdiction of NC 
courts those contracting with sales representatives to solicit orders from NC. Contracts attempting 
to waive provisions of new article are void. Effective Oct. 1, 1989 and applies to contracts en- 
tered into or renewed thereafter.

H 165. INVITING CHIEF JUSTICE EXUM. "INVITING THE HONORABLE JAMES G. EXUM, JR., 
CHIEF JUSTICE OF THE SUPREME COURT, TO ADDRESS A JOINT SESSION OF THE SENATE AND 
HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. Invites chief justice to address joint session at 2:30 p.m., 
Wednesday, February 8, 1989. 

Introduced by Payne. Passed 2nd & 3rd readings. 
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SENATE BILLS 


S 110. SOLID WASTE BRANCH STAFF. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE STAFF NEEDS OF 
THE SOLID WASTE BRANCH OF THE DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES.” Appropriates from 
the General Fund to the Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Health Services, Solid Waste 
Management Section, Solid Waste Branch $1,187,725 for fiscal 1989-90 and $2,792,460 for fiscal 
1990-91. Funds are to be used establish 25 positions in first year and 25 more in second year to 
provide assistance in permitting, to provide technical assistance, to research waste reduction and 
handling, to hire a public health educator, to set up an information clearinghouse, to train recy- 
cling coordinators and landfill operators, and to propose contracts and grants for solid waste 
projects. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Speed. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 111. STATE SOLID WASTE POLICY. "TO REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES 
TO COMPLETE THE DEVELOPMENT OF A STATE COMPREHENSIVE SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT 
PROGRAM BY JANUARY 1, 1991, AND TO ESTABLISH A STATE SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT 
POLICY." Directs Dep’t of Human Resources to develop state comprehensive solid waste man- 
agement program by January 1, 1991. Adds GS 130A-290.1 declaring that the policy of the state 
is to promote methods of solid waste management that are alternatives to disposal in landfills and 
to assist units of local government with solid waste management. Sets following hierarchy of 
waste management methods, in descending order of preference: waste volume reduction at 
source, recycling and reuse, composting, incineration with energy production, incineration for vol- 
ume reduction, disposal! in landfills. Establishes minimum statewide goal of recycling 25% of total 
waste stream by January 1, 1993; requires state to give preference to purchase of products with 
recycled content; and requires counties, in cooperation with its cities, to develop comprehensive 
county solid waste management program by January 1, 1992. Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

S 112. LRC SOLID WASTE STUDY CONTINUED. "TO CONTINUE THE WORK OF THE LEGISLATIVE 
RESEARCH COMMISSION’S COMMITTEE ON SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT." 

As title indicates. 

Introduced by Speed. Referred to Rules. 


$ 113. LOCAL SOLID WASTE ORDINANCES. "TO MAKE IT CLEAR THAT A COUNTY AND A CITY 
HAVE THE AUTHORITY TO ENACT CERTAIN ORDINANCES REGULATING LOCAL SOLID WASTE 
MANAGEMENT." Amends GS 153A-136 and GS 160A-192 to provide that counties and cities may 
(i) require source separation of solid waste materials prior to collection for disposal; (ii) require 
participation in a recycling program approved by the governing board; and (iii) require that the 
unit’s landfill accept for disposal only those solid wastes generated in the geographic service 
area specified in its state permit. 

Introduced by Speed. Referred to Environment. 


S 114. COUNTY LANDFILL DISPOSAL FEES. "TO PROVIDE THAT A COUNTY LANDFILL THAT IS 
A PUBLIC ENTERPRISE HAS CONDITIONAL AUTHORITY TO CHARGE A MUNICIPALITY LOCATED IN 
THAT COUNTY A SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL FEE." Amends GS 153A-292 to permit boards of county 
commissioners to levy landfill disposal fees on municipalities and municipal residents located in 
the county if the county levies similar and clearly-designated disposal fees on other county resi- 
dents and private waste collection firms with county contracts (now, fee to municipality prohibited 
if county levies county-wide tax for financing landfills). Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Speed. Referred to Local Government. 
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S 115. SOLID WASTE REVOLVING FUND. "TO CREATE THE NORTH CAROLINA SOLID WASTE 
MANAGEMENT REVOLVING LOAN FUND." Adds Part 2A, Art. 9, GS Ch. 130A to establish the 
North Carolina Solid Waste Management Revolving Loan Program to provide low-interest loans to 
local units of governments or joint agencies for solid waste management projects. 

Funds must be used for the purchase of equipment or facilities, including incinerator con- 
Struction costs; for the purchase of land to be used for recycling facilities; for leachate collection 
and treatment systems; for landfill liners; for recycling equipment and facilities; for volume reduc- 
tion equipment; and for monitoring of welis. The principal amount of a loan to any single unit of 
government or joint agency during a fiscal year may not exceed $2 million. 

Loan applications are to be filed with the Div’n of Health Services, Dep't of Human 
Resources. An applicant must show it has the financial Capacity to repay the loan; that it substan- 
tially complies with applicable laws; and that its governing board has agreed to adopt a schedule 
for repaying the loan, Requires application to be assigned priority by Div’n of Health Services 
based on factors including, but not limited to, the following: (i) current implementation of a recy- 
cling or waste stream reduction program; (ii) financial need; (iii) groundwater protection needs: (iv) 
local effort; (v) public health needs; and (vi) the proposal provides an alternative to landfilling. 
Applications not qualifying for a loan during the application review period shall be considered 
during the next period upon the written request of the applicant. If the application again fails to 
qualify by reason of the priority assigned to it, it shall receive no further consideration. 

Loans shall be subject to a fixed interest rate of 4% or one-half the prevailing national 
market rate for tax-exempt general obligation debt of similar maturities, as derived from a pub- 
lished indicator. A local government may arrange to repay the loan by executing a debt instru- 
ment, secured by user fees derived from solid waste facility operations, other nontax revenues, or 
its faith and credit. The Local Government Comm'n shall review proposed loans as if the issuance 
of bonds was proposed and shall recommend the proposed schedule for repayment of the loan. 

Failure of an applicant to arrange for necessary financing of the proposed project within 
one year of loan acceptance is sufficient reason to withdraw the loan commitment. 

Inspection of the project may be performed by personnel of the Div’n of Health Services or 
by qualified engineers approved by the Div’n. 

The Office of State Budget and Management (OSBM) and the Health Services Comm'n 
may adopt implementing rules and regulations. The Health Services Comm’n and OSBM must 
prepare and file an annual report to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations. 

Appropriates from General Fund to the Solid Waste Management Revolving Loan Fund $10 
million for each fiscal year of the 1989-91 biennium.

S 116. STATE TO BUY RECYCLED GOODS. "TO DECLARE THAT IT IS A POLICY OF THIS STATE 
TO PROMOTE THE USE OF PRODUCTS WITH RECYCLED CONTENT IN STATE PURCHASING, AND 
TO GIVE PREFERENCE TO THE PURCHASE OF PRODUCTS WITH RECYCLED CONTENT AND TO 
CONTRACTORS WHO USE PRODUCTS WITH RECYCLED CONTENT." Amends GS 143-48, “135.5, 
and GS 136-28.4 to make it state policy to promote the use of products with recycled content in 
purchased goods and construction projects, and in maintenance of and procurement of materials 
for roads. Authorizes the Sec’y of Administration to adopt rules to implement that policy. Adds GS 
143-58.2, -135.6 and GS 136-28.5 to require state and local authorities to review and modify all 
bid and product and materials specifications so they do not discriminate against recycled prod- 
ucts. Requires preference to be given to recycled products and to contractors who use recycled 
Products to extent practicable. (Purchase is practicable when added cost of using recycled prod- 
uct is not more than 10% of cost of virgin material.) Greatest preference to be given to products 
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and contractors who use products with highest percentage of post-consumer waste. Provides that 
total dollar amount of recycled paper or paper products purchased by state may not be less than 
10% of paper or products purchased on or after Jan. 1, 1991. Requires agencies to report to 
Dep’t of Human Resources regarding purchases of recycled products. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Speed. Referred to State Government. 


S 117. DRUG TRAFFIC MURDER. "70 PROVIDE THAT MURDER COMMITTED WHILE ENGAGED IN 
DRUG TRAFFICKING IS AN AGGRAVATING CIRCUMSTANCES FOR CONSIDERATION IN 
DETERMINING WHETHER TO IMPOSE A DEATH PENALTY ON A CONVICTED DEFENDANT.” 
Amends GS 15A-2000(e) as title indicates. 

Introduced by Simpson. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 118. ADDITIONAL AGGRAVATING FACTORS. "TO MAKE NORTH CAROLINA’S CAPITAL | 
PUNISHMENT STATUTE MORE EQUITABLE." Amends GS 15A-2000(e) to add following as aggra- ) 
vating factors for capital punishment: Murder involved intentional killing of victim because of vic- 

tim’s race, color, religion, nationality or country of origin; murder victim was child 12 years of age 

or under and defendant acted with specific intent to kill; victim was the President or Vice 

President of the United States, a member of US Congress, Governor or Lt. Governor of NC or 

any other state, head of any foreign county and murder was committed because of victim’s offi- 

cial position. Effective Oct. 1, 1989 and applicable to offenses committed on or after that date. 
Introduced by Simpson. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 119. FLEA MARKET LICENSE CHANGES. "TO REPEAL THE PRIVILEGE LICENSE TAX FOR 
FLEA MARKET VENDORS, TO INCREASE THE TAX FOR FLEA MARKET OPERATORS, TO EXEMPT 
GOVERNMENTAL ENTITIES FROM THE TAX, TO REDEFINE FLEA MARKETS AS ‘SPECIALTY 
MARKETS’, AND TO INCREASE THE PENALTY FOR CERTAIN VIOLATIONS." Amends GS 105-53 to 
(1) repeal the state (and thereby the county) privilege tax on flea market vendors, (2) relabel "flea 
Market” as “specialty market,” (3) require speciality market vendors to display their retail sales 
tax license so as to be visible to patrons, (5) increase the privilege tax on specialty market opera- 
tors to $200 (now, $100), and (6) exempt the state and units of local government from the spe- 
cialty market operators privilege tax. Adds new GS 105-53(m) making it a misdemeanor for market 
operator to fail to keep registration list of vendors or for vendors to fail to post sales tax license; 
violation punishable by 30 days imprisonment, $1,000 fine, or both. 

Effective July 1, 1989.

S 121. MARINE RESEARCH FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE MARINE RESEARCH 
AND DEVELOPMENT CRESCENT FOR ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT." Appropriates from General 
Fund to Marine Research & Development Crescent $98,000 in fiscal 1989-90 and $88,000 in 
fiscal 1990-91 for economic development in southeastern NC to attract and assist industries ac- 
tively involved in marine-related activity while maintaining ecology. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Block. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 122. TEEN PREGNANCY COUNSELING. "TO PROVIDE COUNSELING AND EDUCATIONAL 
SERVICES TO ADOLESCENT PARENTS AND THEIR FAMILIES AND FOR ADOLESCENTS THAT 
TERMINATE THEIR PREGNANCIES AND TO PROVIDE FAMILY-ORIENTED PROCEDURES FOR 
NOTIFICATION OF PREGNANCY TERMINATION." Adds Art. 3, GS Ch. 108A to establish adolescent 
pregnancy program. Applies to unmarried, emancipated minors under 18. Reference to parents 
includes guardians and the custodial parent in the event of divorce or separation. 

Counseling program. Authorizes Div’n of Social Services (DSS) to establish program and 
curriculum designed to prepare counselors and others for counseling adolescent fathers and 
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mothers and their families and adolescents who chose to terminate their pregnancies. Directs 
counseling to change behavior consistent with reducing subsequent pregnancies; to prepare all 
parties for positive family interaction and communication; and to encourage parents to maximize 
their educational, job, citizenship, and parenting skills. 

Services and procedures, pregnant minors. Adds GS 90-21.5(c) to prohibit a licensed physi- 
cian from performing an abortion upon an unemancipated minor unless the physician or his agent 
or "another physician or physician’s agent” receives DSS acknowledgment that the minor’s par- 
ents have been notified, if required, that the parents have consented, if required, or that the 
parents’ consent has been waived and that the parents have been notified, if required. If advice 
or counsel of a physician is sought by unemancipated minor about an abortion , requires the 
physician to notify the minor to consult with DSS or county about available programs and the 
need for written acknowledgments. Also requires physician to notify minors less than 17 years old 
of her rights and the procedures described above. 

Makes inapplicable the requirements of receipt of DSS acknowledgment of parental notifi- 
cation and consent if physician finds that in his best medical judgment a medical emergency 
exists that so complicates the pregnancy as to require an immediate abortion or that conditions 
of GS 90-21.1(4)(concerning a delay in obtaining a court order would worsen the child’s condition) 
exist. Makes it a misdemeanor to intentionally performs an abortion with knowledge that, or with 
reckless disregard as to whether, the person upon whom the abortion is to be performed is a 
minor. 

If minor is at least 17 years of age, no parental notice or consent for abortion is required 
but minor must be encouraged to consult with her parent. Advisors directed to inform the minor 
how to contact social service agencies and assist in making initial contact and to inform her that 
she can request not to be returned to her parent’s custody pending the abortion. 

If minor is at least 15 but less than 17, social services agencies must notify the minor’s 
parent of her intent to have an abortion, if the agency or its representative is notified of this 
intention. If the minor has the abortion, DSS shall send an executed acknowledgment that paren- 
tal notification has occurred to the medical provider performing the abortion. Directs DSS to no- 
tify the minor that she may request that she not be returned to her parent’s custody pending the 
abortion. Directs DSS to grant the request only if it finds that (i) her parent would be likely to 
cause her significant physical or emotional or that there is a history of child abuse or neglect; (il) 
upon the minor’s return to custody, the father of the minor’s child is likely to be a resident of the 
same household; or (iii) the medical consequences of the minor’s returning to her parent’s cus- 
tody would be detrimental to the minor’s health. If it so finds, DSS is directed to notify the parent 
that it intends to retain custody of the minor. Provides for contested hearing before clerk of supe- 
rior court. If clerk finds the pregnant minor to be insufficiently mature or mentally incompetent, 
the abortion cannot be performed without the written consent of the parent unless DSS demon- 
strates that (i) the minor’s parent would likely cause her significant physical or emotional harm or 
there is a history of child abuse or neglect, or (ii) the pregnancy arose from incest. If DSS so 
demonstrates, consent is not required and the minor may proceed to have the abortion. If so, 
DSS is directed to deliver to the medical provider an acknowledgment that the parental consent 
requirement has been waived and that the parent has been notified. 

lf minor is less than 15 years of age and DSS or a representative of a county social serv- 
ices agency is notified that an abortion is intended, DSS or the county shall notify the minor's 
parent and ensure that parental consent is required. In such a case, consent is not required, 
however, if DSS demonstrates to the clerk of court that (i) the minor’s parent would cause her 
physical or emotional harm, or (ii) the pregnancy arose from incest. Prohibits removal from paren- 
tal custody for minors under 15. 

Generally requires DSS or county to provide pregnant minor and parents with reasonable 
opportunities to confer with counselors about the pregnancy. 
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Educational programs. Directs DSS to provide educationa! opportunities for adolescent par- 
ents, including the payment of tuition and fees and stipend of $100 per month during two years 
of continuous enrollment at an approved community college or accredited state college or univer- 
sity. Payment conditioned upon participation in DSS-approved program of counseling, parenting, 
and educational and citizenship program. 

Appropriation. Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of 
Social Services, $450,000 for 1989-90 and $5.5 million for 1990-91. Funds in 1990-91 allocated 
as follows: $3 million to DSS for education, health, and other programs for adolescent parents 
and children, and $2 million to county social services programs split as follows: one-third to coun- 
ties according to the percentage of adolescent pregnancies occurring within each county during 
the preceding two years; one-third according to percentage of low birth weight or premature 
births born to adolescents during the same period; and one-third according to the counties’ pov- 
erty rate. Appropriates from General Fund to the Justice Dep’t $500,000 for 1990-91 for the 
Administrative Office of the Courts to cover the additional expenses incurred by the offices of 
clerks of court. 

Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Children & Youth. 


S 123. FAMILY STUDY COMMISSION. "TO ESTABLISH THE STUDY COMMISSION ON THE 
FAMILY." Establishes the Commission on the Family to study NC policies and programs affecting 
the family, including literacy, day care, welfare and tax policy. Grants the following powers: (1) to 
obtain information and data from state officers, agents, and agencies pursuant to GS 120-19 as if 
it were a committee of the General Assembly; and (2) to call witnesses, compel testimony and 
subpoena records and documents, and hold individuals in contempt, subject to GS 120-19.1 - .4 
as if it were a committee of the General Assembly. Appropriates $25,000 for fiscal 1989-90 to 
fund study. 

Comm'n shall consist of (1) Sec’y of Human Resources or designee, (2) Superintendent of 
Public Instruction or designee, (3) two members of House and two others appointed by speaker, 
(4) two members of Senate and two others appointed by president pro tempore, and (5) two 
persons appointed by governor. Speaker and president pro tempore appoint co-chairs of comm’n. 
Comm’n must report to General Assembly and governor by Feb. 1 of odd-numbered years. 
Effective July 1, 1989.

S 124. CAREGIVER TRAINING FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR TRAINING FOR 
CAREGIVER SUPPORT FOR THE ELDERLY." Appropriates from General Fund to UNC Board of 
Governors $50,000 for each year of 1989-91 biennium for Planning Ahead for Elder Care program 
of NC State Univ. Agricultural Extension Service to continue, with cooperation of NC Aging 
Network, training for caregiver support for elderly. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 125. STATE FRAUD/ABUSE HOTLINE. "TO ENCOURAGE REPORTING OF FRAUD, WASTE, AND 
ABUSE IN STATE GOVERNMENT AND ENDANGERMENT TO THE PUBLIC HEALTH AND SAFETY, 
AND TO PROTECT INFORMANT STATE EMPLOYEES FROM RETALIATION." Adds GS Ch. 126, Art. 
14 to set policy of state as encouraging employees to report violation of state or federal law, 
fraud, misappropriation of state resources or substantial and specific danger to public health and 
safety, and to protect state employees from retaliation for reporting violation or refusing to carry 
out directive which constitutes violation of law or poses substantial and specific danger to public 
health and safety. Allows employee who is retaliated against for reporting to sue for injunctive 
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relief, damages (including back wages and benefits and attorney’s fees) and authorizes an award 
of treble damages for willful violation. Amends GS 147-64.6(c) to provide that State Auditor is 
responsible for receiving reports of improper activities and requires Auditor to provide telephone 
hotline to receive allegations. 

Introduced by Sands. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 126. FIRE MARSHALS’ DEATH BENEFITS. "7O EXTEND DEATH BENEFIT PROVISIONS TO 
SURVIVORS OF DEPUTY FIRE MARSHALS, ASSISTANT FIRE MARSHALS, AND FIRE INSPECTORS.” 
Amends GS 143-166.2(d) as title indicates (cited section defines “fireman” for purposes of Law 
Enforcement Officers’, Firemen’s, Rescue Squad Workers’ and Civil Air Patrol Members’ Death 
Benefits Act). Effective Oct. 1, 1989, and applies to survivors of firemen dying on or after that 
date. 

Introduced by Odom. Referred to Pensions & Retirement. 


S$ 127. PRETRIAL RELEASE FEES. "ESTABLISHING PRETRIAL RELEASE SERVICE FEES.” Amends 
GS 7A-304(a) to allow judge, upon conviction, to impose on criminal defendant a fee of up to $15 
to be remitted to county if defendant had been released to an agency providing pretrial release 
services. 

Introduced by Odum. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 128. JUSTICE ACADEMY FUNDS (=H 148). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT 
OF JUSTICE FOR CAPITAL EXPENDITURES, PERSONNEL COSTS, AND OPERATING EXPENSES FOR 
THE NORTH CAROLINA JUSTICE ACADEMY." See identical bill H 148. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Appropriations.

H 163. GASOLINE TAX INCREASE. "TO PROVIDE FOR URBAN AND RURAL ROAD NEEDS." 
Amends GS 105-434(a) to levy a $.30 (now $.14) per gallon tax on motor fuel through June 30, 
2004, when current rate again takes effect. Makes conforming changes in GS 105-446, -446.1, 
-446.3, -446.5, -446.6, -449.39 and technical corrections to GS 105-446.5 and -449.39. Effective 
July 1, 1989.

H 164. ALTERNATIVE OPERATOR SERVICES. "TO REGULATE ALTERNATIVE OPERATOR 
SERVICES." Adds new GS 62-110.4 defining "alternate operator services company” as a person 
providing connection to long distance telephone services from places such as hotels, motels, hos- 
pitals, and customer-owned pay telephones. Requires Utilities Comm’n to issue rules requiring 
any telecommunications company operating as or contracting with alternate operator services 
company to disclose to consumers services provided and charge for them. Makes providing such 
services without disclosure of charges an unfair or deceptive trade practice as defined in GS Ch. 
zo,

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H 166. VOTER PURGE UNDER GENERAL LAW. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE ALAMANCE, 
COLUMBUS, FORSYTH, FRANKLIN, GASTON, HARNETT, HERTFORD, JOHNSTON, MARTIN, 
NORTHAMPTON, RANDOLPH, ROBESON, ROWAN, SCOTLAND, AND WASHINGTON COUNTY 
BOARDS OF ELECTIONS SHALL PURGE VOTER REGISTRATION ROLLS UNDER GENERAL LAW 
PROVIDING FOR REMOVAL AFTER FAILURE TO VOTE IN TWO SUCCESSIVE PRESIDENTIAL 
ELECTIONS AND ALL ELECTIONS BETWEEN THEM, RATHER THAN A RECENTLY DISCOVERED 
LOCAL ACT, WHICH HAD NOT BEEN FOLLOWED, PROVIDING FOR REMOVAL AFTER FAILURE TO

and 927, SL 1969, as title indicates.

H 167. NO FUND RAISING IN ODD YEARS. "TO PROHIBIT CAMPAIGN FUND-RAISING FOR 
LEGISLATORS AND COUNCIL OF STATE MEMBERS WHILE THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY IS IN ITS 
LONG SESSION." Adds new GS 163-278.13A to make it a general misdemeanor to contribute to 
Council of State members, General Assembly members, or their political committees during the 
regular session of the General Assembly in odd-numbered years or to solicit or accept such con- 
tributions, except with respect to contributions made and accepted for use in an election held 
during the period in which the recipient is a candidate or for paying expenses resulting from a 
challenge to election results. Does not apply to contributions made to or by a party executive 
committee (state, county, or district). Effective Jan. 1, 1990.

H 168. BUMPER STICKERS SAFETY HAZARD. "TO DECLARE BUMPER STICKERS TO BE A 
SAFETY HAZARD." Adds new GS 20-137(b) forbidding motor vehicle owner to display bumper 
sticker unless display authorized by law or approved by Dep’t of Transportation as meeting one of 
the following conditions: (1) not interfering with safe operation of vehicle or other vehicles; (2) 
identifying the vehicle for a particular purpose; (3) displaying a commercial message. Effective 
Jan. 1, 1990. 

Introduced by Dawkins. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 169. DUTY TO ADVISE ON ABORTION. "TO IMPOSE UPON PERSONS WHO PERFORM 
ABORTIONS A DUTY TO PROVIDE MEDICAL ADVICE AND COUNSELING REGARDING THE 
POTENTIAL PHYSIOLOGICAL AND PSYCHOLOGICAL CONSEQUENCES OF ABORTION." Adds new 
GS 1-539.25 to require person performing abortion to inform woman of potential medical, physi- 
ological, and psychological consequences of abortion. Failure to do so renders abortionist liable 
for actual and punitive damages for severe mental distress proximately caused by abortion. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1990, applicable to abortions performed on or after date. 

introduced by Dawkins. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 170. HISTORIC PROPERTY TAX INCENTIVE. "TO AMEND THE LAW REGARDING PROPERTY 
TAX INCENTIVES FOR HISTORIC PROPERTIES." Amends GS 105-278 to provide for assessment of 
qualified historic property for taxation at 40% (now, 50%) of true value and to require that such 
property be (1) maintained according to standards promulgated by NC Historic Comm’n, and (2) 
protected by easements meeting definitions in NC Historic Preservation and Conservation 
Agreements Act. Adds provision that determination as to whether historical significance of prop- 
erty has been substantially impaired so as to to trigger deferred taxes shall be made upon certifi- 
cation of State Historic Preservation Officer (now, made by county assessor alone). Effective Jan. 
1, 1990.

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H 171. DAY CARE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO ELIMINATE DAY CARE WAITING LISTS." 
Appropriates from General Fund to Dep't of Human Resources $21 million in each year of the 
1989-91 biennium for the purchase of day care. Requires distribution of funds to county social 
service departments, 50% based on population and 50% based on the county’s poverty rate as a 
percentage of the sum of all counties’ poverty rates. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Easterling. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 172. FIREMEN/RESCUE PENSION INCREASE. "TO INCREASE THE PENSION BENEFITS OF THE 
NORTH CAROLINA FIREMEN’S AND RESCUE SQUAD WORKERS’ PENSION FUND." Amends GS 
118-42 to raise monthly pension for eligible retired or disabled worker from $100 to $125 as of 
July 1, 1989. Appropriates from General Fund to Office of State Treasurer $3.2 million for fiscal 
1989-90 for this purpose. Effective July 1, 1989; applicable to pensions due and payable on and 
after that date. 

Introduced by R. Hunter. Referred to Pensions. 


H 173. LRC STUDY REST HOMES. "AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION 
TO CONTINUE THE STUDY OF THE CARE PROVIDED BY REST HOMES, INTERMEDIATE CARE 
FACILITIES, AND SKILLED NURSING HOMES." Authorizes LRC to study cited institutions with re- 
gard to following issues, among others: adequacy of regulations; mandatory preadmission 
screening of patients; separation of patients with severe mental illness from others; and need to 
increase reimbursement rates for facilities that serve patients with special needs. LRC may make 
interim report to 1990 session and final report to 1991 session of General Assembly.

H 174. NURSING HOME PATIENT’S RIGHTS. "TO PROVIDE FOR NURSING HOME PATIENT’S 
RIGHT TO NOTIFICATION WHEN THE FACILITY’S LICENSE IS REVOKED OR MADE PROVISIONAL.” 
Adds new GS 131E-117(17) to require that nursing home patient and guardian or responsible 
family member be notified of the fact of and reasons for issuance to facility of provisional license 
or notice of license revocation.

H 178. BOARD OF GOVERNORS’ ELECTION. "TO ESTABLISH THE PROCEDURE FOR 
NOMINATING AND ELECTING MEMBERS OF THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF 
NORTH CAROLINA." Establishes procedure for nomination and election by the House of members 
of UNC Board of Governors. Allows each House member to nominate as many persons as there 
are positions to be filled in each category. Directs House Education Committee to evaluate ~omi- 
nees and to report a list of "Recommended Nominees” and a separate list of "Nominees", all of 
whom have consented to run. Provides for members’ vote by roll-call for one person in minority 
party category for four-year term and three people in at-large category for four-year terms. Sets 
out rules for conducting and determining results of election. 

Introduced by Warner. Referred to Education. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 129. LOCAL SELF-INSURANCE PROGRAMS. "RELATING TO THE ESTABLISHMENT AND 
FINANCING OF SELF-INSURANCE PROGRAMS BY CITIES AND COUNTIES." Amends GS 159-48(b) 
to add as a purpose for which cities and counties may issue bonds the establishing of a reserve 
fund for a self-insurance program. Amends GS 159-48(f) to authorize units issuing bonds for such 
purpose to enter into credit arrangements to establish self-insurance reserves in anticipation of 
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issuing bonds to fund a self-insurance program. Amends GS 159-64 to provide that bonds to 
establish a self-insurance program may be issued under a bond order within 25 years after the 
bond order takes effect. Adds new GS 160A-485.1, authorizing cities to establish self-insurance 
programs, and GS 153A-435.1, authorizing counties to establish self-insurance programs. 
Introduced by Ezzell. Referred to Insurance. 


S 130. NO INFECTIOUS WASTE OCEAN DUMPING. "TO PROHIBIT THE DUMPING OF 
INFECTIOUS WASTE PRODUCTS INTO THE OPEN WATERS OF THE ATLANTIC OCEAN AND STATE 
WATERS AND TO STRENGTHEN THE SOLID WASTE PROGRAM." Amends GS 143-213(9) to expand 
the definition of discharge of waste to include spillage, leakage, pumping, placement, emptying or 
dumping. Amends GS 143-213(18) to add new definition of "infectious waste” to include wastes 
capable of causing an infectious disease and includes in such category microbiological, medical, 
and pathological wastes, and blood products and sharps (needles, syringes, and scapels), all as 
defined. Adds new GS 143-214.2A(a) to prohibit the dumping or discharging of any infectious 
waste in the open waters of the Atlantic over which the state has jurisdiction or the waters of the 
state. Authorizes Environmental Management Comm'n to impose $25,000 per day civil penalty for 
violation, $50,000 per day for second violation. Ordinary violation made a misdemeanor with maxi- 
mum fine of $2,500 per day, willful violation a misdemeanor with maximum fine of $10,000 per 
day, and violation that creates substantial risk of physical injury made a Class | felony. Requires 
any person who discharges infectious waste to take remedial measures to remove the waste and 
restore the water quality. DNRCD authorized to take remedial and restorative measures and to 
hold discharger liable for costs of such measures; recoverable costs to include expenses of inves- 
tigations, removal and disposal of wastes, and restoration of waters to conditions established by 
Wildlife Resources Comm'n, Marine Fisheries Comm’n, and other agencies. Requires discharger 
to give immediate notice to DNRCD of discharge. 

Amends GS 76-40 (regarding navigable waters) to make it unlawful to place infectious 
waste (as defined in GS Ch. 143) in open waters of the Atlantic over which the state has jurisdic- 
tion and navigable waters of the state. Criminal penalties same as in GS Ch. 143. 

Amends GS 75A-10 (regarding boating) to make it unlawful to place or discharge infectious 
waste (as defined in GS Ch. 143) in the waters of the state or the inland lake waters. Criminal 
penalties same as in GS ch. 143. 

Amends GS 130A-290 to add definition of "infectious waste” (same as in GS Ch. 143) and 
to expand definition of "solid waste” in GS 130A-290(18) to include infectious waste. Amends GS 
130A-294(a) to provide that disposal of solid waste in or upon water in manner that results in 
solid waste entering waters or lands of the state is unlawful, and amends GS 130-22(a) to author- 
ize DHR to impose civil penalties of $25,000 and $50,000 per day for violations of solid waste law 
involving infectious waste. 

Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Marine Resources. 


S 131. LIMIT PROXIMITY, WASTE FACILITIES. "TO PROHIBIT THE PERMITTING OF A LOW-LEVEL 
RADIOACTIVE WASTE FACILITY OR A HAZARDOUS WASTE FACILITY WITHIN THIRTY-FIVE MILES 
OF, OR IN THE SAME COUNTY OF, ANY OTHER FACILITY THAT STORES, TREATS, OR DISPOSES 
OF HIGH-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE; A LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE FACILITY; OR 
HAZARDOUS WASTE FACILITY." Amends GS 104E-10.4 and GS 130A-295.2 as title indicates, un- 
less board of county comm’rs authorizes facility. 

Introduced by Bryan. Referred to Environment. 
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S 132. PENSIONS AND RETIREMENT COMMITTEE. "TO REMOVE THE STATUTORY 
REQUIREMENT THAT THE PRESIDENT PRO TEMPORE SERVE ON THE SENATE COMMITTEE ON 
PENSIONS AND RETIREMENT. Amends GS 120-111.1 as title indicates. 

Introduced by Winner. Referred to Rules. 


S 133. ABOLISH SUPER TUESDAY. "TO RESTORE THE PRESIDENTIAL PRIMARY TO THE SAME 
DATE AS THE REGULAR PRIMARY." Amends GS 163-213.2 to set date of presidential preference 
primary as Tuesday after first Monday in May, 1992, and quadrennially thereafter (now, second 
Tuesday in March). Makes conforming amendments to GS 163-213.3 and -213.4. 

Introduced by Jim Johnson. Referred to Election Laws.

SUMMARY OF STATE OF THE JUDICIARY ADDRESS 


Chief Justice James G. Exum, Jr. today delivered a State of the Judiciary address to a joint 
session of the House and Senate. He focused on three major concerns. 

Caseload growth. The Chief Justice noted that caseload in the courts have grown dramati- 
cally in recent years—from 1.6 million cases in 1984 to 2.2 million in 1988. To deal with that 
increase in workload, the Chief Justice requested that additional personnel be added at the trial 
court level and that alternatives to litigation such as court ordered arbitration, summary jury trials, 
and mediation continue to be used and, in some cases, funded by the state. Specifically, he 
asked that six superior court judges, 23 district court judges, 33 assistant district attorneys and 
89 deputy clerks of court be added in this biennium. 
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Judicial compensation. The Chief Justice noted that judicial salaries have been losing 
ground in recent years in comparison to the compensation of North Carolina lawyers and judges 
in surrounding states. To remedy that, he proposed that Supreme Court justices be paid salaries 
of $90,000; Court of Appeals judges, $85,000; Superior Court judges, $80,000; District Court 
judges, $75,000; district attorneys and public defenders, $75,000; clerks of court, $40,000- 
60,000; and magistrates $18,000-28,000. He noted that if money is not found to fund raises for - 
teachers and state employees in general, additional raises should not be considered for judicial 
employees. 
Judicial Selection. The Chief Justice strongly endorsed the principle of having judges se- 
lected by gubernatorial appointment and legislative confirmation, instead of the current system of 
partisan election and urged favorable consideration of the recommendations of the Judicial 
Selection Study Commission.

H 185. CHARGE TO CANCEL DEED OF TRUST. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE REGISTER OF DEEDS 
SHALL COLLECT A FEE OF TWO DOLLARS FOR EACH CANCELLATION OF A DEED OF TRUST OR 
MORTGAGE." Amends GS 161-10, as title indicates. Effective 30 days after ratification. 
Introduced by Dawkins. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 186. CHADBOURN ANNEXATIONS. "TO EXTEND THE CORPORATE LIMITS OF THE TOWN OF 
CHADBOURN." Annexes area described in bill to Town of Chadbourn. 
Introduced by Mercer. Referred to Government. 


H 187. PIEDMONT TRIAD WATER FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE PIEDMONT TRIAD 
REGIONAL WATER AUTHORITY TO ASSIST IN THE CONSTRUCTION OF THE RANDLEMAN LAKE 
RESERVOIR AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE PARKS AND RECREATION DIVISION OF THE 
DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL RESOURCES AND COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT FOR THE PURPOSE 
OF PLANNING AND RECOMMENDATIONS FOR THE RECREATIONAL USES OF RANDLEMAN LAKE." 
Appropriates $4 million in 1989-90 and $3.5 million in 1990-91 from General Fund to Office of 
State Budget and Management to be placed in reserve fund for use in Randieman Lake Project 
by Piedmont Triad Regional Water Authority. Sets out procedures for release of money and pro- 
vides that 1989-90 appropriation not to revert. 

Appropriates $75,000 in each year of biennium from General Fund to Parks and Recreation 
Div’n of Dep’t of NRCD, to make plan and recommendations for recreational use of Randleman 
Lake. Requires report to 1993 General Assembly. 
introduced by Lineberry. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 188. UNIFORM POLL CLOSING HOURS. "TO SET A UNIFORM POLL CLOSING TIME.” Amends 
GS 163-2 to permit the State Board of Elections to require all polls to remain open until 8:30 
p.m. upon request of five county boards of election or because extended hours are needed to 
accommodate heavy voter turnout. (Now, hours may be extended past 8:30 by local boards only 
in counties voting by machine). Effective Sept. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Wood. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 189. GOVERNOR/LT. GOV. TEAM TICKET. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE GOVERNOR AND 
LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR RUN AS A JOINT TICKET IN THE GENERAL ELECTION.” Proposes amend- 
ment to NC Constitution adding Art. Ill, Sec. 2(3) to provide that candidates for offices of gover- 
nor and It. governor must form joint candidacies so that the voter casts a single vote for both 
offices. Makes implementing changes in election laws (GS Ch. 163). 

introduced by Wood. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 190. BOYCOTT TENNESSEE LIQUOR (=S 140). "TO PROHIBIT LOCAL ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE 
CONTROL BOARDS FROM PURCHASING TENNESSEE SPIRITUOUS LIQUOR." See identical bill S 
140. 

Introduced by Beall. Referred to Government. 
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SENATE BILLS 


S 137. HISTORIC PROPERTY CONDEMNATION. "7O AMEND THE LAW OF EMINENT DOMAIN 
REGARDING HISTORIC PROPERTIES." Amends GS 40-3(b) to permit condemnation of properties 
within historic districts when those properties are threatened with demolition and to conform cita- 
tions in that section to new historic district and landmark statute proposed by S 139. Effective 
Oct. |, 1989. 

Introduced by Staton. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


S 138. MILITARY JUSTICE CODE. "TO ENACT A CODE OF MILITARY JUSTICE FOR THE NORTH 
CAROLINA NATIONAL GUARD.” Adds GS Chapter 127C, establishing a code of military justice for 
those not in federal service who are members of the NC militia or lawfully ordered to serve 
therein. Chapter contains 11 articles as follows: general provisions, apprehension and restraint, 
nonjudicial punishment, courts-martial jurisdiction, appointment and composition of courts-martial, 
pretrial procedure, trial procedure, sentences, review of courts-martial, punitive provisions, and 
miscellaneous provisions. Repeals GS 127A-47 to 127A-61, which deal with same subject matter. 
Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Staton. Referred to Veterans Affairs & Law Enforcement. 


S 139. HISTORIC DISTRICTS/LANDMARKS. "7O REGULATE HISTORIC DISTRICTS AND 
LANDMARKS." Repeals separate statutes authorizing historic district regulation and historic prop- 
erties regulation and replaces them with a single statute permitting regulation of historic districts 
and landmarks. Combined statute generally carries forward features of the two repealed statutes, 
with these major changes: 

Demolition. Under present law, historic district comm’n or historic properties comm’n may 
delay demolition up to 180 days but may not stop it altogether. Bill permits delay up to 365 days 
and adds new provision permitting delay of 180 days for properties in midst of being designated. 
In addition, permits complete denial of demolition of properties determined by state to be of 
statewide significance, unless denial would cause extreme hardship or permanently deprive owner 
of all beneficial use of property. Permits governing board to adopt ordinances requiring owners to 
maintain 
landmarks and properties in designated districts. 

State properties. Deletes exemption of University-owned properties from historic district pro- 
visions. Provides for appeal to NC Historical Comm’n by state for state-owned landmarks, under 
same provisions now applicable to state-owned properties in historic districts. 

Miscellaneous. Permits administering comm’n (called historic preservation commission) to 
purchase property in historic district. (Currently, can only purchase historic property.) Permits 
regulation of interior of buildings if (I) publicly owned (but not by state of NC), (2) routinely open 
to public, or (3) private owner consents. Effective Oct. |, 1989. 

Introduced by Staton. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


S 140. BOYCOTT TENNESSEE LIQUOR (= H 140). "TO PROHIBIT LOCAL ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE 
CONTROL BOARDS FROM PURCHASING TENNESSEE SPIRITUOUS LIQUOR.” Amends GS 18B-701 
to prohibit local ABC boards from buying spirituous liquor sold by Tennessee vendor or manufac- 
tured in Tennessee. Effective on ratification and applies to purchase contracts entered into on or 
after that date and to existing contracts under which local board not obligated to make future 
purchases. 

Introduced by Winner. Referred to Judiciary I. 
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S 141. DRIVER LICENSE INSURANCE PROOF. "TO AMEND THE PROOF OF FINANCIAL 
RESPONSIBILITY REQUIREMENTS FOR OBTAINING DRIVERS LICENSES AND LIMITED DRIVING 
PRIVILEGES." Amends GS 20-7, -13.2, -16.1, -19, and -179.3 (cited sections concern issuance of 
drivers license under various circumstances) to provide that certificate of insurer supplied as proof 
of financial responsibility must state effective date and expiration date of policy and date that 
certificate is issued. Certificate remains effective for 30 days after issuance date. Directs Div’n of 
Motor Vehicles to retain certificates until expiration of license. Provides that if applicant’s insurer 
has no agent resident in NC, applicant may submit binder for or policy of insurance. Applicant 
who owns vehicle registered in NC may submit DMV registration certificate as proof. Deletes pre- 
sent provision that certification provisions do not apply to one who does not reside in household 
wherein any other household member owns a motor vehicle and adds provision that certification 
provisions do not apply to one who is not insured under commercial motor vehicle liability policy. 
Introduced by Parnell. Referred to Insurance. 


S 142. AMEND FACILITY BOARD MEMBERSHIP. "TO AMEND THE MEMBERSHIP 
REQUIREMENTS FOR THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF THE NORTH CAROLINA MOTOR VEHICLE 
REINSURANCE FACILITY." Amends GS 58-248.33(d) to increase membership of cited board to 12 
members (now, 9). Three new members to be appointed by Comm’r of Insurance; two must be 
Facility insurance company members domiciled in NC; one must be chosen from list of two nomi- 
nees submitted by Auto Insurance Agents of NC, Inc. Further provides that one existing member 
shall be selected from Alliance of American Insurers (now, American Mutual Insurance Alliance). 
Introduced by Parnell. Referred to Insurance.

H 191. INFORM SEX PARTNER OF AIDS. "7O /MPOSE A DUTY UPON A PERSON WHO KNOWS 
HE HAS AIDS TO INFORM A PERSON WITH WHOM HE HAS SEXUAL INTERCOURSE OF THE FACT 
THAT HE HAS AIDS." Adds new GS 1-539.30, as title indicates. Provides that failure to comply 
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with act creates liability to person not informed for physical illness and severe mental distress 
caused by failure to give notice. Permits punitive damages. 
Introduced by Dawkins. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 192. RICHMOND ELECTION CHANGES. "CODIFYING THE CHANGES IN THE METHOD OF 
ELECTING THE RICHMOND COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS AND BOARD OF EDUCATION AS 
ORDERED BY THE UNITED STATES DISTRICT COURT FOR THE MIDDLE DISTRICT OF NORTH 
CAROLINA.” Beginning with 1990 election, provides that Richmond County board of commission- 
ers consists of seven members elected at large for four-year staggered terms, with party primary 
results determined by plurality without runoff. Beginning with 1990 election, provides that board of 
education consists of seven members elected at large for four-year staggered terms in nonparti- 
san election conducted at time of primary, with results determined by plurality without runoff. 
Introduced by Dawkins. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 193. MILITARY SERVICE RETIREMENT CREDIT. "TO REINSTATE THE PURCHASE OF STATE 
RETIREMENT SERVICE CREDIT FOR CERTAIN PERIODS OF MILITARY SERVICE.” Amends GS 128- 
26 (LGERS) and GS 135-4 (TSERS) to permit purchase by lump sum payment of creditable serv- 
ice for service in military, not otherwise allowed, as follows: For members and retired members 
with 10 years of membership service, and whose current membership began on or before Jan. |, 
1988, and who make the lump sum purchase within three years of becoming eligible, cost is 
amount equal to monthly compensation member earned when first entering current membership 
service times employee contribution rate at that time times months of service to be purchased, 
with sufficient interest to equal one-half cost of allowing such service. For members and retired 
members with 5 years of membership service, and whose current membership began on or be- 
fore Jan. |, 1988, and persons with 10 years of membership service but who do not make the 
purchase within 3 years, cost is amount equal to full liability of service credits calculated on basis 
of assumptions used for purposes of actuarial valuation of System’s liabilities, taking into account 
retirement allowance arising on account of additional service credits beginning at earliest age at 
which member could retire on unreduced allowance. 

Amends GS 120-4.12 (legislative retirement system) to permit any member of system with 5 
or more years of creditable service as General Assembly member to purchase credit for military 
service by making lump sum payment into Annuity Savings Fund equal to full actuarial cost. 
Introduced by Bowman. Referred to Pensions & Retirement. 


H 194. MEMORIALIZING MARVIN JOHNSON, "HONORING THE MEMORY OF J. MARVIN 
JOHNSON, FORMER MEMBER OF THE NORTH CAROLINA GENERAL ASSEMBLY." As title 
indicates. 

Introduced by Woodard. Referred to Rules. 


H 195. TWO-THIRDS BOND BILL (=S 68). "TO AUTHORIZE THE ISSUANCE OF NOT IN EXCESS 
OF SEVENTY-THREE MILLION DOLLARS BONDS OR NOTES OF THE STATE TO PROVIDE FUNDS, 
WITH OTHER AVAILABLE FUNDS, FOR THE CONSTRUCTION, ACQUISITION, AND EQUIPPING OF 
CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS FOR THE STATE AND ITS DEPARTMENTS AND AGENCIES, SUCH 
AUTHORIZED BONDS OR NOTES TO BE ISSUED WITHOUT AN ELECTION DURING THE BIENNIUM 
ENDED JUNE 30, 1991, IN AN AMOUNT NOT IN EXCESS OF SUCH AUTHORIZED AMOUNT AND 
NOT IN EXCESS OF TWO-THIRDS OF THE AMOUNT BY WHICH THE STATE’S OUTSTANDING 
INDEBTEDNESS SHALL HAVE BEEN REDUCED DURING THE 1987-89 BIENNIUM." See identical bill 
S 68. 

Introduced by Hall. Referred to Finance. 
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H 196. MECKLENBURG CLAIMS SETTLEMENT. "TO ALLOW THE CHARLOTTE-MECKLENBURG 
DIVISION OF INSURANCE AND RISK MANAGEMENT TO SETTLE CLAIMS AGAINST THE COUNTY 
WHICH DO NOT EXCEED THIRTY THOUSAND DOLLARS WITHOUT GIVING PRIOR NOTICE TO THE 
MECKLENBURG COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS." Amends GS 160A-167(c) to require 
Mecklenburg comm’rs be notified before payment of claims of $30,000 or more (now before any 
claim paid). 

Introduced by Barnhill. Referred to Government. 


H 197. CHARLOTTE FAIR HOUSING. "7O AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF CHARLOTTE 
PERTAINING TO FAIR HOUSING.” Amends Charlotte charter to allow council to forbid housing dis- 
crimination on basis of handicap or "familial status” and to amend housing ordinances to con- 
form to federal Fair Housing Act. 

Introduced by Barnhill. Referred to Government. 


H 198. MODIFY JOBS TAX CREDIT. "TO MAKE TECHNICAL CHANGES TO THE TAX CREDIT FOR 
CREATING JOBS IN SEVERELY DISTRESSED COUNTIES." Amends GS 105-130.40 (corporate in- 
come tax) and 105-151.17 (individual income tax) to make following changes in tax credit for 
creating jobs in severely distressed counties: (1) removes requirement that county must have 7 
percent unemployment rate in order to be designated as severely distressed (so that all 20 coun- 
ties with highest distress factors qualify as severely distressed); and (2) remove limitations on 
sorts of businesses taxpayer must be engaged in to be eligible for credit. Effective for taxable 
years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Lineberry. Referred to Commerce. 


H 199. ADOPTION INFORMATION DISCLOSURE. "7O PERMIT MORE NONIDENTIFYING 
INFORMATION CONCERNING ADOPTS AND THEIR BIOLOGICAL PARENTS TO BE DISCLOSED." 
Amends GS 48-25(d) to (1) provide for release of nonidentifying information to adoptee’s biologi- 
cal parents (now, only to adoptee and adoptive parents); (2) allow withholding of information that 
would tend to identify the adoptee or a biological relative of the adoptee (now, only the latter); 
and (3) delete restrictions on kinds of nonidentifying information that can be released (now, only 
five specified kinds of information can be released). 

Introduced by S. Thompson. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 200. VOLUNTARY ADOPTION REGISTRY. "70 GIVE ADOPTEES AND THEIR BIOLOGICAL 
RELATIVES GREATER ACCESS TO RELEVANT MEDICAL INFORMATION AND TO ESTABLISH A 
MUTUAL CONSENT VOLUNTARY ADOPTION REGISTRY.” Replaces GS 48-25(e) with GS 48-25.1 (1) 
requiring adoption agency give complete health history of adoptee and his biological relatives to 
adoptee, his adoptive parents or guardian, or biological relatives, (2) allowing submission of rele- 
vant information to be added to medical history, and (3) requiring agency to search for additional 
medical information when presented with medical evidence for necessity of search. Adds GS 48- 
25.2 (1) requiring Dep’t of Human Resources to create registry to facilitate voluntary contact be- 
tween adult adoptees and biological relatives and (2) establishing procedures for use of registry, 
emphasizing privacy and mutual consent of parties. Effective January 1, 1990. 

Introduced by S. Thompson. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 201. LONG-TERM CARE DATA CAPABILITY. "TO REQUIRE THAT THE DEPARTMENT OF 
HUMAN RESOURCES ESTABLISH AND MAINTAIN THE CAPABILITY TO PROVIDE NECESSARY DATA 
REGARDING LONG-TERM CARE FACILITIES.” As title indicates, directing that data include location 
and bed capacity of all facilities, violations cited against each facility and date thereof, and ad- 
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ministrative penalties assessed against each facility and date thereof. Directs (unnamed) Division 
to make report to General Assembly containing all data collected, by June 1, 1990. Effective July 
1; 1989. 

Introduced by Wiser. Referred by Human Resources. 


H 202. STUDY LONG-TERM CARE INSURANCE. "7O AUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH 
COMMISSION TO STUDY THE AVAILABILITY AND COVERAGE OF LONG-TERM CARE INSURANCE." 
Authorizes study as title indicates. Authorizes Legislative Research Commission to study liability 

insurance and defense for Nursing Home Advisory Committees and Domiciliary Home Advisory 

- Committees. Comm'n to report to 1991 General Assembly. 

Introduced by Wiser. Referred to Insurance. 


H 203. ROCK BARN ONLY ANNEXED WHOLE (=S 149). "TO PROVIDE THAT THE COMMUNITY 
OF ROCK BARN IN CATAWBA COUNTY MAY BE ANNEXED INVOLUNTARILY ONLY AS A WHOLE." 
As title indicates; permits petition annexation of less than entire community. 

Introduced by Brawley. Referred to Government. 


H 204. OPEN MEETINGS LAW CHANGES. "TO ENHANCE AND PROMOTES ACCESS TO 
GOVERNMENT PROCEEDINGS IN NORTH CAROLINA.” Amends open meetings law (GS Ch. 143, 
Art. 33C) as follows: 

General Assembly. Rewrites GS 143-318.11(b) (which now permits General Assembly com- 
mittees and subcommittees to meet in executive session at their option) to permit legislative com- 
mittees and subcommittees to meet in executive session only when committee makes written 
finding that such session is necessary to prevent public disclosure of privileged information con- 
cerning person by or about whom information is being presented to committee or subcommittee. 
Directs that reasonable public notice, as defined in Senate 
and House rules, be given for any meetings of legislative committees and subcommittees. Permits 
closed meetings of House or Senate appointees to conference committee, when meeting sepa- 
rately; and permits Legislative Ethics Committee to meet in executive session at option of individ- 
ual whose conduct is under inquiry. Defines following groups as “public bodies” (rather than as 
legislative committees or subcommittees) and thus subject to regular rules on executive sessions: 
Legislative Research Comm’n; Legislative Services Comm'n; Joint Legislative Utility Review 
Committee; Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations; and Joint Legislative Comm'n 
on Municipal Incorporations. Provides that GS 143-318.16A, which permits voiding actions in viola- 
tion of law, does not apply to General Assembly or committees or subcommittees. 

Exceptions and Exclusions. Amends provision permitting executive session for discussions 
of lawsuits to delete provision permitting giving of instructions to attorney and replacing it with 
provision permitting conducting discussions with attorney, additionally providing that such discus- 
sions are protected by attorney-client privilege. Deletes provision permitting executive session for 
consultations with attorney when necessary for attorney to exercise ethical duties as lawyer. 
Deletes exclusions from open meetings law of Council of State, Legislative Services Comm’n, and 
public bodies specifically authorized or directed by other laws to meet in executive or confidential 
sessions. 

Other. Adds direction that all public bodies must keep “accurate, comprehensive written 
minutes” of all official meetings, including all executive sessions. (Continues permission to seal 
executive session minutes if public disclosure would frustrate purpose of executive session.) 
Amends GS 143-318.12(b), which permits recessed session without further public notice, to limit 
permission to recessed sessions that have been announced in open session. 

Introduced by Miller. Referred to Rules. 
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H 205. ASSEMBLY MEET IN FAYETTEVILLE (=S$154). "PROVIDING THAT THE 1989 GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY SHALL MEET IN THE CITY OF FAYETTEVILLE IN HONOR OF THE TWO HUNDREDTH 
ANNIVERSARY OF THE RATIFICATION BY NORTH CAROLINA OF THE UNITED STATES 
CONSTITUTION." As title indicates, with special session on April 13. Directs that General Assembly 
attend special armed forces presentation at Fort Bragg on April 12. 

Introducéd by Beard. Referred to Rules.

Calls constitutional 
convention vote on Nov. 7 1989, with delegates to convention, if approved, to be elected in 1990 
general election under same provisions as election of House members (except there are to be no 
second primaries). Directs that convention convene on Dec. 3, 1990 and complete work by first 
Wednesday of Feb., 1991, when General Assembly to convene. Limits authority of convention to 
considering gubernatorial veto, requiring governor and It. governor to run on same ticket, length 
of legislative terms, size of General Assembly, terms of governor, speaker, and senate president 
pro tempore, size of Council of State, election, appointment and filling of vacancies in executive 
branch offices, and merit selection of judges and justices.

WAY THAT SUPERIOR COURT DISTRICT 19A HAS BEEN DIVIDED." Amends GS 7A-133 to create 
new district 19C consisting of Rowan by transferring two judges (Montgomery, Davis, or succes- 
sors) and all Rowan magistrates from district 19A. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Jim Johnson. Referred to Judiciary Il. 


S 145. POSTING TELEPHONE SURCHARGES. "TO REQUIRE HOTELS AND MOTELS TO POST 
TELEPHONE SURCHARGES." Adds new GS 72-6.1 to require hotel, motel or innkeeper to post 
conspicuously near guest room telephones any surcharge for telephone service. Makes violation a 
misdemeanor punishable by fine of not more than $50 for first offense or $250 for any subse- 
quent offense. Effective October 1, 1989.

S 146. INCREASE FUNDS TO CRIME VICTIMS. "TO REDUCE THE BURDEN ON TAXPAYERS BY 
PROVIDING FOR PAROLEES, PROBATIONERS, AND PERSONS SERVING COMMUNITY SERVICE 
SENTENCES TO FUND THE CRIME VICTIMS COMPENSATION FUND DIRECTLY, TO INCREASE 
AVAILABLE FUNDS BY RAISING THE PROBATION AND PAROLE SUPERVISION FEE AND THE 
COMMUNITY SERVICE FEE, AND TO MAKE OTHER CHANGES TO THE FUND TO MAKE IT AS SELF- 
SUFFICIENT AS POSSIBLE.” Amends GS 15A-1343(c1) to raise probation supervision fee from $15 
to $25 per month, $15 of which goes to Crime Victims’ Compensation Fund. Makes Identical 
change to GS 15A-1374(c) (parole supervision fee). Amends GS 15A-1380.2(i) to raise from $100 
to $125 participation fee in Community Service Parole Program, $25 of which for Crime Victims’ 
Compensation Fund. Amends GS 15B-23 to provide Fund is to receive investment income from its 
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earnings on deposit with state treasurer and balance of Fund not to exceed $20 million, with 
excess to General Fund. Makes conforming changes to GS Ch. 20 and amends GS 20-179.4(c) 
to raise fee for Alcohol and Drug Education Traffic School from $50 to $75, with $25 to go to 
Crime Victims’ Compensation Fund. Effective July 1, 1989; applicable to fees imposed on those 
sentenced or paroled on or after that date and to funds deposited by state treasurer on or after 
date.

S 147. VICTIM’S COMPENSATION CHANGES. "TO LIMIT CLAIMS TO VICTIM AND PERSONS WHO 
HELPED HIM, TO ALLOW THE NORTH CAROLINA CRIME VICTIM’S COMPENSATION COMMISSION 
AND ITS DIRECTOR AUTHORITY TO ADEQUATELY INVESTIGATE A CLAIM FOR COMPENSATION BY 
REQUIRING A VICTIM OR CLAIMANT TO PROVIDE NECESSARY MEDICAL AND PSYCHOLOGICAL 
INFORMATION, TO REQUIRE LAW ENFORCEMENT TO COOPERATE WITH THE COMMISSION, TO 
ALLOW THE COMMISSION TO KEEP MEDICAL, LAW ENFORCEMENT AND JUVENILE RECORDS 
CONFIDENTIAL, TO MAKE A TECHNICAL CORRECTION TO THE RULES OF EVIDENCE IN A 
CONTESTED CASE HEARING, TO ALLOW THE DIRECTOR TO NEGOTIATE WITH SERVICE 
PROVIDERS FOR A REDUCED RATE, AND TO PROVIDE FOR THE DIRECTOR TO PURSUE 
RESTITUTION FROM CONVICTED CRIMINALS.” Amends GS 15B-6 to give director (dir.) of Crime 
Victims’ Compensation Commission (comm’n) the power to order a victim or claimant to submit to 
a mental or physical exam and to provide relevant medical and psychological records. Gives dir. 
power to order autopsy of victim and to specify the time, place, manner, conditions and scope 
thereof. Permits dir. to request pertinent information from law enforcement officers, prosecutors, 
and state agencies and to obtain records of juvenile proceedings. Non-public information remains 
so in dir.’s possession and records of juvenile proceedings are to be kept confidential "to the 
extent possible.” 

Adds new GS 15B-8A to abolish in comm’n proceedings all privileges except the attorney- 
client privilege "in the North Carolina and United States Constitutions.” Makes confidential all 
medical, law enforcement and juvenile records; makes public all other records of the ” Division.” 
New GS 15B-6 and amendment to GS 15B-12(f) prohibit dir. and administrative law judges re- 
spectively from requiring the disclosure of sexual behavior that would be inadmissible under GS 
8C-1, Rule 412. 

Amends definition of “claimant” in GS 15B-16 to exclude those who provide benefits to a 
crime victim in the course or scope of employment, business or profession. Amends GS 15B-12(f) 
to permit dir. to negotiate with provider of services to claimant for a reduction of providers’ 
charges. Amends GS 15B-2(3) to make the source of proceeds of an insurance policy payable to 
a claimant asserting claim by virtue of victim’s death or to victim’s estate or heirs a "collateral 
source” who may not claim compensation. Amends GS 15B-4 to restrict compensation to eco- 
nomic losses resulting from criminal acts in this state or from losses to a NC resident occurring 
in a state without a victims’ compensation program. Amends GS 15B-18 to permit dir. to pursue 
or request Attorney General to pursue in any proceeding rights of comm’n arising under Chap. 
15B. 

Introduced by Odom. Referred to Judiciary I. 


S 148. MODIFY GUILFORD OCCUPANCY TAX. "TO REPEAL THE SUNSET OF THE GUILFORD 
OCCUPANCY TAX AND TO MODIFY PROVISIONS REGARDING USE OF THE PROCEEDS OF THE 
TAX." Modifies provisions regulating expenditure of proceeds of Guilford occupancy tax by 
Greensboro/Guilford TDA to reduce from 85 to 80 percent portion required to go to travel and 
tourism programs and directing establishment of grant program for specific events. Increases size 
of Greensboro/Guilford TDA from 9 to 13 and modifies requirements for membership on TDA. 
Requires High Point to create Convention and Visitors Board and sets out composition. Requires 
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Greensboro/Guilford TDA to get county approval of annual budget and to provide county with 
copy of annual audit. Deletes automatic repeal of basic authorization of Guilford occupancy tax 
(Ch. 988, 

SL 1983(84)).

S 149. ROCK BARN ANNEXED WHOLE (=H 203). "TO PROVIDE THAT THE COMMUNITY OF

H 209. CONSUMER FINANCE AMENDMENTS. "TO FURTHER REGULATE CONSUMER FINANCE

THE MORTGAGE BANKER/BROKER REGISTRATION ACT, TO ALLOW CONSUMER FINANCE 
LICENSEES TO MAINTAIN THEIR RECORDS OUT OF STATE, AND TO MAKE VARIOUS TECHNICAL 
AMENDMENTS." Makes changes to Art. 15, GS Ch. 53 (Consumer Finance Act) as follows: (1) 
Amends GS 53-166 to require licensure under Art. for extensions of credit having purpose to fund 
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loans to be paid by tax refunds; (2) Deletes from GS 53-172 the requirement that affiliates operat- 
ing in same office as licensee making loans secured by mortgages on residential property must 
report to Attorney General on their activities; (3) Amends GS 15-173 to provide that interest is 
"collected at the single simple interest rate applied to the outstanding balance that would earn 
the same amount of interest as the above rates for payment according to schedule”, and to 
provide that for purposes of computing charges a day is 1/365th of a year; (4) Repeals GS 53- 
173.1, -174, -176.1 which deal with computations, refunds, and default charges; (5) Amends GS 
53-175 to delete provisions authorizing 5% fee on past due installment payments and 8% fee on 
loan unpaid at maturity date; (6) Amends GS 53-176 to specify that prohibition on licensee’s re- 
quiring refinancing of home loans not in default applies to loan made under that section; (7) 
Amends GS 53-177 to allow licensee to collect recording fees and either pay fees to public 
agency, purchase nonrecording insurance or act as self insurer, and prohibit the collection of 
fees for releasing security interest unless actually paid to public agency; Commissioner of 
Insurance to regulate premium of nonrecording insurance, which must be at least $1 less than 
actual recording fee; (8) Adds new subsection (i) to GS 15-180 prohibiting licensee from soliciting 
funds from borrower to be held in any bank; (9) Adds to GS 53-181 list of items to be disclosed 
to borrower a requirement that on refinanced loans he must be told of principal amount due, 
interest included in new loan and rebates on credit insurance; (10) Amends GS 53-184 to delete 
requirement that licensee’s records be maintained in NC, but requires licensee keeping records 
out of state do so at place approved by Comm’r of Banks, and pay for expenses necessary for 
Comm’r to inspect such records; (11) Amends GS 53-190, which deals with loans made outside 
NC, to raise to $10,000 maximum amount of loan allowed before licensee is subject to NC law 
and raises to $10,000 the maximum amount of out of state loan allowed to be enforced in NC; 
(12) Amends GS 53-235 to specify that affiliate operating in same office as licensee under 
Consumer Finance Act must register under mortgage banker registration act, but does not have 
to pay fees under that act; (13) Removes July 31, 1989 sunset on amendments to GS 53-180 and 
-166 contained in Ch. 154, SL 1985 (dealing with authority to make home loans and prohibiting 
coerced refinancing of home loans not in default) and removes July 31, 1989 sunset on amend- 
ments to GS 24-1.1A(a)(4) dealing with interest rates on home loans made by licensees. 
Changes (1), (3), (7), (8), (9), and (12), above, effective August 1, 1989; remainder effective on 
ratification.

OF MEDICAL CARE PROVIDED TO THEM DURING INCARCERATION.” Amends GS 153A-225 to add 
provision specifying that prisoner in focal confinement facility who is provided medical care must 
pay for it unless he is indigent.

S 155. EMC TO RECLASSIFY CERTAIN WATERS. "TO REQUIRE THE ENVIRONMENTAL 
MANAGEMENT COMMISSION TO RECLASSIFY CERTAIN COASTAL SURFACE WATERS OF THE 
STATE AS OUTSTANDING RESOURCE WATERS." Directs EMC to reclassify certain segments of 
named water bodies as outstanding resource waters pursuant to 15 NC Adm. Code 2B.0216. 
Reclassification to be effective Oct. 1, 1989, unless for any particular body of water the EMC 
either reclassifies it as of an earlier date or makes a written determination that it does not meet 
the minimum standards for reclassification as an ORW that were in effect on Jan. 1, 1989. 
Segments of the following waters are reclassified with detailed descriptions of the segments: In 
the Lumber River Basin: Lockwoods Folly River; in the Cape Fear River Basin: portions of the 
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Intracoastal Waterway and Masonboro Sound; in the White Oak River Basin: portions of the 
IntraCoastal Waterway, Bear Island, Bogue Sound, Core Sound; in the Neuse River Basin: Neuse- 
Southeast Pamlico Sound, Core Sound; in the Tar-Pamlico River Basin: Pamlico Sound-Swan 
Quarter; in the Pasquotank River Basin: Alligator River. 

Introduced by Taft. Referred to Wildlife. 


S 157. AMEND RELOCATION ASSISTANCE ACT. "TO AMEND THE UNIFORM RELOCATION 
ASSISTANCE ACT IN ORDER TO CONFORM TO AMENDMENTS IN THE FEDERAL ACT.” Amends GS 
133-7 to add or change the following definitions: (1) includes in definition of "displaced person” 
person who moves from real property or moves his personal property either as a result of acquisi- 
tion of the property or a written notice of intent to acquire the property for a project or program 
undertaken by an agency or is a residential tenant or conducts a small business, or farm opera- 
tion who moves as a result of rehabilitation, demolition, or other displacing activity, and, for pur- 
poses of moving and related expenses paid pursuant to GS 133-8, any person who moves from 
real property or moves his personal property either as a result of acquisition of the property or a 
written notice of intent to acquire the property and the person conducts a business or farm op- 
eration and any person who as a result of rehabilitation, demolition, or other displacing activity is 
moved from property where he was conducting a business or farm operation and the agency 
determines the displacement is permanent; (2) provides that term “displaced person” does not 
include person unlawfully occupying the property or occupying it to obtain relocation assistance, 
or person who occupies property as a renter for a short term; (3) defines "comparable replace- 
ment dwelling” generally as safe, healthy, and of adequate size; (4) defines “appraisal” as writ- 
ten, independent, impartial appraisal; (4) defines "lead agency” as NC Dept of Transportation. 

Amends GS 133-8 to require agency to pay displaced persons up to $1,000 for expenses 
incurred in searching for a replacement farm or business and up to $10,000 to reestablish a 
small business, farm, or nonprofit organization at a new location. Any displaced person eligible 
for such awards may also receive an expense and dislocation allowance determined by a sched- 
ule established by the lead agency. Any displaced person eligible for such awards may elect to 
accept a fixed payment established by the lead agency, which payment shall be not less than 
$1,000 or more than $20,000. 

Amends GS 133-9 to increase the housing replacement allowance for homeowners from a 
maximum of $15,000 to a maximum of $22,500 

Amends GS 133-10 to provide a housing replacement allowance for renters of not to ex- 
ceed $5,250 (amount designed to enable person to rent for 42 months), and to provide that al- 
lowance may be used as down payment on purchase of a replacement dwelling. 

Amends GS 133-11 to require agencies to plan projects so that at an early stage actions 
will be recognized that will result in displacements and to require that displacement impacts will 
be minimized. Also requires agencies to establish relocation assistance advisory programs to pro- 
vide a variety of relocation services. 
introduced by Basnight. Referred to State Government. 


S 158. FUNDS FOR STATE CANCER REGISTRY. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES, DIVISION OF HEALTH SERVICES TO SUPPORT THE 
CENTRAL CANCER REGISTRY.” Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources, 
Div’n of Health Services, $750,000 for each year of 1989-91 biennium for North Carolina Central 
Cancer Registry. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Appropriations. 
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S$ 159. CHILD SUPPORT SERVICE PILOT. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO ESTABLISH AND 
EVALUATE PILOT PROJECTS TO IMPROVE TITLE IV-D CHILD SUPPORT SERVICE OF PROCESS." 
Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep't of Human Resources, Div’n of Social Services 
$398,437 for fiscal 1989-90 to establish and evaluate a minimum of eight pilot projects to improve 
service of process in IV-D child support cases. Establishes requirements for funding applications 
and sets time table for selection, implementation, and evaluation of programs. Dep't, in consulta- 
tion with Administrative Office of the Courts and North Carolina Sheriff's Ass’n, required to submit 
final report, to General Assembly by April 15, 1991. Effective July 1, 1989. 

introduced by Marvin. Referred to Child & Youth. 


S 160. AGRICULTURE COST SHARE EXPANSION. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL RESOURCES AND COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT TO EXPAND THE 
AGRICULTURE COST SHARE PROGRAM FOR NONPOINT SOURCE POLLUTION CONTROL." 
Appropriates from Genera! Fund to Dep’t of Natural Resources and Community Development, 
Div’n of Soil and Water Conservation $4.07 million for fiscal 1989-90 for cost sharing with land- 
owners through the Agriculture Cost Share Program for Nonpoint Source Pollution Control. 
Reserves $70,000 for creation of two environmental technician II positions in Div’n. Effective July 
1, 1989. 

Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 161. DARE SCHOOLS SINGLE PRIME. "TO ALLOW THE DARE COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION 
TO ENTER INTO SINGLE PRIME CONTRACTOR CONTRACTS.” Amends GS 143-128, applicable to 
Dare County school board only, to authorize board to use single prime contract system, but re- 
quires bidders to identify electrical, plumbing and mechanical contractors selected, and requires 
10% minority subcontractors or a verification why the 10% requirement cannot be met. 
Introduced by Basnight. Sent to Education.

H 216. SCHOOL EMPLOYEE SALARY SCHEDULE (=S 163). "TO ESTABLISH NEW SALARY 
SCHEDULES FOR PUBLIC SCHOOL TEACHERS AND ADMINISTRATORS.” Establishes salary sched- 
ule for "A” and "G" teachers for fiscal years 1989-90, 1990-91, and 1991-92. At end of three- 
year phase-in (fiscal 1991-92), provides for entry-level salary of $20,500, with 2% cumulative in- 
crease for each year of experience (with exception of 5% increase between third and fourth 
year), up to maximum of $37,476 for teacher with 29 years of experience. Establishes salary 
schedule based on grade level for school personnel classified as “administrators,” with monthly 
entry salary ranging from $2,329 (grade one) to $4,033 (grade 15). Provides for 4% cumulative 
increase within each grade level for each additional year of experience (with exception of 5% 
increase between third and fourth years). Because salary amounts established in schedules for 
teachers and administrators include longevity compensation, prohibits longevity payments in addi- 
tion to salary payments. Appropriates $129,938,000 for fiscal 1989-90 and $225,094,000 for fiscal 
1990-91 from General Fund to Dep’t of Public Education to implement act. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Blue. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 217. DRUG TRAFFICKING CONTROL ACT. "TO STRENGTHEN PENALTIES FOR DRUG 
VIOLATIONS, TO MAKE PERMANENT PROVISIONS FOR CONVENING A SPECIAL INVESTIGATIVE 
GRAND JURY TO INVESTIGATE DRUG TRAFFICKING, AND TO PERMIT THE USE OF ELECTRONIC 
SURVEILLANCE IN LIMITED CIRCUMSTANCES BY INVESTIGATIVE OR LAW ENFORCEMENT 
OFFICERS.” Amends drug trafficking statute (GS 90-95[h]) to provide that person sentenced under 
subsection not eligibie for good time, gain time or parole. Adds new: subsection (j) to GS 90-95 
dealing with sale or delivery to minors, replacing existing subdivision (h)(5); punishes sale or deliv- 
ery of any controlled substance to person under 16 by person 18 years old or more as Class E 
felon, with minimum 10 year sentence, which may not be suspended, but which can receive good 
time, etc.; if sale or delivery is by 16 or 17 year old, offense is Class J felony, with minimum one 
year nonsuspendabie sentence; specifies that only first offender can be committed youthful of- 
fender, and allows less than minimum sentence or special probation if defendant discloses iden- 
tity of his source of drugs. Amends GS 90-95.1 (continuing criminal enterprise) to provide that 
punishment for drug trafficking continuing criminal enterprise is punished as Class B felon and 
sentence cannot be reduced by good time, gain time or parole. Amends GS 15A-2000 to specify 
that murder committed while engaged In drug trafficking is aggravating factor in death penalty 
phase of trial. Makes investigative grand jury for drug cases permanent. 

Adds new Article 16A to GS Ch. 15A authorizing use of electronic surveillance in investigations 
for drug trafficking or continuing criminal enterprise offenses. Provides that order to be issued by 
three judge panel appointed by Chief Justice on motion of Attorney General. Allows law enforce- 
ment agencies to request Attorney General to request that panel be appointed. Order valid for up 
to 30 days may be issued if panel finds probable cause to believe that individual is committing 
offense subject to surveillance, that relevant communications will be intercepted, that normal in- 
vestigation will be unsuccessful and that place from which communications derive is used by indi- 
vidual. Generally, orders expire when expected communication intercepted, but may continue if 
proper showing made to panel. Allows extensions for up to 15 days. Requires regular reports to 
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panel by law enforcement agency implementing order. Provides that only SBI may operate equip- 
ment to conduct surveillance. Allows use of information for investigative and court testimony pur- 
poses, and allows judges’ panel to release information to individual upon motion. Prohibits and 
makes it a felony, other than in normal course of business of phone companies, etc., or as 
authorized by Art., to use or disclose the use of wire or oral communications. Prohibits and 
makes it a felony to manufacture, sell, or possess equipment that has primary purpose of surrep- 
titious interception of wire or oral communications. Authorizes civil action by person whose com- 
munication is intercepted, disclosed or used in violation of Art., with damages to include actual 
damages of not less than $100 per day or $1,000 per violation, punitive damages and attorneys 
fees and other costs. 

Effective Oct. 1989 for offenses occurring on or after that date, except for amendment to 
continuing criminal enterprise statute which Is effective on ratification. 
Introduced by Cromer. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 218. MARINE RESEARCH FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE MARINE RESEARCH 
AND DEVELOPMENT CRESCENT FOR ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT.” See identical bill S 121. 
Introduced by Hall. Referred to Commerce. 


H 219. ANNUAL REVIEW, OVERWEIGHT PERMITS. "TO RESTRICT REVIEW AND RENEWAL OF 
ANNUAL OVERWEIGHT PERMITS TO ONCE ANNUALLY.” Amends GS 20-119 to provide that nei- 
ther Dep’t of Transportation nor Board of Transportation may require review or renewal of annual 
overweight/oversize permit more than once each calendar year. 

Introduced by James. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 220. MAIN STREET FUND. “TO CREATE THE MAIN STREET FUND.” Appropriates $3.5 million 
for each year of 1989-91 biennium from General Fund for establishment of "Main Street Fund,” 
to be administered by Dep’t of Natural Resources and Community Development. Purpose of fund 
is to increase private investment in designated downtown areas of 25 listed “Main Street Cities” 
by providing cities conditional grants for specified activities. Eligible activities include acquisition 
or rehabilitation of property in connection with private investment in downtown area, establishment 
of revolving loan programs and subsidization of interest rates, funding of market and design stud- 
les that lead directly to private investment, public improvements and infrastructure within down- 
town area that stimulate private investment, and others. Sets out requirements for grant 
application and establishes committee to rule on applications. Committee to be composed of rep- 
resentatives from Div’n of Community Assistance, Main Street Program, Local Gov’t Comm’n, and 
League of Municipalities. Provides for maximum grant of $300,000 per city. Provides that account 
be established in amount of grant for each city selected, with moneys disbursed as expended. 
Grant recipients required to obtain written commitment from private investors of amount of invest- 
ment, with amount of private investment to match grant money in at least 5-to-1 ratio (1-to-1 ratio 
if activity involves public improvements or infrastructure). Unused portion of grant reverts if not 
expended within three years or before June 29, 1993, whichever comes first. Authorizes Dep’t to 
adopt implementing rules. Requires Dep’t and Main Street City to file annual report with Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations. Specifies contents of report. 

Introduced by James. Referred to Government. 


H 221. SOIL/WATER DISTRICT BOARD. "TO ALLOW ONE ADDITIONAL APPOINTMENT TO THE 
BOARD OF A SOIL AND WATER CONSERVATION DISTRICT WHEN THE DISTRICT IS COMPOSED OF 
FOUR OR MORE COUNTIES.” Amends GS 139-7 as title indicates. 

Introduced by James. Referred to Commerce. 
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H 222. PASQUOTANK SCHOOL CAPITAL OUTLAY. "TO ALLOW PASQUOTANK COUNTY 
ADDITIONAL FLEXIBILITY TO FUND PUBLIC SCHOOL CONSTRUCTION.” Authorizes Pasquotank 
County to transfer funds from one agency or instrumentality of the county to a special fund or 
special public school outlay fund. Transfer must be approved by board of county comm’rs and 
board of trustees of agency or instrumentality. Transfer ordinance must provide for paying back 
funds. Transfer ordinance adopted pursuant to act must be adopted no later than Dec. 31, 1993. 
Introduced by James. Referred to Education. 


H 223. SINGLE PRIME PUBLIC CONTRACTS. "TO ALLOW SINGLE PRIME CONTRACTOR PUBLIC 
CONTRACTS." Amends GS 143-128 (requiring separate specifications and independent bidding on 
heating/air conditioning, plumbing, electrical, and general work for public building contacts cost- 
ing more than $100,000) to permit a "county, municipality, department, board, commissioner, offi- 
cer, or public hospital board of trustees” to use the single prime contract system for such 
construction contracts, provided that the prime contractor must identify on his bid the electrical, 
plumbing and mechanical contractors selected and must either use minority subcontractors for at 
least 10% of the cost of the work or verify why he was unable to secure qualified minority sub- 
contractors in such amount. 

Introduced by James. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 224. PASQUOTANK SINGLE PRIME CONTRACTS. "TO ALLOW PASQUOTANK COUNTY, THE 
PASQUOTANK COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION, AND THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE 
ALBEMARLE HOSPITAL TO ENTER INTO SINGLE PRIME CONTRACTOR PUBLIC CONTRACTS.” 
Applicable to County of Pasquotank and Pasquotank County Board of Education only, amends GS 
143-128 (requiring separate specifications and independent bidding on heating/air conditioning, 
plumbing, electrical, and general work for public building contacts costing more than $100,000) to 
permit a “county, municipality, department, board, commissioner, officer, or public hospital board 
of trustees” to use the single prime contract system for such construction contracts, provided 
that the prime contractor must identify on his bid the electrical, plumbing and mechanical con- 
tractors selected and must either use minority subcontractors for at least 10% of the cost of the 
work or verify why he was unable to secure qualified minority subcontractors in such amount. For 
purpose of renovating existing facilities and constructing new facilities, exempts Albemarle 
Hospital from all provisions of GS 143-128 and -129 (procedures for letting public construction 
contracts) so that hospital may seek bids only from contractors deemed by its architect qualified 
and financially capable to bid on the project. 

Introduced by James. Referred to Government. 


H 225. ALBEMARLE HOSPITAL TRUSTEES. "TO MODIFY THE QUALIFICATIONS FOR 
APPOINTMENT AND THE TERMS OF THE TRUSTEES FOR ALBEMARLE HOSPITAL IN PASQUOTANK 
COUNTY.” Amends Ch. 203, SL 1959 to delete requirement that 5 members of cited board be 
appointed from each of the county’s townships other than Elizabeth City and alters the terms of 
the board members. 

Introduced by James. Referred to Government. 


H 226. COASTAL AREA SERVICE DISTRICTS. "TO ALLOW COASTAL AREA COUNTIES TO 
ESTABLISH COUNTY SERVICE DISTRICTS AND LEVY TAXES IN THOSE DISTRICTS FOR STREET 
MAINTENANCE, DRAINAGE, AND JUNK AUTO REMOVAL.” Amends GS 153A-301, which provides 
for establishment of county service districts, to authorize comm’rs in coastal area county (defined 
in GS 113A-103(2)) to define service district for following additional purposes: (1) drainage pro- 
jects, (2) removal of junk automobiles, and (3) street maintenance, if necessary to improve main- 
tenance of platted rights-of-way. 

Introduced by James. Referred to Infrastructure. 
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H 227. COOKSVILLE FIRE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE COOKSVILLE VOLUNTEER 
FIRE DEPARTMENT FOR EQUIPMENT.” Appropriates $10,000 from General Fund to Cooksville 
Fire Dept for 1989-90 to purchase tanker-pumper truck. 

Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Huffman. Referred to Government. 


H 228. FORT FISHER GUIDE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR AN ADDITIONAL GUIDE ON 
THE SOUTHPORT FORT FISHER FERRY.” Appropriates $6,000 from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Cultural Resources for 1989-90 as title indicates. 

Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 229. MORGANTON FREEZER FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROVIDE A WALK-IN 
REFRIGERATOR/FREEZER AT THE MORGANTON COMMUNITY HOUSE.” Appropriates $10,000 from 
General Fund to City of Morganton for 1989-90 as title indicates. 

Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Fletcher. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 230. WESTERN CAROLINA CTR. SHOP FUNDS (=S 169). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR AN 
ADDITION TO THE WHEELCHAIR SHOP AT THE WESTERN CAROLINA CENTER.” Appropriates 
$105,160 for fiscal 1989-90 from General Fund to Dep't of Human Resources for cited purpose. 
Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Fletcher. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 231. WESTERN CAROLINA CTR. COOLING FUNDS (=S 167). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO

1, 1989.

H 233. MUSEUM OF TEXTILE HISTORY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE NORTH 
CAROLINA MUSEUM OF TEXTILE HISTORY.” Appropriates $10,000 from General Fund for 1989-90 
to cited museum. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Dawkins. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 234. DISBURSEMENT CRIMINAL COSTS. "TO CHANGE THE PRIORITY FOR THE 
DISBURSEMENT OF FUNDS COLLECTED AS COSTS, FINES, OR RESTITUTION IN A CRIMINAL 
CASE.” Amends GS 7A-304(d) to give top priority to payments received as restitution in criminal 
case when all funds ordered to be paid are not received by court (now restitution is paid after 
costs due county, city, and school fund). Effective Oct. 1, 1989 for offenses occurring on or after 
that date. 

Introduced by Dawkins. Sent to Judiciary. 
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H 235. JUDGMENT, LIS PENDENS INDEX. "TO DELETE OBSOLETE LANGUAGE REGARDING 
CROSS-INDEXING OF JUDGMENTS AND LIS PENDENS." Amends GS 1-233 to delete requirement 
that judgments be cross-indexed and substitutes requirement that they be indexed as prescribed 
by GS 7A-109 and rules of the AOC. Similarly amends GS 1-116 and 1-117 regarding indexing of 
notices of lis pendens. Makes conforming amendments in GS 1-118 and GS 40A-21. 

Introduced by Rhyne. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 236. MAGISTRATES’ PLEA JURISDICTION. "TO CLARIFY MAGISTRATES’ PLEA JURISDICTION." 
Amends GS 7A-273 (1) to provide that magistrate’s power to accept guilty pleas not on an ap- 
proved waiver list does not apply to hunting, fishing, boating or alcohol offenses, and that guilty 
plea jurisdiction includes admissions of responsibility for infractions. Effective October 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Rhyne. Sent to Judiciary. 


H 237. EXTEND FORECLOSURE POSTPONEMENT. "TO EXTEND THE PERIOD OF 
POSTPONEMENT OF FORECLOSURE SALES UPON WRITTEN CONSENT OF DEBTOR.” Amends GS 
45-21.21 to add provision that with the written consent of the debtor filed with the clerk of supe- 
rior court, a person exercising a power of sale in a deed of trust may postpone the sale for up to 
180 days. Applies to foreclosure sales held on or after date of ratification. 

Introduced by Rhyne. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 238. VARIABLE RATE NOTES NEGOTIABLE. "TO MAKE VARIABLE-RATE NOTES NEGOTIABLE." 
Amends GS 25-3-106(1) to add new sections providing that sums payable are “sums certain” 
within meaning of Art. 3, Uniform Commercial Code, even though renegotiable or variable rate of 
interest applies, or payment is subject to adjustment. Amends GS 25-3-205 to provide that in 
consumer credit transactions prior payment is defense to foreclosure proceeding based on de- 
fault, even against holder in due course. 

Introduced by Rhyne. Referred to Commerce.

S 164. ELDERLY/HANDICAPPED TRANSPORTATION. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
NORTH CAROLINA ELDERLY AND HANDICAPPED TRANSPORTATION ASSISTANCE PROGRAM." 
Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t Transportation $2 million for each year of 1989-91 bien- 
nium for NC Elderly and Handicapped Transportation Assistance Program. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by W. Hunt. Referred to Appropriations. 
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S 165. REMOVE ELECTED OFFICIALS. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE REMOVAL OF ELECTED 
OFFICIALS AFTER CONVICTION OF CERTAIN OFFENSES." Adds new GS 128-16.1 to provide that a 
superior court judge may remove an elected official from office upon written charges and after a 
hearing for the following offenses: (1) conviction of felony; (2) conviction of misdemeanor sexual 
offense; (3) conviction of misdemeanor involving larceny; (4) second conviction for driving while 
impaired while official was serving in public office. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Jim Johnson. Referred to State Government. 


S 166. WESTERN CAROLINA CTR. COTTAGE FUNDS (=H 232). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
RENOVATE TWO COTTAGES AT THE WESTERN CAROLINA CENTER.” See identical bill H 232. 
Introduced by Harris. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 167. WESTERN CAROLINA CTR. COOLING FUNDS (=H 231). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
REPLACE THE AIR CONDITIONING COOLING TOWERS AT THE WESTERN CAROLINA CENTER." See 
identical bill H 231.

Introduced by Harris. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 170. MACHINE GUN DEFINED. "7O PROVIDE A DEFINITION OF MACHINE GUN AND 
SUBMACHINE GUN." Adds new GS 14-288.1(5a) to define "machine.gun” as any weapon that 
shoots, is designed to shoot, or can be readily restored to shoot, automatically more than one 
shot, without manual reloading, by a single function of the trigger. Amends GS 14-409 to make 
sale, use, or possession of weapons as defined by GS 14-288.1(5a) unlawful and removes provi- 
sion that law is inapplicable to automatic weapons that shoot less than 31 rounds per minute. 
Makes similar amendment in GS 14-409.9. Applies to offenses committed beginning 10 days after 
ratification.

S 171. NEW HANOVER MUSEUM FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE NEW HANOVER 
COUNTY MUSEUM FOUNDATION FOR MUSEUM EXPANSION.” Appropriates from General Fund 
$75,000 for 1989-90 as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Biock. Referred to Aappropriations. 


S 172. DOMESTIC VIOLENCE SHELTER FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DOMESTIC 
VIOLENCE SHELTER AND SERVICES OF THE CAPE FEAR AREA.” Appropriates $100,000 from 
General Fund to Domestic Violence Shelter and Services of the Cape Fear Area, Inc. for 1989- 
90. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Appropriations. 
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S 173. REPEAL CONSTITUTION CONVENTION CALL-2. "REPEALING A JOINT RESOLUTION 
CALLING FOR A FEDERAL CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION TO PROPOSE A BALANCED BUDGET 
AMENDMENT." As title indicates. 

Introduced by R. Martin. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 174. HISTORIC PROPERTIES TAX CREDIT. "TO CREATE A STATE INCOME TAX CREDIT FOR 
PRESERVING OR RESTORING HISTORIC PROPERTIES.” Adds GS 105-151.3 to create credit 
against individual income tax of 10% of actual cost paid by taxpayer to restore or preserve his- 
torical property listed in NC Register of Historic Places. Sets out conditions for claiming credit. 
Provides that taxpayer may claim credit for each taxable year in which project is carried out, with 
unused credit remaining at end of year carried forward for four additional years. Total credit for 
single project may not exceed $15,000. Directs Dep't of Revenue and Historical Comm’n to 
adopt implementing rules. Adds GS 105-131 to make same provisions applicable to corporate 
income tax. Applies to taxable years beginning on or after January 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Walker. Referred to Finance. 


S 175. MODIFY $100 AUTO TAX PENALTY. "TO PROVIDE A GRACE PERIOD BEFORE THE ONE 
HUNDRED DOLLAR PENALTY FOR FAILURE TO LIST A MOTOR VEHICLE IS DUE AND TO ALLOW 
COUNTIES TO COMPROMISE THE PENALTY." Effective Jan. 1, 1989, amends GS 105-312(h1) to 
provide that special $100 penalty for false certification that motor vehicle was properly listed for 
taxes is to be added only if tax remains unpaid 30 days after assessor mails notice of discovery, 
and amends GS 105-312(i),(j), and (k) to make it clear that power of county comm’rs to compro- 
mise discovery penalty extends to special $100 penalty as well. Provides that for 1988 and 1989 
tax years, county may release or refund all or part of $100 penalty if comm’rs determine that 
taxpayer’s false certification was not made with intent to avoid payment of taxes; authorizes 
board to delegate this special! compromise power to county finance officer or other official. 
Introduced by Raynor. Referred to Finance.

CHARLOTTE WITH RESPECT TO THE ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT." Amends Charlotte char- 
ter to provide for appointment of zoning board members as follows: three members and two alter- 
nates appointed by city council, two members and one alternate appointed by mayor (now, ten 
members, with five appointed by city council and five by county board of comm’rs). Allows board 
to reverse decision of zoning official or take certain other actions by majority vote (now, four-fifths 
vote required).

H 240. PRESIDENTIAL PRIMARY DATE. "TO PROVIDE THAT NORTH CAROLINA SHALL HAVE THE 
FIRST PRESIDENTIAL PRIMARY.” Amends GS 163-213.2 to provide that presidential preference 
primary to be held on first Tuesday in March in presidential election year or on Tuesday immedi- 
ately preceding date of first other state primary; but no earlier than Jan. 1 in presidential election 
year.

GENERAL LAW WILL APPLY." Repeals SL 1987, Ch. 186, as title indicates.

H 248. STATE EMPLOYEE PAY RAISE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FROM THE GENERAL 
FUND AND THE HIGHWAY FUND FOR A PAY INCREASE FOR ALL PERMANENT STATE 
EMPLOYEES OTHER THAN PUBLIC SCHOOL EMPLOYEES.” Appropriates from General Fund to 
salary reserve $135 million for each year of 1989-91 biennium for use as title indicates. Specifies 
that permanent community college institutional personnel and employees of UNC exempt from 
State Personnel Act are permanent state employees for purpose of act. Appropriates from 
Highway Fund to salary reserve $18 million for each year of 1989-91 biennium for same purpose. 
Specifies that two-thirds of salary reserve shall be used to provide average annual salary increase 
of 4%, with increase to include funds for employer’s retirement and Social Security contributions. 
Remaining portion of reserve to be used for merit pay awarded under revised merit pay plan. 
Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Fletcher. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 249. JUVENILE DETENTION PROCEDURE. "TO CLARIFY DETENTION PROCEDURE WHEN A 
PIN MESSAGE INDICATES THERE IS A PETITION AND SECURE CUSTODY ORDER CONCERNING A 
JUVENILE IN ANOTHER COUNTY." Amends GS 7A-575 (providing for secure custody orders for 
juvenile offenders) to authorize detention of a juvenile if a DCI or PIN message states that a 
juvenile petition and secure custody order for that juvenile is on file in another county. Juvenile to 
be detained until the juvenile petition and secure custody order can be forwarded to the juvenile 
detention facility where the juvenile is detained. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Barnes. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 250. NEGLECTED JUVENILE DEFINED. "TO CLARIFY THE DEFINITION OF NEGLECTED CHILD 
WITHIN THE JUVENILE JURISDICTION OF THE DISTRICT COURT.” Amends GS 7A-517(21) (the defi- 
nition of neglected child in NC Juvenile Code) child to include a child under age 18 who lives in 
a home where another child dies under questionable circumstances or where another child is 
subjected to sexual abuse or severe physical abuse. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Barnes. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 251. PARENTAL CUSTODY/JUDICIAL REVIEW. "TO CLARIFY THE AUTHORITY OF THE 
DISTRICT COURT TO AWARD CUSTODY OF A CHILD TO A PARENT IN A JUDICIAL REVIEW 
HEARING UNDER GS 7A-657." Rewrites GS 7A-657(d) (requiring periodic judicial review hearings 
in cases where the court removes a dependent, neglected or abused child from a parent) to 
expand the dispositional alternatives available to the court in such hearings to include: (1) any 
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disposition authorized by GS 7A-647 (section of the Juvenile Code providing for dispositional alter- 
natives for delinquent, undisciplined, abused, neglected or dependent juveniles); and (2) to place 
the child in the custody of either parent or any relative found by the court to be suitable. Effective 
July 1, 1989.

H 252. JUVENILE STUDY COMM’N MEMBERS. "7O PROVIDE FOR APPOINTMENT OF A 
REPRESENTATIVE OF THE GUARDIAN AD LITEM PROGRAM TO BE A MEMBER OF THE JUVENILE 
LAW STUDY COMMISSION." Amends GS 7A-740 (composition of Juvenile Law Study Comm’n) to 
reduce the number of youth members to one, for a term of one year, and to provide that a state 
or local representative of the Guardian ad Litem Services, Administrative Office of the Courts, 
shall be a member, to serve for a two-year term.

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H 259. LIMITATION TOLLED FOR RESTITUTION. "TO PROVIDE THAT STATUTES OF LIMITATIONS 
AND STATUTES OF REPOSE ARE TOLLED AGAINST A DEFENDANT IN A CIVIL ACTION ARISING 
OUT OF A CRIMINAL OFFENSE FOR WHICH HE IS CONVICTED, UNTIL RESTITUTION IS MADE BY 
THE DEFENDANT AS ORDERED BY THE COURT OR AGREED TO BY THE DEFENDANT." Adds new 
GS 1-47.1 as title indicates; provides that defendant may contest amount of damages in any civil 
action, and provides that action must be brought within 10 years of last act of defendant giving 
rise to cause of action. Specifies that motor vehicle violations not covered by section. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1989 for matters arising after that date.

Appropriates from General Fund to Dep't of 
Community Colleges $2.3 million for fiscal 1989-90 for cited purpose. Matching funds not re- 
quired. Effective July 1, 1989.

Appropriates 
from General Fund to Goldsboro-Wayne Airport Authority $200,000 for cited purpose. Effective 
July 1, 1989.

H 263. TAX AMNESTY PROGRAM. "TO ENHANCE REVENUES AND COLLECT STATE DEBTS BY 
CREATING A ONE-TIME TAX AMNESTY PROGRAM, INCREASING PENALTIES FOR WILLFUL 
VIOLATION OF THE REVENUE LAWS, AND APPROPRIATING FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
REVENUE TO ENHANCE ENFORCEMENT CAPABILITIES AND INCREASE TAXPAYER COMPLIANCE." 
Establishes tax amnesty program in Dep’t of Revenue for period Sept. 1, 1989, through Dec. 31, 
1989. During amnesty period, Dep’t may not initiate criminal prosecutions for failure to report or 
pay taxes and shall waive all penalties assessed for such failure when the taxes, plus interest, 
are paid in full. Program applies to following taxes: inheritance, license, franchise, income, sales 
and use, gift, intangibles, and motor fuel. Appropriates $500,000 to Dep’t for administering pro- 
gram. Amends GS 105-236(7) to change penalty for willfully attempting to or aiding any person to 
evade or defeat taxes from misdemeanor to class | felony. Amends GS 105-236(8) to make willful 
failure to collect or withhold tax a general misdemeanor and permits prosecution for up to 3 
years after date of violation. Similarly amends GS 105-236(9), regarding willful failure to file return 
or pay tax. Amends GS 105-236(9a) to change penalty for aiding in willfully preparing a false 
return or other document from misdemeanor to class J felony. Appropriates to Dep’t for enforce- 
ment purposes $4,957,542 in 1989-90 and $4,827,010 in 1990-91. Appropriation provisions effec- 
tive July 1, 1989. Penalty provisions effective Dec. 2, 1989.

COMMUNITY COLLEGE FACILITIES." Amends GS 143-64.11 and -64.14 as title indicates. Applies 
to design or construction contracts entered into on or after that date.

S 178. STATE LAND INVENTORY FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE STATE PROPERTY 
OFFICE FOR STAFF TO CONDUCT AN INVENTORY OF STATE OWNED REAL PROPERTY." 
Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Administration $124,500 for fiscal 1989-90 and 
$115,000 for fiscal 1990-91 for use as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Goldston. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 179. PUBLIC BUILDING DESIGNER CHANGES. "TO CORRECT THE STATUTES REQUIRING 
THAT CERTAIN BUILDINGS INVOLVING PUBLIC FUNDS BE DESIGNED BY AN ARCHITECT OR 
ENGINEER." Amends GS 133-1.1(a) to provide that public construction project plans must be pre- 
pared by architect or engineer if project involves major structural change in framing or in founda- 
tion support systems and contract is for over $45,000. Amends GS 133-1.1 to provide that 
architect or engineer other than one who prepares plans may certify a project covered by section. 
Amends GS 133-1.1(d) to provide that State Electrical Inspector approval is required in addition to 
that of Division of State Construction on projects not planned by architect or engineer.

S 180. COMMUNITY COLLEGE CONSTRUCTION. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE ADJUSTMENT AND

CONSTRUCTION.” Adds GS 143-135.6, establishing procedure for resolution of contractor claims 
arising out of community college construction contracts. Procedure identical to existing procedure 
governing contractor claims arising out of construction contracts with State boards (GS 143-135.3) 
except that contractor dissatisfied with decision of Director of Office of State Construction on 
community college construction claim has six months to seek review of decision by civil action in 
superior court (contractor dissatisfied with Director’s ruling on State board contract has 60 days 
to seek review under Administrative Procedure Act). Amends catchline of GS 143-135.3 to read 
"Adjustment and resolution of State board (now, building) construction contract claim.” Makes 
technical changes in GS 143-135.3.

ENGINEERING BY THE DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATION.” Amends GS 143-336 and 143-34 1(3) 
to provide that all community college buildings requiring the estimated expenditure of $50,000 for 
construction or repair work shall be subject to review and supervision of the Dep’t of 
Administration.

Effective July 1, 1989.

MEMBERSHIP, REVIEW AND APPEAL PROCEDURES FOR IMPROVEMENT PERMIT APPLICATIONS, 
AND PERMITTING OF ON-SITE SEWAGE SYSTEMS.” (1) Amends GS 90A-53(5) to provide experi- 
ence requirement for registration as sanitarian is satisfied by one year’s experience in environ- 
mental health sanitation plus degree in environmental health. (2) Adds GS 130A-227.1, directing 
Dep’t of Human Resources (Dep't) to establish by July 1, 1990 continuing education program for 
sanitarians administering rules regarding sanitary sewage systems. Program must include courses 
in conventional and nonconventional sanitary sewage systems. Authorizes Dep’t to withhold 
authorization to act as Dep't agent from any sanitarian subject to requirements who fails to satisfy 
them. Directs Comm’n for Health Services to adopt implementing rules. (3) Amends GS 130A- 
35(b) to provide that membership of county boards of health should include professional engineer 
or certified sanitary sewage system contractor and three members of general public. Makes con- 
forming changes in GS 130A-35(c). Amends GS 130A-37 to require appointment of professional 
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engineer or certified sanitary sewage system contractor to district boards of health, and makes 
conforming changes in remainder of statute. (4) Effective Oct. 1, 1989, adds GS 130A-340 to 
require Dep’t to provide technical review of information submitted by applicant for improvement 
permit; review must be conducted before final agency decision and does not affect applicant's 
right to GS Ch. 150B contested hearing. Appeal from denial of improvement permit for site in 
county governed by Comm'n for Health Services rules is as set out in GS 130A-24. Amends GS 
130A-335 to require health dep't to advise owner of possible modifications or alternative systems 
prior to denial of improvement permit. Requires dep’t to state reasons for denial in writing and to 
inform owner of right to review and appeal. (5) Effective July 1, 1989, amends GS 130A-335(f) to 
provide that permits are valid for five years. Requires prominent statement of duration of permit 
validity and conditions under which permit may be revoked on application form and permit. (6) 
Adds GS 130A-341 directing Comm'n for Health Services to enact rule that site with existing fill 
must be evaluated for on-site system. (7) Adds GS 130A-342, establishing procedure for approval 
and inspection of qualifying individual aerobic sewage treatment plants. Performance of plants to 
be documented by counties and reported to Dep’t of Human Resources or Dep't of Natural 
Resources and Community Development. (8) Adds GS 130A-343, directing Environmental 
Management Comm’n and Comm'n for Health Services to adopt rules for approval of experimen- 
tal, innovative, and proprietary sanitary sewage systems. Specifies subject-matter of rules. 
Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Commerce. 


H 269. TOPSAIL BEACH MANAGER. "TO ADOPT THE COUNCIL-MANAGER FORM OF 
GOVERNMENT FOR THE TOWN OF TOPSAIL BEACH, RETROACTIVE FROM WHEN THE TOWN

STATE TAX ENFORCEMENT AND COMPLIANCE TO ASSURE FAIRNESS IN THE COLLECTION OF 
TAXES FROM ALL TAXPAYERS." Establishes tax amnesty program in Dep’t of Rev. for period 
Sept. 15, 1989, through Dec. 17, 1989. During amnesty period, Dep’t may not initiate criminal 
prosecutions for failure to report or pay taxes and shall waive all penalties assessed for such 
failure when the taxes, plus interest, are paid in full. Program applies to following taxes: inheri- 
tance; license; franchise; income; sales and use; gift; intangibles; and motor fuel. Authorizes 
Dep’t to withdraw up to $1.1 million from individual income tax collections during July 1989 for 
administering program. Amends GS 105-236(7) to change penaity for willfully attempting to or 
aiding any person to evade or defeat taxes from misdemeanor to Class | felony. Amends GS 
105-236(8) to make willful failure to collect or withhold tax a general misdemeanor and permits 
prosecution for up to 3 years after date of violation. Similarly amends GS 105-236(9), regarding 
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willful failure to file return or pay tax. Amends GS 105-236(9a) to change penalty for aiding in 
willfully preparing a false return or other document from misdemeanor to class J felony. 
Appropriates to Dep’t for enforcement purposes $5,656,245 in 1989-90 and $4,817,063 in 1990- 
91. Appropriation provisions effective July 1, 1989. Penalty provisions effective Nov. 18, 1989. 
Introduced by Miller. Referred to Finance. 


H 273. SCHOOL BUS DRIVER QUALIFICATIONS. "TO REQUIRE ALL SCHOOL BUS DRIVERS BE 
AT LEAST EIGHTEEN YEARS OF AGE AND TO REQUIRE ALL DRIVERS OF SCHOOL ACTIVITY 
BUSES TO HAVE CLASS A OR B LICENSES." Amends GS 20-218(a) to require school bus drivers 
to be at least age 18 (now, age 16), and further requires school activity bus drivers to hold either 
Class A or B driver’s licenses (now, permits third option of Class C driver’s license and school 
bus driver’s certificate). Effective July 1, 1989.

for 1989-91 biennium as follows: $70,000 for archaeological survey in the south-central Piedmont, 
and $15,000 for summer institute of field archaeology. Effective July 1, 1989.

S 199. ANNEXATION AGREEMENTS. "70 AUTHORIZE CITIES TO ENTER INTO AGREEMENTS 
CONCERNING ANNEXATIONS." Adds Part 6, "Annexation Agreements,” to GS Ch. 160A, Art. 4A, 
authorizing cities to enter into binding agreements under which one or more participating cities 
agree not to annex area designated in agreement for specified period not to exceed 30 years. 

Requires 
participating cities to hold public hearing before adopting ordinance approving agreement. Sets 
out required contents of agreement, including duration, areas affected, and effective date. 
Requires city proposing annexation to give writien notice to other parties to agreement at least 60 
days before adopting annexation ordinance. Provides that agreement may be modified in manner 
provided by agreement, or by subsequent agreement entered into by all parties. Sets out proce- 
dure for enforcement of agreement, involving petition to superior court in county in which territory 
to be annexed is located. Review is by court without jury. Court may grant or deny stay of an- 
nexation pending review. Authorizes court to invalidate annexation proceedings in violation of 
agreement. States that act does not affect specified prior local acts authorizing similar agree- 
ments.

S 200. SNEADS FERRY INCORPORATED. "TO INCORPORATE THE TOWN OF SNEADS FERRY." 
As title indicates. Provides for four-member town council, serving four-year staggered terms, and 
mayor, serving two-year term, and identifies persons who will hold these offices until members are 
elected in 1989. Authorizes collection of municipal taxes beginning July 1, 1989. Provides for 
incorporation referendum to be held on date set by Onslow County Board of Elections between 
60 to 120 days after ratification. 

introduced by Guy. Referred to Local Government. 
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S 201. SANFORD NEGOTIATED SALE. "TO PERMIT THE SALE OF PROPERTY BY THE CITY OF 
SANFORD PURSUANT TO THE NEGOTIATED OFFER AND UPSET BID PROCEDURE SUBJECT TO 
SPECIFIED RESTRICTIONS ON THE USE OF THE PROPERTY SOLD." As title indicates. Provides 
that the specified restrictions shall be included as part of the negotiated offer and shall be bind- 
ing on the ultimate purchaser. 

Introduced by Staton. Referred to Local Government. 


S 202. LOCAL GOVERNMENT FINANCE STUDY. "TO CREATE THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT 
FINANCE STUDY COMMISSION." Creates cited Comm'n to study: (1) functional and funding re- 
sponsibilities for all North Carolina state and local government services; (2) sources of funding for 
local governments; (3) local government dependence on state for authorization to change local 
revenue sources; (4) fiscal impact on state and local governments of federal legislation since 
1981 and in future; (5) methods and formulas for providing state financial assistance to local 
governments, including reimbursement for local tax changes; (6) relationship between state and 
local budget cycles; (7) process for presenting local fiscal impact information during state budget 
process; and (8) merits of establishing a permanent advisory comm’n to review state and local 
fiscal relationships. Provides that Comm’n members shall be appointed as follows: (1) four Senate 
members appointed by the president pro tem. and four House members appointed by speaker, 
with one from each group designated cochairman; (2) three public members appointed by the 
president pro tem. and three public members appointed by the speaker, with two local govern- 
ment officials and one private citizen in each group. Requires Comm'n to meet before Oct. 1, 
1989, and provides that it terminates upon filing its final report. Requires final report on or before 
first day of 1991 session. Appropriates from General Fund to the General Assembly $50,000 for 
fiscal 1989-90 and $25,000 for fiscal 1990-91 to fund Comm’n. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Plyler. Referred to Rules. 


S 203. REPEAL OBSOLETE TAX EXEMPTIONS. "TO REPEAL OBSOLETE CORPORATE 
FRANCHISE TAX EXEMPTIONS." Repeals GS 105-129.1, which grants franchise tax refund to com- 
panies buying piped gas and using it in a manufactured product, and the provision of GS 105- 
120(b) granting a franchise tax credit to telephone companies granted certain types of municipal 
licenses. Effective Jan. 1, 1989. | 

Introduced by Plyler. Referred to Public Utilities. 


S 204. CLARIFY BUSINESS LICENSE INFO (=H 264). "TO CLARIFY THAT A PERSON 
REQUESTING FROM THE BUSINESS LICENSE INFORMATION OFFICE A WRITTEN LIST OF STATE 
LICENSES RELATING TO A SPECIFIC BUSINESS ACTIVITY MAY NOT BE PENALIZED FOR FAILURE 
TO OBTAIN A LICENSE WHICH WAS NOT INCLUDED IN THE LIST." See identical bill H 264. 
Introduced by Plyler. Referred to State Government. 


S 205. REPEAL INTANGIBLES TAX. "TO REPEAL THE TAX ON INTANGIBLE PERSONAL 
PROPERTY, TO REIMBURSE COUNTIES AND CITIES FOR THE RESULTING REVENUE LOSS, AND 
TO INCREASE INCOME TAXES TO PAY FOR THE REIMBURSEMENT." Repeals the intangibles tax, 
(GS Ch. 105, Art. 7) effective for tax years beginning on and after Jan. 1, 1990. Any intangibles 
taxes collected after July 1, 1990, to remain in General Fund. Makes conforming amendments in 
all GS Ch. 105 provisions referring to intangibles tax provisions. Adds new GS 105-275(38) to 
exclude accounts receivable, stocks and bonds, and beneficial interests in trusts held by foreign 
fiduciaries from local property tax base. 

Amends GS 105-501 to provide that funds for Property Tax Div’n of Dep’t of Revenue, 
Property Tax Comm'n, and Institute of Government’s property tax training program to be withheld 
from distributions of additional 1/2 cent sales tax to local governments. 

Add GS 105-130.3A to levy 3.5% surtax on corporate income tax. Amends GS 105-136 
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(individual income tax rates) to increase maximum limit of 7% tax bracket from $10,000 to 
$30,000, to add new 7.5% bracket ranging from $30,000 to $60,000, and new 8% bracket on. 
amount in excess of $60,000. Tax increases effective for tax years on and after Jan. 1, 1990. 
Enacts new GS 105-275.1 to provide that after July 1, 1991, Sec’y of Rev. shall allocate to 
counties amount of intangibles taxes collected in last year of collection, plus or minus an amount 
that equals the product of that amount and the percentage by which state personal income in- 
creased or decreased during the most recent 12-month period. Same formula to be used in each 
succeeding year. Amount allocated to counties to be apportioned between county and cities in 
proportion to the total amount of ad valorem taxes levied by each during the fiscal year preceding 
the distribution. 
Introduced by Rauch. Referred to Finance. 


S 206. MONROE ABC LAW ENFORCEMENT. "TO CHANGE THE JURISDICTION OF THE MONROE 
ABC LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICER." Amends Ch. 541, SL 1963 (as amended) to provide that 
Monroe City ABC Board may contract for law enforcement under GS 18B-501(f). Clarifies that 
persons appointed by Board have same authority within Monroe (now, Union County) as other 
peace officers. 

Introduced by Plyler. Referred to Aicoholic Beverage Control. 


S 207. REPEAL UNUSED TAX CREDITS. "TO REPEAL CERTAIN UNUSED CORPORATE INCOME 


TAX CREDITS." Repeals GS 105-130.28 (credit for construction of a photovoltaic equipment facil- 
ity), GS 105-130.29 (credit for construction of an olivine brick facility), GS 105-130.30 (credit for 
construction of a methane gas facility), GS 105-130.31 (credit for installation of a wind energy 
device), GS 105-130.27A (credit for construction of a peat facility), and GS 105-130.37 (credit for 
gleaned crop). Specifies that rights or liabilities arising before repeal of statutes are not affected. 
Applies to taxable years beginning on Jan. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Plyler. Referred to Finance. 


S 208. INCREASE DEPENDENT CARE CREDIT. "TO INCREASE THE INCOME TAX CREDIT FOR 
CHILD CARE AND CERTAIN EMPLOYMENT-RELATED EXPENSES.” Amends GS 105-151.11(a) to 
increase the income tax credit for expenses incurred in connection with care of children and 
other dependents to 10% (now, 7%) of employment-related expenses. Applies to taxable years 
beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1989. 

introduced by Plyler. Referred to Finance. 


S 209. FOOD TAX CREDIT. "TO ALLOW AN INCOME TAX CREDIT FOR INDIVIDUALS WITH LOW 
OR MODERATE INCOMES TO OFFSET THE SALES TAX ON FOOD.” Adds new GS 105-151.16 to 
provide an Individual income tax credit for taxpayers with a net taxable income equal to or below 
$15,000. Provides that the number of personal exemptions claimed by a taxpayer determines the 
amount of the credit as follows: (1) one = $45 credit; (2) two = $50; (3) three = $55; (4) four = 
$60; (5) five = $65; and (6) six or more = $75. Prohibits the following taxpayers from claiming 
the credit: (1) person who was not NC resident for at least last half of taxable year; (2) person 
who received assistance under the federal Food Stamp Program for the entire taxable year; (3) 
person who was an inpatient at a hospital facility, as defined in GS 131E-16, for at least half the 
taxable year; (4) person who was in jail or in other official detention for at least half the taxable 
year; (5) person who may be claimed as a dependent by another under GS 105-149(a)(5); (6) 
married person living with spouse and not filing joint return as provided by GS 105-152.1; and (7) 
taxpayer whose gross income for the taxable year exceeds $30,000. Provides that the taxpayer 
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shall be refunded any amount by which the tax credit exceeds the amount of income tax im- 
posed, but not if the amount is less than one dollar. Defines "taxpayer” to mean unmarried indi- 
vidual, married individual not living with spouse, or husband and wife living together and filing 
joint return. Provides that if one spouse is ineligible for the credit because he or she received 
federal food stamp assistance or may be claimed as a dependent by another under GS 105- 
149(a)(5), then the other spouse is also ineligible. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after 
Jan. 1, 1990. 

Introduced by Rauch. Referred to Finance. 


S 210. TAX AMNESTY PROGRAMN-3. "TO CREATE A TAX AMNESTY PROGRAM, MODIFY 
PENALTIES FOR WILLFUL VIOLATION OF THE REVENUE LAWS, AND APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
THE DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE FOR ENHANCED ENFORCEMENT CAPABILITIES AND GREATER 
TAXPAYER COMPLIANCE.” Substantive provisions identical to H 272. 

Introduced by Rauch. Referred to Judiciary. 


S 211. ELDERLY CARE TAX CREDIT. "TO ALLOW AN INCOME TAX CREDIT TO A HOUSEHOLD 
WHEN ONE SPOUSE PROVIDES FULL-TIME CARE FOR A PARENT WHO WOULD OTHERWISE BE 
IN A NURSING HOME." Adds GS 105-151.18, allowing $300 credit against income tax for each 
taxable year in which taxpayer’s spouse cares for qualifying parent of spouse or taxpayer. In 
order to qualify for credit, spouse must not be employed or enrolled in school at any time during 
taxable year. Provides that credit is reduced by 7% of gifts from qualifying parent or parent’s 
spouse to taxpayer or spouse. Defines "qualifying parent” as parent living with taxpayer and tax- 
payer’s spouse during entire taxable year, who is at least 65 years old and eligible for nursing 
home care. Taxpayer must attach to tax return physician’s certification that parent is eligible for 
nursing home care. Specifies that taxpayer claiming deduction under GS 105-147(28) is not eligi- 
ble for credit. Makes conforming changes in GS 105-147(28). Effective for taxable years begin- | 
ning on or after Jan. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Rauch. Referred to Finance. 


S 212. EXPAND SCHOLARSHIP TAX EXEMPTION. "TO EXEMPT FROM INCOME TAX 
SCHOLARSHIP FUNDS FOR TRAVEL AND RELATED EXPENSES FOR INTERNSHIPS THAT ARE 
PART OF THE SCHOLARSHIP PROGRAM OF THE EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTION AND THAT REQUIRE 
THE RECIPIENT TO LIVE AWAY FROM THE EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTION.” Amends GS 105- 
141(b)(10) as title indicates (cited section excludes from gross income for purposes of individual 
income tax certain amounts received as scholarships). Effective January 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Rauch. Referred to Finance. 


S 215. BOARD OF GOVERNORS’ ELECTION-2. "7O ESTABLISH THE PROCEDURE FOR 
NOMINATING AND ELECTING MEMBERS OF THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF 
NORTH CAROLINA." Identical to S 191 except (1) requires Senate Committee on Higher 
Education to choose at least two nominees for each category of seats on Board of Governors; (2) 
Senate Committee nominees to be placed before and recommended to joint session of Senate 
and House of Representatives; (3) specifies procedures for joint session of Senate and House of 
Representatives on February 28, 1989 for nomination for election to Board of Governors; (4) 
Senate to hold election on March 1, 1989 (was, February 28, 1989); and (5) provides that number 
of nominees eligible to be voted on in event of runoff shall be twice the number of positions to be 
filled. 

Introduced by Murphy. Referred to Higher Education.

House committee substitute amends definition of “cumulative effects” in new GS 113A- 
120(a)(10) to specify that cumulative effects include the effects of additional projects (was, 
development) similar to the requested permit in areas available for development in the vicin- 
ity, etc. Adds provision that cumulative effects are to be determined by assessing the impact 
of proposed or reasonably predictable future development pilus the effects attributable to 
existing development in the vicinity of the proposed project. 


H 116. HISTORIC PLACES REGISTER. (See p. 84). 
House amendment changes effective date to October 1, 1989 (was, October 1, 1988). 


SENATE BILLS 


S 16. UNION TOWN JUNKED CARS. (See pp. 21, 90) 
House amendment makes technical change. 


S 27 ENVIRONMENTAL REG. LIMIT REPEALED. (See p. 29) 
Senate committee substitute changes title to "AN ACT TO REPEAL THOSE PORTIONS OF THE 
GENERAL STATUTES THAT REQUIRE THAT ENVIRONMENTAL RULES BE NO MORE 
RESTRICTIVE THAN COMPARABLE FEDERAL REGULATIONS, TO REQUIRE THAT AN 
ASSESSMENT REPORT BE PREPARED AS TO THE BENEFITS AND BURDENS LIKELY TO 
RESULT FROM ENVIRONMENTAL RULE-MAKING, AND TO REQUIRE THAT THE BENEFITS OF 
ENVIRONMENTAL RULE-MAKING EXCEED THE BURDENS,” and adds following provisions to 
original bill: 

(1) Benefit and Burden Assessment. Adds new GS 150B-11.1 to specify additional re- 
quirements for administrative rule-making pursuant to GS 20-128.2 (motor vehicle emission 
standards), GS Ch. 130A, Arts. 9, 10, and 11 (respectively, solid waste management, NC 
Drinking Water Act, and sanitary sewer systems), and GS Ch. 143, Arts. 21, 21A, 21B, and 
38 (respectively, water and air resources, oil pollution and hazardous substances control, air 
pollution control, and water resources). Specifies that additional requirements do not apply 
to (1) any federal regulation adopted by reference pursuant to GS 150B-14, (2) any state 
standard that is identical to a federal standard or the form of which is prescribed by federal 
law or regulation, (3) rule-making for which no hearing is required as provided by GS 150B- 
12(f)-(h), or (4) temporary rule-making pursuant to GS 150B-13. 

Under GS 150B-11.1, agency adopting, amending, or repealing rules pursuant to cited 
statutes must prepare and consider an assessment report as part of the rule-making proc- 
ess. Agency must find that the benefits of the rule-making exceed its burdens, for the rule to 
be adopted, amended, or repealed. Report is to consist of an estimate of the aggregate 
social and economic benefits and burdens likely to result from the proposed rulemaking, 
including, at a minimum, the benefits and burdens to the environment and the ecology, pub- 
lic health, commerce and industry, state and local governments, and agriculture. To extent 
practical, report is to estimate effect of rule-making on paperwork. Both short- and long-term 
benefits and burdens are to be considered. 

Report is to present all relevant data, assumptions, analysis, and calculations in suffi- 
cient detail to permit agency and any reviewing body to easily understand the information 
presented. Scope of report and resources aliocated for preparation are to be commensurate 
with the availability of information and the rule-making’s relative significance. 
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Assessment is to take account of uncertainties of estimating particular benefits and 
burdens and difficulties involved in comparing qualitatively and quantitatively dissimilar ones. 
Those which cannot be precisely quantified may be expressed in qualitative terms. 

Specifies that numerically precise cost-benefit is not required and that costs need not 
be considered when prohibited by federal law. Requires agency to make reasonable effort to 
secure information required for report using any statutory authority available. Permits agency 
to request technical assistance from state agencies, Agricultural Extension Service and UNC 
institutions. 

Notice of proposed rule-making must be given 60 days before hearing and must in- 
clude information about available assessment report. Report must be available 15 days be- 
fore hearing. Agency may charge reasonable fee for report. 

Report is not required if agency determines proposed rule will not significantly burden 
any person. Notice of intent not to prepare report, and procedures for requesting a report 
must be in notice of proposed rule-making. Request for report must include data demon- 
Sstrating a significant burden to person making request. 

If rule is modified and significantly alters assessment of benefits and burdens, assess- 
ment report must be amended. Final assessment report is part of rule-making record. 

Makes conforming change to GS 143B-30.2(a) (review of rules by Administrative Rules 
Review Comm'n) to specify that Comm’n may not determine rule for which report is required 
is reasonably necessary unless agency has found that benefits exceed burdens. Provides 
that current rules are not affected and requires agencies to implement from current appro- 
priations. 

(2) Further Deletion of Reference to Federal Standards. Amends GS 143-215.3(a)(15) 
(authorizing Environmental Management Comm’n to implement programs to prevent pollution 
from underground tanks containing oil or hazardous substances in accordance with require- 
ments made mandatory on approved state programs by federal agencies administering cited 
federal laws) to delete reference to mandatory federal requirements and to specify that 
Comm'n is authorized to adopt rules and implement programs to prevent pollution from 
tanks containing petroleum, petroleum products, or hazardous substances (underlined words 
added; word "oii” deleted). 

Effective upon ratification, except with respect to rule- ayatiae proceeding in which 
prior notice of public hearing has been published.

H 301. LOCAL CAPITAL RESERVE FUNDS. "70 PERMIT COUNTIES TO CREATE CAPITAL 
RESERVE FUNDS TO PAY CLAIMS AND JUDGMENTS.” Amends GS 159-18 to permit cities and 
counties to establish capital reserve funds for the defense and payment of claims brought against 
them or their employees or officers.

Amends GS 153A-309(a) to make clear that board of county comm’rs may 
by resolution (effective at the beginning of a subsequent fiscal year) permit county service dis- 
tricts with $.15 rate limit established under GS 153A-309.2 to provide emergency medical, rescue, 
and/or ambulance services. Comm’rs must continue to observe $.15 rate limit in levying property 
taxes for such purposes.

H 303. PROSTITUTES’ AIDS TESTS/CRIME. "TO REQUIRE THAT CONVICTED PROSTITUTES ARE 
TESTED FOR HIV VIRUS INFECTION AND TO MAKE PROSTITUTION AFTER POSITIVE TESTING FOR 
HIV VIRUS INFECTION A CLASS J FELONY.” Amends GS 14-207 and -208 as title indicates. 
Probation or parole for persons testing positive for HIV must include such terms and conditions 
as to ensure medical treatment and prevention of spreading of HIV. Test to be performed by 
local health department, with results of positive test to be reported to requesting court and to 
Div’n of Health Services, Dep’t of Human Resources. Provides that test results may not be dis- 
closed without court order. 

Introduced by Brawley. Referred to Judiciary. 
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H 304. PRISONER’S AIDS TESTS. "TO REQUIRE THAT ALL INCOMING PRISONERS BE TESTED 
FOR HIV VIRUS INFECTION.” Amends GS 15A-1353(a) to provide that commitment orders must. 
require Dep’t of Correction to test prisoner for AIDS. 

Introduced by Brawley. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 305. INCREASE DEPENDENT CARE CREDIT (=S 208). "TO INCREASE THE INCOME TAX 
CREDIT FOR CHILD CARE AND CERTAIN EMPLOYMENT-RELATED EXPENSES." See identical bill S 
208. 

Introduced by S. Thompson. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 306. REMOVE AUTO SALES TAX CAP. "TO REMOVE THE THREE HUNDRED DOLLAR SALES 
AND USE TAX CAP ON AIRCRAFT, RAILWAY LOCOMOTIVES, RAILWAY CARS, MOTOR VEHICLES, 
AND BOATS." Amends GS 105-164.4(1) and -164.6(3a) to provide that sales tax shall be at the 
rate of 2% of sales price with no cap. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by S. Thompson. Referred to Finance. 


H 307. SEVEN DEVILS ANNEX MORATORIUM. "TO PLACE A MORATORIUM ON ANNEXATIONS 
BY THE TOWN OF SEVEN DEVILS WITHIN WATAUGA COUNTY." Provides that Town of Seven 
Devils may not annex any territory in Watauga County between date of Act’s ratification and July 
1, 1991. 

Introduced by Judy Hunt. Referred to Government. 


H 308. DAVIDSON PRECINCTS (=S 224). "TO ALLOW DAVIDSON COUNTY TO ESTABLISH 
VOTING PRECINCTS WITHOUT REGARD TO TOWNSHIP BOUNDARIES." Modifies GS 163-128, as 
title indicates. 

Introduced by Hege. Referred to Government. 


H 309. PRESCHOOL DEAF FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A PRESCHOOL MOBILE 
CLASSROOM AT THE EASTERN NORTH CAROLINA SCHOOL FOR THE DEAF." Appropriates 
$116,000 from General Fund to Div’n of Services for the Deaf and Hard of Hearing, Dep’t of 
Human Resources, for fiscal 1989-90 for cited purpose. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Jones. Referred to Education. 


H 310. STUDENT ACTIVITY/DEAF SCHOOL FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR PLANNING 
FOR THE STUDENT ACTIVITY COMPLEX AT THE EASTERN NORTH CAROLINA SCHOOL FOR THE 

DEAF." Appropriates $101,000 from General Fund to Div’n of Services for the Deaf and Hard of 
Hearing, Dep’t of Human Resources for fiscal 1989-90 for stated purpose. Effective July 1, 1989. 
introduced by Jones. Referred to Education. 


H 311. VESTAL HALL FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR VESTAL HALL AT THE EASTERN 
NORTH CAROLINA SCHOOL FOR THE DEAF." Appropriates $393,146 from General Fund to Div’n 
of Services for the Deaf and Hard of Hearing, Dep’t of Human Resources, for fiscal 1989-90 for 
capital expenses for renovations of cited building. Effective July 1, 1989. | 

Introduced by Jones. Referred to Education. 


H 312. AGRIMEDICINE FEASIBILITY STUDY. "TO REQUIRE THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH 
CAROLINA BOARD OF GOVERNORS TO STUDY THE FEASIBILITY OF AN AGRIMEDICINE PROGRAM 
IN NORTH CAROLINA." Requires UNC Board of Governors to study the need for and feasibility 
and costs of establishing an agrimedicine program involving the joint resources of a constituent 
institution’s medical school and a constituent institution’s agricultural school. Study is to consider 
potential service, research, and education functions of such a program, including: (1) providing 
lab analyses and consultations concerning diagnosis and treatment of diseases and symptoms 
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related to use of or exposure to agricultural chemicals; (2) research on pesticide exposure, other 
agriculturally-related health concerns, and chemical hypersensitivity among farm and nonfarm 
populations; (3) training physicians and other health care providers on the recognition of 
pesticide-related health symptoms; and (4) training community and farm groups on the health 
effects of agricultural activities. Board is to report its findings and recommendations in writing to 
Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations by March 31, 1990. 

Introduced by Holt. Referred to Rules. 


H 313. CLEAN RISK REDEFINED. "TO AMEND THE REINSURANCE FACILITY LAW BY 
REDEFINING A ‘CLEAN RISK.'" Amends GS 58-248(1) to define clean risk as owner of nonfleet 
private passenger motor vehicle if owner, principal operator, and each licensed operator in 
owner’s household have two years’ driving experience as licensed drivers and none assigned any 
Safe Driver Incentive Plan points under GS Ch. 58, Art. 12B for three year period preceding 
either (1) date of application for insurance or (2) date of preparation of renewal of insurance. 
Introduced by Holt. Referred to Commerce. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 213. ON-SITE SEWAGE REGULATION (=H 268). "TO MAKE VARIOUS CHANGES IN THE LAWS 
RELATING TO TRAINING AND CONTINUING EDUCATION FOR SANITARIANS, LOCAL HEALTH 
BOARD MEMBERSHIP, REVIEW, AND APPEAL PROCEDURES FOR IMPROVEMENT PERMIT 
APPLICATIONS, AND PERMITTING OF ON-SITE SEWAGE SYSTEMS.” See identical bill S 268. 
Introduced by Barker. Referred to Environment. 


S 214. WARSAW ZONING NOTICES. "TO EXEMPT THE TOWN OF WARSAW FROM CERTAIN 
ZONING NOTICE REQUIREMENTS." Exempts Warsaw from requirements of GS 160A-384 con- 
cerning mail notice of zoning changes. 

Introduced by Murphy. Referred to Local Government. 


S 216. SINGLE PRIME PUBLIC CONTRACTS-2. "TO ALLOW PUBLIC CONTRACTS TO BE BID IN 
THE ALTERNATIVE AS MULTI-PRIME OR SINGLE PRIME CONTRACTOR CONTRACTS." Identical to 
H 223, except (1) contains no minority business set-aside and (2) amends GS 143-128(b) to pro- 
vide that if public body chooses to use single prime contract system, it must also seek bids for 
the project and award the contract to the lowest responsible bidder(s) for the total project regard- 
less of the contract system used. 

Introduced by Bryan. Referred to State Government. 


S 217. JOINT CONFIRMATION SESSIONS. "PROVIDING THAT THE SPEAKER OF THE HOUSE OF 
REPRESENTATIVES AND THE PRESIDENT PRO TEMPORE OF THE SENATE MAY, DURING THE 
1989 REGULAR SESSION, PROVIDE FOR JOINT SESSIONS OF BOTH HOUSES TO ACT ON 
CONFIRMATION OF NOMINEES OR APPOINTMENTS." As title indicates. 

Introduced by Winner. Referred to Rules. 


S 218. APPOINTED JUDGES —CONSTITUTION. "TO AMEND THE NORTH CAROLINA 
CONSTITUTION TO PROVIDE FOR APPOINTMENT OF JUSTICES AND JUDGES BY THE GOVERNOR, 
WITH THE ADVICE AND CONSENT OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, AND TO AUTHORIZE THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY TO PROVIDE FOR A PROCEDURE TO DETERMINE IF JUDGES SO 
APPOINTED SHOULD BE RETAINED IN OFFICE." Proposes amendments to various sections of Art. 
IV of NC Constitution to eliminate references to judicial elections and to insert in their place 
provisions for Governor to appoint judges and justices, subject to confirmation by majority vote of 
House and Senate. Provides for four-year initial term, and eight-year subsequent term for each 
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judge. Authorizes General Assembly to establish method by which retention of judges to be deter- 
mined. Specifies that judges in office at time amendments adopted are subject to retention pro- 
cedures only, and authorizes extension of terms if necessary for transition to new system. 

Sets out wording of ballot, and provides that referendum on proposed amendments to be 
submitted at special election on Nov. 7, 1989; if approved, amendments become effective Jan. 
15, 1989. 

Introduced by Winner. Sent to Constitution. 


S 219. APPOINTIVE JUDGES —8TATUTE. "TO PROVIDE FOR APPOINTMENT OF JUDGES BY THE 
GOVERNOR SUBJECT TO THE ADVICE AND CONSENT OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, TO PROVIDE 
FOR THE RECONFIRMATION OF SITTING JUDGES BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY AND TO PROVIDE 
FOR TRANSITIONAL AND OTHER PROVISIONS NECESSARY TO MOVE FROM AN ELECTIVE TO AN 
APPOINTIVE SYSTEM." Adds GS Ch. 7A, Art. 1A, to implement proposed constitutional amend- 
ment contained in S 218. 

Nomination by Governor. Provides that vacancies in office of Chief Justice, Associate 
Justice, Court of Appeals Judge, Superior Court Judge, and District Court Judge shall be filled 
by nomination of the Governor, within 90 days of creation of vacancy. For new judgeships, nomi- 
nation is to be made within 90 days from date act creating judgeship becomes effective. If va- 
cancy occurs by virtue of incumbent’s decision not to seek reconfirmation, Governor must submit 
nomination by Feb. 1 of year in which nomination will be considered by General Assembly. 
Provides that nominees may serve in judgeship pending confirmation decision by General 
Assembly, unless vacancy will not occur until end of term. Directs Governor to make reasonable 
efforts to insure that nominees are representative of people of state. Requires all nominees to be 
registered voters and, if judgeship requires residence in a district, requires at least six months 
residence in district. 

Confirmation. Provides that nominees must be confirmed by majority vote of each house of 
General Assembly to retain office. Nomination is generally subject to confirmation in first long 
session conducted after nomination is submitted, but if nomination submitted during session and 
after April 1, General Assembly may, but does not have to, consider confirmation in that session. 
Requires Governor to appoint nominees confirmed by General Assembly. 

Reconfirmation. Provides that sitting judge or justice, to be reconfirmed, must indicate his 
desire to be considered for reconfirmation in writing to Governor by November 1 of year before 
term expires. Failure to submit notice results in vacancy at end of term. Governor must notify 
General Assembly and Judicial Standards Comm’n upon receipt of notice. Comm’n must investi- 
gate judge’s performance and hold public hearing on reconfirmation. Comm'n must then recom- 
mend to General Assembly whether the judge should be reconfirmed. Requires two/thirds majority 
vote of each house to reverse Comm'n’s recommendation. Failure of either house to act results 
in acceptance of Commission’s recommendation. Specifies that Comm’n records are not subject 
to public records law in GS Ch. 132. 

Terms. Provides for initial term for all justices and judges of four years, beginning on Sept. 
1 of year in which confirmed. If reconfirmed, provides for subsequent terms of eight years. 

Transitional provisions. Provides that all incumbent judges holding offices currently filled by 
election on effective date of act are subject to reconfirmation procedures, but not to appointment 
procedures. If judge has at least four years in the judgeship now held at end of his term, pro- 
vides that he is subject to reconfirmation in session convening in year after term expires. If judge 
has less than four years in judgeship at end of term, extends term to allow him to have four 
years before being subject to reconfirmation. Extends terms of all sitting judges from expiration of

term until following Aug. 31. Makes numerous conforming changes in GS Ch. 7A and 163. 
Repeals GS 7A-142, which provides that district bar must nominate names for district court 
vacancy. 

Effective on Jan. 15, 1990 if constitutional amendments in S 218 are approved by voters. | 
Introduced by Winner. Referred to Constitution. 





S 220. UTILITIES COMM’N CONFIRMATION. "PROVIDING FOR A JOINT SESSION OR SESSIONS 
OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES AND THE SENATE TO ACT ON CONFIRMATION OF THE 
APPOINTMENTS MADE BY THE GOVERNOR TO MEMBERSHIP ON THE NORTH CAROLINA 
UTILITIES COMMISSION AND TO THE POSITION OF EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR OF THE PUBLIC STAFF 
AND PROVIDING FOR REVIEW OF THE GOVERNOR’S APPOINTMENTS BY THE HOUSE COMMITTEE 
ON INFRASTRUCTURE AND THE SENATE COMMITTEE ON COMMERCE.” Provides that House 
Committee on Infrastructure and Senate Committee on Public Utilities shall review appointment of 
(1) Charles H. Hughes by Governor to complete term of Comm’r Robert Koger, and (2) Robert 
Gruber by Governor to position of Executive Director of Public Staff of Comm’n, with each com- 
mittee to report its recommendations to joint session of House of Representatives and Senate. 
Sets date of March 30, 1989 to receive reports and vote on confirmation of appointments if two 
houses deem such action appropriate. Approval of majority of those present and voting of each 
house required for each confirmation, with proceedings of joint session(s) governed by rules of 
the Senate as applicable. 

Introduced by Guy. Referred to Rules. 


S 221. ACADEMIC FRAUD/GRADE CHANGES-2. "TO PROVIDE THAT IT IS UNLAWFUL TO GIVE 
OR CHANGE A STUDENT’S GRADE IN EXCHANGE FOR AN ITEM OF VALUE OR MONEY." As title 
indicates. In addition, restricts exemption for students who are subject to school disciplinary 
authority to those enrolled in North Carolina schools. 

introduced by Sands. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 222. MENTAL HEALTH STUDY CONTINUED. "FURTHER CONTINUING THE MENTAL HEALTH 
STUDY COMMISSION." As title indicates. In addition to other duties, requires Mental Health Study 
Comm'n to oversee implementation of Comprehensive Long Range Plan for Adults with Severe 
and Persistent Mental Illness, oversee testing of funding policies, and study insurance coverage 
for mental illness and chemical dependency. Appropriates from the General Fund $20,000 for 
fiscal year 1989-90 for insurance study. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Harris. Referred to Rules. 


S 223. BIRTH/FETAL DEATH REGISTRATION. "TO INCREASE THE PERIOD FOR REGISTERING 
BIRTHS AND FETAL DEATHS.” Amends GS 130A-101(a), -101(b), and -114(a) as title indicates, 
increasing period from five to ten days. 

Introduced by Harris. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 224. DAVIDSON PRECINCTS (= H 308). "TO ALLOW DAVIDSON COUNTY TO ESTABLISH 
VOTING PRECINCTS WITHOUT REGARD TO TOWNSHIP BOUNDARIES." See identical bill H 308. 
Introduced by Cochrane. Referred to Election Laws. 


S 225. MEDICAID/INFANTS, PREGNANT WOMEN. "TO PROVIDE MEDICAID COVERAGE FOR 
PREGNANT WOMEN AND FOR CHILDREN, TO EXPAND THE RURAL OBSTETRICAL INCENTIVE 
PROGRAM, AND TO INCREASE PHYSICIAN REIMBURSEMENT FOR MATERNITY CARE." Effective 
Jan. 1, 1990, expands medicaid coverage to women and children up to age of one whose family 
income is 185% or less of federal poverty guidelines; prohibits use of resource test. Appropriates 
from General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Medical Assistance (Div’n) $7,055,281 
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for fiscal 1989-90 and $14,110,562 for fiscal 1990-91 for expanded coverage. Effective Oct. 1, 
1989 appropriates from General Fund to Div’n $794,250 and $1,059,000 for fiscal years 1989-90 
and 1990-91 respectively for county social service eligibility personnel, including personnel to work 
at “outpost” locations such as health departments. Appropriates from General Fund to Div’n 
$650,000 and $1 million for respective fiscal years 1989-90 and 1990-91 to expand Rural 
Obstetrical Care Initiative. Effective Oct. 1, 1989, appropriates from General Fund $950,820 for 
1989-90 and $1,333,212 for 1990-91 to increase physician reimbursement for maternity care. 
Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Walker. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 226. EXPAND JUDICIAL DIVISIONS. "TO EXPAND THE NUMBER OF SUPERIOR COURT 
JUDICIAL DIVISIONS, SO AS TO REDUCE TRAVEL WHILE MAINTAINING ROTATION." Amends GS 
7A-41(a) to expand number of superior court judicial divisions from four to eight. Specifies com- 
position of divisions by superior court districts. Effective Jan. 1, 1990. 

Introduced by Winner. Referred to Judiciary 2.

H 314. GRANVILLE PRECINCT BOUNDARIES. "TO ALLOW GRANVILLE COUNTY TO ESTABLISH 
VOTING PRECINCTS WITHOUT REGARD TO TOWNSHIP BOUNDARIES.” Modifies GS 163-128 as 
title indicates. 

introduced by Watkins. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 315. ADD JUDGE DISTRICT COURT 8. "TO ADD AN ADDITIONAL JUDGE IN DISTRICT COURT 
8.” Amends GS 7A-133 as title indicates. Provides for additional judge to be elected at 1990 
general election. 

introduced by Lilley. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 316. NURSING SCHOLARS PROGRAM (=S 243). "TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA 
NURSING SCHOLARS PROGRAM AND THE NORTH CAROLINA NURSING SCHOLARS 
COMMISSION.” Adds GS Ch. 90, Art. 9C, to establish NC Nursing Scholar Comm’n (Comm'n). 
Comm'n to consist of eleven members serving four year terms: (1) chair of State Board of 
Nursing or designee; (2) chair of State Education Assistance Authority (SEAA); (3) three persons 
appointed by governor; (4) six persons appointed by General Assembly, three recommended by 
president pro tempore and three by speaker. 

Establishes Nursing Scholars Program (Program) to provide loans of up to $5,000 per year 
for baccalaureate and diploma nursing education for nurses who agree to practice in NC. 
Comm'n establishes standards for loan recipients. Interest accrues on loans at rate of 10% per 
year beginning 90 days after earlier of completion of education program or termination of loan 
because of student’s withdrawal or failure to meet standards of Comm’n. SEAA will forgive loan if 
within seven years of graduation recipient practices nursing in NC for one year for every year of 
loan support; otherwise, loan must be repaid in ten years. 

Comm'n may establish regional review committees to assist in selection and recruitment of 
minority students. Comm’n will operate independently of UNC Board of Governors and State 
Board of Community Colleges, but must administer Program in cooperation with nursing schools. 
SEAA will provide program staffing and implementation, rule-making and disbursement and collec- 
tion of loan funds. 

Funds appropriated to or received as repayments by Program shall be placed in revolving 
fund for additional scholarships. Appropriates from General Fund to UNC Board of Governors 
$100,000 in each year of 1989-91 biennium for use by SEAA in administering program. Effective 
July 1, 1989.

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H 317. NURSES AIDES REGISTRY (=S 242). "TO AUTHORIZE THE BOARD OF NURSING TO 
ESTABLISH A NURSES AIDES REGISTRY.” Adds new GS 90-171.55 as title indicates. Directs 
Board of Nursing to include in registry Level | nurses aides meeting applicable state and federal 
registry requirements as adopted by Medical Care Comm'n and who are employed in state- 
licensed or Medicare/Medicaid-certified nursing facilities. Permits Board to charge $5 fee for each 
registry applicant. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Nesbitt. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 318. NURSING PROGRAMS FUNDS (=S 244). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR NURSING 
EDUCATION AND TRAINING PROGRAMS.” Makes appropriations for 1989-91 biennium from 
General Fund, effective July 1, 1989, to agencies and for purposes as follows. 

Recruitment. To UNC Board of Governors for Area Health Education Centers, (1) $100,000 
for each year of biennium to develop more varied clinical training sites for nursing students, (2) 
$50,000 for each year of biennium to provide information and training programs to help retain 
new nursing graduates, (3) $75,000 for each year of biennium to provide materials and training 
about health careers for middle-school career exploration teachers, and (4) $75,000 for each year 
of biennium to increase availability of refresher courses for nurses. To Dep’t of Community 
Colleges, $3 million for each year of biennium as supplemental funding for nursing education 
programs. To Foundation for Nursing, Inc., $100,000 for each year of biennium for cost of pro- 
moting nursing as a profession. To UNC Board of Governors, (1) $75,000 for 1989-90 for com- 
petitive grants to UNC and community college schools of nursing for innovative recruitment 
efforts, and (2) $125,000 for each year of biennium to expand pilot efforts in nursing recruitment. 

Retention. To UNC Board of Governors, $75,000 for each year of biennium for competitive 
grants to employers of nurses for developing innovative pilot efforts to retain nurses in patient 
care; $225,000 for 1989-90 and $335,000 for 1990-91 to continue and expand pilot efforts to 
retain nurses in the profession. To Legislative Comm’n on Nursing, $75,000 for 1989-90 to plan 
Center for Excellence in Nursing. To UNC Board of Governors for AHEC, $100,000 for 1989-90 to 
conduct two pilot institute programs for nurses involved in direct patient care. 

Education. To UNC Board of Governors for AHEC, $240,000 for 1989-90 and $400,000 for 
1990-91 for targeting recruitment efforts for nursing schools, to improve on-campus nursing pro- 
grams for working registered nurses, and to expand off-campus nursing degree programs. To 
UNC Board of Governors, $250,000 for each year of biennium for funding need-based scholarship 
loans for nursing students, of which $20,000 to be allocated to State Education Assistance 
Authority for allocation to NC private colleges with nursing programs. To State Board of 
Community Colleges, $750,000 for each year of biennium for need-based scholarship loans for 
nursing students. 

Salary. To UNC Board of Governors, (1) $50,000 for each year of biennium for funding 
demonstration grants for employers of nurses to experiment with salary programs for nurses 
within professional practice models (but may not be used to pay nursing salaries); (2) $30,000 for 
each year of biennium to fund demonstration grants for employers or nurses to stimulate innova- 
tive approaches to providing child care and flexible fringe benefit plans for nurses, (3) $100,000 
for 1989-90 to provide competitive demonstration grants to health care facilities for improvement 
of nursing support services and productivity efforts, which may include computerization efforts, 
and (4) $50,000 for 1989-90 for incentive planning grants for development of integrated pay, ca- 
reer advancement, and education plans for nurses. 

Introduced by Nesbitt. Referred to Education. 

H 319. HEALTH CARE LICENSING. ”"7O CREATE THE NURSING POOL AND THE HOME CARE 
AGENCY LICENSURE ACTS.” Adds GS Ch. 131, Art. 6, Part E, the “Nursing Pool Licensure Act,” 
and Part F, the “Home Care Agency Licensure Act.” 

Nursing pool is any entity engaged in the business of supplying temporary employment in 
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health care facilities for nursing personnel. Does not include an individual who engages solely in 
providing his own services on a temporary basis. 

Home care agency is any entity in the business of supplying nursing services or nurses 
aides services to persons at home. Home care agency does not include home health agencies 
qualified io participate under the provisions of federal Social Security Act, Titles XVIII and XIX; 
hospices licensed under GS 131E-200; or an individual who engages solely in providing his own 
services. 

Licensing, rules, and inspections. Provides for licensing of nursing pools and home care 
agencies by Dep’t of Human Resources (Dep’t), and authorizes NC Medical Care Comm’n 
(Comm'n) to adopt necessary rules. Forbids operating a nursing pool or home care agency with- 
out a license. Licenses to be granted once Dep’t determines that applicant has complied with 
Part E or Part F and with Comm’'n’s rules. License is issued only for named persons and prem- 
ises, is not transferable without Dep’t’s written approval, and must be conspicuously displayed on 
premises. Provides for inspection of nursing pools and home care agencies by Dep’t to determine 
compliance with act and rules; inspections to be conducted in accordance with Comm’n’s rules. 
Dep’t may suspend, revoke, etc., licenses for substantial failure to comply with act or with rules; 
appeal from such decisions is governed by Administrative Procedure Act (GS Ch. 150B). 
Authorizes Dep't to seek injunctive relief or other process. 

Licensure standards. Nursing pool or home care agency must document that each em- 
ployee who provides care meets the minimum licensing, training, and continuing education stan- 
dards for the employee's position; must comply with all other pertinent regulations relating to the 
health and other qualifications of personnel; must have written administrative and personnel poli- 
cies to govern the services it provides, including policies concerning patient care, personnel, 
training and orientation, supervision, employee evaluation, and organizational structure. Requires 
nursing pools to carry general and professional liability insurance to insure against claims re- 
sulting from negligence or malpractice; requires home care agencies to maintain clinical records 
on all patients, including a plan of treatment prescribed by patient’s physician. Comm’n’s rules 
may include any other aspects of nursing pool or home care agency services that may need to 
be regulated to protect the public. Comm’n may not adopt rules pertaining to regulation of 
charges by nursing pools or home care agencies or to wages paid by pools or agencies. 

Confidentiality. Allows Dep’t representatives making inspections to review records con- 
cerning admission, discharge, medication, treatment, medical condition, or history of any person 
who is or has been a nursing pool or home care agency patient; authorizes persons providing 
treatment to disclose information to a Dep’t representative unless the patient objects in writing. 
Pool or agency is not to release any information or allow any inspections without first informing 
each affected patient in writing of his right to object to and prevent release of information or 
review of records pertaining to him. Immunizes pools, agencies, their employees, and others inter- 
viewed during an inspection from liability for damages resulting from disclosing the information to 
Dep't. 

Forbids Dep’t to disclose (1) any confidential or privileged information unless patient or his 
legal representative gives written authorization or a court orders disclosure, or (2) the name of 
anyone who furnishes information concerning a nursing pool or home care agency, without that 
person’s consent. Dep’t is to set up policies and procedures to prevent unauthorized disclosure. 
Makes willful disclosure by a Dep’t employee, without appropriate authorization or court order, a 
misdemeanor punishable by fine of $500 or less. Exempts all confidential or privileged information 
obtained, and the names of all persons providing information, from GS Ch. 132 (the public re- 
cords law). 

Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

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H 320. NURSING SHORTAGE ALLEVIATION ACT (=S 246). "TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
IMPLEMENTATION OF PROGRAMS TO ADDRESS THE NURSING SHORTAGE IN THE STATE." 

Comm'n on Nursing. Establishes Legislative Comm’n on Nursing to monitor progress under 
act, with members appointed as follows: four senators appointed by Senate president pro tem- 
pore; four House members appointed by speaker; and six citizens, three appointed each by presi- 
dent pro tempore and by speaker. Appropriates $75,000 from General Fund to General Assembly 
in fiscal 1989-90, for operations of Comm'n. 

New Programs. Directs agencies to begin nu 1erous new programs and efforts to increase 
number of nurses and encourages them to begin other efforts. Board of Governors and State 
Board of Community Colleges, along with UNC nursing schools and AHECs, to place students in 
clinical and summer training in nurse-short areas of state. Directs Board of Governors to consider 
new and expanded masters of science programs in nursing. Directs Dep't of Public Education 
and Board of Governors to develop efforts to encourage high school students to pursue college 
degrees in health occupations. Provides for higher levels of funding for nurse programs in com- 
munity colleges and directs Board of Governors and Board of Community Colleges to assure 
adequate salaries for nursing faculty. Directs various agencies to develop programs to advertise 
nursing as profession. Directs AHECS and other state agencies to expand efforts to retain 
nurses, and directs Comm’n on Nursing to develop Center for Excellence in Nursing as part of 
effort. Encourages various educational institutions and agencies to seek to permit greater mobility 
between nursing degree programs. Encourages counties, public and private hospitals, and 
AHECS to enhance compensation for public health and hospital nurses. Encourages programs of 
incentive pay, experimentation with professional practice models for nurses, and continuing 
education. 

Scholarships. Adds new GS 90-171.65 establishing need-based scholarship loan fund for 
nursing students, in UNC, community colleges, and private colleges. 

Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Nesbitt. Referred to Education. 


H 321. ACADEMIC FRAUD/GRADE CHANGES-3. "7O PROVIDE THAT IT IS UNLAWFUL TO GIVE 
OR CHANGE A STUDENT’S GRADE IN EXCHANGE FOR AN ITEM OF VALUE OR MONEY." Identical 
in effect to H 274. 

Introduced by Dawkins. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 322. DOMESTIC VIOLENCE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ADMINISTRATION TO HELP SUPPORT DOMESTIC VIL_ENCE PREVENTION PROGRAMS AND 
CENTERS." Appropriates $967,186 in each year of biennium from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Administration, Council on Status of Women, to be used to make a $20,000 grant in each year of 
biennium to NC Coalition Against Domestic Violence, Inc., and a $30,000 grant each year to 
each of 61 domestic violence centers in existence on Feb. 1, 1989. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by R. Hunter. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 323. INCORPORATE CAROLINA SHORES. "7O INCORPORATE CAROLINA SHORES VILLAGE, 
SUBJECT TO A REFERENDUM." As title indicates, with referendum scheduled for May 8, 1989. 
Provides for Village Council of 7 members, elected at large by plurality, with mayor elected by 
and from counci!. Council members to serve staggered four-year terms, with initial staggering 
dependent on results of 1989 municipal election. Provides for interim operation of Village by 
board of Carolina Shores P.O.A., until 1989 municipal elections, and permits adoption of 1988-89 
and 1989-90 budgets without compliance with timetables of Local Government Budget and Fiscal 
Control Act. 

Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Government. 
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H 324. NO RENTAL CAR COLLISION WAIVERS. "TO PROHIBIT THE SALE OF COLLISION 
DAMAGE WAIVERS BY RENTAL CAR COMPANIES IN CONNECTION WITH SHORT-TERM LEASES.” 
Prohibits rental car companies from holding any authorized driver of rented vehicle liable for dam- 
age to vehicle, during rental of 30 days or less, except in following circumstances: (1) damage is 
caused intentionally or by willful and wanton misconduct of driver; (2) damage arises from opera- 
tion by driver under influence of impairing substance; (3) damage caused by driver in race; (4) 
damage caused by vehicle used in felony on other serious crime; (5) damage caused while vehi- 
cle carrying persons or property for hire; (6) damage arises from unauthorized use outside US or 
Canada; (7) rental based on information provided by renter with intent to defraud rental company. 
Prohibits rental company from requiring security or deposit for damage in any form, and from 
offering coverage for any of exceptions listed above. Requires any action by company against 
renter who is US resident to be brought in state and county of residence. Requires any rental car 
company employee who solicits or sells insurance to be licensed insurance agent or broker. 
Provides for $500 penalty, assessed by Insurance Comm’r, for violation of act, and directs that 
clear proceeds go to General Fund. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Commerce. 


H 325. EXPAND SCHOLARSHIPS TAX EXEMPTION (=S 212). "TO EXEMPT FROM INCOME TAX 
SCHOLARSHIP FUNDS FOR TRAVEL AND RELATED EXPENSES FOR INTERNSHIPS THAT ARE 
PART OF THE SCHOLARSHIP PROGRAM OF THE EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTION AND THAT REQUIRE 
THE RECIPIENT TO LIVE AWAY FROM THE EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTION." See identical bill S 212. 
introduced by Miller. Referred to Education.

Appropriates from General Fund to 
Dep't of Natural Resources & Community Development, Div’n of Parks & Recreation, $250,000 
for 1989-90 to establish residential training center to improve professional skills of state park su- 
perintendenis, rangers, and support staff. Effective July 1, 1989.

S$ 228. PARK LIFEGUARDS FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROVIDE FOR MINIMUM 
LIFEGUARD COVERAGE AT EXISTING SWIMMING BEACHES AND POOLS IN THE STATE PARKS 
SYSTEM." Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Natural Resources & Community 
Development, Div’n of Parks & Recreation, $58,101 for 1989-90 and $58,138 for 1990-91 for cited 
purpose. Effective July 1, 1989. 

introduced by Sherron. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 229. PARK IMPROVEMENT PLAN. "TO ESTABLISH A PARK IMPROVEMENT PLAN (PIP) FOR 
CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT PROJECTS AT STATE PARKS AND RECREATION AREAS AND TO 
APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE INITIAL PHASE OF THE PLAN." Appropriates $10 million in each 
year of 1989-91 biennium to begin initial phase of capital projects under Park Improvement Plan. 
Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Sherron. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 230. PARKS MAINTENANCE STAFF FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROVIDE FOR 
TWENTY-TWO MAINTENANCE POSITIONS AND SUPPORT AT THE STATE PARKS.” Appropriates from 
General Fund to Dep't of Natural Resources & Community Development, Div’n of Parks & 
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Recreation, $1,210,956 for 1989-90 and $730,636 for 1990-91 for one maintenance worker and 
equipment in each state park open for public use. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Sherron. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 231. STATE PARKS STUDY COMMISSION. "TO CREATE A STUDY COMMISSION ON STATE 
PARKS AND RECREATION AREAS." Creates 9-member comm’n, as title indicates, with 3 Senators 
appointed by president pro tempore, 3 House members appointed by speaker, and 3 public mem- 
bers appointed by governor. Directs Comm'n to study parks needs, including possibility of adding 
Randieman Dam area to system, with report due to 1991 legislature. Appropriates $20,000 from 
General Fund to General Assembly in 1989-90 for Comm’n expenses. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Sherron. Referred to Rules. 


S 232. FALLS AND JORDAN LAKES FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR STAFFING AND 
SUPPORT TO OPEN FIVE NEWLY CONSTRUCTED STATE RECREATION AREAS AT FALLS AND 
JORDAN LAKES.” Appropriates from General Fund to Dep't of Natural Resources & Community 
Development, Div’n of Parks & Recreation, $729,909 for 1989-90 and $490,909 for 1990-91 to 
provide staff and support to open Popular Point, Seaforth, Crosswinds, and Ebenezer Recreation 
Areas at Jordan Lake and Rollingview Recreation Area at Falls Lake. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Sherron. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 233. PARKS BROCHURES FUNDS. "TO PROVIDE FOR ONE GENERAL INFORMATION 
BROCHURE FOR DISSEMINATION AT EACH STATE PARK OPEN TO THE PUBLIC.” Appropriates 
from General Fund to Dep’t of Natural Resources & Community Development, Div’n of Parks & 
Recreation, $42,000 for each year of 1989-91 biennium for cited purpose. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Sherron. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 234. ADOPT-A-TRAIL PROGRAM FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE CONTINUATION 
OF THE ADOPT-A-TRAIL PROGRAM." Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Natural 
Resources & Community Development, Div’n of Parks & Recreation, $35,000 for each year of 
1989-91 biennium for cited purpose. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Sherron. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 235. PARK ROADS TO DEP’T TRANSPORTATION. "TO REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT OF 
TRANSPORTATION TO CONSTRUCT, REPAIR, AND MAINTAIN THE STATE PARKS ROADS SYSTEM." 
Amends GS 136-44.2 and 136-44.12 as title indicates. 

Introduced by Sherron. Referred to State Government. 


S 236. ADDITIONAL PARKS STAFF FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROVIDE STAFF AND 
SUPPORT TO IMPLEMENT CONSTRUCTION AND REHABILITATION PROGRAMS IN THE STATE 
PARKS." Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Natural Resources & Community 
Development, Div’n of Parks & Recreation, $271,895 for 1989-90 and $196,895 for 1990-91 for 
six additional staff members and support to implement park construction and rehabilitation pro- 
grams. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Sherron. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 237. PARKS LAND SURVEYING FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR STAFF AND SUPPORT 
FOR A LAND SURVEYING TEAM TO MARK THE BOUNDARIES OF THE STATE PARKS." 
Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Natural Resources & Community Development, Div'n 
of Parks & Recreation, $59,144 for each year of 1989-91 biennium to provide two land surveyors 
to mark and blaze boundaries of 140,000-acre State Parks System. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Sherron. Referred to Appropriations. 
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S 238. STATE TRAILS PROGRAM FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROVIDE OFFICE AND 
EQUIPMENT SUPPORT FOR THE STATE TRAILS COORDINATOR AND FOUR REGIONAL TRAILS 
SPECIALISTS.” Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Natural Resources & Community 
Development, Div’n of Parks & Recreation, $27,500 for 1989-90 and $19,175 for 1990-91 for cited 
purpose. Effective July 1, 1989. 

introduced by Sherron. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 239. STATE PARKS FEES. "TO PROVIDE THAT FEES COLLECTED AT STATE PARKS REMAIN IN 
THE BUDGET OF THE PARK THAT COLLECTED THE FEE AND NOT REVERT TO GENERAL FUND."

H 329. REPEAL UNUSED TAX CREDITS (=S 207). "TO REPEAL CERTAIN UNUSED CORPORATE 
INCOME TAX CREDITS." See identical bill S 207. 
Introduced by Diamont. Referred to Finance. 
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H 330. REPEAL OBSOLETE TAX EXEMPTIONS (=S 203). "TO REPEAL OBSOLETE CORPORATE 
FRANCHISE TAX EXEMPTIONS.” See identical bill S 203. , 
Introduced by Diamont.

H 331. MYROVER-REESE MENTAL HEALTH FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
MYROVER-REESE FELLOWSHIP HOME SUBSTANCE ABUSE FACILITY.” Appropriates from General 
Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Mental Health, Mental Retardation, and Substance 
Abuse Services, $125,000 for fiscal 1989-90, for the Cumberland County Area Mental Health, 
Mental Retardation, and Substance Abuse Authority, for construction of a new building for cited 
facility serving southeast North Carolina. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Beard. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 332. MODIFY CARTERET OCCUPANCY TAX. “TO REPEAL THE CARTERET COUNTY 
OCCUPANCY TAX LEGISLATION AND ENACT NEW LEGISLATION AUTHORIZING CARTERET COUNTY 
TO LEVY A ROOM OCCUPANCY AND TOURISM DEVELOPMENT TAX.” Repeals SL 1987 Ch. 375 
(Carteret County Occupancy Tax). Authorizes Carteret Comm'rs to levy 3% occupancy tax by 
resolution. Sets forth procedures for collection of tax and exempts from tax accommodations fur- 
nished by (1) religious organizations, (2) educational organizations, (3) any business that offers to 
rent fewer than five units, (4) summer camps, (5) any business renting room to same person for 
more than 90 days, and (6) charitable, benevolent, and other nonprofit organizations. Proceeds to 
be distributed as follows: (1) 55% to Carteret County Tourism Development Bureau for tourism 
promotion; (2) 20% to Carteret County for operation and maintenance of Crystal Coast Civic 
Center; and (3) 25% to municipalities within Carteret County divided in same manner as the 1% 
sales tax is distributed by point of collection, with funds to be used for tourist-related services as 
defined in act. Creates Carteret County Tourism Development Bureau and specifies membership. 
Introduced by Mills. Referred to Government. 


H 333. FAIR HOUSING/ADS AND TEMP. RELIEF. "TO AMEND THE STATE FAIR HOUSING ACT TO 
CLARIFY PROVISIONS REGARDING DISCRIMINATORY ADVERTISING AND THE AVAILABILITY OF 
TEMPORARY RELIEF PENDING RESOLUTION OF A DISCRIMINATION COMPLAINT." Amends GS 
41A-6 (exemptions from GS 41A-4, "unlawful discriminatory housing practices”) to specify that 
actions listed in GS 41A-4(a)(6) (discrimination in advertising, forms, etc., for real estate transac- 
tions) are not included in exemptions. Amends GS 41A-7(e) to specify that NC Human Relations 
Council may commence a civil action for temporary or preliminary relief at any time after a com- 
plaint is filed under GS 41A-7 (enforcement of State Fair Housing Act), if it concludes that prompt 
action is needed to carry out the purposes of the Act. 

Introduced by Barnes. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 334. FAIR HOUSING/HANDICAPPED & FAMILY. "TO AMEND THE STATE FAIR HOUSING ACT 
BY EXTENDING PROTECTION TO THE HANDICAPPED AND FAMILIES WITH CHILDREN.” Amends 
GS 41A-3 to (1) define covered multi-family dwellings as buildings with four or more units, to 
define familial status as one or more individuals under age 18 domiciled with parents or desig- 
nee, (2) define handicapping conditions as physical or mental impairment, record of such impair- 
ment, or regarded as impaired, and (3) define housing for older persons as housing provided for 
elderly under federal or state programs, housing intended for sole occupancy by those age 62 or 
older, or housing intended for occupancy by at least one person age 55 or older as shown by 
listed factors. Amends GS 41A-4 to add handicapping condition or familial status to classes pro- 
tected by Fair Housing Act and make it an unlawful discriminatory housing practice to (1) refuse 
to permit reasonable modifications of existing premises occupied by handicapped persons, (2) 
refuse to make reasonable accommodations in rules or practices as necessary for handicapped, 
and (3) fail to design and construct covered multi-family dwellings available after March 13, 1991

so as to make them accessible for handicapped. Makes conforming amendments to GS 41A-4(b), 
-4(c), -5, and -6. Adds GS 41A-6(b) to provide that Act does not require dwelling to be made 
available to one whose tenancy would pose direct threat to health or safety of others or would 
result in substantial physical damage to property of others. Adds GS 41A-6(c) to provide that 
applicable reasonable local or state restrictions regarding maximum occupancy continue, and to 
provide that familial status nondiscrimination requirements have no applicability to housing for 
older persons. Adds GS 41A-6(d) to continue in effect applicable provisions of the Building Code. 
Introduced by Barnes. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 335. SEXUAL HARASSMENT MISDEMEANOR. "TO PROHIBIT SEXUAL HARASSMENT IN THE 
RENTAL OF RESIDENTIAL PROPERTY." Adds GS 14-395.1 to make sexual harassment of lessee 
or prospective lessee by lessor or agent a misdemeanor, and provides that prison term may be 
suspended on condition that offender perform community service. Defines sexual harassment 
based on definition used by US Equal Employment Opportunity Comm’n, to include unwelcome 
sexual advances, requests for sexual favors and other verbal or physical conduct of a sexual 
nature when (1) submission to such conduct made a term of execution or continuation of lease 
agreement, (2) submission to or rejection of such conduct is used to determine lease privileges, 
or (3) such conduct creates a hostile environment. Defines lessee to include all persons residing 
in the rental unit. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Barnes. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 336. FAIR HOUSING/SEXUAL HARASSMENT. "TO AMEND THE FAIR HOUSING ACT TO 
PROHIBIT SEXUAL HARASSMENT IN THE RENTAL OF RESIDENTIAL PROPERTY." Adds G.S. 41A- 
4.1. to make sexual harassment an unlawful discriminatory housing practice. Defines sexual har- 
assment based on definition used by US Equal Employment Opportunity Comm'n, to include un- 
welcome sexual advances, requests for sexual favors and other verbal or physical conduct of a 
sexual nature when (1) submission to such conduct made a term of continuation of lease, (2) 
submission to or rejection of such conduct is used to determine lease privileges, or (3) such 
conduct creates a hostile environment. Lessor to be liable for act of sexual harassment by agents 
only if lessor (1) authorized or encouraged acts, (2) knew or reasonably should have known of 
acts, or (3) knew of acts and failed to take adequate steps to protect lessee from further harass- 
ment. Act does not affect lessor’s liability for negligence in hiring or retaining agent who commits 
acts of harassment.

H 337. CARRBORO CONVEY TO POSTAL SERVICE. "TO ALLOW THE TOWN OF CARRBORO TO 
CONVEY PROPERTY TO THE UNITED STATES POSTAL SERVICE." Amends Carrboro charter to 
specify that the Town may convey town property to the US Postal Service under GS 160A-274. 
Introduced by Barnes. Referred to Government. 


H 338. EXPUNCTION JUVENILE RECORDS. "7O PROVIDE FOR EXPUNCTION OF THE JUVENILE 
RECORD IN CASES WHERE THE COURT DOES NOT ADJUDICATE THE JUVENILE TO BE 
DELINQUENT OR UNDISCIPLINED." Amends 7A-676 (authorizing expunction of records of juveniles 
adjudicated delinquent or undisciplined) to authorize expunction where juveniles are alleged but 
not adjudicated to be delinquent or undisciplined. Any juvenile or person age 16 or older may file 
a petition in court where he was alleged to be delinquent or undisciplined for expunction of all 
juvenile records if the court dismissed the petition without an adjudication that the juvenile was 
delinquent or undisciplined. Provides procedure for expunction in such cases, including notice to 
chief court counselor who may file written objection; if no objection filed, judge may order expun- 
ction without a hearing. If objection filed, must schedule hearing; if judge finds that petitioner 
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satisfies requirements for expunction, he must order the clerk of superior court and the appropri- 
ate law enforcement agencies to expunge their records of the allegations of delinquent or undis- 
ciplined acts. Requires the clerk of superior court to forward certified copy of the order of 
expunction to specified law enforcement agencies and ihe chief court counselor who must imme- 
diately destroy all related juvenile records. Effective July 1, 1989.

H 339. COCAINE/PHENCYCLIDINE POSSESSION. "TO MAKE THE POSSESSION OF ANY AMOUNT 
OF COCAINE OR PHENCYCLIDINE A FELONY.” Amends GS 90-95(d) as title indicates. Possession 
of phencyclidine or of any amount (now, one gram) of cocaine or derivative thereof is made a 
Class | felony. Effective Oct. 1, 1989; applies to offenses occurring on or after that date. 
Introduced by Kimsey. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 340. AREA BOARD COMPOSITION. "TO CHANGE THE COMPOSITION OF AREA MENTAL 
HEALTH, MENTAL RETARDATION, AND SUBSTANCE ABUSE SERVICES BOARDS FOR THE 
PURPOSE OF INCREASING CONSUMER AND FAMILY PARTICIPATION.” Amends GS 122C-118(e), 
which specifies composition of area mental health, mental retardation, and substance abuse 
authority boards, to make foliowing changes: (1) Requires board to have at least one physician 
licensed to practice in NC (now, two); (2) board must have at least one individual each, either a 
primary consumer or an individual from a citizens’ organization, to represent the interests of indi- 
viduals with mental iliness, mental retardation, and substance abuse (total of at least 3 persons) 
(now, one individual each, representing the interests of or from citizens’ organizations repre- 
senting the interests of individuais with mental illness, mental retardation, alcoholism, and drug 
abuse—total of at least 4 persons); and (3) board must have at least one family consumer each 
representing the interests of individuals with mental illness, mental retardation, and substance 
abuse (total of at least 3 persons) (now, ai least one representative from local hospitals or area 
planning organizations).

H 341. PROFESSIONAL CORPORATION SPIN-OFF. "TO PROVIDE THAT A PROFESSIONAL 
CORPORATION MAY FORM A WHOLLY-OWNED SUBSIDIARY PROFESSIONAL CORPORATION 
PURSUANT TO A SPIN-OFF OF PART OF THE BUSINESS." Adds GS 55B-6(b) to allow professional 
corporation to issue 100% of its capital stock to another professional corporation so the distribut- 
ing corporation may, within 30 days, distribute the stock of the controlled corporation to share- 
holders of the distributing corporation, in accordance with section 355 of the Internal Revenue 
Code. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Abernethy. Referred to Commerce. 


H 342. D.O.T. SPARE THAT TREE. "7O RESTRICT THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION 
FROM CUTTING DOWN TREES EXCEPT IN CERTAIN SITUATIONS." Adds GS 136-18.6 to prohibit 
Dep’t of Transportation from cutting trees unless they pose an imminent danger to persons or 
property or unless cutting is approved by district engineer. 

Introduced by Albertson. Referred to infrastructure. 


H 343. LONG-TERM ABSENTEE BALLOTS. "TO PERMIT A VOTER TO RECEIVE ABSENTEE 
BALLOTS FOR AN ENTIRE CALENDAR YEAR WITH ONE APPLICATION IF THAT PERSON IS UNABLE 
TO GO TO A VOTING PLACE DUE TO AGE OR INFIRMITY." Adds GS 163-227.4 to permit voter who 
is unable to get to the polls over a long term due to age or infirmity to apply for and receive 
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absentee ballots for all elections conducted during the calendar year by completing one applica- 
tion. Conforms GS 163-227 and -229(b) and simplifies statutory directions for absentee ballot ap- 
plication forms. Effective for primaries and elections held on or after Jan. 1, 1990. 

Introduced by Dawkins. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 344. RECOUNT LAW CHANGES. "TO AMEND THE AUTOMATIC RECOUNT LAW SO THAT 
CANDIDATES OTHER THAN THE ‘NEXT HIGHEST’ CANDIDATE MAY CALL FOR A RECOUNT IF THEY 
RECEIVED VOTES WITHIN THE STATUTORY RANGE FROM VICTORY, SO THAT NO RECOUNT IS 
REQUIRED IN A STATEWIDE RACE IF THE PETITIONER IS LESS THAN THE LESSER OF ONE-HALF 
PERCENT OR TEN THOUSAND VOTES BEHIND, AND SO THAT A MULTI-COUNTY CANDIDATE MAY 
REQUEST A RECOUNT EIGHT DAYS AFTER THE ELECTION." Amends GS 163-179.1 (canvass by 
county boards of elections) to provide that any candidate whose votes fall within 1% of the votes 
cast for the leading candidate may request a mandatory recount (now, only next highest candi- 
date may so request). Amends GS 163-192.1 (canvass by state board of elections) to provide that 
any candidate whose votes fall within 1% of the votes cast for the leading candidate may request 
a mandatory recount; however, in statewide races no candidate shall be entitled to a recount 
unless the difference is at least 0.5% of the votes cast or 10,000 votes, whichever is less. Further 
amends G.S. 163-192.1 to extend time for calling for mandatory recount from second to the 
eighth day after the election.

H 345. ABSENTEE BALLOT AMENDMENTS. "TO CONSOLIDATE INTO ONE FORM ALL ABSENTEE

ABSENTEE BALLOTS.” Amends GS 163-227 and -69.1(b) to simplify statutory directions for design 
of absentee ballot application forms and to allow name-change form to be included. Amends GS 
163-231(a) to provide that persons witnessing absentee ballot shall respect secrecy of the ballot 
and privacy of the voter unless the voter asks for help. Effective for primaries and elections held 
on or after Jan. 1, 1990.

H 346. WRITE-IN SUNSET REPEALED. "TO MAKE PERMANENT THE ACT REQUIRING 
DECLARATIONS OF INTENT AND PETITIONS FOR WRITE-IN CANDIDATES OTHER THAN IN 
MUNICIPAL AND NONPARTISAN ELECTIONS." Removes June 17, 1989, expiration date from GS 
163-123, as title indicates. Effective June 1, 1989.

H 347. BROADCAST ELECTION NOTICE. "TO PERMIT BOARDS OF ELECTIONS TO PLACE 
NOTICES ON BROADCAST STATIONS OR IN NEWSPAPERS OR BOTH." Amends the following por- 
tions of GS Ch. 163 to allow elections officials to give statutorily required public notices by news- 
paper publication or radio or TV broadcast, or both (now, only newspaper notice allowed): notice 
of a primary, election, or special election (GS 163-33(8); names of precinct officials (GS 163- 
41(c)); notice of new registration (GS 163-78); change in precinct boundaries (GS 163-128(a)); 
governor’s proclamation of presidential and vice-presidential electors’ vote (GS 163-210); county 
board of elections meetings to pass on absentee ballots (GS 163-230(2)); county board meeting 
to count absentee ballots (GS 163-234(2)); appointment of municipal precinct officials (GS 163- 
281(a)); list of registered voters for referendum on incorporation of new municipality (GS 163- 
288.2(a)). Effective Jan. 1, 1990.

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H 348. PARTY COMMITTEES EXEMPTION. "TO ADD POLITICAL PARTY COMMITTEES TO THE 
CAMPAIGN FINANCIAL REPORTING EXEMPTION IF THE THRESHOLD IS NOT EXCEEDED.” Aménds 
GS 163-278.10A to provide that the $500 threshold for financial reports applies to political party 
committees, as well as to candidates. All contributions, expenditures and loans during an election 
shall be counted against the committee’s threshold amount. Effective Jan. 1, 1990.

H 349. ADMINISTRATIVE SUPPORT OF PAC. "TO LIMIT THE AMOUNT OF ‘ADMINISTRATIVE

CONTRIBUTIONS TO THAT PAC.” Amends GS 163-278.19(e) as title indicates. Effective Jan. 1, 
1990.

H 350. CAMPAIGN SOLICITATION PENALTY. “TO CONFORM THE PENALTY FOR ILLEGAL 
CAMPAIGN SOLICITATIONS TO OTHER MISDEMEANOR PENALTIES IN THE ELECTION LAWS." 
Amends GS 163-278.20(b) to remove penalty provisions for making unlawful solicitations of cam- 
paign contributions, thereby making offense punishable as a misdemeanor under GS 163-272. 1 
(maximum penalty 6 months in prison or $1,000 fine, or both). Effective Jan. 1, 1990. 
Introduced by Dawkins. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 351. LEGISLATOR ECONOMIC INTEREST REPORT, "TO PROVIDE THAT LEGISLATORS’ 
ECONOMIC INTEREST STATEMENTS WILL BE AVAILABLE IN A CENTRAL PLACE." Adds GS 120- 
93.1 to require chair of county board of elections to forward certified copy of economic interest 
statement required of candidates for General Assembly to Legislative Services Office after candi- 
date is elected. Amends GS 120-94 to require that statements will be kept in legislative library. 
Makes technical correction to GS 120-96. Effective Jan. 1, 1990.

H 352. PAC DEFINITION CHANGE. "70 CHANGE THE DEFINITION OF ‘POLITICAL COMMITTEE’

STATUS IN A NEWSPAPER.” Amends GS 163-278.6(14) as title indicates.

H 353. IN-KIND CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS. "TO DEFINE ‘IN-KIND CONTRIBUTIONS’ AND 
CLARIFY THAT THEY MUST BE REPORTED AS BOTH CONTRIBUTIONS AND EXPENDITURES." 
Amends GS 163-278.6 to add new subdivision (10a) defining "in-kind contribution” as any conttri- 
bution other than cash and GS 163-278.11(b) to require that in-kind contributions and expendi- 
tures be reported.

H 354. CANDIDATE’S OUT-OF-POCKET EXPENSE. "TO CLARIFY THAT OUT-OF-POCKET

Amends GS 163-278.6(6), -278.8(A), and -278.11 to require that treasurer's campaign account 
shall include contributions by candidate to his own committee, and to specify that expenditures 
by candidate must be listed as contributions to his campaign. Effective January 1, 1990.

H 355. ALTERNATIVE SCHOOLS/PROGRAMS. “TO DIRECT THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION

AND MAINTAIN ALTERNATIVE SCHOOLS AND ALTERNATIVE SCHOOL PROGRAMS FOR

by Mar. 1, 1990.

H 356. REVOKE LIMITED DRIVING (= S 250). "TO MANDATE REVOCATION OF A LIMITED 
DRIVING PRIVILEGE IN CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES.” See identical bill S 250. 
Introduced by Stam. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 357 DEVELOPMENTAL DISABILITY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DIVISION OF 
MENTAL HEALTH, MENTAL RETARDATION, AND SUBSTANCE ABUSE SERVICES, FOR THE 
PURPOSE OF PROVIDING SERVICES TO NORTH CAROLINIANS WITH DEVELOPMENTAL 
DISABILITIES.” Appropriates $750,000 for fiscal 1989-90 and $1 million for fiscal 1990-91 from 
General Fund to cited agency to continue services in accordance with recommendations of 1987 
Report of Mental Health Study Comm’n and approved by 1987 Session of General Assembly. 
Effective July 1, 1989.

H 358. KERNERSVILLE CHARTER REWRITE. "TO REVISE AND CONSOLIDATE THE CHARTER OF 
THE TOWN OF KERNERSVILLE." Provides for five-member city council and mayor, serving four- 
year staggered terms. Members are elected at-large pursuant to the nonpartisan plurality method 
of election. Provides for street and sidewalk improvements without petition. 

Introduced by Duncan. Referred to Government. 





H 359. WELL CONSTRUCTION AMENDMENTS. "TO REQUIRE ADDITIONAL REPORTING TO 
LANDOWNERS CONCERNING WELL CONSTRUCTION AND TO AUTHORIZE A PROGRAM FOR THE 
CLOSURE OF ABANDONED WELLS.” Amends GS 143-355 to require those who drill or construct 
wells to furnish to the owner copy of report on project, copy of applicable state regulations and 
local ordinances governing well construction, and a well construction diagram, to increase $150 
penalty for violation (now, $50). Adds new GS Ch. 87, Art. 7A, "Abandoned Well Closure 
Program,” to establish program for closure of abandoned wells and provide matching grants to 
local governments. Defines "abandoned well” as well whose use has been permanently discontin- 
ued or which is in such state of disrepair that continued use is impracticable. Creates Abandoned 
Well Closure Grant Fund, consisting of groundwater resources fees levied pursuant to GS 87- 
97.4, appropriations from General Assembly, and all other monies made available from whatever 
source. Establishes groundwater resources fee of $20 for each well constructed on landowner’s 
property on or after October 1, 1989. Specifies limits on use of funds, with requirement that local 
government pledge to provide at least 50% of costs of program. Requires Environmental 
Management Comm’n to review and approve applications for grants using listed factors. Creates 
Technical Review Committee and specifies membership. Requires reports from Dep’t of Natural 
Resources and Community Development to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations 
by March 31 of each year and from Technical Review Committee to Environmental Review 
Comm’n upon request. 

Amendments to GS 143-355 effective October 1, 1989. New GS 87, Art. 7A effective July 1, 
1990, except assessment of groundwater resources fee and creation of Abandoned Well Closure 
Grant Fund effective October 1, 1989.

H 360. TAX REFUND TO DEMENTIA SERVICES. "TO ALLOW ELECTION OF CONTRIBUTION 
FROM TAX REFUNDS TO DEMENTIA SERVICES FUND." Adds GS 143B-181.1(d) to create in State 
Treasury a Dementia Services Fund to be administered by Div'n of Aging, Dep’t of Human 
Resources, to support in-home services and caregiver support services of dementia-specific serv- 
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ices. Adds GS 105-163.16(g) to allow taxpayer to contribute all or part of tax refund to Dementia 
Services Fund. Requires report by Sec’y of Revenue, State Treasurer, and Ass’t Sec’y for Aging 
to General Assembly by May 15, 1993. Taxpayer contribution provision effective for taxable years 
beginning on or after January 1, 1989; remainder effective upon ratification.

H 361. AIDS PREVENTION/EDUCATION PROGRAM. "7O ESTABLISH A STATEWIDE AND A 
COMMUNITY-BASED AIDS PREVENTION AND EDUCATION PROGRAM." Adds GS 130A-149 to re- 
quire Dep’t of Human Resources to establish and administer statewide AIDS Prevention and 
Education Program. Requires Dep’t to use health education and other methods that improve 
awareness of AIDS transmission and promote changes in behavior that reduce risk of acquiring or 
transmitting AIDS. Dep’t to administer contracts with local health departments to promote 
community-based AIDS education and antibody test counseling, and to administer system for 
awarding and monitoring competitive contracts for local AIDS education and risk reduction pro- 
jects. Other Dep't requirements include seeking funding from other sources, encouraging subcon- 
tracting of local program services, promoting participation of volunteers in program, providing 
technical assistance, developing statewide AIDS resource referral center, and other necessary ac- 
tions. Appropriates $6.5 million for fiscal 1989-90 and $6.5 million for fiscal 1990-91 from General 
Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources, and specifies that no more than 20% of total allocation be 
used for statewide programs and no less than 10% of total allocation used for grants to AIDS 
service organizations for training and support of volunteers. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Barnhill. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 362. COMMUNICABLE DISEASE LAW CHANGE. "TO AMEND THE COMMUNICABLE DISEASE 
LAW.” Amends GS 130A-148 to provide that test for AIDS virus infection may not be performed 
without consent of person to be tested except when test is specifically required by law. Provides 
that test may not be required, performed, or used to determine suitability for employment, hous- 
ing, public services, or use of places of public accommodation or public transportation and for- 
bids discrimination in those settings against those having or perceived as having AIDS virus 
infection. Permits victims of discrimination to bring civil suit pursuant to GS 168A-11 (Handi- 
capped Persons Protection Act) and GS 41A-7 (State Fair Housing Act). 

Introduced by S. Thompson. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 363. ANIMAL WELFARE REVISIONS. "TO REVISE ANIMAL WELFARE AND CONTROL LAWS 
AND CREATE THE ANIMAL WELFARE ACT ENFORCEMENT FUND." Amends GS 19A-23 by adding 
definition to clarify that Animal Welfare Act (Act) applies to animal control officers and redefines 
“dealer” to include all persons in the business of raising animals (now, those raising five or fewer 
litters per year not used for research purposes are exempt from Act). Makes conforming amend- 
ment to GS 19A-36. Amends GS 19A-23(5) to subject animal shelters owned by local governments 
to Act. Amends GS 19A-24 to permit Board of Agriculture standardize record-keeping required by 
Act and to require periodic submission of records. 

Adds GS 19A-40 to require each county to establish or contract for the use of an animal 
control facility for confinement of animals violating GS 130A-190 (rabies vaccination tags) or local 
ordinances. Requires county to make animals available for owners to claim for 72 hours and to 
make reasonable efforts to notify readily identifiable owners of confinement within 48 hours. 
Permits destruction of critically ill or injured animals. 

Adds GS 19A-41 and 41.1 to establish Animal Welfare Act Enforcement Fund (Fund) in 
Dep’t of Agriculture (Dep't), Animal Welfare Section. Fund to be used for personnel and adminis- 
trative expenses used for enforcing Act. Excess funds to be distributed to local government for 
same purpose. Dep't shall make grants from Fund for construction and improvement of animal 
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control facilities. Under criteria set by Board of Agriculture, Comm’r of Agriculture shall distribute 
$5,000 for each $5,000 allocated by local gov’ts for such work, limited to $10,000 per year. 

Adds GS 130A-185.1 to require those obtaining rabies vaccines to pay $.50 fee to vaccina- 
tor. Vaccinator must remit fees to and file return provided by Dep’t on quarterly basis. Failure to 
do so is punishable by fine of $10 per day. After 30 days, penalty of 5% of fee per month or 
portion thereof is assessed. Willful evasion of or failure to evade or pay fee or file return is misde- 
meanor punishable by six months imprisonment and/or $1,000 fine. Dep’t shall retain 10% of fees 
for administrative costs and shall deposit remainder in Fund. 

Provisions relating to administration and funding of Fund effective Jan. 1, 1990. All others 
effective Oct. 1, 1991.

SENATE BILLS 


S 254. STUDENT LOAN RECOVERY ACT. "70 IMPROVE RECOVERY OF DEFAULTED STUDENT 
LOANS." Adds new GS Ch. 105B, "Defaulted Student Loan Recovery Act,” permitting State 
Education Assistance Authority to collect judgments for defaulted student loans by garnishing 
wages of debtor up to 10% of monthly earnings. Sets out procedure for notifying debtor and 
employer, and allows debtor to contest the garnishment by requesting a hearing within 30 days. 
Allows debtor to enter into a written agreement with the Authority to establish a debt repayment 
schedule in lieu of or in conclusion of the garnishment proceeding. 

Requires employer who receives an order of withholding to transmit amount ordered to be 
withheld to the clerk of superior court "without delay.” Clerk disburses funds to the Authority. 
Prohibits payor from willfully refusing to comply with order to withhold on pain of being held liable 
to Authority for amount that should have been withheld. Withholding order terminates as to pro- 
spective payments when payor receives court notice that the garnishment order has expired or 
become invalid. 

Forbids employer to discharge, refuse to employ, or take disciplinary action against any 
debtor solely because of the garnishment on pain of civil penalty payable to the county school 
fund (penalty is $100 for first, $500 for second, and $1,000 for third: offense). Employer who takes 
such actions is also civilly liable for reasonable damages suffered by the debtor; debtor who is 
discharged or demoted must be reinstated. Sets one year statute of limitations for actions speci- 
fied in this paragraph. Employer who withholds sum provided in any notice or order to him is not 
liable for any penalties under provisions described in this or preceding paragraph.

S 255. CHILD SUPPORT COLLECTION. "TO ASSURE THAT THE DESIGNATED REPRESENTATIVE 
OF A CHILD SUPPORT ENFORCEMENT PROGRAM ADMINISTERED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF 
HUMAN RESOURCES IS AUTHORIZED TO PURSUE ESTABLISHMENT OF PATERNITY AND 
COLLECTION OF CHILD SUPPORT IN INTERSTATE IV-D CASES AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
THE STATE COST TO IMPLEMENT THIS CHANGE." Amends the Uniform Reciprocal Enforcement of 
Support Act, G.S. Chapter 52A, to: (1) Add to GS 52A-3 definitions of "designated representative” 
(person or agency designated by a board of county commissioner of the Dep’t of Human 
Resources to administer a child support enforcement program for a county or region); "IV-D 
case” (a case in which services have been applied for or are being provided by a child support 
enforcement agency); and “non IV-D case” (any other child support case) and (2) amend GS 
52A-10.1, -12, -12.1, and -29, dealing with interstate cases in which an out-of-state obligee seeks 
support from an obligor in North Carolina, to provide that if the case is a IV-D case the desig- 
nated representative of a child support enforcement program is responsible for taking up and 
pursuing the paternity and/or child support action and for taking other actions that heretofore 
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were the prosecutor’s responsibility; leaves the prosecutor responsible for appearing and taking 
other actions on behalf of thé out-of-state obligee in non-IV-B cases. 

Appropriates for the Genéral Fund to thé Div’n of Social Services, Dep’t of Human 
Resources, $538,322 for fiscal 1989-90 to fund the State share of the Gost of implementing the 
act. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Children & Youth. 


§ 256. CHILD MENTAL HEALTH FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DIVISION OF 
MENTAL HEALTH, MENTAL RETARDATION AND SUBSTANCE ABUSE SERVICES; FOR THE 
PURPOSE OF CONTINUED IMPLEMENTATION OF THE CHILD MENTAL HEALTH PLAN." 
Appropriates from thé Général Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’h 6f Mental Health, 
Mental Retardation and Substance Abuse Sérvices, $2,066,733 fot 1989-90 arid $4,133,465 for 
1990-91 for development of services in accordance with 1987 Child Mental Health Plan. Effective 
July 1, 1989. | 

Introducéd by Marvin. Reférred to Appropriations. 


§ 257. DISTRICT JUDGES SERVE EIGHT YEARS. "70 AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF NORTH 
CAROLINA TO PROVIDE THAT DISTRICT COURT JUDGES ARE ELECTED FOR EIGHT-YEAR TERMS." 
Proposes amendmient to NC Constitution Art. IV, Sec. 10, a& title indicates (now, district judges 
serve four year terms). Amendment to be voted on in 1990 general 6léction; and to be effective 
for elections held in 1990 and thereafter. Makes conforming amémidments to GS 7A-140 and 
163-1, Contingent on passage of constitutional amendment. 

Introduced by Sands: Referréd to Constitutiion. 


§ 258. FAIR HOUSING/SEXUAL HARASSMENT (=H 336). "TO AMEND THE FAIR HOUSING ACT 
TO PROHIBIT SEXUAL HARASSMENT IN THE RENTAL OF RESIDENTIAL PROPERTY." See identical 
bill H 336. 

introduced by Goldston. Referred to Judiciary 3. 


§ 259. FAIR HOUSING/ADS & TEMP. RELIEF (=H 333). "TO AMEND THE STATE FAIR HOUSING 
ACT TO CLARIFY PROVISIONS REGARDING DISCRIMINATORY ADVERTISING AND THE 
AVAILABILITY OF TEMPORARY RELIEF PENDING RESOLUTION OF A DISCRIMINATION 
COMPLAINT." Sée idéntical bill H 333. 

Introduced by Goldston. Réferréd to Judiciary 3. 


Ss 260. SEXUAL HARASSMENT MISDEMEANOR (=H 335). "TO PROHIBIT SEXUAL HARASSMENT 
IN THE RENTAL OF RESIDENTIAL PROPERTY.” See identical bill H 335. 
Introduced by Goldston. Referred to Judiciary 3. 


S 261. STATE EMPLOYEE HEART TRANSPLANTS. "TO COVER HEART AND OTHER ORGAN 
TRANSPLANTS THROUGH PREFERRED PROVIDED REIMBURSEMENT LIMITS UNDER THE uC 
TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES’ COMPREHENSIVE MAJOR MEDICAL PLAN." Amends GS 
135-40.6(5) as title indicates. Effective Jan. 1, 1990. 

Introduced by Goldston. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 262. FAIR HOUSING/HANDICAPPED & FAMILY (=H 334). "TO AMEND THE STATE FAIR 
HOUSING ACT BY EXTENDING PROTECTION TO THE HANDICAPPED AND FAMILIES WITH 
CHILDREN." See identical bill H 334. 

Introduced by Goldston. Referred to Judiciary 3. 
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S 263. REMOVE AUTO SALES TAX CAP (=H 306). "TO REMOVE THE THREE HUNDRED 
DOLLAR SALES AND USE TAX CAP ON AIRCRAFT, RAILWAY LOCOMOTIVES, RAILWAY CARS, 
MOTOR VEHICLES, AND BOATS." See identical bill H 306. 

Introduced by Winner. Referred to Finance. 


S 264. SLIDING RETIREMENT EXCLUSION. "7O ESTABLISH A GRADUATED EXCLUSION FOR 
RETIREMENT BENEFITS THAT DECREASES AS INCOME EXCEEDS FIFTEEN THOUSAND DOLLARS." 
Adds GS 105-141(b)(31) to exclude, on a graduated basis, retirement benefits from gross income 
for purposes of individual income tax. Defines "modified adjusted gross income” as adjusted 
gross income first determined without regard to the sliding exclusion, then increased by the 
amount of (1) social security benefits, (2) tax exempt interest and (3) retirement benefits. 

For retirees whose modified adjusted gross income is $15,000 or less, the retirement exclu- 
sion is figured using the following schedule: (1) 100% of the first $6,000; (2) 75% of the next 
$1,500; and (3) 50% of the next $1,500 up to a maximum of $9,000. 

For retirees whose modified adjusted gross income is between $15,001 and $30,000, the 
retirement exclusion is figured using the schedule above with the following adjustments: (1) if 
modified adjusted gross income is between $15,001 and $20,000, the exclusion is reduced by 
25%; (2) if modified adjusted gross income is between $20,001 and $25,000, the exclusion is 
reduced by 50%; (3) if modified adjusted gross income is between $25,001 and $30,000, the 
exclusion is reduced by 75%. No exclusion is allowed if modified adjusted gross income exceeds 
$30,000. 

Amends GS 118-49 to delete pensions subject to any State or municipal tax from listing of 
items exempt from attachment, garnishment, or judgments. Amends GS 120-4.29 to delete State 
or municipal tax exemption for pension, annuity, retirement allowance, or return of contributions. 
Repeals GS 127A-40(e)(making pension benefits paid to members of North Carolina National 
Guard exempt from North Carolina income tax). Amends GS 128-31 to delete state or municipal 
tax exemption for optional benefit or other right accrued under pension. Tax exemptions under 
GS 135-9, GS 135-95, GS 143-166.30(g), GS 143-166.60(h), and GS 143-166.85(e) are likewise 
repealed. Amends GS 147-9.4 to delete tax exemption for benefits under North Carolina Public 
Employee Deferred Compensation Plan. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after January 
1, 1990.

S 265. REGISTER OF DEEDS OMNIBUS. "CONCERNING RECORDING OF INSTRUMENTS.” 
Amends GS 161-10(a) to make it clear that the additional $10 per instrument fee for recording a 
single document composed of multiple instruments is due only if each such instrument is sepa- 
rately executed and could be recorded alone. Amends GS 161-10(11) to make it clear that regis- 
ter may charge for making uncertified copies of index pages and may include cost of computer 
equipment in setting amount of fee. Transfers provisions concerning indexing documents con- 
sisting of multiple instruments from GS 161-10 to -122(a). Amends GS 25-9-403(3), -404(1), and 
-405(2) to require party filing UCC financing statement to include most current file number if any 
continuation has been filed. Effective July 1, 1989. Introduced by Swain. Referred to Judiciary 
3. 


S 266. SEVERE MENTAL ILLNESS FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DIVISION OF 
MENTAL HEALTH, MENTAL RETARDATION AND SUBSTANCE ABUSE SERVICES, FOR THE 
PURPOSE OF PROVIDING SERVICES TO NORTH CAROLINIANS WITH SEVERE AND PERSISTENT 
MENTAL ILLNESS.” Appropriates $5 million for each year of 1989-91 biennium to cited agency to 
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begin development of services in accordance with the Comprehensive Long Range Plan for 
Persons with Severe and Persistent Mental Illness presented in the 1989 Report of the Mental’ 
Health Study Commission to the 1989 General Assembly. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Ward. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 267. ADOPT MENTAL ILLNESS PLAN. "ADOPTING THE COMPREHENSIVE LONG-RANGE PLAN 
FOR ADULTS WITH SEVERE AND PERSISTENT MENTAL ILLNESS AS POLICY GUIDANCE FOR THE 
DEVELOPMENT OF SERVICES.” Provides that cited plan as presented in the Jan. 1989 report of 
the Mental Health Study Comm’n to the General Assembly is adopted by the legislature; such 
adoption is solely for purpose of providing policy guidance for the development of services. 
introduced by Ward. Referred to Rules. 


S 268. ROWAN-CABARRUS CC FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE BOARD OF 
COMMUNITY COLLEGES FOR DEVELOPMENT OF THE NEW CAMPUS OF ROWAN-CABARRUS 
COMMUNITY COLLEGE.” Appropriates $1,725,000 from General Fund to Dep’t of Community 
Colleges for fiscal 1989-90 for allocation to Rowan-Cabarrus Community College for development 
of the new Trinity Church Road campus in Cabarrus County. Requires no local matching funds. 
Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Jim Johnson. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 269. AREA FUNDING EQUALIZATION. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DIVISION OF 
MENTAL HEALTH, MENTAL RETARDATION AND SUBSTANCE ABUSE SERVICES, DEPARTMENT OF 
HUMAN RESOURCES, FOR THE PURPOSE OF PROMOTING EQUALIZATION OF STATE 
APPROPRIATED FUNDS TO AREA AUTHORITIES.” Appropriates from General Fund to cited agency 
$5,780,218 for 1989-90 and $11,560,436 for 1990-91 to equalize state funding to area authorities 
which receive less than the median $20.50 per capita. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Tally. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 270. WORKER TRAINING TRUST FUND. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FROM THE WORKER 
TRAINING TRUST FUND, TO AMEND THE PUPOSES FOR WHICH TRUST FUND MONEY MAY BE 
APPROPRIATED, AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FROM THE SPECIAL EMPLOYMENT SECURITY 
ADMINISTRATION FUND." Appropriates from Worker Training Trust Fund to Employment Security 
Comm'n (ESC) $4,537,708 for 1989-90. Appropriates $1 million for 1989-90 from Special 
Employment Security Administration Fund to ESC for administration of Veterans Employment 
Program, Employment Services Program, and Unemployment Insurance Program. Appropriates 
from Worker Training Trust Fund to ESC $1.2 million for 1989-90 for Worker Readjustment 
Program. ESC to report on expenditure of funds to Legislative Comm’n on Governmental 
Operations. Appropriates $1 million from Worker Training Trust Fund to Dep’t of Community 
Colleges for fiscal 1989-90 for Focused Industrial Training Program. Amends GS 96-5(f) to include 
as appropriate use of Worker Training Trust Fund programs for benefit of employed workers who 
may need retraining to avoid future unemployment, with use of funds pursuant to Current 
Operations Appropriations Act. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Parnell. Referred to Manufacturing & Commerce. 


S 271. WORKER TRAINING STUDY. "TO ESTABLISH THE WORKER TRAINING TRUST FUND 
STUDY COMMISSION AND TO DIRECT THAT COMMISSION TO CONDUCT A STUDY.” Creates North 
Carolina Worker Training Trust Fund Study Comm'n, consisting of ten members. Senate presi- 
dent pro tempore to appoint five members, at least one of whom is not a senator. House speaker 
to appoint five members, at least one of whom is not a representative. Appointments to be made 
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by September 15, 1989. Co-chairmen to be appointed by president pro tempore and speaker. 
Comm'n to study needs of displaced and dislocated workers and make recommendations to 1990 
and 1991 Sessions of General Assembly. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Parnell. Referred to Rules. 


S 272. LENOIR COMMUNITY COLLEGE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR CAPITAL 
IMPROVEMENTS AT LENOIR COMMUNITY COLLEGE." Appropriates $2,502,000 from General Fund 
to Dep’t of Community Colleges for fiscal 1989-90 for cited purpose. $2.3 is to be allocated for 
Lenoir County facilities; $96,000 for Jones County facilities; and $106,000 for Greene County fa- 
cilities. No local matching funds are required. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Murphy. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 273. FARM USE-VALUE ROLLBACK CHANGE. "TO ELIMINATE THE ROLLBACK OF DEFERRED 
TAXES WHEN FARMLAND IS SOLD BUT REMAINS IN USE AS FARMLAND." Amends GS 105-277.3 
to provide that (1) land eligible for present-use value does not lose eligibility due to change of 
ownership standing alone (now, new owner must meet certain criteria) and (2) deferred taxes 
become due only if the land loses eligibility for use-value taxation for reason other than change in 
ownership (now, deferred taxes may become due under certain circumstances due to change in 
ownership standing alone). Effective Jan. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Speed. Referred to Agriculture. 


S 274. PESTICIDE APPLICATION NOTICE. "TO REQUIRE NOTIFICATION OF CERTAIN PESTICIDE 
APPLICATIONS." Adds GS 143-447.1 to NC Pesticide Law of 1971, to require a pesticide applica- 
tor who applies a pesticide to a turf area to post warning signs approved by the NC Pesticide 
Board on the property where the pesticides are applied stating: (1) name and telephone number 
of pesticide applicator; (2) brand name of pesticide and date applied; (3) a warning in contrasting 
colors and type (specified by Board) to keep children and pets off the premises; and (4) the EPA 
registration number of the pesticide applied. Signs must be posted for 24 hours following initial 
application of pesticide, unless Board by rule requires posting for 48 hours following initial appli- 
cation of a pesticide that contains an active ingredient that Board determines for health or safety 
reasons should be subject to a longer posting period. 

Adds new notice provision to Structural Pest Control Act (GS Ch. 106, Art. 4C). Requires a 
licensee, certified applicator, or employee of structural pest control business, as well as a regular 
employee doing work on the property of his employer who is otherwise exempt from Act under 
GS 106-65.25(b), to provide at the time of application of a pesticide to an occupied residential 
dwelling a written notice at or within each residence that contains: (1) the name, telephone num- 
ber, and address of the structural pest control business, or in the case of regular employees 
working on employer’s property, the name, telephone number, and address of the property owner 
or his agent responsible for management of the treated property; (2) the date of application; and 
(3) a statement concerning where additional information on the pesticide and its application may 
be obtained. Makes conforming change in GS 106-65.25(b). 

Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

S 275. STRUCTURAL PEST COMMITTEE CHANGES. "TO ADD A PUBLIC MEMBER AND A 
HEALTH REPRESENTATIVE TO THE STRUCTURAL PEST CONTROL COMMITTEE.” Amends GS 106- 
65.23 to add one independent public representative appointed by governor and one UNC School 
of Public Health epidemiology faculty member appointed by dean to serve on Structural Pest 
Control Committee. 

Introduced by Speed. Referred to Agriculture.

House committee substitute makes conforming amendments to GS 30-23, -24 and changes 
effective date to Oct. 1, 1989 (was, upon ratification). 


H 111. LEGISLATIVE STAFF CLE. (See p. 79) 


House committee substitute changes title to “AN ACT TO PROVIDE THAT LEGISLATIVE 
ATTORNEYS SHALL RECEIVE CONTINUING LEGAL EDUCATION CREDIT FOR WORK 
WHILE THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY IS IN SESSION, BUT SHALL BE SUBJECT TO THE 
CONTINUING LEGAL EDUCATION REQUIREMENTS IN THE AREA OF PROFESSIONAL 
RESPONSIBILITY,” and rewrites original bill to provide as title indicates. Amends GS 84-23.2 
to provide that each full-time employee of the General Assembly shall earn one hour of ap- 
proved continuing legal education credit for each week the employee works for the General 
Assembly while it is in session. Each employee may carry over up to 12 hours of this credit 
to the next calendar year. Specifies that this credit may not be used to satisfy the Council's 
requirements for continuing legal education in the area of professional responsibility. Makes 
act effective retroactively to Jan. 1, 1989 (was, effective on ratification).

H 364. AREA FUNDING EQUALIZATION (=S 269). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DIVISION 
OF MENTAL HEALTH, MENTAL RETARDATION AND SUBSTANCE ABUSE SERVICES, DEPARTMENT 
OF HUMAN RESOURCES, FOR THE PURPOSE OF PROMOTING EQUALIZATION OF STATE 
APPROPRIATED FUNDS TO AREA AUTHORITIES.” See identical bill S 269. 

Introduced by Gardner. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 365. YOUTH SUBSTANCE ABUSE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DIVISION OF 
MENTAL HEALTH, MENTAL RETARDATION AND SUBSTANCE ABUSE SERVICES, FOR THE 
PURPOSE OF CONTINUED IMPLEMENTATION OF THE YOUTH SUBSTANCE ABUSE PLAN." 
Appropriates $624,855 for fiscal 1989-90 and $644,441 for fiscal 1990-91 from General Fund to 
Division of Mental Health, Mental Retardation and Substance Abuse Services, Dep't of Human 
Resources, for the continued development of services in accordance with the Youth Substance 
Abuse Plan presented in the 1987 Report of Mental Health Study Comm'n and approved by 1987 
Session of General Assembly. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Gardner. Referred to Human Resources. 
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H 366. BUSINESS CORPORATION ACT (=S 280). "TO REWRITE CHAPTER 55 OF THE GENERAL 
STATUTES RELATING TO BUSINESS CORPORATIONS." Effective July 1, 1990, completely revises 
GS Ch. 55, the North Carolina Business Corporation Act, substantially based on Revised Model 
Business Corporation Act (1984) adopted by the American Bar Ass'n. In addition to other provi- 
sions of existing law, brings forward SL 1987, Ch. 88 (Shareholder Protection Act) as new Art. 9 
and SL 1987, Ch. 182 (Control Share Acquisition Act) as new Art. 9A. Does not retain amend- 
ment to Shareholder Protection Act made by SL 1987, Ch. 124 (extending Act to certain foreign 
corporations).

H 367. MERCHANTS’ SALES TAX DISCOUNT (=S 39). "TO ALLOW A PERCENTAGE DISCOUNT 
TO MERCHANTS FOR COLLECTING STATE SALES AND USE TAXES." See identical bill S 39. 
Introduced by Lilley. Referred to Finance. 


H 368. NC AQUARIUM FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE NORTH CAROLINA 
AQUARIUMS.” Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Administration, Marine Affairs Div’n, 
the following sums for cited fiscal years and purposes: (1) $2,313,507 for fiscal 1989-90 and 
$2,255,878 for fiscal 1990-91 for operating expenses for the three NC aquariums; amounts to 
become part of Dep't of Administration’s continuation budget; (2) $663,800 for fiscal 1989-90 for 
Capital projects such as constructing and paving parking lots, replacing old siding, repairing bulk- 
heads at the Roanoke Island Aquarium, and building energy enclosures; and (3) $250,000 for 
each year of 1989-91 biennium for architectural site designs and exhibit plans. Effective July 1, 
1989. 

Introduced by Payne. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 369. FILM OFFICE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE FILM OFFICE IN THE 
DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE FOR ADVERTISING AND PROMOTION OF FILMMAKING IN NORTH 
CAROLINA." Appropriates $100,000 for each year of 1989-91 biennium from General Fund to 
Dep't of Commerce as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Payne. Referred to Commerce. 


H 370. MOTION PICTURE TAX CREDIT. "TO ALLOW STATE INCOME TAX CREDITS FOR 
CORPORATIONS AND INDIVIDUALS WHO INVEST IN QUALIFIED MOTION PICTURES.” Amends GS 
105-163.011 to allow credit as specified in that section against corporate and individual income 
taxes for investment in a "qualified motion picture.” Credit is lesser of $750,000 or 25% of 
amount invested (corporations); or lesser of $100,000 or 25% of amount invested (individuals). 
Motion picture qualifies for credit if 75% of production costs are spent in NC (new GS 105- 
163.010(9a)). 

Amends GS 105-163.012(b) to add tax credits for qualified motion pictures to those in- 
cluded within total tax credit ceilings set by that section. Groups qualified motion pictures with 
investments in qualified investment organizations, qualified business ventures, and qualified 
grantee businesses, under GS 105-163.012(b)(2). 

Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Payne. Referred to Commerce. 


H 371. FILM LOCATION FUND. "TO ESTABLISH A FUND IN THE FILM OFFICE OF THE 
DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE TO PROMOTE LOCATIONS IN NORTH CAROLINA FOR 
FILMMAKING." Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Commerce Film Office 
$50,000 for fiscal 1989-90 to establish Film Location Fund (Fund). Fund shail be used to provide 
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one-to-one matching funds in $1,000 increments up to $5,000 for local groups to use to prepare 
materials describing locales or facilities that could be used as film locations. Effective July 1, 
1989. 

Introduced by Payne. Referred to Commerce. 


H 372. NO SALES TAX ON MASTER TAPES. "TO AMEND THE DEFINITION OF ‘TANGIBLE 
PERSONAL PROPERTY’ FOR PURPOSES OF APPLICATION OF THE SALES AND USE TAX TO POST- 
PRODUCTION TRANSACTIONS." Amends GS 105-164.3(20) to specify that tangible personal prop- 
erty for sales and use tax purposes (sales and use taxes generally apply to transactions involving 
such property) does not include the design, development, writing, translation, fabrication, lease, 
license to use or consume, or transfer for consideration of title or possession of a master film or 
master video tape (film or tape used by the motion picture and television production industries in 
making visual images for reproduction). Defines cited industry. Effective July 1, 1989; applies to 
transactions made on or after that date. 

Introduced by Payne. Referred to Commerce. ; 


H 373. PUBLIC TELEVISION FUND. "TO ESTABLISH A FUND IN THE FILM OFFICE OF THE 
DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE TO BE USED TO ATTRACT NATIONAL PUBLIC TELEVISION FILM 
PRODUCTIONS TO NORTH CAROLINA.” Establishes a fund under control of cited Office to be 
used to promote NC as a location for national public television film productions; requires Director 
of Film Office to establish special fund to implement act and to be fund custodian. Appropriates 
$400,000 from General Fund to Film Office for fiscal 1989-90 to implement act’s provisions. Gives 
Director discretion to spend funds to assist American Playhouse Theater and other national public 
television film entities in considering NC locations for shooting their film productions. Specifies 
that fund established by act is not to take the place of state appropriations to film office, but is to 
be supplemental. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Payne. Referred to Education. 


H 374. FAMILY STUDY COMMISSION (=S 123). "TO ESTABLISH THE STUDY COMMISSION ON 
THE FAMILY." See identical bill S 123. 
introduced by Kennedy. Referred to Rules. 


H 375. CAREGIVER TRAINING FUNDS (=S 124). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR TRAINING FOR 
CAREGIVER SUPPORT FOR THE ELDERLY." See identical bill S 124. 
Introduced by Kennedy. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 376. THOMAS WOLFE MEMORIAL FUNDS (= S 289). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
THOMAS WOLFE MEMORIAL VISITOR CENTER.” Appropriates $75,000 from General Fund to 
Dep’t of Cultural Resources for fiscal 1989-90 to be used to upgrade the facility of the Thomas 
Wolfe Memorial Visitor Center. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Colton. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 377. GOVERNORS’ HOMES PRESERVATION FUNDS. "TO ESTABLISH A MATCHING GRANTS 
PROGRAM WITHIN THE DIVISION OF ARCHIVES AND HISTORY TO ASSIST COUNTIES IN THE 
PRESERVATION OF GOVERNORS’ HOMES." Appropriates from General Fund to Div’n of Archives 
and History, Dep’t of Cultural Resources, $50,000 for each year of fiscal 1989-91 biennium for 
county acquisition and rehabilitation of homes of the Governors of North Carolina. Maximum of 
one grant per county per year authorized, with each grant for no more than 10% of funds allo- 
cated. Grants contingent on local dollar-for-dollar match. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Warren. Referred to Basic Resources. 
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H 378. TRAVEL AND TOURISM COMMISSION (= S 299). "TO CREATE THE NORTH CAROLINA 
TRAVEL AND TOURISM COMMISSION.” Adds GS 143B-434.1, creating North Carolina Travel and 
Tourism Comm'n within Dep't of Commerce. Comm'n to (1) assist and advise Sec’y of 
Commerce in promoting travel and tourism in the State, (2) assist in development of budget for 
Div’n of Travel and Tourism, (3) recommend programs to Governor, General Assembly, and Sec’y 
of Commerce to promote State, (4) recommend advertising agency, (5) adopt rules to administer 
matching funds tourism grant program, (6) administer matching funds, (7) promote information 
exchange between state and local governmerits concerning travel and tourism, and (8) advise 
Sec’y of Commerce. Comm’n composed of 17 members, including Director of Div’n of Travel and 
Tourism (ex officio), two members associated with tourism industry appointed by governor, two 
members associated with tourism industry appointed by General Assembly upon recommendation 
of president pro tempore, two members associated with tourism industry appointed by the 
General Assembly upon recommendation of the speaker, two public members appointed by gover- 
nor, two members associated with local chambers of commerce appointed by General Assembly 
on recommendation of president pro tempore, two members associated with parks and recreation 
appointed by General Assembly upon recommendation of speaker, four members associated with 
county governments and municipal governments, respectively, appointed by General Assembly 
upon recommendation of president pro tempore and speaker. Establishes staggered terms of one 
to four years, and prohibits more than 2 consecutive terms (except ex officio members). 
Introduced by Warren. Referred to Commerce. 


H 379. TOURISM STUDY CONTINUED. "TO CONTINUE THE LRC COMMITTEE ON TOURISM’S 
GROWTH AND EFFECT.” Authorizes Legislative Research Comm'n to continue study as title indi- 
cates with reports to General Assembly in 1990 and 1991. Appropriates from the General Fund to 
the Comm’n $20,000 in fiscal 1989-90. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Warren. Referred to Rules. 


H 380.. HOLDING COMPANY ACT. "TO STRENGTHEN AND UPDATE THE INSURER HOLDING 
REGISTRATION AND DISCLOSURE ACT." Adds new GS 58, Art. 43, "Insurance Holding Company 
System Regulatory Act.” 

Findings; purpose; legislative intent. Requires disclosure of (1) pertinent information relating 
to changes in control of an insurer, and (2) material transactions and relationships between in- 
surer and affiliates, and provides standards governing material transactions between insurer and 
affiliates. 

Definitions. Defines “affiliate” as insurer, parent, subsidiary, and sister organizations that 
are part of an insurance company holding system. Defines “control” broadly to include any 
method, direct or indirect, by which business may be directed by any person not in an official 
position with the organization. Defines "insurance holding company system” as insurer, together 
with its parents, subsidiaries, and sister organizations. 

Subsidiaries of insurers. Permits domestic insurer to own subsidiary engaged in any form of 
business and spells out extent to which domestic insurer may make investments in such subsidi- 
aries. Lists permitted subsidiary investments. 

Acquisition of control of or merger with domestic insurer. Requires person attempting to 
take contro! of or merge with domestic insurer to disclose information to Insurance Comm’r. 
Authorizes Comm’r to disapprove a takeover under any of six listed conditions: (1) insurer could 
no longer satisfy the requirements for issuance of a license to do business in this State; (2) 
competition would be lessened or monopoly created; (3) poor financial condition of acquiring per- 
son could harm insurer or policyholders; (4) acquiring person plans changes unfair or prejudicial 
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to policyholders; (5) competence, experience, or integrity of persons in control of insurer’s opera- 
tions not in interests of insurer’s policyholders or public; or (6) acquisition is likely to be detrimen- 
tal or prejudicial to insurance-buying public. Comm’r may grant partial or full exemptions from 
requirements of this section when consistent with purposes of this section. 

Standards. Sets forth standards that must be me in transactions between registered insur- 
ers and affiliates. Terms must be fair and reasonable; accurate records of transactions must be 
kept; and insurer’s surplus as regards policyholders following dividends. or distributions to share- 
holder affiliates must be reasonable. Lists factors to be considered in determining adequacy of 
insurer’s surplus. 

Enforcement. Authorizes Comm’r to seek court orders enjoining violation of Article or rule or 
order of Comm'n, prohibits voting securities at shareholder’s meetings if securities have been 
administered in violation of Article, and authorizes Comm’r to seek injunction to enforce prohibi- 
tion. Authorizes sequestration of securities that have been or may be acquired in violation of 
Article. 

Receivership. Comm’r may place insurer in receivership if violation of Article threatens sol- 
vency of insurer or makes further business transactions by insurer hazardous to policyholders or 
public. 

Recovery. Receiver of insurer placed into rehabilitation or liquidation may recover (1) capital 
stock distributions or (2) payments of bonuses, severance pay, or extraordinary lump sum salary 
adjustments to directors, officers, or employees occurring during one-year period before petition 
for rehabilitation or liquidation. 

Revocation, suspension, or nonrenewal of insurer’s license. Permits revocation, suspension, 
or nonrenewal by Comm’r where finding of violation of Article and violation makes continued op- 
eration of insurer contrary to interests of policyholders or public. 

Introduced by Beard. Referred to Commerce. 


H 381. HOUSING DIVISION IN COMMERCE. "TO TRANSFER THE DIVISIONS OF COMMUNITY 
ASSISTANCE AND ECONOMIC OPPORTUNITY FROM THE DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL RESOURCES 
AND COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT TO THE DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE, TO DIRECT THE 
SECRETARY OF COMMERCE TO ESTABLISH A DIVISION OF HOUSING, AND TO ESTABLISH A 
TOLL-FREE TELEPHONE NUMBER FOR HOUSING ASSISTANCE INFORMATION IN THAT DIVISION.” 
Transfers cited divisions as title indicates; transfer is a Type | transfer, as defined in GS 143A- 
6(a). Requires Sec’y of Commerce to establish a division of housing within Commerce Dep’t and 
to locate transferred divisions in that new division.

H 382. HEALTH INSURANCE/NO BIAS. "TO PROVIDE THAT NO PERSON MAY, BECAUSE OF 
MENTAL ILLNESS OR CHEMICAL DEPENDENCY, BE DENIED COVERAGE FOR MEDICAL ILLNESS 
OR INJURY BY HEALTH INSURANCE OR A HEALTH MAINTENANCE ORGANIZATION, OR HAVE 
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PREMIUMS FOR MEDICAL COVERAGE INCREASED OR BENEFITS REDUCED BECAUSE OF THAT." 
Adds new parallel sections GS 57-7.4, 57B-12.2 and 58-251.9 dealing with health service con- 
tracts, health maintenance organizations, and insurance companies respectively. Prohibits those 
entities from refusing to serve and from charging more for or reducing services provided to per- 
sons who are mentally ill or chemically dependent. Defines "mental illness” and "chemical de- 
pendency” as terms are defined in GS 122C-3(21) and GS 58-251.8, with additional requirement 
of the presence a diagnosis found in Diagnostic and Statistical Manual of Mental Disorders DSM- 
3-R or International Classification of Diseases ICD/9/CM or later edition of those manuals. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1990.

H 383. MEDICAID INCOME LIMITS (=S 286). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO INCREASE THE 
MEDICAID INCOME ELIGIBILITY LIMITS FOR THE ELDERLY AND DISABLED." Effective April 1, 
1990 requires Dep’t of Human Resources to provide Medicaid coverage to extent permitted by 
law to aged, blind, or disabled individuals whose family income is equal to or less than 75% of 
federal poverty guidelines. Appropriates from General Fund to Div’n of Medical Assistance, Dep’t 
of Human Resources $8,405,164 for 1989-90 and $30,035,881 for 1990-91 to provide for ex- 
panded Medicaid coverage. Appropriates from General Fund to Div’n of Medical Assistance, 
Dep’t of Human Resources $1,750,000 for 1989-90 and $3.5 million for 1990-91, to be allocated 
among county social services dep’ts for personnel costs. Effective July 1, 1989.

H 384. MEDICAID/AFDC STANDARDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO SET THE 1989 MEDICAID

standards for income eligibility for Medicaid and AFDC and sets out standards in chart. Contains 
blank appropriation from General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources to implement the act.

Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Natural Resources and Community 
Development, Div’n of Soil and Water Conservation (Div’n) $4,070,000 for fiscal 1989-90 for cost 
sharing with landowners through Agriculture Cost Share Program for Nonpoint Source Pollution 
Control. $70,000 is to be used for two technician I! positions in Div’n. Effective July 1, 1989.

H 386. ZIEGLER HOUSE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR ZIEGLER HOUSE IN

1989-90 for rehabilitating Ziegler House. Effective July 1, 1989.

ACQUISITION OF A LAND-BASED ENFORCEMENT AIRCRAFT.” Appropriates from the General Fund 
to Dep’t of Natural Resources and Community Development, Div’n of Marine Fisheries (1) 
$413,471 for fiscal 1989-90 and $155,471 for 1990-91 for second shallow draft vessel for oyster 
rehabilitation program; (2) $775,718 for fiscal 1989-90 and $224,282 for fiscal 1990-91 to initiate 
a program for shellfish enhancement by modern aquaculture techniques; and (3) $100,000 for 
fiscal 1989-90 and $12,000 for fiscal 1990-91 for purchase of aircraft for patrol of closed harvest 
areas and polluted shellfish areas. Effective July 1, 1990.

H 396. CONTROL SHARE ACQUISITION AMENDS (= S 309). "TO AMEND THE NORTH 
CAROLINA CONTROL SHARE ACQUISITION ACT.” Amends GS 55-90(b)(3)e. by deleting from defini- 
tion of “control share acquisition” acquisition consummated pursuant to a tender offer. Adds GS 
55-90(b)(3). expanding definition of “control share acquisition” to include acquisition consum- 
mated (1) pursuant to written agreement to which issuing public corporation is party permitting 
purchasers of shares from issuing public corporation to purchase within 90 days before or after 
purchase from issuing corporation up to the same aggregate number of shares as were sold by 
issuing corporation; (2) by an employee benefit plan established by the issuing corporation; or (3) 
before the corporation became an issuing public corporation. Amends GS 55-90(b)(5) to redefine 
"issuing public corporation” as corporation that (1) is incorporated under the laws of North 
Carolina and has substantial assets within the State; (2) has a class of shares registered under 
Section 12 of the Securities Exchange Act of 1934; (2) has principal place of business or princi- 
pal office within the State; and (4) has either more than 10% of its shareholders resident in the 
State or more than 10% of its shares owned by North Carolina residents. Deletes GS 55-96, 
inconsistent regulation. Amends GS 55-98.1 to provide that article is not applicable to any corpo- 
ration if, on or before September 30, 1990 (was, August 12, 1987) or at such earlier date as may 
be irrevocably established by resolution of the board of directors, or at any time before the corpo- 
ration becomes, or after it ceases to be, and issuing corporation, the board of directors adopts a 
bylaw stating the provisions of Article 7A are not applicable (new language underlined). Amends 
Sec. 2, Ch. 182 SL 1987 to remove expiration date of June 30, 1989.

CHILDREN WITH SPECIAL HEALTH RISKS, AND TO EXPAND INCOME ELIGIBILITY FOR CHILDREN 
FOR THE SPECIAL HEALTH SERVICES PROGRAM." Effective Oct. 1, 1989, expands medicaid cov- 
erage to children born after Sept. 30, 1983 until they reach the age of eight whose family income 
is 100% or less of federal poverty guidelines; prohibits use of resource test. Appropriates from 
the General Fund to the Dep't of Human Resources, Div’n of Medical Assistance (Div’n) 
$1,269,965 for fiscal 1989-90 and $1,645,908 for fiscal 1990-91 for expanded coverage and 
$1,184,122 in each year of 1989-91 biennium for county social service eligibility staff, including 
Staff to work at “outpost” locations such as health departments. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1990 expands medicaid coverage to children under the age of eight at risk 
for special health problems whose family income is 100% or less of federal poverty guidelines. 
Appropriates from General Fund to Div’n $529,498 for fiscal 1989-90 and $1,058,995 for fiscal for 
1990-91 for expanded coverage. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1990 expands Children’s Special Health Services’ inpatient and outpatient 
coverage to children under the age 21 with special needs to 100% of federal poverty level. No 
additional appropriation; Div’n to use savings from expanded coverage for children under eight to 
fund expanded coverage to extent possible. 

Effective July 1, 1989.

S 277. BIRTH-RELATED IMPAIRMENT. "7O /MPLEMENT THE RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE

provisions.

S 281. CHILD HEALTH INSURANCE. "TO REQUIRE COVERAGE OF CHILD HEALTH SUPERVISION 
SERVICES IN ALL HEALTH INSURANCE POLICIES SOLD OR DELIVERED WITHIN THE STATE. Adds 
new GS 58-251.5A to require health insurance policies that provide coverage for children to cover 
physician visits, including physical exams, health histories, developmental assessments, immuniza- 
tions and laboratory tests, at following minimum intervals: birth, two weeks to one month, two 
months, four months, six months, nine months, 12 months, 15 months, 18 months, two years, 
three years, four years, five years, six years and every two years until age 20. Benefits may be 
restricted to payment of a single physician per visit. Benefits are exempt from co-payment, 
coinsurance, deductible or dollar limit provisions. 

Makes conforming amendment to GS 135-40.5 (teachers’ and state employees’ health 
plan). Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

S 282. COMMUNICABLE DISEASE LAW CHANGE (=H 362). "TO AMEND THE COMMUNICABLE

S 283. HIV CHILD FOSTER CARE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR FOSTER CARE 
PAYMENTS FOR HIV INFECTED CHILDREN." Appropriates from General Fund to Div’n of Social 
Services, Dep’t of Human Resources, $480,000 for fiscal 1989-90 and $1,120,000 for fiscal 1990- 
91 to provide $20,000 in foster care for 24 HIV children and 56 HIV children in fiscal 1989-90 and 
1990-91, respectively. Effective July 1, 1989.

S 284. NEW HANOVER ORDINANCE PENALTY. "TO INCREASE THE PENALTIES FOR VIOLATING 
ORDINANCES OF NEW HANOVER COUNTY.” Amends GS 14-4 (violation of local ordinances a mis- 
demeanor) as applied to New Hanover County to increase the maximum fine for violation from 
$50 to $500. Effective 60 days after ratification and applies to offenses committed on or after that 
date.

S 285. NEW HANOVER PYROTECHNICS. "TO ALLOW THE NEW HANOVER COUNTY BOARD OF

EXPLOSIVES AND THE EXHIBITION OF PYROTECHNICS." Amends GS 14-284, GS 14-410 and GS 
14-413, as title indicates.

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S 286. MEDICAID INCOME LIMITS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO INCREASE THE MEDICAID 
INCOME ELIGIBILITY LIMITS FOR THE ELDERLY AND DISABLED." See identical bill H 383.

S 287. MEDICAID RESOURCES LIMITS. "TO ADOPT A NEW MEDICAID RESOURCES LIMITS." 
Effective Jan. 1, 1990 sets Supplemental Security Income resources limits as the minimum re- 
sources limitations for the medicaid program. Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of 
Human Resources, Div'n of Medical Assistance (Div’n) $3,939,650 in each year of the 1989-91 
biennium to provide such increased coverage. Requires Div’n to study and report to the Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations by March 1, 1990 on permissibility under federal 
law of alternatives to current resource tests. Effective July 1, 1989.

S 288. AIDS PREVENTION/EDUCATION PROGRAM (=H 361). "TO ESTABLISH A STATEWIDE 
AND A COMMUNITY-BASED AIDS PREVENTION AND EDUCATION PROGRAM." See identical bill H 
361. 

Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 289. THOMAS WOLFE MEMORIAL FUNDS (=H 376). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
THOMAS WOLFE MEMORIAL VISITOR CENTER.” See identical bill H 376. 
Introduced by Winner. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 290. HIGHWAY TRUST FUND. "TO CREATE THE NORTH CAROLINA TRUST FUND AND TO 
DESIGNATE THE FUNDING SOURCES FOR THE FUNDS AND PURPOSES FOR THE FUND AND TO 
PROVIDE FOR INCREASED REVENUES FOR OTHER HIGHWAY PROGRAMS.” Increases gasoline 
tax, imposes new fee on motor vehicle title transfers and earmarks the additional revenue for 
large scale program of highway construction. 

Highway Trust Fund. Adds new GS Ch. 136, Art. 15 to establish NC Highway Trust Fund 
(Fund) to receive all revenue generated by the $.03 per gallon tax on motor fuel, the 2% fee on 
title transfers (discussed below), and any other revenues specifically earmarked for Fund. 

Directs that Fund be distributed as follows: (1) 60.05% to fund 32 specified projects mak- 
ing up the NC Intrastate System; construction on these projects to begin by 2001; (2) 24.06% to 
fund seven specified urban loop projects; (3) 6.5% as a supplementary secondary road appropria- 
tion to be allocated among county areas based on ratio of miles of unpaved secondary roads in 
county with traffic vehicular equivalent (TVE) of 50 vehicles per day to total miles of state- 
maintained unpaved roads with TVE of 50 vehicles per day; (makes conforming amendment to GS 
136-44.2A); and (4) 9.39% to supplement planning, design and construction of NC Intrastate 
System and Transportation Improvement Program. 

Creates NC Highway Trust Fund Oversight Committee (Committee) with following members: 
chair, vice-chair, and ranking minority member of senate Transportation Committee, chairs of 
house Infrastructure Committee and its Highways Subcommittee, chairs of house and senate 
Finance Committees, chairs of house and senate Appropriations Committees and of house com- 
mittee’s Highway Fund Subcommittee, and chair of senate Base Budget Committee. Committee's 
chair will alternate each year between chair of senate Transportation Committee and chair of 
house Highway Subcommittee. If member of senate holds more than one of above offices, presi- 
dent pro tempore may appoint additional members to bring Senate’s representation to six. 

Committee will meet quarterly to review progress reports prepared by Dep’t of 
Transportation. Committee will monitor Fund receipts and expenditures and recommend needed 
program revisions to General Assembly. Committee will report to General Assembly in 1991, 1995, 
and 1999. 


Motor Fuel Tax Rate Change and Title Transfer Fee. Amends GS 105-434(a) to raise motor 
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fuel excise tax to $.17 (now, $.14) plus greater of 7% (now, 3%) of average wholesale price of 
motor fuel or $.035 per gallon. Makes conforming a technical amendments to GS 105-466, -446.1 
and -446.3. Adds new GS 20-72.1 to impose fee for issuance or transfer of vehicle title of 2% of 
sale price or fair market value of vehicle. Sets minimum title transfer fee of $25.00. 

Toil Roads Authorized. New GS 136-44.16 requires Dep't of Transportation to determine 
legal and economic feasibility of establishing toll roads and bridges. Requires report to General 
Assembly containing implementing legislation. 

Effective Date. Effective on ratification. Collection of fees and taxes to begin not later than 
60 days after ratification.

S 291. HOUSING DIVISION IN COMMERCE (=H 381). "TO TRANSFER THE DIVISIONS OF 
COMMUNITY ASSISTANCE AND ECONOMIC OPPORTUNITY FROM THE DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL 
RESOURCES AND COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT TO THE DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE, TO 
DIRECT THE SECRETARY OF COMMERCE TO ESTABLISH A DIVISION OF HOUSING, AND TO 
ESTABLISH A TOLL-FREE TELEPHONE NUMBER FOR HOUSING ASSISTANCE INFORMATION IN 
THAT DIVISION." See identical bill H 381.

S 292. SEAFOOD FUNDS (=H 391). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROVIDE FOR EXPANSION 
OF THE OYSTER REHABILITATION PROGRAM, INITIATION OF A SHELLFISH GROWOUT PROGRAM, 
AND ACQUISITION OF A LAND-BASED ENFORCEMENT AIRCRAFT." See identical bill H 391. 
Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 293. HURRICANE EVACUATION FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE PURCHASE OF 
EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT RADIOS FOR COASTAL AREA COUNTIES, FOR A SATELLITE 
WEATHER RECEIVING SYSTEM, AND FOR HURRICANE EMERGENCY EVACUATION ROAD SIGNS.” 
Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Crime Control & Public Safety, Div’n of Emergency 
Management, $150,000 for 1989-90 for emergency management radios for coastal area counties 
without adequate equipment, and $30,000 to begin installing satellite weather receiving system. 
Appropriates from Highway Fund to Dep’t of Transportation $100,000 for 1989-90 for hurricane 
emergency evacuation signs. 

Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 294. SEAFOOD & AQUACULTURE COMMISSION. "TO ABOLISH THE SEAFOOD STUDY 
COMMISSION AND TRANSFER ITS FUNCTION TO THE JOINT LEGISLATIVE COMMISSION ON 
SEAFOOD AND AQUACULTURE." Adds GS Ch. 120, Art. 12E, to establish Joint Legislative 
Comm’n on Seafood and Aquaculture consisting of eleven members: three members of House 
appointed by speaker, three senators appointed by president pro tem., three public members 
appointed by governor, and two members appointed by Comm’r of Agriculture; all to serve at 
pleasure of appointing official. President pro tem. and speaker to designate co-chairmen. 
Empowers Comm'n to (1) monitor and study seafood industry, (2) study potential for increasing 
role of aquaculture, (3) evaluate feasibility of central permitting office for fishery and aquaculture 
matters, (4) evaluate actions of Marine Fisheries Div’n and Wildlife Resources Comm'n, (5) make 
recommendations concerning regulatory matters, (6) evaluate changes in federal law and regula- 
tions, (7) review existing and proposed state rules, and (8) undertake studies and make recom- 
mendations for legislation. Appropriates $50,000 from General Fund to Legislative Services 
Comm'n to fund Comm'n. Provides that Comm'n is continuation of Seafood Study Comm'n; initial 
members and co-chairmen shall be persons currently serving on latter Comm’n; new Comm'n: 
may use any unexpended funds available to Study Comm'n. 

Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Marine Resources & Wildlife.

surveys, and (10) issue reports, forecasts, and recommendations to General Assembly. Requires 
annual report to General Assembly by Dec. 15. Appropriates $200,000 from General Fund to 
Legislative Services Comm'n for 1989-90 to fund Future Strategies Comm’n. Effective July 1, 
1989.

Removes requirement that roadway corri- 
dors must appear in Transportation Improvement Program or, if in a plan adopted pursuant to GS 
136-66.2, be included with cost estimates and financing plan in a municipal capital improvements 
plan. Permits city to prepare environmental impact studies and preliminary engineering work for 
maps. If such work is done on a road for which state is responsible, it must be reviewed by Dep’t 
of Transportation. 
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Amends GS 136-66.3(c) to permit municipality to call special referendum at any time to 
authorize funding for improvements to state highway system within its corporate limits. Amends 
GS 136-66.3(f) to eliminate June 30, 1990 sunset on participation in right of way costs for pro-. 
jects approved by Board of Transportation pursuant to GS 143B-359(f)(4). Amends GS 136- 
66.10(a) to expand municipal authority to require dedication of rights-of-way within official roadway 
corridors by deleting requirement that road be included in Transportation Improvement Program.

H 404. ROWAN SCHOOL MERGER DELAYED. "7O DELAY THE EFFECTIVE DATE OF THE

H 408. BENSON ELECTION CHANGES (=S 310). "AMENDING THE CHARTER OF THE TOWN OF | 
BENSON TO CODIFY THE NEW METHOD OF ELECTING TOWN COMMISSIONERS ORDERED BY 

THE UNITED STATES DISTRICT COURT TO COMPLY WITH THE FEDERAL VOTING RIGHTS ACT.” 

See identical bill S 310. 

Introduced by Creech. Referred to Government. 


H 409. COMPREHENSIVE HEALTH EDUCATION. "TO MANDATE COMPREHENSIVE HEALTH 
EDUCATION IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS AND TO INCLUDE IN THAT CURRICULUM FAMILY LIFE 
EDUCATION, PREGNANCY PREVENTION EDUCATION, AND REPRODUCTIVE HEALTH EDUCATION." 
Rewrites GS 115C-81(e), which describes the comprehensive health education program compo- 
nent of the Basic Education Program. Requires that the program be taught to public school pu- 
pils from kindergarten through twelfth (currently, ninth) grade. Expands definition of program to 
(1) provide that its purpose is to maintain, reinforce, or enhance the health, health-related skills, 
and health attitudes and practices of children and youth that are conducive to good health and 
promote weliness, health maintenance, and disease prevention, and (2) specify that it includes 
age-appropriate sequential instruction in health, as part of existing courses or a special course 
and that subject matter includes family life education, reproductive health education, and preg- 
nancy prevention education (each defined in act). { 

Requires each local school administrative unit to develop a program of instruction in com- 
prehensive health education for all grades with age-appropriate content and, in doing so, to be 
advised by a local advisory committee appointed by the local board of education. Provides that 
local unit may use the curriculum and materials developed by the State Dep’t of Public Instruction — 
or the equivalent approved by the State Board of Education. Requires public school principals, 
pursuant to policies and guidelines to be adopted by local board of education, to develop a 
method of notifying parents of students in relevant grades of content of the instructional materials 
concerning reproductive health, family life, and pregnancy prevention, and of their option to ex- 
empt their child “without penalty or embarrassment” from the instruction. Provides that each local 
school administrative unit is eligible to apply for a State-funded school health coordinator. 
Provides that Dep’t of Public Instruction is to supervise the establishment and monitoring of ex- 
pectations, goals, and outcomes of local programs. 

Requires Dep’t of Public Instruction to have available for local school districts an updated 
Comprehensive Health Education curriculum by beginning of 1990-91 school year, and requires 
all local school administrative districts to have developed and begun implementing such a curricu- 
lum by beginning of the 1991-92 school year. Requires State Board of Education, in reviewing 
and approving local curricula, to schedule its work to facilitate meeting of the deadline for local 
school administrative units.

H 410. NEWBOLD-WHITE HOUSE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE PERQUIMANS 
COUNTY RESTORATION ASSOCIATION FOR THE PURCHASE OF LAND SURROUNDING THE 
NEWBOLD-WHITE HOUSE AND THE CONTINUED DEVELOPMENT OF THE SITE’S VISITOR 
INTERPRETATION AS THE SEVENTEENTH CENTURY HISTORY CENTER FOR NORTHEASTERN 
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NORTH CAROLINA." Appropriates from General Fund to Perquimans County Restoration Ass'n, 
Inc., $300,000 for 1989-90 for cited purpose. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by James. Referred to 


H 411. STANDARD BREAD LOAF DEFINED. "TO CHANGE THE DEFINITION OF A STANDARD 
LOAF OF BREAD." Amends GS 81A-41 to add definition of standard 12 oz. loaf of bread as being 
no more than nine inches long and five inches wide at the bottom. 

Introduced by Hasty. Referred to Commerce. 


H 412. A & T CENTENNIAL FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO NORTH CAROLINA 
AGRICULTURAL AND TECHNICAL STATE UNIVERSITY FOR ITS CENTENNIAL CELEBRATION.” 
Appropriates from the General Fund to UNC Board of Governors $100,000 for 1989-90 for use as 
title indicates. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Barnhill. Referred to Education. 


H 413. BANKS/LIMITED SERVICE FACILITIES. "TO AUTHORIZE ESTABLISHMENT OF LIMITED 
SERVICE FACILITIES BY BANKS, TO MODIFY BANKING HOLIDAYS, AND TO MAKE TECHNICAL 
CHANGES TO THE BANKING LAWS." Amends GS 53-1 to add definitions of “branch” ("an office 
of any bank in which deposits are received, monies are paid, and loans are made. Any of the 
functions or services authorized to be engaged in by a bank may be carried out in a branch.”) 
and "limited service facility” ("an office of a bank in which deposits are received, monies are 
paid, or other duties and functions of a teller are performed. Loan applications may be taken ina 
limited service facility but notes may not be executed nor loan proceeds disbursed in a limited 
service facility.”). 

Rewrites portion of GS 53-2 setting out required contents of certificate of incorporation re- 
lating to capital required to charter a bank, to require that it set out amount of authorized com- 
mon capital stock. (Underlined word added.) Deletes specific provisions relating to amounts 
required and provides, instead, that amount of capital required shall be determined by Comm’r of 
Banks, giving due consideration to seven factors specified in act. Provides that required common 
capital stock not to be less than $2 million unless increased or decreased in discretion of 
Comm’r of Banks. Requires that every bank, in addition to required capital, have a paid in sur- 
plus of at least 50% of its common capital stock. Provides that capital and paid in surplus are 
exclusive of any organizational expenses. 

Amends GS 53-7 to provide that the statement required before beginning business may be 
under oath of president, cashier, or secretary (currently, president or cashier). Adds GS 53-9.1 
("Deposit insurance.") providing that (1) no bank established under the Article may engage in 
business of banking without first securing insurance on its deposits from the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation or any successor corporation, and (2) in order to secure the required insur- 
ance, a bank may enter into contracts, incur obligation, and do anything necessary or appropriate 
in order to take advantage of any memberships, loans, subscriptions, contracts, grants, rights, or 
privileges that may be available, and may also subscribe for and acquire sock, debentures, 
bonds, or other securities of the FDIC and may comply with the lawful regulations that may be 
imposed by the FDIC. Repeals GS 53-43(5) which contains similar authorization. 

Amends GS 53-43.3 to (1) authorize bank to grant options to purchase, sell or enter into 
agreements to sell shares of capital stock to its directors (currently, just officers or employees); 
and (2) authorize bank, pursuant to terms of a stock purchase plan for benefit of officers and 
employees, to sell shares of capital stock for a consideration of not less than 85% of fair market 
value. Amends GS 53-62 to delete references to "tellers’ windows” and add references to “lim- 
ited service facilities”: provides that a branch or limited service facility of a bank shall be oper- 
ated as a branch or office of and under the name of the bank, and that the board of directors of 
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the bank shall elect such officers as may be required to conduct the business of any branch or 
limited service facility; provides that Comm’r of Banks shall not authorize establishment of a 
branch until satisfied that applicant bank has sufficient capital to maintain minimum capital to 
asset ratio required by Comm’r of Banks; authorizes Comm’r, on written application of bank, to 
authorize bank to establish a limited service facility after considering criteria and making findings 
set out in act; specifies when and how limited service facility may convert to a branch and bank 
may discontinue any limited service facility operation. 

Amends GS 53-67 to provide that the annual meeting of stockholders for election of direc- 
tors shall be held not later than June 30 (currently, March 31) each year. Repeals GS 53-77.1 
("Operation of banks on five-day week basis.”), and adds new GS 53-77.1A providing (1) that 
bank (including national banking associations and Federal Reserve banks or any branch) located 
in the State, shall operate not less than five days per week, and on one day of the week, shall 
remain open not less than seven hours, three of which are after 3:00 p.m.; (2) in addition, banks - 
and branches may operate on such days and during such hours as the bank deems appropriate; 
(3) a limited service facility may operate on such days and for such hours as the bank deems 
appropriate; and (4) a bank must give such notice of the days and hours during which it and its 
branches and limited service facilities shall operate as required by the Comm’r. Amends GS 53- 
77.2A to (1) change legal banking holidays to include Friday, January 31 (currently, Monday, 
January 3) when January 1 falls on a Saturday, and Friday, December 24 (currently, Monday, 
December 27) when December 25 falls on a Saturday; (2) provide that a bank may also observe 
as legal public holidays Martin Luther King Jr.’s Birthday (third Monday of January) and Veterans 
Day (November 11); and (3) provide that when a legal public holiday falls on a Friday, a bank 
may close the Saturday and Sunday immediately following the holiday, and when a holiday falls 
on a Monday, a bank may close the Saturday and Sunday immediately preceding the holiday. 
Amends GS 53-77.3(b) to add provision that the Comm’r of Banks may, in the interest of national 
defense, authorize any bank or any of its offices to open or close for the transaction of business. 

Amends GS 53-78 to require that executive committees shall meet as often as the board of 
directors may require, except they shall meet at least once during each month in which there is 
no meeting of the board of directors (currently, not less frequently than once each month). 
Amends GS 53-85 and 53-108 to refer to “shareholder” or "Shareholder of record” instead of 
“stockholder”. Amends GS 53-105 to require that every bank make to the Comm’r of Banks not 
less than four (currently, three) reports during each year in the manner and form prescribed by 
the Comm’r by regulation. Amends GS 53-128 ("Willfully and maliciously making derogatory re- 
ports.”) to refer to reports that are fa/se and derogatory (underlined word added), and to make 
the offense a Class J felony (currently, a misdemeanor). Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Rhyne. Referred to Commerce. 


H 414. ANNUAL FEE FOR BANKS. "TO PROVIDE A MINIMUM ANNUAL ASSESSMENT FOR BANK 
BRANCHES AND LIMITED SERVICE FACILITIES AND TO AUTHORIZE THE COMMISSIONER OF 
BANKS TO SET FEES FOR OTHER SERVICES." Amends GS 53-122 to assess banks subject to 
examination by Comm’r of Banks $85 for each branch and limited service facility. Provides that 
Comm’r may set by rule fees for required applications, proceedings and services other than ex- 
aminations. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Rhyne. Referred to Commerce. 


H 415. COMPETITIVE TELECOMMUNICATIONS. "TO PERMIT PRICING FLEXIBILITY OF 

COMPETITIVE TELECOMMUNICATION SERVICES." Amends GS 62-2 to authorize Utilities Comm’n 
to issue regulatory policies governing telecommunications services that promote their innovation, 
economic growth, and competitiveness. Adds new GS 62-133.3 authorizing Comm'n to disregard 
rate fixing provisions of GS 62-133(b) and (c) and instead adopt alternative means of fixing rates 
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in regulating telecommunications utilities. Alternative method may be adopted on request of utility, 
petition of interested party, or on Commission’s motion after investigation, hearing, and finding 
that alternative is (1) consistent with public interest, (2) does not jeopardize local exchange serv- 
ice, (3) safeguards consumers, (4) assures that rates for noncompetitive services do not subsidize 
prices charged for competitive services, (5) maintains ability of telecommunication utilities to at- 
tract capital necessary for affordable services, and (6) assures continued services. Commission 
may reinstate regulation under GS 62-133(b) and (c) on request of same parties who can request 
alternative rate-fixing procedures. 

Adds new GS 62-134(h) authorizing Comm'n to regular procedures of GS 62-134(a) and (b) 
in changing rates or tariffs and instead adopt procedures to permit pricing flexibility, detariffing 
services, or both. Before adopting special procedures, Commission must consider (1) availability 
of competing services in market area, (2) ability of alternative providers to make equivalent serv- 
ices available, (3) whether Comm'n exemption produces consumer benefits that exceed those 
produced by market forces, (4) whether service is discretionary to subscriber, (5) whether 
Comm'n exemption inhibits telecommunications utility from competing with unregulated equivalent 
services, (6) whether competition prevents abuses, unjust discrimination or excessive charges, 
and (7) other factors protecting public interest. After notice and opportunity for hearing, Comm'n 
may revoke special procedures when it determines that rates and charges for service should be 
more fully regulated. 

Adds new GS 62-134(i) authorizing Comm’n to exempt telecommunications utilities from GS 
62-140 (prohibits discrimination in utiltiy rates or services) thereby authorizing utility to offer “com- 
petitive services” to business customers. 

Makes conforming amendments to GS 62-137, -138(a) and -139. 

Introduced by Miller. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 416. WIPERS ON/HEADLIGHTS ON. "TO REQUIRE THAT HEADLIGHTS BE ILLUMINATED WHEN 
WINDSHIELD WIPERS ARE ON." Amends GS 20-129(a) to require headlights to be on when wind- 
shield wipers are on because of precipitation or when persons or vehicles cannot be clearly dis- 
cerned at a distance of 500 feet, except when wipers are used intermittently during precipitation. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Weatherly. Referred to Judiciary.

S 312. ORANGE OUTREACH PILOT FUNDS. "7O CONTINUE THE ORANGE COUNTY OUTREACH 
ACTIVITIES PILOT PROGRAM." Appropriates from the General Fund to Orange County Parks and 
Recreation Dep’t $35,000 in each year of 1989-91 biennium for pilot program to provide activities 
for residents of domiciliary homes. Requires independent evaluator to report to General Assembly 
by Feb. 1, 1991. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Walker. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 313. PIONEER PROJECT IMPLEMENTATION. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS AND TO BEGIN 
STATEWIDE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE PIONEER SYSTEM OF FUNDING FOR COMMUNITY 
SERVICES TO INDIVIDUALS WITH MENTAL ILLNESS, DEVELOPMENTAL DISABILITIES AND 
SUBSTANCE ABUSE PROBLEMS." Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources 
$1,447,054 for fiscal 1989-90 and $1,914,554 for fiscal 1990-91 to begin full statewide implemen- 
tation of the Pioneer System in all forty-one area programs. Directs Sec’y of DHR to undertake, 
as much as possible, activities described in the Plan for statewide implementation transmitted by 
letter of February 9, 1989, to chairmen of the Mental Health Study Comm'n. Requires Sec’y to 
report to Comm’n on regular basis on progress of implementation. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Walker. Referred to Appropriations. 
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S 314. DARE SINGLE PRIME CONTRACTS. "7O ALLOW THE DARE COUNTY BOARD OF 
EDUCATION AND THE COUNTY OF DARE TO CONTRACT WITH A GENERAL CONTRACTOR FOR 
THE CONSTRUCTION OF A BUILDING." Exempts Dare County and Dare County Board of 
Education from provisions of GS 143-128 requiring separate specifications and contracts for elec- 
trical, plumbing, and mechanical portions of public building contracts. 

Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Local Government. 


S 315. AQUACULTURE DEVELOPMENT ACT. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE DEVELOPMENT OF 
AQUACULTURE IN NORTH CAROLINA." Adds GS Ch. 106, Art. 63, to designate Dep’t of 
Agriculture as lead agency in aquaculture matters. Creates Aquaculture Advisory Board within 
Dep’t consisting of Comm’r of Agriculture (chairman), Sec’y of Commerce, Sec’y of Natural 
Resources & Community Development, NC Biotechnology Center president, and UNC president. 
Authorizes Board to provide information and assist aquaculturists in obtaining necessary permits, 
to promote investment in facilities, and to work with state and federal agencies to facilitate 
aquaculture development. Directs Board to review state and federal policies affecting aquaculture 
and recommend necessary changes to governor and General Assembly. Appropriates $186,162 
from General Fund to Dep’t of Agriculture for 1990-91 to implement Act. Appropriation effective 
July 1, 1990; remainder effective on ratification. 

Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Marine Resources. 


S 316. EASTERN NC TOURISM FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROMOTE TOURISM IN 
EASTERN NORTH CAROLINA.” Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Commerce $150,000 
for fiscal 1989-90 to create the Eastern North Carolina Tour. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 317. SPECIAL TAGS/DWI LIMITED PRIVILEGE. "TO REQUIRE THAT ANY PERSON RECEIVING A 
LIMITED DRIVING PRIVILEGE UPON CONVICTION OF DRIVING WHILE IMPAIRED SHALL 
SURRENDER THE LICENSE REGISTRATION PLATE FROM ANY VEHICLE HE INTENDS TO DRIVE 
AND OBTAIN A DISTINGUISHING PLATE FOR SUCH VEHICLE.” Adds new GS 20-63.2, which (1) 
requires Comm’r of Motor Vehicles, by January 1, 1990, to issue a special registration plate to 
any person who receives a limited driving privilege under GS 20-179.3 (driving while impaired), 
upon surrender of current plate; (2) requires that special plate be readily distinguishable from 
other plates; (3) requires Comm’r, before issuing special plate, to require $25 fee and certifica- 
tion that person requesting the plate person possessing the limited privilege have liability insur- 
ance and that the insurance company has been notified of the driving while impaired conviction; 
(4) requires Comm’r, at least annually, to notify law enforcement agencies of the distinguishing 
pattern of letters, numbers, or color that the special plates will bear; and (5) provides that a 
holder of a limited driving privilege may obtain a non-distinguishing plate upon reinstatement of 
his driver’s license by applying to the Comm’r. Adds new GS 20-179.3(h1) providing that in all 
limited driving privileges, the judge must include a restriction specifying the vehicle(s) the appli- 
cant may operate; except for vehicle owned by applicant’s employer, every vehicle authorized to 
be operated by him must be registered in accordance with new section described above; before 
receiving limited privilege, applicant must present proof that he has complied with provisions de- 
scribed above; and operation of any vehicle without required distinguishing plate constitutes a 
violation of a restriction of the limited privilege. Effective January 1, 1990, and applicable to any 
limited driving privilege issued on or after that date. 

Introduced by Simpson. Referred to Judiciary 1. 
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S 318. STRENGTHEN DWI FORFEITURE LAW. "TO CREATE AN AFFIRMATIVE DUTY FOR THE 
INNOCENT PART TO VIEW A VALID DRIVER’S LICENSE PRIOR TO LENDING USE OF OR 
PURCHASE MONEY FOR A VEHICLE AND TO ELIMINATE CONSIDERATION OF BUSINESS OR 
SCHOOL USE OF VEHICLE IN FORFEITURE PROCEEDINGS.” Amends GS 20-282.2(d) (con- 
cerning forfeiture of vehicles for DWI after DWI license revocation) to eliminate from judge’s con- 
sideration as to whether vehicle should be forfeited whether vehicle is used by member of 
defendant’s family or household for business purposes or for driving to and from school. Amends 
GS 20-28.2(f) (allowing innocent parties to intervene in forfeiture proceeding) to provide that in 
order for person lending vehicle or holding security interest therein to qualify as an innocent 
party, he must have viewed a valid driver's license before lending the vehicle or having the secu- 
rity interest created. Also requires one claiming to be an innocent party on grounds that defen- 
dant drove vehicle without his consent to show that he reported the unauthorized use by the 
driver or the car as stolen as soon as he realized it was missing. 

Introduced by Simpson. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 319. GLEN ALPINE ELECTIONS. "TO PROVIDE A FOUR-YEAR TERM FOR THE MAYOR OF THE 
TOWN OF GLEN ALPINE AND FOUR-YEAR STAGGERED TERMS FOR THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN 
OF THAT TOWN.” Amends Glen Alpine Charter as title indicates. 

Introduced by Simpson. Referred to Local Gov’t. 


S 320. EDGECOMBE COMMUNITY COLLEGE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
DEPARTMENT OF COMMUNITY COLLEGES FOR EDGECOMBE COMMUNITY COLLEGE CAMPUS 
BUILDING RENOVATION AND LANDSCAPING.” Appropriates $275,000 from General Fund to Dep’t 
of Community Colleges for 1989-90 for capital improvements, renovation of vocational and techni- 
cal laboratory building and landscaping. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by R. Martin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 321. STUDENT ACTIVITY/DEAF SCHOOL FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR PLANNING 
FOR THE STUDENT ACTIVITY COMPLEX AT THE EASTERN NORTH CAROLINA SCHOOL FOR THE 
DEAF." Appropriates $101,000 from General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of 
Services for Deaf and Hard of Hearing, for 1989-90 for cited purpose. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by R. Martin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 322. VESTAL HALL FUNDS. "70 APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR VESTAL HALL AT THE EASTERN 
NORTH CAROLINA SCHOOL FOR THE DEAF." Appropriates from General Fund to the Div’n of 
Services for the Deaf and Hard of Hearing, Dep't of Human Resources, $393,146 for 1989-90, to 
renovate Vestal Hall at Eastern North Carolina School for the Deaf. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by R. Martin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 323. PRESCHOOL DEAF FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A PRESCHOOL MOBILE 
CLASSROOM AT THE EASTERN NORTH CAROLINA SCHOOL FOR THE DEAF.” Appropriates from 
General Fund to the Div’n of Services for the Deaf and Hard of Hearing, Dep’t of Human 
Resources, $116,000 for fiscal 1989-90, for purpose indicated in title. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by R. Martin. Referred to Appropriatioins. 


S 324. HAZARDOUS WASTE MANAGEMENT. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE MANAGEMENT OF 
HAZARDOUS WASTE IN NORTH CAROLINA, TO CREATE THE NORTH CAROLINA INDUSTRIAL 
WASTE MANAGEMENT COMMISSION, TO ABOLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA HAZARDOUS WASTE 
TREATMENT COMMISSION AND TRANSFER ITS FUNCTIONS, POWERS, AND DUTIES TO THE 
NORTH CAROLINA INDUSTRIAL WASTE MANAGEMENT COMMISSION, TO AMEND VARIOUS 
STATUTES RELATING TO THE MANAGEMENT OF HAZARDOUS WASTE, AND TO MAKE 
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CONFORMING CHANGES TO OTHER STATUTES." 

Findings and Purpose. Finds that prevention recycling, detoxification, and reduction of haz- 
ardous wastes should be encouraged and hazardous waste should be treated to the extent feasi- 
ble before being placed in long-term storage. Purpose of act is to promote interstate 
arrangements for management of hazardous waste and to encourage development of hazardous 
waste facilities needed in state through efforts of private enterprise. 

Creation and Powers of NC Industrial Waste Management Comm'n. Repeals Part 11A, Art. 
10, GS Ch. 143B, which created Hazardous Waste Treatment Comm'n, and enacts new GS Ch. 
130B, to establish the NC Industrial Waste Management Comm’n in the Dep’t of Commerce. 
Comm'n to consist of nine members, five appointed by Governor and four appointed by General 
Assembly, two on recommendation of speaker and two on recommendation of President pro tem. 
Membership to include persons knowledgeable in technical, legal, and financial aspects of haz- 
ardous waste management. Comm'n to appoint an executive director and staff and set their sala- 
ries. Exempts staff from State Personnel Act, and GS 126-5(c1) is so amended. .- 

Comm’n’s powers include the following: (1) review current and projected availability and 
adequacy of hazardous waste management facilities within and outside the state; (2) at 
Governor’s request, assist with negotiation of interstate agreements regarding hazardous waste 
management; (3) site, design, finance, construct and operate hazardous waste management fa- 
cilities authorized by Governor; (4) adopt rules specifying criteria and procedures for evaluating 
locations for siting facilities; (5) acquire property and enter into contracts necessary to carry out 
its duties; (6) develop and implement fee schedules and user charges applicable to facilities; and 
(7) issue revenue bonds (amends GS Ch. 159 to allow such bonds). In carrying out its duties, the 
Comm'n, and any contractor acting on its behalf, is authorized to exempt itself from the following 
laws: GS Ch. Articles 3, (purchases and contracts), 3C (contracts to obtain consultant services), 
3D (procurement of architectural and engineering services), 8 (public contracts), and 8B (State 
Building Comm'n); GS 143-341 (powers of Dep't of Admin.), Ch. 146 (state lands); and the follow- 
ing provisions of GS Ch. 150B (Admin. Procedure Act), Art. 2 (rule making) with regard to con- 
tractor or technology selection, an Art. 3 and 3A (admin. hearings) with regard to final decisions 
on site, contractor, and technology selection. Comm’n must comply with all environmental laws 
and regulations. ; 

Governor’s Role. New GS 130B-5 provides that no hazardous waste facility may be estab- 
lished without the Governor’s approval after determining that establishment is in best interest of 
state. After he has authorized establishment of the facility, Governor must make the following 
approvals: schedule for selection of preferred and alternative sites for facility; schedule for devel- 
opment of facility; and technology and design capacity of each component of facility. Governor 
further authorized to negotiate interstate agreements for management of hazardous wastes, such 
agreements to become effective only after approved by General Assembly. Governor’s Waste 
Management Board directed to assist with negotiations for interstate agreements. 

Site Selection (for facilities approved by Governor). Comm’n directed to seek communities 
interested in voluntarily having site for facility established and to give preference to such commu- 
nities. Comm’n to develop procedures and criteria for selecting sites to take account of following 
factors: hydology and geology; environment and public health; natural and cultural resources; 
local land uses; transportation; and aesthetics. Comm’n to develop schedule for evaluating and 
selecting preferred and alternative sites for each hazardous waste facility. Comm’n authorized to 
condemn property selected for site. Comm’n to seek private contractors to construct and operate 
facilities, but may perform both tasks in absence of private contractors. May enter into agree- 
ments with contractors concerning terms and conditions of operations. Comm'n to require proper 
and safe post-closure of facilities and provide post-closure surveillance of facility. Each county in 
which a site is identified for evaluation is authorized to appoint 11-member site designation review 
committee, committee to receive state grant of $50,000 to perform information collection tasks, to 
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evaluaté the Site, to conduct public hearings, and to study costs and benefits of proposed facility. 
A G6ufity I Which a preferred Site is identified is authorized to appoint 11-member preferred site 
local advisory coffimitteé. Corimittee to study costs and benefits of proposed facility, review per- 
mit ahd licéfise applications, promote public education, and propose agreements between opera- 
tor and Comm’n. County may charge applicant for facility permit a One-time $100,000 application 
fee and may use fée to fund local advisory committee. LO¢al government where site is proposed 
and Comm'n may negotiate all issues except need for facility, duties of Comm’n, environmental 
rules; and Comm'n’s decision oh site, contractor, or technology selection. Issues may be submit- 
ted t6 formal arbitration if parties unable to agree after 6 months. After a site is sélected, or after 
a county proposes a specific site to the Comm’n, no municipality may annex the site except on 
péetitidn by Comm'n. 

Fees and Taxes. Comm'n generally directed to set fees and user charges so that cost of 
facility and rélated operations are fully paid by generators of hazardous waste that use facility. 
Costs specifically directed to be included in Calculation of fees are those necessary to finance a 
long-term élésuré fuhd and all expenses of Comm'n. Comm'n dirécted to pay compensation to 
any property 6wher whose property is diminished in value because of facility, and fees musts be 
ealeulated to recoup this expense. Facilitiés owned by Comm’n are exempt from local property 
taxes (GS 105-275 is So amended), but Comm'n required to make payments in lieu of property 
taxés to loeal governments in which facility is located, and payments to be equal to property 
taxes that would have been paid. No local taxes may be levied on facilities except privilege li- 
cense taxes authorized by GS 153A-153.1 and 160A-211.1. Comm'n directed to impose annual 
2.5% gross receipts levy 6A fatility for benefit Of local governments. 

Conforming Amendments. Conforming améndments made in various statutes, including GS 
105-164.14(c), sales tax refunds to Comm’n; GS 130A-290, deleting and amending various defini- 
tions; GS 130A-294(h), regarding location of facilities within 25 miles of PCB facility; GS 130A- 
295(b), deleting gross receipts trust fund; and GS 143B-216.13, duties of Governor’s Waste 
Management Board.

COMMISSION ON SOCIAL SERVICES.” See identical bill H 400. 
Introduced by Walker. Referred to Rules. 


S 327. CHILD PROTECTIVE SERVICES FUNDS (=H 401). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
PROVIDE ADEQUATE STAFFING STATEWIDE FOR CHILD PROTECTIVE SERVICES." See identical 
bill H 401.

Appropriates from the General Fund 
to the Dep't of Human Resources, Div’n of Social Services $2,263,300 for 1989-90 for use as title 
indicates. Effective July 1, 1989.

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S 329. STUDENTS CANNOT WORK PAST TEN. "TO PROHIBIT MOST STUDENTS ENROLLED IN 
GRADES TWELVE OR LESS FROM WORKING LATE ON SCHOOL NIGHTS.” Amends GS 95-25.5 
(concerning youth employment) to provide that no youth under 18 years of age enrolled in grade 
12 or less may be employed between 10 p.m. and 5 a.m. the next day when school is in session 
for that youth the next day. Effective Aug. 15, 1989. , 
Introduced by Chalk. Referred to Manufacturing & Labor. 


S 330. DEREGULATE PAWNBROKERS. ”7O ELIMINATE THE REQUIREMENT THAT 
PAWNBROKERS BE LICENSED." Repeals GS 91.2 and 91.3 that currently require pawnbrokers to 
be located in a municipality, obtain a license from that municipality, and post a $1,000 bond. 
Makes conforming amendments to GS 91-4 and 91-6.

H 417. NO SALES TAX ON SECURITY DEPOSIT. "TO CLARIFY TAX ON SECURITY DEPOSITS 
CHARGED TO TRANSIENTS.” Amends GS 105-164.4(3) to provide that 3% sales tax on gross 
rental receipts of hoteis, motels and similar businesses and persons renting private residences 
and cottages does not include money held separately in trust as security for damages to and 
cleaning of premises. Effective July 1, 1989, with respect to deposits made on or after that date.

H 418 BEAUFORT CC BUILDING FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE TO THE DEPARTMENT OF

H 419. CONSTITUTION AMENDMENT INITIATIVE. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF NORTH

CAROLINA CONSTITUTION BY PETITION.” Subject to approval by the voters at the November, 
1990, generai election, amends NC Constitution by adding new Art. XIll, Sec. 5 permitting voters 
to initiate constitutional amendments by petition. Proposed amendment is initiated by petition 
signed by number of qualified voters equal to 10% of total vote cast for ali candidates for gover- 
nor in most recent gubernatorial election. Signatures must be collected within period of 365 con- 
secutive days. Proposal to be submitted at next general election held at least 131 days after | 
petition is qualified, or governor may cail special election. Proposed amendment becomes effec- 
tive January 1 after voter approval unless different effective date is prescribed in the petition. 
Makes conforming amendment to Art. Xil!, Sec. 2.

H 420. VETERANS CEMETERIES FUNDS (=S 189). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE

ELEVENTH CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICTS AND TO ALLOW ANY UNEXPENDED FUNDS TO GO

H 421. LINCOLN SCHOOL BOARD FILING. "TO CHANGE THE FILING PERIOD FOR THE LINCOLN

H 422. GUILFORD AID STATE STREETS. "TO AUTHORIZE GUILFORD COUNTY AND 
MUNICIPALITIES IN GUILFORD COUNTY TO PARTICIPATE IN DESIGN COSTS OF STREET PROJECTS 
ON THE STATE HIGHWAY SYSTEM SUBJECT TO APPROVAL BY THE DEPARTMENT OF 
TRANSPORTATION.” Authorizes Guilford County and two or more municipalities in the county to 
agree to pay the design costs of future improvements to the existing state highway system in 
Guilford County, if the State Highway Administrator approves any proposed joint funding of a 
project, concurs in the selection of the design consultant, and approves the final design plans of 
the project. Requires the agreement to (i) specify the participating local units; (ii) state the effec- 
tive date and duration of the agreement; (ili) describe the project subject to the agreement and 
the purpose to be served; (iv) specify the method of financing, including the apportionment of 
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cost and revenues and the method of accounting; and (v) other relevant matters. Allows partici- 
pating local governments to use non-ad valorem tax revenues and other revenues not otherwise 
restricted by law, including funds authorized by vote of the citizens of any participating unit to pay 
for project design costs.

H 423. MEDICAID FOR CHILDREN (=S 276). "TO PROVIDE IMPROVED MEDICAID COVERAGE TO 
CHILDREN UNDER EIGHT, TO EXPAND MEDICAID CASE MANAGEMENT SERVICES FOR CHILDREN 
WITH SPECIAL HEALTH RISKS, AND TO EXPAND INCOME ELIGIBILITY FOR CHILDREN FOR THE 
SPECIAL HEALTH SERVICES PROGRAM." See identical bill S 276. 

Introduced by Duncan. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 424. FOREST FIREFIGHTER BENEFITS. "TO PROVIDE CERTAIN STATE EMPLOYEE BENEFITS 
FOR SEASONAL FIREFIGHTERS IN THE DIVISION OF FOREST RESOURCES, DEPARTMENT OF 
NATURAL RESOURCES AND COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT." Amends GS 126-5(c4) to require State 
Personnel Comm’n to extend benefits of guaranteed two hour show-up pay when work is post- 
poned and pay for holidays falling within periods of employment to seasonal fire fighters em- 
ployed by Div’n of Forest Resources, Dep’t of Natural Resources and Community Development if 
employee works for at least one-half of workdays of each pay period for at least six calendar 
months per year. Appropriates from General Fund to DNRCD $75,000 for 1989-90 and $100,000 
for 1990-91 to implement Act. Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

H 425. EMPLOYMENT SECURITY LAWS CONFORMED. "TO MAKE CONFORMING AMENDMENTS 
TO THE EMPLOYMENT SECURITY LAW." Adds GS 96-4(t)(7a) to allow Employment Security 
Comm'n to disclose information from its records concerning individuals applying for any housing 
assistance program administered by the US Dep’t of Housing & Urban Development if the individ- 
ual has signed an appropriate consent form, and adds GS 96-4(t)(7b) to allow Comm’n to dis- 
close, upon request of the Sec’y of Health and Human Services, any information required by Sec. 
303 (h)(1) of the Social Security Act. Amends GS 96-13(f) to provide. that anyone who is not a US 
citizen or national shall not be deemed "available for work” unless that person complies with the 
laws administered by the Immigration and Nationalization Service.

H 426. EMPLOYMENT SECURITY AMENDMENTS. "7O MAKE TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS TO THE 
EMPLOYMENT SECURITY LAW.” Amends GS 96-4(t) (confidentiality of records and information) to 
provide that any action under Employment Security Law is not admissible or binding in subse- 
quent action whether or not prior action was between same or related parties or involved same 
facts. Adds GS 96-4(v) to authorize Employment Security Comm’n to issue advisory rulings and to 
prescribe procedures therefor. Adds GS 96-8(5)r. to define circumstances under which employee 
service company is deemed to be the employer rather than the company’s client or customer. 
Amends GS 96-8(13)b. to exclude from definition of “wages” payments under Cafeteria Plan 
within the meaning of Internal Revenue Code Sec. 125. Amends GS 96-9(a) to provide that under- 
payments and overpayments of less than $1 shall be disregarded. Amends GS 96-14(I) to add 
paragraph specifying circumstances under which reduction in work hours constitutes voluntary or 
involuntary leaving. Amends GS 96-14(8) with respect to effect of back pay award on unemploy- 
ment benefits previously paid and employer payments previously made. Amends GS 96-15(f) to fix 
transcript fee at $.75 (now, lesser of $.25 per page or $35). Amends GS 96-18(e) -18(g)(1) to 
Clarify methods of computing time.

Amends GS 15A-534(a) to allow 
the judicial official who determines the conditions of pretrial release to place restrictions upon the 
travel, associations, conduct, or place of abode of any defendant who posts a secured appear- 
ance bond (now, such restrictions may be imposed only if the defendant is released upon his own 
written promise to appear, released upon an unsecured appearance bond, or placed in supervi- 
sory custody). Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

H 429. JUVENILE JURISDICTION AGE STUDY. "TO MAKE THE CHILD WELFARE SUBCOMMITTEE

ISSUES OF JURISDICTIONAL AGE OF JUVENILES AND COMPULSORY ATTENDANCE AGE.” Amends 
GS Ch. 120, Art. 12B (Comm’n on Children and Youth) as title indicates. Amends GS 120-70.7 to 
allow president pro tem. to appoint five members to the Comm’n (now, It. governor appoints). 
Amends GS 120-70.9 to direct the chairman, when elected, to organize the Comm’n into four 
formal subcommittees: Child Health, Child Care, Child Support, and Child Welfare. Requires the 
Subcommittee on Child Welfare to serve as the lead agency for the ongoing study of juvenile age 
jurisdiction and of compulsory schoo! attendance age. Directs that study to include (i) a survey of 
national practices, trends, and research on the juvenile age and compulsory school attendance 


age, including an analysis of how these practices will affect North Carolina; (ii) an examination of 


all considerations arguing for and against any changes in age requirements and the implications 


of such changes; (iii) a plan for implementing any change proposed; and (iv) a feasibility analysis. 


Directs the subcommittee to develop study in continuing consultation with a number of listed state 
agencies, advocacy groups, commissions, and professional associations. Authorizes such groups 
"to form themselves” into an ad hoc committee of the subcommittee to provide this consultation. 
Directs the subcommiitee to make a formal, written report, including recommendations, to the 
commission no later than Nov. 1, 1990. Requires recommendations that no change be made to 
be justified with detailed findings and conclusions. Appropriates $75,000 for each year of the 
fiscal 1989-91 biennium from the General Fund to the General Assembly for the Comm’n on 
Children and Youth. Requires funds to be allocated each fiscal year as follows: $25,000 for the 
work of the commission, excluding the work of the Child Welfare Subcommittee’s study, and 
$50,000 for the Child Welfare Subcommittee’s study. Effective July 1, 1989.

H 430. COMMUNITY HEALTH ACCESS FUNDS. "TO DEVELOP A COMMUNITY HEALTH ACCESS

Resources, Div’n of Facility Services, Office of Health Resources Development, $225,000 for 
1989-90 fiscal year and $1,425,000 for 1990-91 fiscal year to establish Community Health Access 
Demonstration Program. Of 1989-90 funds, allots $150,000 for development and administration of 
five demonstration grants and $75,000 for program administration. Of 1990-91 funds, allocates 
$150,000 for development and administration of five grants, $1.2 million to fund patient care 
grants in the five projects, and $75,000 for program administration. Office of Health Resources 
Development shall report to Human Resources subcommittee of Joint Legislative Committee on 
Governmental Operations by May 1, 1990, on program progress. Effective July 1, 1989.

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H 431. PARK IMPROVEMENT PLAN (=S 229). "TO ESTABLISH A PARK IMPROVEMENT PLAN

TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE INITIAL PHASE OF THE PLAN." See identical bill S 229.

S 332. GAS PIPELINE SAFETY AMENDMENTS. "TO CONFORM STATE GAS PIPELINE 
STANDARDS TO THE NEWLY ENACTED AMENDMENTS TO THE FEDERAL NATURAL GAS PIPELINE 
SAFETY ACT OF 1968." Amends GS 62-50(b) to allow the North Carolina Utilities Comm’n to use 
its personnel to inspect and investigate "gas incidents,” facilities, and records kept under federal 
law (49 CFR, Part 191-193) and to cooperate with other state and federal agencies in determin- 
ing the causes of gas incidents. Requires information obtained during the investigation of a gas. 
incident to be reduced to writing and a report containing that information to be filed with the 
chief clerk of the Comm’n. Provides that the report may be inspected by the public, but is not 
admissible in evidence in any civil or criminal proceeding arising from the incident. Amends GS 
62-50(d) to increase the civil penaity for violating safety standards for gas pipeline facilities from 
$1,000 to $10,000 per day and to increase the maximum cumulative penalty that may be owed 
from $200,000 to $500,000. 

Introduced by Smith. Referred to Public Utilities. 


S 333. FREE TUITION/CERTAIN DEPENDENTS. "TO MAKE DEPENDENTS OF LAW 
ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS, RESCUE SQUAD WORKERS, AND FIREMEN, KILLED OR 
PERMANENTLY DISABLED IN THE LINE OF DUTY ELIGIBLE FOR FREE TUITION AT ANY OF THE 
CONSTITUENT INSTITUTIONS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA.” Adds GS 116-143.4 to 
provide free tuition to any UNC constituent institution for qualified and accepted minor dependent 
relatives of NC law enforcement officers, firemen, or rescue squad workers killed or permanently 
and totally disabled in the line of duty. Eligibility extends for five academic years beginning with 
year of admission. Free tuition not to exceed four years and dependent not eligible for free tuition 
if receiving any other tuition grant. Also provides free tuition to any dependent (not limited to 
minors) attending and passing any accredited institution of learning above the high school (not 
limited to UNC institutions) at time of death or permanent disability of law enforcement officer, 
rescue squad worker, or fireman. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Jim Johnson. Referred to Higher Education. 
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S 334. COMMUNITY COLLEGE BOARD TERM. "TO REGULATE THE TERMS OF MEMBERS OF 
BOARDS OF TRUSTEES OF COMMUNITY COLLEGES." Rewrites GS 115D-13 to provide that as 
terms of office of community college trustees expire (other than student government president 
serving ex officio), successors shall be appointed for six-year terms, beginning July 1 (now, four- 
year terms). Provides that terms of incumbent trustees “currently serving eight years” shall be 
extended for one year, and terms of other trustees "as appropriate” "may be extended for one 
year” so that terms will be staggered unless already staggered. Adds GS 115D-19(b) to provide 
that board of trustees may declare seat vacant if member does not attend three consecutive 
scheduled meetings "without justifiable excuse,” and shal! notify appointing authority that vacancy 
exists.

Senate amendments (1) change effective date of veto amendment to Jan. 1, 1993 (was, 
1991), and (2) add provision dealing with possibility that session reconvened to consider 
override of veto might occur after January 1 following election for members of General 
Assembly, in which reconvened session would be limited to ten days, members would re- 
ceive no compensation or allowances, and former members’ terms would be extended for 
sole purpose of participating in reconvened session. 


S 91. OPEN PAROLE PROCESS TO VICTIMS. (See p. 89) 
Senate amendment limits to felony victims the obligation to notify of pending parole 
decisions. 
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S 104. SEWER CONTRACTORS CERTIFIED. (See p. 97) 


Senate committee substitute (1) amends new GS 90A-72 to provide that mandatory certifica- 
tion applies to contractors installing, repairing, or maintaining sewage systems required to 
have an operation permit under GS Ch. 130A, Art. 11, and to provide that certification under 
Act is in addition to any occupational license required by law, (2) specifies that $25 and $10 
improvement fees apply to conventional septic tank systems, $50 fee to new improvement 
permits for other systems, and (3) defines “conventional septic tank system” as subsurface 
sanitary sewage system consisting of settling tank and disposal field without pump or other 
appurtenance. 


S 130. NO MEDICAL WASTE OCEAN DUMPING. (See p. 116) 


Senate committee substitute deletes amendment to GS 143-213(18) defining infectious, 
medical, microbiological, and pathological waste, and adds GS 130A-290(9a) to define 
"medical waste” as microbiological waste, pathological waste, blood products, sharps, used 
lab and patient-care materials or equipment, and used packaging for medical equipment or 
drugs (illustrative list of items given in definition). Amends bill throughout to substitute ”medi- 
cal waste” for “infectious waste.” Makes other clarifying and technical changes. 


S 170. MACHINE GUN DEFINED. (See p. 149) 


Senate committee substitute deletes amendment to GS 14-288.1 and inserts identical defini- 
tion of “machine gun” in GS 14-409 and -409.9

PAYMENT OF JUST COMPENSATION BY LOCAL AUTHORITIES REQUIRING THE REMOVAL OF 
BILLBOARDS." Amends SL 1981, Ch. 1147, Sec. 2, as amended, to extend expiration date of GS 
136-131.1 from June 30, 1990 to June 30, 1994.

H 447. NO FUEL TAX FOR FEDERAL DEFICIT. "OPPOSING THE USE OF MOTOR FUEL TAX FOR 
REDUCTION OF THE FEDERAL DEFICIT." Memorializes NC congressional delegation as title 
indicates. 

Introduced by R. Hunter. Referred to Rules. 


H 448. ABOLISH OBLIGATION CEILINGS. "REQUESTING CONGRESS TO ABOLISH THE ANNUAL 
OBLIGATION CEILINGS ESTABLISHED FOR THE FEDERAL-AID HIGHWAY PROGRAMS.” As title 
indicates. 

Introduced by R. Hunter. Referred to Rules. 


H 449. EXTREMELY SERIOUS ASSAULT. "TO PUNISH AS A FELONY AN ASSAULT INFLICTING 
EXTREMELY SERIOUS INJURY." Adds GS 14-32.3 to make felonious assault inflicting extremely 
serious injury a Class H felony and defines an extremely serious injury to be an injury that results 
in (i) a permanent physical handicap or disability to another person; or (ii) protracted hospitaliza- 
tion of another person. Effective Oct. 1, 1989 and applies to offenses occurring on or after that 
date. 

Introduced by Gardner. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 450. MOORE SCHOOL BOARD PAY. "RELATING TO THE COMPENSATION OF THE MEMBERS 
OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION OF MOORE COUNTY.” Provides that Moore school board com- 
pensation shall be the same as Moore county comm’rs, but not including additional compensation 
for travel expenses; chairman to receive an additional $75 per month. 

Introduced by Craven. Referred to Government. 


H 451. DMV OFFICERS SALARY CONTINUATION. "TO PROVIDE THAT ALL SWORN LAW- 
ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS IN THE DIVISION OF MOTOR VEHICLES ARE ENTITLED TO THE 
BENEFITS OF THE SALARY CONTINUATION PLAN FOR CERTAIN STATE LAW-ENFORCEMENT 
OFFICERS." Amends GS 143-166.13(a) to extend the benefits of the salary continuation plan for 
certain law-enforcement officers to all Ass’t Directors and sworn state law-enforcement officers 
with the power of arrest in DMV Enforcement Section. 

introduced by Craven. Referred to Pensions & Retirement. 
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H 452. CHILDREN’S HEALTH SERVICES. "TO REQUIRE THAT THE CHILDREN’S HEALTH 
SERVICES PROGRAM BE FUNDED NO LOWER THAN THE FEDERAL POVERTY LEVEL." Directs the 
Div’n of Health Services, Dep’t of Human Resources, to fund the Children’s Special Health 
Services Program at a rate no lower than the current federal poverty level, as revised annually by 
the US Dep’t of Health and Human Services. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Easterling. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 453. SOLID WASTE VARIANCES. "7O PROVIDE FOR VARIANCES IN SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL 
FACILITY PERMITTING.” Adds GS 130A-294.1 to provide that state agencies responsible for per- 
mitting process for solid waste disposal facilities may make variances in regulations based on 
geological and hydrological differences existing in Mountain, Piedmont, and Coastal regions as 
defined by US Geological Survey. 

Introduced by Easterling. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 454. ADOLESCENT PREGNANCY PREVENTION. "TO CREATE THE ADOLESCENT PREGNANCY 
PREVENTION COMMISSION AND TO PROVIDE FOR DISTRIBUTING MONEY TO ADOLESCENT 
PREGNANCY PREVENTION PROJECTS.” Enacts Art. 5A, GS Ch. 130A, creating Adolescent 
Pregnancy Prevention Comm'n within Div’n of Health Services, Dep’t of Human Resources con- 
sisting of fifteen members serving two year terms: three appointed by governor (one to be physi- 
cian), three appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of president pro tem. (one to be 
local school board member), three appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of 
speaker (one to be public school student), Sup’t of Public Instruction or designee, Director of 
Div’n of Health Services or designee, Director of Div’n of Social Services or designee, president 
of NC PTA or designee, chairman of board of NC Coalition on Adolescent Pregnancy or desig- 
nee, and chairman of board of NC Child Advocacy Institute or designee. 

Comm'n to allocate funds for local adolescent pregnancy prevention projects, assist with develop- 
ing new projects, and provide technical assistance for existing and developing projects. Comm'n 
to report to General Assembly before May 1 of each year on status of adolescent pregnancy in 
state and in each county, best approach to solving problems, and evaluation of state’s approach, 
including local projects. 

Comm'n to build a statewide approach and network of projects on adolescent pregnancy preven- 
tion through allocation of grants to local agency or combination of agencies. Comm’n to conduct 
annual proposal-writing session that must be attended by representatives of applying projects. 
Grant application to contain analysis of local adolescent pregnancy, how project would prevent 
problem over at least five-year period, and money needed. Comm’n to set minimum standards 
and criteria for awarding initial grant and standards for allocating money for succeeding years. 
Monies to be allocated annually by June 1 and receiving agency must establish Board of Advisors 
composed of members outside the sponsoring agency as condition for continued funding. Also 
sets declining schedule of funding during the five years of original grant and sets five-year limit 
on funding any one project. Unspent funds appropriated to local projects in 1989-90 fiscal year 
do not revert. 

Allocates in 1989-90 fiscal year, $1,120,000 from continuation budget of Div’n of Health Services, 
DHR, and $445,000 from funds appropriated from Social Service Block Grant to DHR for adoles- 
cent pregnancy prevention program. Total funds ($1,565,000) shall then be allocated as follows: 
(1) $100,000 to Adolescent Pregnancy Prevention Comm'n, (2) $100,000 to North Carolina 
Coalition on Adolescent Pregnancy for technical assistance and (3) $1,385,000 to adolescent 
pregnancy prevention projects funded in 1988-89, other than NC Coalition on Adolescent 
Pregnancy. These projects to be funded at 1988-89 level and under law governing in that year. 
Allocates in 1990-91 fiscal year, $760,000 appropriated from continuation budget to DHR and 
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$445,000 appropriated for fiscal 1990-91 Social Service Block Grant to DHR for adolescent preg- 
nancy prevention program. Total funds ($1,205,000) shall then be allocated as follows: (1) 
$100,000 to NC Coalition on Adolescent Pregnancy for technical assistance and (2) $1,105,000 to 
Adolescent Pregnancy Prevention Comm'n with limitation of $100,000 for Comm’n administration. 
Appropriated funds unspent at end of fiscal year for which appropriated do not revert. 

Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Jeralds. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 455. NO UNSOLICITED FAX ADS. "PROHIBITING UNSOLICITED FACSIMILE MACHINE 
MESSAGES.” Amends GS 14-196 to prohibit the transmission of unsolicited advertising material 
via facsimile machine. Provides that district attorney may seek injunction against such advertising 
as well as other telephone communications prohibited by this section. 

Introduced by Gibson. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 456. ANSON FOREST RANGER FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A COUNTY FOREST 
RANGER POSITION IN ANSON COUNTY." Appropriates $48,652 for fiscal 1989-90 from the General 
Fund to the Dep’t of Natural Resources & Community Development, Div’n of Forest Resources, 
as title indicates. Effective on the later of (i) July 1, 1989; or (ii) the date Anson County appropri- 
ates $19,461 to the State for its share of the cost of the position. 

Introduced by Gibson. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 457. TAX EXEMPT PROPERTY USED BY GOV’T. "TO CLARIFY THE PROPERTY TAX 
EXEMPTION FOR PROPERTY OWNED OR USED BY UNITS OF GOVERNMENT.” Amends GS 105- 
278.1 to exempt from property tax real and personal property owned by a non-profit organization, 
made gratuitously available to governmental entities and used for a public purpose. Provides for 
pro-rating exemption if property is only partially used for exempt purpose. Effective Jan. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Wood. Referred to Government. 


H 458. EXTEND WAGE INCREASE DEADLINE. "TO EXTEND THE TIME BY WHICH THE MINIMUM 
WAGE MAY BE RAISED." Amends GS 95-25.3(a) to provide that if federal minimum wage is in- 
creased above $3.35/hour before June 1, 1991 (now, 1989), state minimum wage shall increase 
by same amount but not to more than $4/hour; increase to be effective at same time as federal 
increase. 

Introduced by Beall. Referred to Commerce. 


H 459. HONORING LEO JENKINS. "HONORING THE LIFE AND MEMORY OF DR. LEO WARREN 
JENKINS, FORMER CHANCELLOR OF EAST CAROLINA UNIVERSITY." As title indicates. 
Introduced by Warren. Referred to Rules. 


H 460. CERTIFY PESTICIDE USERS. "TO REQUIRE TRAINING AND EVENTUAL CERTIFICATION OF 
CERTAIN APPLICATORS OF PESTICIDES.” Amends GS 106-65.31(b)to delete exemption of certified 
structural pesticide applicator from registration and identification card fees. Makes it generally 
unlawful after Jan. 1, 1990 for any pest control employee to apply any pesticide without having 
first completed a training program on safe use approved by the Structural Pest Control 
Committee. Provides that completion of the Committee’s current video training program satisfies 
the training requirement. Makes it generally unlawful, after Jan. 1, 1991, for any employee other 
than a certified applicator to apply a structural pesticide, except that within 75 days of the em- 
ployee’s initial date of employment an employee who is not a certified applicator may do so if 
under the direct supervision of the licensee or a certified applicator who is physically present on 
the site at the time of treatment. 

Amends GS 106-65.25 to require the following types of work to be done or supervised by a 
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licensee: (i) the use of a restricted-use pesticide in, on, or around any structure or its adjacent 
area; and (ii) the use of any other pesticide in, on, or around food handling establishments, insti- 
tutions such as schools and hospitals, restaurants, nursing homes, hotels, retail establishments, 
offices, industrial establishments including warehouses and grain elevators, structures for the pro- 
tection of stored, processed, or manufactured products, and other structures, public or private, 
that are places of public accommodation or which are frequented by the public. Specifically al- 
lows the application by a nonlicensed person using a pesticide other than a restricted-use pesti- 
cide in, on, or around (a) a single-family dwelling and its appurtenant structures occupied by the 
person, (b) dwelling units within a multi-family structure occupied by the person or his immediate 
family; or (c) any structure located on a farm and used for agricultural purposes. Specifically 
allows the application of a household pesticide in, on, or around a structure or adjacent area by 
uncertified persons. Requires any person, including government agents and employees, using a 
restricted-use pesticide in any phase of structural pest control to qualify as a certified applicator. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1990, requires each applicator or applicator employee to register with the Dep't 
of Agriculture, pay a registration fee of up to $10, and complete a training course approved by 
Comm’n (applicators) or the Pesticide Board (applicator employees). Effective Jan. 1, 1991, gen- 
erally requires applicator to qualify as a certified applicator for each phase of structural pest 
control in which the person engages. 

Makes conforming changes in GS 143-452. Provides for the certification of employee appli- 
cators. Requires each pesticide applicator to register with the NC Pesticide Board within 30 days 
of employment the names of all employees applying pesticides on behalf of the applicator and 
pay $10 for each person so registered. 

Directs Pesticide Board to establish qualifications for pesticide applicator employee certifi- 
cation and administer an exam. Adds GS 143-454.1 to require any person applying pesticides to 
his own property must be a licensed pesticide applicator and be certified by the Pesticide Board 
as having the equivalent qualifications of an employee applicator, with certain exceptions. 

Makes sections of act affecting employee applicators and licensing of persons applying 
pesticides to their own property effective Jan. 1, 1991. All other sections effective Aug. 1, 1989. 
Provisions governing training program for applicator employees, BPRNEB ION fees, and applicator 
employee fees are sunsetted effective Jan. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Holt. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 461. DUPLIN/SAMPSON ADAP FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO SAMPSON COUNTY FOR 
THE CONSTRUCTION OF A FACILITY TO SERVE THE DUPLIN-SAMPSON AREA MENTAL HEALTH 
DIVISION." Appropriates $200,000 from General Fund to Sampson County for 1989-90 to con- 
struct adult developmental activity and child development center building; county must provide 
land. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Nye. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 462. SAMPSON FORESTRY SERVICE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR FORESTRY 
SERVICE IN SAMPSON COUNTY.” Appropriates $188,000 from General Fund to Dep’t of Natural 
Resources & Community Development, Forest Resources Div’n, for 1989-90 for equipment shed 
and maintenance officer for Sampson County forestry service. Effective July 1, 1989. 
introduced by Nye. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 463. CAPE FEAR COMMUNITY COLLEGE FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO CAPE FEAR 
COMMUNITY COLLEGE FOR THE PENDER COUNTY SATELLITE CONSTRUCTION PROJECT.” 
Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Community Colleges $300,000 for 1989-90 fiscal year 
for use as title indicates. Local match not required. 

Introduced by Nye. Referred to Education. 
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H 464. DOMESTIC/FOREIGN MARKETING FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
ENHANCEMENT OF DOMESTIC AND FOREIGN MARKETING EFFORTS." Appropriates from General 
Fund to Dep't of Agriculture for domestic and international marketing of NC products $366,584 
for 1989-90 and $355,748 for 1990-91. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by James. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 465. CHOWAN COURTHOUSE CONTRACTS. "TO ALLOW CHOWAN COUNTY TO PREQUALIFY 
BIDDERS FOR THE OLD COURTHOUSE RENOVATION PROJECT.” As title indicates. 
Introduced by R. Thompson. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 466. SITING POWER LINES. "REGARDING THE SITING OF ELECTRIC TRANSMISSION LINES." 
Adds new GS Ch. 62, Art. 5A prohibiting public utility from constructing certain electric transmis- 
sion lines without certificate of convenience and necessity from Utilities Comm’n and prescribing 
procedure for issuance of such certificates. Applies to any new transmission line, extension of 
existing line, conversion of distribution line into transmission line, and upgrading capacity of exist- 
ing transmission line by at least 50 kilovolis. Requires applicant to supply, among other things, an 
environmental impact statement and names and addresses of affected landowners. Requires 
Comm'n to hold public hearing on application for certificate; authorizes Comm'n to require appli- 
cant to give notice of application to a number of agencies, officials, and individuals, including 
affected landowners and local governing boards. Places on applicant burden of proof of public 
convenience and necessity. Amends GS 62-300(a) to impose $250 application fee for certificate. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Colton. Referred to infrastructure. 


H 467. EMPLOYERS GROUP HEALTH CHANGES (=S 348). "TO REMOVE BARRIERS TO 
COVERAGE IN EMPLOYER-SPONSORED GROUP HEALTH PLANS." Amends GS 58-254.4(b) to pro- 
vide that group insurance plans with 20 or more persons may not require individual proof of insur- 
ability. Group policies may contain provisions limiting coverage of preexisting conditions, defined 
as conditions for which treatment was sought or received, or that could be medically documented 
in the six months immediately preceding the date coverage is effective, excluding pregnancy. 
Such conditions must be covered beginning six months after effective date. Successor plans may 
not enforce preexisting condition coverage limits that are stricter than employee’s prior plan, and — 
credit must given for any part of waiting period fulfilled under prior plan. 

Amends GS 58-254.4(c) to define employee as any person working more than 17.5 hours 
per week. Provides that group coverage must begin 90 days after employee begins work, that 
waiting periods for preexisting conditions run from first day of work, and that employment is con- 
tinuous unless broken by unexcused absences for reasons other than illness or injury. 

Adds new GS 58-254.4A to require continuing coverage for employees upon a change of 
health, group health or group accident policy contract that provides hospital, surgical or major 
medical coverage. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1990. 

Introduced by Cooper. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 468. EASTERN NC TOURISM FUNDS (=S 316). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROMOTE 
TOURISM IN EASTERN NORTH CAROLINA." See identical bill S 316. 
Introduced by Perdue. Referred to Commerce. 


H 469. WATER DISTRICT TWO-THIRDS BONDS. "TO ALLOW COUNTY WATER AND SEWER 
DISTRICTS THE SAME AUTHORITY AS COUNTIES AND CITIES TO ISSUE GENERAL OBLIGATION 
BONDS WITHOUT A VOTE OF THE PEOPLE TO THE EXTENT THAT THEY DO NOT EXCEED TWO- 
THIRDS OF THE AMOUNT BY WHICH THE OUTSTANDING INDEBTEDNESS OF THE WATER AND 
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SEWER DISTRICT HAS BEEN REDUCED DURING THE PRECEDING FISCAL YEAR.” Amends GS 
159-59 as title indicates. 
Introduced by Perdue. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 470. SUMMER SCHOOL PROGRAMS FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE BOARD OF 
GOVERNORS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA FOR ADDITIONAL SUPPORT OF THE 
RESIDENTIAL SUMMER SCHOOL PROGRAMS OPERATED BY THE OFFICE OF RURAL EDUCATION, 
WESTERN CAROLINA UNIVERSITY AND BY THE RURAL EDUCATION INSTITUTE, EAST CAROLINA 
UNIVERSITY.” Appropriates from the General Fund to UNC Board of Governors $50,000 for each 
year of the 1989-91 biennium, to be divided equally between Office of Rural Education and Rural 
Education Institute. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Chapin. Referred to Education. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 335. NORTH TOPSAIL BEACH INCORPORATED. "TO INCORPORATE THE TOWN OF NORTH 
TOPSAIL BEACH SUBJECT TO A REFERENDUM." Subject to referendum to be conducted on date 
to be set by Onslow Board of Elections, incorporates North Topsail Beach with governing board 
of five aldermen and mayor; mayor elected for two-year term, aldermen elected at large for four- 
year staggered terms in nonpartisan plurality elections. Specifies council-manager form of govern- 
ment. Authorizes town to adopt 1989-90 budget without following timetable prescribed by Local 
Gov't Budget & Fiscal Control Act. 

Introduced by Guy. Referred to Local Government. 


S 336. RADIO EMERGENCY TUITION WAIVER. "TO AUTHORIZE COMMUNITY COLLEGE TUITION 
WAIVER FOR CERTAIN MEMBERS OF THE RADIO EMERGENCY ASSOCIATION CITIZENS TEAM 
(REACT).” Amends GS 115D-5(b) to permit community college tuition waiver for REACT members 
when their group has county contract to serve as emergency responders. 

Introduced by Simpson. Referred to Higher Education. 


S 337. RADIO EMERGENCY, YELLOW LIGHTS. "7O PERMIT CERTAIN RADIO EMERGENCY 
ASSOCIATED CITIZENS TEAMS (REACT) VEHICLES TO ACTIVATE YELLOW LIGHTS WHILE 
OPERATING ON THE HIGHWAYS." Amends GS 20-130.2 to allow REACT vehicles operated under 
contract to a county as an emergency agency to activate amber lights while the vehicles are 
being operated on the highway. 

Introduced by Simpson. Referred to Transportation. 


S 338. HUNTER SAFETY EDUCATION ACT. "TO REQUIRE FIRST TIME BUYERS OF HUNTING 
LICENSES TO COMPLETE A HUNTER SAFETY COURSE, AND TO REQUIRE THAT SUCH COURSE 
BE MADE AVAILABLE IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS OF THIS STATE.” Adds new GS 113-270.1A and 
GS Ch. 115C Art. 14A , for cited purpose. Provides that after July 1, 1990, no one may hunt or 
obtain a hunting license unless he (i) produces a certificate of competency; (ii) produces a hunt- 
ing license issued prior to July 1, 1990; or (iii) completes an affidavit that he had such a license. 
Directs the Wildlife Resources Comm’n (WRC) to establish and coordinate statewide course of 
instruction in hunter ethics, wildlife laws and regulations, and competency and safety in the han- 
dling of firearms. Allows WRC to cooperate with any unit of government or reputable organization 
that has as its objectives the promotion of competency and safety in the handling of firearms, 
including local rod and gun clubs. Allows WRC to designate persons or agencies authorized to 
instruct; designation is valid until revoked. Directs WRC to conduct the course using WRC per- 
sonnel or others at times and in areas where other competent agencies are unable or unwilling to 
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meet the demand. Directs WRC to issue a certificate of competency and safety to anyone suc- | 
cessfully completing the course; certificate valid until revoked. Requires WRC to accept similar 
certificates issued by governmental agencies in other states, if privileges are reciprocal for NC 
residents. Makes presentation of a fictitious certificate or attempt to obtain a competency certifi- 
cate or a license by fraud subject to the revocation of hunting privileges for a period of up to one 
year. Clarifies that holders of lifetime license who have not yet completed the course may never- 
theless hunt when accompanied by a licensed adult. Makes conforming change to GS 113- 
270.2(a1). Adds new GS 115C-217 and -217.1 directing the Sup’t of Public Instruction to super- 
vise the organization and administration of the hunter safety program. Requires courses to be 
noncredit and taught by instructors approved by the Dep’t of Public Instruction. Directs State 
Board of Education and local boards of education to provide a course in hunter safety for public 
school students, nonpublic school students, and out-of-school youths under 18. Effective July 1, 
1990. ; 
Introduced by Barker. Referred to Marine Resources & Wildlife. 





S 339. UNIFORM ROADSIDE HUNTING. "TO ESTABLISH UNIFORMITY IN THE REGULATION OF 
ROADSIDE HUNTING." Adds GS 113-291.9 to make it unlawful to hunt from, on, or across an 
interstate, four-lane or three-lane highway under any circumstances or to hunt from, on, or across 
any other public road or highway unless the hunter owns or holds a leasehold interest in land on 
either side of the road in question. Makes possession of a loaded firearm outside of a vehicle 
and on highway right-of-way during hunting season prima facie evidence of violation. Repeals 
numerous local acts on this subject, and makes conforming amendment to GS 113-104. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1989, but does not abate prosecutions under local acts for violations occurring before 
effective date. 

Introduced by Barker. Referred to Marine Resources & Wildlife. 


S 340. WILDLIFE PROTECTORS ENFORCEMENT. "GRANTING GREATER LAW ENFORCEMENT 
AUTHORITY TO WILDLIFE PROTECTORS.” Amends GS 113-136 to grant wildlife officers general 
criminal law enforcement authority, including the power to execute any criminal process and to 
arrest without warrant upon probable cause to believe an offense is being committed in officer's 
presence. 

Introduced by Barker. Referred to Marine Resources & Wildlife. 


S 341. LUKENS ISLAND FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE PURCHASE OF LUKENS 
ISLAND IN CARTERET COUNTY.” Appropriates $5 million for fiscal 1989-90 from the General Fund 
to Wildlife Resources Comm'n for cited purpose. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Barker. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 342. PAMLICO DEER & BEAR SEASON. "TO PROVIDE FOR A PRIMITIVE WEAPONS SYSTEM 
FOR DEER AND BEAR IN PAMLICO COUNTY." Allows hunting deer with primitive weapons (bow 
and arrow and flintlock firearms) in Pamlico County between Oct. 2 and Oct. 7, 1989, and there- 
after in week prior to muzzle-loading season. Provides that during primitive weapons season, pro- 
visions of GS 131-291.1(b)(2) with regard to taking of bear do not apply. Sets bag limits. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Barker. Referred to Marine Resources & Wildlife. 


S 343. ADOLESCENT PREGNANCY PREVENTION (=H 454). "TO CREATE THE ADOLESCENT 
PREGNANCY PREVENTION COMMISSION AND TO PROVIDE FOR DISTRIBUTING MONEY TO 
ADOLESCENT PREGNANCY PREVENTION PROJECTS." See identical bill H 454. 

Introduced by Ward. Referred to Children & Youth. 
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S 344. COMPREHENSIVE HEALTH EDUCATION (=H 409). "TO MANDATE COMPREHENSIVE 
HEALTH EDUCATION IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS AND INCLUDE IN THAT CURRICULUM FAMILY 
LIFE EDUCATION, PREGNANCY PREVENTION EDUCATION, AND REPRODUCTIVE HEALTH 
EDUCATION.” See identical bill H 409. 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Education. 


S 345. ABOLISH OBLIGATION CEILINGS (=H 448). "7O ABOLISH THE ANNUAL OBLIGATION 
CEILINGS ESTABLISHED FOR THE FEDERAL-AID HIGHWAY PROGRAMS." See identical bill H 448. 
Introduced by Goldston. Referred to Rules. 


S 346. NO FUEL TAX FOR FEDERAL DEFICIT (=H 447). "OPPOSING THE USE OF MOTOR FUEL 
TAX FOR REDUCTION OF THE FEDERAL DEFICIT.” See identical bill H 447. 
Introduced by Goldston. Referred to Rules. 


S 347. USE OF HIGHWAY PATROL NAME. "TO PROHIBIT USE OF THE STATE HIGHWAY PATROL 
NAME IN SOLICITING ADVERTISEMENTS." Amends GS 14-401.10 to prohibit the use of the name 
"North Carolina Highway Patrol”, "State Trooper,” or any variation thereon, or any item or fac- 
simile of an item used by NC Highway Patrol when soliciting ads for any law-enforcement officers’ 
association’s official publication. 

Introduced by Conder. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 348. EMPLOYER GROUP HEALTH CHANGES (=H 467). "TO REMOVE BARRIERS TO 
COVERAGE IN EMPLOYER-SPONSORED GROUP HEALTH PLANS." See identical bill H 467. 
Introduced by Jim Johnson. Referred to Insurance. 


S 349. GRAND JURY FOR CHILD PORNO. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE CONVENING OF A GRAND 
JURY TO INVESTIGATE CRIMES INVOLVING CHILDREN IN THE PRODUCTION OR DISSEMINATION 
OF OBSCENITY.” Amends GS 15A-622(h) to add investigation of crimes involving children in pro- 
duction or dissemination of obscenity to purposes for which a three-judge panel appointed by 
chief justice may order investigative grand jury convened. Amends GS 15A-623(h) to authorize 
investigative grand jury to subpoena documents as well as witnesses. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 
introduced by Simpson. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 350. ASS’T DIST. ATTORNEY IN 15A. "TO ESTABLISH AN ADDITIONAL FULL-TIME ASSISTANT 
DISTRICT ATTORNEY IN JUDICIAL DISTRICT FIFTEEN-A AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
POSITIONS.” Amends GS 7A-60(a1) as title indicates and appropriates from General Fund to 
Dep’t of Justice $52,455 for 1989-90 and $52,294 for 1990-91 for that purpose. Effective July 1, 
1989. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 351. GREENVILLE CITY CLERK. "TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENVILLE TO 
PROVIDE THAT THE CITY COUNCIL SHALL APPOINT THE CITY CLERK." As title indicates. 
Introduced by Taft. Referred to Local Government. 


S 352. NATIONAL GUARD TUITION GRANT. "TO INCREASE THE BENEFITS UNDER THE 
NATIONAL GUARD TUITION ASSISTANCE PROGRAM.” Amends GS 127A-193 to set educational as- 
sistance grant at $1,000 per academic year (now, $500) with maximum of $4,000 (now, $2,000). 
Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Staton. Referred to Appropriations. 
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S 354. ENVIRONMENTAL AGENCY CONSOLIDATION. "TO CREATE THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES AND TO PROVIDE FOR ITS ORGANIZATION, 
TO CONSOLIDATE ENVIRONMENTAL PROGRAMS, TO ABOLISH THE DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL 
RESOURCES AND COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT, TO TRANSFER THE DIVISIONS, AGENCIES, 
POWERS, DUTIES, AND FUNCTIONS OF THE DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL RESOURCES AND 
COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT, TO PROVIDE FOR FURTHER STUDY OF ENVIRONMENTAL AGENCY 
CONSOLIDATION AND REORGANIZATION, AND TO MAKE CONFORMING STATUTORY CHANGES." 
Creates the Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources and charges it with providing 
for protection of the environment, protection and enhancement of the public health, and manage- 
ment of the state’s natural resources. Specifies that the new Dep’t shall be organized in four 
major functional areas and the Office of the Sec’y with divisions as follows: 

Office of the Environment, comprising Coastal Management Div’n, Div’n of Environmental 
Management, Public Water Supply Div’n, Radiation Protection Div’n, and Solid Waste 
Management Div'n. 

Office of Public Health, comprising Div’n of Adult Health Services, Dentai Health Div’n, 
Epidemiology Div’n, Div’n of Environmental Health, Maternal and Child Care Div’n, and Suboffice 
of Chief Medical Examiner. 

Office of Natural Resources Management, comprising Forest Resources Div’n, Land 
Resources Div’n, Marine Fisheries Div’n, Parks & Recreation Div’n, Soil & Water Conservation 
Div’n, Water Resources Div’n, Zoological Parks Div’n, Albemarle-Pamlico Study, and Wildlife 
Resources Comm'n. 

Office of Administrative Services, comprising Laboratory Services Div’n, Land Resources 
Information Systems Div’n, Div’n of Education & Assistance, Public Affairs Div’n, Budget & 
Management Div’n, Purchase & Contact Div’n, Personnel Div’n, Computer Systems Div’n, and 
General Services Div’n. 

Office of the Secretary, Governor’s Waste Management Board, Legal Affairs Div’n, Planning 
Div’n, Div’n of Intergovernmental Relations, and regional offices of the Dep't. 

Creates Board of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources to advise Sec’y with respect 
to any matter he may refer to it; Board to consist of (1) chairmen of Coastal Resources Comm'n, 
Environmental Management Comm’n, Marine Fisheries Comm’n, Soil & Water Conservation 
Comm'n, Comm’n for Health Services, Radiation Protection Comm’n, Governor’s Waste 
Management Board, and Wildlife Resources Comm'n; (2) chairmen of Air Quality Council, 
Forestry Council, Parks & Recreation Council, and NC Zoological Park Council, (3) ten members 
appointed by governor to serve at his pleasure, and (4) Sec’y of Environment, Health, & Natural 
Resources who shall be ex officio chairman. 

Directs new Dep’t to report make biennial report on state of the environment to General 
Assembly and Environmental Review Comm'n. 

Abolishes Dep’t of Natural Resources & Community Development and transfers all its divi- 
sions to Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources as Type | transfers, except: (1) 
Wildlife Resources Comm’n is transferred by Type II transfer and will remain autonomous; (2) 
Community Assistance Div’n and Community Development Council are transferred to Dep’t of 
Commerce by Type | transfer; (3) Economic Opportunity Div’n is transferred to Dep’t of Human 
Resources by Type | transfer; (4) Employment & Training Div’n, Job Training Coordinating 
Council, and Rural Service Delivery Area - Private Industry Council are transferred to Dep’t of 
Labor by type | transfer. 

Transfers the following agencies by Type | transfer from Dep't of Human Resources to 
Dep’t of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources: Governor’s Waste Management Board, 
Radiation Protection Section, Radiation Protection Comm'n, Div’n of Health Services, Water 
Treatment Facility Operators Board of Certification, Council on Sickle Cell Syndrome, Perinatal 
Advisory Council, Adolescent Pregnancy Advisory Board, Governor’s Council on Physical Fitness & 
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Health, and Comm'n of Anatomy. 

Directs Environmental Review Comm'n to continue to study environmental agency consoli- 
dation and reorganization, with specific attention to monitoring implementation of this Act; evalu- 
ation of new Dep’t’s organization, programs, and operation; evaluation of organization, functions, 
powers and duties of components of new Dep't, including its regional offices; and recodification 
of statutes relating to environmental! affairs. 

Makes numerous conforming changes throughout the General Statutes. 

Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Walker. Referred to Environment & Natural Resources.

H 473. FOREIGN SALES CORP. EXEMPTION. ”"7O EXTEND THE SUNSET ON THE PARTIAL TAX 
EXEMPTION FOR FOREIGN SALES CORPORATIONS AND TO MODIFY DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE

125(b), 20-130(b), and 20-156(b) to make these provisions (dealing with warning devices and 
yielding right-of-way for emergency vehicles) applicable to vehicles "used by an organ procure- 
ment agency or agency for the recovery and” transplantation of human organs and tissues (now, 
"designed, equipped and used exclusively for” that purpose). Amends same statutes to permit 
"transplant coordinator” employed by organ procurement agency to use emergency lights and 
warning devices on private vehicle in the course of employment.

H 475. SCHOOL ATTENDANCE AGE/YOUTH WORK. "TO ADDRESS THE SCHOOL DROP-OUT

FROM HIGH SCHOOL MAY WORK, AND BY EXPANDING THE COMPULSORY ATTENDANCE AGE

and week and times of day that 14 or 15-year olds may work, to make it apply to those between 
ages of 14 and 18 who have not graduated from high school. Effective July 1, 1989 amends GS 
115C-378 to require compulsory education for children between the ages of 6 and 17 who have 
not graduated from high school (now, 7 and 16) and effective July 1, 1990 increases compulsory 
education to age 18.

H 476. MINORITY/SMALL BUSINESS CONTRACTS. "TO FURTHER THE DEVELOPMENT OF 
MINORITY-OWNED BUSINESSES AND SMALL BUSINESSES BY CREATING THE MINORITY AND 
SMALL BUSINESS DEVELOPMENT COUNCIL AND BY ESTABLISHING GOALS FOR STATE 
CONTRACTS.” Adds Part 29 to Art. 9, GS Ch. 143B, Minority and Small Business Development 
Act. Defines minority-owned business as one of which minority person (Black, Hispanic, Asian 
American or American Indian) owns 51% and small business as (1) female-owned, physically- 
handicapped owned or minority-owned, (2) grossing less than $1 million annually, and (3) em- 
ploying fewer than 20 full time workers. Establishes 14-member Council in Dep’t of 
Administration, eight ex officio from relevant state agencies, six (three each appt’d by speaker 
and president pro tem.) members of targeted groups. Authorizes Council to identify eligible busi- 
nesses, review state agencies’ compliance with goals, report to governor and General Assembly, 
coordinate programs and inform eligible businesses, recommend penalties for contractors misrep- 
resenting themselves as eligible and waive participation goals when appropriate. Sets goal of 
25% of state contracts to minority and small businesses divided as follows: 10% of total dollar 
amount of all contracts to minority-owned businesses, 10% of procurement contracts to female- 
owned businesses, and 2% of construction and consulting contracts to female-owned businesses. 
Requires each state agency to file annual compliance plan that sets goals, procedures and time- 
table for meeting them. Council may approve, reject or ask for amendment of plan. Council may 
waive goals for one year for contract or class of contracts if number of eligible businesses is 
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insufficient to assure adequate competition. Makes misrepresentation of business as eligible with- 
out Council certification a Class J felony. Allows agency to substitute compliance with federal law 
or regulation as compliance with this Part. Effective Jan. 1, 1990; applicable to contracts under 
Arts. 3 and 8 of GS Ch. 143 and Art. 2 of GS Ch. 136.

H 477. ABOLISH ENERGY DEVELOPMENT AUTH. "70 ABOLISH THE ENERGY DEVELOPMENT

H 480. ENVIRONMENTAL AGENCY CONSOLIDATION (=S 354). "TO CREATE THE DEPARTMENT 
OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES AND TO PROVIDE FOR ITS 
ORGANIZATION, TO CONSOLIDATE ENVIRONMENTAL PROGRAMS, TO ABOLISH THE DEPARTMENT 
OF NATURAL RESOURCES AND COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT, TO TRANSFER THE DIVISIONS, 
AGENCIES, POWERS, DUTIES, AND FUNCTIONS OF THE DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL RESOURCES 
AND COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT, TO PROVIDE FOR FURTHER STUDY OF ENVIRONMENTAL 
AGENCY CONSOLIDATION AND REORGANIZATION, AND TO MAKE CONFORMING STATUTORY 
CHANGES.” See identical bill S 354. 

Introduced by Hackney. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 481. NO POINTS, CERTAIN VIOLATIONS. "TO PROVIDE THAT NO INSURANCE POINTS WILL BE 
ASSESSED FOR CERTAIN MOVING TRAFFIC VIOLATIONS.” Amends GS 58-124.33 to prohibit pre- 
mium surcharge and assessment of points for certain moving violations not resulting in accidents 
(speeding 14 mph or less over limit, failure to yield right-of-way to another vehicle in certain 
cases, and failure to observe stop sign or signal in certain cases) if driver has had no moving 
violations during previous three years. Effective May 15, 1989. 

Introduced by McLaughlin. Referred to Judiciary.

S 353. CHILDREN & FAMILIES COMM’N. "TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA FUND FOR 
CHILDREN AND FAMILIES, PROVIDE FOR ITS GOVERNANCE, AND PERMIT THE ALLOCATION OF 
CORPORATE AND INDIVIDUAL INCOME TAX REFUNDS TO THE FUND." Adds GS 143B-426.41 to 
-426.43 to establish NC Fund for Children and Families (Fund) within Office of State Treasurer. 
Fund to accept gifts and appropriations from state and federal governments. Establishes NC 
Comm'n on Children and Families within Office of Youth Advocacy and Involvement, Dep’t of 
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Administration. Comm'n composed of five members appointed by Governor and Sec’ys of 
Administration, Crime Control and Public Safety and Human Resources or their designees. Allows 
Governor to appoint as chairman person who is not a member of the Comm’n. Requires Comm’n 
to assess the needs of victimized children and their families; to establish criteria for grants en- 
couraging comprehensive family-focused, community-based approach to address needs of victim- 
ized children and their families; award grants from Fund; and evaluate performance of grant 
programs; to report to Governor and General Assembly about program by January of each year. 
Adds new GS 105-130.35A and -159.2 to require Sec’y of Revenue to add to income tax forms 
provision allowing person or corporation entitled to a refund to elect to contribute all or part of 
refund to Fund. Amendments to GS Ch. 105 effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 
1, 1989. 

Introduced by Shaw. Referred to Children & Youth. 


S 355 FIREMEN/RESCUE PENSION INCREASE. "7O INCREASE THE MONTHLY PENSIONS FOR 
MEMBERS OF THE STATE’S FIREMEN’S AND RESCUE SQUAD WORKERS’ PENSION FUND." 
Amends GS 118-42 to increase retirement pension for firemen and rescue squad workers from 
$100 to $125 per month. Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of State Auditor $3.6 million in 
each year of 1989-91 biennium to implement act. Effective Oct. 1, 1989 and applicable to pen- 
sions payable on or after that date. 

Introduced by Daughtry. Referred to Pensions & Retirement. 


S 356. REIDSVILLE FIREMAN’S RETIREMENT. "TO REPEAL THE SEPARATE REIDSVILLE 
FIREMAN’S SUPPLEMENTAL RETIREMENT FUND." As title indicates. 
Introduced by Sands. Referred to Pensions & Retirement. 


S 357. AUTO CLUB BOND LIMIT INCREASE. "7O INCREASE THE AMOUNT OF BAIL BOND AN 
AUTOMOBILE CLUB MAY POST." Amends GS 109-40 to increase from $500 to $1,500 the amount 
an automobile club may post for an arrest bond.

PROVIDE CERTAIN TELECOMMUNICATION SERVICES TO AFFILIATED ENTITIES ON CONTIGUOUS 
AND NONCONTIGUOUS PROPERTY." Amends GS 62-110(d) to allow telephone services offered by 
nonprofit educational institutions and their affiliated medical centers to qualify as "shared serv- 
ices”, which may be offered on contiguous or noncontiguous premises of the institutions to stu- 
dents, guests or people providing support services. Allows phone company to charge institutions 
as business customers.

H 487. MASTER-SERVANT TERMINOLOGY RAPPED. "EXPRESSING AS THE OPINION OF THE 
NORTH CAROLINA GENERAL ASSEMBLY THAT THE CHARACTERIZATION OF THE EMPLOYMENT 
RELATIONSHIP IN NORTH CAROLINA AS ‘MASTER AND SERVANT’ IS INAPPROPRIATE AND 
DEGRADING.” As title indicates. 

Introduced by Colton. Referred to Rules. 
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H 488. QUALIFY FORESTRY EXEMPTION. "7O LIMIT THE FORESTRY EXEMPTION UNDER 
SEDIMENTATION POLLUTION CONTROL LAWS TO FORESTRY ACTIVITIES USING BEST 
MANAGEMENT PRACTICES.” Amends GS 113A-52(6) to provide that only forestry activities con- 
ducted in accordance with the Dep’t of Natural Resources and Community Development's best 
management practices guidelines are exempt from the definition of "land-disturbing activities” 
regulated by the Sedimentation Pollution Control Act. Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

H 489. SPINDALE TOWN MANAGER. ”"7O AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE TOWN OF SPINDALE 
TO IMPLEMENT THE COUNCIL-MANAGER FORM OF GOVERNMENT." As title indicates. 
Introduced by Lutz. Referred to Government. 


H 490. DEMOLISH UNFIT DWELLING. "RELATING TO MINIMUM HOUSING.” Amends GS 160A- 
443 to provide that if dwelling is vacated and closed continuously for two years after ordinance 
adopted declaring it unfit for human habitation, owner deemed to have abandoned any intent and 
purpose to repair the dwelling in order to render it fit for human habitation. If repair of the dwell- 
ing to render it habitable cannot be made for a cost less than 25% of its value, governing body 
may, after two-year waiting period, order demolition within 30 days. 

Introduced by Burke. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 491. CREDIT UNION REGULATION. "TO MODIFY THE LAW REGARDING SUSPENSION OF 
CREDIT UNION CHARTERS AND TO AUTHORIZE APPOINTMENT OF A CONSERVATOR TO MANAGE 
THE AFFAIRS OF A CREDIT UNION WHEN NECESSARY.” Amends GS 54-109.92 to provide that, as 
an alternative to suspending a credit union for insolvency or violation of the Subchapter, the 
Administrator of Credit Unions may appoint a conservator to manage its affairs under his direc- 
tion, charging costs against the assets of the union. If union rehabilitated, conservator returns it 
to board of directors. Adds time periods for steps in suspension procedure. 

Introduced by Brubaker. Referred to Commerce. 


H 492 REAL ESTATE APPRAISER REGULATION. "TO PROVIDE FOR STATE REGULATION OF 
REAL ESTATE APPRAISERS.” Amends GS Chapter 93A to to include real estate appraisers within 
its coverage. Makes following changes to real estate salesmen and broker’s licensing statute. (1) 
Redefines real estate broker to include person who appraises or offers to appraise real property, 
but exempts from coverage, except for certification purposes, appraisal of real estate by county 
assessor (or private firm when appraising for county for ad valorem tax purposes) and appraisal 
of real estate by full-time salaried employee of bank, savings and loan, credit union, federal, state 
or local governmental unit, when performed in regular course of business. (2) Provides that one 
member of the Comm'n must be broker engaged in practice of appraising for at least 5 years. (3) 
Increases from 30 to 60 hours, the amount of classroom instruction an applicant for real estate 
broker's or salesman’s license must have. (4) Adds to list of conduct subjecting broker to discipli- 
nary action accepting an appraisal! when employment is contingent on reporting a predetermined 
result or when fee is contingent on predetermined result. 

Enacts NC Certified Real Estate Appraisers Act, setting up a certification system for real 
estate appraisers. Provides that after Oct. 1, 1990 appraiser may not hold self out as "certified 
appraiser” unless certified by NC Real Estate Comm'n as provided by Act. Does not restrict use 
of term "certified county appraiser” by persons certified by Dep’t of Revenue to perform ad valo- 
rem tax appraisals. Nor does it preclude a person licensed as reali estate salesmen or broker 
from appraising property as long as person does not hold self out as being certified or does not 
represent appraisal reports as being certified. Sets out two classifications for certification—state 
certified residential real estate appraiser (appraisals of residential real estate that do not involve 
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use of a net income capitalization analysis) and state certified general real estate appraiser (ap- | 
praisals of all types of real estate). Act specifies qualifications and fees for each. Lists conduct 
subjecting person to suspension of certification. Makes it a general misdemeanor (2 years impris- | 
onment and/or fine) to violate certification article. Amends Article on private real estate schools to t 
redefine such schools as privately owned and operated entity which conducts, for profit or tuition — 
charge, real estate salesmen, broker or appraisal pre-licensing courses. Allows Comm'n to set 
fees for licensing schools. Appraisal certification provisions take effect on ratification; remainder 
of bill effective July 1, 1990.

H 493. SALARY SCHEDULE FOR TEACHERS (=S 366). "TO ESTABLISH A NEW SALARY 
SCHEDULE FOR CERTIFIED PERSONNEL OF THE NORTH CAROLINA PUBLIC SCHOOLS." 
Establishes salary schedule for “A” and "G” teachers for fiscal years 1989-90, 1990-91 and 
1991-92. At end of three-year phase-in (fiscal 1991-92), provides for entry-level salary of $20,000 
for "A” schedule, increasing for each year of experience to a maximum of $42,541 for 30 years 
of experience. In fiscal 1991-92 "G" schedule begins at $22,076 and increases to $46,957 for 30 
years experience. Educators are to be placed on salary schedule based on years of experience, 
however, none shail receive a raise of less than $500 in 1990-91 and none may receive a salary 
decrease. New salary schedule does not affect salary increases due to participation in Career 
Development Pilot Program or due to possession of an advanced certificate or doctorate. 
Appropriates from General Fund to Dep't of Public Education $182,955,000 for fiscal 1989-90 and 
$364,610,000 for fiscal! 1990-91 to implement act. Effective July 1, 1989.

H 494. VOCATIONAL REHAB. SUBROGATION. "TO GRANT SUBROGATION RIGHTS AND 
PENALTIES FOR WITHHOLDING INFORMATION TO THE DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES, 
DIVISION OF VOCATIONAL REHABILITATION.” Adds GS 143-547 to provide that, to the extent of 
payments under vocational! rehabilitation program, federal and state governments are entitled to 
proportionate shares in beneficiary's net recovery from any source including insurance, worker’s 
compensation, or personal injury claim. State’s recovery limited to cost of services obtained be- 
cause of financial need. Div’n of Vocational Rehabilitation may waive recovery. Makes willful con- 
cealment of right of recovery a misdemeanor. Effective with respect to payments made on or 
after ratification.

H 495. SINGLE BEER SALES. "TO PROHIBIT CERTAIN SALES OF SINGLE CANS OF ICED MALT 
BEVERAGES BY OFF-PREMISES MALT BEVERAGE PERMITEES.” Adds GS 18B-1006(k) to make it 
unlawful for off-premises malt beverage permitee to display or sell single cans of malt beverages 
from open coolers, containers, or ice barrels at or near point of sale.

H 496. BRUNSWICK COMM. COLLEGE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR RENOVATION OF 
BRUNSWICK COMMUNITY COLLEGE’S SOUTHPORT CAMPUS FACILITY." Appropriates from the 
General Fund to Dep’t of Community Colleges $700,000 for fiscal 1989-90 for use as title indi- 
cates. Effective July 1, 1989.

H 497. GEOGRAPHY BASED CURRICULUM FUNDS (=S 361). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A 
GEOGRAPHY PROGRAM IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS.” Appropriates from the General Fund to East 
Carolina University $50,000 for fiscal 1989-90 to fund the NC Geographic Alliance Network for

H 498. KINSTON DEANNEXATION. "7O REMOVE CERTAIN DESCRIBED PROPERTY FROM THE 
CORPORATE LIMITS OF THE CITY OF KINSTON." Removes three described lots from Kinston city 
limits, effective July 1, 1989; deannexation not to affect outstanding tax or special assessment 
liens.

H 499. LENOIR SCHOOL BOARD ELECTIONS. "CODIFYING THE INCREASE IN THE SIZE OF THE 
LENOIR COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION AS ORDERED BY THE UNITED STATES DISTRICT COURT 
FOR THE EASTERN DISTRICT OF NORTH CAROLINA.” Provides that Lenoir County Board of 
Education shall consist of seven members elected at large for four-year staggered terms in parti- 
san elections. Specifies transition to new structure.

H 500. CASWELL PRECINCT BOUNDARIES. "TO ALLOW CASWELL COUNTY TO ESTABLISH 
VOTING PRECINCTS WITHOUT REGARD TO TOWNSHIP BOUNDARIES.” As title indicates. 
Introduced by Watkins. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 501. HARASSING CALL/ANSWERING MACHINE. "TO CLARIFY THAT IT IS UNLAWFUL TO 
REPEATEDLY LEAVE HARASSING OR THREATENING PHONE CALLS ON AN ANSWERING MACHINE 
FOR THE PURPOSE OF HARASSING A PERSON.” Amends GS 14-196(b) (prohibiting obscene, har- 
assing, and threatening phone calls) to include communications by way of telephone answering 
machine in definition of "telephonic communications.” 

Introduced by S. Thompson. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 502. INCREASE STATE BAR DUES. "TO INCREASE THE ANNUAL DUES FOR MEMBERSHIP IN 
THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE BAR, AND TO MAKE A TECHNICAL CHANGE IN THE DISCIPLINE 
AND DISBARMENT SECTION OF THE GENERAL STATUTES.” Amends GS 84-34 to raise member- 
ship fee in NC State Bar to $135 (now, $90). Makes technical amendment to GS 84-28(b). 
Introduced by Wicker. Referred to Commerce.

Amends GS 93A-42 to extend to 240 
days (now, 120) the time period in which a time share developer must record a time share instru- 
ment after execution of the contract of sale. Provides that at expiration of 240 days escrow agent 
must return purchaser’s payments unless purchaser obtains 120 day extension by certifying in 
writing that construction is proceeding satisfactorily.

S 359. DEGRADABLE SIX-PACK RING. "TO REQUIRE BEVERAGE CONTAINER YOKES TO BE 
DEGRADABLE." Adds GS 14-399.2 to make it a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of $50 to 
$200 or by community service, to manufacture, sell or use beverage containers connected to 
each other by a yoke constructed of plastic rings or other material that does not decompose by 
photodegradation, biodegradation, or chemical degradation within a reasonable time upon expo- 
sure to the elements. Authorizes Legislative Research Comm'n to study plastic pollution and its 
effect on the environment. Criminal law takes effect Jan. 1, 1990.

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S 360. COASTAL RESERVE SYSTEM. "TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA COASTAL 
RESERVE SYSTEM.” Adds GS Ch. 113A, Art. 7, Part 5, to create NC Coastal Reserve System for 
purpose of acquiring, developing, and maintaining undeveloped coastal land and water (in coastal 
areas as defined in GS 113A-103(2)) in natural state; property to be used primarily for research 
and education. System to be administered by Dep't of Natural Resources & Community 
Development with advice of Coastal Resources Comm'n. System to be carried out in coordination 
with National Estuarine Reserve Research System, and to be dedicated components of State . 
Nature & Historic Preserve.

S 361. GEOGRAPHY BASED CURRICULUM FUNDS (=H 497). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A 
GEOGRAPHY BASED CURRICULUM IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS." See identical bill H 497.

S 362. UNITED CEREBRAL PALSY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR GENERAL

PALSY GROUP HOMES AND DEVELOPMENTAL CENTERS.” Appropriates from General Fund to 
Dep't of Human Resources $230,000 for fiscal 1989-90 and $230,000 for fiscal 1990-91 for cited 
purpose.

Appropriates from General Fund to 
Beaufort Historical Ass’n, Inc. $31,000 for use as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1989.

S 364. HARBORSIDE BLDG PURCHASE FUNDS (=H 483). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
PURCHASE OF THE HARBORSIDE BUILDING." See identical bill, H 483.

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S 369. BUSINESS LICENSE OFFICE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT

APPLICANT TRACKING SYSTEM FOR THE BUSINESS LICENSE INFORMATION OFFICE.”

S 370. RESIGN TO RUN FOR OFFICE. "TO REQUIRE A PERSON TO RESIGN FROM STATE OR 
LOCAL OFFICE IF HE OR SHE SEEKS ANOTHER PUBLIC OFFICE THE TERM OF WHICH RUNS 
CONCURRENTLY WITH THAT OF THE OFFICE HE IS HOLDING.” Adds new GS 163-125 to provide 
that person who current holds an elective office may not run for another elective public office if 
more than 40 days of the two terms run concurrently unless he resigns from the first office before 
the filing deadline for the office he intends to seek. Person who resigns under provision of section 
may not hold over until a successor qualifies. Exempts from bill’s coverage persons holding elec- 
tive federal office and persons holding office of judge or justice in the General Court of Justice 
who are seeking another office as judge or justice. Nor does act apply to candidacies under 
Presidential Preference Primary Act. Effective with respect to elections held on or after Jan. 1,

85.7 as title indicates with respect to the five pharmacist members of the board. Effective July 1,

H 508. CLEVELAND BANKS COLLECT TAXES. "TO ALLOW CLEVELAND COUNTY OR ITS

INSTITUTIONS FOR RECEIPT OF PAYMENT OF PROPERTY TAXES." As title indicates. 
Introduced by Lutz. Referred to Government. 


H 509. CLEVELAND OCCUPANCY TAX. "TO AUTHORIZE CLEVELAND COUNTY TO LEVY A ROOM 
OCCUPANCY AND TOURISM DEVELOPMENT TAX." Authorizes Cleveland County Board of 
Comm'rs to levy 3% room occupancy tax on rental of any accommodations subject to state sales 
tax. Exempts accommodations furnished by nonprofit charitable, educational, or religious organi- 
zations. Permits business collecting the tax to retain 3% for administrative expenses. Proceeds 
may be used for any public purpose.

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H 510. CLEVELAND ROAD NAMING. "TO ALLOW THE CLEVELAND COUNTY BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS TO DELEGATE TO THE CLEVELAND COUNTY PLANNING BOARD ITS AUTHORITY 
TO NAME ROADS AND ASSIGN STREET NUMBERS IN THAT COUNTY." As title indicates. 
Introduced by Lutz. Referred to Government. 


H 511. EX-LEGISLATOR LOBBYING RESTRICTED. "TO PROHIBIT EX-LEGISLATORS FROM 
LOBBYING TWO YEARS AFTER LEAVING LEGISLATIVE OFFICE." Amends GS 120-47.5 to prohibit 
members of the 1991 and subsequent General Assemblies from lobbying during the two years 
following completion of their terms. Does not apply to ex-legislator’s partners or employees of 
partnership. Effective Jan. 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Jones. Referred to Ethics. 


H 512. PRIVILEGE LICENSE TAX REVISION. "TO AMEND ARTICLE 2, ‘LICENSE TAXES,’ OF THE 
REVENUE ACT TO PROVIDE FOR TAX SIMPLIFICATION AND TO RAISE REVENUES." 

Makes numerous changes in privilege license taxes levied by state, counties, and cities, pursuant 
to Schedule B of the Revenue Act. 

Rate revisions, existing taxes. Fixes annual state tax at $50 on following businesses and 
repeals graduated schedule or increases existing tax, as appropriate: amusements not otherwise 
taxed (GS 105-37.1); circuses, etc. (GS 105-38); undertakers (GS 105-46); lawyers and other pro- 
fessionals (GS 105-41); private detectives (GS 105-42); alarm systems (GS 105-51.1); dry cleaners 
(GS 105-74); laundries (GS 105-85); motorcycle dealers (GS 105-89.1); teacher placement, do- 
mestic service, and unregistered nurse placement agencies (GS 105-90.1(b); plumbers, electri- 
cians, heating contractors (GS 105-91); ice cream manufacturers (GS 105-97); and cooperative 
marketing associations (GS 105-102.1). Fixes pawnbroker tax (GS 105-50(a)) at flat $275 per year 
and repeals graduated schedule. Combines two lowest categories of general contractor tax (GS 
105-54(b) and increases tax on that category to $50. Fixes tax on lowest category of day-care 
facility (GS 105-60) at $50 for facilities with fewer than 50 children enrolled. Increases minimum 
hotel/motel tax (GS 105-61(a)) to $50. Fixes security dealers tax (GS 105-67) at flat $200 and tax 
on wire and/or ticker service at flat $450. Fixes add-on rate under advertising tax (GS 105-86(a) 
at $70 per city or town without regard to population. Revises tax rates on automotive service 
stations and automotive equipment supply as follows $50 for automotive service station, $75 for 
wholesale automotive supply, and $100 on automobile dealers. Fixes rate on general employment 
agencies (GS 105-90(b)) at $300. 

General business tax. Repeals cited sections affecting following businesses and subjects 
those businesses to annual $50 state general business license tax levied by new GS 105-102.5: 
distribution of motion pictures for free admission (GS 105-36); bicycle dealers (GS 105-49); selling 
or renting office machines, home appliances, or alarm devices (GS 105-51); campgrounds and 
trailer parks (GS 105-61.1); billiard and pool tables (GS 105-64); bowling alleys (GS 105-64. 1); 
sundries (GS 105-65.2); bagatelle tables (GS 105-66); sales and service of organs, pianos, and 
audio and video equipment (GS 105-82); manufacturers selling ice cream at retail and retailers 
selling ice cream purchased from unlicensed manufacturer (GS 105-97). Provides that chain store 
tax is in addition to general business tax where applicable. Exempts from general business tax (1) 
businesses specifically taxed under another section of Schedule B, (2) pool tables and bowling 
alleys operated by fraternal or veterans organizations, YMCA, YWCA, or nonprofit charitable rec- 
reational organizations financially supported by a county or city; (3) sale of dairy products, news- 
papers, and dispensers of merchandise costing $.05 or less. 

County and city license taxes. Prohibits counties from levying general business license tax 
on (1) motion picture distributors for free admission; (2) campgrounds and trailer parks, (3) sun- 
dries, (4) pianos, organs, and audio and video equipment, and (5) ice cream retailers. Authorizes 
counties to levy $10 per location tax on bowling alleys, $25 per location tax on pool halls, and 
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$25 per location on bagatelle tables, in each instance with respect to locations outside city limits. 
Prohibits cities from taxing business of selling or renting office machines, home appliances, or 
alarm systems. Authorizes cities to tax following businesses with indicated maximum: (1) $25 on 
motion picture distributors when no admission charged, (2) $25 on bicycle dealers, (3) $25 on 
pool halls and bagatelle tables, (4) $12.50 on campgrounds and trailer parks, (5) $10 on bowling 
alleys, (6) $5 on sales or service of pianos, organs, and audio and video equipment, and (7) $4 
on sundries. 

Effective July 1, 1990. 
Introduced by Miller. Referred to Finance. 


H 513. DISPOSITION OF UNCLAIMED BODIES. "TO CLARIFY DISPOSITION OF UNCLAIMED 
BODIES." Rewrites GS 130A-415 to establish procedure for disposition of unclaimed bodies. 
Requires any person or entity with possession of a dead body to make reasonable efforts to 
contact relatives or other who may wish to claim body. If body is unclaimed for ten days, it is 
offered to Comm’n of Anatomy for disposition in accordance with its rules. If Comm’n refuses 
body, Director of Social Services in the county in which body is located shall arrange for disposi- 
tion of body. Expenses of disposition and of efforts to contact relatives are a lien on the estate. 
Expenses not recovered from estate are borne by county of decedent’s residence, or, if county is 
unknown or decedent is resident of another state, by the county in which the death occurred. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Cromer. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 514. CAUSE OF DEATH CONFIDENTIAL. "TO RENDER THE CAUSE OF DEATH 
CONFIDENTIAL." Amends GS 130A-93 to provide that copies, certified copies and abstracts of 
death certificates containing the physician’s statement as to cause of death shall be given only to 
the deceased’s next of kin, a delegee of the next of kin, or to a person for research purposes 
under rules to be adopted by the State Registrar. Effective Jan. 1, 1990 and applicable to deaths 
on or after that date. 

Introduced by Cromer. Referred to Judiciary. 





H 515. MEDICAL EXAMINER/PHYSICAL EVIDENCE. "TO CLARIFY ACCESS OF THE MEDICAL 
EXAMINER TO PHYSICAL EVIDENCE.” Amends GS 130A-385 to permit medical examiner to have 
access to all physical evidence and documents relevant to determining cause and manner of 
death. Permits medical examiner to seek administrative search warrant for purpose of carrying 
out duties. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Cromer. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 516. ASBESTOS CONTROL PROGRAM. "TO ESTABLISH AN ASBESTOS CONTROL PROGRAM." 
Adds new GS Ch. 130A, Art. 19 to regulate exposure to asbestos and asbestos management, 
defined as “all activities related to asbestos-containing materials, including inspections, prepara- 
tion of management plans, abatement project design, project overview and taking of samples.” 

Requires Comm’n for Health Services to adopt rules to establish maximum airborne asbes- 
tos exposure level for public areas. 

Requires one to obtain Dep’t of Human Resources (DHR) permit for removal of more than 
three cubic feet, 160 square feet, or 260 linear feet of asbestos-containing material. Requires 
Comm'n to establish rules governing issuance of permit, including removal, disposal and transpor- 
tation standards. Dep’t may collect application fee not to exceed greater of 1% of contract price 
or $.20 per square or linear foot of material. 

Requires schools covered by federal Asbestos Hazard Emergency Response Act to be in- 
spected for asbestos-containing materials and to submit asbestos management plan to DHR. 
Requires Comm'n to adopt rules governing school plans. 
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Prohibits any person from engaging in asbestos management unless accredited by DHR. 
Exempted from accreditation requirement for asbestos management are (1) owner and operators 
of buildings (except for schools covered by Asbestos Hazard Emergency Response Act) working 
in nonpublic areas of the building; (2) persons working in their residence; (3) governmental regu- 
latory personnel; and (4) licensed contractors who disturb less than three cubic feet, 160 square 
feet, or 260 linear feet of asbestos-containing material per job. 

Requires Comm'n to establish accreditation requirements for those engaged in asbestos 
management; such rules must be as stringent as those provided by Asbestos Hazard Emergency 
Response Act and the Model Accreditation Plan of the Environmental Protection Agency. 

Authorizes Comm’n to adopt rules to implement this Art. and Asbestos Hazard Emergency 
Response Act. Effective on ratification but allows persons required to be accredited 90 days to 
become accredited and requirement for removal permits effective for jobs begun on or after 90 
after ratification. 
introduced by Cromer. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 517. MEDICAL EXAMINER JURISDICTION. "TO CLARIFY THE JURISDICTION OF THE MEDICAL 
EXAMINER.” Amends GS 130A-383 to add state executions as category in which the county medi- 
cal examiner is to certify the cause of death. Repeals GS 15-196 (requiring state, if requested by 
relative, to deliver body of executed prisoner to railway station nearest to relative’s residence). 
Effective Oct. 1, 1989; applies to executions on or after that date. 

introduced by Cromer. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 518. CANCER REGISTRY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE STATE CANCER 
REGISTRY PROGRAM.” Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources $700,000 
for 1989-90 and $700,000 for 1990-91 for cited purpose. Effective July 1, 1989. 

introduced by DeVane. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 519. 28-YEAR RETIREMENT. "TO PERMIT A MEMBER OF THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE 
EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM TO RETIRE WITH UNREDUCED BENEFITS AFTER 
COMPLETING TWENTY-EIGHT YEARS WITH THE SYSTEM.” Adds subsection (b11) to G.S. 135-5 
allowing retirement with full benefits after 28 (now 30) years of service. Effective Oct. 1, 1989; 
applicable to retirements on or after that date. 

Introduced by Warren. Referred to Pensions & Retirement. 


H 520. FURNITURE SALES COMPETITION (=S 378). "TO PRESERVE AND PROMOTE 
COMPETITION IN THE RETAIL SALES OF HOUSEHOLD FURNITURE.” Amends GS 75-5 to make it 
unlawful while engaged in selling goods in NC, to set or limit price at which goods may be resold 
or to sell goods upon condition that resale of goods be at particular price. Adds new GS 75-5.1 
making it unlawful and unfair trade practice for person selling or distributing household furniture 
to retailers to do any of the following acts: (1) sell to or deal with retailer in NC upon condition 
that retailer not sell to particular customers, not sell to consumers who have not visited retailer’s 
place of business, not sell to consumers from particular geographic areas; not communicate with 
consumers by means of particular communications medium; or not advertise the availability of a 
particular communications medium or (2) as a means to accomplish any of the conditions made 
unlawful by this act, to terminate, to refuse to sell particular line to, to delay delivery to, or to 
threaten to terminate, refuse to sell, delay delivery or withhold service from retailer. Specifies that 
person selling household furniture to retailers in NC are not prohibited from establishing and en- 
forcing reasonable retailing standards or from changing wholesale prices to retailers provided 
standards and wholesale price changes are imposed and enforced uniformly on all retailers with 
whom person deals. 

Introduced by Hall. Referred to Judiciary. 
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H 521. PILOT MOUNTAIN CENTENNIAL. "HONORING THE LIVES AND MEMORIES OF VIRGIL 
BOYLES, JOB HIATT, SAMUEL HILL, JOHN LEWIS PHILLIP JOYCE, JESSE LOWELL, DANIEL 
MARION, J. A. STONE, AND J. S. VENABLE, THE FOUNDING FATHERS OF PILOT MOUNTAIN, FOR 
THE CENTENNIAL OF PILOT MOUNTAIN’S FOUNDING." As title indicates. 

Introduced by Diamont. Adopted. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 374. FILING PERIOD SHORTENED. "TO PROVIDE A SHORTENED CANDIDATE FILING PERIOD 
TO REDUCE THE LENGTH AND EXPENSE OF CAMPAIGNING." Amends GS 163-106(c) to begin 
filing period for party primaries on second Monday before first Monday in February (now, first 
Monday in January) for state executive branch offices, NC General Assembly, US congress, | 
judges, district attorneys and county offices. Amends GS 163-291 to begin filing period for mu- 
nicipal offices on second Friday before the first Friday in August (now, first Friday in July). 
Effective Jan. 1, 1990. 

Introduced by Kaplan. Referred to Election Laws. 


S 375. INCREASE SENTENCE/ETHNIC ANIMOSITY. "TO PROVIDE INCREASED SENTENCES FOR 
CRIMES COMMITTED WITH ETHNIC ANIMOSITY." Amends GS 15A-1340.4(a) to make the commis- 
sion of a crime because of victim’s race, color, religion, nationality, or country of origin an aggra- 
vating factor for purposes of departing from presumptive sentence. Amends GS 14-3 to provide 
that a misdemeanor for which no specific punishment is provided is changed to a class H isto 
if committed because of victim’s race, color, religion, nationality or country of origin. 

Introduced by Simpson. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 376. GRASSROOTS SCIENCE FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A GRASSROOTS __.. 
SCIENCE PROGRAM BY THE MUSEUM OF NATURAL SCIENCES TO IMPROVE STATE PROGRAMS 
IN SCIENCE EDUCATION.” Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Agriculture $1,820,000 for 
1989-90 and $1,918,000 for 1990-91 for program to serve local museums and nature centers. * 
Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Staton. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 377. CREDIT CARD CHANGES. "7O AUTHORIZE CREDIT CARD BANKS, TO AMEND. THE RATE 
OF INTEREST AND FEES APPLICABLE TO CREDIT CARD ACCOUNTS, OPEN-END CREDIT, AND 
REVOLVING CHARGE ACCOUNTS, AND TO REPEAL THE PROHIBITION AGAINST THE USE OF 
CREDIT CARD FACILITIES TO SOLICIT CONTRACTS OF INSURANCE." Completely rewrites GS 24- 
11 to eliminate restrictions on revolving and open-end credit accounts, including limits on interest 
rates and annual fees. New GS 24-11 provides that finance charges, transaction fees, overlimit 
charges, late payment fees, membership fees and other charges may be applied to open-end 
credit accounts (other than credit cards and credit card accounts, which are covered by new GS 
Ch. 53, Art. 20 described below). If such credit is extended for personal, family, or household 
purposes in an amount of $25,000 or less and is subject to the federal Truth-in-Lending Act, the 
debtors must be notified within 30 days of increases in fees and of the right to pay the account 
and cancel. 

Adds new GS Ch. 53, Art. 20 known as NC Credit Card and Credit Card Bank Act. 
Provides that lenders or holding companies may set up credit card bank. Credit card bank (1): 
may engage only in credit card operations; (2) may not accept demand deposits; (3) may not 
accept time deposits of less than $100,000; (4) may maintain only one office that accepts depos- 
its; (5) may not make commercial loans; (6) must maintain capital stock and paid-in surplus of at 
least $2,000,000; (7) must, within a year of startup, employ not less than 50 persons; and (8) . 
must be wholly owned by lender or holding company. Entities that issue credit cards need not:: 
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establish credit card bank. 

Provides that credit card issuers may collect finance charges, transaction fees, overlimit 
charges, late payment fees, membership fees and other charges and may provide in its contract 
with debtor for such terms and conditions as may be agreed upon by the parties. Creditor must 
inform debtor within 30 days of changes in fees and of right to pay the account and cancel. 
Provides that creditor may charge discounts and fees as agreed upon by creditors and merchants 
or others who participate in credit card plan. 

Makes conforming amendments to GS Ch. 25A. 

Introduced by Staton. Referred to Banks. 


S 378. FURNITURE SALES COMPETITION (=H 520). "TO PRESERVE AND PROMOTE 
COMPETITION IN THE RETAIL SALES OF HOUSEHOLD FURNITURE.” See identical bill H 520. 
Introduced by Block. Referred to Manufacturing & Labor. 


S 379. QUALIFY FORESTRY EXEMPTION (=H 488). "TO LIMIT THE FORESTRY EXEMPTION 
UNDER SEDIMENTATION POLLUTION CONTROL LAWS TO FORESTRY ACTIVITIES USING BEST 
MANAGEMENT PRACTICES." See identical bill H 488. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Environment. 


S 380. ABC LAW AMENDMENTS. "TO MAKE AMENDMENTS TO THE ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE 
CONTROL LAWS." Generally, makes miscellaneous changes to alcoholic beverage control (ABC) 
laws, including technical amendments. Amends GS 18B-102(a) to remove the export of alcoholic 
beverages from list of activities subject to ABC law. Amends GS 18B-1101, -1102, and -1105 to 
permit holders of unfortified wine, fortified wine and distillery permits to sell products in closed 
containers to exporters. 

Amends GS 18B-903 to permit Alcoholic Beverage Control Comm'n to issue new permits 
when permittee changes name of business and to issue duplicate permits. Amends GS 18B-1007 
to allow permittee going out of business to sell mixed beverages inventory to buyer with tempo- 
rary mixed beverages permit. Amends GS 18B-904 to permit Comm'n to issue permit to manage- 
ment company employed to operate a business and to permit Comm’n to suspend or revoke 
permit if it determines that the place of business is no longer suitable or if the ABC permit is 
detrimental to the neighborhood. Amends GS 18B-1002(a)(2) to delete one permit per quarter 
limit on special one-time use permits issued to nonprofit organizations. Amends GS 18B- 
1002(a)(5) to delete present requirement that nonprofit or political groups be tax-exempt under 
both federal and state law before obtaining special one-time use permit; under this bill, tax ex- 
emption under either law is sufficient. Allows political organizations for municipal offices to obtain 
permits. 

Amends GS 18B-1207 to add new penalties for ABC law violations by wineries. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Aicohol Beverage Control. 


S 381. MINORS LEASE SAFE DEPOSIT BOX. "TO PERMIT MINORS TO LEASE SAFE DEPOSIT 
BOXES.” Amends GS 548-132 as title indicates. Provides minor may be dealt with and is bound 
as if an adult. 

Introduced by Staton. Referred to Banks. 


S 382. SUMMER INTERN USE EXPANDED. "7O EXPAND THE LIST OF OFFICES AND 
DEPARTMENTS RECEIVING SUMMER INTERNS ALLOCATED BY THE NORTH CAROLINA 
INTERNSHIP COUNCIL OF THE DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATION.” Amends GS 143B-417 to add 
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Dep’t of Community Colleges and Office of State Personnel to list of agencies to which summer 
interns may be assigned. 
Introduced by Sherron. Referred to State Government. 


S 383. SCHOLARSHIPS, VETERANS’ CHILDREN. "TO BROADEN COVERAGE UNDER THE STATE 
SCHOLARSHIP PROGRAM FOR CHILDREN OF WAR VETERANS AND ESTABLISH ENTITLEMENT 
TERMINATION DATES." Amends GS 165-21 and -22, which creates scholarship program for chil- 
dren of veterans, to provide that assistance is limited to a ten-year period after first scholarship is 
awarded; to increase from 100 to 120 the number of children annually awarded scholarships 
under the Class II status and to grant Class || status to children whose parent receives compen- 
sation for wartime service-connected disability of at least 20% (now of 30%) but less than 100%; 
to extend Class Ill status to children of deceased veterans who do not fit one of the other schol- 
arship classes if the child is less than 23 years old and to grant up to 130 instead of 100 scholar- 
ships annually under that class. 

Introduced by Raynor. Referred to Veterans Affairs.

H 522. TRAFFIC SIGNAL LAW CLARIFIED. "PERTAINING TO VEHICLE CONTROL SIGNS AND 
SIGNALS." Amends GS 20-158(b)(2) to permit right turn on red only when red light is in through 
lane. 

Introduced by Church. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 523. ABC PERMIT TAX, NEW ALE AGENTS. "TO INCREASE THE ANNUAL TAX ON STATE 
LICENSES REQUIRED FOR HOLDERS OF RETAIL ABC PERMITS AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO 
THE DEPARTMENT OF CRIME CONTROL AND PUBLIC SAFETY FOR THIRTY-SIX NEW ALCOHOL 
LAW ENFORCEMENT AGENTS, TO PROVIDE FOR AN ANNUAL RAISE AS PROVIDED TO TO OTHER 
STATE LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS, AND TO PROVIDE A CLOTHING ALLOWANCE AS 
PROVIDED TO OTHER STATE LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS.” Amends GS 105-113.75 to raise 
annual tax on retail beer and wine permits from $20 to $100. Amends GS 18B-500(a) to provide 
$400 clothing allowance for alcohol law enforcement agents and to provide a raise equal to the 
increments between steps within the salary range set for class to which agents’ position is as- 
signed by State Personnel Comm'n. Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep't of Crime 
Control and Public Safety (1) $1,952,321 for 1989-90 and $1,270,163 for 1990-91 for thirty-six 
new alcohol law enforcement agents and one secretary; (2) $130,612 for 1989-90 and $291,940 
for 1990-91 for raises; and (3) $55,200 in each year of 1989-91 biennium for clothing allowance. 
Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Anderson. Referred to Commerce. 


H 524. EXPAND FAIR TREATMENT FOR VICTIMS. "TO PROVIDE ADDITIONAL INFORMATION TO 
VICTIMS AND WITNESSES OF CRIMES ABOUT THEIR RIGHTS AND THE TRIAL PROCEEDINGS 
CONCERNING THEM AND TO INCLUDE SERIOUS MISDEMEANORS COMMITTED BY JUVENILES 
AMONG THE CRIMES FOR WHICH SUCH INFORMATION IS TO BE MADE AVAILABLE.” Amends GS 
15A-825 to provide that victims and witnesses (1) need not state their home or employment ad- 
dress when testifying; (2) are informed that they may be present during the entire proceeding; 
and (3) are informed when the district attorney intends to offer a plea bargain to the court. 
Requires victims to file written request if they want to be notified of proceedings to consider 
release of offender or of offender’s escape. Amends GS 15A-824 to add serious misdemeanors 
as determined by district attorney to offenses covered by provisions for fair treatment of victims 
and witnesses. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. : 

Introduced by Huffman. Referred to Judiciary. 
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H 525. PHILLIP LEFF LIBRARY FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO COMPLETE THE PHILLIP 
LEFF LIBRARY IN DUPLIN COUNTY.” Appropriates from General Fund to Dep't of Cultural 
Resources $43,000 for 1989-90 for cited purpose. Effective July 1, 1989. 

introduced by Albertson. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 526. MENTALLY ILL MINOR DEFINED. "TO CLARIFY THE DEFINITION OF A MENTALLY ILL 
MINOR.” Amends GS 122C-3(21) to revise definition of mental illness, when applied to a minor, to 
be a mental condition, other than mental retardation alone, that so impairs the youth’s capacity to 
exercise age-adequate self-control or judgment in the conduct of his activities and social relation- 
ships as to make it necessary for him to be under treatment. 

Introduced by Barnes. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 527. BLADEN AUTOPSIES. "7O AUTHORIZE THE CORONER OF BLADEN COUNTY TO ORDER 
AUTOPSIES TO BE PERFORMED AND TO COMPLETE THE MEDICAL CERTIFICATION OF DEATH 
WITH RESPECT TO DEATHS WITHIN THEIR JURISDICTIONS." As title indicates. 

Introduced by Nye. Referred to Government. 


H 528. REGULATE RESPIRATORY CARE. "TO REGULATE THE PRACTICE OF RESPIRATORY 
CARE.” Adds new GS Ch. 90, Art. 25 to regulate respiratory care, defined as the "allied health 
profession responsible for the treatment, management, diagnostic testing, control and care of pa- 
tients with deficiencies and abnormalities associated with the cardiopulmonary system.” Creates 
State Board of Respiratory Care (Board) responsible for regulation and licensing, and certification 
of respiratory care practitioners and assistants. Board consists of following members appointed 
for four year terms by Governor: one physician member of NC Thoracic Society, one physician 
“member of NC Society of Anesthesiologists, four licensed respiratory care practitioner members 
of ‘NC Society for Respiratory Care, Inc., and one member of the general public. Requires per- 
sons practicing respiratory care to obtain Board license, but does not limit the practices of health 
care providers licensed by other agencies. 

Provides (1) criteria for certification and licensing of respiratory care practitioners and assis- 
tants, (2) for licensing examinations, (3) for use of professional designations, (4) for discipline of 
practitioners and assistants, including due process protections, and (5) penalties for violations of 
act. 

Introduced by Nye. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 529. CRAVEN HOSPITAL BOARD CHANGES. "TO AMEND THE LAW REGARDING 
APPOINTMENTS OF HOSPITAL AUTHORITIES IN CRAVEN COUNTY.” Modifies GS 131E-18(d) ‘with 
respect to Craven County, eliminating requirement that mayor or board of county comm’rs ap- 
point new hospital comm’rs from nominees of remaining hospital comm’rs. 

Introduced by Perdue. Referred to Government. 


H 530. BURKE OCCUPANCY TAX (=S 395). "TO AUTHORIZE BURKE COUNTY TO LEVY A ROOM 
OCCUPANCY AND TOURISM DEVELOPMENT TAX." Authorizes Burke County Comm'rs to levy room 
occupancy tax of 3% of gross receipts from rental of any room furnished ‘by hotel, motel, etc. to 
be used to promote economic development and tourism. Does not apply ‘to accommodations fur- 
nished by nonprofit charitable, educational, or religious organization. Allows operator to deduct 
3% of amount collected. 

Introduced by Flectcher. Referred to Government. 
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H 531. NO SCHOOL PROFANITY. "TO PROHIBIT THE USE OF PROFANE LANGUAGE ON SCHOOL 
PREMISES." Adds GS 14-196.3 prohibiting profane or indecent language on school premises in 
the presence of minors when language is intended to be intimidating or coercive or constitutes 
fighting words. Violation is misdemeanor punishable by $50 fine or 30 days’ imprisonment or 
both. Effective Oct. 1, 1989; applicable to offenses committed on or after that date. 

Introduced by Lilley. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 532. MITCHELL PRECINCTS. "TO ALLOW MITCHELL COUNTY TO ESTABLISH VOTING 
PRECINCTS WITHOUT REGARD TO TOWNSHIP BOUNDARIES." Modifies GS 163-128 as title 
indicates. 

Introduced by Buchanan. Referred to Judiciary. 





H 533. FORSYTH COMMISSIONERS ELECTION. "TO MODIFY THE METHOD OF ELECTION OF 
THE FORSYTH COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS SO AS TO IMPLEMENT A FEDERAL COURT 
JUDGMENT." Divides Forsyth County into five single-member districts for election of Board of 
Comm'rs, each nominating candidates in partisan primary election to stand for election from dis- 
trict in at-large general election. Describes districts; provides members from Districts 1 & 2 to be 
elected in 1990, from remaining districts in 1992. 

Introduced by Rhodes. Referred to Government. 


H 534. PRAYER FOR JUDGMENT IN DWI CASE (=S 251). "TO ALLOW THE DIVISION OF MOTOR 
VEHICLES TO CONSIDER A PRAYER FOR JUDGMENT CONTINUED IN A DWI CASE AS A FINAL 
CONVICTION AFTER SIXTY DAYS FROM THE DATE IT IS ENTERED.” See identical bill S 251. 
Introduced by Rhodes. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 535. RICHMOND ANNEXATION AGREEMENTS. "TO AUTHORIZE THE TOWN OF HAMLET AND 
THE CITY OF ROCKINGHAM TO ENTER INTO AGREEMENTS CONCERNING ANNEXATIONS." Adds 
Part 6, Art. 4A, GS Ch. 160A, applicable only to cities of Hamlet and Rockingham and only with 
respect to territory in Richmond County, authorizing cities to enter into binding agreements for 
future annexation. Allows two cities to enter into agreements, for not longer than 30 years, desig- 
nating areas that are not subject to annexation by one of the cities. 

Introduced by Dawkins. Referred to Government. 


H 536. COUNCIL OF STATE VACANCIES. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION AND GENERAL 
STATUTES BY MAKING THE SAME PROVISIONS FOR FILLING VACANCIES IN THE COUNCIL OF 
STATE, OTHER THAN FOR GOVERNOR, AS IS PROVIDED FOR VACANCIES IN THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY." Amends NC Const., Art. Ill, Sec. 7(3), to provide that a vacancy in the office of Lt. 
Governor, Secretary of State, Auditor, Treasurer, Sup’t of Public Instruction, Attorney General, 
Comm’r of Agriculture, Comm’r of Labor, or Comm’r of Insurance that occurs before the end of 
term shall be filled “in the manner prescribed by law until his successor is elected and qualified.” 
(Now, a vacancy in the office of Lt. Governor is not filled until the next election of Governor; its 
duties devolve on the Senate president pro tempore. Also, the Constitution does not now restrict 
whom the Governor may appoint to fill a vacancy in one of the other eight offices.) An elected 
successor must be chosen at next general election held more than 60 days after the vacancy 
occurs, and the person then elected serves for the remainder of the term. Also amends NC 
Const., Art. ll, Sec. 14(1), to provide that when the Senate president pro tempore succeeds to 
the office of president of the Senate, he shall serve until the end of his term as a Senator “or 
until the vacancy in the office of Lt. Governor is filled” (new), whichever first occurs. The amend- 
ments are to be voted on as a unit at the November 1990 general election and if approved 
become effective upon certification by the State Board of Elections. 

Amends GS 163-8, effective if the constitutional anendments are approved by the voters, to 
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require that when a vacancy occurs in any of the above-listed nine offices that had been filled by 
the nominee of political party, the Governor "shall immediately appoint the person recommended 
by the State executive committee of the political party of which the [vacating] officer was the 
nominee and with which the officer was affiliated when elected.” Limits period of service of any 
acting officer appointed by the Governor to any of these nine offices to end of a 30-day period or 
until expiration of term, whichever comes first. 

Introduced by Blue. Referred to Government. 


H 537. TAMMY LYNN FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE TAMMY LYNN MEMORIAL 
FOUNDATION, INC., FOR FACILITIES CONSTRUCTION." Appropriates from the General Fund to the 
Tammy Lynn Memorial Foundation, Inc. $400,00 for fiscal 1989-90 for use as title indicates. 
Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Blue. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 538. EAST WAKE CENTER FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE EAST WAKE SENIOR 

CITIZENS’ CENTER AND THE NORTHERN WAKE SENIOR CITIZENS’ CENTER." Appropriates from 

the General Fund to the towns of Wendell and Wake Forest $50,000 each for fiscal 1989-90 for 
use as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Fussell. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 539. ALBERT SCHWEITZER WEEK (=S 368). "HONORING ALBERT SCHWEITZER BY 
PROCLAIMING ALBERT SCHWEITZER WEEK." See identical bill S 368. 
Introduced by Hall. Referred to Rules. 


H 540. BALANCE OF POWER AMENDMENT. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF NORTH 
CAROLINA TO PROVIDE FOR A GUBERNATORIAL VETO, TO PROVIDE FOUR-YEAR TERMS FOR 
MEMBERS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, AND TO PROVIDE FOR LEGISLATIVE CONFIRMATION 
OF GUBERNATORIAL APPOINTMENTS." Proposes extensive amendments to NC Constitution to be 
voted on as a single proposition at November, 1990, general election; includes implementing leg- 
islation to become effective if amendment is approved. 

Veto. Amends Art. Il, Sec. 22, to provide for gubernatorial veto. After a bill passes both 
houses, it is to be presented to the governor. If he signs the bill, it becomes law. If he objects, 
he must return it to the house of origin within seven days (Sundays not included) with a statement 
of his objections. If the house of origin overrides the veto by a vote of two-thirds of those present 
and voting, it is sent to the other house. If the other house overrides by a vote of two-thirds of all 
the members, the bill becomes law. If the governor fails to act on the bill within seven days it 
becomes law. If the governor decides to veto one or more bills but cannot return them to the 
house of origin because the General Assembly is not in session, he must call a special session 
for the sole purpose of considering the vetoed bills. If the special session occurs after members’ 
terms have expired, the newly elected members shall attend. 

Veto provisions do not apply to (1) bills proposing constitutional amendments or calling a 
state constitutional convention, (2) bills ratifying amendments to the US Constitution or calling for 
a federal constitutional convention, (3) bills making appointments to governing boards of institu- 
tions of higher education, (4) bills making provision for selection of special or emergency superior 
court judges, (5) votes on confirmation of gubernatorial appointees, and (6) joint resolutions. 

Veto provisions effective Jan. 1, 1993. 

Legislator’s terms. Provides that members of the General Assembly shall be elected for 
four-year terms beginning with the 1990 general election (a non-presidential year). 

Confirmation of gubernatorial appointments. Effective on certification of results of vote on 
the amendment, amends Art. Ill, Sec. 5(8) to provide that, with respect to any office for which 
appointment is not otherwise governed by constitutional or statutory provision, the governor shall 
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fill the office subject to the advice and consent of each house of the General Assembly (now, 
Senate only). 

Confirmation of Council of State and judicial vacancy appointments. Effective on certifica- 
tion of results of vote on the amendment, amends Art. Ill, Sec. 7(3) (governor to fill vacancies in 
offices of Sec’y of State, Att’y General, Treasurer, Auditor, Sup’t of Public Instruction, and 
Comm'rs of Agriculture, Labor, and Insurance) and Art. IV, Sec. 19 (governor to fill vacancies in 
Supreme Court, Court of Appeals, regular superior court judges, and district attorneys) to provide 
that governor's appointee shall serve for term expiring 30 days after next day that General 
Assembly is in session (unless terms expire earlier under present provisions of cited sections) 
unless appointee is confirmed by vote of both house of General Assembly. 

Implementing legislation. Amends GS 147-12.1 to make the following gubernatorial appoint- 
ments, including vacancy appointments, subject to confirmation by both houses of General 
Assembly: (1) any member of Council of State, (2) Supreme Court Justice, Court of Appeals 
Judge, or judge of superior court, (3) head of each principal state department as listed in GS 
143B-6(1) through (9); (4) trustees of constituent UNC institutions, (5) State Board of Community 
Colleges and local community college trustees, and (6) members of any agency listed in GS 120- 
123 (cited section lists more than 50 executive branch boards and commissions on which sitting 
members of General Assembly may not serve). Amends GS 120-20 to provide that bills not con- 
taining an effective date clause become effective 60 days (now, 30) after adjournment. Amends 
GS 147-36 to prescribe new procedure for enrolling enacted legislation. Makes other technical 
and conforming changes necessitated by veto provision and change in legislators’ term of office. 
Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 541. INTEREST ON TORT CLAIMS AWARDS. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE ACCRUAL OF INTEREST 
ON DAMAGES AWARDED UNDER THE STATE TORT CLAIMS ACT AS RECOMMENDED BY THE 
GENERAL STATUTES COMMISSION." Amends GS 143-294.1 to provide that interest on awards 
made under state tort claims act accrues at the legal rate during appeal by defendant from date 
of initial hearing. 

Introduced by Hall. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 542. BANK HOLDING COMPANY ACQUISITIONS. "TO REDUCE THE REQUIRED PERIOD OF 
EXISTENCE FOR A NORTH CAROLINA BANK TO BE ACQUIRED BY A REGIONAL BANK HOLDING 
COMPANY." Amends GS 53-211(a) to reduce from five to two years the length of time a NC bank 
must exist before it can be acquired by a regional bank holding company. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Duncan. Referred to Commerce. 


H 543. MODIFY FUNERAL/BURIAL TRUST FUND (=S 391). "TO MODIFY THE FUNERAL AND 
BURIAL TRUST FUNDS ACT." Makes extensive technical and clarifying changes in GS Ch. 90, Art. 
13B. Permits entity licensed to engage in pre-need funeral contracts business to deposit pay- 
ments made under such contracts with credit unions and savings banks in addition to previously 
specified institutions. Permits licensed entities to use trust department of any financial institution 
to manage such deposits. Permits licensed entities to establish clearing accounts for holding de- 
posits until disbursement. Permits licensed entities to receive funds for the purchase of prear- 
rangement insurance policies, and regulates their activities with respect to the sale of such 
policies. Provides due process protections for license applications and revocations. Provides pen- 
alties for embezzlement or conversion of pre-need funeral funds. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Duncan. Referred to Commerce. 
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H 544. LAW/FIREMEN DEATH BENEFIT UP. "TO INCREASE THE BENEFITS OF THE LAW 
ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS’, FIREMEN’'S, RESCUE SQUAD WORKERS’, AND CIVIL AIR PATROL 
MEMBERS’ DEATH BENEFITS, AND TO EXPAND THE ACT TO INCLUDE DEPUTY AND ASSISTANT 
COUNTY FIRE MARSHALS, COUNTY AND REGIONAL EMERGENCY SERVICES COORDINATORS, 
AND COUNTY EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT COORDINATORS.” Amends GS 143-166(d) to provide 
death benefits for deputy and assistant county fire marshals, county and regional emergency serv- 
ices coordinators and county emergency management coordinators killed in the line of duty and 
to raise benefits for groups already covered (law-enforcement officer, fireman and county fire mar- 
shal, rescue squad worker or Senior Civil Air Patrol member). Sets death benefit at initial $20,000 
(now $10,000) plus $10,000 (now $5,000) annually up to combined maximum of $50,000 (now 
$25,000). Appropriates from Gen’l Fund to Dep’t of State Auditor $200,000 for each year of 1989- 
91 biennium to fund raise. Benefits at old rate made payable to fire marshals, emergency medical 
service coordinators and emergency management coordinators killed on or after July 1, 1988; 
benefits at new rate for all eligible workers effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by DeVane. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 545. KIDNAPPING LAW EXTENDED. "70 PROVIDE THAT THE UNLAWFUL HOLDING OF A 
PERSON WHO IS NOT A RELATIVE AS A MEMBER OF A DEFENDANT'S HOUSEHOLD IS INCLUDED 
UNDER THE OFFENSE OF KIDNAPPING.” Amends GS 14-39 to make it kidnapping to confine, 
restrain or remove person from one place to another if such confinement, restraint or removal is 
for the purpose of holding the other person as a member of the defendant’s household provided 
the defendant is not a blood relative of that person. Effective Oct. 1, 1989 and applicable to 
offenses occurring on or after that date. 

Introduced by Arnold. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 546. INFANT ABDUCTION PENALTY. "TO INCREASE THE PENALTY FOR THE ABDUCTION OR 
CONSPIRACY TO ABDUCT A CHILD WHO IS ONE YEAR OR LESS IN AGE.” Amends GS 14-41 and 
-42 to make it a class D felony to abduct or conspire to abduct a child of less than one year from 
its relative, guardian, school, hospital, or other facility. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Arnold. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 547. VOTER REGISTRATION FACILITATED. "TO PROVIDE A COMPREHENSIVE SYSTEM OF 
INCREASING VOTER REGISTRATION, BY ALLOWING USE OF DRIVER’S LICENSE APPLICATIONS 
AND APPLICATIONS FOR SPECIAL IDENTIFICATION CARDS TO ALSO BE APPLICATIONS FOR 
VOTER REGISTRATION, ALLOWING VOTER REGISTRATION BY MAIL, AND REQUIRING CERTAIN 
AGENCIES TO ALLOW VOTER REGISTRATION.” Amends GS 163-81 to provide that driver license 
examiners are ex officio special registration commissioners (now, State Board of Elections may 
appoint them as special comm'rs) and to require Division of Motor Vehicle forms for original, 
renewal or replacement driver’s license or special identification card to include detachable appli- 
cation to register to vote. Adds GS 163-72.5 to make state or county employees who take appli- 
cations for the following benefits special registration commissioners: aid to families with 
dependent children, state-county special assistance for adults, food stamp program, foster care 
and adoption assistance payments, low income energy assistance program, medical assistance 
program, or unemployment benefits. Authorizes employees to ask applicants for benefits if they 
wish to register to vote. Adds GS 163-72.4 to provide for registration by mail. Provides that to be 
valid for an election, form must be postmarked at least 30 days before election. Requires appli- 
cant who sends registration by mail to be notified if registration form is a duplicate of one already 
made. Effective Jan. 1, 1990. 

Introduced by Michaux. Referred to Judiciary. 
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H 548. SAME DAY VOTER REGISTRATION. "TO ALLOW VOTER REGISTRATION ON ELECTION 
DAY." Amends GS 163-67 to permit a voter to register on election day by completing a registra- 
tion card, taking the oath, and providing proof of residence by (1) showing a NC drivers license 
or approved identity card; (2) showing any document approved by State Board of Elections; or (3) 
having a voter registered to vote in the precinct sign an oath attesting that the person seeking to 
register is a precinct resident. One may vouch for another only once per election. 

Introduced by Michaux. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 549. ACADEMIC ENHANCEMENT FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE BOARD OF 
GOVERNORS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA FOR ACADEMIC ENHANCEMENT AT THE 
FIVE HISTORICALLY BLACK UNIVERSITIES.” Appropriates from General Fund to UNC Board of 
Governors $12.5 million for each year of 1989-91 biennium for cited purpose. Effective July 1, 
1989. 

Introduced by Michaux. Referred to Education.

S 384. LOUISBURG ANNEXATION. "TO ANNEX AREAS LYING WITHIN THE CORPORATE 
BOUNDARIES OF THE TOWN OF LOUISBURG TO THAT TOWN.” Effective June 30, 1989, annexes 
to Louisburg any area that was completely surrounded by the town as of Jan. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Speed. Referred to Local Government. 


S 385. RAMSEUR CORPORATE LIMITS. "TO CLARIFY THE CORPORATE LIMITS OF THE TOWN 
OF RAMSEUR."” Describes Ramseur corporate limits by courses and distances. Effective June 30, 
1989. 

Introduced by Walker. Referred to Local Government. 


S 386. PUBLIC SWIMMING POOL REGULATED. "TO REGULATE PUBLIC SWIMMING POOLS.” 
Adds GS Ch. 130A, Art. 8, Part 10 to regulate public swimming pools. Prohibits operation of 
public pool without permit from Dep’t of Human Resources. Requires Comm'n for Health Services 
to issue rules concerning construction and operation of public pools. Permits local boards of 
health to impose fees for services under this part. Effective Feb. 1, 1990. 

Introduced by Smith. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 387. STREAM WATCH PROGRAM. "TO ESTABLISH A STREAM WATCH PROGRAM IN THE 
DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL RESOURCES AND COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT." Adds new Ch. 143, 
Art. 21, Part 10 to establish Stream Watch Program to encourage volunteer groups to adopt 
streams and conduct cleanup, monitoring, public education, and other water resources projects. 
Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by R. Martin. Referred to Environment. 


S 388. PRODUCT GRADING FUNDS. "70 APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR PROGRAM 
ADMINISTRATION FOR PRODUCT GRADING." Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Agriculture for 1989-90 $528,228 for cited purpose. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by R. Martin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 389. COMMUNITY BASED ALTERNATIVE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
COMMUNITY BASED ALTERNATIVES PROGRAM.” Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Human Resources, Div’n of Youth Services, $1 million for each year of 1989-91 biennium for 
cited purpose; directs that one-half of funds shall be allocated among counties on per capita 
basis and one-half shall be evenly divided among the counties. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Tally. Referred to Appropriations. 
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S$ 390. LEAD REGIONAL ORGANIZATION FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE ADDITIONAL FUNDS FOR 
LEAD REGIONAL ORGANIZATIONS.” Appropriates from General Fund to Office of State 
Management & Budget $1.5 million for each year of 1989-91 biennium to be allocated equally 
among regional councils of government at rate of $83,333 each for each fiscal year. Provides that 
funds must be used to assist member governments and may not be used to pay dues or assess- 
ments of members or to supplant locally-appropriated funds. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Appropriations. 


$ 391. MODIFY FUNERAL/BURIAL TRUST FUND (=H 543). "TO MODIFY THE FUNERAL AND 
BURIAL TRUST FUNDS ACT.” See identical bill H 543. 
Introduced by Staton. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 392. AIR QUALITY CLASSES REPEAL. "TO ELIMINATE UNNECESSARY REQUIREMENTS FOR 
THE ENVIRONMENTAL MANAGEMENT COMMISSION TO CLASSIFY SOURCES OF AIR POLLUTION.” 
Amends GS 143-215.107 (duties of Environmental Management Comm'n) to eliminate specific 
information-gathering requirements on sources of air pollution and permit Comm'n discretion in 
collecting and classifying such information. 

Introduced by Staton. Referred to Environment. 


S$ 393. MIGRANT HEALTH CARE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
HUMAN RESOURCES FOR THE PURPOSE OF REIMBURSING HOSPITALS AND OTHER HEALTH 
CARE PROVIDERS FOR ESSENTIAL INPATIENT AND OUTPATIENT HEALTH AND MEDICAL 
SERVICES PROVIDED TO MIGRANT FARM WORKERS AND THEIR DEPENDENTS WHILE IN NORTH 
CAROLINA." Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep't of Human Resources, Div’n of 
Health Services $100,000 in each year of the 1989-91 biennium for use as title indicates. 
Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by W. Hunt. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 394. ENVIRONMENTAL COMPLIANCE BONDING. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE POSTING OF A BOND 
OR OTHER SECURITY TO ENSURE COMPLIANCE WITH SPECIAL ORDERS OF THE 
ENVIRONMENTAL MANAGEMENT COMMISSION.” Amends GS 143-215.110 to allow Environmental 
Management Comm'n to require posting of a bond or other security to ensure compliance with 
air pollution standards. 

Introduced by Winner. Referred to Environment. 


S 395. BURKE OCCUPANCY TAX (=H 530). "TO AUTHORIZE BURKE COUNTY TO LEVY A ROOM 
OCCUPANCY AND TOURISM DEVELOPMENT TAX." See identical bill H 530. 
Introduced by Simpson. Referred to Finance. 


S 396. TRUTH IN MILEAGE ACT CONFORMED. "TO MAKE CONFORMING CHANGES REQUIRED 
BY THE FEDERAL TRUTH IN MILEAGE ACT AND TO INCREASE THE PENALTY FOR ODOMETER 
FRAUD.” Amends GS 20-347 to add car lessors to those required to certify mileage through writ- 
ten odometer disclosure statements. Exempts cars ten (now 25) years old and those sold by 
manufacturer to federal agency. Adds GS 20-347.1 requiring issuers to retain statements five 

_ years. Makes violation Class J felony (now, misdemeanor). Effective January 1, 1990. 
Introduced by Simpson. Referred to Transportation. 


S 397. COMPETITIVE TELECOMMUNICATIONS-2. "TO PERMIT PRICING FLEXIBILITY OF 
COMPETITIVE TELECOMMUNICATIONS SERVICES.” Amends GS 62-2 to authorize Utilities Comm'n 
to issue regulatory policies governing telecommunications services that promote innovation, eco- 
nomic growth, and competitiveness. Adds new GS 62-133.3 authorizing Comm’n to disregard rate 
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fixing provisions of GS 62-133(b) and (c) and instead adopt alternative means of fixing rates if 
alternative (1) protects consumers, (2) provides reasonable rate of return for utility, (3) provides 
comparable rates for inter- and intrastate long distance, (4) assures that charges for noncompeti- 
tive services (such as local rates) do not subsidize price reductions for competitive services, (5) 
maintains ability of telecommunications industry to attract capital, and (6) assures continued serv- 
ices for all customers. 

Adds new GS 62-134(h) authorizing Comm’n to permit pricing flexibility and detariffing of 
competitive services in lieu of setting fixed rates. Before doing so, Comm’n must begin a pro- 
ceeding and consider (1) availability and quality of competing services in market area, (2) whether 
rate-setting will produce consumer benefits that exceed those resulting from market forces, (3) 
whether rate-setting inhibits utility from competing with unregulated providers of services, (4) 
whether competition prevents abuses, unjust discrimination or excessive charges, and (5) other 
factors as necessary to protect the public interest. 

Amends GS 62-134 to authorize Comm'n to exempt telecommunications utilities from GS 
62-140 (prohibits discrimination in rates or services) thereby authorizing utility to offer "competi- 
tive services” to business customers. 

Makes conforming amendments to GS 62-137, -138(a) and -139. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Public Utilities. 


S 398. ETHNIC HARASSMENT IN SCHOOLS. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE REGULATION OF ETHNIC 
HARASSMENT IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS." Adds GS 115C-47(33) to direct local boards of education to 
adopt policies, and procedures for publicizing and enforcing them, forbidding students and school 
personnel, while on school property or engaged in school activity, to engage in harassment based 
on race, religion, or ethnicity. 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Education. 


S 399. REPORTING ETHNIC HARASSMENT. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE UNIFORM REPORTING OF 
ACTS OF ETHNIC HARASSMENT." Adds new GS Ch. 99E directing NC Human Relations Council 
to collect, analyze, and disseminate information concerning ethnic harassment in NC, defined as 
criminal acts apparently committed, or acts apparently intended to intimidate or harass, because 
of race, religion or ethnicity. Directs state, local, and public school officials to report incidents to 
Council. Makes conforming amendment to GS 143B-391 (duties of Council). Effective Oct. 1, 
1989 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 400. AUDITOR’S OFFICE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE ADDITIONAL FUNDS FOR THE 
OPERATION OF THE OFFICE OF STATE AUDITOR.” Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of 
State Auditor $1,568,775 for 1989-90 and $1,343,175 for 1990-91 for following purposes: 
$992,638 for 1989-90 and $920,338 for 1990-91 for 22 new positions in Dep’t; $306,637 in 1989- 
90 and $372,837 in 1990-91 for current operations; $219,500 in 1989-90 and $50,000 in 1990-91 
for equipment purchases; $25,000 in 1989-90 for reserve fund for study of replacement of pen- 
sion fund computer system; and $25,000 for 1989-90 for reserve fund for computer programming 
assistance. Effective July 12, 1989. 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 401. EMT CATEGORIZATION REPEAL. "7O DELETE THE REQUIREMENT OF CATEGORIZING 
HOSPITALS AS TO THE KINDS AND LEVELS OF EMERGENCY MEDICAL TREATMENT AVAILABLE." 
Repeals GS 143-509(2) to relieve Sec’y of Human Resources of cited duty. 

Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Human Resources. 








S 402. INCREASE FISHERIES FINES. "TO ESTABLISH SEVERE PENALTIES FOR DELIBERATELY 
HARVESTING POLLUTED SHELLFISH AND TO INCREASE FINES FOR VIOLATIONS OF MARINE 
FISHERIES STATUTES.” Adds GS 113-209 to make it unlawful for anyone between sunset and 
sunrise to take or attempt to take shellfish from areas closed to harvest because of suspected 
pollution or to possess or sell shellfish so taken. Makes it unlawful for person convicted of an 
offense under GS Ch. 113 within preceding two years involving shellfish taken from areas closed 
because of suspected pollution to take, possess, or sell, at any time of day, shellfish from areas 
closed to harvest because of suspected pollution. Provides that violation of section is Class | 
felony punishable by minimum fine of $2,500 or minimum imprisonment of one year, with maxi- 
mum sentence of five years imprisonment and fine. Makes second or subsequent conviction 
within two year period punishable by imprisonment for no less than three years. Requires confis- 
cation of weapons, equipment, vessels and other instrumentalities of offense. Amends GS 113- 
187 (penalties section) to make it apply to violations of Subchapter on Conservation of Marine 
and Estuarine and Wildlife Resources instead of Article on Regulation of Coastal Fisheries. 
Makes person who participates in commercial fishing operation in violation of Subchapter a mis- 
demeanor punishable by fine and imprisonment up to two years. Increases punishment for person 
in charge of commercial fishing operation or person in charge of vessel in violation of Subchapter 
by increasing fine for first offense from minimum of $50 to $250 and fine for second or subse- 
quent offense from a minimum of $100 to $500 and by increasing maximum term of imprisonment 
from 30 days to six months. Effective Oct. 1, 1989; applies to offenses occurring on or after that 
date. 

Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Marine Resources. 


S 403. SCHOOL EMPLOYEE ON STATE BOARD. "TO PERMIT ONE PUBLIC SCHOOL EMPLOYEE 
TO BE APPOINTED TO THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION.” Amends GS 115C-10 to permit ap- 
pointment of not more than one public school employee to State Board of Education (now, such 
appointment prohibited); continues present prohibition against appointment of spouse of public 
school employee. 

Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Education. 


S 404. RELOCATE ABANDONED CEMETERIES. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE RELOCATION AND CARE 
OF THOSE ABANDONED CEMETERIES SELECTED FOR RELOCATION BY THE ARCHAEOLOGY AND 
HISTORIC PRESERVATION SECTION OF THE DEPARTMENT OF CULTURAL RESOURCES.” Adds GS 
Ch. 65, Art. 1A, to authorize Archaeology & Historic Preservation Section to enter into negotiated 
service contracts with qualified cemetery relocation contractors for relocation of cemeteries that 
Section determines need relocating; Section to prepare list of such cemeteries in order of reloca- 
tion need. Authorizes Section to study any remains uncovered at disinterment for up to two hours, 
and to study those believed to be representative of historical significance for up to five days (but 
no more than 10% of remains in any one cemetery may be so studied in any five-day period). 
Directs Dep't of Correction to furnish prison labor to provide for future care of relocated ceme- 
tery, wages to be paid from appropriations for this purpose. 

Appropriates from General Fund to Dep't of Cultural Resources $2,750,000 for 1989-90 to 
fund relocation program; not more than $150,000 to be used for administration—remaining $2.6 
million earmarked for land purchase and relocation contracts. 

Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by W. Hunt. Referred to Judiciary 3.

H 550. MOTOR VOTER. "TO PROVIDE FOR USE OF DRIVER’S LICENSE APPLICATIONS AND 
APPLICATIONS FOR SPECIAL IDENTIFICATION CARDS TO ALSO BE APPLICATIONS FOR VOTER 
REGISTRATION.” Amends GS 163-81 to make following changes: (1) makes driver’s license exam- 
iners ex officio registration commissioners (now, State Board of Elections may appoint such ex- 
aminers as commissioners); (2) requires Div’n of Motor Vehicles to modify forms so that person 
applying for license or for special identification card issued under GS 20-37.1 also, on detachable 
part of form, may apply for voter registration (now, requires license examiners to give license 
applicants opportunity to register to vote on separate forms supplied by State Board of Elections); 
(3) requires applications to be under oath; (4) directs that form ask for previous voter registration ( 
address of applicant and provides for treatment of application by board of elections in county of 
former registration. Effective for applications for licenses and cards issued on or after Jan. 1, 
1990, but permits earlier implementation with approval of Sec’y of Transportation and State Board 
of Elections.

H 551. MOTORIZED WHEELCHAIR REGISTRATION. "TO EXEMPT MOTORIZED WHEELCHAIRS 
AND SIMILAR VEHICLES FROM REGISTRATION AND TITLING REQUIREMENTS.” Amends GS 20-51 
as title indicates, exempting motorized wheelchairs and similar vehicles not exceeding 1000 
pounds gross weight. Repeals GS 20-37.1, which provides for permanent registration plates for 
such vehicles. 

Introduced by Blue. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 552. GATES HIGH SCHOOL WATER FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE GATES 
COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION TO MODIFY THE WASTEWATER SYSTEM AT THE GATES COUNTY 
HIGH SCHOOL.” Appropriates from the General Fund to Gates County Board of Education, 
$300,000 for 1989-90 for use as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by H. Hunter. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 553. EMT CATEGORIZATION REPEAL (=S 401). "TO DELETE THE REQUIREMENT OF 
CATEGORIZING HOSPITALS AS TO THE KINDS AND LEVELS OF EMERGENCY MEDICAL 
TREATMENT AVAILABLE.” See identical bill S 40. 

Introduced by Beall. Referred to Human Resources. 
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H 554. LRC STUDY GROUNDWATER RESOURCES (=S 367). "REQUESTING THE LEGISLATIVE 
RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE NEED FOR COMPREHENSIVE GROUNDWATER 
LEGISLATION TO ADEQUATELY PROTECT THE GROUNDWATER RESOURCES OF NORTH 
CAROLINA.” See identical bill S 367. 

Introduced by DeVane. Referred to Rules. 


H 555. COMMUNITY COLLEGE BOARD TERM (=S 334). "TO REGULATE THE TERMS OF 
MEMBERS OF BOARDS OF TRUSTEES OF COMMUNITY COLLEGES." See identical bill S 334. 
Introduced by Wicker. Referred to Education. 


H 556. ALLOW FUEL TAX COMPACTS. "TO AUTHORIZE THE SECRETARY OF REVENUE TO 
ENTER INTO COOPERATIVE AGREEMENTS WITH OTHER STATES TO ADMINISTER THE FUEL TAX." 
Adds new GS 105-449.54 to permit the Sec’y of Revenue to enter into agreements with other 
states for administration of the fuel tax. Agreements may cover determining the base state for 
motor carriers, defining qualified motor carriers, establishing audit, compliance and enforcement 
procedures and setting procedures for administering the agreement itself. Notwithstanding confi- 
dentiality provisions of GS 105-259, permits the Sec’y to agree to provide to other states any 
information in Dep’t of Revenue’s possession related to use of motor fuels by carriers. 
Introduced by Hall. Referred to Finance. 


H 557. UNC-CHARLOTTE PARKING DECK. "TO AUTHORIZE THE CONSTRUCTION AND THE 
FINANCING, WITHOUT APPROPRIATIONS FROM THE GENERAL FUND, OF A CAPITAL 
IMPROVEMENTS PROJECT AT THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA AT CHARLOTTE.” Authorizes 
UNC-Charlotte to construct a self-liquidating parking deck costing $7.6 million. 

Introduced by Miller. Referred to Government. 


H 558. CIVIL RIGHTS ACT ENFORCEMENT. "7O AMEND THE CIVIL RIGHTS INTERFERENCE 
ACT." Adds new GS 99D-1(b1) authorizing NC Human Relations Council to bring civil action on 
behalf of any person subjected to violation set out in GS 99D-1(a) (interference with civil rights); 
any damages awarded to plaintiff are to be awarded to person on whose behalf action is brought; 
Council may not recover attorney’s fees. In any such action, the Council is to be represented by 
an attorney employed by the Council; GS 114-2 (duty of the Att'y General to represent State 
agencies) does not apply. Makes conforming amendment to GS 143B-391. 

Introduced by Cunningham. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 559. ROWAN-CABARRUS CC FUNDS. "70 APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE BOARD OF 
COMMUNITY COLLEGES FOR DEVELOPMENT OF THE NEW CAMPUS OF ROWAN-CABARRUS 
COMMUNITY COLLEGE.” Appropriates $1,725,000 from General Fund to Dep’t of 

Community Colleges for 1989-90 for allocation to Rowan-Cabarrus Community College for devel- 
opment of Trinity Church Road campus in Cabarrus County. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Privette. Referred to Education. 


H 560. FORSYTH COMMISSIONERS ELECTION-2. "TO PROVIDE FOR EXPANSION OF THE 
FORSYTH COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS FROM FIVE TO NINE MEMBERS, ELECTION OF 
THREE MEMBERS AT-LARGE, AND TWO COMMISSIONERS FROM EACH OF THREE DISTRICTS." 
Effective first Monday in Dec. 1990, increases membership of Forsyth County Board of Comm'nrs 
to nine members elected as follows: two members nominated and elected by and from each of 
three districts; three members nominated and elected at-large. Primary results determined by plu- 
rality; no second primary. 

introduced by Kennedy. Referred to Government. 
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H 561. MOORESVILLE LIBRARY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR CONSTRUCTION OF A 
LIBRARY IN THE TOWN OF MOORESVILLE IN IREDELL COUNTY." Appropriates from the General 
Fund to the Dep’t of Cultural Resources $500,000 in each year of 1989-91 biennium for use as 
title indicates. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Brawley. Referred to Basic Resources. } 


H 562. RAISE NONRESIDENT SERVICE FEE. "TO RAISE THE FEE FOR SERVICE ON . 
NONRESIDENTS."” Amends GS 1-105 (service of process on nonresident drivers of motor vehicles) ; 
to raise fee from $3 to $10. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Brawley. Referred to Judiciary. } 


H 563. FIRE HELICOPTER FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR FIRE HELICOPTERS IN THE 
FOREST RESOURCES DIVISION." Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Natural Resources ~ 
and Community Development, Forest Resources Div’n, $117,000 for 1989-90 to bring three "H” 
model helicopters on line for fire suppression services. Effective July 1, 1989. : 
Introduced by Brawley. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 564. COSMETOLOGY BOARD APPOINTEES. "TO ALLOW ONE MEMBER OF THE STATE 
BOARD OF COSMETIC ART EXAMINERS TO BE A TEACHER OF COSMETIC ART." Amends GS 
88-13(a) to provide that of the four members of the Board of Cosmetic Art Examiners appointed 
by the Governor, one shall be a teacher of cosmetic art. Applicable to the first appointment made 
by the Governor, other than appointment of the public member, following date of ratification. 
Introduced by Easterling. Referred to Commerce. 


H 565. DAY CARE TIMELY HEARINGS. "TO REQUIRE HEARINGS FOR CHILD DAY CARE.” 

Amends GS 110-94 to require that hearing on child day care contested cases be scheduled | 
within 60 days of date petition for hearing received, when case results from revocation of license, | 
registration certificate, or Letter of Compliance or when case involves situation in which child | 
abuse or neglect in day care facility or home has been substantiated. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Easterling. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 566. CHARLOTTE/MECK. DAY CARE LEASE. "TO ALLOW MECKLENBURG COUNTY AND THE 
CITY OF CHARLOTTE TO LEASE PROPERTY AT PRIVATE SALE FOR CHILD CARE PURPOSES, AND 
TO ELIMINATE THE REQUIREMENT THAT SUCH PRIVATE SALES BE APPROVED BY UNANIMOUS 
VOTE OF THE GOVERNING BOARD." Modifies GS I60A-279 to permit Charlotte and Mecklenburg 
county to make leases of public property to for-profit corporations for child care purposes. 
Deletes general requirement that conveyances under section be by unanimous vote of board, as 
to leases for child care purposes. Also provides that city or county may appropriate funds to 
public or private entity for construction or operation of child care facilities or for provision of child 
Care services. 

Introduced by Easterling. Referred to Government. 


H 567. SCHOOL RECORDS/MISSING CHILDREN. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE FLAGGING OF SCHOOL 
RECORDS, THE NOTIFICATION OF LAW ENFORCEMENT AGENCIES WHEN A REQUEST FOR A 
COPY OF A FLAGGED RECORD IS MADE, AND TO REQUIRE SCHOOL SYSTEMS TO OBTAIN PRIOR — 
SCHOOL RECORDS OR VERIFY THE VALIDITY OF SCHOOL RECORDS IN ORDER TO ASSIST IN : 
THE LOCATION OF MISSING CHILDREN." Adds new GS 115C-403 requiring school units to flag 
school records of children reported as missing. Thereafter, before providing copy of such a re- 
cord or other information regarding such a child, school unit to notify agency requesting flagging 
that request for records or information has been made. Provides that when child transfers into 
school unit from another school system outside county, receiving unit to obtain child’s record 
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from other system within 30 days after enrollment. If parent, custodian, or guardian provides such 
a record, requires receiving unit to verify information within 30 days after enrollment. Requires 
any information indicting that new child is missing child be reported to NC Center for Missing 
Persons. Effective Aug. 15, 1989, applying to records of children reported missing or transferring 
to schools after that date. 

Introduced by Stam. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 568. HEMLOCK BLUFFS LAND EXCHANGE. "7O REMOVE CERTAIN LAND IN THE HEMLOCK 
BLUFFS NATURAL AREA FROM THE STATE NATURE AND HISTORIC PRESERVE AND TO BEGIN 
THE PROCESS OF EXCHANGE WITH THE TOWN OF CARY FOR OTHER LAND MORE CRITICAL TO 
THE PROTECTION OF THE BLUFFS." Adds new GS 143-260.10C removing 14.4 acres identified in 
act from the State Nature and Historic Preserve, and providing that the State may only exchange 
the land for other land to expand Hemlock Bluffs Natural Area or sell the land and use the pro- 
ceeds for that purpose. 

Introduced by Stam. Referred to Government. 


H 569. KNIGHTDALE FACILITIES FEES. "TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE TOWN OF 
KNIGHTDALE RELATING TO DRIVEWAYS, SITE PLAN AND SUBDIVISION APPROVAL, ROAD OR 
DRAINAGE PROJECT FEES, AND OPEN SPACE PROJECT FEES, RECREATIONAL FEES." Authorizes 
Knightdale to require developers to pay facilities fees to be used to finance road and drainage 
projects, or open space, or recreation. Sets out procedures and conditions under which ordi- 
nances imposing such fees may be adopted and regulates the expenditure of proceeds of such 
fees. Also permits Knightdale to require site plan approval of certain developments and to permit 
manager or designee to approve subdivision plats. 

Introduced by Stam. Referred to Government. 


H 570. SEED TESTING SERVICES FUNDS. ”"7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR IMPROVED SEED 
TESTING SERVICES." Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Agriculture $13,026 in 1989-90 
and $1,017 in 1990-91, to improve current seed testing services. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by R. Thompson. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 571. CONTRACTOR FINANCIAL RESPONSIBILITY. "TO REQUIRE GENERAL CONTRACTORS TO 
PROVIDE EVIDENCE OF FINANCIAL RESPONSIBILITY." Amends GS 87-10 (dealing with licensure 
of general contractors) to require that applicants, before being entitled to take examination, show 
to the satisfaction of the Board that they are qualified as to financial responsibility, and to require 
that renewal applications be accompanied by evidence of continued financial responsibility. 
Introduced to Miller. Referred to Commerce. 


H 572. DISCOUNT BUYING CLUBS. "CONCERNING DISCOUNT BUYING CLUBS." Rewrites GS 66- 
132 to provide that (1) if discount buying club contract may be periodically renewed, it must state 
specific terms under which it may be renewed and (2) amount of any renewal fees must be 
stated unless it meets following criteria. Contracts need not be signed or dated by the customer 
if (1) total consideration paid by each member or customer does not exceed a one-time or annual 
fee of $100; (2) the customer has the unconditional right to cancel at any time and receive within 
10 days a full refund of the membership fee covering the current period; (3) the contract contains 
a "Right to Cancel” notice as specified in act; and (4) the written contract is mailed to the buyer 
on or before the date the membership is first or billed. Amends GS 66-135(b) to provide that the 
discount buying club is not required to comply with the subsection’s trust account requirements if 
the club bills customers through a credit card account and obtains and maintains an additional 
bond of $50,000 from a surety company licensed to do business in NC.

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H 573. CURRITUCK SCHOOL SINGLE PRIME. "TO ALLOW THE CURRITUCK COUNTY BOARD OF 
EDUCATION TO ENTER INTO SINGLE PRIME CONTRACTOR PUBLIC CONTRACTS." Modifies GS 
143-128 as title indicates. Requires bidders to identify subcontractors on bid. Requires bidders to 
include minority subcontractors in amount not less than 10 percent of bid, or verify why unable to 
secure qualified subcontractors in that amount. 

Introduced by James. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 574. ALBEMARLE HOSPITAL RENOVATION. "TO AUTHORIZE THE CONSTRUCTION OF AN 
ADDITION AND RENOVATION TO ALBEMARLE HOSPITAL, THE PASQUOTANK COUNTY HOSPITAL." 
Exempts cited project from GS 143-128 (multiple prime contractors) and GS 143-129 (formal bid 
requirements). 

Introduced by James. Referred to Government. 


H 575. AGRICULTURAL FAIRS COUNCIL. "TO CREATE AN AGRICULTURAL FAIRS COUNCIL IN 
THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE.” Adds new part 5 to Art. 45, of GS Ch. 106. Creates 15- 
member NC Agricultural Fairs Council in Dep’t of Agriculture; Council's sole duty is to advise 
Comm’r of Agriculture in making grants of State funds to qualified local agricultural fairs. 
Authorizes Comm’r of Agriculture, with advice of Council and subject to available funds, to make 
grants of State funds to qualified local agricultural fairs to pay premium awards for competitive 
exhibits of products of agriculture and home economics, domestic livestock, and for vocational 
and judging skills, and to make grants to help establish new facilities and to improve existing 
facilities used in conducting events at local agricultural fairs. Requires that grants require match- 
ing funds and that preference be given to fair associations that are most representative of agricul- 
tural interests. Authorizes Comm’r to make grants to bona fide agricultural fair associations, 
without matching funds, to assist in establishment of new agricultural fairs, and to make grants of 
not more than $1,000 to any one fair to be used to promote agricultural commodities. Sets out 
eligibility criteria for receipt of grants. Amends GS 106-520 to remove $100 limit on county or 
municipal aid to local agricultural fair. Repeals obsolete provisions in present law. 

Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Agriculture $600,000 for fiscal 1989-90 to im- 
plement the act, and provides that funds are not to revert at end of fiscal year. Effective July 1, 
1989. 

Introduced by James. Referred to Government. 


H 576. LENOIR/CRAVEN JUNKED CARS. ”"7O ALLOW THE COUNTIES OF LENOIR AND CRAVEN 


TO REGULATE JUNKED CARS.” Adds cited counties to GS 160A-303.2, which authorizes regula- 
tion of junked cars for appearance purposes. 
Introduced by Lilley. Referred to Government. 


H 577. TEXTBOOK ADOPTION CHANGES. "TO PROVIDE FOR FUNDING AND IMPLEMENTATION 

OF CHANGES IN THE TEXTBOOK ADOPTION PROCESS." Amends GS 115C-89 to delete direction 

that State Board of Education purchase selected textbooks by sealed bids. Provides for compen- 
sation for members of Regional Textbook Evaluation Advisory Committees and contains blank ap- 
propriation clause. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Diamont. Referred to Education. 


H 578. REPEAL OLD CERTIFICATION LAWS. "TO REPEAL ARCHAIC PROVISIONS OF THE 
TEACHER CERTIFICATION LAWS." Repeals GS 115C-284(d) and - 315(e) requiring school superin- 


tendent to sign teacher certificates. Repeals GS 115C-297 requiring school board approval of 
certificates.

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H 579. CHANGE ANNUAL LEAVE YEAR. "TO CHANGE THE CALENDAR YEAR FOR THE 
ACCUMULATION OF ANNUAL LEAVE BY PUBLIC SCHOOL EMPLOYEES." Amends GS 115C- 
285(a)(2), -302(a)(3), and -316(a)(3) as title indicates, changing period for accumulation of annual 
leave from calendar year to year running from July 1 to June 30. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Diamont. Referred to Public Employees.

S 405. INCREASE CONSERVATION TAX CREDIT. "TO INCREASE THE MAXIMUM INCOME TAX 
CREDIT FOR DONATIONS OF REAL PROPERTY FOR LAND CONSERVATION.” Amends GS 105- 
130.34 (corporate income tax) and 105-151.12 (individual income tax) as title indicates, increasing 
maximum credit from $5,000 to $25,000. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 
1989. 

Introduced by Sherron. Referred to Finance. 


S 406. SALISBURY RR STATION FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
CULTURAL RESOURCES FOR THE CONTINUED RENOVATION AND RESTORATION OF THE 
HISTORIC SALISBURY RAILROAD STATION." Appropriates from General Fund to the Dep’t of 
Cultural Resources $100,000 for 1989-90 for cited purpose, provided the Historic Salisbury 
Foundation, Inc., raises like amount of non-State matching funds. Funds previously raised and 
expended for purchase and restoration of the station qualify as matching funds. Effective July 1, 
1989. 

Introduced by Smith. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 407. ASHEBORO ANNEXATION. "TO ANNEX CERTAIN DESCRIBED TERRITORY TO THE CITY OF 
ASHEBORO." Extends Asheboro corporate limits by adding two described tracts. Effective June 
30, 1989. 

Introduced by Walker. Referred to Local Government. 


S 408. POVERTY PROJECT FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE NORTH CAROLINA 
POVERTY PROJECT, INC., FOR PERSONNEL AND OPERATING EXPENSES OF THE POVERTY 
INFORMATION SERVICE." Appropriates from General Fund to The North Carolina Poverty Project, 
Inc., $110,000 for each year of 1989-91 biennium for cited purpose. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Walker. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 409. EXEMPT PORTS AUTHORITY FROM APA. "TO EXEMPT THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
PORTS AUTHORITY FROM THE RULEMAKING REQUIREMENTS OF THE ADMINISTRATIVE 
PROCEDURES ACT.” Amends GS 150B-1(d) as title indicates. 

Introduced by Sands. Referred to Judiciary 3. 


S 410. NEW HANOVER AIRPORT AUTHORITY. "ENABLING THE COUNTY OF NEW HANOVER TO 
ESTABLISH AN AIRPORT AUTHORITY FOR THE OPERATION AND MAINTENANCE OF AIRPORT 
FACILITIES IN THE COUNTY OF NEW HANOVER FOR THE CITIZENS OF NEW HANOVER COUNTY 
AND VICINITY." As title indicates; Authority to consist of five members appointed by board of 
county comm’rs. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Local Government. 


S 411. ROCKINGHAM AIRPORT TAX REFUND. "7O PERMIT THE ROCKINGHAM COUNTY 
AIRPORT AUTHORITY TO RECEIVE ANNUAL SALES TAX REFUNDS.” Amends GS 105-164.14(c), 
which permits refund of sales tax to listed governmental agencies, as title indicates. 
Introduced by Sands. Referred to Local Government. 
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S 412. SMITHFIELD ELECTION CHANGES. "CHANGING THE METHOD OF ELECTING THE. 
SMITHFIELD TOWN COUNCIL." Blank bill; contains no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Daughtry. Referred to Election Laws. 


S 413. ASSIGN MEDICAL BENEFITS TO STATE. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE ASSIGNMENT TO THE 
STATE OF THE RIGHT TO THIRD PARTY BENEFITS IN THE DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES 
MEDICAL PAYMENT PROGRAMS." Adds new GS 130A-13 to provide that applying for Dep’t of 
Human Resources medical payment programs constitutes an assignment to the state of any 
rights to payment or recovery from a third party in the amount of Dep’ts expenditures on behalf 
of assignor. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Cochrane. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 414. ALCOHOL/DRUG ABUSE NAME CHANGE. "TO CHANGE THE NAME OF ALCOHOLIC 
REHABILITATION CENTERS." Renames the state’s "alcoholic rehabilitation centers” as "alcohol 
and drug abuse treatment centers.” Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Cochrane. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 415. NUTRITION PROGRAMS RULEMAKING. "TO TRANSFER RULEMAKING AUTHORITY FOR 
PUBLIC HEALTH NUTRITION PROGRAMS FROM THE DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES TO 
THE COMMISSION FOR HEALTH SERVICES.” Amends GS 130A-361(b) as title indicates. 
Introduced by Cochrane. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 416. CLARIFY IMMUNIZATION REQUIREMENTS. "TO CLARIFY THE MEDICAL 
CONTRAINDICATIONS TO STATE-MANDATED IMMUNIZATIONS." Amends GS 130A-156 to require 
the Comm’n for Health Services to adopt by rule a list of medical contraindications to required 
immunizations and to provide that medical exemptions from immunizations may be based only on 
those contraindications. Effective Feb. 1, 1990. 

Introduced by Cochrane. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 417. LOCAL IV-D UNITS TRANSFER. "TO ALLOW FOR THE TRANSFER OF RESPONSIBILITY 
FOR ADMINISTRATION OF LOCAL IV-D UNITS BETWEEN THE DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN 
RESOURCES AND BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS." Amends GS 110-141 to add provision 
authorizing the Dep’t of Human Resources (DHR) to assume administration of a county- 
administered IV-D program that is not operated in accordance with State and federal laws, rules, 
and regulations. To do so, DHR must notify the board of county comm’rs of its intent in accor- 
dance with a timetable and criteria established by the Social Services Comm’n. When DHR has 
thus assumed administration, the county may not resume administration as it may in other cases 
of State administration of IV-D programs. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Harris. Referred to Children & Youth. 


S 418. HAZARDOUS SUBSTANCE REMOVAL FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO FINANCE 
THE REMOVAL OF HAZARDOUS SUBSTANCES, INCLUDING POISONS, CORROSIVES, 
FLAMMABLES, AND EXPLOSIVES, FROM THE SCHOOLS OF THIS STATE.” Appropriates $216,000 
in 1989-90 and $540,000 in 1990-91 from General Fund to Dep’t of Public Education for pur- 
poses indicated in title; appropriation to become part of Dep’t’s continuation budget. Effective 
July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Winner. Referred to Appropriations. 
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S 419. RISK REDUCTION PROGRAMS FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR HEALTH 
PROMOTION AND DISEASE PREVENTION.” Appropriates $2.9 million in each year of biennium 
from General Fund to Div’n of Health Services to fund risk reduction programs. Effective July 1, 
1989. 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 420. YOUTH ADVOCACY FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR POSITIONS AND 
ASSISTANCE FOR THE OFFICE OF YOUTH ADVOCACY AND INVOLVEMENT." Appropriates $78,000 
in each year of biennium from General Fund to Office of Youth Advocacy and Involvement (OYAI), 
to fund two child advocacy specialist positions. Appropriates $5,000 in 1989-90 from General 
Fund to OYAI to assist in conducting statewide conference on child advocacy and children’s leg- 
islation. Appropriates $30,500 in each year of biennium from General Fund to OYAI to fund State 
Youth Council Program Coordinator position. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 421. TEMPORARY SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENTS. "TO INCREASE THE NUMBER OF PERSONS 
ELIGIBLE TO BE PAID AS A SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS ON A TEMPORARY BASIS." Amends 
GS 115C-275 to provide that one holding a principal’s or supervisor's certificate may serve as 
interim superintendent and be paid at bottom of superintendent’s salary schedule or one step 
above what person would make as a principal or supervisor. 

Introduced by Conder. Referred to Education. 


S 422. PATERNITY CASE BURDEN OF PROOF. "TO CHANGE THE BURDEN OF PROOF IN CIVIL 
PATERNITY ACTIONS.” Amends GS 49-14(b) to provide that the burden of proof in civil paternity 
actions is clear, cogent and convincing evidence (now, beyond a reasonable doubt). Effective 
October 1, 1989, and applicable to cases arising on or after that date. 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 423. QUALITY ASSURANCE COMMITTEES. "TO PROVIDE FOR CONFIDENTIALITY OF THE 
PROCEEDINGS OF QUALITY ASSURANCE COMMITTEES IN MENTAL HEALTH, MENTAL 
RETARDATION, AND SUBSTANCE ABUSE FACILITIES.” Amends GS 122C-191 to provide good faith 
immunity from civil liability for members of quality assurance committees from actions within 
scope of committee’s work. In addition, exempts from GS Ch. 132 (Public Records) the proceed- 
ings of, records and materials produced by, and materials considered by such a committee; and 
provides that such records and materials are not subject to discovery or introduction into evi- 
dence in civil suit against facility or provider of professional health services resulting from matters 
evaluated and reviewed by committee. Provides that no person attending meeting of committee 
may be required to testify in civil action as to matters considered or decided at meeting. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 424. MENTAL HEALTH CONFIDENTIALITY. "TO AMEND THE MENTAL HEALTH, MENTAL 
RETARDATION, AND SUBSTANCE ABUSE CONFIDENTIALITY LAWS." Adds new subsection (e1) to 
GS 122C-55) (which sets out exceptions to general mental health, mental retardation, and sub- 
stance abuse confidentiality provisions) providing that a State facility may furnish client identifying 
information to the Dep’t of Human Resources for the purpose of maintaining an index of clients 
served in State facilities which may be used by State facilities only if obtaining information that is 
necessary for the appropriate and effective evaluation, care and treatment of the client. Effective 
October 1, 1989. 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Human Resources.

H 255. TRAILER SIDE LIGHTS. 
House committee substitute replaces original bill with “AN ACT TO CHANGE THE 
EFFECTIVE DATE REGARDING LIGHTING EQUIPMENT ON SEMITRAILERS.” Postpones 
effective date of GS 20-129.1(10) to July 1, 1990 (cited provision concerns side lights on 
trailers and now becomes effective March 15, 1989). 


H 100. DISCLOSE RESALE LEMON VEHICLE. (See pp. 69, 238) 
House amendments (1) make clarifying change; (2) require same disclosure to all subse- 
quent vehicle purchasers; and (3) amend GS 20-351.1 to define “new motor vehicle” as one 
for which a certificate of origin has not previously been provided to a consumer or which a 
manufacturer or dealer states in writing is new. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 324. HAZARDOUS WASTE MANAGEMENT. (See p. 247) 
Senate committee substitute makes following changes: (1) Acts provisions apply only to haz- 
ardous waste facilities established under act; (2) adopts definitions in GS 130A-290; (3) re- 
quires Governor, in approving facilities, to take into account comprehensive plan developed 
by Governor's Waste Management Board; (4) requires at least six members of the Industrial 
Waste Management Comm'n to be persons who do not receive any significant income from 
persons who generate or transport hazardous wastes or who operate hazardous waste facili- 
ties; (5) requires Comm'n in selecting sites to take into account availability and reliability of 
public utilities and availability of emergency response personnel and equipment; (6) provides 
that county may appoint site designation review committee when county determines that it 
may be affected by siting of a facility in another county; (7) provides that funds available to 
counties for site committees may not be used for litigation expenses; (8) provides preferred 
site local advisory committee may be appointed when county determines it would be affected 
by facility in another county and provides for grant of up to $25,000 to fund committee; (9) 
when site is designated in county, county may appoint management oversight advisory com- 
mittee to review all aspects of construction, operation, and management of facility and may 
use portion of annual privilege license tax to fund committee; (10) excludes from arbitration 
any proposal to reduce duties of Governor’s Waste Management Board and any decision of 
Governor establishing facilities; (11) adds new GS 130A-94(k) to require hazardous waste 
generators and facility operators who pay fees to submit at time fees are paid a report de- 
tailing efforts to minimize quantity and toxicity of waste; and (12) amends GS 143-215.1 
(water quality permits) and GS 143-215.108 (air quality permits) to require permit holders to 
file reports detail plans for reducing volume of wastes when they pay annual fees.

H 580. NEW HANOVER AIRPORT AUTHORITY (=S 410). "ENABLING THE COUNTY OF NEW

H 581. SCHOOL ACCREDITATION FUNDS. "7O PROVIDE FUNDS FOR IMPLEMENTATION OF THE 
STATE ACCREDITATION PROGRAM TO ASSURE ACCOUNTABILITY IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS." 
Appropriates from the General Fund to Dep’t Public Instruction $200,000 for 1989-90 and 
$250,000 for 1990-91 to implement performance standards which are part of accreditation pro- 
gram. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Holt. Referred to Education. 


H 582. FIRE INS. FUND REWRITE. "TO REWRITE THE LAWS CONCERNING THE INSURING OF 
STATE PROPERTY, OFFICIALS, AND EMPLOYEES.” Generally, repeals GS Ch. 58, Art. 21, restat- 
ing it as GS Chap. 58, Art. 58. Provides that State Property Insurance Fund will be funded by 
General Assembly appropriations and beginning July 1, 1991 by premiums paid by state agen- 
cies. Omits GS 58-191.4 that provides for annual transfer of $1,450,000 from Fund to local agen- 
cies for use in providing fire protection for state buildings (see H 622). 

Introduced by Hasty. Referred to Commerce. 


H 583. INSURER RECEIVER REWRITE. "TO REWRITE THE LAWS CONCERNING SUPERVISION, 
REHABILITATION, AND LIQUIDATION OF INSURANCE COMPANIES.” Repeals GS Ch. 58, Art. 17A 
(Mergers, Rehabilitation and Liquidation of Insurance Companies) and replaces it with new GS 
Ch. 58, Art. 46, “Insurers Supervision, Rehabilitation, and Liquidation,” based on existing case 
law, the National Ass’n of Insurance Comm’rs Model Act and federal bankruptcy statute (Chapter 
11). Substantive changes include (1) GS 58-647, providing that petition for rehabilitation or liqui-

Adds new GS 54B-261(a2) to 
provide method for reorganization of ownership of mutual ass’n to ownership by savings and loan 
holding company.

COMPENSATION FUND." Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Crime Control $1 million for 
each year of 1989-91 biennium for cited purpose. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by R. Hunter. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 630. ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT RECORDS. "TO EXEMPT CERTAIN ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT RECORDS FROM DISCLOSURE REQUIREMENTS." Amends GS 132-6 to exempt 
from disclosure under public records jaw information received by state agency relating to pro- 
posed expansion or location of business or industrial project that is identified as proprietary 
information. 

Introduced by Miller. Referred to Government. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 425. JONES FOX HUNTING. "TO ESTABLISH A SEASON FOR THE HUNTING OF FOXES WITH 
GUNS IN JONES COUNTY." As title indicates; season is Dec. 1 to Jan 31. Directs Wildlife 
Resources Comm'n to provide for the sale of foxes taken lawfully. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Murphy. Referred to Marine Resources. 


S 426. CHILD SUPPORT/MEDICAL SUPPORT. "TO ALLOW FOR THE MODIFICATION OF A 
SUPPORT ORDER TO INCLUDE MEDICAL SUPPORT." Adds new GS 50-13.7(c), providing that a 
showing that medical support is needed is a substantial change of circumstances that may war- 
rant modifying a support order at any time. Effective October 1, 1989, and applicable to actions 
arising on or after that date. 

Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 427. INCREASE HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION. "TO INCREASE THE PROPERTY TAX HOMESTEAD 
EXEMPTION AMOUNT." Amends GS 105-277.1 to increase from $12,000 to $25,000 the value of 
qualified residential property belonging to certain elderly or disabled persons that may be ex- 
cluded from property taxes. Effective for tax years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1990. 
Introduced by Raynor (by request). Referred to Finance. 


S 428. AQUACULTURE WATER COLUMN LEASES. "TO AUTHORIZE THE ISSUANCE OF WATER 
COLUMN LEASES FOR COMMERCIAL AQUACULTURE ACTIVITIES.” Adds new GS 113-202.1 to 
permit Marine Fisheries Comm’n to amend shellfish cultivation leases to allow use of water di- 
rectly above leased bottom. Leases (1) must produce shellfish at at least four times minimum 
production rate of bottom leases; (2) must not be within a navigation channel or area traditionally 
used for other fishing activities such as trawling or seining; and (3) must not significantly interfere 
with riparian rights. Before amending leases Comm’n (1) must require applications and provide 
notice and hold public hearings as required by GS 113-202; (2) determine that proposed projects 
are commercially feasible; (3) determine that the activity cannot be conducted outside coastal 
fishing waters; and (4) determine that activity is conducted so as to disrupt public uses of the 
leased water as little as possible. Provides for rental fees and for termination, transfer and re- 
newal of lease amendment. Makes conforming amendment to GS 113-202(b).

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S 429. CABARRUS EDUCATION BOARD ELECTION. "TO CHANGE THE TIME OF ELECTION AND 
THE TERM OF OFFICE FOR MEMBERS OF THE CABARRUS COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION." 
Provides for election of Cabarrus County Board of Education members to four year staggered 
terms in nonpartisan election held at the time of the general election. 

Introduced by Jim Johnson. Referred to Education. 


S 430. SPECIAL NEEDS NOTICE CHANGE. "TO AMEND THE PROCESS FOR GIVING NOTICE OF 
DECISIONS REGARDING EXCEPTIONAL CHILDREN." Amends GS 115C-116(a) to provide school 
shall give notice to child’s parent or guardian when it proposes to initiate or change the Identifi- 
cation, evaluation, or educational placement of a child, such written notice to give a full explana- 
tion of all procedural safeguards available to the parent or guardian including the right to have 
the decision reviewed and availability of mediation. Deletes language requiring notice to be hand 
delivered, and requires schoo! to document that notice was sent and received. 

introduced by Marvin. Referred to Education. 


S 431. AIR QUALITY AMENDMENTS. "TO ELIMINATE OR CORRECT OBSOLETE CROSS- 
REFERENCES AND MAKE OTHER TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS IN THE AiR QUALITY STATUTES." As 
title indicates. Also expressly brings persons holding air quality permits and complex source per- 
mits under the reporting and monitoring requirements of GS 143-215.64, -215.65, and -215.66. 
Introduced by Staton. Referred to Environment. 


S 432. PHYSICIAN’S REPORTS TO DMV. "TO ALLOW PHYSICIANS TO REPORT PHYSICALLY 
IMPAIRED DRIVERS TO THE COMMISSIONER OF MOTOR VEHICLES." Adds GS 20-17.4 to author- 
ize licensed physicians to notify Comm’r concerning any person who has a mental! or physical 
disability which physician believes may affect that person’s ability to drive, notwithstanding the 
physician-patient privilege. Upon receipt, Comm’r to investigate and make determination whether 
driving privilege should be revoked. Prohibits criminal or civil action against physician by reason 
of disclosure made in good faith.

S 433. STATE MUSEUM PLANNING FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE PLANNING OF 
THE NEW STATE MUSEUM OF NATURAL SCIENCES.” Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Agriculture for 1989-90 $500,000 for cited purpose. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Staton. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 434. TOP PRIORITY TO JAIL CASES. "TO REQUIRE DISTRICT ATTORNEYS TO MAKE 
REASONABLE EFFORTS TO GIVE PRIORITY FOR TRIAL TO THOSE CASES IN WHICH THE 
DEFENDANT !S DETAINED." Amends GS 7A-49.3(a) as title indicates. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Staton. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 435. PUBLIC HEALTH STUDY COMMISSION. "TO CREATE A STUDY COMMISSION ON PUBLIC 
HEALTH." Establishes independent Comm'n to study public health services and recommend im- 
provements, consisting of 17 members appointed as follows. Speaker of House to appoint seven 
voting members: five House members, one county comm’r, and one low-income recipient of pub- 
lic health services. President pro tem. of Senate to appoint seven voting members: five senators, 
one public health director, and one advocate for low-income persons familiar with public health 
services. Governor to appoint three voting members: Sec’y of Human Resources, a physician, and 
a business representative. Speaker and President pro tem. each to appoint two nonvoting mem- 
bers involved in administration or funding of public health services. Comm'n to make final report 
on or before convening of 1991 General Assembly. Effective July 1, 1989.

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S 436. WILMINGTON PUBLIC FACILITIES. "CLARIFYING THE AUTHORITY OF THE CITY OF 
WILMINGTON TO PARTICIPATE WITH DEVELOPERS AND OWNERS OF LAND IN CONSTRUCTION OF 
PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS AND TO INCLUDE CERTAIN COSTS IN THE PURCHASE OF REAL 
PROPERTY." Amends Wilmington charter to authorize City to enter into contracts with developers 
or owners of property within city jurisdiction to construct utilities, drainage facilities, parks, streets 
and related public facilities funded with public money as part of property development, and to 
enter into contracts to purchase real property permitting owner to excavate and grade before 
conveyance.

Permits Richfield to collect 
delinquent water and sewer bills using levy, attachment, and garnishment. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Plyler. Referred to Local Government. 


S 440. CPA ACCOUNTING PRACTICE REVIEW. "TO PROVIDE FOR.ACCOUNTING PRACTICE 
REVIEW OF CERTIFIED PUBLIC ACCOUNTANTS.” Amends GS 93-12 to permit State Board of 
Accountancy to require annual registration of public accounting firms and collect a fee therefor. 
Permits board to issue rules for peer review of audits, reviews, compilations and financial reports. 
Effective July 30, 1992 registration as public accounting firm will require proof of compliance with — 
peer review rules. Effective Sept. 1, 1989. |

S 441. JOHNSTON WATER FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE FOR 
FOUR OAKS TO BENSON WATER FACILITIES." Appropriates from the General Fund to Johnston 
County Board of Comm’rs $2,100,000 for fiscal 1989-90 for construction of water pipeline be- | 
tween Benson and Four Oaks to serve South Johnston High School. Effective July 1, 1989. i 
Introduced by Daughtry. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 442. ROSE HILL ZONING NOTICE. "TO EXEMPT THE TOWN OF ROSE HILL FROM CERTAIN 
ZONING NOTICE REQUIREMENTS.” Modifies GS 160A-384 to exempt Rose Hill from requirement 
of mail notice of certain zoning actions. 

Introduced by Murphy. Referred to Local Government. 
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S 443. CITY/SANITARY DISTRICT MERGER. "TO PROVIDE A PROCEDURE FOR MERGER OF A 
CITY AND A SANITARY DISTRICT WHOSE BOUNDARIES ARE COTERMINOUS.” Enacts GS 130A- 
80.1, which essentially repeats the provisions of existing GS 130A-80 with the following exception: 
provides that merger carries if a majority of registered voters vote in favor of merger in lieu of 
confusing language in GS 130A-80(5) and (6) that requires a majority of voters in both city and 
district to vote in favor of merger.

S 444. CONFORM RETIREMENT SYSTEMS TO IRS. "TO AMEND THE STATE AND LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT RETIREMENT SYSTEMS TO CONFORM THEM TO THE INTERNAL REVENUE CODE." 
Adds identical provision at GS 120-4.31, GS 128-38.2, GS 135-18.7, and GS 135-74 to require 
that compensation for any calendar year after 1988 in which employer or employee contributions 
are made and for which annual compensation is used for computing any benefit shall not exceed 
$200,000 or amount determined by the IRS, whichever is higher. Limits annual benefit payable on 
behalf of member whose retirement begins before age 65 to actuarial equivalent of maximum life 
annuity permitted under Internal Revenue Code. On or after Jan. 1, 1989, retirement allowance of 
member who has terminated employment shall begin the later of April 1 of the calendar year 
following attainment of age 70 1/2 or year in which member terminates employment. Effective 
Jan. 1, 1989.

S 445. LAW/FIREMEN DEATH BENEFIT UP-2. "TO INCREASE THE BENEFITS OF THE LAW

MEMBERS’ DEATH BENEFITS ACT." Amends GS 143-166.3 to increase benefit payments as fol- 
lows: at time of death of member, $20,000 to person(s) entitled (was, $10,000); thereafter, 
$10,000 per year to maximum of $50,000 (was, $5,000 per year to maximum of $25,000); in 
event no person qualifies as entitled recipient, $50,000 (was, $25,000) to estate of deceased. In 
event eligible benefits recipient becomes ineligible, remainder up to $50,000 (was, $25,000) shall 
be paid. In event no persons qualify for elibility and sum of initial payment and each subsequent 
payment does not total $50,000, then difference between total payments made and $50,000 to be 
paid to estate (was, $25,000). Appropriates $200,000 from General Fund to Dep’t of State Auditor 
for each year of fiscal 1989-91 biennium to implement act. Effective July 1, 1989.

S 446. MEDIGAP INSURANCE. "7O REWRITE THE NORTH CAROLINA MEDICARE SUPPLEMENT 
INSURANCE MINIMUM STANDARDS ACT OF 1981 IN ORDER TO COMPLY WITH RECENT CHANGES 
IN FEDERAL LAW." Repeals GS Ch. 58, Art. 27B (current medicare supplement law) and replaces 
it with new GS Ch. 58, Art. 47. Prohibits any medicare supplement policy from duplicating medi- 
care benefits. Directs Comm’r of insurance to adopt rules establishing standards for policy provi- 
sions. No policy may deny a claim for losses incurred more than six months from effective date of 
coverage for a pre-existing condition. Every insurer providing group medicare supplement policy 
must file master policy with Comm’r. Comm’r to adopt rules establishing minimum standards for 
loss ratios. Every insurer must annually file with Comm’ its rates, rating schedule, and supporting 
documentation to show it is in compliance with applicable loss ratio standards. Comm'r to pre- 
scribe format and contents of outline of coverage distributed by insurers to prospective custom- 
ers; Comm’r’s rules to include description of principal benefits and statement of exceptions and 
limitations. Policies and certificates must have notice stating that policy may be returned within 30 
days of delivery.

MOTOR VEHICLE REINSURANCE FACILITY; AND TO PROVIDE FOR REMEDIAL MEASURES IN

authorize Comm’r of Insurance to approve rules, practices, and procedures of NC Motor Vehicle 
Reinsurance Facility. Amends GS 58-248.39(c) to permit Comm’r to modify decisions of Facility 
Board of Governors.

SPOUSE FOR LONG TERM CARE PATIENT STATUTES FOR THE MEDICAID PROGRAM.” Repeals 
GS 108A-61, which provides that financial resources of spouse of person admitted as long-term 
Care patient in intermediate care or skilled nursing facility is to be counted only for 180 consecu- 
tive days in determining eligibility of patient for Medicaid. Effective July 1, 1989.

H 656. MEDICAID RATES, INDIGENTS. "TO REPEAL THE STATUTES REGARDING MEDICAID

ASSAULT ON A FEMALE, DOMESTIC CRIMINAL TRESPASS, AND DRIVING WHILE IMPAIRED." 
Amends GS 15A-401(b) as title indicates (now, applies to assault, communicating threats or do- 
mestic criminal trespass by spouse, former spouse, or person with whom victim lives or lived as 
spouse).

H 678. ENVIRONMENTAL INTERNSHIPS FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR INTERNSHIPS

H 679. CHEMICALLY DEPENDENT CHILDREN. ”"7O EXCLUDE CHEMICALLY DEPENDENT

SPECIAL NEEDS." Adds new GS 115C-149 as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1989.

H 680. REHABILITATION ACT RULES, HEARING. "TO PROVIDE THE DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN 
RESOURCES WITH SPECIFIC RULE MAKING AUTHORITY WITH RESPECT TO REQUIREMENTS OF 
THE REHABILITATION ACT OF 1973 AND TO EXEMPT HEARINGS REQUIRED BY THE 
REHABILITATION ACT FROM THE OFFICE OF ADMINISTRATIVE HEARINGS.” Amends GS 143- 
546(a) (regarding rule making) and GS I50B-1(d) (regarding hearings) as title indicates. 
Introduced by Pope. Referred to Government. 


H 681. HMO SOLVENCY/PREMIUM TAX. "TO IMPROVE THE SOLVENCY PROTECTION OF HEALTH 
MAINTENANCE ORGANIZATIONS; TO PROVIDE FOR MORE PROTECTION OF HMO ENROLLEES; TO 
LEVY A PREMIUM TAX ON HMO’'S; AND TO CREATE AND MAINTAIN A FUND TO PAY FOR THE 
COSTS OF REHABILITATING OR LIQUIDATING INSOLVENT HMO’S." Adds new GS 57B-15.3 to - 
15.6. Provides that participating health care providers may not recover fees from health mainte- 
nance organization (HMO) subscribers if HMO won’t pay. Provides mechanisms for assuring con- 
tinuing health care coverage for subscribers of insolvent HMO’s by securing coverage from other 
carriers. Provides that when calculating liabilities HMO’s must include an estimated amount to 
provide for any unearned premium, for payment of all unpaid claims, and for expenses of adjust- 
ing and settling such claims, all in accordance with rules set by Comm’r of Insurance. Makes 
conforming amendment to GS 57B-2. 

Adds new GS 57B-26 and -27, effective Jan. 1, 1989. Levies annual HMO privilege tax of 
1/2% of gross annual premium collections. Revenues from tax will establish and keep $1 million 
in fund in Dep’t of Insurance for paying expenses from proceedings to rehabilitate, conserve or 
liquidate a HMO.

AND BOW AND ARROW AND FOR TRAPPING FOXES IN BURKE COUNTY.” Establishes open sea- 
son for foxes, with firearms and bow and arrow, in Burke County, during season for hunting any 
game animal as established by Wildlife Comm’n. Establishes Burke County season for trapping 
foxes from Jan. 1 to 31 each year. Repeals Ch. 636, SL 1977, which regulates fox hunting in 
Burke, Caldwell, Harnett, Lee, Pamlico and Martin counties. Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

S 454. OUTER BANKS BEAUTIFICATION. "TO PROVIDE FOR AN ELECTION IN THE 
NORTFHEASTERNMOST PART OF DARE COUNTY ON THE QUESTION OF ESTABLISHING AN OUTER 
BANKS BEAUTIFICATION DISTRICT AND TO PROVIDE FOR THE LEVY AND COLLECTION OF 
PROPERTY TAXES IN THIS DISTRICT." Permits Dare County Comm'rs to call election in proposed 
Outer Banks Beautification District (all of Dare County outer banks north-of Oregon Inlet, plus the 
Manteo precinct), on question of establishing district. Provides for tax of up to 5 cents if vote 
affirmative, with proceeds used to underground utilities in district. Provides that district to be gov- 
erned by county board of comm'rs. 

Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Local Government. 


S 455. SPECIAL NEEDS AGE CHANGE. "7TO AMEND THE LAW REGARDING THE AGE OF 
CHILDREN WITH SPECIAL NEEDS." Amends GS 115C-109 to define "children with special needs” 
as academically gifted children from 5 through 20 and handicapped children from 3 through 20. 
(Now, both categories limited to children 5 through 20.) Effective July 1, 1990. 

Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Children & Youth. 


= 456. SETTLEMENT RECORDS PUBLIC. "TO AMEND AND IMPROVE THE NORTH CAROLINA 
PUBLIC RECORDS LAW." Adds new GS 132-12.2 to provide that all settlement documents in any 
suit, administrative proceeding or arbitration instituted against any state agency or local govern- 
ment in connection with the agency’s official actions are included in the definition of public re- 
cords. Further provides that judge may seal settlement records on finding that presumption of 
openness is overcome by overriding interest and that such interest cannot be served by any 
measure short of sealing the records. Effective July 1, 1989.

S 457. FUNDS FOR CRIME VICTIMS FUND (=H 629). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE CRIME

S 458. ALARM SYSTEMS CHANGES. "TO AMEND THE LAW CONCERNING ALARM SYSTEMS." 
Amends GS 74D-2(a) to require license of person or firm that holds itself out as engaging in 
alarm systems business. Amends GS 74D-2(c) to require all business entities doing business 
under chapter to employ a designated resident NC agent who is licensed, but licensing board 
may make exceptions to this requirement if the business entity maintains in NC a registered 
agent who is an individual resident. No licensee may serve as agent for more than one business 
entity without prior approval of the board. Amends GS 74D-4 to increase licensing board from five 
to seven members, the two additional members to be appointed by the General Assembly. 
Amends GS 74D-8(a) to extend from 24 to 48 months the period for which criminal investigation 
is required for employees of licensees, and prohibits employment of person not registered with 
the board. Amends GS 74D-11 to authorize board to impose civil penalties for violations. 
Introduced by Odom. Referred to Judiciary 1. 
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S 459. REPEAL TENDER OFFER DISCLOSURE (=H 638). "TO REPEAL THE TENDER 
DISCLOSURE ACT.” See identical bill H 638.

S 460. HIGHWAY CONTRACT CLAUSES. ”"7O CONTINUE THE PRESENT HIGHWAY CONTRACT 
CLAUSES IN HIGHWAY CONSTRUCTION CONTRACTS MADE NECESSARY BY FEDERAL 
LEGISLATION.” Amends GS 136-28.I(a) to provide that NC will not use federal standard contract 
provisions for differing site conditions, suspensions of work ordered by engineer, or significant 
changes in character of the work; provides that NC will continue to use present provisions on 
those subjects.

S 461. SAMPSON COMM. COLLEGE FUNDS (=H 675). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A 
WOODWORKING/VOCATIONAL SHOP BUILDING AT SAMPSON COMMUNITY COLLEGE." 
Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Community Colleges $300,000 for 1989-90 
for use as title indicates. No local match required. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Daughtry. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 462. RAPE CRISIS/SEXUAL ASSAULT FUNDS (=H 664). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
RAPE CRISIS AND SEXUAL ASSAULT PROGRAMS THROUGHOUT THE STATE.” As title indicates 
appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Administration $600,000 for 1989-90 and $700,000 
for 1990-91. Each program in operation on Jan. 1 of the biennium may receive an annual grant 
of up to $30,000. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Hardin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 463. ATHLETE AGENTS REGULATED. "PROVIDING FOR THE REGULATION OF ATHLETE 
AGENTS." Adds GS Ch. 78C, Art. 8, providing registration requirement for athlete agents and 
establishing certain rules pertaining to their contacts with and representation of athletes. Applies 
to persons who wish to act as negotiating agent or financial services consultant to “athletes”, 
defined as persons who (!) are residents of NC or are enrolled in NC institution of higher educa- 
tion and (2) are eligible to participate in intercollegiate sports for such an institution or have so 
participated and have never signed a contract of employment with professional sports team. 
Regulated persons required to annually register with Secretary of State, providing information 
specified in bill. Requires those persons wishing to enter into financial services contracts with 
athletes to post $100,000 bond as condition of registration. Permits Secretary of State to suspend 
or revoke registration because of violation of act or rules adopted under act. Requires contracts 
for agent representation or financial services to be on form approved by Secretary of State, and 
sets out certain required provisions of such contracts. Requires copies of such contracts to be 
filed with Secretary of State and, if athlete is student in college, with college athletic director. 
Prohibits registered persons from publishing false information, from dividing fees with 
leagues or professional franchises, from compensating college employees in return for referrals, 
and from financially inducing athletes to enter into agreements, other than by paying travel and 
entertainment expenses. Except at interviews sponsored by college (which colleges are required 
to do by bill), prohibits registered person from directly contacting athlete participating in team 
sport at college until season over. Contains criminal and civil remedies for violation. Effective 
September 1, 1989, with registration required by Jan. 1, 1990. 
Introduced by Block. Referred to Judiciary 3. 
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S 464. PENSION WITHHOLDING, CHILD SUPPORT. "TO SUBJECT STATE-ADMINISTERED 
RETIREMENT SYSTEMS TO INCOME WITHHOLDING FOR CHILD SUPPORT." Amends GS 135-9 
(TSERS), 135-95 (state-administered 401k plans), and 128-31 (LGERS), as title indicates. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Pensions & Retirement. 


S 465. LENOIR TOWNS JUNKED CARS. "TO ALLOW MUNICIPALITIES IN LENOIR COUNTY TO 
REGULATE THE ABANDONMENT OF JUNKED MOTOR VEHICLES.” Amends GS 160A-303.2(a) as 
title indicates. 

Introduced by Murphy. Referred to Local Government. 


S 466. RAILROAD CORRIDOR CONDEMNATION. "TO AUTHORIZE THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ADMINISTRATION TO CONDEMN PROPERTY FOR RAILROAD CORRIDOR PRESERVATION.” 
Amends GS 146-22.1 to permit Dep’t of Administration, and 136-44.36.1 to permit Dep’t of 
Transportation, to condemn lands necessary for railroad or railroad corridor preservation. 
Declares such preservation to be a public purpose and amends GS 136-44.36 to permit Dep’t of 
Transportation to lease such corridors owned by the state, while unneeded for railroad purposes. 
Introduced by Block. Referred to Transportation. 


S 467. PORTS AUTH. NOT STATE PERSONNEL (=H 593). "TO EXEMPT EMPLOYEES OF THE 
NORTH CAROLINA STATE PORTS AUTHORITY FROM THE STATE PERSONNEL SYSTEM.” See iden- 
tical bill H 593. 

Introduced by Sands. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 468. ASBESTOSIS/SILICOSIS CLAIMS. "TO EXPEDITE PHYSICAL EXAMINATIONS OF 
EMPLOYEES WHO FILE CLAIMS FOR ASBESTOSIS OR SILICOSIS PURSUANT TO THE WORKERS’ 
COMPENSATION ACT.” Amends GS 97-72 to permit Industrial Comm’n to appoint a qualified phy- 
sician who is not a member of the medical advisory committee to examine asbestosis or silicosis 
claimants. Report is filed in same manner as and is of same effect as reports of medical advisory 
committee.

S 469. GOVERNOR/LT. GOV. TEAM TICKET (=H 189). "TO PROVIDE THAT THE GOVERNOR AND 
LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR RUN AS A JOINT TICKET IN THE GENERAL ELECTION.” See identical bill 
H 189.

S 470. SWAN REPLACEMENT COST. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE WILDLIFE RESOURCES 
COMMISSION MAY ADOPT A TEMPORARY REPLACEMENT COST FOR SWANS WITHOUT PRIOR

H 683. LINCOLNTON ZONING NOTICES. "TO GRANT A TEMPORARY EXEMPTION FOR THE TOWN 
OF LINCOLNTON FROM THE REQUIREMENT THAT ZONING NOTICES BE SENT TO ALL PROPERTY 
OWNERS." Modifies GS 160A-384 as title indicates; expires Dec. 31, 1990. 

Introduced by Rhyne. Referred to Government. 


H 684. VALIDATE CONVEYANCES. "TO VALIDATE CERTAIN CONVEYANCES WHERE SEALS WERE 
OMITTED OR NOTARY WAS NOT QUALIFIED, CERTAIN NOTICES TO CREDITORS OR DECEDENTS 
WHERE DEADLINE FOR SUBMITTING CLAIMS WAS OMITTED AND CERTAIN FORECLOSURE 
SALES." Amends several statutes (GS 10-12, 45-21.47, 28A-14-1.1, 45-20.1, 47-51, 47-53, 47- 
53.1, 47-71.1, 47-108.5, and 47-108.11) to retroactively validate actions taken and documents 
made in violation of statutes or without proper formalities prior to specified date in 1989 (now, 
1987). 

Introduced by Rhyne. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 685. HUMAN RELATIONS COUNCIL CHANGES. "TO CHANGE THE NAME OF THE NORTH 
CAROLINA HUMAN RELATIONS COUNCIL TO THE NORTH CAROLINA HUMAN RELATIONS 
COMMISSION." As title indicates. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Stamey. Referred to Commerce. 


H 686. ESTHETICIAN LICENSING. "TO PROVIDE FOR LICENSING OF ESTHETICIANS.” Adds new 
GS 88-3.1 defining “esthetician” as one other than a registered cosmetologist who practices skin 
care, makeup artistry, facials, or body waxing. Adds new GS 88-31 to establish permissive regis- 
tration of estheticians by Board of Cosmetic Art Examiners upon paying fee, completing 750 . 
hours training in approved training program, and passing a test. Effective Jan. 1, 1990. 
Introduced by Lail. Referred to Commerce. 


H 687. MANICURIST LICENSE CHANGES. "TO REQUIRE ALL PERSONS WORKING ON 
FINGERNAILS AND TOENAILS, INCLUDING NAIL SCULPTORS, TO BE LICENSED AND TO INCREASE 
THE NUMBER OF HOURS REQUIRED FOR A MANICURIST LICENSE.” Amends GS Ch. 88 to spec- 
ify that manicuring or pedicuring services include trimming, filing, sculpturing, shaping, and deco- 
rating fingernails or toenails and applying sculptured or other artificial nails. Increases from 150 
to 300 the hours of class in a cosmetic art school required to be licensed as a manicurist. Makes 
it misdemeanor, punishable by fine of $25 to $100, imprisonment for up to 30 days, or both, for 
person who is not licensed as a registered apprentice cosmetologist, a registered cosmetologist, 
or a registered manicurist to provide manicuring services for compensation. Effective Oct. 1, 
1989, except that applicant for registration as manicurist by Dec. 31, 1989 need not complete 
more than 150 hours in cosmetic art classes. 

introduced by Lail. Referred to Commerce. 
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H 688. RAISE BOARD OF PHARMACY PER DIEM. "TO INCREASE THE PER DIEM ALLOWANCE 
FOR MEMBERS OF THE BOARD OF PHARMACY." Amends GS 90-85.7 to provide per diem of up 
to $100 per day for members of NC Board of Pharmacy and makes technical correction. 
Introduced by Woodard. Referred to Commerce. 


H 689. CUMBERLAND SCHOOL BALLOTS. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE BALLOT FOR CUMBERLAND 
COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION MUST BE PRINTED SEPARATELY FROM OTHER BALLOTS.” As 
title indicates. 

Introduced by Jeralds. Referred to Government. 


H 690. PREVENT LEAD POISONING IN CHILDREN. "7O PROVIDE FOR THE PREVENTION AND 
CONTROL OF LEAD POISONING IN CHILDREN.” Adds GS 130A-131 to require Comm'n for Health 
Services to issue rules for the prevention and control of lead poisoning in children, including (1) 
reporting by laboratories of elevated blood lead levels in children under six; (2) investigation by 
Dep’t of Human Resources to determine source of elevated blood lead levels; (3) identification of 
lead poisoning hazards; (4) testing of children under six suspected of having elevated blood lead 
levels; and (5) abatement of lead poisoning hazards in dwellings, schools, and day care facilities 
serving children under six. Prohibits knowing rental of dwellings under lead poisoning hazard 
abatement orders if child under six will be occupant. Prohibits eviction of family with children 
under six because of issuance of abatement order. Effective July 1, 1990. 

Introduced by Esposito. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 691. PRECINCT BOUNDARY PROGRAM (=S 493). "TO MAKE TECHNICAL CHANGES TO THE 
PRECINCT BOUNDARY PROGRAM AND TO EXTEND THE TWO-MONTH FREEZE ON ANNEXATIONS 
AND ANNEXATION REPORTING REQUIREMENTS TO TERRITORY IN ALL COUNTIES PARTICIPATING 
IN THE PRECINCT BOUNDARY PROGRAM.” Makes technical correction and following changes to 
GS Ch. 163, Art. 12A (dealing with precinct boundary program operating in certain counties). 
Amends GS 163-132.5A(a) (alteration of precinct boundaries in case of certain annexations) to 
clarify annexations to which section applies. Amends GS 163-132.5A(b) to provide that section 
does not apply when the entire area of contiguity between city and area being annexed is a 
combination of the boundaries specified in that subsection. Amends GS 163-132.2(a) (establish- 
ment of precinct boundaries for 1990 Census) to specify that when a precinct boundary is altered 
because of the operation of GS 163-132.5A, boundary on map is to be shown as in effect on the 
date reported through the US Census Bureau Survey (was, on Jan. 1, 1988). Adds provision to 
GS 163-132.2(e) allowing changes to precinct boundaries already approved by Executive Sec’y- 
Director of the State Board of Elections, when change is to a boundary that US Census Bureau 
has identified for the Legislative Services Office as not being coterminous with census block, 
township, municipal, or a combination of those boundaries; Executive Sec’y-Director must consent 
to change and must consult with Legislative Services Office prior to consenting. Amends GS 163- 
132.5C(b) (providing that precinct boundaries established or changed under Art. 12A need not 
follow township lines) to add that boundaries retained under article may cross precinct lines. 

Amends provision of GS 163-128(a) requiring at least one voting place in each precinct, to 
conform to authorization in GS 163-132.2(a)(1) for polling places to be outside but adjoining pre- 
cinct in certain cases. Adds provision to GS 120-30.9B specifying that Executive Sec’y-Director of 
State Board of Elections is official who files for preclearance with US Att’y General all alterations 
of precinct boundaries under GS 163-132.2(c) in counties covered by Section 5 of federal Voting 
Rights Act of 1965; filing must be within 30 days. 

Amends GS 160A-58.9 (effective date of certain annexation ordinances), and provisions of 
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GS 160A-29, -39, and -51 requiring certain filings with county board of elections by municipalities 
annexing territory in counties with a population of 55,000 or over, to specify that these provisions 
also apply to counties voluntarily participating in precinct boundary program pursuant to GS 163- 
1320,

H 692. APA HEARING/DHR EXEMPT. "TO EXEMPT THE DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES 
AS REQUIRED BY FEDERAL LAW FROM THE STATE LAWS CONCERNING ADMINISTRATIVE 
HEARINGS.” Amends GS 150B-1(d) to exempt Dep’t of Human Resources from Art. 3 (administra- 
tive hearings) of Administrative Procedure Act in complying with the procedural safeguards man- 
dated by Sec. 680 of Part H, P.L. 99-457 as amended (federal Education of the Handicapped Act 
Amendments of 1986). 

Introduced by Flaherty. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 693. HIGH POINT CONTRACTS. "TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF HIGH POINT 
RELATIVE TO PURCHASING, CONTRACTING, AND BIDDING." Amends High Point charter to set 
dollar amount above which formal bid procedure must be used by reference to statutory amount 
mandated in GS 143-129 as it may be amended. 

Introduced by Arnold. Referred to Government. 


H 694. TRIANGLE TRANSIT AUTHORITY. "TO AUTHORIZE CREATION OF A REGIONAL 
TRANSPORTATION AUTHORITY." Adds new Art. 26 to GS Chapter 160A to authorize creation of 
Regional Transportation Authority (Authority) in territorial jurisdiction that meets following criteria: 
area consists of three counties, with at least one of those counties containing at least part of a 
County and Research Production Services District. The other two counties must contain at least 
one local governmental unit designated as a recipient under Sec. 9 of the Urban Mass 
Transportation Act of 1964 and must be adjacent to at least one county that contains part of the 
Research Production Services District. (Appears to describe Wake, Durham and Orange 
Counties). Authorizes boards of comm’rs to create Authority with jurisdiction coterminous with 
boundaries of three counties by resolution adopted after public hearing. Board of Trustees of 
Authority to consist of 11 members: five from the county with the largest population (Wake) (two 
selected by county comm’rs, two by city council of largest city in that county (Raleigh), and one 
by city council of city containing second largest population within that county (Cary)); three from 
the county with the next greatest population (Durham) (one each by board of comm’rs and city 
council of largest city (Durham) and one selected jointly by two governing boards); two from the 
county with the least population (Orange) (one each by board of county comm’rs and city council 
of largest city (Chapel Hill)); and one member of Board of Transportation appointed by Sec’y of 
Transportation as ex-officio nonvoting member. Members serve four-year staggered terms. 
Purpose of Authority is to finance and operate a sound public transportation system for the serv- 
ice area of the Authority. Specifies general powers of Authority. Provides that operation of 
Authority is public purpose, allowing State or local government to appropriate funds to Authority. 
Authorizes Authority to levy fuel and road tax use of not more than $.01 per gallon and an annual 
vehicle registration tax not to exceed $5 per vehicle and enacts statutory procedures in GS Chs. 
20 and 105 for implementation and collection of two new taxes. Authorizes Authority to issue 
bonds. Gives power of eminent domain to Authority and power to require public utility, railroad or 
other public service corporation to remove or relocate facilities. Specifies that creation of 
Authority not to effect existing franchises granted by local unit of government. Makes conforming 
changes to GS Chs. 159, 20, 105. 

Introduced by Blue. Referred to Infrastructure. 
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H 695. FOOD & DRUG ACT TECHNICAL CHANGE. "70 MAKE TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS IN THE 
FOOD, DRUG, AND COSMETICS ACT." Amends GS 106-121 and 106-140.1 as title indicates. 
introduced by Woodard. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 696. COMMODITY ACT. "TO PROVIDE A COMMODITIES ACT." Enacts new GS Ch. 78D, creat- 
ing Commodities Act to regulate sales of commodity contracts or options in NC. Makes it unlawful 
to sell or purchase any commodity under a commodity contract or commodity option or to enter 
into commodity contract or option except as expressly permitted by Act. Defines commodity con- 
tract as contract for purchase or sale, primarily for speculation or investment purposes, of one or 
more commodities. Defines commodity option as contract giving party right but not obligation to 
purchase or sell one or more commodities or one or more commodity contracts, but doesn’t in- 
clude an option traded on national securities exchange and registered with US Securities and 
Exchange Comm'n. Prohibition on sale does not apply to transactions involving person registered 
with federal Commodity Futures Trading Comm'n as a futures comm’n merchant or leverage 
transaction merchant, a person registered with Securities and Exchange Comm'n as a broker- 
dealer, a person affiliated with, and whose obligations and liabilities under the transaction are 
guaranteed by, one of the above-mentioned persons, a person who is a member of a contract 
market designated by Commodity Futures Trading Comm’n, a financial institution, or a person 
registered under NC law as a securities broker-dealer. Nor does prohibition apply to transactions 
within exclusive jurisdiction of Commodity Futures Trading Comm'n; certain specified commodity 
contracts for the purchase of precious metals; a commodity contract solely between persons en- 
gaged in producing, processing or using commercially the commodity; or a contract under which 
purchaser is an insurance or investment company or pension and profit sharing or benefit plan. 
Makes it unlawful to act as commodity agent without being registered with Commodity Futures 
Trading Comm'n. Sets out prohibited fraudulent conduct in the sale of commodity contracts or 
options. Provides that general purpose of chapter is to protect investors, to prevent illegal and 
fraudulent schemes involving commodity contracts and to maximize coordination with federal and 
other states’ laws. Specifies that Act does not create any private right of action against person 
violating Act. Authorizes Sec’y of State to make investigations to determine whether violations of 
Act exists and grants subpoena power and authority to require production of documents to Sec’y. 
Authorizes Sec’y of State to appoint commodities law enforcement agents, whose primary respon- 
sibility is enforcement of chapter, but who have arrest and investigation powers for any criminal 
offense. Authorizes Sec’y of State to enforce Act by issuing cease and desist orders; issuing 
orders imposing civil penalty of up to $25,000 for a single violation and $500,000 for multiple 
violations; issuing an order requiring reimbursement of costs of investigation; or instituting action 
in court for a declaratory judgment, injunction, action for disgorgement or appointment of a re- 
ceiver for defendant or his assets. Provides that court may not require Sec’y to post bond and 
specifies power of court to grant relief. Makes it Class H felony to violate provision of Act or rule 
by Sec’y under Act, but provides that person violating rule subject to fine only if proves he had 
no knowledge of rule. Sets out provisions for Sec’y of State’s administering Act and procedures 
for administrative proceedings to enter order. Provides for review of order in Superior Court in 
Wake County. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Commerce. 


H 697. DISTRESSED PROJECTS SUNSET OFF. "TO REMOVE THE DEADLINE FOR DISTRESSED 
MULTI-FAMILY RESIDENTIAL PROJECT DESIGNATIONS." Amends GS 122A-5.8(c) to remove June 
30, 1989 sunset on NC Housing Finance Agency’s power to permit up to 10% of units in dis- 
tressed rental housing projects to be rented without reference to income. 

introduced by Biue. Referred to Human Resources. 
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H 698. SMALL BUSINESS COUNCIL ACT-2. "TO ESTABLISH THE SMALL BUSINESS 
DEVELOPMENT COUNCIL." Adds GS Ch. 147, Art. 4C, as title indicates. States that Council is to 
enhance the effectiveness of State-funded programs designed to stimulate small business devel- 
opment in NC by creating an environment that encourages cooperation among State agencies 
that provide assistance to small businesses. Council is to exist within Dep’t of Sec’y of State and 
is to perform a variety of specified functions relating to small business development; Council is to 
report to General Assembly and Governor on its activities and recommendations. 

Specifies following Council members: Sec’y of State; Sec’y of Dep’t of Commerce; Director 
of Small Business Development Div’n, Dep’t of Commerce; Director of NC Science and 
Technology Research Center; Executive Director of Small Business and Technology Development 
Center; Director of NC Technological Development Authority; President of NC Rural Economic 
Development Center, Inc.; Director of Community Assistance Div’n, Dep’t of Natural Resources 
and Community Development; President of NC Biotechnology Center; Director and Associate 
Dean of NC State Agricultural Extension Service; Director for Small Business, Dep’t uo. Community 
Colleges; Comm’r of Agriculture or his designee; Deputy Comm’r of Education and Training 
Div’n, Dep’t of Labor; and Director of Business License Information Office; Dep’t of Sec’y of 
State. Provides that head of any other state agency that receives $100,000 or more annually to 
fund programs designed to stimulate small business development is also to serve on Council. 

Sec’y of State is Council chairman; Sec’y of Commerce is vice-chairman. Specifies chair- 
man’s duties, including reporting annually to General Assembly and Governor. Council is to meet 
at least semiannually. Requires state departments and agencies to provide Council with informa- 
tion and assistance. 

Appropriates $15,000 for each year of 1989-91 biennium from Genera! Fund to Dep’t of 
Sec’y of State for Council’s printing, postage, and distribution expenses. Appropriation provision 
effective July 1, 1989; remainder of act, effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Bowman. Referred to Commerce. 


H 699. SALVAGE TITLE AMENDMENTS. "TO AMEND THE MOTOR VEHICLE SALVAGE TITLE 
LAW.” Amends GS 20-4.01(33)(d) and 20-71.3 to remove June 30, 1989 sunset. Defines damaged 
vehicle whose repair costs more than 60% (now, 75%) of fair market retail value "salvage motor 
vehicle” as and makes vehicle so damaged ineligible for unbranded title. Amends GS 20-109. 1(a) 
to conform definition of "salvage vehicle” to that in GS 20-4.01 (now, defined as "total loss”). 
Introduced by Church. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 700. HIGHWAY DRIVEWAY CONNECTIONS. "TO CORRECT PROVISIONS OF CHAPTER 136 
RELATING TO DRIVEWAY CONNECTIONS TO STATE HIGHWAYS." Amends GS 136-18(29) to make 
provisions with respect to driveway connections apply to secondary roads (now, “service” roads). 
Introduced by Church. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 701. WORKERS COMP. INJURY DEFINED. "TO AMEND THE DEFINITION OF INJURY FOR 
PURPOSES OF THE WORKER'S COMPENSATION ACT.” Amends GS 97-2(6)(definition of injury for 
worker's compensation) to provide that where injury to the extremity of the body arises out of 
employment and is direct result of specific traumatic incident of the work assigned, “injury by 
accident” includes any disabling injury to the extremity arising out of and causally related to such 
incident. 

Introduced by Blue. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 702. COSMETOLOGY BOARD FEES. "7O RAISE EXISTING FEES AND SET NEW FEES TO BE 
PAID TO THE STATE BOARD OF COSMETIC ART EXAMINERS." Blank bill; no substantive provi- 
sions. 

Introduced by Easterling. Referred to Commerce. 
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H 703. INSURANCE AGENT EDUCATION. "TO PROVIDE FOR A CONTINUING EDUCATION 
PROGRAM FOR INSURANCE AGENTS, BROKERS, ADJUSTERS, AND MOTOR VEHICLE DAMAGE 
APPRAISERS." Adds GS 58-635 and -636 to authorize Comm’r of Insurance to issue rules requir- 
ing continuing education for persons listed in title. Authorizes Comm'r to charge fee to agents to 
offset costs of administering the program. Requires Comm’r to appoint advisory committee for fire 
and casualty insurance licenses and one for life and health insurance licenses to recommend 
rules to Comm’'r. Fire and casualty committee to include three employees of Dep't of Insurance, 
two each from nominees submitted by Carolinas Ass’n of Professional Insurance Agents, 
Carolinas Ass'n of Independent Agents, NC Adjusters Ass’n, and Ass’n of NC Property and Fire 
Casualty Insurance Companies. Life and health advisory committee to consist of three employees 
of Dep’t of Insurance, two each from nominees submitted by NC Ass’n of Life Underwriters, Ass’n 
of NC Life Insurance Companies and General Agents and Managers Ass'n. 

Introduced by Hasty. Referred to Commerce. 


H 704. CHARITABLE SOLICITATION AMENDED. "TO AMEND THE CHARITABLE SOLICITATION 
LICENSURE ACT.” Amends GS 131C-4 and -6 to permit professional solicitors to seek charitable 
contributions pending Dep't of Human Resources action on license application. Amends GS 
131C-16.1 to delete requirement that a professional solicitor disclose to person solicited the per- 
centage of gross receipts paid to the charitable organization in last twelve months and the ad- 
dress of the professional solicitor. Repeals GS 131C-17.1 prohibiting professional solicitors from 
using independent contractors to seek contributions and making them liable for acts of their em- 
ployees in seeking contributions. Repeals GS 131C-21.1(c) permitting Sec’y of Human Resources 
to order professional solicitors to refund unreasonable fees to charitable organizations. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by J. Crawford. Referred to Commerce. 


H 705. VEHICLE INSPECTION CHANGES (=S 488). "TO EXPAND CURRENT AUTHORITY OF THE 
INSPECTION MAINTENANCE PROGRAM TO INCLUDE HYDROCARBONS; PROVIDE FLEXIBILITY 
PERTAINING TO INSPECTION FACILITIES; AND ALTER THE FEE STRUCTURE.” See identical bill S 
488. 

Introduced by Grimmer. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 706. HAZARDOUS WASTE REMEDIAL FUND. "TO AMEND G.S. 130A-306, WHICH 
ESTABLISHED THE HAZARDOUS WASTE SITE REMEDIAL FUND." Amends GS 130A-306 to in- 
crease maximum amount that can be held in Hazardous Waste Site Remedial Fund from 
$250,000 to $500,000 and provides that money in excess of $500,000 to go to Carolina Clean 
Drinking Water Fund. Allows funds to be used when sufficient funds (now, no funds) cannot be 
obtained from other sources without incurring delay that would significantly increase the risk of 
damage (now, irreparable damage) to environment. Authorizes Sec’y to recover all costs incurred 
by state for site investigation and development and implementation of emergency hazardous 
waste remedial plan, including attorney’s fees and other expenses in bringing cost recovery ac- 
tion (now, recover abatement costs). Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Grimmer. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 707. SOLID WASTE COMM’N RULES. "TO AMEND THE RULE MAKING AUTHORITY OF THE 
COMMISSION FOR HEALTH SERVICES REGARDING SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT.” Amends GS 
130A-294(b) to require Solid Waste Management Comm'n to adopt rules to implement compre- 
hensive statewide solid waste management program and to ensure funds for corrective actions, 
closure, and post-closure maintenance and monitoring of solid waste management facilities, ex- 
cepting those operated by local governments.

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H 708. NCSU AGRICULTURAL PROGRAM FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
AGRICULTURAL PROGRAMS IN RESEARCH AND EXTENSION AT NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
UNIVERSITY." Appropriates from General Fund to UNC Board of Governors $4,506,677 for 1989- 
90 and $6,022,421 for 1990-91 for expansion of research and extension programs of Agricultural 
Research and Extension Services at NCSU. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Brown. Referred to Education. 


H 709. NCSU CAPITAL EXPENDITURE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR CAPITAL 
IMPROVEMENTS AND EXPANSIONS OF FACILITIES IN THE COLLEGE OF AGRICULTURE AND LIFE 
SCIENCES, NORTH CAROLINA STATE UNIVERSITY." Appropriates from the General Fund to the 
UNC Board of Governors for 1989-90 for following NCSU programs: (1) $10,308,300 for Dep’t of 
Toxicology building, (2) $4,348,300 for aquaculture research facilities and extension programs, (3) 
$3,638,600 for Dep’t of Agricultural Communications building, (4) $3,401,000 for small animal re- 
search facilities, (5) $2,306,900 for new College of Agriculture and Life Sciences Univ. Research 
Units and Outlying Research Stations facilities, and (6) $186,500 for cooling towers for Schaub 
Hall Food Science and Phytotron Controlled Environment buildings. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Brown. Referred to Education. 


H 710. DIETETICS/NUTRITION PRACTICE ACT. "TO REGULATE THE PRACTICE OF DIETETICS/ ~ 
NUTRITION.” Adds new GS Ch. 90D. Generally, regulates practice of dietetics/nutrition, especially 
"nutrition care services,” defined as assessing nutritional needs; establishing nutritional priorities, 
goals, and objectives; providing nutrition counseling; developing implementing and managing nu- 
trition care systems; and setting quality standards in food and nutrition services. Effective March 
31, 1990, makes a misdemeanor the practice of "dietetics/nutrition” without a license; specified 
exceptions to licensure include licensed health care professionals, employees of state and local 
governments, and those providing general nutrition information in connection with food marketing. 

Creates NC Board of Dietetics/Nutrition (Board) to issue dietetics/nutrition licenses, investi- 
gate and discipline licensees, determine qualifications of license applicants, and establish educa- 
tion, continuing education, and clinical practice requirements for applicants. License applicants 
must have baccalaureate degree from Board approved program, complete 900 hours of clinical 
practice under licensed practitioner, submit application to Board, pay a fee, and take a test. 

Board consists of following persons: (1) one clinical dietetics/nutrition practitioner and one 
community dietetics/nutrition practitioner appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of 
speaker, (2) one consultant in dietetics/nutrition and one food or nutritional services manager ap- 
pointed by General Assembly on recommendation of president pro tempore, and (3) one college 
faculty member specializing in field and two members of public appointed by governor. Members 
are subject to removal by governor for misconduct or incompetence. 

Makes conforming amendment to GS 120-123. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Hackney. Referred to Commerce. | 
H 711. AMEND INCOMPETENCY/GUARDIANSHIP. "TO MAKE VARIOUS AMENDMENTS TO THE 
LAW REGARDING INCOMPETENCY AND GUARDIANSHIP AND RELATED MATTERS." Makes numer- 
ous technical, clarifying, and substantive amendments to GS Ch. 35A, "Incompetency and 
Guardianship” and related statutes. 
Nonresident guardian of the person for minor. Amends GS 35A-1224 to delete requirement that 
person appointed as guardian of the person for a minor be NC resident. Amends GS 35A-1230 to 
provide that clerk may require a nonresident guardian of the person to post a performance bond. 


Sale, lease, or exchange of ward’s personal property. Rewrites GS 35A-1251(17) and 35A- 


1252(14) to provide that guardian of the estate or general guardian for incompetent person or 
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minor may, without a court order, sell or lease or exchange the ward's personal property; pro- 
vided, the guardian may seek prior court approval of such action, in which case the clerk may 
issue such order after notice and hearing. Exempts such transaction from judicial sales provisions 
of Art. 29A of GS Ch. 1, unless otherwise ordered by the court. Makes conforming amendment to 
GS 1-339.1 (definition of "judicial sale”), Provides that authority to lease, sell, or exchange per- 
sonal property does not affect guardian’s duty to petition court for prior approval of expenditures 
from estate principal. 

Amends GS 35A-1301 (special proceeding for sale, etc., of ward’s property), to delete provi- 
sions requiring special proceeding for sale, lease, or exchange of ward’s personal property. 
Repeals GS 35A-1304 ("Sale of perishable goods on order of clerk.”). Makes conforming amend- 
ment to GS 35A-1307, to provide that spouse of incompetent person is entitled to special pro- 
ceeding for sale of real property (underlined word added). Amends GS 35A-1231 to require 
upward adjustment of guardian’s bond if guardian offers or expects to sell personal property with 
value greater than value used in determining amount of bond posted. 

Interim guardianship of estate. Amends GS 35A-1101(11) and 35A-1114, which currently pro- 
vide only for interim guardianship of the person, to add authority and procedure for clerk of supe- 
rior court to appoint interim guardian with authority relating to the estate, if the clerk finds that 
there is or reasonably appears to be an imminent or foreseeable risk of harm to respondent's 
estate, and that immediate intervention is required to protect the respondent’s interest; requires 
that powers and duties of an interim guardian be limited; requires interim guardian with authority 
relating to estate to post a bond and render an account as directed by the clerk; and specifies 
that an interim guardianship terminates on earliest of the following: (1) date specified in clerk’s 
order, (2) 45 days after entry of clerk’s order, unless clerk extends up to 45 additional days for 
good cause, (3) when a guardian is appointed following an adjudication of incompetence, or (4) 
when the petition is dismissed by the court. 

Support of ward’s children, spouse, dependents. Adds new GS 35A-1251(21) giving guard- 
ian of estate or general guardian of incompetent person authority to expend estate income for 
support, maintenance, and education of ward’s minor children, spouse, and dependents, and to 
petition court for prior approval of expenditures from estate principal for such purposes; provided, 
the clerk may require that such expenditures from estate income also be approved in advance. 
Directs that clerk and guardian, in determining whether and in what amount to approve or make 
such expenditures, are to consider the ward’s legal obligations to his minor children, spouse, and 
dependents; the sufficiency of the ward’s estate to meet his needs; the needs and resources of 
the ward’s minor children, spouse, and dependents; and the ward’s conduct or expressed wishes, 
prior to becoming incompetent, in regard to the support of such persons. Repeals GS 35A-1320 
("Income of incompetent surviving spouse used for children’s support.”). 

Petitioner’s attorney fee as costs. Amends GS 35A-1116(a) to provide that costs assessable 
by the clerk include any reasonable fees and expenses of counsel for the petitioner which the 
clerk, in his direction, may allow. 

Liability of defaulting guardian. Amends GS 35A-1265(a) to provide that the personal liability 
of a defaulting guardian for the costs of a proceeding to compel an accounting include reason- 
able attorney fees and expenses incurred by a successor guardian or other person in bringing 
such proceeding, or other proceedings deemed reasonable and necessary to discover or obtain 
possession of assets in the possession of the defaulting guardian or which the defaulting guard- 
ian should have discovered or turned over to the successor guardian. Provides that such fees or 
expenses may be deducted from any commission owed the defaulting guardian. 

School attendance rights. Amends GS 115C-366.2, part of the school attendance law, to 
provide that a child is eligible to attend school where the child is residing with a legal custodian, 
even if the legal custodian is not a parent or guardian. Defines “legal custodian” as the person 
or agency that has been awarded legal custody of the child by a court. 
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Guardian's final account and discharge. Rewrites GS 35A-1266 to provide that within 30 
days after guardianship is terminated, guardian must file final account, and if clerk approves the 
same, clerk is to enter an order discharging the guardian from further liability. (Currently, guard- 
ian may be required to file final account any time after 60 days from cessation of guardianship, 
and such account is to be audited and recorded by clerk.) Adds new GS 35A-1295 ("Termination 
of guardianship.”) providing that every guardianship shall be terminated and all powers and du- 
ties of the guardian under Art. 8 or 9 of Chapter 35A shall cease when the ward ceases to be a 
minor, or is adjudicated to be restored to competence, or dies; provided, the guardian is respon- 
sible for all accountings under Art. 10 until discharged by the clerk. 

Supplemental inventory. Adds new GS 35A-1263.1, providing that whenever property not in- 
cluded in original inventory report becomes known to the guardian or guardian learns that valu- 
ation or description of any property is erroneous or misleading, he must file a supplementary 
inventory, and guardian who fails to do so is subject to enforcement provisions of GS 35A-1262 
("Procedures to compel inventory and account.”). Repeals GS 35A-1263 ("Additional assets to be 
returned.”). 

Other. Makes technical, clarifying, or minor amendments to GS 35A-1109, 35A-1222, 35A- 
1237, 35A-1269, 35A-1105, 35A-1227(d), 35A-1221, 35A-1211, 35A-1261, and 35A-1262. 
Introduced by Hackney. Referred to Judiciary. 





H 712. ATHLETE AGENTS REGULATED (=S 463). "PROVIDING FOR THE REGULATION OF 
ATHLETE AGENTS.” See identical bill S 463. 
Introduced by Hackney. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 713. PROBATION EXTENSION NOTIFICATION. "TO PROVIDE FOR NOTIFICATION TO 
DEFENDANT THAT PROBATION PERIOD MAY BE EXTENDED IF RESTITUTION IS NOT 
COMPLETED." Amends GS 15A-1342 to delete requirement that defendant must consent to exten- 
sion of probation for additional three-year period beyond original five-year period to allow defen- 
dant to complete his restitution obligation or continue medical or psychiatric treatment ordered as — 
condition of probation. Requires court to notify defendant at time of placing on original probation 
that probation may be extended for an additional three years. Effective Oct. 1, 1989 and applica- 
ble to persons placed on probation on or after that date.

H 714. ARCHITECT REGISTRATION (=S 508). "TO AMEND THE REQUIREMENTS FOR 
REGISTRATION AS A LICENSED ARCHITECT." See identical bill S 508. 
Introduced by Beail. Referred to Commerce. 


H 715. ARCHITECTURE BOARD JURISDICTION. "TO GRANT AUTHORITY TO THE NORTH 
CAROLINA BOARD OF ARCHITECTURE TO IMPOSE A CIVIL PENALTY." Amends GS 83A-15 to 
authorize Board of Architecture to impose civil penalty of not more than $500 per violation for 
registrant who is found guilty of dishonest conduct, incompetence, or unprofessional conduct. 
Provides that actions to recover penalties begun under Administrative Procedures Act and that 
penalties deposited to General Fund. Effective Oct. 1, 1989 and applicable to violations occurring 
on or after that date.

H 716. GRADUATE ARCHITECTURE STUDY FUNDS (=S 491). "TO PROVIDE FUNDS TO 
QUALIFYING NORTH CAROLINA A&T GRADUATES WHO ENTER GRADUATE ARCHITECTURE 
PROGRAMS AT NORTH CAROLINA STATE UNIVERSITY." See identical bill S 491. 
Introduced by Beall. Referred to Commerce. 
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H 717. LUMBER RIVER/NATURAL RIVER SYSTEM. "TO INCLUDE THE LUMBER RIVER IN THE 
NORTH CAROLINA NATURAL AND SCENIC RIVER SYSTEM, TO ESTABLISH A NEW CLASS WITHIN 
THE SYSTEM TO BE DESIGNATED RECREATIONAL RIVER AREAS, TO ESTABLISH THE LUMBER 
RIVER STATE PARK AS A COMPONENT OF THE STATE PARKS SYSTEM, TO PROVIDE THAT STATE 
PARK RANGERS SHALL PATROL THE NORTH CAROLINA INDIAN CULTURAL CENTER AND TO 
APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO IMPLEMENT THIS ACT.” Amends GS 113A-34 to establish new Class II! 
of scenic rivers, called recreational rivers. Defines recreational rivers as those that offer outstand- 
ing recreation and scenic values and are largely free of impoundments. Specifies that they may 
have some development along their shorelines, may have more extensive public access than natu- 
ral or scenic river segments, and may also link natural or scenic segments to provided a contigu- 
ous designated river area. Specifies that no provision of section is to interfere with flood control 
measures, provided that recreational river users can continue to travel the river. 

Amends GS 113A-35.2 to include 91-mile segment of Lumber River in state Natural and 
Scenic Rivers System and to classify parts of segment as scenic, recreational, and natural. 
Changes classification of segment of Linville River specified in GS 113A-35.2 from scenic to natu- 
ral. 

Creates Lumber River State Park, to be managed as a state river. Requires Dep’t of 
Natural Resources and Community Development, Div’n of Parks and Recreation, to prepare a 
general management plan for park, including a master plan recognizing and providing for state 
and local government protection of the river. Plan to be prepared by Dec. 31, 1990 and sent to 
Governor, Lt. Governor, President Pro Tem. of Senate, and Speaker of the House. 

Makes NC Indian Cultural Center, for law enforcement purposes only, part of the lands 
subject to the provisions of GS 113-28.1. 

Appropriates $3 million from General Fund to Dep’t of Natural Resources and Community 
Development, Div’n of Parks and Recreation, for 1989-90, for following purposes: (1) $800,000 for 
land acquisition, except that eminent domain powers are not to be used for the purchase of 
easements along the [Lumber] river corridor. (2) $2 million for capital improvements; specifies that 
public river access areas and support facilities are to be constructed at four specified locations, 
and a ranger station is to be built at or near Luther Britt Park. (3) $200,000 for planning and 
operations; specifies that state park rangers are to perform security patrols of NC Indian Cultural 
Center property as part of their duties. Appropriates $300,000 from General Fund to cited Div’n 
for fiscal 1990-91 to operate Lumber River State Park. 

Effective July 1, 1989.

H 718. WATER TREATMENT CHANGES. "TO EXTEND CERTIFICATION AUTHORITY FOR THE 
WATER TREATMENT FACILITY OPERATORS CERTIFICATION BOARD, AND TO MAKE TECHNICAL 
CHANGES TO THE WATER TREATMENT FACILITY OPERATORS ACT.” Adds new GS 90A-32 to 
place all fees collected by Water Treatment Facility Operators Board of Certification (Board) in 
newly created Water Treatment Facility Operators Certification Fund for use in enforcement and 
administration of certification program. Adds new GS 90A-33 to authorize Board to establish certi- 
fication programs for personnel who operate water distribution portion of treatment facilities and 
who test water for compliance with NC Drinking Water Act. Makes conforming and technical 
amendments to GS90A-20, -23, -29, 30, and -31; adds new GS 90A-21.1 containing clarifying 
definitions. 

Introduced by DeVane. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 719. SECURITIES ACT ENFORCEMENT (=S 520). "TO AMEND THE NORTH CAROLINA 
SECURITIES ACT AND THE INVESTMENT ADVISERS ACT BY ESTABLISHING AN INVESTOR 
SECURITY FUND AND BY ENHANCING THE ENFORCEMENT PROVISIONS OF THOSE ACTS." 
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Investor Security Fund. Adds GS 78A-51, establishing Investor Security Fund, under admini- 
stration of Sec’y of State, funded by annual assessments against securities and investment regis- 
trants, until fund has $1 million corpus. Provides that Fund will reimburse investors for losses 
caused by wrongful conduct of securities dealers or salespeople or of investment advisers or 
investment adviser representatives. Provides that Fund subrogated in amount of reimbursement 
and may proceed against violator. Provides for administration of Fund. 

Anti-Fraud Fund. Amends GS 78A-57 and 78C-39 to direct Sec’y of State to establish Anti- 
Fraud Fund, to be used to investigate and prosecute civil and criminal actions growing out of 
enforcement of GS Chs. 78A, 78C, and 78D. Amends GS 78A-47 and 78C-28, permitting Sec’y of 
State to assess civil penalties and reimbursement of investigative costs against persons violating 
those two chapters; provides that such penalties and reimbursements to be placed in Anti-Fraud 
Fund. Amends GS 78A-57 and 78C-39 to permit court to sentence person convicted of violating 
either chapter to pay, among other charges, costs of investigation and prosecution, with such 
payments to be placed in Anti-Fraud Fund. ; 

Other Enforcement Changes. Amends GS 78A-8 to subject offer, sale, or purchase of "in- 
vestments” to section; defines “investments” as commitments of money or property principally 
induced by representation of economic benefit therefrom, with stated exceptions. Adds new GS 
78A-II, prohibiting operation of “boiler rooms” in violation of GS 78A-8 or 78A-12. Adds new GS 
78A-12 prohibiting various actions that attempt to manipulate market in a security. Amends GS 
78A-46 to authorize Sec’y of State to appoint securities law enforcement agents and sets out 
their jurisdiction. Amends GS 78A-47 and 78C-28 to permit Sec’y to seek orders of restitution 
from persons charged, in civil actions brought by Sec’y, with violating Chapters or rules or orders 
entered under Chapters. Amends GS 78A-56 and 78C-38 to modify standard of defendant’s care 
under sections from “reckless disregard” to "exercise of reasonable care,” to permit treble dam- 
ages under section, and to add additional sections to those enforceable under cited sections. 
Amends GS 78A-57 and 78C-39, to permit fines in cases brought under those sections to be in 
amount three times of gross gain or loss because of violations and to permit attorneys in Sec’y’s 
office to be appointed special prosecutors in criminal actions brought under those two sections. 
Introduced by Blue. Referred to Commerce. 


H 720. HANDICAPPED COUNCIL CHANGES. "TO AMEND THE LAW REGARDING THE 
GOVERNOR’S ADVOCACY COUNCIL FOR PERSONS WITH DISABILITIES.” Amends GS 143B-403.2 
to add as ex-officio members to Governor’s Advocacy Council for Persons with Disabilities (Coun- 
cil) the Exceptional Children’s Director of Dep’t of Public Education and Chair of Protection and 
Advocacy for the Mentally Ill Advisory Committee of Council. Specifies that eight of Governor’s 16 
Council appointments must be disabled persons or family members (now, parents) of disabled 
persons, two representative of persons with developmental disabilities, two of persons with mental 
retardation, two of persons with mental illness, and one of persons with sensory impairment. 
Provides that Council members who are administrators of state programs providing services to 
persons with disabilities must serve ex-officio. Makes technical amendments. Effective July 1, 
1989.

H 721. LONG-TERM CARE INSURANCE (=S 503). "TO IMPROVE COVERAGE UNDER LONG- 
TERM CARE INSURANCE." Amends GS 58-545(b) to forbid long-term care insurance policies from 
Offering only skilled nursing care or offering significantly more coverage for skilled care than for 
lower levels of care. Amends GS 58-545(c) to exclude group long-term care insurance from re- 
strictions on coverage exclusions for preexisting conditions. Limits such exclusions in non-group 
insurance to conditions about which insured received advice or for which insured received treat- 
ment from a health care provider in the six months preceding effective date of coverage. Amends 
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GS 58-545(d) to provide following restrictions on prior hospitalization or institutionalization require- 
ments in long-term care insurance: (1) such insurance may not condition benefits on prior hospi- 
talization or on institutionalization at a higher level of institutional care; (2) such insurance must 
place limits on eligibility or coverage in a separate labeled section; (3) such insurance containing 
home care benefits may not condition those benefits on prior institutionalization and (4) such in- 
surance may not condition noninstitutional benefits on prior receipt more than 30 days of institu- 
tional care. Amends GS 58-545(f) to increase period during which policy may be returned for 
refund from 10 to 30 days. Amends GS 58-456 to specify that long-term care insurance must be 
filed with Insurance Comm’r and is subject to readability requirements. Makes technical, clarifying 
and conforming amendments. Effective Sept. 1, 1989.

H 722. HOME HEALTH INDIGENT CARE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR HOME HEALTH 
CARE FOR INDIGENTS IN NORTH CAROLINA.” Appropriates from the General Fund to Dep’t of 
Human Resources, Div’n of Health Services $2 million in each year of 1989-91 biennium for use 
as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Wiser. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 723. POST-TOWING PROCEDURES. "TO MODIFY THE POST-TOWING PROCEDURES WHEN 
VEHICLES ARE TOWED FROM PUBLIC OR PRIVATE PROPERTY.” Amends GS 20-219.11 to require 
that notice that a vehicle has been towed be mailed to owner within five working days after tow- 
ing and to provide that if notice is not mailed or a written waiver of notice obtained, person 
authorizing towing is responsible for storage charges for vehicle stored more than ten days. 
Effective July 1, 1989.

H 724. LAKE JAMES STATE PARK FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROVIDE FOR

COUNTIES." Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Natural Resources and Community 
Development $500,000 for 1989-90 for use as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Fletcher. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 725. MODERNIZE SCHOOL SALARY SCHEDULE. "7O REVISE THE SALARY SCHEDULE FOR 
PUBLIC SCHOOL PERSONNEL, TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO IMPLEMENT THE REVISED SALARY 
SCHEDULE, AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES." Blank bill; contains no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Warren. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 726. CRIMINAL PROCEDURE TECH. AMENDS. "TO MAKE TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS TO THE 
LAWS CONCERNING BENEFITS TO PRIVATE PERSONS ASSISTING LAW-ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS, 
INVOLUNTARY COMMITMENT PROCEDURES, PROOF OF PRIOR MOTOR VEHICLE CONVICTIONS, 
AND COLLATERAL ATTACKS ON CONVICTIONS.” Makes several technical amendments to GS Ch. 
15A, deleting references to statutes that have been repealed. 

introduced by Kerr. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 727. OLD TOWN BEAUFORT FUNDS-2. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR HISTORIC 
PRESERVATION AT THE OLD TOWN BEAUFORT HISTORIC SITE.” Appropriates from General Fund 
to Beaufort Historical Ass’n, Inc. $14,000 for 1989-90 as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by B. Ethridge. Referred to Government. 
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H 728. BUSINESS ENERGY IMPROVEMENT. "TO CREATE A FINANCING MECHANISM WITHIN 
THE DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE, ENERGY DIVISION, TO PROVIDE CAPITAL TO. INDUSTRIAL 
AND COMMERCIAL CONCERNS LOCATED OR UNDERTAKING TRANSLOCATION TO NORTH 
CAROLINA FOR CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT PROJECTS DETERMINED TO PROVIDE ENERGY 
CONSERVATION." Adds GS Ch. 143B, Art. 20, Part 14 to establish business energy improvement 
program in Dep’t of Commerce, Energy Div’n. Authorizes Div’n to establish revolving loan fund to 
provide secured loans for installing energy efficient capital improvements in businesses located in 
or translocating to NC; interest on loans to be the lesser of one-half 90-day rate for US Treasury 
Bills or 5%. Appropriates $2.5 million from Stripper Well Settlement for 1989-90 to implement act. 
Effective July 1, 1989.

H 729. ONE-ON-ONE PROGRAM FUNDS (=S 518). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
GOVERNOR’S ONE-ON-ONE PROGRAMS THAT PROVIDE ADULT VOLUNTEER FRIENDS AND ROLE

H 730. MATTHEWS ANNEXATIONS. "TO PERMIT THE TOWN OF MATTHEWS TO ANNEX AREAS 
LYING WITHIN ITS CORPORATE BOUNDARIES." Blank bill; no substantive provisions. — 
Introduced by Diggs. Referred to Government. 


H 731. RETOOLING FOR THE YEAR 2000 (=S 515). "TO BE KNOWN AS 'RETOOLING FOR THE 
YEAR 2000: GAINING THE COMPETITIVE EDGE.’" Adds GS 115D-8 to direct State Board of 
Community Colleges to adopt Community College Education Blueprint not inconsistent with 
Comm’n on the Future Report with respect to community college system, and to implement blue- 
print within available funds. Provides that plan shall address student access to quality teaching 
and academic support services, accountability and increased flexibility in funding, adult education 
opportunities, assistance to business and industry with respect to technological change and pro- 
motion of entrepreneurship, building stronger partnership with public schools and higher educa- 
tion system, and leadership for the future. Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Community Colleges $47,250,000 for this purpose (fiscal period not specified). Requires annual 
report to General Assembly. Effective July 1, 1989.

H 732. FOOD DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
DISTRIBUTION OF SURPLUS COMMODITIES.” Appropriates from General Fund to Dep't of 
Agriculture $197,913 for 1989-90 and $197,961 for 1990-91 to support distribution of surplus com- 
modities to needy families and school food facilities. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Rogers. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 733. EMPLOYMENT SECURITY DEBT SET-OFF. "TO MODIFY PROCEDURES FOR SETTING OFF 
AGAINST A DEBTOR’S STATE TAX REFUND DEBTS OWED TO THE EMPLOYMENT SECURITY 
COMMISSION." Amends the Setoff Debt Collection Act as follows: amends the definition of 
"claimant agency” under GS 105A-2 to include the Employment Security Comm’n; amends GS 
105A-8(a) to provide that a hearing on a contested claim of the Employment Security Comm'n 
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shall be conducted in accordance with regulations adopted by the Comm'n; amends GS 105A-9 
to provide that appeals from actions under the Article conducted by the Employment Security 
Comm’n shall be in accordance with provisions of GS Chapter 96.

H 734. PUBLICATIONS DIVISION CHANGES. "AMENDING THE LAW CONCERNING THE DIVISION 
OF PUBLICATIONS WITHIN THE DEPARTMENT OF THE SECRETARY OF STATE.” Amends GS 147- 
45 to provide copies of session laws to county attorneys and to otherwise update distribution list 
for session laws and assembly journals. Amends GS 147-54 to increase permitted press run of 
NC Manual from 5,000 to 10,000 and to allow some discretion in pricing and distribution. Amends 
GS 147-54.1 to change name of Div’n of Publications to Div’n of Information Services, to include 
Publications and other sections. Amends GS 143-47.7(b) to require notices of appointees to state 
name of person appointee replaces. Makes technical and conforming changes.

H 735. SCHOOL EMPLOYEE ON STATE BOARD (=S 403). "TO PERMIT ONE PUBLIC SCHOOL 
EMPLOYEE TO BE APPOINTED TO THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION.” See identical bill S 403. 
Introduced by S. Hunt. Referred to Education. 


H 736. OSHA PENALTY INCREASE. "TO INCREASE THE CIVIL PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS 
UNDER THE OCCUPATIONAL SAFETY AND HEALTH ACT OF NORTH CAROLINA." Amends GS 95- 
138(a) to change maximum penalty Comm’r may assess against employer for willful or repeated 
violations from $10,000 to $20,000 per violation; changes maximum for citation for serious viola- 
tion from $1,000 to $5,000 per violation, and maximum for citation for not serious violation from 
$1,000 to $2,500 per violation. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

introduced by Beall. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 737. DOG AND CAT STERILIZATION. "TO PROVIDE FOR STERILIZATION OF CATS AND DOGS 
ADOPTED FROM OR SOLD BY ANIMAL SHELTERS.” Adds GS 19A-52 requiring animal shelters to 
provide for sterilization of all dogs and cats bought from or adopted from the shelter. Exempts 
animals reclaimed by their owners and animals sold to institutions under GS 130A-192. Provides 
that violation by buyer or adopter is infraction. Effective Jan. 1, 1990.

H 738. ADJUST PROFESSIONAL SECRETARY PAY. "TO AUTHORIZE STATE AGENCIES TO USE 
AVAILABLE AGENCY FUNDS TO RECOGNIZE SECRETARIES AND CLERICAL STAFF WHO OBTAIN 
CERTIFICATION AS A PROFESSIONAL SECRETARY (CPS) WITH A ONE-STEP SALARY ADJUSTMENT 
WITHIN THAT EMPLOYEE’S PAY GRADE." As title indicates. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Payne. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 739. EXEMPT PORTS AUTHORITY FROM APA. "TO EXEMPT THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
PORTS AUTHORITY FROM THE RULE MAKING REQUIREMENTS OF THE ADMINISTRATIVE 
PROCEDURE ACT.” Amends GS 150B-1(d) as title indicates. 

Introduced by Payne. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 740. GASTON COMMUNITY COLLEGE FUNDS (=S 472). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
GASTON COLLEGE REGIONAL EMERGENCY SERVICE TRAINING CENTER." See identical bill S 472. 
Introduced by Dickson. Referred to Government. 


H 741. USE OF HIGHWAY PATROL NAME (=S 347). "TO PROHIBIT USE OF THE STATE 
HIGHWAY PATROL NAME IN SOLICITING ADVERTISEMENTS." See identical bill S 347. 
Introduced by Milier. Referred to Public Employees. 
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H 742. INTENT TO FUND OLDER ADULT PROGRAM. "A JOINT RESOLUTION OF INTENT TO 
PROVIDE STATE FUNDS TO THE DIVISION OF AGING TO ENSURE THAT NO REDUCTION IN 
SERVICES PROVIDED TO OLDER ADULTS TAKES PLACE IN FISCAL YEAR 1989-90 AND 
SUBSEQUENT YEARS." As title indicates, stating that General Assembly will make state funds 
available by May 15, 1989, to maintain current level of services.

H 743. EVIDENCE OF INSURANCE ALLOWED. "TO ALLOW INTRODUCTION OF EVIDENCE OF 
INSURANCE." Repeals Rule of Evidence 4li (enacted in GS 8C-1), as title indicates. 
Introduced by Jeralds. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 744. GYPSY MOTH CONTROL FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE ERADICATION OF 
THE GYPSY MOTH.” Appropriates from the General Fund to Dep’t of Agriculture $152,274 for 
1989-90 and $123,295 for 1990-91 for use as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Colton. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 745. WATERSHED MGMT. SPECIALIST FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A FOREST 

WATERSHED MANAGEMENT SPECIALIST IN THE NORTH CAROLINA AGRICULTURAL EXTENSION 
SERVICE.” Appropriates $50,000 in each year of biennium from General Fund to UNC Board of 
Governors, for purpose cited in title. 

Introduced by Colton. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 746. AMEND PEST CONTROL LAW. "TO AMEND THE STRUCTURAL PEST CONTROL LAW." 
Rewrites GS 106-65.25 governing the licensure of those engageu in structural pest control. 
Requires licensees to be directly involved in work performed under a license. If not physically 
present at office to which license is assigned, licensee must provide documentation to prove su- 
pervision. Forbids any person from holding more than one license for any phase of structural pest 
control and requires any office from which more than one employee operates to be run by a 
licensee. 

Permits unlicensed persons to perform structural pest control on own property. However, 
requires licensing of any person using pesticide on or around a public area or a structure used 
as a lodging for others, a food or feed handling facility, or a school, hospital or similar institution. 
(Similar provision in current law applies only to "restricted" pesticides.) 

Amends GS 106-65.27, adding new subsection (c1) to require structural pest control busi- 
ness that loses licensee due to change in ownership or management to designate a certified 
applicator to be responsible during 90 day grace period for obtaining license. Makes numerous 
technical, clarifying and conforming amendments to GS 106-65.24, .27, .28, .29, .30, .31, and .41 
including provisions governing registration of persons involved in structural pest control and issu- 
ance, revocation, and renewal of licenses and identification cards. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Albertson. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 747. WILSON TECH. NAME CHANGE. "TO CHANGE THE NAME OF WILSON COUNTY 
TECHNICAL COLLEGE TO WILSON TECHNICAL COMMUNITY COLLEGE." As title indicates. 
Introduced by L. Etheridge. Referred to Education. 


H 748. GENETIC ENGINEERING ACT. "TO REGULATE THE RELEASE AND COMMERCIAL USE OF 
GENETICALLY ENGINEERED ORGANISMS." Enacts Genetically Engineered Organisms Act, codified 
as Art. 63, GS Ch. 106. Creates Genetic Engineering Review Board in Dep’t of Agriculture, with 
nine members appointed as follows: six ex officio members (or designees): Sec’y of NRCD, Sec’y 
of Human Resources, Comm’r of Agriculture, President of NC Biotechnology Center, Dean of 
College of Agriculture and Life Sciences at NCSU, and Dean of School of Public Health, UNC- 
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CH; practicing farmer appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of Speaker; represen- 
tative of nonprofit public interest organization appointed by General Assembly on recommendation 
of Senate President Pro Tem.; and representative of biotechnology industry appointed by 
Governor. Appointed members serve 3-year terms. Permits Board to delegate all duties but rule- 
making to Comm’r of Agriculture. 

Requires permit from Board before genetically engineered organism may be released into 
environment, or sold, offered for sale, or distributed for release. Directs Board, to extent feasible, 
to use federal forms and rely on federal information in reviewing permit applications; and permits 
Board to issue permit based on federal review if that review adequate. Permits Board to impose 
conditions on permits. Requires public notice of permit applications and permits public hearings 
on such applications. Provides for treatment of confidential business information associated with 
permit applications. 

Provides for enforcement of chapter by civil penalties, criminal prosecution for misde- 
meanor, and injunction. Preempts local regulation of subject. Appropriates $238,514 in 1989-90 
and $177,585 in 1990-91 from General Fund to Dep’t of Agriculture, to implement and enforce 
act. Effective on ratification, but provides no permits required until July 1, 1990. 
introduced by Rogers. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 749. MEDIGAP INSURANCE (= S 446). "TO REWRITE THE NORTH CAROLINA MEDICARE 
SUPPLEMENT INSURANCE MINIMUM STANDARDS ACT OF 1981 IN ORDER TO COMPLY WITH 
RECENT CHANGES IN FEDERAL LAW." See identical bill S 446. 

Introduced by Mills. Referred to Commerce. 


H 750. FIRE/RESCUE DEATH BENEFIT. "TO MAKE CERTAIN COMMUNITY COLLEGE 
DEPARTMENT EMPLOYEES ELIGIBLE FOR DEATH BENEFITS WHILE ENGAGED IN CERTAIN FIRE 
AND RESCUE ACTIVITIES.” Amends GS 143-166.2(d) to add to coverage of death benefits act 
full-time employees of Dep't of Community Colleges while actively engaged in fire-fighting activi- 
ties, while training fire-fighters or rescue-squad workers, and while acting as members of acti- 
vated State Emergency Response Team. Effective July 1, 1989. 

introduced by Mills. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 751. CRIMINALIZE ETHNIC INTIMIDATION (=S 537). "TO MAKE ETHNIC INTIMIDATION A 
CRIME." Adds GS 14-32.3 to prohibit injuring another person or damaging or defacing property of 
another person, or threatening to do so, because of race, religion, or ethnicity. Provides that 
violation is Class G felony. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Locks. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 752. DWI MODIFICATIONS. "TO MAKE MODIFICATIONS TO THE STATUTES REQUIRING 
ASSESSMENT OF CONVICTED IMPAIRED DRIVERS." Blank bill; contains no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Payne. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 753. SALES TAX/EDUCATION/SALARIES (=S 550). "TO ESTABLISH A STATEWIDE CAREER 
DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM, ADOPT A GRADUATED TEACHER SALARY SCHEDULE, PROVIDE A 
SALARY INCREASE FOR TEACHERS AND STATE EMPLOYEES, INCREASE THE STATE SALES TAX, 
REDUCE THE STATE SALES TAX ON FOOD AND NON-PRESCRIPTION MEDICINE, PROVIDE FOR 
MONTHLY PAYMENT OF UTILITY SALES AND FRANCHISE TAXES, AND CREATE THE PUBLIC 
SCHOOL FINANCE FUND." 
Statewide Career Development Program 

Adds GS Ch. 115C, Art. 24E to establish Career Development Program for public school 
instructional personnel, instructional support personnel, and administrators who require State 
Board certification. 
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Program elements. Program to be based on teacher performance evaluation from multiple 
sources; classroom performance and indicators associated with classroom performance to be em- 
phasized. Personnel policies to be designed to assure appropriate placement of personnel at vari- 
ous levels of differentiation, but arbitrary caps or quotas on number of employees at each level 
prohibited. Program to provide for teacher to move to lower career status either by choice or 
based on unacceptable performance review; appeal process to be provided. Differentiation levels 
to be based on employee’s initiative and desire to increase professional abilities, and success in 
doing so. Program for administrators to be similar to that for instructional personnel, except ad- 
ministrators waive rights under GS 115C-325 (teacher tenure act) . 

Differentiation levels. Provides for five career levels: initial status, provisional status, Career 
Status |, Career Status Il, and Career Status III. During first and second years of employment, 
employee is at initial status and is paid in accordance with state base salary schedule. Initial 
status employees are assigned a mentor or support team during this time to assist in professional 
development. In third year, employee moves to provisional status. At end of the third year, em- 
ployee is evaluated for promotion to Career Status |. Upon favorable evaluation, employee moves 
to Career Status | and receives pay at 105% of state base salary. Upon unfavorable evaluation, 
employee must be dismissed. After at least three years in Career Status |, employee may apply 
for promotion to Career Status II. If conferred, this status entitles employee to pay at 115% of 
state base rate. Career Status Il requires favorable annual evaluations to maintain status; em- 
ployee may voluntarily move back to Status |. After at least three years in Status Il, employee may 
apply for promotion to Status Ill and receive pay at 125% of state base rate; annual favorable 
evaluations required to maintain status and voluntary move back to Status Il allowed. Employee 
denied promotion or demoted involuntarily may appeal to three-member panel of trained evalua- 
tors, one appointed by the administration, one by the employee, and one chosen jointly by the 
administration and the employee. 

Additional duties for Status Il and Ill teachers. Career Status II or Ill teacher may apply for 
additional responsibilities, such as being mentor teacher, supervising student teachers, curriculum 
development, being staff development leader, and serving as department or grade chairman. 
Teachers taking on additional duties to receive salary supplement at rate established by local 
board of education. Status II or Ill teachers may also apply for summer school teaching for extra 
pay at same monthly rate as base salary for 10-month school year. Provides that local units shall 
be allotted one month of summer employment for summer school teaching, curriculum develop- 
ment, and staff development for each 10 state-allocated teachers. Directs State Board of 
Education to allocate funds for local units to compensate teachers taking on extra duties; funds 
to be allocated on average daily membership basis from the base of 5% of annual salary of 
individuals at Status II and {ll levels. Permits up to 10% of allocation to be used for substitute 
teacher pay to provide released time for teachers performing extra duties during class hours (but 
directs that such work during class hours shall be kept to minimum). 

Administration. Directs State Board to establish training for evaluators and administrators 
implementing the program. Requires State Board to allot at least 12 months of professional staff 
time to each school administrative unit for coordinator of career development. Requires all local 
units to use the evaluation process adopted by State Board, but allows local units to develop and 
implement alternative evaluation program approved in advance by State Board. 

Implementation. Directs State Board and local units to prepare to begin implementing pro- 
gram in 1989-90. Permits all employees with 20 or more years service to choose to become 
candidates for Status | in 1989-90, to advance to that status as of July 1, 1990, and to advance 
to Status Il as of July 1, 1992. Provides for employees participating in pilot programs previously 
established under GS Ch. 115C, Art. 24A or 24B and recommended for advancement to Career 
Status | or Il to advance to that status as provided under this act as of July 1, 1989. Beginning 
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July 1, 1990, all employees eligible for “career status” under GS 115C-325 may become candi- 
dates for Career Status |, and may advance to that status as of July 1, 1991. Permits individuals 
employed by local board of education before implementation of Career Development Program in 
that unit to elect to continue employment under former rules and procedures, but persons em- 
ployed after Program implemented do not have that option. 

Appropriation. Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Public Education $50,100,000 
for 1989-90 and $78,600,000 for 1990-91 to implement Program. 

Public Employees Salaries. 

Teacher salary schedule. Effective July 1, 1989, enacts new salary schedule for certified 
personnel in public schools. Sets "A” schedule entry level salary at $19,120 for 1989-90 increas- 
ing to $20,500 for 1991-92; schedule ranges to maximum of $31,380 for 29+ years experience 
for 1989-90 increasing to $36,400 for 1991-92. Sets "G”" schedule entry level salary at $20,690 
for 1989-90 increasing to $21,530 for 1991-92; schedule ranges to maximum of $34,540 for 29+ 
years experience for 1989-90 increasing to $38,230 for 1991-92. Schedule figures include longev- 
ity pay. Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Public Education $103,500,000 for 1989-90 
and $197,000,000 for 1990-91 to implement new schedule. 

State employees subject to State Personnel Act. Grants across-the-board pay increase to 
state employees subject to State Personnel Act of 4% for 1989-90 and 3% for 1990-91, and 
establishes reserve fund equivalent to 2% increase in each year for merit pay "in accordance 
with legislation to be enacted by the 1989 General Assembly”, such performance pay to be retro- 
active to July 1, 1989. Appropriates for across-the-board raises for 1989-90 $49,546,000 from 
General Fund and $11,730,000 from Highway Fund and for 1990-91 $88,936,000 from General 
Fund and $20,730,000 from Highway Fund. Appropriates to reserve for merit pay for SPA employ- 
ees for 1989-90 $24,773,000 from General Fund and $5,870,000 from Highway Fund and for 
1990-91 $51,033,000 from General Fund and $11,870,000 from Highway Fund. 

All other state employees. Provides for average 6% salary increase for 1989-91 and 5% 
increase for 1990-91 for all other state officers and employees, including non-teaching public 
school employees, community college personnel, higher education personnel exempt from SPA, 
Governor, Council of State members, nonelected department heads, members and officers of 
General Assembly (increase in members’ salaries effective for 1991 session), and judicial branch 
Officials. 

Sales Tax Changes 

Increases state sales tax to 4% on items other than non-prescription medicines and food 
for human consumption and reduces sales tax on the latter items to 1%. Makes no change in 
local sales tax. Defines "food for human consumption” as food purchased for preparation or 
consumption off the seller’s premises, specifically including (1) packaged products, (2) basic food 
stuffs, (3) prepared meals sold by grocery stores and similar establishments not providing facili- 
ties for on-premises consumption by purchaser, (3) prepared meals sold by boarding houses to 
permanent roomers, and (4) food and coffee sold through vending machines in places like service 
stations. Specifically excludes (1) alcoholic beverages, cocktail mixes, and soft drinks subject to 
soft drink tax, (2) candy, chewing gum, popped corn, and dietary supplements, and (3) prepared 
food sold by establishments like restaurants, delis, drug stores, and fast food stands. Defines 
non-prescription medicine to exclude cosmetics or toilet articles notwithstanding presence of me- 
dicinal ingredients. 

Public Utility Sales and Franchise Tax Changes. 

Effective July 1, 1990, (1) amends GS 105-146.16(c) to require public utility companies to 
remit sales tax collections monthly, and (2) amends GS 105-166 and -120 to require monthly 
remittal of franchise tax on public utility and telephone companies (now, quarterly in both in- 
stances). 
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Public School Fund 
Effective July 1, 1989, amends GS 115C-408 to create within the General Fund "an ac- 
count in the State Budget for a Public School Fund” through which revenues and expenditures 
for the state’s share of the public school system shall flow. 
introduced by Rhyne. Referred to Education. 


H 754. GARNER PRIVATE SALE. "CONCERNING DISPOSITION OF CERTAIN REAL ESTATE BY THE 
TOWN OF GARNER.” Permits Garner to convey specified lots to Habitat for Humanity, by private 
sale, with or without monetary consideration. 

Introduced by Wiser. Referred to Government. 


H 755. GARNER SATELLITE ANNEXATIONS. "CONCERNING VOLUNTARY SATELLITE 
ANNEXATIONS BY THE TOWN OF GARNER.” Exempts Garner from GS 160A-58.1(b)(5), forbidding 
annexation of a satellite area that causes the total of all satellite corporate limits to exceed 10% 
of the area within primary corporate limits. | 

Introduced by Wiser. Referred to Government. 


H 756. FIREMEN/RESCUE PENSION INCREASE. "TO AMEND THE FIREMEN’S AND RESCUE 
SQUAD WORKERS’ PENSION FUND." Amends GS 118-41.1(a) to require persons seeking prior 
service credit thereunder to pay for such credit by Oct. 1, 1989; and amends GS 118-41.1(b) to 
require persons seeking prior service credit thereunder to pay for such credit within 6 months 
from date of application. Amends GS 118-42 to increase, effective July 1, 1989, pensions under 
section from $100 to $110 per month; and, effective July 1, 1990, to $130 per month. Also 
amends GS 118-42 to make any eligible fireman or rescue squad worker age 55 with 20 years 
service eligible for pension whether or not he has retired from active duty. Appropriates from 
General Fund to Dep’t of State Auditor $2,636,715 in 1989-90 and $4,294,715 in 1990-91 to 
implement act. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by DeVane. Referred to Pensions. 


H 757. TORT CLAIMS SETTLEMENT AUTHORITY. "TO INCREASE THE SETTLEMENT AUTHORITY 
OF THE ATTORNEY GENERAL IN TORT CLAIMS AGAINST THE STATE FROM TEN THOUSAND 
DOLLARS TO FIFTEEN THOUSAND DOLLARS.” Amends GS 143-295 as title indicates. 
Introduced by Cromer. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 758. PLANT PROTECTION ACT AMENDED. "TO AMEND THE PLANT PROTECTION AND 
CONSERVATION ACT.” Amends GS 106-202.19 to make it unlawful to dig ginseng on another’s 
land between April 1 and Sept. 1 and to buy ginseng without a license. Adds new GS 106-202.21 
and .21 permitting NC Plant Conservation Board to issue, suspend and revoke ginseng dealers’ 
licenses. Repeals GS 14-392 (digging ginseng) and GS 14-393 (buying ginseng). 

Amends GS 106-202.15 to authorize Board to stop the sale of or seize endangered, threat- 
ened or special concern plant species possessed in violation of law. Amends GS 106-202.19 to 
make criminal failure to keep required records, making false statements on forms or in investiga- 
tions, violating Board rules, violating Board stop orders, and possessing plants in violation of law.

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S 486. MANAGED HUNTS FOR GAME BIRDS. "TO AUTHORIZE THE NORTH CAROLINA WILDLIFE 
RESOURCES COMMISSION TO SCHEDULE MANAGED HUNTS FOR GAME BIRDS." Amends GS 
113-264(d) to permit Wildlife Resources Comm'n to schedule managed hunts for "wildlife” (now, 
big game). Amends GS 113-291.2(a) to permit Wildlife Resources Comm’n to schedule managed 
hunts for migratory game birds when permitted by federal rules and sets conditions on such 
hunts.

S 487. WILDLIFE COMMITTEE EXPENSES. "TO PROVIDE REIMBURSEMENT OF TRAVEL AND 
SUBSISTENCE FOR MEMBERS OF THE NONGAME WILDLIFE ADVISORY COMMITTEE." Amends GS 
113-335 (which creates cited committee), to provide for compensation for members in accordance 
with GS 138-5 and 138-6. Provides for payment from Nongame Account of Wildlife Resources 
Comm'n. 

Introduced by Barker. Referred to Marine Resources & Wildlife. 


S 488. VEHICLE INSPECTION CHANGES (=H 705). "TO EXPAND CURRENT AUTHORITY OF THE 
INSPECTION MAINTENANCE PROGRAM TO INCLUDE HYDROCARBONS; PROVIDE FLEXIBILITY 
PERTAINING TO INSPECTION FACILITIES; AND ALTER THE FEE STRUCTURE." Amends GS 20- 
128.2 to permit Environmental Management Comm'n to require motor vehicle emissions testing to 
enforce National Air Quality Standards for ozone (now, testing is restricted to carbon monoxide 
pollution). Amends GS 20-183.3 to require motor vehicles from 1975 and later model years to 
comply with exhaust emission standards (now, covers vehicles manufactured in previous 12 years) 
and to make technical change. Amends GS 20-183.7 to alter inspection fees and permit Comm'n 
of Motor Vehicles to set maximum safety equipment fee subject to a maximum annual increases. 
Introduced by Staton. Referred to Transportation. 


S 489. MENTAL HEALTH LAW CHANGES. "7O CHANGE THE MENTAL HEALTH LAW TO REFLECT 
THE INCORPORATION OF DEVELOPMENTAL DISABILITIES.” Amends numerous sections of GS Ch. 
122C (mental health law) to replace term “mental retardation” with "developmental cabilities” , 
which is a broader category. Change conforms law to authorization granted in 1987 for Div’n of 
Mental Health, Mental Retardation and Substance Abuse Services and area authorities to deliver 
services to persons with developmental disabilities. Amends GS 143B-148 to provide that three 
members of the Comm'n for Mental Health, Mental Retardation (would become Developmental 
Disabilities) and Substance Abuse Services must have a special interest in developmental disabili- 
ties other than mental retardation. Amends GS 122C-118 to change structure of area mental 
health boards as follows: (1) requires three family consumers to serve on board, one each repre- 
senting mental illness, developmental disability and substance abuse; (2) requires members who 
represent interests of persons with mental illness, developmental disability, alcoholism to be pri- 
mary consumers or from citizen’s organizations representing those groups; (3) provides for one 
member to represent persons with substance abuse rather than one each for alcoholism and 
drug abuse; (3) provides for one rather than two physicians to be on board; and (4) deletes 
provision that one member represent local hospital or area planning organization. Area board 
composition change is effective July 1, 1989; remainder of bill effective Jan. 1, 1990.

S 491. GRADUATE ARCHITECTURE STUDY FUNDS (=H 716). "TO PROVIDE FUNDS TO 
QUALIFYING NORTH CAROLINA A&T GRADUATES WHO ENTER GRADUATE ARCHITECTURE 
PROGRAMS AT NORTH CAROLINA STATE UNIVERSITY.” Appropriates from General Fund to UNC 
Board of Governors $15,000 for 1989-90 and $30,000 for 1990-91 to provide scholarships for NC 
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A&T graduates entering graduate architecture program at NCSU; funds to support three $5,000 
awards in 1989-90 and six $5,000 awards in 1990-91. Awards limited to maximum of three stu- 
dents entering at first year level each year. Unused funds to revert. Requires eligible student to 
be NC resident at time of matriculation at A&T of, if not, to agree to work in NC for at least three 
years after graduation, subject to repayment provisions. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 492. CRIMINAL JUSTICE TRAINING CHANGES. "TO MAKE TECHNICAL CHANGES TO THE LAW 
CONCERNING THE NORTH CAROLINA CRIMINAL JUSTICE EDUCATION AND TRAINING STANDARDS 
COMMISSION.” Makes following changes in GS Ch. 17C dealing with cited Comm'n: 

Definitions, Comm'n membership, etc. (1) Amends definition of criminal justice officer in GS 
17C-2(c) to include state youth services offices, probation/parole intake officers, probation/parole 
officers-surveillance, probation/parole intensive officers, and parole case analysts. Deletes refer- 
ence to youth correctional officers. (2) Amends GS 17C-3(a) (membership of Comm’n) to specify 
that membership includes a criminal justice professional selected by NC Criminal Justice Ass’n 
(now, a Criminal justice educator selected by NC Ass’n of Criminal Justice Educators), and two 
criminal justice officers certified by the Comm’n and selected by NC Law-Enforcement Officers’ 
Ass'n (now, one police officer and one company police officer) and makes conforming changes in 
GS 17C-3(b). (3) Adds new provision to GS 17C-3(b) to allow Comm’n by majority vote to remove 
a member for misconduct, incompetence, or neglect of duty. (4) Amends GS 17C-4 to authorize 
Comm'n chairman to appoint ad hoc committees. 

Comm'n powers. Amends GS 17C-6(a) to make technical changes and to empower 
Comm'n to establish minimum educational and training standards for retention as a criminal jus- 
tice officer as well as initial employment, and to establish minimum standards for in-service 
training for criminal justice officers. Makes clarifying amendment to GS 17C-6(b). 

Personnel records. Adds new GS 17C-7(c) to specify that Comm’n personnel files are sub- 
ject to same confidentiality provisions as those of other state and local gov't agencies. 

Required standards. Amends GS 17C-10(a) to update various grandfather clauses. Amends 
GS 17C-10(c) to specify that waivers of minimum educational standards shall not exceed 12 
months. ) 

Violations. Amends GS 17C-11 to allow Comm'n to seek injunction against individual officer, 
as well as employing agency, to enforce Comm’n standards (now, action against individual not 
mentioned). Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

S 493. PRECINCT BOUNDARY PROGRAM (=H 691). "TO MAKE TECHNICAL CHANGES TO THE 
PRECINCT BOUNDARY PROGRAM AND TO EXTEND THE TWO-MONTH FREEZE ON ANNEXATIONS 
AND ANNEXATION REPORTING REQUIREMENTS TO TERRITORY IN ALL COUNTIES PARTICIPATING 
IN THE PRECINCT BOUNDARY PROGRAM." See identical bill H 691. 

Introduced by Ward. Referred to Election Laws. 


S 494. WINERY SPECIAL SHOW PERMITS. "TO PROVIDE WINERY SPECIAL SHOW PERMITS." 
Amends GS 18B-1001 to allow issuance of winery show permits, allowing holder of winery permit 
to give free tastings and to sell fortified and unfortified wine at trade shows, conventions or simi- 
lar events. Allows permit to be issued for restaurants, hotels or convention centers. Amends GS 
18B-902 to set fee of $25 for winery special show permit. 

Introduced by Winner. Referred to Judiciary 1. 
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S 495. FLETCHER INCORPORATED. "TO INCORPORATE THE TOWN OF FLETCHER, SUBJECT TO 
A REFERENDUM.” Incorporates Fletcher, in Henderson County, subject to referendum held 60- 
120 days after ratification of act. Provides for 4-member council, elected at-large to staggered 
4-year terms from residential districts, plus mayor elected to 4-year term. Provides for non- 
partisan primary elections. Directs that town operate under mayor-council form of government. 
Requires town to contract with Fletcher Fire and Rescue for fire/rescue services and forbids town 
from annexing into Buncombe county. Names initial town board, to serve until 1989 elections, and 
provides for initial town budget and tax.

S 496. EXEMPT HOMEOWNER’S ASS’N UTILITIES (=H 640). "TO CLARIFY THAT 
HOMEOWNER'’S ASSOCIATION-OWNED WATER AND SEWER UTILITIES ARE EXEMPT FROM 
REGULATION BY THE UTILITIES COMMISSION." See identical bill H 640. 

Introduced by Guy. Referred to Public Utilities. 


S 497. BUILDING CODE AMENDMENTS. "TO MAKE VARIOUS SUBSTANTIVE AND TECHNICAL 
CHANGES IN THE BUILDING CODE LAWS." Amends GS 66-23 to extend GS Ch. 66, Art. 4 (Elec- 
trical Materials, Devices, Appliances and Equipment) to the assignment of such items and to the 
sale of such items at other than retail. Amends GS 66-24 to extend identification mark require- 
ment to all items and not just to those sold at retail or given as premium. Rewrites GS 66-25 to 
permit Comm’r of Insurance to accept, without further examination, test results from labs other 
than Underwriters’ Laboratories. Amends GS 66-26 to extend liability provided under section to 
Comm’r and agents thereof. Amends GS 66-27 to increase maximum fine for violation of article 
from $50 to $1,000 and maximum imprisonment from 30 to 90 days. Adds new GS 66-27A to 
permit enforcement actions and inspections as part thereof. | 

Amends GS 143-138(b) to make clear that Building Code may regulate (1) matters posing 
dangers of fire, explosion, etc., and (2) electrical and plumbing systems of farm buildings. Makes 
conforming amendments to other sections of General Statutes. Amends GS 143-140 to replace 
hearing under section with provision for technical investigation, and makes conforming amend- 
ments to other sections of General Statutes. Amends GS 160A-436 to require city council to ap- 
prove permits for exceptions to fire limits regulations. Amends GS 115C-525(b) to provide for two, 
rather than three, inspections of schoo! buildings each year. Amends GS 143-151.9 to replace 
one citizen member of Code Officials Qualification Board with local fire prevention inspector. 
Amends GS 143-138(g) to modify distribution list for State Building Code. 
Introduced by Joe Johnson. Referred to Judiciary 3. 


S 498. INSURANCE CRIMES. "TO IMPROVE THE LAWS RELATING TO THE REPORTING AND 
INVESTIGATION OF INSURANCE FRAUD AND THE FINANCIAL CONDITION OF INSURANCE 
LICENSEES; THE LAWS RELATING TO EMBEZZLEMENT BY AGENTS AND BROKERS AND THE 
REPORTING THEREOF; AND THE LAWS RELATING TO FALSE STATEMENTS BY PERSONS IN THE 
BUSINESS OF INSURANCE." Extensively rewrites GS 58-18.1 and provides limited immunity from 
civil liability for Comm’r of Insurance and for those who provide information to the Comm’r of 
Insurance, including the National Ass’n of Insurance Comm'rs, arising from investigation of the 
financial condition of licensees, in addition to current immunity arising from fraud investigations. 
Repeals insurance crimes specified in GS 14-96, -96.1 and -213 to -216, clarifying and 
recodifying them in GS 58-18.3, -18.4, -22, -18.2, -307.7(e) and -92 respectively. Effective on rati- 
fication, except criminal provisions effective Oct. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Joe Johnson. Referred to Insurance. 
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S 499. ARSON DISINCENTIVES. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE COMPLETION OF FIRE REPORTS BY 
FIRE DEPARTMENTS AND THE FILING OF FIRE REPORTS WITH INSURANCE CLAIMS.” Adds new 
GS 69-7.2 requiring that chief of fire dep't responding to a fire must complete fire incident report 
in form prescribed by Dep’t of Insurance and forward copy to county fire marshal (if there is not 
one, to the county manager), keeping original. Requires that copies be kept for five years, and 
that at request of person making an insurance claim with respect to the fire, the fire marshal or 
county manager must provide a certified copy of the report for reasonable copying charge. Adds 
GS 58-179 requiring person who files a claim under any fire insurance policy for a fire loss to 
include a certified copy of the fire incident report. Effective Sept. 1, 1989.

S 500. CONSULTANT COSTS, FILINGS RETURNED. "TO PROVIDE FOR REIMBURSEMENT TO 
THE STATE FOR COSTS OF CONSULTANTS RETAINED FOR REVIEWING INSURANCE RATE FILINGS 
AND CERTAIN CLASSIFICATION PLANS AND TO PROVIDE FOR THE RETURN OF CERTAIN FILINGS 
THAT DO NOT MEET STATUTORY REQUIREMENTS." Amends GS 58-124.31(c) and adds GS 58- 
124.20(j) to require, subject to approval of the Att'y General, that NC Rate Bureau reimburse the 
Dep’t of Insurance for reasonable costs incurred by Dep’t in retaining ‘outside consultants or 
counsel and court reporting services for analysis and review of the classification plan and Safe 
Driver Incentive Plan, in conducting hearings, and through final adjudication, if any. Amends GS 
58-248.33(l), with respect to rate filings made by or on behalf of the NC Motor Vehicle » 
Reinsurance Facility, to require the filer to make comparable reimbursement. Makes conforming 
amendment to GS 58-124.32(c) to provide for costs incurred through final adjudication (currently, 
up to time Comm’r issues order approving or disapproving the filing). Amends GS 58-131.39(a) 
and 58-480(b) to impose same reimbursement requirement on filers under those sections. 
Amends GS 58-124.20(a) and 58-248.33(I) to require that Rate Bureau’s filings include, 
where deemed necessary by the Comm’r, data specified in GS 58-124.20(c), (e), (g), and (h); and 
provides that filing that does not contain required data may be returned to Bureau and not 
deemed a proper filing; if filing is returned, Comm’r must give Bureau prompt written notification 
and Bureau has reasonable time to remedy the defects.

S 501. GUARANTY FUND CHANGES. "TO AMEND THE POSTASSESSMENT INSURANCE 
GUARANTY ASSOCIATION ACT.” Amends various provisions in Postassessment Insurance Guaranty 
Ass'n Act as follows. (1) Expands exclusions for types of insurance not covered by act to insur- 
ance of warranties or service contracts, transaction which involves the transfer of investment or 
credit risk unaccompanied by transfer of insurance risk and insurance written on retroactive basis 
to cover losses which have resulted from an event with respect to which a claim has already been 
made and the claim is known to the insurer at the time the insurance is bound. (2) Makes 
changes in definitions section including insuring that recovery from the Ass’n will be limited to 
persons having sufficient contacts with state and specifically excludes punitive or exemplary dam- 
ages from covered claim. (3) Provides that Ass’n has no obligation to pay claims if insured had 
primary coverage at time of loss with solvent insurer equal to or more than $300,000 or coverage 
is written subject to self-insured retention equal to or more than $300,000. If primary coverage or 
retention is less than $300,00, obligation is reduced by coverage. Provides that Ass’n to pay only 
amount of covered claim for return of unearned premiums which is in excess of $50 and less 
than $10,000 per policy. (4) Gives Ass’n right but not obligation to defend out-of-state insured 
unless property from which the claim arises is permanently in this state. (5) Gives Ass’n authority 
to subrogate against persons who are affiliates of the insolvent insurer in certain circumstances 
and against insureds whose net worth exceeds $50 million. (6) Requires claimant to exhaust 
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rights under any governmental insurance or guaranty program before claiming against the guar- 
anty fund. (7) Removes duty to notify Comm’r of Insurance of any information indicating any 
member insurer might be insolvent. (8) Expands from 60 to 120 days the automatic stay of pro- 
ceedings involving insolvent insurer.

S 502. INSURANCE RECIPROCALS. "TO REWRITE THE LAW ON RECIPROCAL OR 
INTERINSURANCE EXCHANGES." Repeals GS Ch. 58, Art. 16 (Reciprocals or Interinsurance 

_ Exchanges) and replaces it with new GS Ch. 58, Art. 51. Sets out kinds of insurance that may be 
written by reciprocals and authorizes persons, including local governments and agencies thereof, 
to enter into reciprocal insurance contracts. Requires reciprocals engaging in NC business to be 
licensed in NC and sets out requirements for licensing. Requires that agents for reciprocals be 
licensed. Provides for assessable and non-assessable policies. Contains provisions for organiza- 
tion and operation of domestic reciprocals. Effective Jan. 1, 1990.

S 503. LONG-TERM CARE INSURANCE (=H 721). "TO IMPROVE COVERAGE UNDER LONG- 
TERM CARE INSURANCE." See identical bill H 721.

S 504. COMMODITY ACT (=H 696). "TO PROVIDE A COMMODITIES ACT." See identical bill H 
696. 
Introduced by Sands. Referred to Agriculture. 


S 505. UNC-CHARLOTTE PARKING DECK (= H 557). "TO AUTHORIZE THE CONSTRUCTION AND 
THE FINANCING WITHOUT APPROPRIATIONS FROM THE GENERAL FUND, OF A CAPITAL 
IMPROVEMENTS PROJECT AT THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA AT CHARLOTTE." See iden- 
tical bill H 557. 

introduced by Rauch. Referred to Higher Education. 


S 506. PREKINDERGARTEN PILOT PROGRAM. "TO ESTABLISH SIXTEEN PILOT CENTERS FOR 
PREKINDERGARTEN CHILDREN TO BE ADMINISTERED BY THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION." 
Adds GS 115C-81.2, to establish sixteen pilot programs for three and four year-old children, de- 
veloped by State Board of Education. Provides that Board is to fund such programs through local! 
school boards, with local boards making competitive proposals for funding. Sets out standards for 
proposals. Directs that pilot programs continue for two years from July 1989. Appropriates 
$1,999,086 in 1989-90 and $3,922,558 in 1990-91 from General Fund to Dep’t of Public 
Education, for operating prekindergarten centers. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Richardson. Referred to Education. 


S 507. VOCATIONAL REHABILITATION RULES. "TO PROVIDE SPECIFIC RULE MAKING 
AUTHORITY FOR VOCATIONAL REHABILITATION ADMINISTRATION AND TO EXEMPT HEARINGS 
REQUIRED BY THE REHABILITATION ACT OF 1973 FROM HEARINGS PROCESS.” Amends GS 143- 
546 to authorize Dep’t of Human Resources to adopt rules as required by P.L. 93-112 (Rehabili- 
tation Act of 1973) and amends GS 150B-1 to exempt hearings required by cited act from APA. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Ezzell. Referred to Judiciary 3. 
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S 508. ARCHITECT REGISTRATION. "TO AMEND THE REQUIREMENTS FOR REGISTRATION AS A 
LICENSED ARCHITECT.” Amends GS 83A-7(a) to make "professional education” as approved by 

the NC Board of Architecture a prerequisite to registration as an architect and to delete mention 
of professional education equivalents. 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 509. STATEWIDE 911 SERVICE. "TO ESTABLISH STATEWIDE 911 SERVICE." Adds GS Ch. 62A, 
the Public Safety Telephone Act, to provide for statewide toll free 911 public safety telephone 
service. Authorizes governing authority of any local government that contracts with a service sup- 
plier for 911 service to adopt ordinance to impose a monthly 911 charge on each exchange 
access line in area served by the 911 service, subject to approval of voters in special election. 
Provides for service supplier to collect the charges, but imposes no duty on supplier to take legal 
action to enforce collection. Costs and attorney fees may be awarded to local government bring- : 
ing legal action to collect 911 charges. Provides for any taxes due on 911 service to be billed to 
the local government by the supplier, but provides that state and local taxes do not apply to 911 
charges billed to subscribers. Authorizes supplier that collects 911 charges on behalf of local 
government to retain 1% administrative fee as compensation. Requires that charges be deposited 
in separate, restricted Emergency Telephone System Fund, that may be invested same as other 
local government funds. Specifies purposes for which monies from the fund may be expended, 
which exclude lease or purchase of real estate; cosmetic remodeling of emergency dispatch cen- 
ters; hiring, training, and compensating dispatchers; and purchasing mobile communications vehi- 
cles, ambulances, fire enginesy or other emergency vehicles. Requires supplier to provide 
subscriber telephone numbers, names, and service addresses to 911 systems when required by a 
local government, for use only in providing emergency response to 911 calls. Makes it a misde- 
meanor to use or disclose such information for purpose other than handling a 911 call. Provides 
that supplier is not liable to anyone provided 911 service for release for emergency telephone 
purposes of information specified in the section; and that they are not liable for personal injury or 
property damages incurred as result of any act or omission of a service supplier, except for willful 
or wanton misconduct, in connection with the 911 system. When someone receives local ex- 
change telephone service from a central office in a county that provides 911 service, but lives in 
an adjacent county, makes it the responsibility of the county with the 911 service to notify the 
appropriate public agency of a request for public safety service from such person. Provides that 
any person who intentionally calls the 911 number for purpose other than obtaining public safety 
assistance commits a misdemeanor.

S 510. RETIREMENT CONTRIBUTIONS REFUND. "TO MAKE TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS TO THE 
TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM AND TO THE LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL 
EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM REGARDING CERTAIN EXCESS CONTRIBUTIONS OF RETIRED 
MEMBERS AND TO MODIFY CHAPTER 1061 OF THE 1987 SESSION LAWS AS IT RELATES TO 
FUNDING AND EFFECTIVE DATES.” Makes technical amendment to GS 135-5(f1) and 128-27(f2) 
and repeals section 3 of Ch. 1061, SL 1987, which required Boards of TSERS and LGERS to set 
aside reserves to fund refunds directed by act. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Pensions & Retirement. 


S 511. IV-D CHILD SUPPORT/WITHHOLDING. "TO REQUIRE IMMEDIATE INCOME WITHHOLDING 
IN TITLE IV-D CHILD SUPPORT CASES." Amends G.S. 110-136.3 to (1) require that, beginning 
October 1, 1989, orders entered or modified in IV-D child support cases order income withholding 
to take effect immediately (now, that withholding will take effect if arrearages equal to support 
payable for one month accumulate or on request of obligor); and (2) provide that in IV-D cases 
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obligor is subject to income withholding immediately upon entry of new or modified child support 
order entered on or after Oct. 1, 1989, and that in IV-D cases with orders prior to Oct. 1, 1989, 
and non-lV-D cases, obligor is subject to withholding when one month’s arrearage accrues or 
when the obligor or obligee requests withholding (underlined words added). Adds to G.S. 110- 
136.4 (withholding in IV-D cases) new subsection (h1), providing that when a new or modified 
child support order is entered, the judge shall, after hearing evidence regarding the obligor’s 
disposable income, place the obligor under an order for immediate income withholding; requires 
IV-D agency to serve the payor pursuant to GS 1A-1, Rule 4, with notice of his obligation to 
withhold, and to mail a copy of the notice to the obligor and file copy with clerk; provides that 
immediate withholding does not apply if information regarding obligor’s disposable income is not 
available, or obligor is unemployed, or an arrangement is reached between both parties providing 
for alternative arrangement. Amends GS 110-136.5 (withholding in non-IV-D cases) to provide that 
obligee may request income withholding verbally in open court or by written request; specifies 
required contents of written request and requires that it include or be accompanied by specified 
notice to obligor; requires district court judge to order income withholding if judge finds, after 
hearing evidence based on the obligee’s request, that the obligor has been erratic in making 
support payments or has made verbal or physical threats that may constitute domestic violence 
under GS Chapter 50B.

S 512. INSURANCE OMNIBUS AMENDMENTS. "TO MAKE VARIOUS SUBSTANTIVE AND 
TECHNICAL CHANGES IN THE INSURANCE LAWS.” Amends GS 58-340.38 to exempt from regula- 
tion under Art. 31A (Fraternal Benefit Societies) those providing death benefit of $500 or less 
(now, $400). Amends GS 58-475(a) to require insurer to furnish statement of terms and premium 
due for renewal period if insurer intends to impose surcharge, and gives insured option to 45-day 
continued coverage if insurer fails to comply with 45-day notice requirement of section. Adds GS 
58-252.1 to to require accident and health policies to define the terms “accident,” “accidental 
injury,” and "accidental means” to imply "result" language and not to establish an accidental 
means test or use certain words. Adds GS 58-360 concerning single interest or dual interest 
physical damage insurance on nonfleet private passenger motor vehicles. Revises GS 58-54.24 
and adds new sections concerning cease and desist orders. Repeais July 1, 1989, sunset provi- 
sion of GS 90-210.31 concerning pre-need burial contract insurance. Repeals GS 58-461, which 
now sunsets Mandatory or Voluntary Risk Sharing Plan article. Adds new sections 58-9.8, -9.9, 
and -9.10 concerning designated hearing officers, restraining orders, and license surrenders. 
Adds new sections concerning termination of writing health insurance (GS 58-260.7), loss of rein- 
surance (GS 58-260.8), policy holder or certificate holder list required (GS 58-260.9). Adds new 
sections 58-182.9 and -182.10 regulating security deposits by foreign life insurance companies 
and capital and surplus deposits by domestic companies. Amends GS 58-79.1(c) to allow compa- 
nies to classify certain data processing equipment as reserve investments. Adds new GS 48-21.4 
concerning CPA audits of financial statements. Amends GS 85C-11, -17, -34 and -36 to tighten 
regulation of bail bondsmen. Amends Manufactured Home Warranties law (GS 143-143.11 and 
-143.13). Amends article regulating Essential Property Insurance for Beach Area Property to add 
new sections concerning new programs or coverages; penalty for noncompliance. Makes numer- 
ous other technical and clarifying changes.

S 513. ALLOW FRACTIONAL DEPOSIT BOND. "70 AUTHORIZE DEFENDANTS TO SECURE AN 
APPEARANCE BOND BY DEPOSITING A FRACTION OF THE BOND AMOUNT." Amends GS 15A-531 
and -534, and adds new GS 15A-545 to permit appearance bonds $5,000 or less to be secured 
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by greater of 15% of bond or $25.00. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 514. STOP BEAR TRADE. "TO MAKE IT UNLAWFUL TO KILL A BEAR WEIGHING LESS THAN 
ONE HUNDRED POUNDS AND TO INCREASE THE PENALTIES FOR THE UNLAWFUL TAKING, 
POSSESSION, TRANSPORTATION, SALE, POSSESSION FOR SALE, OR PURCHASE OF A BEAR OR 
BEAR PART.” Amends GS 113-291.7 to prohibit hunting, taking, or killing a bear weighing less 
than 100 pounds. Amends GS 113-294 to increase penalty for unlawfully taking, possessing, 
transporting, selling, possessing for sale, or buying bear or bear part, with minimum fine of $1000 
and maximum imprisonment of one year, or both (now, $250 fine). Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Barker. Referred to Marine Resources & Wildlife. 


S 515. RETOOLING FOR THE YEAR 2000 (=H 731). "TO BE KNOWN AS ‘RETOOLING FOR THE 
YEAR 2000: GAINING THE COMPETITIVE EDGE.’" See identical bill H 731. 
Introduced by Ward. Referred to Higher Education. 


S 516. VOCATIONAL REHAB. SUBROGATION-2. "TO GRANT SUBROGATION RIGHTS AND 
PENALTIES FOR WITHHOLDING INFORMATION TO THE DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES, 
DIVISION OF VOCATIONAL REHABILITATION.” Substantively identical to H 494, except S 516 is 
effective Oct. 1, 1989.

S 517. CAPACITY TO PROCEED TO TRIAL. "TO PROVIDE THAT A LOCAL FORENSIC 
EVALUATION SHALL BE MADE OF A DEFENDANT CHARGED WITH A MISDEMEANOR WHOSE 
CAPACITY TO PROCEED TO TRIAL IS QUESTIONED BEFORE A STATE EVALUATION MAY BE 
ORDERED.” Amends GS 15A-1002, concerning judicial determination of criminal defendant’s men- 
tal capacity, to allow court to appoint forensic evaluator approved under rules of Comm'n for 
Mental Health, Mental Retardation and Substance Abuse Services as medical expert to evaluate 
defendant. If defendant charged with misdemeanor, court may order evaluation by state facility 
for mentally ill only if indicated by findings of local forensic evaluation. If defendant charged with 
felony, court has discretion to order either local forensic evaluation or evaluation in state facility. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

S 518. ONE-ON-ONE PROGRAMS/FUNDS (=H 729). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
GOVERNOR’S ONE-ON-ONE PROGRAMS THAT PROVIDE ADULT VOLUNTEER FRIENDS AND ROLE 
MODELS FOR TROUBLED YOUNG PEOPLE.” See identical bill H 729. 

Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 519. CONTINUING CARE CENTERS. "7O CONTINUE REGISTRATION AND DISCLOSURE BY AND 
TO PROVIDE FOR FINANCIAL EVALUATION OF CONTINUING CARE FACILITIES." Repeals GS Ch. 
131E, Art. 12 (Disclosure and Contract Requirements for Continuing Care Facilities) and replaces 
it with new GS Ch. 58, Art. 50, subjecting Continuing Care Facilities to regulation by Comm’r of 
Insurance. Directs Comm’r to appoint Continuing Care Advisory Committee, and specifies nature 
of members. 

Requires any person in business of providing continuing care to obtain license to do so 
from Comm’r of Insurance and sets out procedures for obtaining license. Permits licensure of 
facilities accredited by process approved by Comm’r. Provides license is permanent unless re- 
voked by Comm’r and sets out grounds for revocation. Provides that license is not transferable 


and requires approval of Comm’r for sale, transfer of ownership, or contract for operation of 
facility. 
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Requires provider of continuing care to deliver current disclosure statement to client, and 
sets out detailed listing of contents of such statement. Requires annual revision of statement, and 
filing of revision with Comm’r and client. Sets out detailed list of required provisions in contracts 
for continuing care. Requires providers to establish escrow accounts for deposit of entrance fees 
and provides for circumstances under which moneys may be released from account. Permits resi- 
denis of facilities to organize and requires annual meeting of governing body of facility, for dis- 
cussions with residents. 

Provides for Comm’r to appoint trustees to rehabilitate or liquidate facilities in specified 
circumstances. Permits Comm'r to investigate persons and facilities in order to enforce act. 
Establishes civil liability for improper disclosure statements and criminal enforcement of act. 

Appropriates $150,000 in 1989-90 from General Fund to Dep't of Insurance for administra- 
tion of act. Makes appropriation effective on ratification and rest of act on Jan. 1, 1990. 
Introduced by Joe Johnson. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 520. SECURITIES ACT ENFORCEMENT (= H 719). "TO AMEND THE NORTH CAROLINA 
SECURITIES ACT AND THE INVESTMENT ADVISERS ACT BY ESTABLISHING AN INVESTOR 
SECURITY FUND AND BY ENHANCING THE ENFORCEMENT PROVISIONS OF THOSE ACTS.” See 
identical bill H 719. 

Introduced by Soles. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 521. LOCAL GOVERNMENT DEBT CHANGES. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF NORTH 
CAROLINA TO AUTHORIZE THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY TO AUTHORIZE UNITS OF LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT TO CONTRACT DEBT WITHOUT A VOTE OF THE PEOPLE TO THE EXTENT OF ONE- 
HALF PERCENT OF THE APPRAISED VALUE OF PROPERTY SUBJECT TO TAXATION BY THE UNIT 
AND TO PROVIDE A PROCEDURE FOR UNITS OF GOVERNMENT TO BORROW MONEY UP TO 
THAT AMOUNT.” Proposes amendment to NC Const. Art. V, sec. 4, permitting counties, cities, 
and other units of local government to borrow, without voter approval, up to an aggregate amount 
of 0.5% of the appraised value of property subject to taxation by the unit. (Retains existing provi- 
sions permitting non-voted borrowing under two-thirds limitation.) Directs that amendment be 
voted on at 1990 general election and sets out form of ballot. If voters approve, amendment to 
be effective July 1, 1991. 

Enacts, subject to approval of constitutional amendment, new Art. 13 of GS Ch. 159, regu- 
lating non-voted borrowing permitted by amendment. Requires Local Government Comm'n ap- 
proval of such borrowing and sets out procedures for and conditions of such approval. Subjects 
such borrowing to existing 8% net debt limitation and limits aggregate amount of such borrowing, 
including any for which Comm’n approval being sought, to 0.5% of unit’s tax base. Permits pri- 
vate sale of borrowings.

S 522. EMPLOYMENT DISCRIMINATION ACT (=H 587). "TO PROHIBIT DISCRIMINATION IN 
EMPLOYMENT BECAUSE OF RACE, COLOR, RELIGION, SEX, NATIONAL ORIGIN, AND AGE.” See 
identical bill S 522. 

Introduced by Sands. Referred to Manufacturing & Labor. 


S 523. LOCAL POLLUTION TAX CERTIFICATION. "TO AUTHORIZE FULLY CERTIFIED LOCAL AIR 
POLLUTION CONTROL PROGRAMS TO CERTIFY POLLUTION CONTROL EQUIPMENT FOR TAX 
PURPOSES.” Authorizes a local air pollution control program certified by Environmental 
Management Comm’n under GS 143-215.112 to certify that pollution control equipment qualifies 
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for tax benefits afforded such equipment pursuant to GS 105-122 (corporate franchise tax), GS 
105-130.10 and -147(13) (amortization of such equipment for income tax purposes) and GS 105- 
275(8) (property tax exemption). Effective for tax years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Kaplan (by request). Referred to Finance. 


S 524. DRUG SCHEDULE ADDITIONS. "TO INCLUDE ADDITIONAL CONTROLLED SUBSTANCES IN 
THE CONTROLLED SUBSTANCES SCHEDULES." Amends GS 90-89(b) to add seven substances to 
the list of opium derivatives classified as Schedule | controlled substances, and amends G.S. 
90-90(e) to add nabilone to hallucinogenic substances classified as Schedule II controlled sub- 
stances. Amends GS 90-93(a) to add to list of Schedule V controlled substances stimulants— 
unless exempted or excluded or unless listed in another schedule, any material, compound, mix- 
ture, or preparation that contains any quantity of prophlhexedrine or pyrovalerone having a stimu- 
lant effect on the central nervous system, including its salts, isomers and salts of isomers. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

S 525. GENERAL STATUTES TECHNICAL AMENDS. "TO MAKE VARIOUS TECHNICAL 
AMENDMENTS TO THE GENERAL STATUTES AS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL STATUTES 
COMMISSION." Makes numerous technical amendments. 

Introduced by Ezzell. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 526. FINE PRINT SALES REGULATED. "7O REGULATE THE SALE OF FINE PRINTS AS 
RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL STATUTES COMMISSION.” Adds GS Ch. 25C, Art. 2 to regu- 
late the advertising and sale of prints priced at more than $100 by art dealers, defined as (1) one 
dealing in such prints, (2) one claiming special knowledge or who employs one claiming special 
knowledge about such prints, or (3) a professional auctioneer who auctions such prints. Requires 
art dealers to disclose in writing to prospective print buyers (1) the name of the artist, (2) the year 
the plate or negative was created, (3) the year the print was created, (4) the process used to 
create the master image, (5) the process used to create the print and (6) whether the print is part 
of a limited edition. If print is part of a limited edition, specifies additional detailed disclosure 
about the printing. Makes all disclosures part of seller's express warranty. Provides that dealer 
who violates of Article must refund purchase price plus interest and that attorney’s fees and costs | 
may be awarded in successful civil suit against dealer who wrongfully refuses to provide refund. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1990.

S 527. NOTICE OF SETTLEMENT ACT. "TO PROVIDE A MEANS OF RECORDING A NOTICE 
DOCUMENT PRIOR TO A REAL ESTATE CLOSING WHICH WOULD FIX AT THAT TIME THE PRIORITY 
OF TITLE DOCUMENTS RECORDED LATER IN CONNECTION WITH THAT REAL ESTATE CLOSING 
AS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL STATUTES COMMISSION." Adds GS Ch. 47D entitled "No- 
tice of Settlement Act.” Permits attorney or owner of record interest in real property to file notice 
of a pending settlement affecting title to real property that attorney or owner reasonably believes 
will take place within seven business days of filing. Notice to be filed in register of deeds office 
and indexed in grantor index; recording fee to be same as for deeds. Any subsequent filings of 
instruments affecting title to the property described in the notice are deemed to take priority from 
date and time of filing of notice of settlement, except with respect to mechanics and material- 
men’s liens filed pursuant to GS Ch. 44A, Arts. 2 and 3. Provides that notice is void after seven 
business days, and that only one notice may be filed with respect to any one settlement. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1989.

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S 528. PROPERTY DEVOLUTION STATEMENT. "TO REQUIRE A STATEMENT LISTING THE 
DEVISEES OR HEIRS OF REAL PROPERTY AS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL STATUTES 
COMMISSION.” Adds GS 28A-13-11 and amends GS 28A-2-4 to require executor or administrator 
of an estate involving passage of title to real property to file with register of deeds and clerk of 
court of each county in which real property is located a statement showing the name of the 
decedent as grantor, the names of those taking an interest in the property as grantees, and a 
description of the percentage, interest, or estate in the property. Provides that the statement is 
for the purpose of facilitating title examinations and does not affect marketability of title. Effective 
Jan. 1.0; applies to estates of decedents dying on or after that date.

S$ 529. ADOPTED ADULT NAME CHANGE ORDER. "7O CLARIFY THE LAW CONCERNING THE 
ISSUANCE OF AN ORDER CHANGING THE NAME OF AN ADOPTED PERSON WHO IS EIGHTEEN 
OR MORE YEARS OF AGE AS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL STATUTES COMMISSION." 
Amends GS 48-36(d) to provide that an order changing the name of a person who is adopted as 
an adult shall contain the true name, the county of birth, and the date of birth of each adoptive 
parent; the true name, the county of birth, and the date of birth of the person adopted; the name 
of each parent as shown on the birth certificate of the person adopted; and the name sought to 
be adopted.

S 530. SERVICE ON LIMITED PARTNERSHIP. "TO AMEND G.S. 59-105 TO EXPRESSLY PROVIDE 
THAT SERVICE OF PROCESS UPON THE REGISTERED AGENT OF A LIMITED PARTNERSHIP IS 
BINDING ON THE PARTNERSHIP AS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL STATUTES COMMISSION." 
As title indicates.

S 531. EQUITABLE DISTRIB. FOR INCOMPETENT. ”"7O AUTHORIZE AN ACTION UNDER THE 
CHAPTER OF LAW CONCERNING DIVORCE AND ALIMONY TO PROTECT THE PROPERTY OF AN 
INCOMPETENT SPOUSE BUT TO PREVENT THE ENTRY OF A DIVORCE DECREE ON BEHALF OF 
THE INCOMPETENT AS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL STATUTES COMMISSION." Adds GS 
50-22 providing that a general guardian for an incompetent spouse may commence, defend or 
maintain any action authorized by GS Ch. 50, but that the court shall not enter a decree of 
absolute divorce in such an action filed by the guardian on behalf of the incompetent spouse. 
Provides that as an exception to GS 50-21, the court may order equitable distribution on behalf of 
an incompetent spouse without entering a decree of divorce; provided, the competent spouse 
may seek and obtain a divorce from the incompetent spouse upon showing basis for the same. 
Makes conforming amendment to GS 50-21(a).

S 532. AMEND CATCH LINE GS 50-13.8. "TO AMEND THE CATCH LINE OF THE LAW

MAJORITY TO CONFORM TO THE BODY OF THE LAW AS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL 
STATUTES COMMISSION." Amends GS 50-13.8 as title indicates.

S 533. CORRECT AUCTIONEER RECOVERY FUND. "70 EXTEND THE PROTECTION OF THE

RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL STATUTES COMMISSION." Amends GS 85B-4.1 to extend pro- 
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tection of Auctioneer Recovery Fund to violations by auctioneer businesses, as well as by auction- 
eer and apprentice auctioneers. Makes other technical amendments to GS Ch. 85B. 
Introduced by Ezzell. Referred to Small Business. 


S 534. DEED GRANTOR’S SOURCE OF TITLE. "TO PROVIDE THAT A DEED SHALL CONTAIN A 
RECITATION OF THE GRANTOR’'S SOURCE OF TITLE AS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL 
STATUTES COMMISSION." Adds GS Ch. 39, Art. 9 ("Source of Title”) to require that all deeds, 
other than quitclaim deeds, conveying interest in real property identify the grantor’s immediately 
preceding source of title, whether that source is recorded or unrecorded. Sets out form of identifi- 
cation statement that satisfies the requirement. Applies to deeds of trust but not to mortgages or 
other instruments evidencing a security interest. Failure to comply or to provide accurate informa- 
tion does not invalidate a deed or deed of trust that is otherwise valid, and a register of deeds 
shall not refuse to accept such document for registration. Specifies that purpose of the statement 
is to facilitate examination of real property records, that statement shall not create any warranty, 
and that the section shall have no effect on marketability of title. Effective Jan. 1, 1990, and 
applicable to deeds executed on or after that date.

S 535. SIMPLIFY APA RULE MAKING PROCESS. "7O SIMPLIFY THE RULE MAKING PROCESS, 
TO MAKE THE PROCESS MORE UNIFORM, AND TO TRANSFER RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE NORTH 
CAROLINA ADMINISTRATIVE CODE AND THE NORTH CAROLINA REGISTER TO THE SECRETARY 
OF STATE.” Adds GS Ch. 150B, Art. 6 to establish procedure for rule making by state agencies 
and for review of such rules by the Rules Review Comm’n (Comm’n) (now, Administrative Rules 
Review Comm’n). Contains general provisions limiting agencies’ rule making authority, providing 
procedures by which to petition an agency for rule making and providing for declaratory rulings 
by agencies. Establishes procedures for adopting permanent and temporary rules and contains 
related provisions addressing effective dates for rules, fiscal notes, exceptions to notice and 
hearing requirements, incorporation by reference and effects on rules of agency transfers of du- 
ties or terminations. Provides for rules review by Comm'n, including standard of review, proce- 
dures and implications of Comm’n objections to rules and authority for public hearings. Provides 
Sec’y of State to compile and publish NC Administrative Code and NC Register. Rewrites and 
amends GS 150B-1 to specify following exemptions from Administrative Procedure Act: (1) 
Employment Security Comm’n, Industrial Comm'n, Utilities Comm’n, NC National Guard courts- 
martial, and Dep't of Human Resources’ authority over Camp Butner are entirely exempt; (2) 
Dep't of Insurance rate making, Dep’t of Correction, and Dep’t of Revenue, are exempt from 
administrative hearing and judicial review provisions; (3) UNC is exempt from rule making and 
administrative hearing provisions; (4) Comm'n is exempt from rule making provisions. 

Makes assorted technical, clarifying and conforming amendments to GS 150B-2, 84-21, 
143B-30.1, 143B-30.2, 147.16.1 and 148-11. Amends SL 1985, Chap. 746, sect. 19 to repeal 
Jan. 1, 1992 sunset on Administrative Rules Review Comm’n.

S 536. DEP’T OF AGRICULTURE FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF

SOFTWARE, AND PROVIDE DISTRIBUTION PROCESSING SYSTEMS TO OUTLYING DIVISIONS." 
Appropriates $865,540 in 1989-90 and $555,383 in 1990-91 from General Fund to Dep't of 
Agriculture, for purposes cited in title. Effective July 1, 1989.

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S 537. CRIMINALIZE ETHNIC INTIMIDATION (= H 751). "TO MAKE ETHNIC INTIMIDATION A 
CRIME." See identical bill, H 751.

S 538. CARTHAGE ANNEXATION AUTHORIZED. "TO AUTHORIZE THE TOWN OF CARTHAGE TO 
ANNEX CERTAIN DESCRIBED TOWN-OWNED PROPERTY." As title indicates. 
Introduced by W. Hunt. Referred to Local Government. 


S 539. UNC STUDENTS USE STATE NETWORK. "TO ALLOW STUDENTS OF UNIVERSITIES TO 
PARTICIPATE IN THE STATE TELEPHONE NETWORK.” Amends GS 143-340(25) to authorize Dep't 
of Administration to make state telephone network available to UNC institutions, including School 
of Science & Mathematics, for use from student telephones in residence halls and other campus 
facilities. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Sherron. Referred to Public Utilities. 


S 540. TRANSPORT BALES OF TOBACCO. "TO AMEND LOAD WIDTH AND HEIGHT EXCEPTIONS 
TO LOADS OF TOBACCO TRANSPORTED ON THE HIGHWAYS.” Amends GS 20-116(a) to provide 
that when hogsheads of tobacco are being transported, a tolerance of six (currently, five) inches 
shall be allowed, and to add provision that when sheet or bale tobacco is being transported the 
load may not exceed a width of 114 inches at the top of the load and the bottom of the load at 
the truck bed may not exceed the width of 102 inches inclusive of allowance for load shifting or 
settling.

S 541. STATE INFORMATION MANAGEMENT. "7O REPEAL THE POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE 
SECRETARY OF ADMINISTRATION REGARDING TELECOMMUNICATIONS MATTERS AND TO 
REESTABLISH THOSE POWERS AND DUTIES WITHIN THE OFFICE OF THE STATE CONTROLLER; 
TO REPEAL SECTION 23.1 OF CHAPTER 876 OF THE 1987 SESSION LAWS AND TO RENAME AND 
REVISE THE MEMBERSHIP OF THE COMPUTER COMMISSION.” Repeals sec. 23.1, ch. 876, SL 
1987, as amended, which transferred to the State Controller the functions and powers of Sec’y of 
Dep't of Administration (as set out in GS 143-341(9) and 143B-426.21) relating to administration 
of the State Information Processing Services.

S 542. HAZARDOUS WASTE MGT. FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE EMERGENCY FUNDS TO THE 
NORTH CAROLINA INDUSTRIAL WASTE MANAGEMENT COMMISSION IN THE DEPARTMENT OF 
COMMERCE." Appropriates $719,605 in 1989-90 and $711,080 in 1990-91 for operating ex- 
penses, and $2 million in 1989-90 for capital improvements, from General Fund to NC Industrial 
Waste Management Comm'n, Dep't of Commerce. 

Introduced by Royall. Referred to Appropriations. 
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S 543. STATE PERSONNEL COMM’N MEMBERS. "TO ADD TWO EMPLOYEES OF LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT TO THE CURRENT MEMBERSHIP OF THE STATE PERSONNEL COMMISSION.” 
Amends GS 126-2(b) to increase from two to four the number of State Personnel Comm’n mem- 
bers appointed from list submitted by NC Ass’n of County Comm'rs, and to provide that two of 
those four must be local employees subject to State Personnel Act. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Block. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 544. DISABILITY INCOME CORRECTIONS. "TO MAKE TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS IN THE 
DISABILITY INCOME PLAN OF NORTH CAROLINA." As title indicates, amending various sections of 
GS Ch. 135. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Manufacturing & Labor. 


S 545. FIREMEN’S/RESCUE PENSION CHANGE. "TO AMEND THE FIREMEN’S AND RESCUE 
SQUAD WORKERS’ PENSION FUND.” Amends GS 118-41.1(a) to require persons seeking prior 
service credit thereunder to pay for such credit by Oct. Il, 1989; and amends GS 118-41.1(b) to 
require persons seeking prior service credit thereunder to pay for such credit within 6 months 
from date of application. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Pensions & Retirement. 


S 546. UNAUTHORIZED USE OF MILK CRATE. "RELATING TO THE UNAUTHORIZED USE OR 
POSSESSION OF LABELED DAIRY MILK CASES OR CRATES BEARING THE NAME OR LABEL OF 
ITS OWNER." Adds GS 14-72.4 creating the misdemeanor offense of unauthorized use or posses- 
sion of dairy milk case or milk crate, punishable by fine of up to $300 or imprisonment for up to 
six months, or both. Effective Jan. 1, 1990.

S 547. CASWELL UNNEEDED AMBULANCE CALLS. "TO PROHIBIT MAKING UNNEEDED 
AMBULANCE CALLS IN CASWELL COUNTY.” Amends GS 14-111.3 to add Caswell to counties 
subject to section. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Local Government & Regional Affairs. 


S 548. COLLECTION AGENCY AMENDMENTS. "TO AMEND THE COLLECTION AGENCY LAWS." 
Amends GS 66-49.24 to increase penalty for operating collection agency without permit from mis- 
demeanor to Class J felony. Amends GS 66-49.29 to delete requirement that licensed collection 
agency maintain NC office. Amends GS 66-49.31 to add conditions under which permit is assign- 
able or transferable. Amends GS 66-49.32 to modify enforcement procedures and list conditions 
that will justify refusal to issue or revocation of permit. Amends GS 66-49.37 to modify purposes 
for which remittance trust account moneys may be disbursed. Makes other technical amendments 
to collection agency laws. Effective July 1, 1989.

S 549. LIMIT INSURANCE CEDING POWER. "TO LIMIT THE POWER OF INSURANCE COMPANIES 
TO CEDE INSURANCE POLICIES TO THE NORTH CAROLINA MOTOR VEHICLE REINSURANCE 
FACILITY." Adds GS 58-248.31(d) to provide that auto insurer may not cede an individual’s busi- 
ness to Facility solely on account of a driving offense for which no premium surcharge or points 
can be made pursuant to GS 58-124.33(f). 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Insurance. 
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S 550. SALES TAX/EDUCATION/SALARIES (=H 753). "TO ESTABLISH A STATEWIDE CAREER 
DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM, ADOPT A GRADUATED TEACHER SALARY SCHEDULE, PROVIDE A 
SALARY INCREASE FOR TEACHERS AND STATE EMPLOYEES, INCREASE THE STATE SALES TAX, 
REDUCE THE STATE SALES TAX ON FOOD AND NON-PRESCRIPTION MECIDINE, PROVIDE FOR 
MONTHLY PAYMENT OF UTILITY SALES AND FRANCHISE TAXES, AND CREATE THE PUBLIC 
SCHOOL FINANCE FUND.” See identical bill H 753. 

Introduced by Cobb. Referred to Ways & Means.

H 69. PLAN FOR OLDER ADULTS. (See p. 51) 
House committee substitute directs Div’n of Aging to submit summary plan for serving older 
adults to General Assembly every odd-numbered year beginning March 1, 1991 and the full 
plan for 1991 by July 1, 1991. 


H 76. CLINICIANS ON NURSING HOME COMM. (See p. 53) 
House committee substitute specifies penalty review committee to review penalties imposed 
under GS 131D-34 (domiciliary home residents’ bill of rights) and under GS 131E-129 (penal- 
ties for violations of nursing home patients’ rights). Makes conforming change to GS 131E- 
129. Increases membership of committee from seven to nine, specifically to include a li- 
censed pharmacist, registered nurse experienced in long-term care, representative of nursing 
home, representative of domiciliary home, and member of public. Provides pharmacist, 
nurse, and public member not to be employed by or own any interest in nursing or 
domiciliary home. Members’ terms to be two years; initial terms to begin on 30th day follow- 
ing ratification. 


H 241. DRIVER LICENSE INSURANCE PROOF. (See p. 154, 126) 
House committee substitute deletes provision in original bill requiring Div’n of Motor Vehicles 
to retain certificates of insurance until license issued pursuant to such certificate expires. 
Clarifies that exemption from requirment of producing certificate applies to people who own 
motor vehicles that are not currently registered if they are otherwise qualified. Specifies that 
proposed amendment to GS 20-13.2(e), which requires certificate of financial responsibility 
before restoration of a revoked license, does not apply to persons whose license is revoked 
for failure to appear in NC court, or for failure to pay court costs or fines. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 143. 1989 SENATE RULES. (See pp. 4, 98, 117, 133) 
Senate committee substitute, as amended, makes the following changes in temporary rules 
adopted 11 January (see digest p. 4). Throughout the Rules, changes most references to 
"President” to "Presiding Officer.” Amends Rule 4 (Convening in absence of President) to 
provide that Deputy President Pro Tem. will convene the Senate in the absence of the 
President or President Pro. Tem. (now, Majority Leader). Amends Rule 6 (Approval of 
Journal) and Rule 64 (Sente Journal) to provide that oversight of the Journal and motion to 
approve the previous day’s Journal is responsibility of by the President Pro Tem. or Deputy 
President Pro Tem. (now, Chairman of Rules). Deletes Rule 16, providing for vote without 
debate on dispensing with the reading of papers (other than petitions) addressed to the 
Genera! Assembly or the Senate. Revises Rule 17 (General decorum) to make it clear that 
subsection (b) refers to derogatory remarks reflecting personally on another Senator. 
Changes name of Committee on Veteran and Military Affairs, Law Enforcement, and Senior 
Citizens (Rule 32; underlined words added). Adds Rule 34.1 giving President Pro Tem. 
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authority to attend each committee as if he were a member, but without a vote. Amends 
Rule 40(c) (prohibiting certain memorializing or commendatory resolutions) to allow introduc- 
tion of commendatory resolutions honoring NC institutions. Amends Rule 42 (referral of ap- 
ppropriations and finance bills) to require that bills imposing fees or civil penalties be 
referred to Finance Committee and to expressly provide that Rule 42 does not apply to bills 
imposing criminal fines, forfeitures, or penalties for infractions. Amends Rule 43 (first reading 
and reference to committee) to provide that House bills must be received in the Principal 
Clerk’s office no later than one and one-half hours before convening of the Senate in order 
to be read and referred on that legislative day. Deletes Rule 44.1 (two-thirds vote required 
on certain public bills after May 21). Amends Rule 57 (conference committee) to provide that 
(1) Senate conferees shall be not less than three nor more than twelve and shall include the 
principal sponsore and chairman of each committee that considered the bill, and (2) in con- 
ference committee a majority of the Senate conferees shall be the Senate’s position on any 
matter in which a vote is taken. Amends Rule 57.1 (House amendments and committee sub- 
stitutes to Senate bills) to provide (1) referral to committee on return to the Senate shall be 
done by the Principal Clerk in same manner as bills originating in the Senate, and (2) ex- 
pressly provide that when there is more than one House amendment, the question shall be 
concurrence in all of the amendments and that the question may not be divided. Adds Rule 
57.2 (germaneness of amendment) to require that all amendments and committee substi- 
tutes must be germane to the original subject matter of the bill. Amends Rule 74 (public 
hearings) to provide that any Senator may request in writing a public hearing on any public 
bills; requests to be granted in the discretion of the chairman of the committee.

ORDER." Effective December 5, 1988, changes the composition of the Lenoir County Board of 
Comm'rs to a seven-member board, with five members elected from single-member districts and 
two members elected at large. Establishes staggered schedule for election of new members and 
provides that comm’rs elected in 1986 shall complete four-year terms in 1990. Provides that pri- 
mary for at-large seats will be determined by 40% plurality rather than majority.

H 764. LA GRANGE RESCUE SQUAD FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A NEW BUILDING

Rescue Squad in 1989-90 for cited purpose. Effective July 1, 1989.

H 765. WINTERVILLE BOUNDARIES CONFIRMED. "TO RESTATE THE TOWN LIMITS OF THE 
TOWN OF WINTERVILLE, NORTH CAROLINA." As title indicates; bill describes boundaries by 
courses and distances. Effective June 30, 1989. 

introduced by Warren. Referred to Government. 


H 766. CHILD-CARING FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO INCREASE THE LEVEL OF 
GRANTS-IN-AID TO PRIVATE CHILD-CARING INSTITUTIONS." Appropriates from General Fund to 
Dep't of Human Resources $808,278 for each year of 1989-91 biennium for cited purpose, so that 
state reimburses private child-caring institutions for 50% of cost of care for eligible children. 
Directs allocation of funds according to provisions of NC Administrative Code, Section 10, 
Subchapter 41M. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Nye. Referred to Human Resources. 
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H 767. WAKE FOREST OCCUPANCY TAX. "TO AUTHORIZE THE TOWN OF WAKE FOREST TO 
LEVY A ROOM OCCUPANCY AND TOURISM TAX.” Authorizes Wake Forest to levy 3% room occu- 
pancy tax on rental of any accommodation subject to sales tax. Exempts accommodations fur- 
nished by nonprofit charitable, educational, or religious organizations. Authorizes town to use 
proceeds of tax only to promote tourism and economic development in town.

H 768. STEM CORPORATE LIMITS. "TO DEFINE THE CORPORATE LIMITS OF THE TOWN OF 
STEM IN GRANVILLE COUNTY.” Describes Stem boundaries by metes and bounds. Effective

DISTRICT COURT.” Provides that Granville County Comm’rs board is enlarged from five to seven 
members after 1989 special election to be held on May 23, 1989 pursuant to a federal court 
order. Board to be elected by and from seven single-member districts for staggered four-year 
terms.

H 771. DEGRADABLE CONNECTOR RINGS. ”"7O PROHIBIT, AFTER JANUARY 1, 1990, THE SALE 
OF CONTAINERS THAT ARE CONNECTED TO OTHER CONTAINERS BY PLASTIC CONNECTOR 
RINGS UNLESS THE CONNECTOR RINGS ARE DEGRADABLE."”" Adds GS 130A-295.2 to forbid sale 
after January 1, 1990, of container connected to other containers by holding device unless device 
composed of material that is degradable within 180 days.

S 553. BENSON UTILITY CAPACITY CHARGES. "7O ALLOW THE TOWN OF BENSON TO IMPOSE 
WATER AND WASTEWATER LINE CAPACITY CHARGES." Allows Benson, after public hearing, to 
adopt ordinance imposing capacity charges on new construction as title indicates. 

introduced by Daughtry. Referred to Local Government. 
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S 554. WILSON JUNKED CARS. "TO ALLOW THE MUNICIPALITIES IN THE COUNTY OF WILSON 
TO REGULATE JUNKED CARS." Amends GS 160A-303.2 as title indicates. 
Introduced by R. Martin. Referred to Local Government. 


S 555. ROCKY MOUNT ZONING NOTICES. "TO EXEMPT THE CITY OF ROCKY MOUNT FROM 
CERTAIN ZONING NOTICE REQUIREMENTS.” Modifies GS 160A-384 to allow Rocky Mount, when 
initially zoning property in its extraterritorial area or newly annexed area, to substitute notice by 
publication in newspaper for mailed notice. 

introduced by Ezzell. Referred to Local Government. 


S 556. ROCKY MOUNT EMINENT DOMAIN. "TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF ROCKY 
MOUNT TO PROVIDE FOR AN ALTERNATIVE EMINENT DOMAIN PROCEDURE." Amends Rocky 
Mount charter to provide that city may use “quick take” procedure prescribed by GS Ch. 136, 
Art. 9 for streets and highways, water systems, sewage systems, electric systems, and gas sys- 
tems in addition to powers granted by any other focal act or general statute. 

Introduced by Ezzeil. Referred to Local Government. 


S 557. UNC SELF-LIQUIDATING PROJECTS. "TO AUTHORIZE THE CONSTRUCTION AND THE

Appropriates $600,000 for 1989-90 and $700,000 for 1990-91 from 
General Fund to Dep't of Administration as title indicates. Provides each program in operation by 
July 1 of each year of biennium meeting criteria of NC Coalition Against Sexual Assault and NC 
Council on Status of Women to receive up to $30,000 annual grant. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Rauch. Referred to Appropriation. 
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S 559. MUNICIPAL POOLED PROJECTS. "CREATING THE NORTH CAROLINA MUNICIPAL 
POOLED CAPITAL PROJECTS FINANCING AGENCY AND THE NORTH CAROLINA COUNTY POOLED 
CAPITAL PROJECTS FINANCING AGENCY, SUCH AGENCIES TO PROVIDE FINANCING FOR THE 
ACQUISITION, CONSTRUCTION AND INSTALLATION BY MUNICIPALITIES AND COUNTIES 
RESPECTIVELY, OF CAPITAL PROJECTS, INCLUDING THE ACQUISITION OF EQUIPMENT, AND 
AMENDING CERTAIN GENERAL LAWS.” Enacts new GS Ch. 159H for purpose summarized in title. 
Creates separate Municipal and county Pooled Capital Projects Financing Agencies, each with 
nine members appointed as follows: State Treasurer, as ex-officio chairman; two members ap- 
pointed by Governor; three members appointed by House on recommendation of Speaker; and 
three members appointed by Senate on recommendation of President Pro Tem. Provides that 
Governor and General Assembly to make appointments to Municipal Agency from recommenda- 
tions made by NC League of Municipalities, and to County Agency and from recommendations 
made by NC Ass'n of County Comm'rs. 

Authorizes each Agency to issue bonds, with the proceeds used to make loans to cities or 
counties, respectively, for any capital projects, Including equipment, the borrower is authorized to 
acquire. Provides that such bonds are not general obligations of the State but are to be secured 
by repayment of such loans. Permits cities and counties to borrow from an Agency, with loan 
evidenced by loan obligation, and sets out criteria for approval of loan by Agency. Provides that 
units may secure loan obligations in any of three ways: as general obligations, if unit complies 
with procedures necessary to issuance of general obligation bonds; as revenue obligations, simi- 
lar to revenue bonds; and as special obligations, supported by specifically identified revenues 
(including taxes), if unit retains right to cancel in any year by non-appropriation. In addition, per- 
mits a unit, regardiess of primary security, to grant to Agency a security interest in the project. 
Limits, in general, loan obligations to 10-year maturity. Requires Local Government Comm'n ap- 
proval of loan obligations and provides criteria and procedures for giving approval. Provides in 
general for form and detail of bonds and loan obligations.

S 560. NEW WILDLIFE RESOURCES COMM’N. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE APPOINTMENT OF A NEW 
NORTH CAROLINA WILDLIFE RESOURCES COMMISSION." Rewrites GS 143-240 and 241 to pro- 
vide that current nine districts used for purposes of appointing Comm'rs are to be used only for 
enforcement purposes. Eliminates two at large appointees by Governor. Provides that current 
members’ terms expire on ratification of bill.

(Effect is to retain Comm'n of 
13 members, two appointed by General Assembly, but with substitution of 11 congressional dis- 
trict appointments for existing nine districts, plus two at large members) Provides for initial stag- 
gered terms of members appointed from Congressional districts, with members appointed at end 
of initial terms to serve six year terms. Provides for two year terms for legislative appointees. 
Provides that gubernatorial appointees to serve at pleasure of Governor who appointed them, but 
successor Governor may remove them before expiration of term only for cause. Deletes provisions 
requiring public hearing and selection by public of five nominees for each district vacancy, from 
which Governor must make appointment.

$1 on each $100 (or fraction thereof) of consideration or value of interest conveyed, including any 
lien or encumbrance on property at time of sale.

Requires transferor of property to pay tax at register 
of deeds’ office before recording of instrument conveying interest. Directs each county to place 
proceeds of tax in special Capital Reserve Fund in county’s general fund and authorizes use of 
revenue in Fund for capital expenditures, including retirement of indebtedness for capital expendi- 
tures. Authorizes board of comm’rs of each county to repeal tax by resolution. 

Creates Land Transfer Tax Appeals Board in each county consisting of seven-members ap- 
pointed by board of comm’rs and authorizes person who disputes amount of tax due to appeal 
tax to Appeals Board after payment of tax declared due by tax collector. Provides that knowing 
failure to pay tax, knowing aid to another to fail to pay tax, or avoidance of part or all of tax by 
knowing misstatement of consideration is a misdemeanor, punishable by maximum two years im- 
prisonment and fine between $100 and $1,000. Also authorizes county to bring action to recover 
tax not paid within 30 days of demand for payment by register of deeds.

Alters definition of "park” in GS 113-44.9 (State Parks Act) to include land in state 
resort areas. Effective July 1, 1989.

S 572. BUNCOMBE ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT. "7O REPEAL AN EXEMPTION FOR BUNCOMBE

IN CERTAIN ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT ACTIVITY AND TO ISSUE ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT

authorization to appropriate funds for local development. Apparently intends to repeal SL 1987, 
Ch. 577, Sec. 1.2, which exempts Buncombe from various amendments to GS Chs.

Makes 
violation of right-of-way or impaired hunting provisions punishable by $10-50 fine or 30 days im- 
prisonment and second or subsequent convictions in three years by $50-200 or 90 days or both. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

S 574. ALBEMARLE SCHOOL ELECTIONS. "TO MODIFY THE METHOD OF ELECTING MEMBERS 
OF THE ALBEMARLE CITY SCHOOL BOARD OF EDUCATION." Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Plyler. Referred to Election Laws. 


S 575. WAKE FOREST PARKING ASSESSMENTS. "TO PERMIT THE TOWN OF WAKE FOREST TO 
MAKE SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS FOR DOWNTOWN PARKING IMPROVEMENTS.” Authorizes Wake 
Forest to levy special assessments for downtown parking improvements against benefited property 
without regard to petition requirements of GS 160A-217.

Initial members of council 
named in act to serve until successors elected in 1991 municipal election. Town to operate under 
Mayor-Council plan. Limits tax rate to $.15 unless voters approve higher rate. Council may levy 
municipal taxes beginning July 1, 1990 without complying with Budget and Fiscal Control Act 
deadlines. 

Introduced by Smith. Referred to Local Government. 
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S 600. EDUCATOR ANNUITY CONTRACTS. "TO PERMIT LOCAL BOARDS OF EDUCATION TO 
PURCHASE MUTUAL FUND SHARES AS PART OF ANNUITY CONTRACTS WITH SCHOOL 
EMPLOYEES.” Amends GS 115C-341 to authorize local school boards to enter into annual con- 
tract with any employee for one-year salary reduction, with funds derived from reduction to be 
used to purchase a qualified custodial account (in compliance with Section 401(f)(2) of the 
Internal Revenue Code of 1986) in mutual fund shares for benefit of employee. 

Introduced by Odom. Referred to Education. 


S 601. WAKE ZONING NOTICES. "TO AMEND G:S. 153A-343 AS IT APPLIES TO WAKE COUNTY.” 
Modifies GS 153A-343 with respect to Wake County to provide that mail notice of zoning change 
is not required when more than six parcels of land under different ownership are involved. 
Introduced by Joe Johnson. Referred to Local Government. 


S 602. WAKE IMPACT FEES. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE AUTHORITY FOR THE WAKE COUNTY 
BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS TO ENACT AN ORDINANCE IMPOSING IMPACT FEES." Authorizes 
Wake County to enact ordinance imposing impact fees on real estate developments in county. 
Fee must be used on capital improvements as defined in bill. Provides for nine months statute of 
limitations on challenges to ordinance. 

Introduced by Joe Johnson. Referred to Local Government. 


S 604. CASWELL AUTO TAX CLARIFIED. "TO CLARIFY THE AUTHORITY OF CASWELL COUNTY 
TO COLLECT A MOTOR VEHICLE TAX.” Provides that SL 1987, Ch. 334, authorizing $15 tax on 
motor vehicles, applies to Caswell County. Effective June 10, 1987. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Finance. 


S 605. PROTECTIVE SERVICES ACT AMENDMENTS. "TO AMEND THE LAWS CONCERNING THE 
PRIVATE PROTECTIVE SERVICES BOARD AND THE PRIVATE PROTECTIVE SERVICES RECOVERY 
FUND." Extensively amends GS Ch. 74C (regulation of private protective services). 

Licenses. Deletes grandfather clause continuing in force private protective licenses and pri- 
vate detective trainee permits issued before July 1, 1973. Adds "consumer shopping service” that 
determines honesty and performance of employees as private protective service requiring license. 
Provides for limited license for "special limited guard and patrol” service that furnishes armed 
personnel who respond to alarms; for such limited license, fee authorized up to $100, and appli- 
cants need not meet requirements for full security guard and patrol license. 

Issuance of license. For protective services license, business must continuously maintain in 
NC a registered agent, upon whom Private Protective Services Board (Board) can serve process 
binding on the business. Adds to prima facie evidence of lack of good moral character that appli- 
cant has pled no contest to crimes involving drugs, firearms, or moral turpitude. Removes require- 
ment for private detective license that applicant have three years experience in private 
investigative work. Adds certain specific grounds for denial of license, such as failing to offer 
report to client within 30 days of client’s request, and representing that person is licensed by SBI 
or other governmental authority. Allows Board Administrator to issue temporary license for protec- 
tive services branch office upon successful completion of investigation, pending approval by 
Board. 

Required liability insurance. For license, applicant must file certificate of comprehensive 
general liability insurance for death, bodily injury, and personal injury. Insurance coverage must 
also include professional liability, false arrest or imprisonment, malicious prosecution, defamation, 
and violation of privacy “in the amount of one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) and three 
hundred thousand dollars ($300,000) per occurrence,” as well as property damage in amount of 
$100,000 per occurrence, but liability insurance not required for any trainee permit. 
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Training. Requires Board and Att’y General to establish training program for certified train- 
ers of private protective services. 

Recovery Fund. Requires that aggrieved party suing licensed protective service exhaust all 
civil remedies before seeking reimbursement from Private Protective Services Recovery Fund. 

Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 
introduced by Swain. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 606. ROBESON SCHOOL BOARD OFFICERS. "TO ALLOW THE INTERIM BOARD OF 
EDUCATION FOR THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS OF ROBESON COUNTY TO ELECT THEIR OWN 
OFFICERS.” Authorizes interim Robeson County Board of Education to elect chairman and vice- 
chairman pursuant to GS 115C-41. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Parnell. Referred to Education.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 93. CONSENT FOR MINOR’S ABORTIONS. (See p. 66) 
House amendments make following changes: (1) restores dependent juveniles to GS 7A-491 
and 7A-489 provisions on appointing counsel and guardian ad litem (dependent juveniles 
removed from these statutes by original bill); (2) emphasizes that definitions of new GS 90- 
21.6 apply only to Part 2 of Art. 1A of GS Ch. 90 (parental or judicial consent for abortion); 
and (3) alters definition of “abortion” in GS 90-21.6 to exclude termination of pregnancy to 
preserve life of mother. 


H 141. SOCIAL SERVICES PLAN. (See pp. 88, 95, 417) 
House amendment requires that social services plan include several options for allocation of 
state’s equalizing payment that assists counties with payment of Aid to Families With 
Dependent Children. Options must include method of distributing funds to counties whose 
"per capita county costs exceed the statewide median per capita cost,” and a method of 
distributing funds to’25 counties with highest per capita costs. 


H 156. WATERSHED PROTECTION RULES. (See p. 104) 
House committee substitute will be digested in tomorrow’s Bulletin. 


H 224. PASQUOTANK SINGLE PRIME CONTRACTS. (See p. 146) 
House amendment provides that if single prime contract system is used for designated types 
of construction contracts, prime contractor must make a good faith effort to use minority 
subcontractors for at least 10% of cost of work or verify why he could not secure qualified 
minority subcontractors in such amount (underscored language added). 


H 289. COMMUNITY COLLEGE BUILDING REVIEW. (See pp. 159, 168) 
House amendment provides that requirement of review and supervision of construction or 
repair work of community college buildings by Dep’t of Administration applies to work for 
which GS 143-129 requires public bidding (original bill mandates such review and supervi- 
sion for work requiring estimated expenditure of $50,000 or more).

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House amendments give property owner 150 days (originally, 120 days) to correct violations 
before eminent domain action can be filed, and require city council to adopt plan to use 
condemned property for low or moderate income housing before exercising eminent domain 
power. 


S 130. NO INFECTIOUS WASTE OCEAN DUMPING. (See pp. 116, 262). 
Senate amendment provides that GS 130A-294(a) does not affect disposal of solid waste in 
a permitted landfill. 


S 383. SCHOLARSHIPS, VETERANS’ CHILDREN. (See p. 304) 
Senate amendment deletes requirement that child satisfy all requirements set forth in GS 
165-20 to be eligible for Class lil scholarship for children of veterans who are less than 23 
years old and who do not satisfy requirements for eligibility under GS 165-22(1),(2),(3),(4)a, 
or (5). 


S 399. REPORTING ETHNIC HARASSMENT. (See p. 318) 
Senate amendment alters new language added to GS 143B-391 to provide that Human 
Relations Council is to administer provisions of new GS Ch. 99E. 


S 410. NEW HANOVER AIRPORT AUTHORITY. (See p. 329) 
Senate amendment provides that New Hanover County Board of Comm'rs will set initial 
term, not to exceed four years, of members of New Hanover County Airport Authority.

Board of Community Colleges on Tuesday, April 18, following procedure specified in GS 115D-

H 604. CHATHAM OMNIBUS BILL. "MAKING SUNDRY AMENDMENTS CONCERNING LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT IN CHATHAM COUNTY.” Amends charters of Pittsboro and Siler City to allow each 
town to exercise extraterritorial land use jurisdiction under GS Ch. 160A, Art. 19, in area not more 
than one mile beyond corporate limits, and within any larger area in Chatham County with ap- 
proval of Chatham County Comm'rs. With respect to Pittsboro and Chatham County, but not Siler 
City, suspends the operation of GS 153A-343 and GS 160A-384 (concerning mail notice of certain 
zoning changes) for period of time beginning on ratification of bill and ending Dec. 31, 1990.

Authorizes Banner Elk to levy 3% 
occupancy tax on rental of accommodations subject to state sales tax. Exempts accommodation 
supplied to same person for 90 continuous days or to accommodation supplied by nonprofit chari- 
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table, educational, or religious institutions. Requires town council to use proceeds, less 3% ad- 
ministrative costs, to further develop travel, tourism, conventions, and convention facilities in town.

Public Library for 1989-90. Effective July 1, 1989.

H 812. SHERRILLS FORD LIBRARY FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE SHERRILLS 
FORD BRANCH LIBRARY IN CATAWBA COUNTY.” Appropriates $30,000 from General Fund to 
Catawba County Public Library for 1989-90 for Sherrills Ford Branch Library. Effective July 1, 
1989.

H 813. CABARRUS OCCUPANCY TAX (=S 611). "AUTHORIZING CABARRUS COUNTY TO LEVY A 
ROOM OCCUPANCY AND TOURISM DEVELOPMENT TAX AND ESTABLISHING A CABARRUS 
COUNTY TOURISM AUTHORITY.” Authorizes Catawba County to levy 3% occupancy tax on rental 
of accommodations subject to state sales tax, exempting those furnished by nonprofit charitable, 
educational, or religious organizations.

Authorizes Southern Pines to impose development fees on new con- 
struction and development within town limits and extraterritorial jurisdiction based on reasonable, 
uniform considerations of capital costs ta be incurred by the town as result of new construction. 
Introduced by Craven. Referred to Government. 


H 816. RIVER BEND ANNEXATION. "TO ANNEX TERRITORY TO THE TOWN OF RIVER BEND." 
Annexes described area to River Bend. Effective June 30, 1989. 
Introduced by Anderson. Referred to Government. 


H 817. CLEVELAND ROAD HUNTING. "TO PROHIBIT HUNTING FROM THE RIGHTS-OF-WAY OF 
PUBLIC ROADS IN CLEVELAND COUNTY." As title indicates; violation is misdemeanor, punishable 
by $10-50 fine or maximum 30 days imprisonment; second or subsequent offense punishable by 
$50-200 fine, maximum 90 days imprisonment or both. Effective October 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Lutz. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 818. GUILFORD SCHOOL MERGER-1. "TO ALLOW THE MERGER OF THE THREE 
ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS IN GUILFORD COUNTY UPON APPROVAL OF A PLAN OF MERGER BY THE 
BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF GUILFORD COUNTY, TWO OF THE BOARDS OF EDUCATION, THE. 
STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION, AND WITH THE APPROVAL OF THE VOTERS OF ALL THREE 
SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS." Authorizes any two of the school administrative units in 
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Guilford County (Guilford County, Greensboro City, and High Point City) to prepare a plan merg- 
ing the three units. If approved by the Guilford County Comm’rs and the State Board of 
Education, plan to be submitted to voters of the three units voting separately. Plan must receive 
concurrent majorities in all three units in order to take effect. Specifies matters to be addressed 
in plan.

H 819. WILSON DEER SPOTLIGHTING REGULATED. "TO REGULATE THE SHINING OF LIGHTS IN 
DEER AREAS IN WILSON COUNTY." Prohibits shining of lights intentionally upon deer between 11 
p.m. and 1/2 hour before sunrise in Wilson County. Allows use of lights in that time period to 
hunt racoons and oppossum, by landowners, by drivers of motor vehicles in normal operation of 
motor vehicles and by campers not attempting to attract deer. Violation is misdemeanor, punish- 
able by $10-50 fine or maximum 30 days imprisonment; second or subsequent offense punishable 
by $50-200 fine, maximum 90 days imprisonment or both. Effective October 1, 1989.

90 from General Fund to Beaufort County Board of Education for purpose indicated in title.

Annexes property 
described in bill to Town of Bath. Effective June 30, 1989.

H 824. EDGECOMBE/NASH JUNKED CARS. "7O ALLOW MUNICIPALITIES IN EDGECOMBE AND 
NASH COUNTIES TO REGULATE THE ABANDONMENT OF JUNKED MOTOR VEHICLES.” Amends 
GS 160A-303.2 to include Nash and Edgecombe among counties authorized to regulate junked or 
abandoned motor vehicles under that statute. 

introduced by Fitch. Referred to Government. 
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H 825. ROCKY MOUNT JUNKED VEHICLES. "TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF ROCKY

Appropriates $50,000 from General Fund to 
Camden County for 1989-90 for purpose indicated in title. Effective July 1, 1989.

H 831. GATES FOX HUNTING. "TO ESTABLISH SEASONS FOR HUNTING FOXES WITH WEAPONS 
AND WITH TRAPS IN GATES COUNTY.” Establishes season for taking fox with weapons in Gates 
from Dec. 1 though Jan. 1 and season for trapping fox from Jan. 2 or last day of deer season 
through Jan. 31. Sets bag limit of 30. Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

H 838. LRC STUDY SICKLE CELL ANEMIA. "TO AUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH 
COMMISSION TO STUDY SICKLE CELL ANEMIA." As title indicates; authorizes report to 1991 
General Assembly. 

introduced by Fitch. Referred to Rules. 


H 839. GARNER OCCUPANCY TAX. "TO AUTHORIZE THE TOWN OF GARNER TO LEVY AN 
OCCUPANCY TAX.” Authorizes Garner to levy 3% room occupancy tax on rental of accommoda- 
tions subject to state sales tax if Wake County Board of Comm'rs has not levied such a tax as 
authorized by SL 1986, Ch. 858 or has levied tax at rate of less than 3%. Rate of Garner tax 
may not exceed 3% when combined with any Wake occupancy tax.

S 609. NONACADEMIC BEP COURSE REGULATED. "TO PROHIBIT INSTRUCTION IN 
NONACADEMIC SUBJECT AREAS WHICH ALTERS OR INTERFERES WITH THE SCHEDULING AND 
INSTRUCTION OF ACADEMIC SUBJECT AREAS IN THE ELEMENTARY SCHOOL GRADES." Amends 
GS 115C-81 to provide that implementation of the Basic Education Program shall not be done in 
any manner that alters, shortens, or interferes with instruction in academic subject areas in the 
elementary grades by scheduling instruction in nonacademic subjects. Defines "academic subject 
areas” to mean mathematics, science, communication skills, and social studies. Effective for 
school years beginning with 1989-90.

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S 610. COMMERCIAL DRIVING WHILE IMPAIRED. "TO MAKE OPERATING A COMMERCIAL 
MOTOR VEHICLE WITH A BLOOD ALCOHOL CONCENTRATION OF 0.04 OR MORE AN 
IMPAIRED DRIVING.” Adds GS 20-138.2 to make it unlawful for person driving commercial vehi- 
cle to drive while “appreciably under the influence of an impairing substance” or with alcohol 
concentration of 0.04 or more at any relevant time after the driving. New offense is a misde- 
meanor, punishable by minimum fine of $100 or maximum two years imprisonment, or both. 
Specifies that commercial driving offense is not lesser included offense of impaired driving, but 
aggregate punishment for both violations occurring at same time cannot exceed maximum for 
impaired driving violation. Specifies that no limited privilege to operate a commercial vehicle is 
authorized, but limited privilege for violating general impaired driving offense may be issued and 
limited to non commercial vehicles if person convicted of both impaired driving offenses at same 
time. Allows person convicted only of commercial impaired driving offense with alcohol concentra- 
tion under 0.10 to apply for Class C driver's license (which authorizes driving of automobiles, 
small trucks, and smail vans). Provides for revocation of driver’s license for refusal to take chemi- 
cal test of breath or blood upon being charged with commercial vehicle impaired driving offense, 
pursuant to GS 20-16.2 (for one year) and GS 20-16.5 (for 10 days, beginning immediately upon 
being charged), as well as revocation under GS 20-16.5 for driving commercial vehicle with alco- 
hol concentration of 0.04 or more. Provides that costs applicable to 10-day revocation for com- 
mercial driver who has alcohol concentration of 0.04 or more are $50, instead of $25. Amends 
GS 20-26 to provide that registered or declared weight of vehicle as recorded by Division may be 
transmitted by Division of Criminal Information and is prima facie evidence of declared weight. 
Repeals Ch. 1112, SL 1987 (Reg. Session, 1988), effective June 1, 1989. Ch. 1112 provides for 
commercial driver impaired driving offense, effective June 1, 1989, and expiring June 30, 1989. 
Remaining sections of bill are effective April 1, 1990.

S 611. CABARRUS OCCUPANCY TAX (= H 813). "AUTHORIZING CABARRUS COUNTY TO LEVY 
A ROOM OCCUPANCY AND TOURISM DEVELOPMENT TAX AND ESTABLISHING A CABARRUS 
COUNTY TOURISM AUTHORITY." See identical bill, H 813. 

introduced by Jim Johnson. Referred to Finance. 


S 612. GUILFORD SCHOOL MERGER-2. "TO MERGE ALL OF THE SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE 
UNITS IN GUILFORD COUNTY, SUBJECT TO A REFERENDUM.” Merges school units in Guilford 
County subject to referendum scheduled for Sept. 12, 1989. All registered voters in three districts 
eligible to vote, and majority required for approval. Requires Board of County Comm'rs to estab- 
lish single member districts for new county-wide system, if approved by voters. New board to be 
elected for two year terms by nonpartisan, plurality method, beginning in November 1990. 
Provides for transition to single system, with transition complete on July 1, 1991. 

Introduced by Chalk. Referred to Education. 


S 613. WILMINGTON AUTO TAX INCREASE. "TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF WILMINGTON TO 
COLLECT A MOTOR VEHICLE TAX OF NOT MORE THAN TWENTY DOLLARS." Modifies GS 20-97(a) 
to authorize Wilmington to levy annual motor vehicle license tax of up to $20 (general law, $5 
maximum). 

introduced by Block. Referred to Finance. 


S 614. LEWISTON-WOODVILLE BOUNDARIES (=H 809). "7O DEFINE THE BOUNDARY LINES OF 
THE TOWN OF LEWISTON-WOODVILLE.” See identical bill H 809. 
Introduced by Ballance. Referred to Local Government. 
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S 615. WILSON EMINENT DOMAIN (=H 827). "TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 
WILSON TO PROVIDE FOR AN ALTERNATIVE EMINENT DOMAIN PROCEDURE.” See identical bill H 
827. 

Introduced by R. Martin. Referred to Local Government. 


S 616. ESTABLISHMENT OF PATERNITY. "TO PERMIT THE ESTABLISHMENT OF PATERNITY OF 
AN ILLEGITIMATE CHILD ANY TIME BEFORE THE CHILD ATTAINS THE AGE OF EIGHTEEN YEARS.” 
Amends GS 49-4 to delete present provisions concerning time within which prosecution may be 
commenced against reputed father of illegitimate child, and to provide that prosecution may be 
instituted against either father or mother (now, mother only) at any time before child attains age 
of 18. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Jim Johnson. Referred to Judiciary 2. 





S 617. GATES HIGH SCHOOL WATER FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE GATES 
COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION TO MODIFY THE WASTEWATER SYSTEM AT THE GATES COUNTY 
HIGH SCHOOL." Appropriates $300,000 from General Fund for 1989-90 as title indicates. Effective 
July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 618. CHILD-CARING FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO INCREASE THE LEVEL OF 
GRANTS-IN-AID TO PRIVATE CHILD-CARING INSTITUTIONS." Appropriates $808,278 for each year 
of 1989-91 biennium from General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources to increase grants-in-aid 
to private child-caring institutions so that state reimburses 50% of cost of care for the 752 eligible 
children; allocations to eligible institutions to be carried out as provided by relevant portions of 
NC Administrative Code. Effective July 1, 1989. 

introduced by Tally. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 619. CAROLINA BEACH LAND TRANSFER. "TO DIRECT THE STATE TO TRANSFER A TRACT 
OF STATE LAND TO THE TOWN OF CAROLINA BEACH FOR THE DEVELOPMENT OF A YOUTH 
CENTER." As title indicates. 

introduced by Block. Referred to Environment. 


S 620. CATAWBA THOROUGHFARE PLAN. "AUTHORIZING CATAWBA COUNTY TO ASSIST 
THOROUGHFARE PLAN IMPLEMENTATION." Authorizes Catawba County to expend funds, use 
eminent domain power, and make agreements with municipalities in the county to give funding 
assistance to them, for the purpose of acquiring land or rights-of-way for thoroughfare construc- 
tion and improvement projects that have been included in program or plan of Dep't of 
Transportation, Board of Transportation, local governments, and metropolitan planning organiza- 
tions. Such land and rights-of-way acquired by county must be transferred to the governmental 
agency that is carrying out the construction or improvement before the construction or improve- 
ment begins. 

introduced by Allran. Referred to Local Government. 


S 621. WILSON LOCAL DEVELOPMENT (=H 826). "CONCERNING LOCAL DEVELOPMENT IN THE 
CITY OF WILSON AND WILSON COUNTY." See identical bill H 826. 
introduced by Ezzell. Referred to Local Government. 


S 622. EDGECOMBE/NASH JUNKED CARS (=H 824). "TO ALLOW MUNICIPALITIES IN 
EDGECOMBE AND NASH COUNTIES TO REGULATE THE ABANDONMENT OF JUNKED 
MOTOR VEHICLES.” See identical bill H 824. 

introduced by Ezzell. Referred to Local Government. 
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S 623. ROCKY MOUNT JUNKED CARS (=H 825). "TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 
ROCKY MOUNT CONCERNING THE REMOVAL OF ABANDONED OR JUNKED MOTOR VEHICLES 
FROM PRIVATE PROPERTY.” See identical bill H 825. 

introduced by Ezzell. Referred to Local Government. 


S 624. BUSINESS ENERGY IMPROVEMENT (=H 728). "TO CREATE A FINANCING MECHANISM 
WITHIN THE DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE, ENERGY DIVISION, TO PROVIDE CAPITAL TO 
INDUSTRIAL AND COMMERCIAL CONCERNS LOCATED OR UNDERTAKING TRANSLOCATION TO 
NORTH CAROLINA FOR CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT PROJECTS DETERMINED TO PROVIDE ENERGY 
CONSERVATION.” See identical bill H 728. 

Introduced by R. Martin. Referred to State Government. 


S 625. UNION/MONROE SCHOOL BOUNDARIES. "TO REPEAL A LOCAL ACT FREEZING THE 
BOUNDARIES OF THE MONROE CITY SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE UNIT." Repeais SL 1979, Ch. 189 
and revives SL 1971, Ch. 735, Section 1(c), to provide that all annexations to corporate bounda- 
ries of City of Monroe automatically extend boundaries of Monroe City School Administrative Unit 
to include territory annexed by city and to provide that any area annexed by city between March 
23, 1979 and June 30, 1991 shail become part of city school unit on July 1, 1991. Further pro- 
vides that with approval of superintendents of both units, any student who is in ninth grade or 
above in Union County School Administrative Unit at end of 1990-91 term and whose residence is 
changed by bill from Union County unit to Monroe City unit, may continue to attend school in 
Union County unit if student continues to reside in that residence (Union County unit has no duty 
to provide transportation for such a student). Provides that any transfer of territory under bill does 
not affect title or possession of Shiloh School or Career Center by Union County unit. 
Introduced by Plyler. Referred to Education. 


S 626. LAKE ADGER NO WAKE ZONE. "TO ESTABLISH A 'SLOW-NO-WAKE’ AREA ON LAKE 
ADGER IN POLK COUNTY." Makes it a misdemeanor to operate motorboat in excess of no-wake 
speed on specified area of Lake Adger in Polk County; violation punishable by $10-$50 fine or 
30-day imprisonment for first offense, $50-$200 fine and/or 90-day imprisonment for subsequent 
offense within three years. Provides for enforcement by wildlife officers and other peace officers 
with general jurisdiction. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Carpenter. Referred to Environment. 


S 627. GASTON HOSPITAL LEASE. "TO ELIMINATE HOSPITAL LEASE AUTHORITY IN GASTON 
COUNTY.” Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Rauch. Referred to Local Government. 


S 628. LOCKBOX PROPERTY TAX COLLECTION. "TO ALLOW THE GOVERNING BODY OF A 
COUNTY OR ITS MUNICIPALITIES TO CONTRACT WITH FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS FOR RECEIPT OF 
PAYMENT OF PROPERTY TAXES.” Amends GS 105-321 to allow governing body of a taxing unit to 
contract with bank or other financial institution to receive payment of taxes. Bank must furnish 
bond to perform contract. Governing body must publish timely notice of arrangement, unless bank 
only receives mailed payments. Amends GS 105-357(b) to provide that bank that has contracted 
to receive tax payments may accept uncertified check for payment, but may not issue receipt for 
such payment; if check honored, bank must notify tax collector, who must issue receipt for pay- 
ment; if check unpaid, bank must notify collector, who must proceed to collect taxes due. 
Repeals SL 1983, Ch. 284 (Gaston county local act on same subject). 

introduced by Rauch. Referred to Local Government. 
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S 629. 26TH DIST. SINGLE PRIME CONTRACTS. "TO ALLOW PUBLIC CONTACTS TO BE BID IN 
THE ALTERNATIVE AS MULTIPLE PRIME OR SINGLE PRIME CONTRACTOR CONTRACTS IN 
IREDELL, ALEXANDER, CATAWBA, AND YADKIN COUNTIES.” Modifies GS 143-128 and -132 as 
title indicates. . 

introduced by Bryan. Referred to Local Government. 


S 630. AGRICULTURAL FAIRS COUNCIL (=H 575). "TO CREATE AN AGRICULTURAL FAIRS 
COUNCIL IN THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE.” See identical bill H 575. 
Introduced by Speed. Referred to Agriculture. 


S 631. MIGRANT HOUSING LAW CHANGES. "TO CONSOLIDATE THE REGULATION OF MIGRANT 
HOUSING WITHIN THE DEPARTMENT OF LABOR AND TO ESTABLISH STANDARDS AND 
ENFORCEMENT PROVISIONS FOR THE REGULATION OF MIGRANT HOUSING.” Repeals GS Ch. 
130A, Art. 8, Part 5, governing migrant housing, and adds GS Ch. 985, Art. 19, entitled “Migrant 
Housing Act of NC,” to regulate standards of migrant housing. 

Standards. Adopts all federal standards unless otherwise provided. Directs Comm'n for 
Health Services to adopt, and Dep’t of Human Resources to enforce rules for water quality and 
water sanitation standards for migrant housing. Applies requirements for collection, treatment, 
and disposal of sewage under GS Ch. 130A, Art. 11 to migrant housing. Requires provision of 
operable heating equipment (equipment must be capable of maintaining 65-degree temperature in 
living areas) whenever outside temperature falls below 50 degrees and migrant housing is occu- 
pied. Requires migrant housing to comply with fire safety standards adopted by Comm’n for 
Health Services. Sets food preparation and service standards for migrant housing. 

Inspection. Requires every operator of migrant housing to apply to Dep’t of Labor for 
preoccupancy inspection; directs Dep’t of Labor to notify local health dep’t and and directs local | 
health dep’t to inspect housing for compliance with water quality, water sanitation, and sewage 
standards. Prohibits operator to allow migrant housing to be occupied unless housing is certified 
to be in compliance with all standards of act, but permits provisional occupancy if inspection not 
conducted by Dep’t of Labor at least four days before anticipated occupancy. 

Enforcement. Applies enforcement standards of GS 95-129, -130, and 136 through -142 (ex- 
cept not GS 95-129(4), -130(2) and -130(6)) of NC Occupational Safety and Health Act to migrant 
housing. 

Waiver of rights. Provides that any agreements by migrants to waive or modify their rights 
under the act are void, but permits Dep’t of Labor to waive or modify rights. 

Publication of standards. Estabilshes schedule for publication of fire safety standards for 
migrant housing by Comm’n for health services and for kitchen and dining room facilities by 
Comm’r of Labor. 

Effective date. Effective Jan. 1, 1990 if funds appropriated for 1989-90 to implement act; act 
shall not become effective if such funds not appropriated for 1989-90; even if act not effective, 
directs Dep't of Human resources to apply act’s water supply “quantity” standards for 1989 
growing season and for subsequent growing seasons if funds not appropriated to implement act. 
Introduced by Speed. Referred to Agriculture. 


S 632. WEAVERVILLE ANNEXATIONS. "TO TEMPORARILY EXEMPT THE TOWN OF WEAVERVILLE 
FROM LIMITS ON THE SIZE OF A SATELLITE ANNEXATION." Regarding Weaverville annexation 
ordinances adopted on or before June 30, 1990, repeals GS 160A-58.1(b)(5), which requires that 
noncontiguous area proposed for annexation, when added to the area within all other satellite 
corporate limits, not exceed 10% of the area within the city’s primary corporate limits. 

Introduced by Winner. Referred to Local Government. 
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AMENDMENTS AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 17. WOMEN’S PRISON CONSTRUCTION FUNDS. (See p. 18) 
House amendment deletes $1,105,600 appropriation for mental health facility at Correctional 
Center for Women and accordingly reduces total appropriation to $1,017,800. 


H 35. STATEWIDE STORMWATER STANDARDS. (See p. 32) 
House committee substitute rewrites bill. Amends GS 143-213 to define “stormwater” as flow 
resulting from precipitation occurring immediately after rainfall or snowmelt. Adds GS 143- 
214.1A to direct Environmental Management Comm’n to adopt stormwater runoff rules and 
programs for point and nonpoint sources on phased-in statewide basis. Directs Comm’n to 
consider standards and best management practices for protection of water resources in fol- 
lowing order of priority: (1) classified shellfish waters; (2) water supply watersheds; (3) out- 
standing resource waters; (4) high quality waters; and (5) other waters where stormwater 
control is needed. Directs Comm’n to hold public hearings. Requires review by 
Administrative Rules Review Comm'n before adopted rules are implemented. Requires report 
to 1989 General Assembly on first day of 1990 Regular Session. 


H 78. INCREASE QUALITY OF REAPPRAISALS. (See p. 73) 
House amendment allows (was, requires) county conducting general revaluation of real prop- 
erty with assistance of private mass appraisal firm to submit copy of specifications and pro- 
posed contract to Dep’t of Revenue for review before inviting or taking bids. Requires Dep’t 
to assist county in developing specifications for proposed contract. States that county board 
of equalization and review may (was, shall) submit report on reappraisal to Dep’t of 
Revenue. Makes conforming change in title. 


H 142. SOCIAL SERVICES PROGRAMS. (See p. 95) 
House amendment requires that community education materials be easily understandable by 
population to whom the materials would be distributed (was, by persons reading on a fourth 
grade level). 


H 156. WATERSHED PROTECTION RULES. (See p. 104) 
House committee substitute rewriies bill. Title now reads "AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE AND 
DIRECT THE ENVIRONMENTAL MANAGEMENT COMMISSION TO DEVELOP AND ADOPT 
RULES ESTABLISHING MINIMUM WATER SUPPLY WATERSHED MANAGEMENT 
REQUIREMENTS FOR PROTECTION OF THE STATE’S SURFACE WATER SUPPLIES.” 
Directs Comm'n to develop and adopt by Jan. 1, 1991 rules establishing classifications for 
water supply watersheds (hereinafter "watersheds”) and minimum watershed management 
requirements for each classification necessary to protect surface water supplies. 
Reclassification of existing watersheds must be complete by Jan. 1, 1992. Authorizes 
Comm'n to designate critical watersheds, which are subject to more stringent management 
requiremenis. 

Provides that local governments are responsible for administering program consistent 
with minimum requirements adopted by Comm'n. Requires local gov’ts having watersheds to 
submit to Comm'n local land use plans, implementing ordinances, etc., by July 1, 1992. 
Comm'n to approve submittals only if consistent with or more than stringent than minimum 
requirements. Authorizes Sec’y of Natural Resources and Community Development to make 
annual grants to local gov’t units for use in developing local watershed protection plans and 
management programs. Provides that Sec’y must give priority to gov't units not administering 
zoning in affected areas. 
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Specifies that.when local gov'ts fail to adopt or enforce protection program, Comm'n 
is responsible for enforcing minimum statewide requirements. Sets out requirements for no- 
tice to local unit, procedure for assuming local program. Failure to adopt watershed protec- 
tion programs required by bill is punishable by civil penalty up to $10,000/month, assessed 
by Comm'n against local government. Penalty may not be assessed until Comm'n has as- 
sumed administration/enforcement of program. Thereafter, penalty imposed must be pursu- 
ant to uniform schedule adopted by Comm’n based on acreage and other factors, designed 
to recoup cost of administration/enforcement. Provides that when program has been adopted 
by local gov't, Comm'n has right to take action against person violating minimum require- 
ments, if local gov't unit has unlawfully issued permit or failed to enforce requirements. 
Amends GS 143-215.6(a) to authorize Comm’n to assess civil penalty up to $10,000 against 
person who violates minimum watershed requirements adopted pursuant to bill, whether en- 
forced by Comm'n or local gov’t unit. 

Changes membership of Watershed Protection Advisory Council, which consists of not 
more than 20 members: (1) Sec’y of Natural Resources and Community Development 
(NRCD) or designee; (2) Sec’y of Transportation or designee; (3) Sec’y of Human Resources 
or designee; (4) Comm’r of Agriculture or designee; (5) one member from each of two lead 
regional organizations appointed by Comm’n from organization nominations; (6) three repre- 
sentatives from county gov’t, appointed by Senate on recommendation of President Pro 
Tempore, by House on recommendation of Speaker, and by Comm'n, from three lists sub- 
mitted by Ass’n of County Comm'rs; (7) three representatives from city gov’t, appointed in 
same manner as county gov't representatives, except that nominations are made by League 
of Municipalities; (8) person selected by Comm’n with expertise in land use planning; (9) 
local health director nominated by Sec’y of Human Resources and selected by Comm’n; (10) 
two persons involved in land development, recommended by Home Builders Association and 
selected by Comm’n; (11) person with expertise in water resources, selected by Comm'n; 
(12) soil and water conservation district supervisor selected by Sec’y of NRCD; and (13) two 
members selected by Comm’n representing interest of environment and conservation com- 
munity. 


H 571. CONTRACTOR FINANCIAL RESPONSIBILITY. (See p. 327) | 
House committee substitute increases maximum value of single project for which holder of 
limited license may act as general contractor to $250,000 (original bill set maximum value at 
$175,000). 


SENATE BILLS 


S 15. LOWER PARTIAL LICENSE FEE INTEREST. (See pp. 21, 120) 


Senate amendment changes title of bill to "AN ACT CHANGING THE INTEREST PAYMENT 
METHOD ON PARTIAL LICENSE FEES.” 


S 26. COMPENSATION FOR DWI VICTIMS. (See p. 29) 
Senate committee substitute amends GS 15B-2(5) to remove from definition of "criminally 
injurious conduct” requirement that conduct occur or is attempted in North Carolina. 
Specifies that definition includes conduct amounting to offense involving impaired driving as 
defined in GS 20-4.01(24a). Amends GS 15B-4 to provide that compensation for criminally 
injurious conduct is available only for economic (and not for noneconomic) loss. Requires 
Comm'n to follow NC civil tort law regarding liability. Specifies that criminally injurious con- 
duct against NC resident while in another state may result in award of compensation, pro- 
vided state in which conduct occurs does not have victims compensation program. 


S 42. COMMITTEE ON PRISONS REVIVED. (See p. 48) 
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House committee substitute revives Special Committee on Prisons through final report to 
1989 or 1990 Session of 1989 General Assembly. Membership to consist of eight Senators 
appointed by President Pro Tempore and eight members of House of Representative ap- 
pointed by Speaker. 


S 88. UNC ALUMNI CENTER AMENDMENTS. (See pp. 88, 431) 
House amendment prohibits UNC-CH from using student fees or overhead receipts to pay 
for lease of UNC-CH Alumni Center. 


S 125. STATE FRAUD/ABUSE HOTLINE. (See p. 110) 
Senate amendment provides that records involving unsubstantiated allegations of improper 
governmental activities maintained by State Auditor shall be destroyed within four years from 
date allegation was received. 


S 147. VICTIM’S COMPENSATION CHANGES. (See p. 134) 
Senate committee substitute deletes amendments to GS 15B-4. Rewrites changes to GS 
15B-6(b) so that director has authority (1) with consent of district att’y, to request that law 
enforcement officers provide investigative information to assist in determining compensation 
award, and to request prosecutors, law enforcement officers, and state agencies to conduct 
investigations and provide information to assist in determining compensation award; and (2) 
to require claimant to supplement application for compensation with reasonably available 
medical or psychological reports concerning injury. Provides that information obtained pursu- 
ant to GS 15B-6(b) is subject to same privilege against public disclosure that may be as- 
serted by providing source. 


S 151. NATURAL HERITAGE TRUST SUNSET OFF. (See p. 135) 
Senate committee substitute provides that neither act nor SL 1987, Ch. 871, Section 2 (con- 
cerning Recreation and Natural Heritage Trust Program) obligates the General Assembly to 
appropriate funds to implement either provision. Directs each dep’t and agency to which act 
applies to implement act and SL 1987, Ch. 871, Section 2 from funds otherwise appropri- 
ated to dep’t or agency. 


S 255. CHILD SUPPORT COLLECTION. (See p. 210) 
Senate amendments clarify that bill’s provisions apply to child support enforcement pro- 
grams administered by local units as well as those administered by Dep’t of Human 
Resources. Makes conforming change in title. 


S 290. HIGHWAY TRUST FUND. (See p. 229) 
Senate committee substitute deletes provisions of original bill imposing 2% transfer tax. 
Adds GS 105-164.6(9) to impose 3% use tax on motor vehicles acquired under circum- 
stances in which sales tax not collected (primarily, out-of-state purchases). Exempts farm 
equipment, special mobile equipment, manufactured homes, vehicles designed for work off 
highway, transfers pursuant to estate settlements or other court orders, and transfers in 
which it is impossible to determine value of vehicle “because of a limited market or the 
unique quality” of the vehicle. Provides that transfers between spouses and between parents 
and children are subject to alternative $25 tax when no consideration other than the vehicle 
itself changes hands. Directs that 2/3 of proceeds goes to Highway Trust Fund and 1/3 to 
General Fund. Makes conforming amendment to GS 105-164.4. 

Specifies distribution formula to be used for allocations for an annually updated seven- 
year construction period among highway divisions for Intrastate System projects, secondary 
road projects, and transportation improvement projects (formula does not apply to urban 
loop projects). Sets up seven distribution regions, each composed of two specified Highway 
Divisions. Provides that for each period, 25% of funds shall be allocated among distribution 
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regions in proportion to uncompleted miles of Intrastate System, 25% in proportion to vehicle 
miles traveled, 25% in proportion to population, and 25% on equal share basis. When 90% 
of Intrastate System is complete, or in year 2000, whichever occurs first, formula changes to 
33.3% in proportion to vehicle miles traveled, 33.3% in proportion to population, and 33.3% 
on equal share basis. Provides that each region shall receive within 15%, more or less, of 
the amount received by any other region. 

Requires Dep't of Transportation to report annually to Fiscal Research Div’n with re- 
spect to information used to implement secondary road allocation formula.

H 875. LUMBERTON FIREMEN’S FUND. "TO REWRITE THE LAW REGARDING THE LUMBERTON 
FIREMEN'S SUPPLEMENTARY FUND." Directs trustees of Lumberton firemen’s relief fund to es- 
tablish separate firemen’s supplementary pension fund, funded by transfer from the relief fund of 
all moneys in excess of $500. Entitles each retired paid fireman of Lumberton who retires under 
provisions of LGGRS to monthly payments from pension fund in amount equal to $2.50 for each 
full year of service with fire dep’t. Specifies that bill does not create additional liability for pension 
fund unless sufficient assets are available to pay for liability. Effective July 1, 1989.

H 876. MATERNITY LEAVE/RETIREMENT SERVICE. "TO PROVIDE FOR A MEMBER OF THE 
TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM TO PURCHASE TIME LOST DUE TO 
INTERRUPTED SERVICE FOR MATERNITY LEAVE." Amends GS 135-4 to allow employee having 
five or more years of credited membership service to purchase creditable service for periods 
which were interrupted due to pregnancy or childbirth by making lump sum payment to Annuity 
Savings Funds in amount equal to full liability of service credits computed in manner set out in 
bill. Limits amount of service that may be purchased to six months per pregnancy. Effective July 
1, 1989.

H 877. CHARLOTTE FIREFIGHTERS’ SYSTEM. "TO AMEND THE LAW REGARDING THE 
CHARLOTTE FIREFIGHTERS’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM." Makes numerous changes in Charlotte 
Firefighters’ Retirement System, including the following major items: (1) effective July 1, 1989, 
reduces vesting period for service retirement benefits to five years (now, 10); (2) effective July 1, 
1989, allows service retirement at age 60 or older with five or more but fewer than 25 years 
service credit; (3) effective July 1, 1989, monthly service retirement benefit formula becomes 
2.6% of final average salary multiplied by membership service credit, but not less than $500 nor 
more than 100% of final average salary; (4) effective July 1, 1988, allows members prior to dis- 
ability retirement to choose a joint and survivor benefit option with survivor receiving 50% of ad- 
justed benefit; (5) effective July 1, 1989, allows surviving spouse of member who was eligible for 
service or early retirement benefit to choose option as if deceased spouse had chosen the 66 
2/3% joint and survivor benefit option; (6) effective July 1, 1989, directs system to make bonus 
payments to retirees when actual payroll contributions exceed actuarial requirements for the previ- 
ous year; and (7) deletes existing provision that membership service credit may not be earned 
after age 70.

H 878. MECKLENBURG MEDICAL EXAMINER FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR MEDICAL 
EXAMINER SERVICES IN MECKLENBURG COUNTY." Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Human Resources $185,000 for each year of 1989-91 biennium for cited purpose. Effective July 
1, 1989. 

Introduced by Foster. Referred to Government. 


H 879. HEARING/SIGHT IMPAIRED JURORS. "TO ALLOW HEARING IMPAIRED PERSONS AND 
VISUALLY IMPAIRED PERSONS TO SERVE ON JURIES.” Amends GS 9-3 to prohibit disqualification 

of person from jury service based solely on hearing or visual impairment. Amends GS 9-15 to 

provide that such impairment may be grounds for challenge for cause if court determines person | 
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is incapable of performing duties of juror without prejudice to substantial rights of challenging 
party. Amends GS 8B-2 to require court to appoint interpreter for deaf juror. Amends GS 8B-7 to 
require interpreter for hearing impaired juror to take oath that he will refrain from participating in 
jury deliberations (aside from interpreting) and that he will refrain from communicating with others 
about matters before the jury.

H 880. RALEIGH OUTSIDE STREET NAMES. "TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF RALEIGH TO NAME

to use procedure set forth in GS 153A-240 for that purpose.

H 881. CATAWBA THOROUGHFARE PLAN. "AUTHORIZING CATAWBA COUNTY TO ASSIST 
THOROUGHFARE PLAN IMPLEMENTATION.” Authorizes Catawba County to expend funds and ex- 
ercise power of eminent domain to acquire land or rights-of-way for certain thoroughfare construc- 
tion and improvement projects. Allows Catawba to accept donations and dedications of land or 
rights-of-way for these projects. Authorizes contracts with municipal governments in County for 
funding assistance in acquiring such property. Requires county to transfer property acquired pur- 
suant to bill to government agency carrying out the construction or improvement. Specifies that 
bill does not authorize Catawba to perform actual construction or improvement of streets, high- 
ways, or thoroughfares.

PROMOTE EXCELLENCE IN PUBLIC EDUCATION.” Appropriates $25,000 from General Fund to 
Council for Educational Excellence, Inc. in Catawba County for 1989-90 for purpose indicated in 
title. Effective July 1, 1989.

H 883. CATAWBA TRAINING GROUNDS FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE CATAWBA 
COUNTY FIREMENS’ ASSOCIATION AND THE CATAWBA RESCUE SQUAD FOR CONSTRUCTION OF 
PARKING IN TRAINING AREA." Appropriates from General Fund to Catawba County Firemens’ 
Association, Incorporated and Catawba Rescue Squad, Inc. $10,000 for 1989-90 for purpose indi- 
Cated in title. 

Introduced by Isenhower. Referred to Government. 


H 884. VANCE SCHOOL ELECTIONS. "TO EXPAND THE VANCE COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION 
FROM FIVE TO SEVEN MEMBERS AND PROVIDE FOR ITS ELECTION BY DISTRICTS." Effective on 
first Monday in Dec. 1990, expands Vance Board of Education to seven members elected for 
four-year staggered terms on partisan basis by and from seven single member districts as used 
for electing county comm’rs. Current members of school board may complete terms regardless of 
place of residence. 

introduced by Church. Referred to Government. 


H 885. HARNETT/LEE JUNKED CARS. "7O ALLOW THE MUNICIPALITIES IN HARNETT OR LEE 
COUNTIES, HARNETT COUNTY, AND LEE COUNTY TO REGULATE THE ABANDONMENT OF JUNKED 
MOTOR VEHICLES." Modifies GS 160A-303.2(a) and GS 153A-132.2(a) as title indicates. 
introduced by Stewart. Referred to Government. 
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H 886. WAYNE SOLID WASTE FEES. "TO AUTHORIZE THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF 
WAYNE COUNTY TO LEVY, ASSESS, AND COLLECT A SOLID WASTE FEE.” Authorizes Wayne 
County Comm'rs to collect solid waste fee from each household that does not have a city or 
private refuse collection service. Provides that fee may be billed with and paid in same manner 
as ad valorem taxes, and may be enforced by lien on real property in same manner as ad valo- 
rem taxes. Limits use of fees to solid waste management partially supported by tipping fees paid 
by households not subject to fee.

H 887. WAYNE SOLID WASTE CONTRACTS. "TO ALLOW WAYNE COUNTY TO ENTER INTO LONG

299.6 as title indicates.

H 888. LOCALS NOT ISSUE BEER LICENSE. "TO PERMIT LOCAL GOVERNMENTS TO REFUSE 
TO ISSUE ON-PREMISES MALT BEVERAGE LICENSES.” Amends GS 105-113.71(b) to allow certain 
certain counties and cities to decline to issue on-premises mait beverage licenses (now, only un- 
fortified wine licenses).

H 888. NONPROFIT NURSING HOME C.O.N. "TO REMOVE CERTIFICATE OF NEED 
REQUIREMENTS FROM NONPROFIT NURSING HOMES." Amends GS 131E-176 (definitions for pur- 
poses of Certificate of Need Law) to limit definitions of long term health care facility and related 
terms to "for profit” facilities. 

introduced by Holt. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 890. DAVIDSON TRESPASS FINE INCREASED. "TO INCREASE THE FINE IN DAVIDSON 
COUNTY FOR TRESPASSING ON PRIVATE, POSTED PROPERTY TO ONE THOUSAND DOLLARS.” 
Modifies GS 14-159.12 with respect to Davidson County only to define second degree trespass as 
entry on land of another without written authorization when land is posted. Provides that offense 
is punishable by imprisonment up to 30 days, fine up to $1,000, or both. Creates new offense of 
third degree trespass, set out in GS 14-159.13A applicable to Davidson only, defined as unauthor- — 
ized entry on premises of another after being notified not to enter. Provides that offense is pun- 
ishable by imprisonment up to 30 days, fine up to $200, or both. Applicable to offenses occurring 
on or after Oct. 1, 1989.

H 891. WRIGHTSVILLE BEACH CHARTER-2. "TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE TOWN OF 
WRIGHTSVILLE BEACH." Blank bill; no substantive provisions.

H 882. CURRITUCK BEAUTIFICATION DISTRICT. "TO PROVIDE FOR AN ELECTION IN A PART OF 
CURRITUCK COUNTY ON THE QUESTION OF ESTABLISHING A COINJOCK CANALS AREA 
BEAUTIFICATION DISTRICT AND TO PROVIDE FOR THE LEVY AND COLLECTION OF PROPERTY 
TAXES IN THIS DISTRICT." Subject to voter approval, authorizes Currituck County to establish 
beautification district composed of Moyock, Poplar Branch, Church's island, Powell's Point, 
Knotts Island, and Whalehead precincts for purpose of installing underground power lines and to 
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levy in the district property tax at rate not to exceed $.10 per $100. Amends GS 18B-600(g) to 
authorize mixed beverage election to be conducted in any beautification district created after 
May, 1984 and prior to June 30, 1990 (now, elections allowed only in such districts in counties 
having ABC stores).

H 893. SANITARY DISTRICT ELECTIONS. "TO ALLOW SANITARY DISTRICT ELECTIONS TO BE 
HELD IN EVEN-NUMBERED YEARS IN COUNTIES WHICH HAVE NiO INCORPORATED 
MUNICIPALITIES, AND WHERE THE SANITARY DISTRICT BOARD SERVES FOUR-YEAR 
UNSTAGGERED TERMS." Amends GS 130A-50 to add new subsection as title indicates. Board of 
comm ’rs must adopt resolution before Dec. 31, 1989, setting sanitary district election on same 
date as general election in even-numbered years and extending terms of office of then-serving 
members by one year.

H 894. FORSYTH SCHOOL PAY DAY. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE WINSTON-SALEM/FORSYTH 
COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION MAY PAY ITS TEACHERS AND OTHER INSTRUCTIONAL 
PERSONNEL ON THE SIXTEENTH DAY OF EACH MONTH." As title indicates. Effective Aug. 1, 
1989.

H 895. GUILFORD ACQUIRE ROAD RIGHT-OF-WAY. "TO AUTHORIZE GUILFORD COUNTY TO 
ACQUIRE LAND FOR ROAD RIGHTS-OF-WAY FOR CONNECTORS BETWEEN SUBDIVISIONS AND 
CONNECTORS BETWEEN SUBDIVISIONS AND STATE-MAINTAINED ROADS BY DEDICATION AND 
ACCEPTANCE, PURCHASE, OR EMINENT DOMAIN." Authorizes Guilford County to acquire land for 
road rights-of-way by dedication and acceptance, purchase, or eminent domain and to appropri- 
ate and spend up to $25,000 per year per project for that purpose (includes amount spent for 
such acquisitions in spending limitation of $500,000 in H 896) Provides (1) that when a land de- 
veloper, municipality, or Dep’t of Transportation builds road, county shall transfer title to right-of- 
way land to state or local unit with jurisdiction over road, and (2) that a governmental unit (but not 
a private developer) building a road shall pay county for county’s direct cost of acquiring land 
plus 25% (but not to exceed appraised value at time of transfer). Further provides that county 
may use non-ad valorem tax revenue and other revenue not restricted by law (including funds 
reimbursed to county for transfer of title to right-of-way land) to finance right-of-way acquisitions. 
Authorizes county to dispose of land or use it for other public purposes if right-of-way is deter- 
mined to be needed no longer.

H 896. GUILFORD INTERLOCAL AGREEMENTS. "TO AUTHORIZE GUILFORD COUNTY TO ENTER

COUNTY TO ACQUIRE LAND FOR ROAD RIGHTS-OF-WAY BY DEDICATION AND ACCEPTANCE, 
PURCHASE, OR EMINENT DOMAIN." As title indicates. Sets out details of agreement, including 
requirement that when city or Dep’t of Transportation constructs road, title to right-of-way land 
must be transferred to unit constructing road, and county must be paid direct cost of land for 
rights-of-way plus 25%, not to exceed appraised value of land when it is transferred. Local gov't 
units participating in interloca! participatory agreement to fund design costs for future state high- 
way system street project may use non-ad valorem tax revenues and any other revenues not oth- 
erwise restricted by law, including funds authorized by voters of local unit, to fund design costs 
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for project. Interlocal agreement must be subject to adoption of Transportation Plan approved by 
participating units’ governing boards and, if road Is part of state road system, by Dep’t of 
Transportation. Allows Guilford County to spend up to $500,000 per year to acquire road rights- 
of-way.

H 898. ALAMANCE REGULATE HUNTING. "TO PROHIBIT HUNTING FROM ROADS AND TO

1971, Ch. 206, and creates misdemeanor applicable only to Alamance County prohibiting hunting 
from road and hunting, fishing, or possessing bow or firearm on land of another without written 
permission. Violation is punishable by $100 fine or imprisonment up to 30 days. Subsequent con- 
viction within three years is punishable by $300 fine, imprisonment up to 90 days, or both. 
Enforceable by wildlife officers and peace officers with genera! subject matter jurisdiction. 
Specifies that prosecutions for violations of repealed law occurring before Oct. 1, 1989 are not 
abated. Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

H 900. FRANKLIN ZONING NOTICES. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE TOWN OF FRANKLIN NEED NOT

Modifies GS 160A-384, applicable only to Franklin, as title Indicates. Expires June 30, 1990. 
introduced by Kimsey. Referred to Government. 


H 901. LAKE ADGER NO WAKE ZONE (=S 626). "TO ESTABLISH A ’SLOW-NO-WAKE’ AREA ON 
LAKE ADGER IN POLK COUNTY.” See identical bill S 626.

H $02. POLK PRIVATE SALE (=S 653). "TO ALLOW POLK COUNTY TO CONVEY TO STEPS TO 
HOPE, INC., A NONPROFIT CORPORATION, CERTAIN REAL ESTATE AT PRIVATE SALE." See identi- 
cal bill S 653.

H 903. DURHAM E & R BOARD EXTENDED. "TO EXTEND THE TIME DURING WHICH THE 
DURHAM BOARD OF EQUALIZATION AND REVIEW MAY SIT." Modifies GS 105-322(e) to allow 
Durham Board of Equalization and Revue to sit until Dec. 1 (general law, July 1).

H 904. DURHAM CITY OVERLAY ZONING. "PERTAINING TO THE NOTICE REQUIRED FOR THE 
ADOPTION OF OVERLAY ZONING DISTRICT ORDINANCES BY THE CITY OF DURHAM." Amends 
Durham city charter to provide that city council may adopt ordinances establishing overlay dis- 
tricts, in which additional requirements are imposed on certain properties within one or more spe- 
cial use districts, and that mailed notice provisions of GS 160A-384 do not apply to ordinances 
that establish or amend overlay districts or their boundaries or requirements applicable to such 
districts.

Amends Durham 
charter to authorize city council to allow payment of facilities fee in lump sum or installments over 
period up to five years. Installments to bear interest at rate fixed by council up to 9%. Provides 
that under installment plan, fee is lien on property of person against which fee is imposed. 

Specifies that city is 
not entitled to deficiency judgment in action to foreclose facilities fee lien. Clarifies that "facilities 
fee” includes fee defined in charter and capital facilities fees .or water and sewer connection.

H 906. DURHAM RELOCATION PAYMENTS. "CLARIFYING THE AUTHORITY OF THE CITY OF 
DURHAM TO MAKE RELOCATION ASSISTANCE PAYMENTS IN ACCORDANCE WITH FEDERAL 
REQUIREMENTS." Allows City of Durham to make payments to displaced person in excess of 
limitations set out in Art. 2, GS Ch. 133 to extent payments are authorized under 42 USC sec. 
4601 et seq., or implementing regulations.

H 907. DURHAM DISCRIMINATION ORDINANCES. "TO ALLOW THE CITY OF DURHAM TO 
PROHIBIT ACTS OF DISCRIMINATION IN EMPLOYMENT AND PUBLIC ACCOMMODATIONS BASED 
ON RACE, COLOR, NATIONAL ORIGIN, RELIGION, SEX, HANDICAP OR AGE." Authorizes City of 
Durham to adopt ordinance banning discrimination in employment and public accommodation 
based on cited factors. City council may authorize or create agency to take actions and to have 
powers to implement ordinance, inciuding power to issue orders against persons it finds, after 
notice and hearing, to have violated ordinance and to seek court enforcement of such orders. 
States that act is not intended to expand authority of enforcing agency beyond those covering 
any specific employer or public accommodation by federal laws or regulations. Sets out kind of 
orders agency may issue against person violating ordinance, judicial review of agency orders, and 
enforcement of agency orders.

H 908. BENSON UTILITY CAPACITY CHARGES (=S 553). "TO ALLOW THE TOWN OF BENSON

within 200 years of schooi, church, business, or public entity, or within 200 yards within another's 
residence, unless hunter has obtained written permission from resident and owner. Prohibitions 
do not apply to hunters taking foxes during open seascn. Violation is misdemeanor, punishable by 
$10-$50 fine or imprisonment up to 30 days, with subsequent conviction within three years pun- 
ishable by $50-$200 fine, imprisonment up to 90 days, or both. Applies to offenses occurring on 
or after Oct. 1, 1989.

H 910. TWELFTH DISTRICT ELECTROFISHING. "TO PERMIT ELECTROFISHING FOR CATFISH IN

vice license as defined in GS 113-272.2 to use hand-operated device that generates electric cur- 
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rent for taking catfish in designated areas of Sampson, Pender, and Bladen Counties. Effective

H 911. CITY HISTORIC SERVICE DISTRICTS. "TO AMEND THE REQUIREMENTS FOR CITIES 
ELIGIBLE TO DESIGNATE HISTORIC DISTRICTS AS MUNICIPAL SERVICE DISTRICTS.” Amends SL 
1987, Ch. 621 to provide that Ch. 621 also applies to county seats whose population is greater 
than 200,000 but less than 300,000 

(cited Act, codified as GS 160A-536(1a) relates to providing underground utilities, period lighting 
and signs, and similar improvements in historic districts, to be financed by special tax levy). 
introduced by Stamey. Referred to Government. 


H 912. JUDGE MCMILLAN MAY PERFORM MARRIAGE. "TO PROVIDE THAT A FEDERAL 
DISTRICT COURT JUDGE MAY BE CONSIDERED A MAGISTRATE FOR PURPOSES OF PERFORMING 
A MARRIAGE." Authorizes Federal District Court Judge James McMillan to perform marriage of 
Tom Brudney and Sharon Samek in Mecklenburg County. Expires September 30, 1989. 
introduced by Easterling. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 913. SCHOOL EMPLOYEE BENEFITS PLAN. “TO AUTHORIZE A CAFETERIA-STYLE BENEFITS 
PLAN FOR PUBLIC SCHOOL EMPLOYEES." Amends GS 115C-12 to authorize State Board of 
Education to adopt a cafeteria-style benefits plan for public school employees, as long as plan 
does not reduce benefits currently available. 

Introduced by Barnhill. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 914. CHAPEL HILL FACILITIES FEES. "TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE TOWN OF CHAPEL 
HILL TO ALLOW THE ADOPTION OF ORDINANCES REQUIRING THAT ADEQUATE PUBLIC 
FACILITIES BE AVAILABLE FOR SERVING PROPOSED DEVELOPMENT AND TO REQUIRE EXISTING 
DEVELOPMENT TO ADDRESS TRAFFIC IMPACT GENERATED BY THAT DEVELOPMENT.” Amends 
to Chapel! Hill charter to authorize town to (1) enact ordinances assuring that adequate public 
facilities and services for proposed development are available; (2) condition development applica- 
tion approvals on applicant’s provision of transportation management programs; and (3) enact 
ordinances requiring existing development to address impact on health, safety and general wel- 
fare of traffic generated by that development.

H 915. ORANGE OMNIBUS BILL. "TO MAKE SUNDRY AMENDMENTS CONCERNING LOCAL

density increase of at least 25% over otherwise maximum allowable residential density under ap- 
plicable zoning classification) or provide other incentives of equivalent financial value to housing 
developer in town and its extraterritorial planning jurisdiction if developer agrees to build at least 
25% of total units of housing development for low or moderate income residents or 10% of total 
units for lower income residents; and (b) adopt ordinances requiring housing developers in town 
or its extraterritorial planning jurisdiction to build at least 25% of total units of a housing develop- 
ment for low or moderate income residents or 10% of total units for lower income residents, if 
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town grants density bonus or other financial incentives for such housing; and (4) Amends 
Carrboro charter to authorize board of aldermen to provide in land use ordinance that land use 
administrator may issue stop work order whenever violations of land use ordinance are discovered 
and if necessary to prevent irreparable injury.

H 916. WILSON DEER HUNTING REGULATED. "TO REGULATE HUNTING IN WILSON COUNTY." 
Makes it unlawful in Wilson County to hunt deer with rifle except from stand at least eight feet off 
ground or to hunt deer with rifle on land of another without written permission of owner or lessee 
of land. Violation is misdemeanor punishable by $10-50 fine or maximum 30 days imprisonment; 
for second conviction within three years, punishable by $50-200 fine and maximum 90 days im- 
prisonment. Act is enforceable by officers of Wildlife Resources Comm'n, sheriffs and deputy 
sheriffs, highway patroimen, and other officers with general jurisdiction. Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

H 917. ALAMANCE FOX HUNTING. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE TAKING OF FOXES IN ALAMANCE

ping foxes runs from Jan. 2 to Jan. 31 each year. Establishes season bag limit of 30 in aggre- 
gate during weapons and trapping seasons.

H 920. BROYHILL PARK AUTHORITY. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF THE T.H. 
BROYHILL PARK AUTHORITY BY THE CITY OF LENOIR.” Creates T.H. Broyhill Park Authority con- 
sisting of six members appointed by Lenoir City Council; three chosen from nominees submitted 
by Broyhill Family Foundation Inc., and three nominated by mayor and ratified by Council. Directs 
Authority to provide suitable recreational facilities on Broyhill Park property. Directs city to appro- 
priate $75,000 annually to Authority for the next five years to match funding from Foundation. 
Makes Authority subject to Local Gov’t Budget & Fiscal Control Act.

H 921. GRANDFATHER VILLAGE ELECTION. "AUTHORIZING THE QUALIFIED VOTERS OF 
GRANDFATHER VILLAGE TO VOTE IN AN ELECTION." Blank bill; no substantive provisions.

H 922. AVERY LOCAL BILL. "CONCERNING LOCAL GOVERNMENT IN AVERY COUNTY.” Blank 
bill; no substantive provisions. 
introduced by Robinson. Referred to Government. 
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H $23. CURRITUCK BANKS BEAUTIFICATION. "TO PROVIDE FOR AN ELECTION IN A PART OF 
CURRITUCK COUNTY ON THE QUESTION OF ESTABLISHING A CURRITUCK OUTER BANKS 
BEAUTIFICATION DISTRICT AND TO PROVIDE FOR THE LEVY AND COLLECTION OF PROPERTY 
TAXES IN THIS DISTRICT." Subject to voter approval, authorizes Currituck County to establish 
beautification district composed of portion of the county on outer banks from Dare County to 
Virginia line for purpose of installing underground power lines and to levy in the district property 
tax at rate not to exceed $.10 per $100. Amends GS 18B-600(g) to authorize mixed beverage 
election to be conducted in any beautification district created after May, 1984 and prior to June 
30, 1990 (now, elections allowed only in such districts in counties having ABC stores).

67(b), with respect to Transylvania County only, to change population maximum for modified full- 
time elections office to 18,000 (now, 14,000).

H 925. ORANGE COUNTY IMPACT TAX. "TO AUTHORIZE ORANGE COUNTY TO LEVY AN EXCISE 
TAX ON THE IMPACT OF LAND DEVELOPMENT FOR THE PURPOSE OF GENERATING REVENUES 
TO PAY PART OF THE COSTS OF CAPITAL FACILITIES REQUIRED BY GROWTH AND TO REPEAL 
LOCAL ACTS AUTHORIZING LOCAL GOVERNMENTS IN ORANGE COUNTY TO LEVY IMPACT FEES.” 
Authorizes Orange County, Chapel Hill, and Carrboro to repeal existing ordinances levying impact 
fees on land development, to be replaced by a county land development excise tax ordinance 
applicable throughout the county except within corporate limits of Hillsborough. Excise tax to be 
levied on new dwelling units and commercial building enclosed floor space for which a building 
permit is required at a flat rate per square foot. Rate to be established annually and may vary 
according to type of construction. Exempts from tax (1) recreational facilities bullt as part of resi- 
dential development and primarily used by residents of the development; (2) government-owned 
buildings; (3) buildings owned and operated by nonprofit entities for noncommercial and nonresi- 
dential purposes, and (4) schools or day care centers. Directs county to remit to Chapel Hill and 
Carrboro 75% of tax proceeds collected within towns’ corporate limits, extraterritorial jurisdiction, 
and transition areas. Provides that county may use tax proceeds for capital improvements related 
to schoois, libraries, stormwater drainage, open space, recreation, and emergency and public 
safety facilities including jails. Authorizes towns to use proceeds for roads, transportation systems, 
stormwater drainage, open space, recreation, and police and fire stations. Provides generally for 
tax administration. Provides that when sale of any property in Orange County involves new con- 
struction, seller must provide buyer with disclosure statement concerning applicability of excise 
tax.

H 926. GREENE BOGUS AMBULANCE CALLS. "TO PROVIDE THAT IT IS UNLAWFUL TO

Subject to ap- 
proval of voters in the affected area in referendum to be held at time of 1990 primary election, 
transfers the area known as "Meck Neck” from Mecklenburg County to Iredeli County, effective 
July 1, 1991 (area is separated from rest of Mecklenburg County by Lake Norman). Provides that 
transfer does not affect Senate and House districts until the apportionment following 1990 
census.

PRACTICE.” Amends GS 89C-21 to increase from $500 to $5,000 maximum civil penalty that may 
be assessed in disciplinary action by Board of Registration for Professional Engineers and Land 
Surveyors. Effective July 1, 1989.

H 933. LAKE ROXBORO PROJECT. "RELATING TO DISPOSITION OF EXCESS PROPERTY BY THE

chase from Roxboro at any time between ratification of act and July 1, 1992, land laying between 
10-foot high water mark on Lake Roxboro and original landowner’s property line. Purchase price 
to be fair market value as determined by panel of appraisers chosen by city and landowner. 
Prohibits city from disposing of this property until rights created by act expire.

Regulates type of traps that may be used; sets bag 
limit of 30; directs Wildlife Resources Comm'n to provide for sale of foxes. Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

at next regular municipal election, time limits established by general law are waived provided 
ordinance is adopted at least 45 days prior to the eleciion.

MISCONDUCT AND TO PREVENT PREJUDICING SUBJECTS BY PREMATURE RELEASE OF WHAT 
ARE LATER REVEALED AS ERRONEOUS OR MISLEADING ACCUSATIONS; AND TO FURTHER MAKE 
IT CLEAR THAT THE INVESTIGATION INFORMATION MAY NOT BE KEPT CONFIDENTIAL AFTER IT IS

SERVICE ACT." Makes numerous changes in the Practice of Funeral Service Act, GS Ch. 90, Art. 
13A. (1) Amends GS 90-210.18 to add public member to NC Board of Embalmers and Funeral 
Directors, effective Jan. 1, 1990; provides public members are to serve four years, with maximum 
of two terms. Makes minor changes in filing date requirements for nomination of candidates to 
Board of Mortuary Science ("Board”). (2) Amends GS 90-210.23 to authorize Board to adopt and 
enforce provisions of Funeral Trade Regulation Rule, 16 CFR 453. Also authorizes Board to issue 
certificates, which must be displayed In conspicuous place in funeral establishments, showing 
grade establishment has received on compliance with regulations. (3) Provides that approved 
North Carolina mortuary science schools may use bodies for teaching embalming and restorative 
art. (4) Amends GS 90-210.25(a)(1) to provide that educational requirement for licensure as fu- 
neral director may be satisfied by graduation of one-year program (now, "program”) of mortuary 
science college. Specifies that traineeship requirement may be satisfied only by 12 consecutive 
months service. (5) Amends GS 90-210.25(a), governing licensure for practice of embalming and 
for practice of funeral service, to require 12 months consecutive service for traineeship and to 
specify that educational requirement is satisfied by completion of two-year associate degree pro- 
gram at mortuary science college or by associate degree from college or university accompanied 
by completion of one-year mortuary science college program. (6) Requires any licensee who han- 
dles body of person having infectious disease to give written notice of infection to persons who 
subsequently handle body. (7) Amends GS 90-210.25(e)(1)(n) to clarify offense of indecent expo- 
sure of dead human body as ground for suspension, revocation, or refusal of license. Increases 
maximum penalty used as alternative to interference with license to $5,000 (now, $1,000). 
Authorizes Board to issue written reprimand for violation of Act. (8) Increases fine for unlawful 
practice to $1,000. Specifies that other violation of Act is misdemeanor, punishable by up to 
$1,000 fine, up to 6 months imprisonment, or both. (9) Amends GS 90-210.27A to require funeral 
establishment to display and offer for sale minimum of six adult caskets. Prohibits establishment 
from displaying invalid license certificate of living person. Requires establishment that has failed 
Board inspection to pay $100 reinspection fee for each reinspection. (10) Amends GS 90-210.28 
to increase various fees collected by Board.

H 951. MCDOWELL TECHNICAL COLLEGE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR CAPITAL 
IMPROVEMENTS AT MCDOWELL TECHNICAL COMMUNITY COLLEGE." Appropriates $500,000. 
form General Fund to Dep’t of Community Colleges for 1989-90 for purposes described in title. 
Effective July 1, 1989.

H 952. RANDOLPH FOREST RANGER FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A NEW 
ASSISTANT COUNTY FOREST RANGER POSITION IN RANDOLPH COUNTY." Appropriates $29,452 . 
for 1989-90 and $17,402 for 1990-91 to Dep’t of Natural Resources and Community Development — 
for purpose described in title. Requires Randolph County to contribute $19,641 in 1989-90 and . 
$11,601 in 1990-91 as its portion of the position’s cost. Effective July 1, 1989. 

introduced by Culp. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 953. WATER/SEWER AUTHORITY BOARDS. "TO ALLOW MEMBERS OF WATER AND SEWER 
AUTHORITIES TO APPOINT MEMBERS OF THEIR OWN GOVERNING BOARD TO THE GOVERNING 
BOARD OF THE AUTHORITY, AND TO ALLOW NONVOTING MEMBERS OF THE GOVERNING BOARD 
OF A WATER AND SEWER AUTHORITY.” Adds GS 162A-3.2 as title indicates. 

introduced by Woodard. Referred to Government. 


H 954. ENGINEER/SURVEYOR BOARD MEMBERSHIP. "TO CHANGE THE REQUIREMENTS FOR 
MEMBERSHIP ON THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE BOARD OF REGISTRATION FOR PROFESSIONAL 
ENGINEERS AND LAND SURVEYORS.” Amends GS 89C-5 to require engineer and land surveyor 
members of cited Board to have six (now two) years of experience in the field in NC. Effective 
July 1, 1989.

H 955. LEGISLATIVE INTERN SELECTION. "TO AMEND THE LEGISLATIVE INTERN PROGRAM SO ~ 
AS TO PROVIDE FOR SELECTION OF INTERNS FROM COLLEGES AND UNIVERSITIES OF THE . 
VARIOUS REGIONS OF THE STATE." Amends GS 120-57 to provide that at least three interns shall 
be chosen from colleges in eastern, central and western North Carolina, beginning in 1991 
session.

H 956. NO ARBITRATION/VEHICLE WARRANTIES. "TO PROHIBIT A MANUFACTURER OF MOTOR 
VEHICLES FROM REQUIRING A CONSUMER TO USE ARBITRATION PRIOR TO LITIGATION.” 
Amends GS 20-351.7 to provide that automobile warranty may not require consumer to arbitrate a 
claim use an informal settlement procedure as a gee Ee to litigation. Applies to contracts 
entered into on or after ratification of act.

H 957. TANK CLEANUP ACT AMENDMENTS. "TO AMEND THE NORTH CAROLINA LEAKING 
PETROLEUM UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANK CLEANUP ACT.” Amends GS 143-215.94A to add 
definitions of “heating oil"; “in use” (any commercial underground storage tank containing petro- 
leum or petroleum product during any part of year for which fees are due under the Article); and 
"occurrence” (an accident, including continuous or repeated exposure to conditions, that results 
in a release from an underground storage tank); and to provide that "petroleum” or "petroleum 
product” does not include a substance defined in sec. 101(14) of the Comprehensive 
Environmental Response, Compensation and Liability Act of 1980 or regulated under Subtitle C of 
the Resources Conservation and Recovery Act. Rewrites GS 143-215.94B to provide that 
Commercial Fund is to be used to pay up to aggregate of $1 million per occurrence for costs 
resulting from discharge or release from commercial underground storage tank for (1) cleanup of 
environmental damage in excess of $50,000 (currently, $100,000), and (2) compensation for third 
parties for bodily injury and property damage in excess of $100,000 per occurrence (currently, 
either provide potable water supply or purchase property if owner consents, whichever is least _ 
expensive); deletes prohibition against payment of liquidated damages to property owner. Amends 
GS 143-215.94D, which establishes the Noncommercial Fund, to provide that State purchase of 
property does not relieve the responsible party of duty to restore the impacted areas as required 
by GS 143-215.94E, and that any monies collected from sale of the property by the State shall be 
placed in the Noncommercial Fund. Provides that neither Commercial nor Noncommercial Fund 
may be used for costs incurred as result of discharge or release from an aboveground fitting not 
connected to an underground storage tank (underlined words added). Amends GS 143-215.94H to 
change amount of financial responsibility that owner or operator must maintain from $100,000 to 
the amounts required to be paid by the owner or operator under GS 143-215.94E(b). Amends 
sec. 4, ch. 1035, SL 1987 to provide that the Act, as it relates to the Commercial Fund, applies 
only to discharges or releases discovered or reported on or after June 30, 1988, and, as it re- 
lates to the Noncommercial Fund, applies without regard to when discharge or release is discov- 
ered or reported, but that costs sought under GS 143-215.94G(d)(1), (2), (3), and (4) shall be for 
full amount of costs paid for from the Noncommercial Fund and not limited pursuant to GS 143- 
215.94E(b) for discharges or releases from commercial underground storage tanks discovered or 
reported on or before June 30, 1988. Amends sec. 5, ch. 1035, SL .1987, to change the sunset 
provision from December 31, 1989, to December 31, 1998. Rewrites sec. 6, ch. 1035, SL 1987, 
to delete 1989-90 appropriation provision and to provide that all sums collected on kerosene and 
motor fuel pursuant to GS 119-18 (gasoline and oil inspection fees) that are not allotted by the 
Budget Bureau to administer and enforce provisions of GS Ch. 119, shall be credited to the 
Commercial Fund on a monthly basis, and that $500,000 of funds so credited shall be transferred 
to the Dep’t of Natural Resources and Community Development to administer and enforce provi- 
sions of GS 143B-282(h) (power of Environmental Management Comm’n to regulate underground 
tanks) and 143-215.3(a)(15) (Comm’n’s authority to implement programs to prevent pollution from 
underground tanks).

H 958. NORTHAMPTON COURTHOUSE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO NORTHAMPTON 
COUNTY FOR RENOVATION OF THE NORTHAMPTON COUNTY COURTHOUSE.” Appropriates 
$100,000 from General Fund to Northampton County for 1989-90 for cited purpose. Effective July 
1, 1989. 

Introduced by H. Hunter. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 959. DUTY TO AID ENDANGERED VICTIM. "TO REQUIRE WITNESSES WHO KNOW OF CRIMES, 
INTENTIONAL ACTS, OR ACCIDENTS WHICH PLACE VICTIMS AT RISK OF BODILY INJURY TO 
NOTIFY LAW ENFORCEMENT AUTHORITIES OR OTHERWISE ACT TO PREVENT THE INJURY.” Adds 
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GS 1-539.25 requiring person who witnesses an intentional act, accident, or crime and perceives 
that the victim may suffer or has suffered bodily injury to immediately notify law enforcement 
authorities (uniess witness knows or reasonably believes they have been notified already), and go 
to victim’s aid unless doing so would place the witness in danger or increase danger to the 
victim. Provides that person who violates section is civilly liable to victim for damages, but limits 
liability to $5,000 per occurrence per witness and makes it secondary to liability of any person 
originally at fault for the accident, intentional conduct, or crime. Provides that liability for failure to © | 
comply may not be covered by any insurance policy. Provides immunity from civil or criminal li- | 
ability for person complying with the section unless his acts constitute willful or wanton miscon- 
duct, as determined by clear, cogent, and convincing evidence, or unless he received or expects 7 
to receive remuneration. Effective Oct. 1, 1990. 
introduced by Stam. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 960. LOCAL GOV’T SECURITY INTERESTS. "TO AMEND THE LAW CONCERNING THE 
PURCHASE OF MONEY SECURITY INTERESTS BY CITIES AND TOWNS.” Amends G.S. 160A-20 to 
(1) authorize cities, counties, and water and sewer authorities to finance the purchase of property 
by installment contracts creating security interest in seller or in financer of the transaction; (2) 
authorize cities and counties to finance construction or repair of fixtures or improvements on real 
property by contracts that create security interest to secure repayment of moneys advanced or 
made available for the construction or repair; (3) authorize cities and counties to use escrow 
accounts in connection with advance funding of transactions described above; and (4) validates 
such contracts entered into by city or county before ratification of act. 

introduced by R. Hunter. Referred to Government. 


H 961. HEALTH INSURANCE COSTS STUDY. "TO CREATE THE HEALTH INSURANCE COSTS 
STUDY." Creates the Health insurance Costs Study Comm'n to consider problems of providing Il 
health insurance to NC citizens. Specifies composition of comm’n, with President Pro Tempore of | 
Senate and Speaker of House each to make eight appointments. Requires final report of findings 
and recommendations to General Assembly on or before first day of 1991 Session, with Comm’n 
to terminate upon filing report. Appropriates from General Fund to General Assembly $25,000 for 
each year of the 1989-91 biennium for expenses of the Comm'n. Effective July 1, 1989. 
introduced by Perdue. Referred to Commerce. 


H 962. MALPRACTICE PUNITIVE DAMAGES. "TO REGULATE THE AWARD OF PUNITIVE 
DAMAGES IN MEDICAL MALPRACTICE ACTIONS.” Adds GS 90-21.15 providing that punitive dam- 
ages may be awarded in a medical malpractice action only when defendant’s conduct is shown 
by clear and convincing evidence to be (1) willful or wanton infliction of harm or injury on the 
plaintiff, or (2) intentional. Effective Aug. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Watkins. Referred to Judiciary. 





H 963. MA/PHD TEACH WITHOUT CERTIFICATE. "TO PERMIT PERSONS WHO HOLD A MASTERS 
OR DOCTORATE DEGREE TO TEACH IN THE NORTH CAROLINA PUBLIC SECONDARY SCHOOLS 
WITHOUT HOLDING A TEACHING CERTIFICATE, AND TO PROVIDE THAT SUCH PERSONS SHALL . 
NOT BE ELIGIBLE FOR TENURE.” Amends GS 115C-295 to authorize persons who have masters 
or doctorate degree to teach subject area of degree in secondary schools (grades 7 through 12) 
without being certified, and entitles them to same employment benefits as other teachers except 
not eligible for tenure. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Stam. Referred to Public Employees. 
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H 964. SCHOOLS TEACH SEXUAL ABSTINENCE. ”"7O REQUIRE INSTRUCTION IN THE PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS REGARDING ABSTINENCE FROM SEXUAL ACTIVITY.” Adds GS 115C-81(a3) to provide 
that Basic Education Program shall include in appropriate grades and classes instruction that 
abstinence from sexual activity outside marriage is expected standard of school-age children; that 
abstinence from sexual activity is only certain means of avoiding out-of-wedlock pregnancy and 
sexually-transmitted disease; and that faithful monogamous married relationship is best means of 
avoiding AIDS and other sexually transmitted diseases. Effective for 1989-90 school year. 
Introduced by Privette. Referred to Education. 


H 965. PROFESSIONAL GAMBLING FELONY. "7O PROVIDE THAT A PERSON OR GROUP OF 
PERSONS WHO ENGAGE IN PROFESSIONAL GAMBLING SHALL BE GUILTY OF A CLASS H 
FELONY.” Adds GS 14-292.2 to make it a Class H felony (maximum 10 years imprisonment, and/ 
or fine with three year presumptive) to engage in professional gambling or cause, aid, abet, or 
conspire with another to engage in professional gambling. Defines professional gambling as busi- 
ness or practice of unlawful gambling by use of gambling device with the purpose of winning 
money or maintenance or operation of place for gambling. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Privette. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 966. ASSAULTING PRISONERS TESTED. "7O PROVIDE THAT ANY PRISONER WHO INJURES 
OR MAKES PHYSICAL CONTACT WITH AN EMPLOYEE OF THE DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTION IN 
A MANNER WHICH PRESENTS A POSSIBLE THREAT OF TRANSMISSION OF THE AIDS VIRUS 
SHALL BE TESTED FOR THE AIDS VIRUS AND THE EMPLOYEE NOTIFIED OF THE RESULTS." 
Adds GS 148-19.1 as title indicates. Effective Oct. 1, 1989 for acts occurring on and after that 
date.

S$ 688. CENTRAL CHILDREN’S HOME FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO COMPLETE 
RENOVATION OF THE CHEATHAM BUILDING, OLD ADMINISTRATION.BUILDING, AND OTHER 
SIGNIFICANT HISTORICAL LANDMARKS THAT COMPRISE THE CAMPUS OF THE CENTRAL 
CHILDREN’S HOME, INC." Appropriates $129,730 from General Fund for 1989-90 to Dep’t of 
Cultural Resources, Div’n of Archives History, for cited purpose. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by R. Hunt. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 689. DMV AGENTS/PEACE OFFICERS. "TO GRANT TO THE ENFORCEMENT INSPECTORS AND 
OFFICERS OF THE DIVISION OF MOTOR VEHICLES THE POWERS OF PEACE OFFICERS.” Adds GS 
20-49(10) to confer on Comm'r of Motor Vehicles, all members of the Highway Patrol, and such 
other officers and inspectors of Div’n of Motor Vehicles as the Comm’r may designate the power 
to arrest without warrant any person committing a violation of any laws of the state in their pres- 
ence, and to arrest without special authority any persons accused of highway robbery, bank rob- 
bery, murder, and other crimes of violence. 

introduced by Jim Johnson. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 690. SANITARY DISTRICT MERGER. "TO ALLOW FOR THE MERGER OF A CITY AND A 
SANITARY DISTRICT WHICH IS CONTAINED WHOLLY WITHIN ITS BORDERS BUT WHICH IS NOT 
COTERMINOUS.” Adds GS 130A-80.2 to provide procedure for merger of a sanitary district and a 
city or town within which the sanitary district is wholly contained but whose boundaries are not 
coterminous. Directs county comm’rs to call election on joint request of governing boards of dis- 
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trict and town; merger effective if approved by concurrent majorities in district and town. 
Validates any sanitary district and town merger election conducted before Jan. 1, 1989, under GS © 
130A-80, even though merger did not meet criteria of that section, if merger would have been 
permissible under new GS 130A-80.2. 

Introduced by Jim Johnson. Referred to Local Government. 


S 691. COMMERCIAL DRIVER LICENSE. "TO PROVIDE FOR A COMMERCIAL DRIVER LICENSE 
SYSTEM; ENDORSEMENTS TO A COMMERCIAL DRIVER LICENSE; AND DISQUALIFYING OFFENSES ~ 
FOR A COMMERCIAL DRIVER LICENSE." Adds new Art. 2C to GS Ch. 20 to implement federal 
Commercial Motor Vehicle Safety Act of 1986, as It applies to drivers of commercial motor vehi- 
cles. Defines commercial vehicle as one with gross vehicle weight rating of 26,001 or more 
pounds (or less if federal regulations on this point change), or one designed to carry 16 or more 
passengers, or one transporting hazardous materials as defined in the bill. Requires drivers of 
commercial vehicles to have license properly endorsed for the vehicle being driven, effective April 
1, 1992. Prohibits possession of more than one driver’s license. Requires applicant for license to — 
be NC resident, at least 21 (but must be 25 for transportation of hazardous substances), and 
have passed knowledge and skills test for vehicle in question. Allows Div’n of Motor Vehicles to 
contract with private or governmental entities to administer test, and allows waiver of test in cer- 
tain specified instances. Allows nonresident to get special license if his state of residence does 
not have laws in compliance with federal law. Specifies that license may be limited to certain 
types of vehicles. Establishes application fee of $30 for license, and $50 fee for issuance of 
license. Requires person with commercial license to notify Div’n if he is convicted in another 
state, and to notify employer if he is convicted or has license suspended, etc. in any state. Makes” 
driving without commercial license a misdemeanor punishable by minimum $250 fine for first of- 
fense, and $500 for subsequent offenses. Makes failure of employee to report convictions, etc. an 
infraction punishable by $100-500 penalty, and makes it an infraction punishable by $500-1000 for 
employer to permit unlicensed employee to drive commercial vehicle. Provide for disqualification 
of commercial driver (which removes privilege to drive commercial vehicle, but not other types of 
vehicles) for violation of certain serious offenses, refusing a breath test, or for repeated violations — 
of less serious offenses. Provides for lifetime disqualification in specified circumstances for viola- 
tion of most serious offenses or for use of vehicle in certain drug felonies. 

Retains existing classification system for vehicles not covered by new article (such as 
firetrucks, national guard vehicles, and farm vehicles), but conforms weight limits to those used in © 
new article. Eliminates exemption in existing classification system for busses used by farmers or 
nonprofit organization. Requires school bus drivers to be at least 18 and hold commercial drivers 
license or school bus certificate, and limits persons driving on school bus certificate to busses 
holding no more than 15 passengers. Specifies that regular drivers license is revoked for one 
year for violation of GS 20-166(a) or (b) (hit and run violations).

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S 692. NO LIMIT ON SENATE RESOLUTIONS. "TO AMEND THE PERMANENT RULES OF THE 

SENATE FOR THE 1989 SESSION OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY BY REMOVING THE LIMITATION 
ON THE TYPES OF RESOLUTIONS WHICH MAY BE INTRODUCED OR CONSIDERED." Amends ; 
Senate Rules by deleting Rule 40(c), which prohibits introduction of most memorializing, Gishres 4 
tion, commendation, and commemoration resolutions. 
Introduced by Winner. Placed on Calendar for April 4.

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S 693. UNC-CH EPA PROJECT. "TO AUTHORIZE THE CONSTRUCTION AND THE FINANCING OF A 
SELF-LIQUIDATING RESEARCH FACILITY TO BE LEASED TO THE UNITED STATES ENVIRONMENTAL 
PROTECTION AGENCY BY THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA AT CHAPEL HILL." As title indi- 
cates; lease is to not exceed 30 years,and cost not to exceed $30 million. Requires EPA to 
maintain facility. Authorizes revenue bonds to be issued by UNC Board of Governors, with income 
from bonds to be exempt from state income tax. Exempts project from GS 143-128 requiring 
separate specifications for heating, plumbing, and electrical contracts on project. 

introduced by Rauch. Referred to Finance. 


S 694. FAMILY VIOLENCE/WARRANTLESS ARREST. "TO CLARIFY THAT AN ARREST MAY BE 
MADE WITHOUT A WARRANT IF A LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICER HAS PROBABLE CAUSE TO 
BELIEVE THAT AN ACT OF DOMESTIC VIOLENCE HAS OCCURRED.” Amends GS 15A-401(b) and 
GS 50B-4 to provide that a law enforcement officer may arrest without warrant any person who 
has committed a misdemeanor that also constitutes act of domestic viclence as defined In GS 
50B-1. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S$ 695. DOMESTIC VIOLENCE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ADMINISTRATION TO HELP SUPPORT DOMESTIC VIOLENCE PREVENTION PROGRAMS AND 
CENTERS.” Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Administration, Council on the Status of 
Women, $967,186 for each year of 1989-91 biennium for prevention of domestic violence, to be 
allocated as follows: $20,000 each year for a grant-in-aid to NC Coalition Against Domestic 
Violence, Inc.; and $30,000 each year to each of the 61 domestic violence centers in operation 
on Feb. 1, 1989, that offered services including those specified in act, for operation of the cen- 
ter. Effective July 1, 1989.

S 696. RADIO READING SERVICES FUNDS (=H 611). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
NORTH CAROLINA RADIO READING SERVICES." See identical bill H 611. 
Introduced by Tally. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 697. ARBORETUM NAME CHANGE. "TO CHANGE THE NAME OF THE WESTERN NORTH 
CAROLINA ARBORETUM TO THE NORTH CAROLINA ARBORETUM.” Amends GS 116-240, 120- 
123(46), and acts appointing members to Arboretum board as title indicates. 

Introduced by Royall. Referred to Rules. 


S 698. CHILD SUPPORT GUIDELINES. "TO REQUIRE THAT CHILD SUPPORT GUIDELINES BE 
USED AS A REBUTTABLE PRESUMPTION TO ESTABLISH CHILD SUPPORT OBLIGATIONS AND TO 
REQUIRE PERIODIC REVIEW." Amends GS 50-13.4(c1) to require the Conference of Chief District 
Judges to prescribe uniform statewide presumptive (currently, advisory) guidelines for computation 
of child support obligations. Adds GS 50-13.4(c2) requiring the Conference of Chief District 
Judges to review the guidelines once every four years to determine whether their application re- 
sults in appropriate child support award amounts, and to approve a manner whereby the Dep't of 
Human Resources, Administrative Office of the Courts, and general public shall provide the con- 
ference with information regarding effectiveness of the guidelines in ensuring appropriate awards. 
Requires that guidelines be provided to Dep’t of Human Resources and Administrative Office of 
the Courts for dissemination to public through local IV-D offices, clerks of court, and the media. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1989, and applicable to guidelines issued and awards made on or after that 
date.

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S 699. CONTROLLED SUBSTANCE TAX. "TO IMPOSE AN EXCISE TAX ON CONTROLLED 
SUBSTANCES." Adds Article 2D to GS Ch. 105 to levy excise tax on controlled substances at 
following rates: (1) $3.50 per gram of marijuana or counterfeit marijuana; (2) $200 per gram for 
substance or counterfeit sold by weight; and (3) $400 for each 10 dosage units of substance or 
counterfeit sold by dosage units. Adopts definition of controlled substance used in GS 90-87. 
Directs Sec’y of Revenue to issue stamps to drug dealers (defined as person who possesses, 
sells, delivers, or manufactures a controlled substance in violation of GS Ch. 90, Art. 5) upon 
payment of tax. Makes violation of Art. a Class | felony (maximum five years imprisonment, or fine 
or both, with two years presumptive), and subjects person convicted to additional penalty of 
100% of tax. Requires Sec’y to make assessments for known, unpaid taxes. Prohibits use of 
information used to collect taxes in other criminal prosecution, but directs SBI to notify Sec’y of 
seized drugs. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Shaw. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 700. TOBACCO CHECK-OFF. "TO AMEND AND CLARIFY THE LAWS CONCERNING THE 
PROMOTION OF USE AND SALE OF AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS TO INCLUDE TOBACCO AND TO 
MAKE CONFORMING CHANGES." Amends Art. 50 of GS Chapter 106, dealing with promotion of 
use and sale of agricultural products, as follows: Amends GS 106-550 (policy provisions) to in- 
clude tobacco (currently explicitly excluded) in products covered by the article. Amends GS 106- 
555 to provide that Tobacco Associates, Inc., the Tobacco Foundation at North Carolina State 

_ University, and the Tobacco Growers Association of North Carolina, Inc. are certified as organiza- 
tions authorized to represent tobacco under the article and to conduct a referendum for 1989-91 
as provided in the article. Amends GS 106-556 to require those three organizations, on or before 
Oct. 2, 1989, to conduct a referendum in tobacco-growing counties on whether annual assess- 
ment shall be levied for 1989-91. Amends GS 106-557 to provide that assessment authorized for 
tobacco shall not exceed a total of $ .50 per 100 pounds on all tobacco marketed by each 
farmer; of total, Board of Directors of Tobacco Associates, Inc. may levy assessment of not more 
than $ .25 per 100 pounds, but no assessment shall be made unless it receives affirmative vote 
of not less than two thirds of members of Board of Directors, including vote of not less than two 
thirds of board members elected by North Carolina farm organizations. Authorizes Board of 
Directors of Tobacco Foundation at North Carolina State University and of Tobacco Growers 
Association of North Carolina, Inc. each to levy an assessment of no more than $ .125 per 100 
pounds. Amends G.S. 106-558 to provide that expenses of referendum for tobacco shall be 
shared among three organizations named above according to percentage of total revenues each 
will receive from the assessment. Amends GS 106-567 to provide that a tobacco producer has 
the right to a refund of the annual assessment collected from the farmer or tobacco producer, if 
the demand for refund is made in writing within 30 days from last date the assessment was 
collected from him or deducted from the proceeds of the sale of tobacco of that farmer or pro- 
ducer. Amends GS 106-568 to provide that treasurer’s reports for tobacco must be filed within 60 
days after end of the calendar year in which assessments were collected. Repeals Article 50C of 
G.S. Ch. 106 (Promotion of Sale and Use of Tobacco). 

Introduced by Murphy. Referred to Agriculture. 


S 701. FRANKLIN SENIOR CENTER FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A SENIOR CITIZENS 
CENTER IN FRANKLIN COUNTY." Appropriates from General Fund to Franklin County $50,000 for 
1989-90 for purpose indicated in title. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Speed. Referred to Appropriations. 
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S 702. TOBACCO ASSESSMENT CHANGES. "TO INCREASE THE AMOUNT OF THE ASSESSMENT 
THAT CAN BE LEVIED FOR THE PROMOTION OF THE SALE AND USE OF TOBACCO AND TO 
CLARIFY OTHER PROVISIONS RELATING TO TOBACCO ASSESSMENTS." Amends GS 106-568.20 to 
increase maximum assessment that may be approved by tobacco farmers by referendum from $2 
to $5 per acre of tobacco. Amends GS 106-568.34 to increase alternative method for assessment 
if per acre method is not feasible from $.10 per 100 pounds to $.025 per pound. 

Introduced by Speed. Referred to Agriculture. 


S 703. MIGRANT HOUSING FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO IMPLEMENT THE MIGRANT 
WORKER HOUSING ACT.” Appropriates $299,588 for 1989-90 and $558,450 for 1990-91 from 
General Fund to Dep’t of Labor for purpose indicated in title. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Speed. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 704. D.O.T. RENT DAY-GLO UNIFORMS. "TO ALLOW RENTAL FOR DEPARTMENT OF 
TRANSPORTATION EMPLOYEES OF UNIFORMS THAT INCLUDE DAY-GLO ORANGE SHIRTS TO BE 
PAID THROUGH PAYROLL DEDUCTION." Amends G.S. 143-3.3(a) to make change indicated In 
title. 

Introduced by Speed. Referred to Transportation. 


S 705. FRANKLIN FARMERS MARKET. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A FARMERS’ MARKET IN 
FRANKLIN COUNTY." Appropriates $100,000 to Franklin County from General Fund for 1989-90 
for purpose indicated in title. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Speed. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 706. DRUG-INDUCED DEATH LIABILITY. "TO PROVIDE THAT A PERSON WHO ILLEGALLY 
MANUFACTURES, SELLS, OR DELIVERS A SCHEDULE | OR SCHEDULE !| CONTROLLED 
SUBSTANCE IS STRICTLY LIABLE FOR A DRUG-INDUCED DEATH AND IS GUILTY OF A CLASS C 
FELONY." Adds new GS 90-95.6 providing that person who manufactures, selis, or delivers a 
Schedule | or |! controlled substance in violation of GS 90-95 is strictly liable for a death that 
results from injection, inhalation, or ingestion of the substance, and is guilty of a Class C felony. 
Specifies conditions under which defendant’s act is the cause of death for purposes of the sec- 
tion. Provides that it is not a defense that the decedent contributed to his own death by purpose- 
ful, knowing, reckless, or negligent use of the substance. Does not preclude or limit any 
prosecution for murder or manslaughter. Conviction under new section does not merge with con- 
viction for violation of GS 90-95 or 90-95.1. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

introduced by Daniei. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 707. NO PAROLE FOR DRUG TRAFFICKER. "TO PROVIDE THAT A PERSON CONVICTED OF A 
DRUG TRAFFICKING VIOLATION IS NOT ELIGIBLE FOR EARLY RELEASE, EARLY PAROLE, GOOD 
TIME, OR GAIN TIME." Amends GS 90-95(h)(5) as title indicates; retains option of parole for com- 
mitted youthful offender. Effective Oct. 1, 1989 and applicable to violations occurring on or after 
that date. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 708. NO DRIVERS LICENSE, DRUG OFFENDER. "TO PROVIDE FOR REVOCATION OF THE 
DRIVER'S LICENSE OF A PERSON WHO PLEADS GUILTY, IS CONVICTED OF, OR IS ADJUDICATED 
DELINQUENT FOR CERTAIN DRUG OFFENSES." Adds GS 90-95.5 providing that person found 
guilty of specified drug offenses shall have his driver's license revoked for period fixed by court at 
not less than six months or more than two years, or, at end of six months, until license is re- 
stored in discretion of Comm’r of Motor Vehicles on application to and after certification by a 
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physician to Comm’r that person is not a drug dependent person. For person under age 16, 
revocation period begins when person becomes 16. Specifies procedures and conditions whereby 
person may obtain limited driving privilege. Effective Oct. 1, 1989, and applicable to offenses 
occurring on or after that date. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 709. DRUG SALE MINOR/PREGNANT WOMAN. "TO INCREASE THE SENTENCE FOR THE 
ILLEGAL SALE OR DELIVERY OF DRUGS TO A MINOR OR A PREGNANT WOMAN.” Amends GS 
90-95(e)(5) to make it a Class E felony (30 years imprisonment and/or fine; presumptive 9 years) 
for person at least 18 years of age to sell or deliver controlled substances to person under 18 
(now, under 16) or to pregnant female. Provides that it is not defense that defendant mistakenly 
believed that recipient was at least 18 years of age or that the defendant did not know that the 
recipient was pregnant. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

introduced by Winner. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 710. EMPLOY MINOR TO VIOLATE DRUG LAW. "TO PROVIDE THAT AN ADULT WHO USES, 
SOLICITS, OR HIRES A MINOR TO COMMIT A DRUG VIOLATION IS GUILTY OF A CLASS E FELONY 
AND IS INELIGIBLE FOR PAROLE, GOOD TIME, OR GAIN TIME.” Adds GS 90-95.4 as title indi- 
cates; Class E felony is punishable by 30 years imprisonment and/or fine, with presumptive of 
nine years. Person hired, etc. must be under 18 and person committing offense must be over 18. 
Prohibits use of probation sentence, and specifies that mistake of age is not a defense. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 711. CHEMICAL ANALYSIS ADMISSIBILITY. "TO PROVIDE THAT A CERTIFIED CHEMICAL 
ANALYSIS REPORT MAY BE ADMITTED IN EVIDENCE IN SUPERIOR COURT WITHOUT FURTHER 
AUTHENTICATION OR SUPPORTING TESTIMONY.” Adds GS 90-95(g1) making following provisions: 
Authorizes State Attorney General to designate State Forensic Laboratories. In proceeding for * 
violation under Controlled Substances Act (Art. 5, G.S. Ch. 90), law enforcement agency may . 
submit to such laboratory for analysis any substance believed to be a controlled substance. 
Specifies form and content of certificate that laboratory employee performing the analysis shall 
prepare and sign under oath at request of law enforcement agency, which shall be admissible 
evidence of composition, quality, and quantity of the substance submitted to the laboratory. 
States that court shall take judicial notice of signature of person performing analysis and of fact — 
that he is that person. Requires person intending to offer such certificate into evidence to convey 
notice of intent to opposing party or parties at least 20 days before proceeding begins. Party . 
intending to object to introduction of certificate must give notice of objection and grounds for 
objection within ten days of receiving notice of intent to offer the certificate. If notice of objection © 
is filed, admissibility of certificate must be determined before proceeding begins. Requires that 
certificate be admitted in evidence unless it appears from notice of objection and specific 
grounds that the composition, quality, or quantity of the substance submitted for analysis will be ~ 
contested at the proceeding. Failure to comply with time limitations for notice of objection consti- — 
tutes a waiver of any objections to admission of the certificate except on a showing of good 
cause. Effective Oct. 1, 1989, and applicable to offenses occurring on or after that date. 
introduced by Daniel. Referred to Judiciary 1. 





S 712. AMPHETAMINE TRAFFICK OFFENSE. "TO CREATE A FELONY OFFENSE OF 
TRAFFICKING IN AMPHETAMINES.” Adds GS 90-95(h)(3a) as title indicates. Requires 1,000 dos- 
age units for crime to be present. Provides punishment as follows: (1) if 1,000-5,000 dosage units — 
involved, Class G felony (maximum 15 years and/or fine) with minimum seven years and $25,000); , 
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(2) If 5,000-10,000 dosage units involved, Class F felony (maximum 20 years and/or fine), with 
minimum 14 years and $50,000; and (3) if 10,000 or more, Class D felony (maximum 40 years 
and/or fine), with minimum 35 years and $200,000 fine. Effective October 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 713. CRIMINAL ENTERPRISE SENTENCE. "TO INCREASE THE SENTENCE FOR ENGAGING IN A 
CONTINUING CRIMINAL ENTERPRISE.” Amends GS 90-95.1(a) to classify continuing criminal en- 
terprise as Class B felony (now, Class C) punishable by life imprisonment. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 714. MURDER CONSPIRACY PENALTY. "TO INCREASE THE PENALTY FOR CONSPIRACY 
OR SOLICITATION TO COMMIT A MURDER AND CONSPIRACY OR SOLICITATION TO 
COMMIT MURDER OF CERTAIN PERSONS.” Adds GS 14-18.1 to make it Class D felony (maxi- 
mum punishment 40 years imprisonment and/or fine, with presumpive sentence of 12 years) If 
convicted of conspiracy or solicitation to commit murder and to make it Class B felony (punish- 
able by life imprisonment) if conspiracy or solicitation is to murder law enforcement officer or 
court official, juror or witness. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

introduced by Daniel. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


-$ 715. SPECIAL DRUG PROSECUTION FUNDS. "TO PROVIDE FUNDS TO CONTINUE A 
SPECIAL PROGRAM FOR THE PROSECUTION OF DRUG TRAFFICKING OFFENSES MAKING 
USE OF THE INVESTIGATIVE GRAND JURY.” Appropriates $47,402 for 1989-90 and $62,200 
from Generali Fund to Administrative Office of the Courts to fund prosecutorial position and half 
time legal assistant in 13th prosecutorial district. Effective July 1, 1989. 

introduced by Soles. Referred to Appropriations.

House committee substitute returns bill to current law requiring area board to have two phy- 
sicians, but provides that when possible one should be a psychiatrist.

Senate amendment provides that, except in process of an authorized construction, mainte- 
nance or safety project, the Dep’t shall not cut down trees unless the trees pose a potential 
danger to persons or property or the cutting is approved by the appropriate District 
Engineer.

Senate Committee substitute makes following changes In original bill: (1) restores current 
law’s definition of "dealer,” except adds to the definition one who sells or gives animals “to 
the general public” In addition to other dealers, pet shops, and research facilities; and (2) 
deletes the bill’s provision that required counties to maintain or contract for maintenance of 
an animal control facility in which strays would be confined.

that does not comply with the law or regulations, and (4) to participate in any commercial fishing 
operation using an unlicense aircraft. Makes violation a misdemeanor punishable by maximum two 
years imprisonment and/or fine of $1,000 or value of the catch, whichever is greater. Effective 
October 1, 1989.

H 975. FAMILY CONTRIBUTION LIMIT. "TO LIMIT CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS MADE BY A

H 984. LAW OFFICER DISABILITY RETIREMENT. "TO CLARIFY THE LAW REGARDING LAW 
ENFORCEMENT DISABILITY RETIREMENT." Amends GS 128-27(e) and GS 135-5(e) to provide that 
their provisions (reexamination of beneficiaries retired on account of disability) do not apply to 
beneficiaries of the LEORS transferred to the retirement system who were first employed (now, 
who commenced retirement) on and before July 1, 1981. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by McLaughlin. Referred to Pensions & Retirement. 


H 985. NC HEALTH INSURANCE POOL (= S 745). "TO CREATE THE NORTH CAROLINA HEALTH 
INSURANCE POOL." Adds new Art. 51 to GS Ch. 58, establishing nonprofit NC Health Insurance 
Pool to make health insurance coverage available to people otherwise unable to obtain coverage 
because of their health. Provides that all insurers issuing health insurance in the State and all 
insurance arrangements providing health plan benefits in the State on and after Jan. 1, 1990, 
shall be members of the Pool (except as otherwise provided in act). Provides for Comm’r of 
Insurance to appoint Board, with members to serve at Comm’r’s pleasure, and specifies positions 
and organizations that must be represented on board. Requires Board to submit a Plan for the 
Pool to Comm’r, for Plan to provide for sharing of Pool gains or losses on equitable and propor- 
tionate bases, for Plan to become effective upon approval by Comm’r. Authorizes Comm’, if 
Board fails to submit Plan within 190 days of its creation or submit suitable amendments, to 
promulgate necessary rules. Requires that Plan establish procedures for accounting of Pool as- 
sets and monies; establish procedures for collecting assessments from Pool members (assess- 
ments to be established by Board and due at end of each calendar year); and develop program 
to publicize the Plan, eligibility requirement, and enrollment procedures. Gives the Board and the 
Pool the general powers and authority granted to insurance companies licenses to transact health 
insurance and specified powers, which include contracting; suing and being sued; establishing 
rates, rate schedules, claim reserve formulas, and other actuarial functions; assess members of 
the Pool, including making advance interim assessments (to be offset against regular assess- 
ments); issue policies of health insurance; and appoint appropriate committees from membership 
of Pool. 

Provides that resident of State is eligible for Pool coverage if (1) he has proof of rejection 
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by at least one insurer of coverage at levels and rates no less favorable than those provided in 
the Art.; or (2) he is a member of an employer group of 25 or fewer people and has proof of 
rejection of the group by at least one insurer of coverage at prevailing rates for such group. 
Excludes from Pool coverage person who has coverage under health insurance or insurance ar- 
rangement on date of issue of Pool coverage; person eligible for Medicaid at time of Pool appli- 
cation; person who has terminated Pool coverage unless 12 months have lapsed since 
termination; person on whose behalf the Pool has paid out $1 million in benefits; and inmates of 
public institutions and persons eligible for public programs. Provides that person whose health 
insurance coverage is involuntarily terminated for reason other than nonpayment of premium and 
who is not eligible for continuation or conversion may apply for Pool coverage, and if he applies 
within 45 days after involuntary termination and if premiums are paid for entire coverage period, 
effective date of coverage will be date of termination of previous coverage. Provides that person 
who ceases to meet eligibility requirements may be terminated at end of policy period. 

Requires Board, subject to approval of Comm’r, to select insurer(s) through competitive 
bidding process to administer the Pool; administrator to serve for three years subject to removal 
for cause. Sets out duties of administrator. Sets out method of determining assessments, with 
each member's proportion of participation to be determined annually by Board. Requires Pool to 
offer major medical expense coverage to every eligible person who is not eligible for Medicare, 
such coverage to pay covered expenses (as set out in act), subject to limits on deductible and 
coinsurance payments authorized by act (which may be adjusted annually), up to lifetime limit of 
$1 million per covered individual. Specifies method by which Board is to determine standard risk 
rate. Provides for limited six-month pre-existing condition exclusion. Requires every insurer li- 
censed in the State, on and after the date the Pool becomes operational, to include notice of 
existence of the Pool in any rejection of any application. for health insurance coverage if rejection 
is for reason of the applicant’s health. Exempts Pool from all taxes. Effective Jan. 1, 1990. 
Introduced by Judy Hunt. Referred to Commerce. 


H 986. SEWAGE SYSTEM PERMIT DENIAL NOTICE. "TO REQUIRE LOCAL HEALTH 
DEPARTMENTS TO PROVIDE WRITTEN NOTICE TO PROPERTY OWNERS UPON DENIAL OF A 
SEWAGE SYSTEM IMPROVEMENT PERMIT, AND TO REQUIRE THAT LOCAL HEALTH 
DEPARTMENTS NOTIFY THE COUNTY ASSESSOR WHEN A SEWAGE SYSTEM IMPROVEMENT 
PERMIT HAS BEEN DENIED FOR CERTAIN PROPERTY.” Adds GS 130A-336.1 to require local 
health dep’t that denies issuance of improvement permit because land is unsuitable for installa- 
tion of sanitary sewage system to send written notification to owner within 30 days of date of 
inspection indicating reasons for denial. Notification must indicate that the owner may appeal and 
set out procedures for appeal. Provides that if owner does not appeal or appeal affirms denial of 
permit, dep’t has 30 days to notify county assessor in writing that improvement permit for sanitary 
sewage system has been denied for the property. Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

H 987. PRODUCT LIABILITY WORKERS COMP. "TO ALLOW AN EMPLOYEE OF A BUYER WHO IS 
COVERED BY WORKERS’ COMPENSATION INSURANCE TO BRING A PRODUCT LIABILITY ACTION 
AGAINST THE MANUFACTURER OF THE PRODUCT.” Amends GS 99B-2(b), as title indicates. 
Applies to all product liability actions where final judgment has not been rendered before date of 
ratification.

H 988. DISCOVERY PLACE CAPITAL FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE SCIENCE 
MUSEUMS OF CHARLOTTE, INC., IN MECKLENBURG COUNTY FOR CAPITAL EXPENDITURES FOR 
DISCOVERY PLACE.” Appropriates from General Fund to Science Museums of Charlotte, Inc., $5 
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million for 1989-90, to be matched with local funds at rate of $3 local funds for every $1 of State 
funds, for capital expenditures at Discovery Place in Charlotte. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Easterling. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 989. DISCOVERY PLACE OPERATING FUNDS. "70 APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE SCIENCE 
MUSEUMS OF CHARLOTTE, INC., IN MECKLENBURG COUNTY FOR OPERATING EXPENSES OF 
DISCOVERY PLACE." Appropriates from General Fund to the Science Museums of Charlotte, Inc., 
$250,000 for 1989-90, for operating funds for Discovery Place in Charlotte. Effective July 1, 1989.

H 990. INTERNATIONAL HOUSE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF

RUNS CONCURRENTLY WITH THAT OF THE OFFICE HE IS HOLDING.” See identical bill S 370.

H 992. MENTAL ILLNESS DEFINITIONS CLARIFIED. "TO CLARIFY THE MENTAL HEALTH LAW'S 
REFERENCES TO PERSONS DANGEROUS TO THEMSELVES AND OTHERS AND TO ADD A 
DEFINITION OF SEVERE AND PERSISTENT MENTAL ILLNESS. Amends GS 122C-3 by adding the 
following definition of severe and persistent mental illness: "a mental disorder suffered by per- 
sons of 18 years of age or older that leads these persons to exhibit emotional or behavioral 
functioning that is so impaired as to interfere substantially with their capacity to remain in the 
community without supportive treatment or services of a long term or indefinite duration. This 
disorder is a severe and persistent mental disability, resulting in a long-term limitation of func- 
tional capacities for the primary activities of daily living, such as interpersonal relations, home- 
making, self-care, employment, and recreation.” Adds statutory reference for definition of 
dangerous to self and others wherever those terms occur.

H 993. REDUCE FIRE SERVICE DISTRICT. "TO ALLOW REDUCTION IN THE SIZE OF A COUNTY

CHAPTER 69 FIRE DISTRICT.” Adds new GS 153A-304.2 providing that when all or part of a © 
county service district organized for fire protection under GS 153A-301(2) is annexed into a fire 
protection district under GS Ch. 69, the district or portion so annexed immediately ceases to be a 
county service district (or portion of such) and is no longer subject to GS 153A-307 authorizing 
board of county commissioners to levy tax for furnishing fire protection; does not prevent commis- 
sioners from levying such taxes in remaining portion of county service district not annexed into 
fire protection district. Effective with respect to annexations into fire districts effective on or after 
July 1, 1989.

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4-H Center near Reidsville; $149,000 for Millstone 4-H Camp near Ellerbe; $121,000 for Mitchell 
4-H Camp near Swansboro; $209,800 for Sertoma 4-H Camp near Danbury; and $87,000 for 
Swannanoa 4-H Camp at Swannanoa. Effective July 1, 1989.

TAXING AUTHORITY." Amends GS 153A-149(c) to add structural and natural stormwater and drain- 
age systems of all types to purposes for which a county may levy property taxes subject to rate 
limitation. Amends GS 153A-274, 159-44, 159-81,and 160A-311 to add storm drainage systems to 
list of public enterprises counties and cities may operate and fund.

Provides that on motion of defendant, court must 
order prosecutor to (1) provide defendant with names and addresses of all witnesses the prosecu- 
tor intends to call at trial or any evidentiary hearing and their relevant written or recorded state- 
ments, except as restricted, denied, or deferred by the court under GS 15A-908; (2) provide to 
defendant names and addresses of all persons known to prosecutor to have information that may 
be relevant to the offense charged or any defense, and their relevant written or recorded state- 
ments, except disclosure of statement is not required if it was made to an informant whose iden- 
tity is a prosecution secret and who will not testify for the prosecution, and the statement is not 
exculpatory; and (3) disclose to defendant any material or information within prosecutor’s posses- 
sion or control that tends to negate defendant’s guilt or tend to reduce his punishment. Rewrites 
GS 15A-952(f) to provide that when a motion is timely made before trial, on written request of 
either party, the motion must be calendared and heard before the session of court for which the 
trial is scheduled; if venue is in a county where there are fewer than 20 regularly scheduled 
weeks of superior court criminal trial sessions each year, the motion may be calendared and 
heard during session for which trial is calendared; in no event may motion be calendared and 
heard less than seven days before trial in county where it may be heard in same session as trial.

S 733. CLARIFY INTANGIBLES EXEMPTION. "7O CLARIFY THAT THE INTANGIBLES TAX DOES 
NOT APPLY TO FUNDS COMPOSED ENTIRELY OF OBLIGATIONS OF THE UNITED STATES." 
Amends GS 105-203 to exempt from intangibles tax shares of mutual funds and investment funds 
composed entirely of obligations of the US or entirely of obligations of US and NC (now, applies 
to funds entirely of obligations of the US and NC, at least 80% of the fair market value repre- 
sents obligation of NC). Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1990. 
Introduced by Ezzell. Referred to Finance. 


S 734. AMEND PLEADINGS RULES. "TO AMEND THE GENERAL RULES OF PLEADINGS TO 
ALLOW THE CLAIMANT THIRTY DAYS TO RESPOND TO A REQUEST FOR A STATEMENT OF THE 
MONETARY RELIEF SOUGHT." Amends Rule 8(a) of the Rules of Civil Procedure to extend from 
10 to 30 days the amount of time a claimant has to respond to a request for the monetary relief 
sought in cases where the pleading asks for damages in excess of $10,000. 

Introduced by Ballance. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 735. CONTROLLED SUBSTANCE TAX-2. "TO IMPOSE AN EXCISE TAX ON CONTROLLED 
SUBSTANCES." Adds Article 2D to GS Ch. 105 to levy excise tax on controlled substances at 
following rates: (1) $3.50 per gram of marijuana or counterfeit marijuana; (2) $200 per gram for 
substance or counterfeit sold by weight; and (3) $400 for each 10 dosage units of substance or 
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counterfeit sold by dosage units. Adopts definition of controlled substance used in GS 90-87. 
Directs Sec’y of Revenue to issue stamps to drug dealers (defined as person who possesses, 
sells, delivers, or manufactures a controlled substance in violation of GS Ch. 90, Art. 5) upon 
payment of tax. Makes violation of Art. a Class | felony (maximum five years imprisonment, or fine 
or both, with two years presumptive), and subjects person convicted to additional penalty of 
100% of tax. Requires Sec’y to make assessments for known, unpaid taxes. Prohibits use of 
information used to collect taxes in other criminal prosecution. Requires Sec’y of Revenue to 
deposit taxes collected under the act in special fund, the State controlled Substances Tax Fund, 
and expresses intent that proceeds remain in the Fund until the General Assembly provides that 
they be deposited in the General Fund. Effective October 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Conder. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 736. ATTORNEY FEES/STATUTORY LIENS. "TO PROVIDE ATTORNEY’S FEES TO PREVAILING 
PARTIES IN ACTIONS RELATING TO STATUTORY LIENS ON REAL PROPERTY AND PAYMENT AND 
PERFORMANCE BONDS." Adds GS 44A-35 to allow judge to award reasonable attorney’s fee to 
attorney representing prevailing party in suit brought under Chapter to enforce statutory laborer’s 
lien on real property or payment and performance bonds. Judge must find that there was an 
unwarranted refusal by losing party to resolve matter which constituted basis of suit.

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S 743. HONORING REVOLUTIONARY WAR HEROES. "HONORING THE LIVES OF THE MANY 
REVOLUTIONARY PATRIOTS WHO DIED SO THAT THE COLONIES COULD BE FREE TO ENACT A 
CONSTITUTION AND BILL OF RIGHTS GUARANTEEING OUR BASIC FREEDOMS AND RIGHTS.” As 
title indicates. 

Introduced by Tally. Referred to Rules. 


S 744. ENGINEER/SURVEYOR BOARD MEMBERS (=H 954). "TO CHANGE THE QUALIFICATIONS 
FOR MEMBERSHIP ON THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE BOARD OF REGISTRATION FOR 
PROFESSIONAL ENGINEERS AND LAND SURVEYORS.” See identical bill H 954. 

Introduced by Sherron. Referred to State Government. 


S 745. HEALTH INSURANCE POOL (= H 985). "TO CREATE THE NORTH CAROLINA HEALTH 
INSURANCE POOL." See identical bill H 985.

S 746. ALEXANDER MEDICAL FACILITY FUNDS (=S 742). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO

SERVICE FACILITY." See identical bill S 742.

S 747. RETIREMENT CREDIT PURCHASES. "TO PROVIDE A MORE COMPLETE DEFINITION OF 
FULL COST RETIREMENT SERVICE CREDIT PURCHASES IN THE STATE-ADMINISTERED 
RETIREMENT SYSTEMS." Amends various subsections of GS 128-26 and 135-4 to provide that 
when purchasing creditable service in LGERS or TSERS, the terms full cost, full liability and full 
actuarial cost include assumed annual post-retirement allowance increases as determined by the 
Board of Trustees from the earliest age at which a member could retire on an unreduced service 
allowance. 

introduced by Royall. Referred to Pensions. 


S 748. NC SOLAR FUNDS CENTER. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE NORTH CAROLINA 
SOLAR CENTER.” Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Commerce $197,239 in each year 
of 1989-91 biennium for cited purpose. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 749. MISLEADING SOLICITATIONS. "TO PROHIBIT SOLICITATION USING A MISLEADING 
PUBLIC SAFETY IDENTITY." Adds GS 14-401.14 making it a misdemeanor (punishable by up to six 
months imprisonment and/or fine of up to $500) to solicit contributions or sales from the public or 
to conduct sales to the public in manner involving any of following acts: (1) use the name "po- 
lice”, “law enforcement”, “rescue squad”, "emergency medical services”, "fireman”, or "fire- 
fighter” unless such bona fide entity authorizes its use in writing (does not apply to person or 
organization with commercial license for sale of merchandise or services reasonably related to 
law enforcement, rescue services, or fire protection); (2) willfully represent or lead anyone to be- 
lieve that another person or entity sponsors or endorses the solicitation or sale unless that person 
or entity has consented to the use of that name; (3) willfully represent or lead anyone to believe 
that the solicitation or sale is on behalf of anyone other than the person or entity for whose 
benefit it is in fact made; (4) willfully represent that a contributor or purchases will receive special 
benefits from any public safety agency or that a person would be denied any service as a result 
of failure to make a contribution or purchase. Makes each prohibited sale or solicitation a sepa- 
rate offense. 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Judiciary 2. 
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S 750. FLEEING VEHICLES AMENDMENTS. "TO MODIFY THE LAW APPLYING TO VEHICLES 
FLEEING TO ELUDE ARREST.” Amends GS 20-141(j) to increase punishment for speeding to 
elude arrest by a law-enforcement officer as follows: First offense is punishable by both fine of 
$100-$1,000 and/or imprisonment of not less than 30 days nor more than 2 years; term may be 
suspended only if conditions of special probation are imposed requiring defendant to serve at 
least seven days imprisonment and perform at least 56 hours of community service. Second and 
subsequent offenses (occurring within seven years of prior offense) are punishable by both fine of 
$100 to $2000 and imprisonment of 60 days to 2 years; term may be suspended only if condi- 
tions of special probation are imposed requiring at least 14 days imprisonment and 112 hours of 
community service. Provides that defendant must serve mandatory minimum sentence with no 
gain and good time credit allowed to reduce below that minimum. Requires DMV to revoke 
driver’s license of person convicted of fleeing offense for two years, but grants authority to return 
after 12 months on certain conditions. Requires officer to seize vehicle when arrests person for 
violation and provides for sale of vehicle upon conviction of operator. Provides that proof that 
motor vehicle used in offense of fleeing is prima facie evidence that vehicle operated by owner. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

S 751. STATE EDUCATIONAL EQUITY GRANTS. "TO ESTABLISH AND PROVIDE FUNDING FOR A 
STATE EDUCATIONAL EQUITY GRANT PROGRAM FOR SCHOOL DISTRICTS THAT HAVE HIGH 
CONCENTRATIONS OF PRESCHOOL AND SCHOOL AGE CHILDREN WHO ARE FROM LOW-INCOME 
FAMILIES, FOR THE DEVELOPMENT AND IMPLEMENTATION OF PROGRAMS TO ASSIST SUCH 
CHILDREN WHO DEMONSTRATE OR ARE AT RISK OF DEMONSTRATING BELOW AVERAGE 
ACADEMIC PERFORMANCE AND SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT DURING THEIR SCHOOL YEARS." Adds 
GS Ch. 115C, Art. 9A to establish the State Educational Equity Grant Program. Provides that 
funds will be awarded to school districts for programs designed to improve the academic per- 
formance and social development of "children at risk” (as defined in act) who are enrolled in NC 
public schools. Requires State Board of Education to administer Program and provide for an an- 
nual evaluation and report to the General Assembly. State Board 

must also evaluate each grant recipient’s use of funds and achievement of goals. Allows Dep’t of 
Public Instruction and local school systems to contract with institutions of higher education and 
private nonprofit organizations to plan, implement, or evaluate any part of Program that State 
Board deems appropriate. 

Grant funds may be used for (1) programs and activities to increase parental involvement in 
their children’s development, (2) programs to assist parents of three and four year old children at 
risk to provide learning and developmental activities, (3) computer-assisted remediation and ad- 
vancement materials for children at risk, (4) programs for children in grades three through eight 
who are performing at least one grade below grade level to improve their communication skills 
and mathematics mastery, (5) programs to increase the academic performance of groups of stu- 
dents who, as a group, are performing below their capabilities and at lower than average aca- 
demic levels than other students in the district. 

Permits grant recipients to apply for funds to assist in programs for community volunteer 
activities that involve children and youth at risk, although others may also participate. Requires 
the Dep't of Public Instruction to develop guidelines for programs and grants. 

Sets criteria for distribution of grant funds. Eligibility of school districts in a county to re- 
ceive grant must be based on a pro rata determination of the number of children in the county 
who are from families with incomes whose income is at or below the federal poverty level and 
who constitute at least 10% of the children aged five through seventeen who live in the county. 
Distribution of funds among schools in a district may be based on Superintendent of Public 
Instruction’s estimate of number or percentage of low-income students in each school. 
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Provides that all federal JTPA Title IIl-A 8% funds allocated to Dep’t of Natural Resources 
and Community Development for distribution to Dep’t of Public Instruction must be used to bene- 
fit children at risk. 

Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Public Education $3 million for fiscal 1989-90 
and $10 million for fiscal 1990-91 for Program. Allows no more than 10% of funds to be used for 
administration of Program and no more than 10% to be allocated to the NC Children and Youth 
Community Involvement Volunteer Program. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Education.

H 1004. COUNT VOTES FOR DECEASED CANDIDATE. "TO RESTORE THE FORMER LAW 
RELATING TO DEATH OF A CANDIDATE FOR A PRIMARY, SO THAT VOTES FOR A DECEASED 
CANDIDATE ARE COUNTED, TO THE END THAT IF THE DECEASED CANDIDATE WINS THE 
PRIMARY, THE PROPER PARTY EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE SHALL CHOOSE THE NOMINEE.” Amends 
GS 163-112(a) to provide that where only two persons have filed notice of candidacy for nomina- 
tion by a party to a single office, and one dies within 30 days after filing period closes but during 
the additional 3-day filing period provided by present statute, the name of any additional candi- 
date filing during that period must be printed on the ballot, and the name of the deceased candi- 
date must not be printed. (If no additional candidate files, board of elections, under present 
statute, must certify the remaining candidate as nominee of party.) Amends GS 163-112(b) to 
provide that where more than two persons have filed for single office, and one dies more than 30 
days after filing period closes: (1) all names remain on ballot, and any votes cast for deceased 
candidate must be counted; (2) if deceased polls highest number of votes, even if not majority, 
the party’s executive committee must appoint nominee under GS 163-114 in place of deceased; 
and (3) if no candidate receives majority and deceased receives second highest number of votes, 
no second primary shall be held, and board of election must declare candidate with highest num- 
ber of votes as party’s nominee. Amends GS 163-112(c) to provide that where more candidates 
have filed for nomination to an office constituting a group than there are positions to be filled, 
and a candidate or candidates die within 30 days after filing period closes, leaving the number of 
candidates equal to or less than the number of positions, then during additional 3-day filing pe- 
riod provided by existing statute, the name of any additional candidate filing must be printed on 
baliot, and name of deceased not printed. Amends GS 163-112(d) to provide that in group-office 
situation, where candidate dies more than 30 days after filing period closes: (1) all names remain 
on ballot and votes for deceased must be counted; (2) if deceased receives number of votes that 
would have entitled him to nomination, party executive committee must appoint nominee in place 
of deceased person; and (3) if not enough candidates receive majority of votes to fill all positions, 
and deceased receives number of votes that would have entitled him to call for second primary, 
then board of elections shall declare the candidate receiving highest number of votes (but not 
majority) to be one of party’s nominees for the office as if he had received a majority. Applicable 
to primary elections occurring on or after Jan. 1, 1990.

H 1005. ABC BOARD MEMBERS IMMUNITY. "TO LIMIT THE LIABILITY OF MEMBERS OF ABC 
BOARDS.” Adds GS 18B-700(j) specifying that a person serving as a local ABC board member is 
immune individually from civil liability for monetary damages, except to the extent covered by 
insurance, for any act or failure to act arising out of that service. Specifies exceptions to immu- 
nity when person: (1) was not acting within scope of his official duties, (2) was not acting in good 
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faith, (3) committed gross negligence or willful or wanton misconduct that resulted in the damage 
or injury, (4) derived an improper personal financial benefit from the transaction, or (5) incurred 
the liability from operation of a motor vehicle. Does not immunize the local ABC board for liability 
for its members’ acts or omissions.

H 1006. SATISFYING JUDGMENTS REPEAL. "70 REPEAL THE REQUIREMENTS FOR SATISFYING 
JUDGMENTS IN THE MOTOR VEHICLE SAFETY AND FINANCIAL RESPONSIBILITY ACT OF 1953." 
As title indicates; repeals G.S.20-279.12 through -279.16. 

Introduced by R. Hunter. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1007. SHOPLIFTING PRIOR CONVICTIONS. "TO PROVIDE THAT FOR THE PURPOSE OF 
DETERMINING PUNISHMENT FOR SHOPLIFTING OFFENSES, PRIOR CONVICTIONS OF 
LARCENY, RECEIVING STOLEN GOODS, AND POSSESSION OF STOLEN GOODS SHALL BE 
CONSIDERED CONVICTIONS OF SHOPLIFTING.” As title indicates; effect is that prior convic- 
tions of larceny, receiving stolen goods, and possession of stolen goods have same effect as 
prior shoplifting convictions on maximum and mandatory minimum punishment for shoplifting. 
Effective October 1, 1989, and applicable to offenses occurring on or after that date. 
Introduced by B. Ethridge. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1008. HOME & COMMUNITY CARE COMMITTEE. "7O ESTABLISH AN ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
ON HOME AND COMMUNITY CARE.” Adds GS 143B-181.9.1 as title indicates. Committee is within 
Dep’t of Human Resources, and is to recommend to Dep’t and Generali Assembly methods for 
alleviating service fragmentation and client intake-duplication associated with in-home and com- 
munity based supportive services for older adults and their families. Committee is to recommend 
common service definitions and standards, assessment instruments, reporting requirements, eligi- 
bility criteria, and reimbursement methods compatible with a coordinated system of care. 
Requires report to governor, President Pro Tem., Lt. Governor, Fiscal Research Div’n, and Study 
Comm'n on Aging. 

Committee to consist of 25 members appointed as follows: 

Appointments by Sec’y of Human Resources-One member each from Dep’t of Human 
Resources’ Div’ns of Aging; Health Services; Medical Assistance; Mental Health, Mental 
Retardation, and Substance Abuse Services; Social Services; and Budget and Analysis. One 
member each from NC Institute of Medicine; NC Health Care Facilities Ass’n; Center for Aging 
Research and Educational Services at UNC-CH; Long-Term Care Resources Program at Duke 
University; NC Ass'n of Long-Term Care Facilities; NC Ass’n for Home Care; and Center for 
Creative Retirement, UNC-A. One member from NC Study Comm’n on Aging, and one county 
comm’r member recommended by NC Ass’n of County Comm'rs. Three additional non-voting 
members. 

Appointments by General Assembly-Three members from House recommended by Speaker; 
three members from Senate, recommended by President Pro Tem. 

Sec’y of Dep't of Human Resources to chair committee; members serve at pleasure of 
Sec’y. Vacancies filled in same manner as initial appointment. 

Specifies that act requires no additional appropriations. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Perdue. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 1009. CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTION LIMIT. "TO LOWER LIMITS ON CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS 
DURING THE ELECTION YEAR, TO SET DIFFERENT LIMITS FOR STATEWIDE AND NON-STATEWIDE 
RACES, AND TO SET A SEPARATE LIMIT FOR NONELECTION YEAR CONTRIBUTIONS.” Present GS 
163-278.13 limits to $4,000 contribution by any individual or political committee to any candidate 
or other political committee in any election. Bill changes limit as follows: (1) for election for state-

wide office, $3,000 in the year in which election occurs and $1,000 in any other year; (2) for 
election for non-statewide office or superior court judge, $1,000 in election year and $1,000 in 
any other year: (3) if recipient is political committee whose purpose is not limited to assisting only 
one candidate, $3,000 in election year and $1,000 in any other year. Effective Jan. 1, 1990. 
Introduced by Jones. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1010. AGGREGATE PAC GIFT LIMIT. "TO LIMIT THE AGGREGATE AMOUNT THAT ANY 
CANDIDATE OR HIS POLITICAL COMMITTEE MAY RECEIVE IN CONTRIBUTIONS FROM ALL PACS 
COMBINED." Amends GS 163-278.13 to limit aggregate amount any candidate or political com- 
mittee may accept from all political action committees combined, as follows: (1) for purpose of 
supporting candidate for statewide office, limit $50,000 in election year and $10,000 in any other 
year; (2) for purpose of supporting candidate for non-statewide office, limit $20,000 in election 
year and $5,000 in any other year. Effective Jan. 1, 1990. 

Introduced by Jones. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1011. URBAN HOUSING REHABILITATION. "TO PERMIT COUNTIES TO USE PROPERTY TAX 
FUNDS FOR HOUSING REHABILITATION PROGRAMS ALREADY AUTHORIZED BY LAW." Amends 
GS 153A-149(c) to add housing rehabilitation programs authorized by GS 153A-376 to list of func- 
tions for which counties may levy nonvoted property tax subject to $1.50 rate limit. 

introduced by Rhodes. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 1012. MANDATORY BLOOD TEST. "TO REQUIRE MANDATORY BLOOD OR BREATH TESTS IN 

MOTOR VEHICLE CRASHES IN WHICH DEATH OR PERSONAL INJURY RESULTS.” Amends GS 20- 
16.2(a) to require chemical test of blood alcohol content to be administered to driver involved in 

motor vehicle accident causing death or personal injury, subject to immediate license revocation 
for refusal. Amends 20-16.2(b) to require charging officer to direct blood sample by person quali- 
fied under GS 20-139.1 or other chemical analysis that may be performed effectively, on all such 
drivers who are unconscious or otherwise incapable of refusing test. 

Introduced by Decker. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1013. DWI SENTENCE AMENDMENTS. "TO REQUIRE THAT PERSONS CONVICTED OF DRIVING 
WHILE IMPAIRED SERVE SENTENCES IN JAIL AND TO REQUIRE THAT THOSE SENTENCES BEGIN 
IMMEDIATELY AFTER CONVICTION." Amends GS 20-179(i) (level three punishment for DWI) to 
require, as condition for suspension of term of imprisonment, imprisonment for at least 72 hours 
as condition of special probation (now, the 72-hour imprisonment is one of three conditions, in- 
cluding 72 hours of community service and not operating a motor vehicle for 90 days, any one of 
which is sufficient). Makes similar changes to GS 20-179(g) and (k) to require 48 hours imprison- 
ment as condition of suspension of term of imprisonment for level four DWI, and 24 hours for 
level five DWI. Further amends GS 120-179 to provide that where DWI defendant must be sen- 
tenced to term of imprisonment either because of mandatory minimum term or as condition of 
special probation, sentencing judge must commit defendant to custody of sheriff immediately 
after sentencing hearing, and defendant must begin serving term without further delay. 
Introduced by Decker. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1014. MAMMOGRAM/PAP SMEAR COVERAGE. "TO REQUIRE MAMMOGRAM AND PAP 
SMEAR COVERAGE IN HEALTH AND ACCIDENT INSURANCE POLICIES AND IN HOSPITAL OR 
MEDICAL SERVICES PLANS.” Adds GS 58-251.9 and 57-7.4 to require that accident and health 
insurance contracts and group insurance contracts providing coverage for “malignancies” that 
are issued, renewed, or amended on or after Jan. 1, 1990, must provide coverage for mammo- 
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grams and pap smears when performed at direction of licensed physician. Same deductibles, 
coinsurance, and other limitations as apply to other covered services may apply to mammogram 
and pap smear coverage. 

introduced by Barnes. Referred to Commerce. 


H 1015. LOCAL RETIREE BENEFIT INCREASE. "TO PROVIDE POST-RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 
INCREASES TO CERTAIN RETIRED GENERAL EMPLOYEES, LAW OFFICERS, AND THEIR 
BENEFICIARIES IN THE LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM AND TO 
CERTAIN RETIRED LAW OFFICERS AND THEIR BENEFICIARIES IN THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE 
EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM.” Amends GS 128-27 to confer percentage raises in LGERS 
benefits for retired local gov’t workers as follows: allowances begun between July 1, 1980 and 
July 1, 1982—4% increase; between July 1, 1977 and July 1, 1980—6.6 %; before July 1, 1977— 
9%. Amends GS 135-5 to increase TSERS benefits for certain retired law enforcement officers as 
follows: allowances begun July 1, 1980 and July 1, 1981—2.3%; between July 1, 1977 and July 
1, 1980—9.3%; between July 1, 1976 and July 1,1977—14.3%; before July 1, 1976—21.3%. 
Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Watkins. Referred to Pensions & Retirement. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 752. INVENTION DEVELOPMENT SERVICES. "DEALING WITH INVENTION DEVELOPMENT 
SERVICES.” Adds GS Ch. 66, Art. 27, regulating contracts for invention development services. 
Defines "invention developer” as person or entity offering invention development services (also 
defined in act) for a customer and that is not (1) a gov't agency (2) a charitable, scientific, edu- 
cational, religious, or other organization qualified under GS 105-130.9 or described in sec. 
170(b)(1)(A) of Internal Revenue Code; (3) an attorney acting within scope of his professional 
license; (4) a person registered before US Patent and Trademark Office acting within scope of his 
professional license; or (5) a person or entity that does not charge a fee, including reimburse- 
ment for expenditures made or costs incurred, for invention development services other than pay- 
ment made from a portion of the income received by a customer by virtue of acts performed by 
the entity. Requires invention developer, in first written communication to or first personal meeting 
with (whichever occurs first) customer to make written disclosure of (1) median fee charged to all 
of developer's customers who have signed contracts with him in preceding 6 months, excluding 
those who signed in preceding 30 days; (2) total number of customers who have contracted with 
the developer (except those within preceding 30 days) and number of customers who have re- 
ceived, by virtue of the invention developer’s performance of services, an amount of money in 
excess of amount paid by them to the developer; and (3) a statement set out in the act notifying 
customer that developer (unless a lawyer or registered with US Patent and Trademark Office) is 
not permitted to give legal advice or acquire patent, copyright, or trademark protection for cus- 
tomer, and notifying customer of risks of failing to inquire into such matters himself. Requires that 
every contract for invention development services have a conspicuous, legible cover sheet con- 
taining only the notices and information set out in act. Requires that contracts for invention devel- 
opment services be in writing and that copy be given to customer when contract is signed. 
Prohibits requiring, making, or receiving payment for invention development services before fourth 
business day after day on which customer receives signed copy of contract. Sets out other de- 
tailed contracting requirements, including mandatory contract terms. Requires every invention de- 
veloper doing business in the State to maintain a bond in amount of at least 5% of developer’s 
gross income from that business in the state during last fiscal year or $25,000, whichever is 
greater, with bond to be in favor of State for benefit of any person damaged by developer’s 
fraud, dishonesty, or failure to perform under contract. Allows developer, in lieu of posting bond, 
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to make cash deposit with Sec’y of State. Makes any contract not substantially in compliance with 
the Article or entered into in reliance on any false, fraudulent, or misleading information from the 
developer voidable at option of customer. Makes customer’s waiver of any provision of act void 
and unenforceable. Allows person injured by violation of the Article to recover in civil action 
against the invention developer court costs; attorney fees; actual damages, if any, which may be 
increased to an amount not to exceed three times actual damages or $2,500, whichever is 
greater. Requires Attorney General to enforce the Article and allows Attorney General to recover 
civil penalty of not more than $25,000 for each violation and to seek equitable relief to restrain 
violation of the Article. Effective Jan. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Manufacturing & Labor. 


S 753. INVESTMENT SECURITIES REWRITE. "TO AMEND ARTICLE 8, UNIFORM COMMERCIAL 
CODE — INVESTMENT SECURITIES." Extensively revises Investment Securities article of Uniform 
Commercial Code to differentiate between "certificated securities” and "uncertificated securi- 
ties.” Generally, retains existing UCC provisions for certificated securities and sets out new rules 
governing issuance, transfer, and registration of uncertificated securities. Defines certificated se- 
curity as share or obligation (i) represented by instrument issued in bearer or registered form, (ii) 
commonly traded on securities exchanges or dealt in as investment medium, and (iii) divisible into 
class or series. Defines uncertificated security in similar terms except such securities are not 
represented by instrument, transfer is done by book entry, and they are not limited partnership 
interests traded on regulated exchange. Effective 60 days after ratification. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 754. MAGISTRATES’ EDUCATION INCENTIVE. "TO PROVIDE EDUCATIONAL INCENTIVES TO 
MAGISTRATES WHILE IN SERVICE AND TO EQUALIZE THE PRIOR SERVICE RECOGNITION FOR 
MAGISTRATES.” Amends GS 7A-171.1 to make provisions granting educational incentives to magis- 
trates apply to all magistrates, not just those magistrates whose initial appointment is as full-time 
magistrate and who have met the educational requirements at the time of initial appointment. 
Appropriates $24,353 for each year of 1989-91 biennium to implement act. Effective Jan. 1, 1990 
and applies to salaries earned on and after that date by magistrates serving on or after that date. 
Introduced by Ezzell. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 755. PRESIDENT PRO TEM APPOINTMENTS. "TO APPOINT PERSONS TO VARIOUS PUBLIC 
OFFICES UPON THE RECOMMENDATION OF THE PRESIDENT PRO TEMPORE OF THE SENATE." 
Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 

Introduced by Winner. Referred to Rules. 


S 756. LICENSING BOARD DEFINED. "TO FURTHER DEFINE A NEW LICENSING BOARD FOR 
PURPOSES OF LEGISLATIVE REVIEW." Amends GS 120-149.2 (review of proposals to license new 
occupations and professions) to include in definition of "new licensing board” an existing licens- 
ing board "which is seeking to expand the scope of its practice.” 

Introduced by Harris. Referred to State Government. 


S 757. HEALTH PROMOTION PROGRAM FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
STATEWIDE HEALTH PROMOTION PROGRAM.” Appropriates from General Fund to Dep't. of 
Human Resources $2,892,694 for 1989-90 and $2,892,694 for 1990-91, as title indicates. Directs 
$1 million in each fiscal year to be awarded under competitive contracts to public or private 
agencies. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Harris. Referred to Appropriations. 
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S 758. JUDICIAL LICENSE PLATES. "7O CLARIFY THE DESIGNATION OF CERTAIN OFFICIAL 
LICENSE PLATES ISSUABLE ON REQUEST TO THE JUDICIARY.” Amends GS 20-81(3) to provide 
that licenses issued to state judiciary bear words "Supreme Court Justice” or “Court of Appeals 
Judge” before number. Effective for first plate issued after ratification. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Transportation. 


S 759. INCREASE LIQUOR PURCHASE LIMIT. "TO INCREASE THE AMOUNT OF LIQUOR A 
PERSON MAY PURCHASE AND POSSES WITHOUT A PERMIT.” Amends GS 18B-303(a) to increase 
from four to five liters amount of fortified wine or liquor that may be possessed without permit. 
Makes conforming amendments to GS 18B-304, -401, and -1115. Effective July 1, 1989. 
introduced by Daniel. Referred to Alcohol Beverage Control. 


S 760. RSVP FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE RETIRED SENIOR VOLUNTEER 
PROGRAM (RSVP).” Appropriates from General Fund to Div’n of Aging, Dep’t of Human 
Resources, for 1989-90 $200,000 for new RSVP programs and $100,000 for existing RSVP pro- 
grams. Effective July 1, 1989. 

introduced by Daniel. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 761. INFORM ALIEN DEFENDANTS. "TO REQUIRE THE COURT TO INFORM DEFENDANTS OF 
POSSIBLE IMMIGRATION CONSEQUENCES OF PLEAS OF GUILTY OR NO CONTEST.” Amends GS 
15A-1022(a) to require superior court judge, before accepting plea of guilty or no contest, to 
inform defendant that if he is not United States citizen, the plea may result in deportation, exclu- 
sion from admission to U.S., or denial of naturalization under federal law. Effective Jan. 1, 1990. 
Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 762. ALAMANCE PRISON UNITS FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE CONSTRUCTION 
OF TWO DORMITORIES, A MULTI-PURPOSE BUILDING, FENCING, AND UTILITIES AT THE 
ALAMANCE PRISON UNITS.” Appropriates $32,126 for 1989-90 and $1,203,228 for 1990-91 from 
General Fund to Office of State Budget and Management for purpose indicated in title. Effective 
July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 763. SUBSTANCE ABUSE PROGRAM FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO EXPAND THE 
SUBSTANCE ABUSE PROGRAM PROVIDED AT CORRECTIONAL CENTERS IN ALAMANCE AND 
CASWELL COUNTIES.” Appropriates $16,640 for each year of 1989-91 biennium General fund to 
Dep't of Correction for purpose indicated in title. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 764. MITCHELL COMMUNITY COLLEGE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
DEPARTMENT OF COMMUNITY COLLEGES FOR MITCHELL COMMUNITY COLLEGE CAPITAL 
IMPROVEMENTS.” Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Community Colleges $750,000 for 
1989-90 to complete continuing Education Center at Mitchell Community College. Effective July 1, 
1989. 

introduced by Bryan. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 765. RETROACTIVE TAX EXEMPTIONS. "TO PROVIDE THAT AN APPLICATION FOR A 


PROPERTY TAX EXEMPTION OR EXCLUSION MAY BE APPROVED TO APPLY RETROACTIVELY FOR 
THE TWO YEARS PRECEDING THE YEAR IT WAS FILED.” Amends GS 105-282.1(a)(4) to permit 
county or municipal governing board to approve late property tax exemption application for two 
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prior tax years as well as year in which filed. Effective Jan. 1, 1989; first tax year for which 
benefit of act may be claimed is 1987. 
Introduced by R. Martin. Referred to Finance. 


S 766. VESTING PROPERTY RIGHTS. "TO PROVIDE FOR CERTAIN VESTED PROPERTY RIGHTS." 
Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Conder. Referred to Judiciary 3. 


S 767. ETHICS. "CONCERNING GOVERNMENTAL ETHICS.” Blank bill. 
Introduced by Rauch. Referred to Rules. 


S 768. MUNICIPAL BOND REFUNDS. "TO AUTHORIZE REFUNDING BONDS TO PAY INTEREST ON 
OUTSTANDING BONDS." Amends GS 159B-25 to authorize joint municipal electric power agencies 
and participating municipalities to issue refunding bonds to provide for payment of interest on 
outstanding bonds issued under GS Ch. 159B. 

Introduced by Rauch. Referred to Finance. 


S 769. JOINT AGENCIES ISSUE BONDS. "7O CLARIFY THAT JOINT AGENCIES MAY ISSUE 
BONDS, INCLUDING SHORT-TERM OBLIGATIONS, FOR CAPITAL COSTS OF FUEL NECESSARY FOR 
THE OPERATION OF AN AUTHORIZED PROJECT." Amends GS 159B-3 to include capital cost of 
fuel within definition of costs of projects for which joint municipal electric power agencies may 
issue revenue bonds. 

Introduced by Rauch. Referred to Public Utilities. 


S 770. MUNICIPAL OUTSIDE WATER/SEWER. "AUTHORIZING THE ACQUISITION, ENLARGEMENT, 
IMPROVEMENT, OPERATION AND REVENUE BOND FINANCING OF SANITARY SEWER AND WATER 
SYSTEMS WITHIN AND WITHOUT THE CORPORATE LIMITS OF A MUNICIPALITY.” Amends GS 159- 
96 (limitation on extraterritorial operation of enterprises financed by municipal revenue bonds) to 
grant to municipalities unlimited authority to acquire sewage and water systems within and out- 
side corporate limits and to finance such acquired systems with revenue bonds. Applicable only 
to acquisitions financed by revenue bonds during year ending Dec. 31, 1989. 

Introduced by Sands. Referred to Finance. 


S 771. ALLOCATE ENTIRETY VALUE. "TO ALLOW HUSBANDS AND WIVES TO ALLOCATE VALUE 
WITH REGARD TO TENANCY BY THE ENTIRETY PROPERTY IN CLAIMING EXEMPTIONS FROM 
JUDGMENTS." Adds GS 1C-1601(g) to provide that statutory provisions concerning exemption of 
debtor’s property from execution under judgment apply separately with respect to each debtor in 
a joint enforcement claim, and that in joint claim against husband and wife, value of entireties 
property shall be attributed one-half to each party unless they agree to a different allocation.

S 772. AMEND GEOLOGIST LICENSING ACT. "TO AMEND THE NORTH CAROLINA GEOLOGIST 
LICENSING ACT.” Amends GS 89E-9 to add licensing requirement of seven years professional 
geological work, three of which are under supervision of licensed geologist or equivalent experi- 
ence, and specifies criteria of education and experience that qualify. Applicable to applications 
submitted on or after ratification. Amends GS 89E-5 to (1) direct that Board funds be deposited in 
insured accounts, (2) provide that Executive Budget Act does not apply to Board, and (3) author- 
ize Board to procure personal property under state contract system. Amends GS 89E-4 to exempt 
Board employees from State Personnel Act. 

Introduced by Sands. Referred to State Government. 
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S 773. TOWING LIABILITY AMENDMENTS. "TO REMOVE FROM TOWING PROVISIONS CERTAIN 
LANGUAGE CONCERNING IMMUNITIES." Repeals provisions that exempt persons who tow vehicles 
from liability unless vehicle is willfully, maliciously or negligently damaged, in following statutes: 
GS 20-219.2 (private parking lots); GS 20-219.3 (gas stations); GS 20-37.6(f) (handicapped park- 
ing spaces); GS 61.7 (streets, roads, or premises of religious assembly); GS 115C-46(d) (school 
grounds); GS 143-340 (state-owned lots); GS 20-219.4 (private property where vehicle left more 
than 24 hours); and SL 1987, Ch. 1023, Sec. 3 (parking lots owned by Chapel Hill). Repeals 
exemption from liability to vehicle owner for persons who dispose of junked, abandoned, lost, or 
stolen vehicle in compliance with county ordinances enacted under GS 153A-132 and municipal 
ordinances enacted under GS 160A-303.

H 198. MODIFY JOBS TAX CREDIT. (See p. 131) 
House amendment requires every corporation and individual claiming tax credit for creating 
jobs in severely distressed counties to maintain and make available for Sec’y of Revenue’s 
inspection those records needed to determine and verify amount of credit to which corpora- 
tion or individual is entitled. Specifies that burden of proving eligibility for and amount of 
credit is on claimant, and that credit is not available if adequate records are not maintained 
or made available for inspection. 


H 253. JUNKED CAR REGULATION (See p. 156) 
House committee substitute replaces local bill with public bill entitled “AN ACT TO ALLOW 
COUNTIES AND MUNICIPALITIES TO REGULATE THE ABANDONMENT OF JUNKED 
MOTOR VEHICLES.” Rewrites bill to make provisions of GS 153A-132.2 and GS 160A-303.2 
apply statewide (now, cited sections authorize certain counties and municipalities to regulate, 
restrain, and prohibit abandonment of junked motor vehicles). Specifies that act does not 
affect the validity of any ordinance passed pursuant to cited statutes prior to act’s effective 
date. 


H 584. NCMH NAME. (See p. 337) 
House committee substitute changes name of NC Memorial Hospital to University of North 
Carolina Hospitals at Chapel Hill throughout General Statutes, and amends GS 116-37 to 
restructure hospital board. Directs UNC Board of Governors to assign terms of office to nine 
incumbent members of hospital’s board of directors so that one term expires each year from 
June 30, 1989 through June 30, 1997. After July 1, 1989, new appointments shall be for 
four-year terms, but no person may be appointed to more than three successive four-year 
terms or to a four-year term if preceded immediately by 12 years of service. Provides that 
resignation does not constitution break in service for purposes of this limitation, and that 
vacancies shall be filled for remainder of unexpired term.

H 1016. VALIDATE FHA REFUNDING BONDS. "7O VALIDATE ALL ACTIONS AND PROCEEDINGS 
TAKEN BY UNITS OF LOCAL GOVERNMENT RELATING TO THE AUTHORIZATION, SALE AND 
DELIVERY OF GENERAL OBLIGATION AND REVENUE REFUNDING BONDS TO PURCHASE, AT A 
DISCOUNT, BONDS OF SUCH UNITS OWNED BY THE FARMERS HOME ADMINISTRATION.” As title 
indicates, validates such actions and proceedings taken since June 15, 1988. 

Introduced by Lineberry. Referred to Government. 


H 1017. REGULATE OUT-OF-STATE PACS. "REGULATING REPORTING IN NORTH CAROLINA BY 
POLITICAL COMMITTEES ORGANIZED UNDER FEDERAL OR OTHER LAW.” Adds GS 163-278.19B 
to make it unlawful for any political committee (PAC) not registered with the State Board of 
Elections pursuant to GS Ch. 163, Art. 22A to make campaign contributions to candidates for 
state or local office or to any PAC registered under NC law. Requires all PACs registered under 
NC law to report on same or equivalent forms. Requires that all funds solicited for a PAC organ- 
ized under NC law must be segregated from funds solicited for PAC organized under some other 
law, prohibits commingling such funds, and prohibits transfers between account of PACs organ- 
ized under NC law to accounts of PAC not registered under and in compliance with NC law. 
Amends GS 163-278.27(a) to make violation a general misdemeanor. Effective Sept. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Jones. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1018. ABC WARNING FOR PREGNANT WOMEN. "7O REQUIRE CERTAIN ABC PERMITTEES TO 
POST WARNINGS THAT CONSUMPTION OF ALCOHOL DURING PREGNANCY IS DANGEROUS." 
Adds GS 18B-1003(e) to require persons holding on-premises or off-premises beer or wine per- 
mits, brown-bagging permits, and mixed beverage permits to post conspicuous sign reading: 
"Warning: Drinking alcoholic beverages during pregnancy can cause birth defects.” 

Introduced by Privette. Referred to Commerce. 


H 1019. EXEMPT CERTAIN SECURITIES. "TO EXEMPT SECURITIES DESIGNATED OR APPROVED 
FOR DESIGNATION UPON NOTICE OF ISSUANCE ON THE NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF SECURITIES 
DEALERS AUTOMATED QUOTATION NATIONAL MARKET SYSTEM FROM THE REGISTRATION AND 
FILING REQUIREMENTS OF THE NORTH CAROLINA SECURITIES ACT.” Amends GS 78A-16 as title 
indicates. Allows Sec’y of State to decertify named securities if system’s standards deteriorate. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Miller. Referred to Commerce. 


H 1020. BEER FRANCHISE LAW. "REVISING THE BEER FRANCHISE LAW." Adds GS Ch. 18B, 
Art. 13 regulating contracts between beer suppliers (e.g., brewers, bottlers, importers) and beer 
wholesalers. Prohibits supplier from providing beer to wholesaler unless a distribution agreement 
has been filed with Alcoholic Beverage Control Comm’n. Agreement must provide wholesaler with 
exclusive right to distribute particular brand of beer within wholesaler’s territory. Provides that 
filing of agreement creates franchise agreement between supplier and wholesaler which may only 
be terminated for specified causes. Provides remedies for wrongful termination. Limits supplier’s 
ability to cancel franchise agreements upon transfer of wholesaler’s business. Provides that sup- 
plier may participate in limited partnership to assist in purchase of wholesaler. Repeals GS 18B- 
1109(b) and 18B-1117, both of which deal with same subject.

H 1021. NO POINTS EXCEEDING SAFE SPEED. "TO PROVIDE FOR NO INSURANCE POINTS FOR 
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CONVICTION OF ‘SPEED NOT REASONABLE AND PRUDENT’.” Amends GS 58-124.33(f) to specify 
that there is to be no motor vehicle insurance premium surcharge nor assessment of points for a 
conviction for a "violation of speeding while driving at a speed not reasonable and prudent,” 
unless other conditions set out in statute apply.

OUT-OF-STATE WITNESSES IN CRIMINAL CASES.” Revises GS 7A-314(c) to specify that a witness 
who resides outside NC who appears to testify in a criminal action may be reimbursed for (1) one 
round trip travel at rate applicable to state employees traveling on official business (now, $.10 per 
mile); (2) actual expenses for lodging and meals, if required to attend for more than one day, at 
rate authorized for state employees traveling on official business out-of-state (underlined words 
added; and (3) $5 per day fee (no change). Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Ezzell. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 776. MAMMOGRAM/PAP SMEAR COVERAGE (=H 1014). "TO REQUIRE MAMMOGRAM AND 
PAP SMEAR COVERAGE IN HEALTH AND ACCIDENT INSURANCE POLICIES AND IN HOSPITAL OR 
MEDICAL SERVICES PLANS." See identical bill H 1014. 

Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Insurance. 


S 777. REPEAL COST RECOVERY/CHILD SUPPORT. "TO IMPROVE THE EFFICIENCY OF THE 
CHILD SUPPORT ENFORCEMENT PROGRAM BY REPEALING THE COST RECOVERY PROVISIONS 
REGARDING CHILD SUPPORT SERVICES.” Deletes GS 110-130.1(b) and (b1) concerning recover- 
ing cost of child support services. 

Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Children & Youth. 


S 778. CHILD SUPPORT FROM DATE OF FILING. "TO REQUIRE THAT CHILD SUPPORT BE 
ORDERED RETROACTIVE TO THE DATE OF FILING THE COMPLAINT.” Amends GS 50-13.4 (action 
for support of minor child) to specify that payments ordered for child support are to be retroactive 
as title indicates. Effective Oct. 1, 1989; applies to actions filed on or after that date.

S 779. IV-D WITHHOLDING MAIL NOTICE. "TO REDUCE COSTS OF CHILD SUPPORT 
ENFORCEMENT BY ALLOWING NOTICE BY REGULAR MAIL TO OBLIGORS OF SUBSEQUENT 
INCOME WITHHOLDINGS FOR CHILD SUPPORT.” Adds new subsections to GS 110-136.4 (with- 
holding in IV-D cases) and GS 110-136.5 (withholding in non-IV-D cases) and amends GS 110- 
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136.8(c) to specify that, if person subject to income withholding for child support (obligor) 
changes employment or source of disposable income, copy of notice that is served on subse- 
quent payor under Rule 4 shall be mailed to the obligor and filed with clerk of court. 
Introduced by Marvin. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 780. DISTRIBUTE IV-D SUPPORT IN 10 DAYS. "TO REQUIRE THAT CHILD SUPPORT IN IV-D 
NON-AFDC CASES BE DISTRIBUTED TO THE CUSTODIAL PARENT WITHIN TEN DAYS." Amends GS 
110-130.1 as title indicates. 

Introduced by Marvin. Referred to State Government. 


S 781. OAH POSITION. "TO MAKE A TECHNICAL CORRECTION IN A LIST OF POSITION 
CLASSIFICATIONS OF THE OFFICE OF ADMINISTRATIVE HEARINGS.” Amends Ch. 1111, SL 1987, 
as title indicates. 

Introduced by Sherron. Referred to Judiciary 3. 


S 782. WINDSTORM/HAIL INSURANCE COVERAGE. "TO PROVIDE REPLACEMENT COST 
COVERAGE WITH POLICIES OF WINDSTORM AND HAIL DAMAGE." Amends GS 58-173.8(e) to pro- 
vide that windstorm and hail insurance written on beach area property pursuant to GS Ch. 58, 
Art. 18A shall offer replacement cost coverage if other essential property insurance written by that 
insurer includes such coverage. 

Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Insurance. 


S 783. LRC STUDY WILDLIFE COMM'N. "AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH 
COMMISSION TO STUDY THE METHODS OF APPOINTMENT AND TERMS OF OFFICE OF 
MEMBERS OF THE NORTH CAROLINA WILDLIFE RESOURCES COMMISSION AND THE GENERAL 
EFFECTIVENESS OF THAT BODY." As title indicates. Authorizes interim report to 1990 Session, 
final to 1991 General Assembly. 

Introduced by Tally. Referred to Rules. 


S 784. FLEXIBLE BENEFIT PLANS. "TO AUTHORIZE FLEXIBLE COMPENSATION PLANS FOR 
STATE AGENCY EMPLOYEES, UNIVERSITY EMPLOYEES, COMMUNITY COLLEGE EMPLOYEES, AND 
PUBLIC SCHOOL EMPLOYEES.” Adds new GS 115C-341.1, 115D-25.1, and 116-17.1 and amends 
GS 143-34.1 to permit flexible employee benefit plans for state and public school employees. 
Excludes from such plans vacation leave, sick leave and benefits under state retirement, medical 
and disability programs. 

Introduced by Royall. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 785. COUNTY LAWS. "CONCERNING THE LAWS RELATING TO COUNTIES." Blank bill. 
Introduced by Bryan. Referred to Local Government.

S 790. PUBLIC HOSPITAL PURCHASING. "TO AMEND THE LAW REGARDING PUBLIC BIDD’VG 
TO EXEMPT PUBLIC HOSPITALS FROM CERTAIN REQUIREMENTS.” Amends GS 143-129 to ex- 
empt public hospitals from Ch. 143, Art. 8 regulations on contracting and bidding when (1) per- 
formance or price competition does not exist, (2) needed product is available from only one 
supplier, (3) standardization or compatibility is the overriding consideration, (4) a particular medi- 
Cal item or prosthetic device is required, (5) a particular product is ordered by patient’s attending 
physician, (6) additional products are needed to complete an ongoing task, (7) products are pur- 
chased for “over-the-counter” resale, (8) a particular product is needed or desired for research 
work, or (9) equipment in use under a lease is to be purchased. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Block. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 791. STATE GAMES USE STATE CARS. "TO ALLOW NORTH CAROLINA AMATEUR SPORTS TO 
USE STATE TRUCKS AND VANS FOR THE STATE GAMES OF NORTH CAROLINA.” Provides that 
Dep't of Administration may allow NC Amateur Sports to have the use of state trucks and vans 
for the 1989 State Games of NC, notwithstanding GS 14-247 (private use of publicly owned vehi- 
cle) and GS 143-341(8)i (procedures for central motor pool under Dep't of Administration). States 
that Dep’t need not make any charge for use of vehicles under act, and specifies that State of 
NC incurs no liability for any damages resulting from use of vehicles under act. 

Introduced by Staton. Referred to State Government. 


S 792. INTERPRETATION OF ZONING. "REGARDING CHANGES IN THE INTERPRETATION OF 
ZONING ORDINANCES.” Amends county and city zoning enabling statutes (GS 153A-344(b) and 
GS 160A-385(b)) to specify that changes in the interpretation of zoning ordinances by the courts 
or by authorities with the power to enforce the ordinance, are not enforceable without consent of 
the owner with regard to lots for which building permits have been issued prior to the change in 
interpretation, so long as the permits remain in effect. Specifies that issuance of a building permit 
constitutes an interpretation by the issuing authority that the applicable zoning regulations allow 
the use for which the permit was issued. 


Provides, however, that if a court determines that an interpretation of a zoning regulation, in 
effect as of the issuance of the building permit is based on a construction that no reasonable 
person could adopt, the court may balance all the equities and find (1) that the construction of 
the regulation, is not an “interpretation” under the statute and (2) that the holder of the building 
permit is not entitled to claim the benefit of that construction of the regulation, after the date of 
the court’s decision or after a later date set by the court in the interest of justice. Court may not 
make such a finding effective retroactively, except during a period when property owner’s reliance 
on issuing authority’s interpretation of zoning regulation, was not in good faith. Lack of good faith 
must be proved beyond a reasonable doubt in criminal action or by the clear and convincing 
weight of the evidence in a civil action. Introduced by Staton. Referred to Local Government. 
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S 793. ABC PENALTY FOR 19/20 YEAR OLDS. "TO MAKE A NINETEEN-YEAR OLD AND TWENTY- 
YEAR OLD PURCHASER OF ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES SUBJECT TO THE SAME PUNISHMENT AS 
THE PERSON FROM WHOM THE PURCHASE IS MADE AND THE SAME PUNISHMENT AS AN 
UNLAWFUL PURCHASER WHO IS UNDER NINETEEN YEARS OF AGE." Repeals GS 18B-302(i), 
with effect as title indicates. (Punishment for underage purchaser is misdemeanor punishable by 
$500 fine and/or six months imprisonment.) Effective Oct. 1, 1989; applicable to offenses commit- 
ted on or after date. 

Introduced by Taft. Referred to Alcoholic Beverage Control. 


S 794. LICENSING BOARDS ASSESS COSTS. "TO AUTHORIZE OCCUPATIONAL LICENSING 
BOARDS TO ASSESS COSTS OF DISCIPLINARY ACTIONS." Adds GS 93B-12 to authorize any occu- 
pational licensing board to assess cost of disciplinary proceeding against person charged. Applies 
to proceedings initiated on or after ratification date. 

Introduced by Taft. Referred to Finance. 


S 795. STATE EMPLOYEE HEALTH CHANGES. "TO MAKE CHANGES IN THE TEACHERS’ AND 
STATE EMPLOYEES’ COMPREHENSIVE MAJOR MEDICAL PLAN TO CONFORM WITH FEDERAL 
INTERNAL REVENUE CODE REQUIREMENTS, TO ELIMINATE SPECIAL PREEXISTING CONDITION 
REQUIREMENTS FOR CONGENITAL DEFECTS, CLEFT PALATE, AND SPEECH THERAPY, TO 
DETECT AND PREVENT FRAUD, AND TO CORRECT PREVIOUS STATUTORY LANGUAGE." As title 
indicates. Provides for denial of coverage for employees who knowingly and willfully make mate- 
rial false statements in claims. 

Introduced by Royall. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 796. MOSQUITO CONTROL CAPITAL FUND. "TO ESTABLISH A MOSQUITO CONTROL CAPITAL 
FUND." Amends GS 130A-347 to create Dep’t of Human Resources fund consisting of unex- 
pended mosquito control funds. Dep’t may use to purchase equipment and supplies, which local 
gov’ts may use, on cost-sharing basis, for salt marsh mosquito control. Whenever fund balance 
exceeds $350,000, all funds to revert to Gen’! Fund. 

Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 797. DAMAGE TO AQUACULTURE FORBIDDEN. "TO FORBID DAMAGE TO AQUACULTURE 
OPERATIONS AND TO SHELLFISH BEDS." Adds GS 113-269 to make it unlawful to (1) steal fish or 
aquatic species from an aquaculture facility, (2) knowingly receive or possess such stolen fish or 
aquatic species, or (3) willfully injure or destroy aquaculture facility or species being reared 
therein. Makes violation of (1) or (2) for fish or aquatic species valued at more than $400 a Class 
H felony; if value of under $400 misdemeanor punishable by fine of at least $500 and/or imprison- 
ment for up to one year. Violation of (3) is misdemeanor punishable by fine of at least $1,000 
and/or imprisonment for not less than one year. Authorizes judge to require restitution pursuant to 
GS 15A-1343 in lieu of active prison sentence. Amends GS 113-208(a) to increase punishment for 
unlawfully taking shelifish from privately owned or leased bottom area to imprisonment for up to 
six months (now, 30 days) or fine of not less than $1,000 (now, $25) nor more than $5,000 (now, 
$250). Amends GS 113-132(a) to give Marine Fisheries Comm'n authority to regulate aquaculture 
facilities which cultivate or rear marine and estuarine resources. Effective Oct. 1, 1989; applicable 
to offenses occurring on or after that date. 

Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Marine Resources. 


S 798. SHERIFF’S LIABILITY FOR DEPUTY-2. "TO CLARIFY A SHERIFFS PERSONAL LIABILITY 
FOR THE ACTS OF HIS DEPUTY." Adds GS 162-26 to provide that sheriff has personal liability for 
act performed by his deputy only if act was (1) within actual scope and course of deputy’s em- 
ployment and in furtherance of deputy’s authorized duties; (2) performed at sheriff’s direction or 
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command or done in accordance with written departmental policy; or (3) performed with sheriff’s 
personal participation in act or his later ratification of act. Provides that sheriff has no personal 
liability for deputy’s act when deputy was acting contrary to sheriff’s direct order. States that act 
does not apply to amercements. (Identical to H 138 except contains no provisions concerning 
county’s liability). 

Introduced by Plyler. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 799. RULES FOR NOTICE OF APPEAL. "TO PROVIDE THAT NOTICE OF APPEAL TO THE 
APPELLATE DIVISION SHALL BE GIVEN AS PROVIDED IN THE RULES OF APPELLATE 
PROCEDURE, AS RECOMMENDED BY THE APPELLATE RULES STUDY COMMITTEE OF THE 
NORTH CAROLINA BAR ASSOCIATION." Adds GS 1-279.1 to provide that appeals in civil actions 
from the superior or district court be made in the manner, within the time, and with the effect 
specified in the rules of appellate procedure. Makes conforming amendments to GS 1A-1, Rules 
59 and 62(a) and GS 15A-1448. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Winner. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 800. RURAL OBSTETRICAL CARE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT 
OF HUMAN RESOURCES FOR THE RURAL OBSTETRICAL CARE INCENTIVE PROGRAM.” 
Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources $1 million for 1989-90 and $2 
million for 1990-91 to fund the rural obstetrical care incentive program to compensate family phy- 
sicians and obstetricians who agree to provide prenatal and obstetrical services in underserved 
counties. Directs Comm’n for Health Services to adopt rules for identifying underserved counties, 
scope of obstetrical services to be provided by assisted physicians, and amount and nature of 
assistance to be provided. Requires that Comm’n rules include: (1) participating physician to be 
compensated for lesser of cost of obstetrical care insurance coverage or $6,500; (2) physician 
providing care through local health dep’t to have option of providing care at physician’s office or 
dep’t clinic; (3) physician not to be required to provide care beyond his professional competence; 
(4) physician must be eligible to practice in NC; (5) physician must provide complete obstetrical 
care unless county has no obstetrical delivery facility, in which case only prenatal care provided; 
(6) liability insurance rates to be based on $1 million/$1 million coverage at mature rate; and (7) 
physician may not refuse case based on ability to pay. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Swain. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 801. CHEMICAL DEPENDENCY COVERAGE. "TO INCREASE THE MINIMUM COVERAGE FOR 
CHEMICAL DEPENDENCY TREATMENT BENEFITS IN POLICIES OF INSURANCE AND HOSPITAL 
SERVICE AND MEDICAL SERVICE PLANS.” Amends GS 58-251.8(c) to require policies that cover 
chemical dependency and provide more than $8,000 total. benefits to offer (1) yearly coverage of 
$8,000 or more for chemical dependency treatment and (2) $25,000 total coverage of chemical 
dependency. Deletes prohibition against using more than half of benefit in 30-day period. Makes 
conforming changes in GS Chs. 57 and 57B. 

Introduced by Ward. Referred to Insurance. 


S 802. ADOLESCENT PREGNANCY STUDY. "TO CREATE AND FUND THE ADOLESCENT 
PREGNANCY STUDY COMMISSION." Creates Adolescent Pregnancy Study Comm’n consisting of 
(1) four senators, a health educator, a public health worker, and a public school student, all 
appointed by president pro tem.; and (2) four representatives, one school board member, one 
public school student and one member of the public, all appointed by speaker. Comm'n to study 
adolescent pregnancy, evaluate family life education in public schools, and monitor adolescent 
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pregnancy programs funded by 1989 General Assembly. Comm'n to report to 1990 and 1991 
General Assembly. Appropriates $50,000 from General fund to Legislative Services Comm’n to 
fund Comm'n; provides that unexpended funds at end of 1987-88 fiscal year do not revert. 
Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Ward. Referred to Rules. 


S 803. CLARIFY MEDICAL PRACTICE ACT. "TO CLARIFY THE MEDICAL PRACTICE ACT." 
Amends GS 90-18 to provide that definition of unauthorized practice of medicine includes any 
invasive procedure and preoperative, perioperative and postoperative care for surgery. 
Introduced by Ezzell. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 804. PSYCHOLOGIST LICENSING CHANGE. "TO AMEND THE PRACTICING PSYCHOLOGISTS 
LICENSURE ACT TO PERMIT LICENSURE AS A PSYCHOLOGICAL ASSOCIATE.” Amends GS 90- 
270.11 to allows applicant for practicing psychologist license who has met all requirements ex- 
cept for passing exam at practicing psychologist level to be licensed as psychological associate 
without master’s degree, if applicant passes exam at psychological associate level. 

Introduced by Ezzeli. Referred to Human Resources.

H 241. DRIVER LICENSE INSURANCE PROOF. (See pp. 154, 126, 407) 
House amendment adds requirement that binder or policy from insurer not having resident 
agent must show effective date and expiration date. 


H 316. NURSING SCHOLARS PROGRAM. (See p. 188) 
House amendment provides that portions of act requiring additional funding are not effective 
until necessary funds are appropriated, and that act does not obligate General Assembly to 
appropriate funds. 


H 318. NURSING PROGRAMS FUNDS. (See p. 189) 
House committee substitute appropriates $3 million from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Community Colleges for each year of 1989-91 biennium to be used to enhance formula 
(was, supplemental) funding for nursing programs. Requires institutions receiving funding to 
fund programs at enhanced level, at minimum. Appropriates $75,000 to General Assembly 
for fiscal 1989-90 for Legislative Comm’n on Nursing. Appropriates $1,600,000 to UNC 
Board of Governors for 1990-91 for scholarships under Nursing Scholars Program. 
Appropriates $100,000 for each year of 1989-91 biennium to UNC Board of Governors for 
operations by State Education Assistance Authority. 


H 320. NURSING SHORTAGE ALLEVIATION ACT. (See p. 191). 
House committee substitute sets June 30, 1991 sunset on Legislative Comm’n on Nursing, 
deletes $75,000 appropriation for operation of Comm’n, and makes clarifying amendments. 


H 370. MOTION PICTURE TAX CREDIT. (See p. 221) 

House amendment #1 deletes definition of "qualified motion picture” and substitutes ” quali- 
fied motion picture company”, defined as business entity whose sole proprietary function is 
to produce audiovisual work as described in bill. Makes conforming changes throughout bill. 
Provides that new law is effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1989, and 
will apply to investments in qualified motion picture company made on or after July 1, 1989. 
House amendment #2 deletes from coverage of bill audiovisual work produced for advertis- 
ing purposes. 
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H 380. HOLDING COMPANY ACT. (See p. 223) 
House amendment makes technical corrections. 


H 480. ENVIRONMENTAL AGENCY CONSOLIDATION. (See identical bill S 354 on p. 276, com- 
mittee substitute on p. 522) 
House amendment #1 makes technical change. House amendment #2 amends GS 143B- 
430(b) to provide that Sec’y of Commerce has power and duty to accept and administer 
federal funds provided through Job Training Partnership Act (was, through Job Training 


Partnership Act or succeeding programs.) 


H 556. ALLOW FUEL TAX COMPACTS. (See p. 325) 
House amendment makes clarifying change. 


H 627. SAVINGS & LOAN TECHNICAL CHANGES. (See. p. 343) 
House amendment makes technical change. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 139. HISTORIC DISTRICTS/LANDMARKS. (See p. 125) 
Senate committee substitute makes technical changes and following substantive changes. (1) 
Provides that comm’n jurisdiction over privately owned historic landmarks exists only if owner 
has consented to interior review. Consent is binding on future owners only if filed in register 
of deeds office and indexed under owner’s name. Deletes provision giving comm’n interior 
jurisdiction over privately-owned landmarks routinely open to public. (2) Specifies that act 
does not prohibit maintenance, or immediate restoration, in event of emergency, of above- 
ground utility structure without comm’n approval. (3) Amends GS 40A-3 to give local gov't 
units the power of eminent domain over historic properties designated before Oct. 1, 1989, 
and over historic landmarks designated on or after Oct. 1, 1989, and over properties within 
historic district for which application has been made for demolition. (4) Specifies that historic 
district comm'ns and historic districts established prior to effective date under repealed sec- 
tions of law continue to be valid. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 


S 577. PLANT PROTECTION ACT AMENDED. (See p. 428) 
Senate amendments make technical corrections and restrict application of civil penalties to 
second or subsequent violations of act. 


S 630. AGRICULTURAL FAIRS COUNCIL. (See p. 448) 
Senate amendments add Dean of NC A & T School of Agriculture to NC Agricultural Fairs 
Council and delete provision permitting grant applicants to be advised by members of horse- 
men’s associations.

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H 1023. PROVIDE MORTGAGE CANCELLATION. "TO MAKE IT CLEAR THAT THE REGISTER OF 
DEED MAY CANCEL MORTGAGES UPON RECEIPT OF A NOTICE OF SATISFACTION.” Amends GS 
45-37 and 47-46.1 as title indicates. Effective retroactively to June 18, 1987. 

Introduced by Rhyne. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1024. HORNE CREEK FARM FUNDS. "TO' APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE HORNE CREEK 
FARM STATE HISTORIC SITE." Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Cultural Resources 
$157,176 for 1989-90 and $127,575 for 1990-91 for use as title indicates. Appropriates an addi- 
tional $77,800 for 1989-90 and $91,500 for 1990-91 conditioned on a dollar for dollar local match. 
Introduced by Diamont. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 1025. AMEND SCENIC RIVER ACQUISITION. "TO AMEND THE NATURAL AND SCENIC RIVERS 
ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE DIVISION OF PARKS AND RECREATION TO ACQUIRE LANDS IN FEE 
SIMPLE AT THE NEW RIVER.” Amends GS 113A-35(2) and GS 113A-35.1 to delete acreage limita- 
tions on amount of land that may be acquired in fee simple.

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H 1026. MODIFY HOUSING EVICTION STANDARD. "TO MODIFY THE STANDARD USED FOR 
DETERMINING WHEN A HOUSING AUTHORITY MAY TERMINATE OR REFUSE TO RENEW A RENTAL 
AGREEMENT." \mproves language of GS 157-29(c).

H 1030. AMEND LAWS. "TO CHANGE THE LAWS OF NORTH CAROLINA.” Blank bill; no substan- 
tive provisions.

H 1031. COUNTY STORM DRAINAGE. "TO AUTHORIZE COUNTIES TO CONSTRUCT AND 
OPERATE STORM DRAINAGE SYSTEMS AS A PUBLIC ENTERPRISE.” Amends definition of "public 
enterprise” for counties in GS 153A-274 to include storm drainage systems. 

Introduced by Payne. Referred to Government. 


H 1032. STORM DRAINAGE REVENUE BONDS. "TO DEFINE STORM DRAINAGE SYSTEMS AS AN 
ELIGIBLE REVENUE BOND PROJECT.” Amends GS 159-81(3) to authorize counties, cities and cer- 
tain special districts to issue revenue bonds for storm drainage systems. 

Introduced by Payne. Referred to Government. 


H 1033. CITY STORM DRAINAGE. "TO AUTHORIZE CITIES TO CONSTRUCT AND OPERATE 
STORM DRAINAGE SYSTEMS AS A PUBLIC ENTERPRISE.” Amends GS 160A-311 as title indicates. 
Introduced by Payne. Referred to Government. 


H 1034. STORM DRAINAGE BONDS. "70 DEFINE STORM DRAINAGE SYSTEMS AS A UTILITY 
UNDER THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT BOND ACT.” Amends GS 159-44 to authorize counties, cities 
and certain special districts to issue general obligation bonds for storm drainage systems. 
Introduced by Payne. Referred to Government. 


H 1035. DOWN ZONING THREE-FOURTHS VOTE. TO REQUIRE A THREE-FOURTHS MAJORITY 
VOTE ON ANY INVOLUNTARY DOWN ZONING OF PROPERTY.” Amends GS 160A-385 to require 
three-fourths vote of city council to rezone property to less intense use if owner objects. Similarly 
amends GS 153A-344 for county comm’rs. 

Introduced by Grimmer. Referred to Government. 
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H 1036. GOOD SAMARITAN CHANGES. "TO CLARIFY THAT MEDICAL AND HEALTH CARE 
PROVIDERS WHO VOLUNTARILY PROVIDE TREATMENT AT LOCAL HEALTH DEPARTMENT 
FACILITIES ARE UNDER THE GOOD SAMARITAN STATUTE.” Amends GS 90-21.14 to exempt from 
liability for all but gross negligence an unpaid health care provider working at a local health de- 
partment facility. Effective Sept. 1, 1989; applicable to actions filed on or after that date. 
Introduced by Nesbitt. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1037. ATHLETIC HEALTH CARE PROVIDERS. "TO CLARIFY THAT ATHLETIC TEAM HEALTH 
CARE PROVIDER VOLUNTEERS ARE INCLUDED UNDER THE GOOD SAMARITAN STATUTE." 
Amends GS 90-21.14 to protect from liability for all but gross negligence an unpaid health care 
provider rendering first aid or emergency treatment to members of athletic teams. Effective Sept. 
1, 1989; applicable to actions filed on or after date. 

Introduced by Nesbitt. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1038. INCREASE LOCAL CONFINEMENT RATE. "TO INCREASE THE STANDARD RATE PAID BY 
THE DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTION TO COUNTIES FOR KEEPING CERTAIN CONVICTED INMATES 
IN JAIL.” Amends GS 148-32.1(a) to require Dep’t of Correction to pay jails $25 per day per 
inmate (now, standard sum set by General Assembly) for inmates serving 30 days or more. 
Effective Aug. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Wicker. Referred to Government. 


H 1039. WATER AUTHORITY RECEIVE LAND. "TO PROVIDE THAT WATER AND SEWER 
AUTHORITIES SHALL HAVE THE POWER TO ACQUIRE REAL PROPERTY AND INTERESTS IN REAL 
PROPERTY IN THE SAME MANNER AND BY THE SAME PROCEDURES, EXCEPT BY EMINENT 
DOMAIN, AS ARE PROVIDED FOR ACQUISITION OF SUCH PROPERTY BY CITIES AND TOWNS." 
Amends GS 162A-6 to permit water and sewer authorities to acquire real property by any lawful 
method to the extent and in the manner provided for municipalities under GS 160A-240.1 and 
-374, 

Introduced by Barnes. Referred to Government. 


H 1040. FRANKLIN SATELLITE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A FRANKLIN COUNTY 
SATELLITE.OF VANCE-GRANVILLE COMMUNITY COLLEGE.” Appropriates $750,000 for 1989-90 
from General Fund to the Dep’t of Community Colleges for construction of cited facility, provided 
that the satellite does not offer college transfer courses. No matching funds required. Effective 
July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Woodard. Referred to Education. 


H 1041. NAMING PUBLIC WORKS PROJECTS. "TO PROHIBIT THE NAMING OF A PUBLIC 
WORKS PROJECT, A PUBLIC BUILDING, OR A STATE HIGHWAY AFTER A LIVING PERSON." Adds 
GS 133-1.2 and GS 143-135.6, and amends GS 136-18(8), as title indicates. 

Introduced by Arnold. Referred to Government. 


H 1042. STATE EMPLOYEE HOLIDAY REVISION. "TO REPLACE MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR’S 
BIRTHDAY WITH CIVIL RIGHTS DAY AS A PUBLIC HOLIDAY, TO SPECIFY TEN PAID HOLIDAYS FOR 
STATE EMPLOYEES, AND TO GIVE STATE EMPLOYEES THE OPTION OF SELECTING AN ELEVENTH 
PAID HOLIDAY EACH YEAR.” Amends GS 103-4 to make Civil Rights Day (third Mon. in Jan.) a 
state holiday, replacing Martin Luther King, Jr.’s Birthday on same date. Adds new GS 126-8.3 to 
make New Year’s Day, Good Friday, Memorial Day, Independence Day, Labor Day, Veteran’s 
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Day, Thanksgiving Day and the following Friday, and Christmas Day and one day near Christmas 
paid holidays for state employees. Permits individual employees to select one additional holiday 
from list in GS 103-4 plus Lincoln’s Birthday, Easter Monday, Jefferson’s Birthday, Flag Day, and 
Rosh Hashana. Makes conforming amendment to GS 126-4. 

Introduced by Arnold. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 1043. RETIREMENT SYSTEM RECIPROCITY. "TO PROVIDE RECIPROCITY OF CREDITABLE 
SERVICE TO DETERMINE ELIGIBILITY FOR BENEFITS AMONG THE LEGISLATIVE RETIREMENT 
SYSTEM, THE LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM, THE TEACHERS’ AND 
STATE EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM, AND THE CONSOLIDATED JUDICIAL RETIREMENT 
SYSTEM." Adds GS 120-4.12A (Legislative Retirement System), 128-26A (Local Governmental 
Employees’ Retirement System), 135-4A (Teachers’ and State Employees Retirement System), 
and 135-56A (Consolidated Judicial Retirement System), to provide that creditable service earned 
under all systems may be considered in determining eligibility for benefits. Specifies that prior 
creditable service shall not be considered in calculating service retirement benefits, unless other- 
wise authorized by law. Provides that former member of one system who has forfeited creditable 
service in that system by receiving return of contributions and who has creditable service in an- 
other system may count that service in order to reestablish membership in forfeited system. 
Specifies that creditable service may not be counted twice for same period of time, whether 
earned, purchased, or granted as prior service credits. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

introduced by Beard. Referred to Pensions & Retirement. 


H 1044. LRC STUDY NO-FAULT AUTO INSURANCE. "TO AUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE 
RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY NO-FAULT AUTOMOBILE INSURANCE.” As title indicates; re- 
port to be made to 1991 General Assembly. 

Introduced by Beard. Referred to Rules. 


H 1045. INFECTIOUS WASTE CONTROL. "TO REGULATE BIOMEDICAL AND INFECTIOUS 
WASTE." Adds GS Ch. 130A, Art. 9, Part 4 to regulate the generation, transportation, storage and 
disposal of infectious waste. Applies to all infectious waste generated, transported or disposed of 
in.NC: Applies to all generators except those who generate wastes from single-family residences 
or units during self-treatment. Applies to “chemotherapeutic waste” only if waste is to be inciner- 
ated. Does not apply to the practice of veterinary medicine, animal husbandry, agriculture or the 
production of pharmaceuticals, biologicals, or vaccines. 

Requires Comm'n for Health Services (Comm'n) and Dep't of Human Resources (Dep’t) to 
implement manifest-based tracking system to control handling of wastes. Requires generators to 
be registered, to keep records, and to ensure proper handling of their wastes. Makes generators 
liable for treatment, clean-up and disposal costs if they know or have reason to know of improper 
handling. Requires wastes to be separated from other wastes and prohibits physical alteration of 
wastes prior to treatment. Requires wastes to be stored in protective containers with warning 
labels, Permits unrefrigerated or untreated wastes to be stored for 24 hours; refrigerated or 
treated wastes for up to 90 days. Requires Comm'n to establish standards for storage conditions, 
storage time and access to storage. 

Requires wastes transported from generation site for treatment or disposal to be carried by 
transporters licensed by Dep't. Transporters may not accept waste without proper manifests, or 
deliver wastes to unlicensed disposal facilities. Wastes must be transported in closed containers 
and may not be mixed with noninfectious waste unless entire load is considered infectious. 

Requires waste to.be treated prior to disposal in accordance with Dep’t standards at facility 
licensed by Dep't. Prohibits treatment facilities from accepting wastes without proper manifests. 
Sets standards for waste incineration, chemical disinfection and sterilization. 
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As part of licensing scheme Comm'n and Dep't shall develop standards for waste genera- 
tors, transporters and treatment facilities, including standards for training and certification of op- 
erators, equipment and vehicle standards, treatment and testing standards, and standards for 
financial condition of waste transporters and treatment facility operators. 

Permits Dep't to impose administrative penalty for individual violations of up to $500, not to 
exceed $2,500 per day. Each day a violation continues is a new violation. Makes violations a 
misdemeanor punishable by a $500 fine, and/or 60 days in jail. 

Effective July 1, 1989.

H 1046. SPENCER SHOPS FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR CONTINUED SITE 
IMPROVEMENTS AT SPENCER SHOPS STATE HISTORIC SITE." Appropriates from General Fund to 
NC Transportation History Corp. Inc., for 1989-90 $1 million to be held in escrow by State until 
matched by Corporation by June 31, 1990. Provided timely match is made, appropriates same 
amount for fiscal 1990-91, to be held in escrow until matched by June 31, 1991. Funds to be 
used for cited purpose. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Ligon. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 1047. MEMORIALIZING WILLIAM R. DAVIE. "HONORING THE LIFE AND MEMORY OF WILLIAM 
RICHARDSON DAVIE FOR HIS ACTIONS IN ESTABLISHING THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH 
CAROLINA." As title indicates. 

Introduced by Warner. Referred to Rules. 


H 1048. WATERSLIDE INSURANCE. "TO PERMIT THE PURCHASE OF INSURANCE FOR 
WATERSLIDES FROM ANY INSURANCE COMPANY." Amends GS 95-111.12(a) to allow owners of 
waterslides to purchase insurance from any insurer (including an offshore insurer, an alien in- 
Surer, or any other insurer that is not licensed in North Carolina (now, owners of amusement 
devices must obtain insurance from an insurer or surety acceptable to Insurance Comm’r and 
authorized to do business in North Carolina) 

Introduced by Warner. Referred to Commerce. 


H 1049. LINDEN COMMUNITY CLUB FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE LINDEN 
COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT CLUB." Appropriates from General Fund to Cumberland County 
$22,500 for 1989-90 for capital improvements of Linden Community Development Club. Effective 
July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Warner. Referred to Education. 


H 1050. ELIMINATE BROWN-BAGGING. "TO PROHIBIT BROWN BAGGING." Amends GS 18B-

135-40.6(8) to provide that major medical plan applicable to teachers and state employees pro- 
vides benefits, subject to deductible and coinsurance benefits, for infertility studies, in vitro fertili- 
zations, and gamete intrafallopian transfers when recommended by attending physician and 
approved by plan administrator and claims processor. Amends GS 135-40.6A(a) to require health 
plan to establish procedures for prior approval for new benefits. Effective July 1, 1989.

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H 1060. WATER HEATER TEMPERATURE. "TO REGULATE THE TEMPERATURE OF HOME WATER 
HEATERS TO HELP REDUCE THE RISK OF INJURIES AND DEATH." Adds GS 143-143.3 to regulate 
water heater thermostat settings. Requires the manufacturer of any new residential water heater 
offered for sale or lease to be used in this state to preset the thermostat for a temperature no 
higher than 120 degrees F. Allows water heater system to use a higher reservoir temperature if 
system is designed to restrict water temperature at tap as indicated. Also requires manufacturer 
of a residential water heater offered for sale or installation after act’s effective date to attach a 
tag to the thermostat access plate stating that thermostat settings above the preset temperature 
may cause severe burns and consume excessive energy. Requires the owner of a residential 
dwelling for lease or rent to reset the thermostat of any “accessible,” individual water heater to a 
temperature not higher than 120 degrees F. at the tap prior to the unit’s occupancy by a new 
tenant and the owner of a multi-family residential building to do the same with respect to any 
water heater serving two or more units. Allows occupant of any residential unit to reset the ther- 
mostat; such resetting relieves the manufacturer and landlord from liability for damages attributed 
to the setting. Provides that the bill neither requires nor permits any new permits or inspections. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1990.

Adds GS 58-180.4, 
defining "bodily injury” as "harm, sickness, or disease”, and requiring homeowners’ policies is- 
sued or renewed after Sept. 30, 1989, to cover bodily injury to the insured while absent from the 
insured location. For injury caused by owner of premises where injury occurs, policy pays up to 
liability coverage; if caused by insured, policy pays up to amount of medical payments coverage. 
Introduced by Soles. Referred to XXX. 


S 808. UNINSURED/UNDERINSURED MOTORIST COVERAGE. "TO AMEND THE LAWS ON 
UNINSURED MOTORIST AND UNDERINSURED MOTORIST INSURANCE COVERAGE IN LIGHT OF 
RECENT APPELLATE COURT DECISIONS." Amends GS 20-279.21(b)(3) to make the following 
changes: (i) provides that insurer providing uninsured motorist protection (including protection 
against the insolvency of the tortfeasor’s insurer) has the right of subrogation upon making pay- 
ment to a person under its coverage (now, insurer entitled "to the proceeds of any settlement for 
judgment resulting from the exercise of any limits of recovery” of such person against the tor- 
tfeasor); (ii) provides that the fact that a "person insured” did not personally pay all or part of a 
premium on a policy under which that person makes a claim or did not purchaser similar cover- 
age, which is the basis of a present claim, does not bar coverage if policy provides for same; 
and (iii) provides that if, after a judgment or settlement, there are multiple claimants seeking 
payment under uninsured coverage, and the claimants fail to agree on their respective shares, 
the insurer shall apportion payment to claimants in the proportion that their damages bear to the 
total amount of coverage available to those claimants. Amends GS 20-279.21(b)(4) to make the 
following changes: (i) clarifies that underinsured motorist coverage must be provided under a 
motor vehicle liability policy in an amount equal to the policy limits for automobile bodily injury 
liability as specified in each owner’s policy under which a claimant claims underinsured motorist 
coverage; (ii) provides that if more than one underinsured motorist coverage applies to a claim, 
only the insurer providing the underinsured motorist coverage deemed in the policy to have the 
primary duty to make first payment to a claimant has the right to deduct from its policy limits and 
subsequent payment the total amount paid to the claimant by liability policies; (iii) provides that 
other underinsured motorist coverages are liable to the full extent of their policy limits; (iv) pro- 
vides that releasing the tortfeasor from liability under underinsured motorist coverage does not 
bar a claimant from making a claim against one or more policies offering underinsured coverage; 
(v) provides that in a civil action for negligence involving an underinsured vehicle, any company 
providing liability for the claim may be released when it tenders its remaining coverage plus inter- 
est and court costs; (vi) provides that a company seeking such release must mail a copy of the 
application and request for a hearing to each person insured for the action and to every underin- 
sured motorist carrier to which the claimant gave notice of action; (vii) provides for the manner 
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and sufficiency of serving notice and requires notice of hearing to inform each person expressly 
of his right to attend and be informed by the court of the reason for the hearing; the conse- 
quences to insured of the order, and the right of the insured to employ counsel, at his own 
expense, to represent him in his defense; (viii) provides for entry of the order requiring payment 
by the company and disbursement by the clerk of court; (ix) provides that upon entry of the order 
the underinsured carriers that were given proper notice shall be liable to the claimant for all 
subsequent court costs and interest; (x) allows the claimant's attorney to file the application for 
release and disbursement if the company and claimant agree to allow it; and (xi) provides that 
after a judgment or settlement, if there are multiple claimants seeking payment under this ar- 
rangement that are unable to agree upon their respective shares, the insurer providing the cover- 
age shall apportion payment to the claimants in proportion to the relation their damages bear to 
the total amount of coverage available to them.

H 1068. CUMBERLAND WAR MEMORIAL FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE 
CUMBERLAND COUNTY VETERANS COUNCIL, INC. FOR A WAR MEMORIAL." Appropriates 
$16,000 for 1989-90 from General Fund to cited council for memorial to honor veterans from all 
wars and conflicts since Civil War. Provides that memorial must be located in Fayetteville’s 
Freedom Park. Requires the Cumberland County Veterans Council to match funds dollar for dol- 
lar. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Warner. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1069. LRC ELECTION STUDY. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH 
COMMISSION FOR A STUDY OF CAMPAIGN AND ELECTION PROCEDURES." Authorizes cited 
study; requires interim report to the 1990 sessison and final report to 1991 session. Appropriates 
$15,000 for 1989-90 and $10,000 for fiscal 1990-91 from General Fund to LRC to fund the study. 
Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by N. Crawford. Referred to Rules. 


H 1070. RADIATION TECHNOLOGY PRACTICE ACT. "TO ESTABLISH THE RADIATION 
TECHNOLOGY PRACTICE ACT." Establishes a new GS Ch. 90, Art. 25 to license and reouiate 
those engaged in the practice of a radiation technology. 

Creates the NC Board of Radiation Technology Examiners ("Board"), comprised of seven 
members, including six radiation technologists, four of whom must be radiologic technologists, 
one of whom must be a nuclear medicine technologists, and one of whom shall be a radiation 
therapy technologist, and one public member. Initial board members appointed as follows: 
Speaker to appoint two radiologic technologists and one nuclear medicine technologist; Lt. 
Governor to appoint two radiologic technologists and a radiation therapy technologist; Governor to 
appoint public member, who shall be President of community college offering a radiation technol- 
ogy program. Requires all technologist members to have at least five years relevant experience. 
Subsequent vacancies in radiation technologist positions on Board to be filled by election each 
year; all licensed radiation technologists residing or practicing in state may vote. Elected mem- 
bers elected for terms of three years, but no member may serve more than two consecutive 
terms. Directs Governor to fill vacancies in technologist positions by selecting the person receiv- 
ing the second highest number of votes in the most recent election for the position. 

Authorizes Board, among other things, to (i) employ an executive director, who shall be a 
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radiologic technologist; (ii) examine applicants for licenses; (iii) accept approved educational pro- 
grams; (iv) conduct disciplinary investigations; (v) make available to all licensees an annual report 
of all Board action; and (vi) set fees for licenses, exams, and other necessary services. 

Requires activities of Board to be financially self-supporting; directs all receipts and monies 
to be kept in a special fund. Sets schedule indicating maximum amount of various fees that 
Board may charge. 

Requires Board to license as a radiation technologist anyone who within one year of law’s 
effective date furnishes proof of employment as a technologist and presents a national registry 
certificate for a radiologic technologist; a radiation therapy technologist; or a nuclear medicine 
technologist. Also makes eligible for licenses without examination an individual in one of the three 
specialties who have engaged in the practice of radiation technology under the supervision of a 
licensed practitioner for four years after Jan. 1, 1988, but only he or she can prove good moral 
character and practice in the state for the two years immediately preceding the effective date of 
the act. All applications for qualification of this sort must be filed with the Board on or before July 
1, 1992. 

Allows the Board to license without examination an applicant who (i) is licensed in another 
state whose requirements are substantially equivalent to or exceed North Carolina’s, and (ii) is, in 
the Board’s opinion, is competent to practice, OR who has meet licensing criteria and is regis- 
tered. 

Provides that an applicant for the technologist examination must provide proof (i) of good 
moral character and (ii) graduation from an approved educational program. Requires the exami- 
nation to be written and to be given twice a year. Provides for reexamination for those who fail. 

Requires licensee to renew license annually. Allows lapsed licenses to be renewed in same 
manner as for renewal within five years from date of lapse. 

Requires successful completion of continuing education program for license renewal. Allows 
Board to set standards and to approve continuing education programs. Also provides for inactive 
status for licensees. 

Exempts the following groups from licensing requirements: (i) students completing a clinical 
education requirement; (ii) graduates from an approved educational program for a period of six 
months following graduation; (iii) unregistered technologists whose application is pending or July 
1, 1990, whichever is sooner; (iv) licensed practioners or students in a school leading to licen- 
sure; (v) licensed dental hygienists and certified dental assistants involved in oral radiography who 
perform satsifactorily on appropriate dental examination; and (vi) those who perform radiation 
technology on the foot and ankle under supervision of a licensed podiatrist and who have com- 
pleted appropriate course of of study approved by podiatrist examiners. 

Makes it unlawful to practice in violation of act and lists unlawful practices. Lists grounds 
for disciplinary action by Board. Authorizes Board to order remedial education, reprimand, restrict, 
revoke, or suspend any license or deny an application for a license, and reinstate revoked li- 
cense. 

Directs the NC Society of Radiologic Technologists, Inc. and the NC Society of Nuclear 
Medicine to conduct election to select members of initial NC Board of Radiation Technology 
Examiners. Directs election to be held between Sept. 1 and Dec. 31, 1990. Members in good 
standing in two organizations are eligible to vote. [Election provisions apparently in conflict with 
provisions concerning appoiintment of Board members by Speaker and Lt. Governor. ] 

Effective Jan. 1, 1990.

H 1071. DMV AGENTS/PEACE OFFICERS-2. "PERTAINING TO THE POLICE AUTHORITY OF 
DIVISION OF MOTOR VEHICLES ENFORCEMENT AGENTS.” Amends GS 20-49 to broaden enforce- 
ment authority of Highway Patrol and other DMV officers to include all provisions of GS Ch. 20 
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(now limited to Art. 3) and any crime committed in their presence on the highways, and to author- 
ize officers to make arrests for any crime committed on any highway. 
Introduced by Wicker. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 1072. SUPERINTENDENT CONTRACT RENEWAL. "7O CLARIFY LEGISLATIVE INTENT 
REGARDING THE RENEWAL OF SUPERINTENDENTS’ CONTRACTS.” Amends GS 115C-271 to 
make it clear that before a school superintendent’s contract is renewed during the last year of his 
term, if new board members are elected or appointed during that year, the board may not act on 
the renewal until the new members have been sworn in. Applicable to contracts renewed or ex- 
tended since July 1, 1985. 

Introduced by Diamont. Referred to Education. 


H 1073. LAKE NORMAN STUDY FUNDS. "7O CREATE A COMMISSION TO STUDY THE WATER 
QUALITY OF LAKE NORMAN AND OTHER ISSUES RELATING TO SAFETY AND SANITATION AT LAKE 
NORMAN, AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO IMPLEMENT THE STUDY." Creates 12 member 
comm'n as title indicates. Comm’n to consist of: two representatives appointed by Speaker, two 
senators appointed by President of the Senate, the five members of Lake Norman Marine 
Comm'n, one member knowledgeable of environmental issues appointed by DNRCD, one mem- 
ber knowledgeable of environmental issues appointed by Duke Power Co., and 1 member knowl- 
edgeable about sanitation systems appointed by DHR. Comm’n to report to General Assembly by 
June 1, 1990. Appropriates from General Fund to Lake Norman Marine Comm’n $10,000 for fis- 
cal 1989-90 to fund study. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Brawley. Referred to Rules. 


H 1074. ANABOLIC STEROIDS PROPERLY USED. "TO CLARIFY THAT ANABOLIC STEROIDS MAY 
BE PRESCRIBED BY A LICENSED PHYSICIAN UNLESS THE DRUG MAY INJURE THE PATIENT OR 
BE ABUSED." Amends GS 90-91(k) to provide that an anabolic steroid may be prescribed, dis- 
pensed, or administered by physician licensed to practice in NC unless it is shown that the drug 
has harmed the patient or is being used for alteration of athletic prowess. 

Introduced by Dickson. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 1075. IMPLEMENT SCENIC RIVER PLAN. "TO REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL 
RESOURCES AND COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT TO IMPLEMENT THE MANAGEMENT PLAN WHICH 
WAS DEVELOPED FOR THE SECTION OF THE NEW RIVER THAT WAS DESIGNATED A SCENIC 
RIVER.” Amends GS 113A-35.1 to require DNRCD to implement management plan for portion of 
New River designated as scenic and to report annually to General Assembly no later than Jan. 15 
of each year on progress in doing so; first report required in 1990. Amends GS 113A-44 to pro- 
vide that no state agency may assist any water resources project that would have a "Significant 
indirect” adverse effect on component of Natural and Scenic Rivers System. 

Introduced by Judy Hunt. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 1076. PARENTAL LEAVE ACT. "TO ALLOW EMPLOYEES TO TAKE PARENTAL LEAVE IN CASES 
INVOLVING BIRTH OR ADOPTION OF A CHILD, AND TO PROTECT THE EMPLOYEE’S 
EMPLOYMENT AND BENEFIT RIGHTS." Adds GS Ch. 95, Art. 19, to authorize certain employees 
to take parental leave. Defines covered employees as those who have worked for an employer for 
not less than three consecutive months or 500 hours, whichever occurs earlier; defines covered 
employers as those having 15 or more employees. Authorizes employees to take a parental leave 
of 18 work weeks every 24 months upon the birth or adoption of a child. Leave to be unpaid, but 
employee’s group health coverage to remain in effect during leave. Employee not to lose any 
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benefits because of leave and at end of leave to be returned to former, or equivalent, position. 
Seniority benefits do not accrue during leave. Unlawful to discharge or discriminate against an 
employee for taking or asking to take parental leave. Includes penalties and civil remedies for 

violations. 

Introduced by Kennedy. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 1077. LRC STUDY WATER TRANSPORTATION. “AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH 
COMMISSION TO STUDY METHODS FOR ENCOURAGING GREATER COMMERCIAL USE OF THE 
STATE'S WATER TRANSPORTATION SYSTEM." As title indicates. Authorizes interim report to 1990 
session and final report to 1991 session. 

Introduced by Colton. Referred to Rules. 


H 1078. POLICE DOGS/NO CONFINEMENT. "TO PROVIDE THAT POLICE DOGS WHO HAVE 
BITTEN A PERSON SHALL BE EXEMPT FROM CONFINEMENT REQUIREMENTS IF THE DOG'S 
RABIES VACCINATIONS ARE CURRENT.” Amends GS 130A-196 as title indicates. 

Introduced by Holt. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 1079. HEALTH INSURANCE PRECERTIFICATION. "TO REQUIRE THE COMMISSIONER OF 
INSURANCE TO ISSUE RULES PROVIDING FOR UNIFORM HEALTH INSURANCE 
PRECERTIFICATION.” Adds GS 58-251.9 as title indicates. 

introduced by Holt. Referred to Commerce. 


H 1080. SHELTER LEGISLATIVE RETIREMENT. "7O PROVIDE A TAX SHELTER FOR BENEFITS 
AND CONTRIBUTIONS PAID FROM THE 1969 LEGISLATIVE RETIREMENT FUND." Adds GS 120-4.2 
as title indicates. Benefits paid under cited act are exempted from state and municipal taxes, and 
from execution or garnishment, except for garnishment for child support or distribution in equita- 
ble distribution action. Effective Jan. 1, 1990. 

Introduced by Watkins. Referred to Pension & Retirement. 


H 1081. SAFE DRIVER PREMIUM DISCOUNT. ”"7TO PROVIDE FOR AUTOMOBILE INSURANCE 
PREMIUM DISCOUNTS FOR SAFE DRIVERS.” Adds GS 58-124.23(e) to allow member of Rate 
Bureau to use lower rates for insureds of nonfleet private passenger vehicles, if insured has no 
moving traffic violations or at fault accidents in three years preceding issuance for policy. 
Requires Comm’r of Insurance to approve new rates, and specifies that rates may apply to inex- 
perienced drivers. 

introduced by Mercer. Referred to Commerce. 


H 1082. CERTIFICATE OF NEED MONITORED. "7O ENSURE THAT THE RECIPIENT OF A CON 
FOLLOW THE PROJECTIONS OF ITS APPLICATIONS.” Amends GS 131E-181(b) to require that 
Dep’t of Human Resources obtain evidence from recipients of certificates of need for health care 
facilities that the facility is operating in material compliance with the application for the certificate 
of need (now, authority is permissive). Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Justus. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 1083. STATE PERSONNEL LAW CHANGES. "TO AMEND THE LAW REGARDING STATE 
PERSONNEL.” Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Justus. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 1084. PEOPLE OF NC LAW CHANGES. "7O AMEND THE LAW AFFECTING THE PEOPLE OF 
NORTH CAROLINA.” Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Justus. Referred to Rules. 
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H 1085. NURSING LAW CHANGES. "TO AMEND THE LAW AFFECTING THE NORTH CAROLINA

H 1086. CERTIFICATE OF NEED CHANGES. "TO AMEND THE LAW REGARDING CERTIFICATE OF

substantive provisions. 

Introduced by Justus. Referred to Rules. 


H 1087. DISPLAY VIDEO RATINGS. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE OFFICIAL RATING OF THE MOTION 
PICTURE FROM WHICH A VIDEO IS COPIED SHALL BE DISPLAYED ON THE OUTSIDE OF THE 
VIDEO.” Adds GS 14-190.21 as title indicates; applies only to movies which have official rating, 
and only to movies rented or sold for compensation. Makes violation misdemeanor, punishable by 
maximum $100 fine. Effective October 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Hurley. Referred to Commerce. 


H 1088. LANDLORD/TENANT AMENDMENTS. "70 PROVIDE THAT A WRIT OF POSSESSION FOR 
DEMISED PREMISES SHALL EXPIRE UNDER CERTAIN CONDITIONS; AND TO PROHIBIT WAIVERS 
OF CERTAIN TENANT RIGHTS.” Amends GS 42-26 to provide that a writ of possession for demised 
premises expires 60 days after it is issued if the tenant tenders, and the landlord accepts, rent 
after the date of the judgment for possession. Further amends GS 42-33, which provides that 
action for possession is dropped if tenant pays rent before judgment, to provide that this effect of 
payment cannot be waived by tenant or member of tenant’s household. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by S. Thompson. Referred to Commerce. 


H 1089. MAKE ANTIRETROVIRALS AVAILABLE. "TO MAKE ANTIRETROVIRAL DRUGS AVAILABLE 
AND AFFORDABLE.” Directs Comm'n for Health Services to adopt rules to ensure that antiretro- 
viral drugs are available and affordable. Rules must provide procedure for assigning ID numbers 
to patients, and control of distribution by Dep’t of Human Resources. Specifies that drug to be 
distributed by pharmicists who are compensated in same manner as in Medicaid prescriptions, 
and Dep’t to reimburse supplier for drug. Appropriates "sum sufficient to cover cost of reimburse- 
ments mandated” by act. Effective July 1, 1989.

H 1090. INCREASE POT POSSESSION PENALTY. "TO INCREASE THE PENALTY FOR 
POSSESSION OF MARIJUANA." Amends GS 90-95(d) to increase the maximum fine for possession 
of marijuana from $100 to $500 or, as an alternative, the performance of not less than 24 hours 
community service. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Wicker. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1091. SINGLE PORTAL PILOT/FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO ESTABLISH SINGLE 
PORTAL OF ENTRY HUMAN SERVICE DELIVERY SYSTEM PILOT PROJECTS IN CERTAIN AREAS OF 
THE STATE." Appropriates from General Fund to Dep't of Human Resources $300,000 in each 
year of 1989-91 biennium to establish five pilot single portal of entry human service delivery sys- 
tems. Defines "Single Portal of Entry Human Service Delivery System” as a system designed to 
integrate various human services programs so that a client can make one application for all serv- 
ices available to address that person’s needs. The pilot projects are to integrate to the fullest 
extent possible the services available from private nonprofit human services agencies. Steering 
committee to oversee pilot projects established in DHR. Committee to be appointed by Sec’y of 
DHR and to consist of a representative from NC Assoc. of County Comm'rs, representative from 
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United Way, and representatives from other interested non-state agencies, DHR agencies, and 
other interested parties as determined by Sec’y. Committee to establish criteria for selecting pilot 
projects. In selecting counties for pilot projects, at least one shall be in a rural area, one in an 
urban area, one in an carea having a multi-county health or mental health authority, and one in 
an area governed by a multi-county authority.

H 1092. CHEMICAL DEPENDENCY COVERAGE. "7O INCREASE THE MINIMUM COVERAGE FOR 
CHEMICAL DEPENDENCY TREATMENT BENEFITS IN POLICIES OF INSURANCE AND HOSPITAL 
SERVICE AND MEDICAL SERVICE PLANS." Amends GS 58-251, 57-7.3, and 57B-12.1 to provide 
that group health insurance policies with total annual benefits of more than $8,000 must provide 
for minimum benefit of $8,000 for each 12 months period for treatment of chemical dependency, 
with minimum $25,000 cap for life of policy. Deletes prohibition that no more than half of maxi- 
mum benfits for any 24 month period may be paid in any 30 day period. 

introduced by J. Crawford. Referred to Commerce. 


H 1093. STATE EMPLOYEE CHEM. DEPENDENCY (=S 809). "TO INCREASE THE MAXIMUM 
BENEFITS PAYABLE FOR THE TREATMENT OF CHEMICAL DEPENDENCY UNDER THE 
TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES’ COMPREHENSIVE MAJOR MEDICAL PLAN.” See identi- 
cal S 809. 

Introduced by J. Crawford. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 1094. REGULATE TOUR BOATS/ABC PERMITS. "TO MODIFY THE LAWS REGULATING THE 
OPERATION OF TOUR BOATS WITH ABC PERMITS." Amends GS 18B-1006(i) to provide that spe- 
cial ABC permits may be granted to tour boats only if home-ported in area where issuance of 
permits is legal. Permit valid during tours that leave and return to home port, regardless of 
whether boat crosses into area where sales are illegal. If boat docks at port other than home 
port, permits must be obtained from jurisdiction of that port. During city-sponsored events and 
festivals, boat may open its bars at dockside, and while in port may sell and serve alcoholic 
beverages only as allowed by local ordinances.

H 1095. BOND FORFEITURE CHANGE. "TO PROVIDE THAT A PROFESSIONAL BAIL BONDSMAN 
MAY AVOID FORFEITURE BY SURRENDERING THE DEFENDANT WITHIN NINETY DAYS AFTER THE 
DATE OF SERVICE." Amends GS 15A-544(c) to provide that a professional bail bondsman may 
avoid forfeiture by surrendering the principal within 90 days of service or on the first day of the 
next session of court commencing more than 90 days after the date of service.

H 1096. SPEAKER’S APPOINTMENTS. "TO APPOINT PERSONS TO VARIOUS PUBLIC OFFICES 
UPON THE RECOMMENDATION OF THE SPEAKER OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES.” Blank 
bill; makes no appointments.

H 1097. APA TECHNICAL CHANGES. "REGARDING CHANGES IN THE ADMINISTRATIVE 
PROCEDURE ACT.” Blank bill; no substantive provisions.

H 1098. PUBLIC HEALTH STUDY COMMISSION-2. "TO CREATE A PUBLIC HEALTH STUDY 
COMMISSION AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE COMMISSION." Sustantially identical to S 
435, except that H 1098 appropriates $25,000 for each year of 1989-91 biennium to fund 
Comm'n activities. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Wiser. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 1099. LEGISLATIVE REDISTRICTING. "7O ESTABLISH AN INDEPENDENT REDISTRICTING 
COMMISSION TO HANDLE REDISTRICTING MATTERS." Subject to voter approval at November, 
1990, general election, amends NC Const. Art. Il, Secs. 3 and 5 to (1) add requirement that 
Senate and House districts be compact and elect one member, (2) delete requirement that 
county not be divided in formation of a district, and (3) provide that decennial reapportionment be 
accomplished by Independent Redistricting Comm'n. Adds Art. Il, Sec. 25 to establish Comm'n 
with duty to redraw boundaries of House and Senate districts and also Congressional districts. 
Comm'n to consist of eleven members appointed as follows: three by Chief Justice, four by 
Governor, two by Speaker of the House, one by President of the Senate, one by President Pro 
Tem. of the Senate. Appointees must be NC residents with academic qualifications in demo- 
graphics, statistics, mathematics, or computer science. No person may be appointed who held or 
ran for elective public office in previous ten years; once appointed, member may not run for 
elective public office for ten years after serving. Directs Comm'n to adopt district plans no later 
than Aug. 1 of year of convening of first regular General Assembly session after federal census; 
plan to have force and effect of law; General Assembly to have no jurisdiction to adopt any dis- 
tricting plan.

H 1100. LIBRARY MUST ACCEPT CERTAIN BOOKS. "TO REQUIRE SCHOOL LIBRARIES AND 
THE STATE LIBRARY SYSTEM TO ACCEPT AND MAINTAIN CERTAIN BOOKS.” Amends GS 115C- 
266 and GS 125-7 to require public school libraries and legally established municipal, county, and 
regional libraries to accept and maintain any donated books authored by any NC Governor or US 
President. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Stam. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 1101. POSSESSION OF CHILD PORNOGRAPHY. "TO PROVIDE THAT POSSESSION OF 
MATERIALS CONTAINING A VISUAL REPRESENTATION OF A MINOR ENGAGING IN SEXUAL 
ACTIVITY IS A FELONY." Adds GS Ch. 14, Art. 26 to define the crime of third degree sexual 
exploitation of a minor. Provides that a person commits the offense if he possesses material that 
contains a visual representation of a minor engaging in sexual activity, knowing the character or 
content of the material. Provides that mistake as to the minor’s age is no defense to the prosecu- 
tion. Makes violation a Class J felony punishable by a minimum mandatory sentence of imprison- 
ment of no less than one year. Effective Oct. 1, 1989 and applies to offenses occurring on or 
after that date. 

Introduced by Stam. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1102. PRIORITY OF FUNERAL EXPENSES. "CONCERNING THE PRIORITY OF CERTAIN 
FUNERAL EXPENSES AS A CLAIM AGAINST THE ESTATE.” Amends GS 28A-19-6 to provide that 
second class priority for funeral expenses up to $2000 does not include cost of cemetery lot and 
gravestone, and specifies that lot and stone may be paid in full as second class priority. Effective 
October 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Fussell. Referred to Judiciary. 
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H 1103. WATER/SEWER OUTSIDE SERVICE. "TO ALLOW COUNTY WATER AND SEWER 
DISTRICTS TO PROVIDE SERVICES OUTSIDE THEIR BOUNDARIES.” Adds GS 162A-87.3 to allow 
county water and sewer districts to serve customers outside the district and to charge different 
rates to outside customers. Provides that district may not be held liable in damages for failure to 
serve outside customers, and that district may not serve customers in another local government 
unit (city, sanitary district, or county) unless unit’s governing board agrees. 

Introduced by Stewart. Referred to Government. 


H 1104. WATER/SEWER DISTRICT ANNEXATION. "TO ELIMINATE THE REQUIREMENT THAT ALL 
PROPERTY OWNERS MUST BE NOTIFIED OF A HEARING ON ANNEXATION TO A COUNTY WATER 
AND SEWER DISTRICT WHEN THE PROCEEDING WAS INITIATED BY A PETITION OF ALL SUCH 
OWNERS." Amends GS 162A-87.1 as title indicates. 

Introduced by Stewart. Referred to Government. 


H 1105. COUNTY ASSUME DISTRICT DEBT. "TO ALLOW COUNTIES TO ASSUME THE 
INDEBTEDNESS OF CERTAIN SPECIAL DISTRICTS." Enacts GS 162A-101 to authorize a county to 
assume the indebtedness of a water and sewer authority, metropolitan water district, metropolitan 
sewerage district, or county water and sewer district, after an election approving the assumption 
by voters in the county. For indebtedness to be assumed, it must have been incurred to pay cost 
of a water supply and distribution system or a sewerage system. 

Introduced by Stewart. Referred to Government. 


H 1106. FRAUD TO FACTOR CREDIT CARD INFO. "7O PROVIDE THAT INTENTIONAL FACTORING 
OF FINANCIAL TRANSACTION CARD RECORDS OF SALE SHALL BE PUNISHABLE AS FRAUD." 
Amends GS 14-113.13 to provide that person authorized by “acquirer” (organization authorizing 
business to accept payment by credit card) to furnish money, goods or services upon presenta- 
tion of credit or other financial transaction card or account number commits misdemeanor if he, 
with intent to defraud issuer, acquirer or cardholder, remits to issuer or acquirer a false record of 
sale. Misdemeanor is punishable by maximum $1,000 fine, and/or one year imprisonment. Adds 
GS 14-113.15A to make it Class J felony to induce merchant to remit for payment credit card 
record of sale which was not made. Class J felony is punishable by maximum five years imprison- 
ment and/or fine. Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

H 1107. RETIREMENT/CLOSED MEMBERSHIP. "TO ALLOW A PERSON WHOSE MEMBERSHIP 
WAS INVOLUNTARILY TERMINATED IN THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT 
SYSTEMS TO RECEIVE A RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE UNDER CERTAIN CONDITIONS.” Amends GS 
135-3(3) to provide that any person whose membership was terminated by absence from service, 
withdrawal of contributions, status as beneficiary, or death who had five or more years of cre- 
ditble service and had not returned contributions may elect to receive a retirement allowance on 
or after age 60. Allows retirement under these terms only upon application to the Board of 
Trustees indicating date applicant wishes to be retired; date must be not less than 30 days nor 
more than 90 days subsequent to the execution and filing of the application. Requires Board of 
Trustees to apply unencumbered actuarial gain after application of this gain to cost-of-living in- 
creases for retired members and any other increases in retirement benefits included in 1989-90 
Current Operating Appropriations Act. Requires the allocation of percentage of payroll contribu- 
tion rates for employers among normal and accrued liability contributions to the system, but with- 
Out an increase in the tots! employer contribution rate and without an increase in the scheduled 
amortization period for liquidation of unfunded accrued liabilities. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Foster. Referred to Pensions and Retirement. 
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H 1108. SPORTS TEAM DOCTORS IMMUNITY. "TO INCLUDE UNDER THE GOOD SAMARITAN 
STATUTE PHYSICIANS WHO VOLUNTEER TO PROVIDE, WITHOUT COMPENSATION, MEDICAL 
TREATMENT TO ATHLETES.” Amends GS 90-21.14(b) to provide that for purposes of Good 
Samaritan statute, uncompensated first aid or emergency treatment provided by volunteer li- 
censed physician to members of public school athletic teams is not deemed to be in normal and 
ordinary course of business or profession. Effective Aug. 1, 1989; applies to actions filed on or 
after that date.

H 1109. DHR RESTRICTED DONATIONS. "TO PERMIT THE RECEIPT OF RESTRICTED DONATIONS 
CONSISTENT WITH THE PROGRAMS OF THE DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES.” Amends 
GS 143-23.2(a) to allow Dep't of Human Resources to accept restricted donations of funds. 
Funds must be used in support of purposes consistent with Dep’t’s programs. Effective July 1, 
1989.

H 1110. COUNTY VOTE ON WASTE FACILITY. "TO REQUIRE THE APPROVAL OF THE VOTERS 
OF A COUNTY BEFORE IT MAY BE CHARACTERIZED FOR LOCATION OF A LOW-LEVEL 
RADIOACTIVE WASTE DISPOSAL FACILITY OR BEFORE A COUNTY MAY BE THE SITE FOR A 
HAZARDOUS WATE TREATMENT FACILITY OTHER THAN AS A VOLUNTEER.” Amends GS 143B- 
470.(e) and 104G-9(b1) as title indicates. 

introduced by Gibson. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 1111. SMALL CLAIMS AMOUNT INCREASED. "TO INCREASE THE JURISDICTIONAL AMOUNT 
IN SMALL CLAIMS COURT.” Amends GS 7A-210 as title indicates; limit is raised from $1,500 to 
$2,000. Effective Oct. 1, 1989 for cases arising on and after that date. 

Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1112. AGRICULTURE FEE CHANGES. "TO MAKE MISCELLANEOUS CHANGES IN 
AGRICULTURE FEE STATUTES, TO IMPLEMENT BASE BUDGET RECOMMENDATIONS." Amends nu- 
merous statutes setting fees collected by Dep’t of Agriculture as follows:

AMENDMENTS AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 327. WILDLIFE RULES ENFORCEMENT. (See p. 202) 
House amendment makes clear that law enforcement officers may enforce wildlife rules only 
within their established jurisdictions. 


H 399. HIGHWAY TRUST FUND. (See p. 235) 
House committee substitute makes following changes to original bill: 

Distribution formula. Divides state into 7 distribution regions (Highway Divisions 1 and 
4, 2 and 3, 5 and 6, 7 and 9, 8 and 10, 11 and 12, and 13 and 14) and provides that 
moneys for construction of Intrastate system and for construction under Transportation 
Improvement Program (but not for urban loop system) are to be distributed among regions 
by formula. Initially the formula is based 25% on uncompleted miles of Intrastate system, 
50% on relative population of region, and 25% on equal share per region. Once 90% of 
Intrastate system completed, formula is based 66% on relative population of region and 34% 
on equal share per region. 

Intrastate system. Identifies counties in which widening of I-40, I-77, !-85, and 1-95 will 
be part of system. Specifies that 4-laning of US-64 will include freeway construction from 
I-95 to US-I7 and that 4-laning of US-264 will include freeway construction from I-95 to 
Greenville. Specifies that 4-laning of US-1 will include 6-laning of Raleigh Beltline. Provides 
for supplementing funds for completion of Intrastate system if moneys provided by act will be 
insufficient to cause entire system to be under construction by 2001. Permits DOT to add 
multi-lane routes to system, but must use moneys from sources other than Highway Trust 
Fund created by act. 

Secondary roads. Provides that moneys in Trust Fund earmarked for secondary roads 
may be used for other purposes once DOT certifies that all remaining unpaved secondary 
roads can be paved within 6 years. Requires that DOT generally follow priority lists for pav- 
ing secondary roads in county, once such a list has been issued by DOT. Requires DOT to 
make annual report to General Assembly and to Fiscal Research Div'n regarding progress 
on paving secondary roads under act. 
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Oversight committee. Changes membership of Legislative Highway Oversight 
Committee created by act. Originally membership was comprised of persons holding named 
positions in legislative committee structure; now to be comprised of eight senators appointed 
by Pres. pro tem. and eight representatives appointed by Speaker. Provides for two-year 
terms for such members, with term unaffected by member leaving legislature. Requires com- 
mittee to report to General Assembly every two (was four) years. 

Transfer fee. Exempts manufactured or mobile homes from 2% title fee. 

Miscellaneous. Provides that if any provision concerning Intrastate system, urban loop 
system, oversight committee, or distribution regions is held unconstitutional, no moneys to be 
allocated from Trust Fund until General Assembly acts to authorize further allocations. Adds 
new GS 136-12A, requiring submission of Transportation Improvement Program to various 
General Assembly officials before it is approved by Board of Transportation. Requires DOT 
to make its report on feasibility of toll roads to 1991 General Assembly (was, no date set 
out). 


H 491. CREDIT UNION REGULATION. (See p. 289) 
House committee substitute makes typographical correction and following changes in original 
bill: 

(1) Specifies that Administrator of Credit Unions may issue suspension or conservation 
order based on a finding that a credit union or a union officer, director, or employee has 
affected or is likely to affect the safety or soundness of the credit union (a) by violation of 
cited state or federal laws or regulations or (b) by conducting the credit union’s business in 
an unauthorized or unlawful ("unsafe” deleted) manner (underlined provisions added; before, 
violation or conduct alone was trigger). Other findings that may trigger order are unchanged. 

(2) Specifies that Administrator is to take possession and control of books, records, 
property, etc., of credit union after a conservation order is served on the union (was, after a 
suspension order is served on the union). (Retains and clarifies provision that after service of 
a suspension order credit union is to cease all operations except those authorized by the 
Administrator and conducted under his supervision.) 

(3) Provides that Administrator is to give at least 10 days’ notice of hearing that may 
be requested by credit union after it receives notice of suspension or conservation order 
(was, promptly give notice). 

(4) Clarifies that if Administrator determines that credit union in conservatorship is not 
in a condition to continue business and cannot be rehabilitated as provided by statute, he 
must issue, as he deems appropriate, either an order of merger or an order of liquidation, 
appointing a liquidation agent (was, he may issue such orders). 


H 527. BLADEN AUTOPSIES. (See p. 311) 
House amendment provides coroner's authority exists only in absence of medical examiner 
or attending physician. 


H 529. CRAVEN HOSPITAL BOARD CHANGES. (See p. 311) 
House amendment deletes reference to “mayor” in GS 131E-18(d), as modified with respect 
to Craven County; change clarifies that appointment of new hospital comm'rs is to be made 
by county board of comm'rs. 


H 717. LUMBER RIVER/NATURAL RIVER SYSTEM. (See p. 383) 
House committee substitute makes technical corrections.

NORTH CAROLINA." Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Hali. Referred to Rules. 


H 1118. GENERAL CONTRACTORS REDEFINED. "TO INCREASE THE PROJECT COST MINIMUM 
FOR APPLICABILITY OF GENERAL CONTRACTOR LICENSURE REQUIREMENTS." Amends GS 87-1 
and 87-14 as title indicates, raising minimum from $30,000 to $45,000. 

Introduced by Nye. Referred to Commerce. 


H 1119. VISUAL IMPAIRMENT BLANK BILL. "TO IMPROVE THE LAWS AFFECTING THE BLIND 
AND VISUALLY IMPAIRED CITIZENS OF NORTH CAROLINA." Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Colton. Sent to Rules. 


H 1120. CODED PRESCRIPTION DRUGS. "TO PROVIDE FOR CODED IMPRINTS ON 
PRESCRIPTION DRUGS DISPENSED IN SOLID DOSAGE FORM." Adds GS 106-134.2 to NC Food, 
Drug, and Cosmetic Act requiring prescription tablets or capsules to be marked with code identi- 
fying drug and manufacturer/wholesaler. Dep’t of Agriculture may exempt drug if imprinting not 
feasible. Dep’t of Agriculture to receive before October each year list of imprint codes from 
manufacturers/wholesalers and distribute to poison control centers and, on requesi, to licensed 
health care providers. Drugs not marked are “misbranded”; provider guilty of Class | felony. 
Effective October 1, 1989, applicable to drugs manufactured on or after date. 

introduced by Warner. Referred to Human Resources. 
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H 1121. MORTGAGE INSURANCE CONSOLIDATION. "TO REGULATE MORTGAGE INSURANCE 
CONSOLIDATIONS.” Adds GS Ch. 58, Art. 24B to regulate consolidations of mortgage insurance. 
Such consolidations occur when entity that services mortgage loans makes premium collection 
services available to 

its mortgage debtors for a new insurer. Sets out the disclosures that must be made when insur- 
ers participate in consolidations, or in consolidations incident to loan transfers (which occur when 
the servicing of mortgage loans is transferred from one servicer to another). Sets out conditions 
that must be met before insurer can participate in consolidations. Provides that if insurer charges 
mortgage debtors same premium for new coverage, after consolidation, as they were paying 
under old coverage, with result that insured debtors of financial institution are charged different 
premium rates for same coverage, there is no unfair discrimination under GS 58-198 and 58- 
54.4(7). Permits Comm’r of Insurance to issue regulations and prescribe forms under new Article. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

H 1122. MUTUAL/GUARANTY CAPITAL DIVIDEND. "TO PERMIT MUTUALS INSURANCE 
COMPANIES WITH GUARANTY CAPITAL TO PAY DIVIDENDS." Amends GS 58-96 to provide that 
the board of directors of a mutual insurance company with a guaranty capital or surplus may 
declare and pay dividends to the stockholders of the guaranty capital or the owners of the guar- 
anty surplus, if the conditions presently set out in the statute are met. Deletes provision specify- 
ing minimum annual dividend.

H 1123. FOOD STAMPS PAPERWORK REDUCTION. "TO ELIMINATE MONTHLY REPORTING 
REQUIREMENTS IN THE FOOD STAMP PROGRAM." Adds GS 108A-52.1 prohibiting Dep’t of 
Human Resources from requiring food stamp recipients to report monthly for eligibility purposes.

H 1124. AIR QUALITY PERMIT NOTICE. "TO REQUIRE THAT PUBLIC NOTICE BE GIVEN OF AN

TO PROVIDE FOR A PUBLIC MEETING CONCERNING THE ISSUANCE OF SUCH A PERMIT AND 
DRAFT ORDERS IF THE ENVIRONMENTAL MANAGEMENT COMMISSION DETERMINES THAT 
THERE IS A SIGNIFICANT INTEREST IN HOLDING SUCH A MEETING.” Amends GS 143-215.108(b) 
(concerning air quality permits) to require various public notices. Requires public notice of appli- 
cation for such permit, with opportunity for written comment, and requires notice to interested 
agencies and to public of proposed staff determination regarding issuance or denial of permit. 
Permits persons to request public meeting on application for such a permit and permits 
Environmental Management Comm'n to hold such a meeting if it determines there is significant 
public interest in doing so. Amends GS 143-215.110 (special orders regarding air pollution) and 
GS 143-215.2 (special orders regarding water pollution) to require comparable public notice and 
opportunity for public meetings when Comm'n enters into draft consent special orders (underlined 
word added). Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

H 1125. POW/MIA FLAG OVER CAPITOL. "TO REQUIRE THE FLYING OF THE OFFICIAL 'PRIS-

GS 143-345.9 providing that Dep’t of Administration is to insure that official POW/MIA flag is

BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS.” Adds Part 6 (codified as GS 160A-58.21) to GS Ch. 
160A, Art. 4A (municipal annexation law) to specify that no city may annex territory in a county in 
which none of the city is located on the date the annexation ordinance is adopted, unless the 
board of comm’rs of that county approves by ordinance after a public hearing. Effective for an- 
nexation ordinances adopted on or after ratification of act.

H 1128. PHASE OUT ADMINISTRATIVE TENURE. "TO PHASE OUT CAREER STATUS FOR PUBLIC 
SCHOOL PRINCIPALS AND SUPERVISORS." Adds GS 115C-325 to deny tenure to principals and 
supervisors first hired after July 1, 1989. Board of education to set contract period, up to four 
years. Tenured administrators Jose tenure by accepting promotion after date or, in units with ca- 
reer ladder program, by participating in program. 

introduced by Fitch. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 1128. DEPENDENT CARE PAYROLL DEDUCTION. "TO AUTHORIZE A DEPENDENT CARE 
ASSISTANCE PROGRAM FOR STATE AGENCY EMPLOYEES, UNIVERSITY EMPLOYEES, COMMUNITY 
COLLEGE EMPLOYEES, AND PUBLIC SCHOOL EMPLOYEES." Adds GS 115C-441.1, 115D-25.1, 
116-17.1 and 143-34.1 permitting teachers and state employees to elect to reduce salary to par- 
ticipate in dependent care assistance programs available under Internal Revenue Code, Sec. 129. 
Authorizes payroll deduction. Effective January 1, 1990.

H 1130. JUDICIAL LONGEVITY CHANGE. "TO ALLOW A JUDGE'S OR JUSTICE’S SERVICE AS 
ASSISTANT DISTRICT ATTORNEY TO COUNT FOR PURPOSES OF LONGEVITY." Amends GS Ch. 7A 
as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1989; applicable to longevity payments due on or after date. 
Introduced by Fitch. Referred to Pensions & Retirement. 


H 1131. REIMBURSEMENT FOR LUNCHES. "TO PROVIDE FOR REIMBURSEMENT OF STATE 
EMPLOYEE LUNCHES.” Amends GS 138-6(a) to allow state employees to be reimbursed for 
lunches eaten while on official business in the following additional cases: (1) when the employee’s 
job requires his attendance at a meeting of a state board which operates from funds deposited 
with the state treasurer, and the lunch is preplanned as part of the meeting; (2) when the lunch is 
included as an integral part of a conference if one of three conditions is met: (a) | . assembly 
involves the active participation of persons other than employees of a single state agency; (b) the 
employee’s attendance is necessary for performance of his duties but not part of his normal day- 
to-day business activities; or (c) the assembly is planned in advance with a formal agenda, and 
includes a written notice or invitation to participants.

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H 1132. TRAVEL/TOURISM COMM'N. "TO CREATE A COMMISSION ON TRAVEL AND TOURISM

Alternatives Program. Directs that one-half of each year’s appropriation be divided among coun- 
ties on per capita basis and remaining half distributed equally to all counties.

H 1134. ENVIRONMENTAL HEALTH FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR ENVIRONMENTAL

nium from General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Health Services, to provide high- 
quality environmental health programs and services at the local level. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Diamont. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 1135. MODIFY BAD CHECK PENALTY. "TO PROVIDE THAT A WORTHLESS CHECK VIOLATION 
INVOLVING A CHECK FOR MORE THAN FOUR HUNDRED DOLLARS IS A CLASS H FELONY 
PUNISHABLE BY UP TO TEN YEARS’ IMPRISONMENT.” Amends GS 14-107 as title indicates. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1989; applies to offenses committed on or after that date. 


Introduced by Fiaherty. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1136. MOTHER/CHILD BLOCK GRANT FUNDS. "TO PROVIDE HEALTHY MOTHERS AND 
HEALTHY CHILDREN BLOCK GRANTS TO LOCAL HEALTH DEPARTMENTS.” Authorizes Sec’y of 
Human Resources to consolidate federal and state maternal and child health funds for local 
health dep'ts. No county to receive less than in 1989-89 unless fewer funds available and reduc- 
tion pro rata. Family planning funds to be continued at fiscal 1988-89 level unless fewer maternal 
and child health funds available. In that event family planning not to be cut more than other 
programs. Effective July 1,1989. 

Introduced by Duncan. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 1137. NO FLAT ROOFS ON SCHOOLS. "TO PROHIBIT THE USE OF STATE FUNDS FOR NEW 
SCHOOLS WITH FLAT ROOFS." Adds GS 115C-521(c2) to prohibit use of moneys granted or 
loaned by state (including earmarked sales and use tax proceeds) for construction of any school! 
building with roof pitch of less than 2 inches rise per 12 inches. Permits State Sup’t to authorize 
use of state moneys for lesser pitch, if Sup’t finds that local conditions warran! s: roof; 
requires Sup’t to report reasons for finding to State Board of Education. Applies to ou .cings for 
which plans not submitted to State Sup't for approval before date of ratification. 

Introduced by Bowen. Referred to Infrastructure. 
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H 1139. LOCAL ZONING OF ABC PERMITTEES. "TO SET CERTAIN LIMITATIONS ON THE 
ISSUANCE OF ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE CONTROL PERMITS WHERE LOCAL ZONING ORDINANCES 
HAVE BEEN ADOPTED." Adds GS 18B-901(e) specifying that ABC permit may not be issued for a 
location that would be in violation of local zoning regulations, if the local zoning authority advises 
the ABC Comm'n in writing of the applicable zoning regulations within the time limit set in GS 
18B-901(b) for a local governing body to object to issuance of a permit. Restriction does not 
apply to limited special occasion permits or special one-time permits.

58-124.24 as title indicates. Appropriates $60,000 in 1989-90 from General Fund to Dep't. of 
Insurance to hire an appeals referee and support staff necessary to implement act.

H 1144. CIVIL PROCESS FEE INCREASE. "TO INCREASE THE UNIFORM CIVIL PROCESS FEE 
FOR SERVING SUMMONS, SUBPOENA, NOTICES, MOTIONS, ORDERS, WRITS, AND PLEADINGS." 
Amends GS 7A-311(a) to increase cited fee from $4 to $12. Effective Oct. 1, 1989, applies to 
actions filed on or after that date.

H 1145. BORROWER CHOOSE CLOSING ATTORNEY. "TO PROVIDE THAT A LENDER MAY NOT

that lender may not require particular attorney’s services as condition of financing property, lend- 
ing money or renewing loan. Lender must approve borrower’s attorney on reasonable basis.

SURVIVORSHIP MAY BE CREATED IF THE RIGHT OF SURVIVORSHIP IS EXPRESSLY PROVIDED 
FOR IN THE INSTRUMENT CREATING THE JOINT TENANCY.” Amends GS 41-2 to allow for joint 
tenancy with right of survivorship as title indicates; provides that no document other than instru- 
ment creating joint tenancy with survivorship right is needed to establish such a right.

H 1148. CHURCH DAY CARE DISCIPLINE. "TO CLARIFY THE LAW REGARDING DISCIPLINE IN 
PRESCHOOL PROGRAMS OFFERED BY PRIVATE CHURCH SCHOOLS OR SCHOOLS OF RELIGIONS 
CHARTER." Amends GS 110-91(10) to provide that Day Care Facilities Law (GS Ch. 110, Art. 7) 
does not grant Child Day-care Comm’n authority to regulate discipline, including corporal punish- 
ment, in preschool programs offered by private church schools or schools of religious charter if 
(1) use of such discipline is part of religious belief of that school, (2) form or manner of discipline 
is one that may be legally employed by parent or guardian, and (3) parent or guardian has 
granted school prior written authority to employ the specific form or manner of discipline in 
question. 

Introduced by Decker. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 1149. AIDS/HEPATITIS TEST REQUIRED. "TO PROVIDE THAT A PERSON WHO MAY HAVE 
EXPOSED A LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICER TO THE AIDS VIRUS OR HEPATITIS B VIRUS WHILE 
THE OFFICER WAS ENGAGED IN OFFICIAL DUTIES MAY BE ORDERED TO SUBMIT TO MEDICAL 
TESTING FOR THE AIDS VIRUS AND HEPATITIS B VIRUS." Adds GS Ch. 15A, Art. 15A, permitting 
court to issue order, punishable by contempt, requiring person who injures law enforcement offi- 
cer or subjects officer to physical contact that may transmit disease, while officer carrying out 
official duties, to submit to test for AIDS virus or Hepatitis B virus. Details contents of such order 
and provides for manner of implementation. Requires that test results be returned to court, offi- 
cer, and person tested. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Balmer. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1150. PLUMBING/HEATING LICENSE CHANGE. "7TO AMEND THE REQUIREMENTS FOR 
LICENSURE OF PLUMBING AND HEATING CONTRACTORS." Amends GS 87-21 to allow Board of 
Examiners to require up to two years’ experience as condition of examination. Board must allow 
up to half of experience to be course work and cannot require registration at start of experience 
period. Amends GS 87-22 to raise license fees to $75 (towns of 10,000 or more) and $50 (smaller 
towns) and to provide renewal fee of $25. Provides for examination fee of $50. Amends GS 87-25 
to make engaging in plumbing work without license a misdemeanor.

H 1151. DOT REPLACE COUNTY WATER LINES. "7TO PROVIDE THAT THE DEPARTMENT OF 
TRANSPORTATION PAY THE NONBETTERMENT RELOCATION COSTS OF COUNTY We ~R AND 
SEWER LINES IN CONJUNCTION WITH HIGHWAY PROJECTS." Adds county water and sewer lines 
to coverage of GS 136-27.1 with effect as title indicates. 

Introduced by H. Hunter. Referred to Infrastructure. 
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H 1152. PLATES FOR VFD/RESCUE SQUADS. "TO PROVIDE SEMIPERMANENT REGISTRATION 
PLATES FOR MEMBERS OF VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENTS AND RESCUE SQUADS." Amends 
GS 20-81.7(a) to make special license plates for volunteer fire department and rescue squad 
members valid for five years. Effective July 1, 1989. 

introduced by Bowman. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1153. SOLID WASTE FIRM ANNEXATIONS. "TO GIVE PRIVATE SOLID WASTE COLLECTION 
FIRMS THE SAME PROTECTIONS AFTER LEGISLATIVE ANNEXATION THAT THEY HAVE AFTER 
INVOLUNTARY ANNEXATION BY LOCAL ORDINANCE.” Adds GS 160A-324 as title indicates. Under 
current law (GS 160A-49.3 and GS 160A-37.3) when a city annexes territory in which a solid 
waste collection firm operates with 50 or more customers or $500,000 nonresidential annual bill- 
ing, the city must contract with the firm for two years collection service, upon application by the 
firm, under certain conditions specified in the statute, or pay the firm the equivalent of one year’s 
revenue. This bill extends similar protection to solid waste firms in areas annexed by an act of 
the General Assembly, with the following differences: (1) the time period in which the firm must 
make its request to the city is 20 days; (2) the city must make a good faith effort to provide a 
copy of the annexation act to the firms at least 30 days before it is effective; (3) if the Local 
Government Comm’n, on appeal by the firm, finds that the city has not made an appropriate 
offer, the city must pay one and one half times the amount it would have had to make in lieu of 
offer to contract (that is, one and one half times one year’s revenue); and (4) appeal to Local 
Government Comm'n must be made within 60 days of the effective date of the annexation act. 
Introduced by Blue. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 1154. EXTENDED LEAVE RETIREMENT. "TO AMEND THE STATE-ADMINISTERED RETIREMENT 
LAW REGARDING EXTENDED LEAVE." Blank bill; contains no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Biue. Referred to Rules. 


H 1155. EMPLOYMENT SECURITY AMENDMENTS. "7O MAKE TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS TO THE 
EMPLOYMENT SECURITY LAW.” Amends GS 96-14 to provide that a person collecting unemploy- 
ment who quits or is fired from a part-time job is disqualified for unemployment benefits only in 
an amount imposed as a result of the loss of part-time earnings. 

Introduced by Blue. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 1156. PRIVATE CAMPUS POLICE CHANGE. "TO MAKE CHANGES TO THE POWERS OF 
COMPANY POLICE OFFICERS SERVING NORTH CAROLINA PRIVATE COLLEGES AND 
UNIVERSITIES.” Makes following changes in statutes governing authority of private college and 
university police officers (changes are identical to changes made in 1987 by GS 116-40.5 to 
authority of campus police officers at constituent institutions of The University of North Carolina): 
(1) amends GS 74A-2 to authorize such officers to make arrests on portion of public road passing 
through or immediately adjoining campus; (2) amends GS 74A-2 to authorize board of trustees of 
private college or university to enter into agreement with municipality to extend officers’ law en- 
forcement authority into any or all of municipality’s jurisdiction and to enter into agreement (ap- 
parently, with county governing board) with sheriff's consent to extend officers’ authority into any 
or all of county’s jurisdiction; (3) amends GS 160A-288 and GS 160A-288.2 io auth. head of 
private college or university law enforcement agency to provide temporary assistance io municipal 
or county law enforcement agency; and (4) amends GS 15A-402(f) to permit private college and 
university police officers to make arrests outside their territorial jurisdiction if arrest is made dur- 
ing suspect’s immediate and continuous flight from that territory. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Blue. Referred to Judiciary.

H 1157. LICENSING BOARD MEMBER RETIREMENT. "TO ALLOW EMPLOYEES OF STATE 
LICENSING AND EXAMINING BOARDS TO BE REINSTATED AS MEMBERS OF THE TEACHERS’ AND 
STATE EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM.” Amends GS 135-1.1 to delete provision limiting eligi- 
bility of licensing board employees for the Teachers and State Employees Retirement System to 
those employed before July 1, 1983. 

Effective July 1, 1989. 

introduced by Blue. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 1158. JUST COMPENSATION AMENDMENT. "PROPOSING AN AMENDMENT TO THE NORTH 
CAROLINA CONSTITUTION CONCERNING ‘JUST COMPENSATION.’" Proposed amendment to NC 
Constitution adds takings clause to Art. |, Sect. 19 . Provides amendment to be submitted for 
ratification at Nov. 1990 general election. 

Introduced by Stam. Referred to Judiciary. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 820. AUTOMATED INVESTMENT FEE. "TO AUTHORIZE CORPORATIONS EXERCISING 
FIDUCIARY POWERS TO CHARGE A FEE FOR THE AUTOMATED SHORT-TERM INVESTMENT OF 
CASH HELD IN FIDUCIARY ACCOUNTS." Amends GS 36A-63 to extend provisions regarding short- 
term investment of funds to trust companies, savings and loan ass’ns, and other corporations 
exercising fiduciary powers (now, applies only to banks). Provides that a fiduciary has complied 
with duty to invest funds if funds awaiting investment or distribution in excess of $1,000 are in- 
vested or distributed within 30 days of receipt. Provides funds may be invested in short-term, 
trust-quality investments through a collective investment fund or otherwise. Fiduciary may charge 
fees for this short-term investing based on amount of funds actually invested and on income 
produced.

S 821. FRANKLIN SATELLITE FUNDS (=H1040). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A FRANKLIN 
COUNTY SATELLITE OF VANCE-GRANVILLE COMMUNITY COLLEGE.” See identical bill H1040. 
Introduced by Speed. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 822. INFECTIOUS WASTE CONTROL (=H 1045). "TO REGULATE BIOMEDICAL AND 
INFECTIOUS WASTE." See identical bill H 1045. 
Introduced by Jim Johnson. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 823. ARTS COUNCIL FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE NORTH CAROLINA ARTS 
COUNCIL TO IMPROVE STATE PROGRAMS IN THE ARTS." Appropriates from General Fund to 
Dep’t of Cultural Resources, NC Arts Council, $1,700,000 in each year of 1989-91 biennium. 
Effective July 1, 1989. 

introduced by Block. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 825. OCCUPATIONAL THERAPY PRACTICE. "TO CLARIFY THE NORTH CAROLINA 
OCCUPATIONAL THERAPY PRACTICE ACT.” Amends GS 90-270.66 [intends -270.67' * include 
use of orthotic devices in definition of occupational therapy. Amends GS 90-270.68 to delete re- 
quirement that physician member of Board of Occupational Therapy be an orthopedic medicine 
specialist with at least three years experience in occupational therapy, and to specify that public 
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member cannot be licensed by Board. Directs NC Occupational Therapy Association to develop 
nomination procedure and provide Governor with list of nominees for each position. Amends GS 
90-275.25 to allow Board to condition renewal of license on competion of continuing education 

requirement to be established by board. 

Introduced by Sands. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 826. NCJA RECEIVE CONFISCATED WEAPON. "TO AUTHORIZE THE DISPOSITION OF 
CONFISCATED DEADLY WEAPONS TO THE NORTH CAROLINA JUSTICE ACADEMY." Amends GS 
14-269.1 to provide that the trial judge, among other options, may order confiscated weapons to 
be delivered to the Justice Academy for official use. 

introduced by Sands. Referred to Law Enforcement & Sr. Citizens. 


S 827. NO CERTIFICATION FOR EMERGENCY. "TO EXCLUDE EMERGENCY INPATIENT 
HOSPITALIZATIONS FROM PREADMISSION CERTIFICATION REQUIREMENTS OF THE TEACHERS’ 
AND STATE EMPLOYEEES’ COMPREHENSIVE MAJOR MEDICAL PLAN." Amends GS 135.40.6(2) to 
eliminate requirement that physician admitting person for unscheduled inpatient hospitalization 
contact Insurance Plan for approval certificate. Effective July 1, 1989. 

introduced by Sands. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 828. BAD CHECKS/NO CHECKING ACCOUNT. "7O PROHIBIT FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS FROM 
OPENING CHECKING ACCOUNTS FOR PERSONS WITH THREE OR MORE WORTHLESS CHECK 
CONVICTIONS.” Amends GS 53-65, 54-109.55, and 54B-127 to require, when a person applies to 
open a checking account, that the financial institution require the applicant to sign a statement 
declaring whether he has been convicted of a worthless check violation under GS 14-107, or the 
law of another state. If the applicant refuses to sign the statement or states that he has been 
convicted of 3 or more worthless check violations on 3 or more different dates within the past 7 
years and at least 1 of the convictions occurred on or after Oct., 1, 1989, the institution shall not 
be allowed to open an account. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

introduced by Ballance. Referred to Banks and Thrift Institutions. 


S 829. PERMIT DOGS IN INNS AND HOTELS. "TO PERMIT CERTAIN DOGS IN INNS AND 
HOTELS." Amends GS 72-7 to permit, at the innkeeper’s discretion, the keeping of dogs in hotel 
rooms if the dog is restrained in a cage of crate. 

Introduced by Kaplan. Referred to Small Business. 


S 830. SHOPLIFTING PRIOR CONVICTIONS. "TO PROVIDE THAT FOR THE PURPOSE OF 
DETERMINING PUNISHMENT FOR SHOPLIFTING OFFENSES, PRIOR CONVICTIONS OF LARCENY, 
RECEIVING STOLEN GOODS, AND POSSESSION OF STOLEN GOODS SHALL BE CONSIDERED 
CONVICTIONS OF SHOPLIFTING.” Amends GS 14-72.1(e) to provide that a prior conviction of !ar- 
ceny, receiving stolen goods, or possessing stolen goods shall be deemed a prior conviction for 
shoplifting. Effective Oct. 1, 1989, and applies to offenses occurring on or after that date. 
introduced by Taft. Referred to Judiciary 3. 


S 831. SCRAP TIRE DISPOSAL ACT. "TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA SCP“? TIRE 
DISPOSAL ACT." Adds GS 130A, Art. 9, Part 4 (GS 130A-310.15 to -310.22) arid Go . 85.2. 
Declared purpose is to provide statewide guidelines and structure for the environmentally safe 
disposal of scrap tires to be administered through units of local government. 

Establishes a schedule of scrap tire disposal fees (ranging from $1 to $5 per vehicle) to be 
assessed upon motor vehicle owners and collected along with annual vehicle registration fees, 
beginning July 1, 1990. Directs fees to be distributed quarterly to each county based upon the 
amount of scrap tire disposal fees collected from vehicles registered in that county. 
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Directs each county to assume responsibility for providing for the disposal of scrap tires 
within its boundaries and indicates fourteen permissible technologies for doing so. Requires each 
county to arrange for at least one site for scrap tire disposal within its boundaries and to de- 
scribe its disposal plan. Authorizes the county to provide the site directly, to do so cooperatively 
with another local governmental unit, or to do so by agreement with a private firm. Allows the 
county in which the site is located or the State to require a permit for the operation. Allows the 
operator of the site to charge a tipping fee for both in-county and out-of-county scrap tires. Also 
authorizes operator to charge fee for scrap tires from manufacturers, retreaders that do not retail 
new tires, and State vehicles, regardless of tires’ origination; fee, however, may be assessed only 
to extent that the cost per tire exceeds the average tipping fee for tires disposed of at site within 
prior twelve months. 

Requires each tire retailer and tire hauler to sign form designed to track the tires from 
collection to ultimate disposal and requires hauler to present form to tire processor or collector. 
Paperwork does not apply to those who bring in five or fewer tires for disposal, if activity not part 
of commercial operation. 

Requires the registration of tire haulers with the Solid Waste Branch, Solid and Hazardous 
Waste Management Section, Div’n of Health Services, Dep't of Human Resources ("Solid Waste 
Branch”). Requires haulers not affiliated with tire retailers to furnish evidence of security bond 
valued in excess of $25,000; Solid Waste Branch then issues hauler a scrap tire hauling identifi- 
cation number to be used on “tire tracking” forms. 

Provides that act preempts any local ordinance provision governing scrap tire disposal to 
the extent inconsistent with the act or regulations adopted under it. Establishes civil penalty of 
$50 for each violation of act or regulations. 

Effective July 1, 1990, but compliance with scrap tire disposal provisions required "begin- 
ning one year after the date of ratification.” 

Introduced by Speed. Referred to Environment & Natural Resources. 


S 832. STATE DOG. "TO ADOPT THE PLOTT HOUND AS THE OFFICIAL STATE DOG.” Adds GS 
145-13 as title indicates. 
Introduced by Swain. Referred to Rules. 


S 833. BEACH LITTER FINE RAISED. "TO INCREASE THE FINE FOR LITTERING BEACHES.” 
Amends GS 14-399(d) to establish separate fine of up to $300 for littering a beach (now, fine of 
not less than $50 nor more than $200 for first offense and not less than $50 nor more than $300 
for second or subsequent offense applies to unlawful littering of public or private property of any 
sort). Effective with respect to acts committed on or after Oct. 1, 1989. 

introduced by Basnight. Referred to Marine Resources & Wildlife. 


S 834. COUNTERFEIT RECORDING AMENDMENTS. "TO AMEND CHAPTER 14, ARTICLE 58 
REGARDING COUNTERFEIT RECORDS, TAPES AND OTHER RECORDED DEVICES." Generally up- 
dates 1973 legislation, refines definitions, and elaborates description of activities made unlawful 
under statutes. Expands scope of counterfeiting statutes to define “articles” (those recording de- 
vices subject to the law) to include a tangible medium upon which sounds or images are re- 
corded, any original medium now known or later developed on which sounds o; | > can be 
recorded or stored, and any copy or reproduction of the original. Makes it unlawful to transport 
any article for profit or to possess it for the purpose of distributing, wholesaling, or transporting it 
with knowledge of its contents. Acknowledges that provisions applying to illegal sound recordings 
apply only to those initially fixed prior to Feb. 15, 1972; federal copyright law preempts state law 
with respect to recordings made since. Makes the advertising and rental as well as actual sale of 
illegal articles illegal. Requires each manufacturer of regulated items to include its address on 
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the packaging. 

Makes violation a Class | felony, punishable by imprisonment for not more than five years, a 
fine of not more than $250,000 or both, if the offense involves at least 1,000 unauthorized sound 
recordings or more than 65 unauthorized audio-visual recordings during a 180-day period, or if it 
is a second or subsequent conviction. Violation is a Class J felony punishable for up to three 
years, a fine of up to $250,000, or both, if the offense involves between 100 and 1,000 unauthor- 
ized sound recordings or between 7 and 65 unauthorized audio-visual recordings during a 180- 
day period. Any violation is punishable by up to one year in jail, a fine of up to $25,000, or both. 
Allows court, in its judgment of conviction, to order the forfeiture and destruction of all infringing 
articles and all items of equipment used in their manufacture. 

Effective Nov. 1; 1989. 

Introduced by Plyler. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 839. HONORING REVOLUTIONARY WAR HEROES-2. "HONORING THE LIVES OF THE MANY 
REVOLUTIONARY PATRIOTS WHO DIED SO THAT THE COLONIES COULD BE FREE TO ENACT A 
CONSTITUTION AND BILL OF RIGHTS GUARANTEEING OUR BASIC FREEDOMS AND RIGHTS.” As 
title indicates. 

Introduced by Taily. Placed on calendar for April 13.

House amendment exempts all data processing and communication purchases from statutory 
purchasing requirements by removing provision limiting exemptions to those approved by 
Legislative Services Comm'n.

Senate committee substitute deletes described tract in Stone Mountain State Park from 
State Nature and Historic Preserve, and adds legal descriptions of other tracts mentioned in 
original bill. 


S 476. CERTAIN LANDS TO NATURE PRESERVE-2. (See p. 365) 
Senate committee substitute directs Attorney General’s Div’n of Legislative Drafting and 
Codification of Statutes to recodify any joint resolution dedicating properties to the State 
Nature and Historic Preserve as an amendment or replacement for GS 143-260.10 and re- 
moves designated parcels or tracts from the Preserve.

H 1159. HEALTH INSURANCE INCENTIVES. "TO PROVIDE INCENTIVES TO EMPLOYERS TO MAKE 
HEALTH INSURANCE AVAILABLE TO THEIR EMPLOYEES.” Adds new GS 58-251.9 requiring that 
by January 1, 1994, all employers of five or more employees must make available to all employ- 
ees an employer-sponsored health and accident insurance plan, or at least a payroll deduction 
option, by which employees may choose to cover themselves and their dependents with a health | 
and accident insurance plan. Adds new GS 105-130.41 (corporations) and GS 105-151.18 (other 
employers) to extend to employers who as of January 1, 1990 had no employer-sponsored health 
and accident plan a tax credit for the first year of operating such a plan (if prior to January 1, 
1993) equal to the administrative cost of operating the plan, to a maximum of $250, and to ex- 
tend to employers of fewer than 25 employees a credit of up to $100 each year thereafter. 
Effective January 1, 1990. 

introduced by Duncan. Referred to Commerce. 


H 1160. NO DISCLOSURE OF DEATH OR ILLNESS. "TO PROVIDE THAT THERE IS NO DUTY TO 
DISCLOSE TO A PROSPECTIVE PURCHASER OR PROSPECTIVE TENANT THAT THE REAL 
PROPERTY TO BE PURCHASED OR RENTED WAS PREVIOUSLY OCCUPIED BY A PERSON WHO 
DIED OR HAD A SERIOUS ILLNESS. Adds new GS 39-50 and 42-14.1 as title indicates, affecting 
real property and rented or leased property respectively. 

Introduced by Judy Hunt. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 1161. FIRE DEPARTMENT ANNEXATION. "TO REQUIRE MUNICIPALITIES TO PAY A 
PROPORTIONATE SHARE OF RURAL FIRE DEPARTMENT DEBT UPON VOLUNTARY ANNEXATION 
AND TO MAKE TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS TO THE ANNEXATION STATUTES.” Adds identical new 
sections GS 160A-31.1 and -58.2A to provide that when a city annexes an area served by a rural 
fire department which is in an insurance district, a rural fire protection district, or a fire service 
district the city must pay a percentage of the debt of the district calculated by dividing the as- 
sessed valuation of the area annexed by the total valuation of the district. (Notwithstanding title, 
makes no other changes). Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Jones. Referred to Government. 


H 1162. RESCUE SQUAD DEFINED. "TO PROVIDE FOR STATUTORY DEFINITIONS OF RESCUE, 
RESCUE SQUAD, AND RESCUE UNIT." Amends GS 118-51 to define “rescue” as "the removal of 
individuals facing external, nonmedical, and nonpatient related peril to areas of relative safety” 
and "rescue unit” or "rescue squad” as a "group of individuals who are not necessarily trained 
in emergency medical services, fire fighting, or law enforcement” who remove people from such 
perils. 

Introduced by Kerr. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 1163. EMT AMBULANCE CHANGE. "TO REQUIRE A MINIMUM OF ONE EMERGENCY MEDICAL 
TECHNICIAN AND ONE AMBULANCE ATTENDANT ON ALL PERMITTED AMBULANCES WHEN 
TRANSPORTING PATIENTS.” Amends G.S. 131E-158(a) as title indicates. Current law makes re- 
quirement applicable only when transporting patient on an emergency mission. Effective July 1, 
1989. 

Introduced by Kerr. Referred to Human Resources. 
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H 1164. HEARING OFFICE TRANSFER. "7O TRANSFER THE OFFICE OF ADMINISTRATIVE 
HEARINGS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATION." Adds GS 7A-750.1 to transfer the Office 
of Administrative Hearings ("OAH") by Type II transfer from its current independent status to the 
Dep't of Administration. Adds GS 7A-750.2 to provide that (1) an administrative law judge may be 
removed from office only by the Director and only for just cause as provided in the State 
Personnel Act ("SPA"); (2) otherwise employees of the OAH are to be entitled to all the benefits 
and subject to all the restrictions of the SPA; and (3) any person who was appointed as a hearing 
officer in OAH before July 1, 1987 is entitled to all benefits of the SPA. Deletes substantially 
similar provisions from SL 1987, Ch. 830 and Ch. 1111. Amends GS 7A-752 to provide that Chief 
Administrative Law Judge may be removed from office by the Governor for misfeasance, malfea- 
sance, or nonfeasance, and a successor appointed by the Chief Justice. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Cromer. Referred to Government. 


H 1165. MATERNAL/NEWBORN HEALTH SERVICES. "TO PROVIDE UNIVERSAL ACCESS TO 
MATERNAL AND NEWBORN HEALTH SERVICES.” Adds new GS Ch. 130B to provide health insur- 
ance coverage for maternal and newborn health services. Authorizes the Comm’n for Health 
Services (Comm'n) to contract with health insurance companies to administer "Universal Access 
Program” (Program). Provides that Program will be funded through (1) annual appropriations to 
the prenatal care and nutrition program, (2) federal maternal and child health services block grant 
according to plan established by Comm’n and approved by Director of the Budget, and (3) un- 
specified contributions by employers with four or more employees. Employers that provide insur- 
ance coverage comparable to Program’s will receive $1.25 credit on contribution for each $1.00 
paid for health insurance. Prohibits employers from excluding persons from employer-supported 
health plans because they are eligible for program. Prohibits counties from reducing expenditures 
for public health below fiscal 1988-89 level. 

Program will cover prenatal care, delivery, postpartum and newborn care services obtained 
from eligible providers including (1) preconception and genetic counseling, (2) prenatal care as 
defined by Comm’n, (3) referral for special tests, consultations and hospitalization, (4) referral for 
nutrition services, (5) delivery services, (6) 60 days of postpartum services as defined by Comm'n, 
and (7) medical services for newborns up to six months after birth. Abortion services and referrals 
are not covered unless mother’s life is endangered. 

A woman who has resided in NC for six months is presumptively eligible for program if a 
participating service provider determines that she is intending to become pregnant and is in need 
of preconception or genetic counseling or is pregnant. Pregnant women and their newborns are 
eligible if they meet eligibility guidelines set by Comm'n regulations and do not have health insur- 
ance or have insurance that does not provide services numbered (1) through (7) above. Requires 
use of eligible person’s private health insurance before use of Program funds. Subrogates 
Comm'n to any rights to third-party reimbursement to the extent of expenditure of Program funds 
and makes conforming amendment to GS 58-251.2. 

Requires contracting health insurers to ensure that program services are delivered, enroll 
health care providers, to seek to enroll women early in their pregnancies, to ensure that provider/ 
patient arrangements provide continuity of care, to coordinate benefits with other insurers cov- 
ering enrolees and to report to Comm'n as it may require. Requires Comm'n to set standards 
and establish quality assurance program for health care providers. 

Adds new GS 108A-67 to establish interaction between Program and provisior of medical 
assistance payments. Adds new GS 108A-68 to provide special medical assistance for pregnant 
women and children under one whose family income equals the comparable nonfarm federal pov- 
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erty level for a family of the same size and who are not otherwise eligible for medical assistance. 
Special medical assistance available to pregnant women only during their pregnancies and for 60 
days after pregnancy ends. Infants under one may receive all medical assistance services author- 
ized under this Chapter. 

Introduced by Cromer. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 1166. PUBLIC ACCESS/LEGISLATIVE VOTES. "7O REQUIRE THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY TO 
UPGRADE THE ELECTRONIC VOTING APPARATUS AND ESTABLISH A COMPUTER DATA BASE TO 
GIVE THE PUBLIC ACCESS TO GENERAL ASSEMBLY VOTES.” Amends GS 120-11.2 to add a re- 
quirement that the electronic voting machines in the House and Senate be upgraded or replaced 
to allow votes to be stored and retrieved, with installation to be overseen by the Legislative 
Services Comm'n and paid out of General Assembly reserves. Requires rules of House and 
Senate to be amended to provide public access to the data base to retrieve votes by reference to 
session year, member, bill number, bill title, GS citation or subject matter. Target date for com- 
pletion is April 1, 1990. 

Introduced by L. Ethridge. Referred to Rules. 


H 1167. POLITICAL CHECK OFF REPEALED. "TO ABOLISH THE TAX CHECK OFF FOR POLITICAL 
PARTIES." Repeals, effective January 1, 1989, GS 105-159.1, which allows individuals to desig- 
nate one dollar of tax payment be made to the NC Election Campaign Fund for use by the 
political parties. Repeals, effective January 1, 1993, Article 22B of GS Ch. 163 ("Appropriations 
from the North Carolina Political Parties Financing Fund”), which provides for the distribution of 
the designated moneys. Provides that prosecutions for violations of provisions of Article 22B oc- 
curring before January 1, 1993 are not affected by this bill. 

introduced by L. Etheridge. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1168. REEMPLOY RETIREE AFTER AGE 70. "TO ENSURE THAT RETIRED MEMBERS OF THE 
LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM AND THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE 
EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM WHO ARE SEVENTY YEARS OF AGE OR OLDER MAY BE 
REEMPLOYED WITH NO RETIREMENT BENEFITS SUSPENSION.” Amends GS 128-24(5) and GS 
135-3(8) to provide that any beneficiary of either retirement system named in title who Is retired 
on early or service retirement and who is at least 70 years old may be reemployed by any em- 
ployer participating in such system without suspension of retirement benefits. Effective July 1, 
1989 and applies to retirement benefits due on or after that date. 

Introduced by McLaughlin. Referred to Pensions & Retirement. 


H 1169. SALE OF SADISTIC VIDEO TO MINOR. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE COMMERCIAL 
DISSEMINATION OF SADISTIC VIDEO MOVIES THAT ARE HARMFUL TO MINORS IS A 
MISDEMEANOR." Adds GS 14-190.22 creating the misdemeanor of “commercially disseminating 
sadistic video movies harmful to minors,” punishable by six months in prison and a fine of at 
least $500. Elements of offense are distributing for consideration to a minor a video movie which 
(1) a reasonable adult applying contemporary community standards would find tended to appeal 
to a morbid interest of minors in violence and is patently offensive to prevailing standards of what 
is suitable to minors, (2) lacks serious literary, artistic, political or scientific value for minors, and 
(3) contains killing, torturing or maiming of a person for the pleasure that the act brings to the 
participants. Creates following affirmative defenses: (1) defendant is the parent of the minor; (2) 
parent gave defendant permission; (3) defendant was a school, church, museum, public library, 
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governmental agency, medical clinic, or hospital carrying out its legitimate function; (4) movie had 
received a motion picture rating indicating it was suitable for viewing by a person of the minor’s 
age; or (5) the defendant had received a proper identification card leading him reasonably to 
believe the minor was over 18. Effective October 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Hurley. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1170. MOPED REGULATION. "TO PROHIBIT A PERSON WHOSE LICENSE HAS BEEN 
SUSPENDED OR REVOKED FROM OPERATING A MOPED, TO REQUIRE SAFETY HELMETS FOR 
RIDERS OF MOPEDS, AND TO PROHIBIT MOPEDS ON STREETS WHERE THE SPEED LIMIT IS 
GREATER THAN THIRTY-FIVE MILES PER HOUR." Amends GS 20-10.1 and adds GS 20-140.5 as 
title indicates. Effective October 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Miller. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1171. WARRANTY AS INSURANCE CONTRACT. "TO AMEND THE LAW THAT DETERMINES 
WHEN A WARRANTY RELATING TO REAL PROPERTY CONSTITUTES A CONTRACT OF 
INSURANCE." Amends GS 58-3.2 to delete the provision that a warranty made by a builder or 
seller of real property is not a contract of insurance and to substitute for it provisions that the 
following are not insurance contracts: (1) a performance guarantee given by either the builder of 
a home or the manufacturer or seller of an appliance or other system or component of a home; 
and (2) a service contract, guarantee or warranty intending to guarantee or warrant the repairs or 
service of a home appliance, system, or component, when issued by someone other than the 
manufacturer or seller. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Miller. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1172. LEGISLATORS’ FILING REVIVED. "TO RETURN TO THE SYSTEM OF ECONOMIC 
INTEREST REPORTING FOR LEGISLATORS THAT EXISTED BEFORE 1989." Adds GS 120-95.1 to 
require every member of General Assembly to file statement of economic interest with Legislative 
Services Officer by January 15 after member’s election, to be placed in Legislative Library and 
available for public inspection and copying. Amends GS 120-92 to provide that person elected 
under GS 163-11 to fill vacancy must file statement of economic interest within 10 days after 
taking oath of office. Adds GS 120-97.1 to require anyone who is required to file statement of 
economic interest to file updated statement by January 15 of second year after election. Amends 
GS 120-98 to provide that any member who willfully fails to file statement of economic interest 
may not take oath of office or enter or continue duties or receive compensation, but authorizes 
Legislative Ethics Committee, for good cause shown, to allow the member to file the statement 
and remove disability. Effective Jan. 1, 1989; provides that legislator may satisfy duty to file and 
update statements of economic interest during 1989 General Assembly by filing one statement by 
Jan. 15, 1990.

H 1173. ALL-TERRAIN VEHICLES REGULATED. "7O PROHIBIT THREE-WHEEL OR FOUR-WHEEL 
ALL-TERRAIN VEHICLES FROM BEING OPERATED ON STREETS AND PUBLIC VEHICULAR AREAS.” 
Adds GS 20-140.5 as title indicates. Specifies that it is a defense to a charge that *he vehicle 
was properly registered and operator can show proof of financial responsibility un. he liability 
insurance law. Effective October 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Miller. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1174. MODIFY JAILER LIABILITY. "TO MODIFY THE LAW GOVERNING THE LIABILITY OF A 
KEEPER OF THE JAIL FOR PHYSICAL INJURIES." Amends and clarifies GS 162-55 to provide that 
jailers or keepers who intentionally cause physical injury to a prisoner shall be personally liable 
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for treble damages to the person injured. Repeals provision making injury of a prisoner a 
misdemeanor. 
Introduced by Miller. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1175. MOTORCYCLE SAFETY PROGRAM. "TO ESTABLISH AND FUND A PROGRAM OF 
MOTORCYCLE SAFETY INSTRUCTION AND TO PROVIDE FOR A TEN PERCENT LIABILITY PREMIUM 
INSURANCE DISCOUNT FOR CERTIFIED GRADUATES OF THE PROGRAM.” Adds GS 115D-72 cre- 
ating the Motorcycle Safety Instruction Program to be administered through Dep’t of Community 
Colleges, under a motorcycle safety coordinator to be elected by the State Board of Community 
Colleges. Amends GS 20-87(6) to raise tax on private passenger motorcycles from $9 to $12 (and 
from $16 to $19 if equipped with side car) and adds GS 20-88.2 to provide for funding the 
Program with the new $3 tax. Also adds GS 58-124.31 to provide that premium rates for motorcy- 
cle liability insurance are to be reduced 10% for persons who have completed the Program. 
Directs Rate Bureau of file a revised classification plan and makes plan effective three months 
after Comm’r of Insurance approves. Effective July 1, 1989.

H 1176. AMEND JUDICIAL SALES ACT. "TO AMEND THE JUDICIAL SALES ACT." Biank bill; con- 
tains no substantive provisions.

SENATE BILLS 


S$ 835. JOINT SESSIONS REDUCED. "TO ELIMINATE JOINT SESSIONS FOR APPOINTMENT OR 
NOMINATION OF PUBLIC OFFICERS, EXCEPT AS REQUIRED BY THE CONSTITUTION.” As title indi- 
cates, eliminating joint sessions for confirmation of Comm’r of Banks (GS 53-92), confirmation of 
Utilities Comm’n comm’rs (GS 62-10) and executive director (GS 62-15), and nomination of mem- 
bers of Board of Governors (GS 116-6). 

Introduced by Kaplan. Referred to Rules. 


S 836. SIMPLIFY FIDUCIARY COMPENSATION. "TO SIMPLIFY THE COMPUTATION OF FIDUCIARY 
COMPENSATION.” Amends GS 35-20 to provide schedule for compensation of trustees, applicable 
unless the trust instrument provides otherwise or, for corporate trustee, makes no mention of 
compensation, in which case corporate trustee may apply regular schedule of compensation. 
Ordinary compensation to be annual charge of 5% on first $50,000 of income, 3% on additional 
income; .07% annually on first $300,000 of principal assets, 0.5% on next $700,000, 0.3% 
$1,000,000. Clerk of court, on trustee’s request, may allow additional compensation. Successor 
trustee may charge 1% of value of principal as opening charge. Trustee may charge 1% of value 
of principal as closing charge. Applicable to trust relationships created on or after January 1, 
1990, and to express trusts in writing existing on that date. In latter case, however, if instrument 
contains no mention or no limitation of compensation is limited to statutory schedule and addi- 
tional amount approved by clerk. 

introduced by Ezzell. Referred to Judiciary 3. 


S 837. NOTICE TO DECEDENTS’ CREDITORS. "TO AMEND LAWS CONCERNING NOTICE TO 
KNOWN OR REASONABLY ASCERTAINABLE CREDITORS OF DECEDENTS’ ESTATES.” Modifies GS 
28A-14-1 (notice to creditors of decedents’ estates) as follows: (I) removes requirement that pub- 
lished notice be given within 20 days after granting of letters; (2) adds authority to give notice to 
creditors by personal delivery, as well as mail; and (3) adds new subsection (c) permitting per- 
sonal delivery or mail of notice required under subsection (a) if creditor's name and address can 
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be ascertained with reasonable diligence, and providing for certain immunities for personal repre- 
sentative or collector. Makes conforming amendments to GS 28A-14-2 (proof of notice). Amends 
GS 28A-19-3 (limitations on presentation of claims) to permit claims arising from mailed or per- 
sonally delivered notice under amended GS 28A-14-1(b) to be presented within 90 days after date 
of delivery or mailing of notice. 

Introduced by Ezzell. Referred to Judiciary 3. 


S 838. PARENTS SIGN REPORT CARDS. "TO REQUIRE LOCAL BOARDS OF EDUCATION TO 
ADOPT RULES REQUIRING THE PARENT'S SIGNATURE ON A STUDENT'S REPORT CARD, AND 
PROVIDING A PENALTY FOR STUDENT VIOLATION OF REPORT CARD RULES.” Adds GS 115C- 
47(33) as title indicates. Requires that student who signs parent’s name to report card must be 
issued out-of-school suspension of three days for first offense, and 10 days for each later offense. 
Introduced by Bryan. Referred to Education. 


S 840. LOCAL GOV’T FINANCE AMENDMENTS. "TO IMPLEMENT MISCELLANEOUS REVISIONS 
WITH RESPECT TO LOCAL GOVERNMENT FINANCE." Amends GS 115D-33 to make it clear that 
nonvoted two-thirds bonds may be issued for community college capital projects. Amends GS 
159-79 to allow variable rate demand bonds and notes to be issued (or revised if previously is- 
sued) with mandatory sinking fund redemptions in lieu of serial maturities. Amends GS 159-123(c) 
to restrict to general obligation bonds existing provisions requiring that bonds sold at private sale 
be sold at not less than 98% of face value plus 100% of accrued interest. 

Introduced by Joe Johnson. Referred to Finance. 


S 841. EFFECT OF DISSENT FROM WILL. "7O REWRITE THE LAW CONCERNING THE EFFECT 
OF A DISSENT FROM A WILL BY A SURVIVING SPOUSE." Amends GS 30-3 to provide that If a 
surviving spouse dissents from the deceased spouse’s will in a situation in which the will provided 
for a disposition to an inter vivos trust which was revocable by the deceased immediately before 
his death and in which the surviving spouse had an interest, then the surviving spouse shall be 
deemed for purposes of the trust to have predeceased the deceased, and the other interests in 
the trust shall be accelerated. Also provides that no person who is responsible for making distri- 
butions from the trust in such a situation may be held liable for making distributions in accor- 
dance with the will or trust if the distribution is “otherwise proper” and the person making the 
distribution has no actual knowledge of the facts that constitute a revocation of the surviving 
spouses’s rights under the will or trust.

S 842. SELECTIVE SERVICE REGISTRATION. "TO REQUIRE THAT PERSONS SUBJECT TO 
SELECTIVE SERVICE REGISTRATION MUST REGISTER TO BE ELIGIBLE FOR STATE OR LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT EMPLOYMENT OR RECEIPT OF PUBLIC BENEFITS.” Adds GS 143B-421.1 to pro- 
vide that anyone who knowingly or willfully fails to make required registration with federal selective 
service system is not eligible for public benefits or public employment. 

Introduced by Joe Johnson. Referred to Veterans Affairs. 


S 843. NURSING HOME C.O.N. REPEAL. "TO REMOVE CERTIFICATE OF Weew :. ‘REMENTS 
FROM NURSING HOMES.” Amends GS 131E-176 to delete certificate of need requirement for new 
intermediate and skilled nursing care beds. 

Introduced by Raynor. Referred to Human Resources. 
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S 844. ELECTED LOCAL OFFICIAL PENSION. "TO PROVIDE ELECTED OFFICIALS OF LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT WITH BASIC RETIREMENT BENEFITS AND SUPPLEMENTAL RETIREMENT 
BENEFITS." Amends GS 128-21 and 128-26 to provide that elected municipal officials and mem- 
bers of county boards of commissioners may purchase creditable service in NC Local Gov't 
Retirement System by paying a lump sum equal to the full cost of the additional service credits. 
Introduced by Harris. Referred to Pensions & Retirement. 


S 845. TEMPORARY SERVICE PURCHASE. "TO ALLOW THE PURCHASE OF CERTAIN 
TEMPORARY SERVICE SERVED AFTER FULL-TIME SERVICE IN THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE 
EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM.” Amends GS 135-4(s) to permit temporary employees to pur- 
chase creditable service for state employment if employee completes five years of service before 
or after temporary employment. Other requirements for such purchases are unchanged. 
Introduced by Harris. Referred to Pensions & Retirement. 


S 846. HOSPITAL AUTHORITY CHANGES. "TO ALLOW A HOSPITAL AUTHORITY TO ESTABLISH 
BRANCH FACILITIES OUTSIDE THE BOUNDARIES OF ITS ESTABLISHING GOVERNMENTAL ENTITY." 
Amends GS 131E-20 and adds GS 131E-35 to permit a hospital authority owning and operating a 
hospital organized under GS Ch. 131E, Art. 2 to build, alter, purchase, finance, and operate 
branches and related facilities outside territorial boundaries of city or county creating the author- 
ity. Imposes following limitations on such branches: (1) prohibits establishing governmental entity 
from using tax or bond revenue for such facilities; (2) provides that establishing governmental 
entity does not have power of eminent domain concerning such facilities; (3) provides that power 
of counties under GS 153A-169 and -170 to adopt ordinances regulating use of county-owned 
property and parking on such property does not apply to hospital facilities located outside county 
boundaries unless board of comm’rs of county in which facility is located adopts ordinance per- 
mitting such ordinance; (4) excludes hospital authority with four or more incorporated municipali- 
ties qualified to receive funds under GS 136-41.2 within borders of its creating county from 
authority to establish branch facilities; and (5) provides that by operating such branch facilities, 
an establishing governmental entity does not become liable for cost of medical care of indigent 
residents of another city or county.

S 847. HOSPITAL FACILITY SALE. "TO CLARIFY THE LAW REGARDING WHAT CONSTITUTES A 
SALE OF HOSPITAL FACILITIES TO NONPROFIT CORPORATIONS." Amends GS 131E-8 to provide 
that a sale or conveyance of substantially all the equipment of a hospital facility is a sale or 
conveyance of the facility. 

Introduced by Rauch. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 848. STUDY PRISON SUBSTANCE ABUSE. "DIRECTING THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON 
PRISONS TO STUDY SUBSTANCE ABUSE EVALUATION TREATMENT AND COUNSELING WITHIN THE 
PRISON SYSTEM." Directs cited committee (continued by Res. 8, SL 1987) to study extent and 
costs of drug treatment and counseling programs in and out of prison and costs of providing 
specified testing and programs for inmates convicted of drug offenses or suspected of being drug 
abusers. 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Rules. 


S 849. INFERTILITY TREATMENT COVERAGE-1. "70 PROVIDE THAT THE STATE EMPLOYEES’ 
COMPREHENSIVE MAJOR MEDICAL PLAN PROVIDE BENEFITS FOR THE TREATMENT OF 
INFERTILITY TO THE SAME EXTENT THAT IT PROVIDES BENEFITS FOR PREGNANCY-RELATED 
CARE." Adds GS 135-40.7B as title indicates. Includes in vitro fertilization procedures when less 
costly procedures have failed, fertilization is achieved with the patient’s oocytes and spouse’s 
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sperm (unless the spouse has oligospermia, in which case a donor may be used), the couple 
have a five year history of infertility (two years if the woman is over 30), and the procedure Is 
performed under certain cited national standards. 

Introduced by Basnight. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 850. INFERTILITY TREATMENT COVERAGE-2. "TO PROVIDE THAT HEALTH INSURANCE 
POLICIES OR PLANS, HOSPITAL SERVICE OR MEDICAL SERVICE PLANS, AND HEALTH 
MAINTENANCE ORGANIZATIONS THAT PROVIDE PREGNANCY-RELATED BENEFITS SHALL ALSO 
PROVIDE COVERAGE FOR THE TREATMENT OF INFERTILITY.” Adds GS 58-251.9 (policies or con- 
tracts of accident or health insurance), GS 57-7.4 (group insurance certificates or group sub- 
scriber contracts), and GS 57B-12.2 (health maintenance organizations), for purpose indicated in 
title. Provides that the same deductibles, coinsurance and other limitations will apply as apply to 
pregnancy-related coverage. Includes in vitro fertilization procedures when less costly procedures 
have failed, fertilization is achieved with the patient’s oocytes and spouse’s sperm (unless the 
spouse has oligospermia, in which case a donor may be used), the couple have a five year his- 
tory of infertility (two years if the woman is over 30), and the procedure is performed under cer- 
tain cited national standards. Provides that a HMO that comes under Title XIll of the US Public 
Health Service Act is deemed to be in compliance with this act. 

Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Insurance. 


S 851. ECU MEDICARE REIMBURSEMENT. "TO SPECIFY THE PROCESS OF EAST CAROLINA 
UNIVERSITY’S SCHOOL OF MEDICINE MEDICARE EDUCATIONAL REIMBURSEMENT." Provides that 
funds appropriated to UNC Board of Governors for Medicare education at ECU School of 
Medicine be allocated to the medical faculty practice plan to the extent those funds were gener- 
ated by the plan, with remainder going into a nonreverting account to be used for nonrecurring 
equipment and facility expenses at Pitt County Memorial Hospital and the Brody Medical 
Sciences Building. Effective July 1, 1989. 

introduced by Taft. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 866. MEMORIALIZING OTTIS F. JONES. "HONORING THE LIFE AND MEMORY OF IOTAS 
FRANKLIN JONES, FORMER SHERIFF OF CUMBERLAND COUNTY." As title indicates. 
Introduced by Raynor. Placed on Calendar for April 13. 


S 867. MEMORIALIZING BRYANT H. WOMACK. "MEMORIALIZING THE LIFE AND MEMORY OF 
PRIVATE FIRST CLASS BRUNETTE HOMER WOMACK AND URGING THE DEPARTMENT OF THE 
ARMY TO ESTABLISH A NEW MEDICAL CENTER IN CUMBERLAND COUNTY IN HIS HONOR." As 
title indicates. 

introduced by Raynor. Piaced on Calendar for April 13.

House committee substitute amends the bill throughout to provide that broadcast notice may 
be given in addition to, but not in lieu of; newspaper notice.

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S 5. NO PROFANE BUMPER STICKERS. (See pp. 11, 512) 
Senate committee substitute defines "harmful to minors” as depiction of sexually explicit 
nudity or sexual activity that (1) average adult applying contemporary standards would find 
has predominant tendency to appeal to prurient interest of minors in sex, (2) average adult 
applying contemporary standards would find depiction of nudity or sexual activity to be pat- 
ently offensive to prevailing standards in adult community as to what is suitable for minors, 


and (3) to a reasonable person, device taken as a whole lacks serious literary, artistic, politi- — 


cal, or scientific value for minors. Defines “indecent” as (1) taken as a whole, describes in 
patently offensive way, as determined by contemporary community standards, sexual acts, 
excretory functions, or parts of human body, and (2) taken as a whole, lacks serious literary, 
artistic, political, or scientific value. 


S 43. 1989 BASE BUDGET APPROPRIATIONS. (See p. 614) 
Senate amendments are incorporated in digest of special provisions in today’s Bulletin. 


S 344. COMPREHENSIVE HEALTH EDUCATION. (See p. 275) 
Senate committee substitute makes following changes in original bill: (1) adds suicide pre- 
vention to the list of matters to be included in the health education program; and (2) deletes 
from the Comprehensive Health Education Advisory Committee two members, one appointed 
by the Speaker and one by the President of the Senate. 


S 446. MEDIGAP INSURANCE. (See p. 347) 
Senate committee substitute adds an appropriation from the General Fund to the Dep’t of 


Insurance of $250,000 for fiscal 1989-90 to employ or retain persons to administer the provi- 


sions of the act and for related working monies. 


S 501. GUARANTY FUND CHANGES. (See p. 396) 
Senate committee substitute amends GS 58-155.45 to define “member insurer” as any per- 
son who writes any kind of insurance to which Article applies under GS 58-155.43, including 


exchange of reciprocal or interinsurance contracts, and is licensed and authorized to trans- 


act insurance in NC (underscored language new); and deletes provision from original bill that 
would have amended GS 58-155.48(a)(1) to provide that Postassessment Insurance Guaranty 
Ass'n must pay only amount of each covered claim for return of unearned premiums in ex- 
cess of $50 and less than $10,000 per policy. 


S 524. DRUG SCHEDULE ADDITIONS. (See p. 402) 
Senate committee substitute makes technical corrections and adds amendment to GS 90- 
101(i) to allow physician to dispense or administer Nabilone as antiemetic agent in cancer 
chemotherapy. 


S 548. COLLECTION AGENCY AMENDMENTS. (See p. 406) 
Senate committee substitute makes following changes in original bill: (1) deletes provision

that would have changed punishment for violating provisions of collection agency laws other — 


than failure to secure permit from misdemeanor to Class J felony; (2) amends GS 66-49.25(f) 
to require application for permit to provide information on criminal record (other than minor 
traffic violations) of applicant’s officers and stockholders, and (3) adds to GS 66-49.31 30- 
day grace period for relicensing on change in ownership, subject to posting renewal bond. 


S 595. ONSLOW SHERIFF VACANCY. (See p. 416) 
House amendment deletes Gaston and Lincoln from bill’s coverage. 
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S 43. 1989 BASE BUDGET APPROPRIATIONS 
| SPECIAL PROVISIONS 


GENERAL PROVISIONS. 

Pilot programs budgeting. Provides that any new program funded through special appro- 
priations bill shall be designated as a pilot program, shall be shown as separate budget items, 
and shall be considered expansion item until succeeding General Assembly reapproves it. 
Requires Governor to submit to General Assembly with proposed budget a report of pilot program 
items. 

Insurance and fidelity bonds. Requires that all insurance and all official fidelity and surety 
bonds for state agencies shall be placed by Insurance Dep’t and cost shall be paid by affected 
agency with approval of Insurance Comm'r. 

PUBLIC INSTRUCTION, DEP’T OF 

Abolish outside evaluator program. Repeals GS Ch. 115C, Art. 24A (Certified Personnel 
Evaluation Pilot Program). 

BEP funding transfer. Directs Dep't of Public Education to transfer $850,000 from unem- 
ployment reserve in fiscal 1989-90 to General Fund to be used for Basic Education Program 
programs similar to state and federal programs comprising unemployment reserve. 

Dropout prevention. Directs State Board of Education to refocus funds appropriated for 
dropout prevention to emphasize goals and take specific actions set out in bill. Directs that 
$500,000 of dropout prevention funds be used for one-time grants to 50 schools with highest 
dropout rates. Directs Dep’t of Public Instruction to provide technical assistance to local units and 
provide information to 100 local schools having highest dropout rates as to what types of preven- 
tion programs work. 

Abolish teaching grant program for college juniors. Repeals GS 115C-363.24 as title indi- 
cates, except with respect to grants made and obligations incurred before July 1, 1989. 
COMMUNITY COLLEGES, DEP’T OF 

Management support system. Directs State Board to report quarterly to Joint Comm’n on 
Governmental Operations on progress toward management support system for community col- 
leges. State that system plan shall be in place no later than July 1, 1990. 

| Stability of funding. Provides that General Assembly shall appropriate funds for FTE student 
enrollment in system on biennial basis. For 1989-90 and subsequent years, directs State Board to 
allocate to each college a budget based on the larger of (1) average of prior two years’ actual 
FTE enrollment, or (2) previous year’s actual FTE enrollment, but not less than 90% of prior 
two-years’ average curriculum FTE student enrollment. 

Community college trustees training. Requests NC Ass’n of Community College Trustees to 
continue training programs for trustees, and to report annually to State Board and to 1990 ses- 
sion on training programs provided and number of trustees participating. 

Literacy. Directs State Board to develop policies to accomplish specified objectives in liter- 
acy programs, requires report to 1990 session on policies, and states intent of General Assembly 
to maintain 1988-89 funding level as statewide base for literacy programs. 

Satellite centers. States intent of General Assembly for State Board to provide greater over- 
sight of proposed expansion of satellite and off-campus facilities, and directs State Board to de- 
velop criteria for such facilities to be built with state funds. 

Regional cooperation. States intent of General Assembly to encourage cooperative and re- 
gional programs among community colleges, directs State Board to develop incentives for such, 
directs necessary legislative changes to be incorporated in 1990-91 budget request, and directs 
State Board to report to 1990 session on progress of regional programs. 

Student accounting study. Directs UNC and Community College System, in cooperation 
with NC Ass’n of Independent Colleges & Universities, to recommend to General Assembly a 
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common method of counting student enrollments for purpose of receiving public funds. Requires 
final report to 1991 session and interim report to 1990 session. 

FTE accounting. Provides that census date for counting extension FTE student enrollment 
shall be same as that used to county curriculum FTE enrollment. 

Maintenance of plant subsidy. Directs State Board to review current allocation method for 
distributing maintenance of plant subsidy and to report findings and recommendations to 1990 
session. 

Operating appropriations not used for recreation extension. Provides that funds appropri- 
ated to Community College System for institutional operating expenses may to be used for rec- 
reation extension courses. Such course shall be placed on self-supporting basis and membership 
hours may not be counted in computing FTE budget-funding formulas. 

Assistance to hospital nursing. Provides that funds appropriated to Community College 
System for nursing education assistance shall be distributed on basis of $850 per full-time 
student. 

COLLEGES AND UNIVERSITIES. 

Funding level for institutions. Directs UNC Board of Governors to study variations in instruc- 
tional funding levels among different classes of institutions, including actual and relative cost of 
instruction, cost of instruction at lower division undergraduate, upper division undergraduate, 
graduate and first professional levels, variance in institutional costs for serving part-time students, 
and other factors affecting funding requirements. Directs board to review methods of allocating 
new funds. Requires report to 1990 session by March 31, 1990 with copy to Joint Comm’n on 
Governmental Operations. 

Management incentives. Directs UNC Board of Governors and Office of State Management 
& Budget to review need for management incentives and flexibility at campus level to achieve 
budget savings and increased efficiency. Requires report of findings, identifying any campus inter- 
ested in participating in pilot project, to General Assembly by March 31, 1990. 

Nursing. Directs UNC Board of Governors to report on study of nursing programs to 
General Assembly by March 31, 1990. 

Retention and graduation rates. Directs UNC Board of Governors to review variations in ; 
retention and graduation rates among constituent institutions to determine reasons for differences 
and to report to General Assembly by Jan. 15, 1991. 

Remediation. Directs UNC Board of Governors and State Board of Community Colleges to 
review remedial courses in each system, to determine most cost effective method of delivering 
remedial programs, and to report findings to 1991 General Assembly by Feb. 1, 1991. Directs 
Board of Governors, State Board, and Dep’t of Public Education to provide better flow of informa- 
tion among public schools, UNC, and community colleges concerning (1) number of high school 
graduates seeking enrollment in higher education, (2) performance in first year of college atten- 
dance, (3) automated format on transcripts, (4) consistent, uniform course information from public 
schools to university and college systems, and (5) reporting of students attending colleges in NC. — 
Requires final report to General Assembly by Feb. 1, 1991, and interim report to Comm’n on 
Governmental Operations by Jan. 15, 1990. 

Aid to private colleges. Provides that tuition grant to student enrolled at site away from 
main campus of private institution may be no more than the result of the ratio of cost per credit 
hour for off-campus instruction at that site to cost per credit hour for regular full-time on-campus 
instruction, multiplied by maximum grant award. Provides that no tuition grant funds may be ex- 
pended for off-campus site unless institution has previously notified and secured agreement from 
other private institutions in the area that the degree program is neither available nor planned in 
the county with the off-campus site or in adjacent counties. Provides that member of armed serv- 
ices residing in NC pursuant to active military duty is eligible for tuition grant program if enrolled 
as full-time student, but grant may not exceed costs of tuition less any tuition assistance paid by 
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employer. 

Aid to private colleges procedure. Provides for aid to private colleges pursuant to GS 116- 
19 et seq. at rate of $400 per full-time equivalent NC undergraduate students enrolled at private 
institution as of Oct. 1, and for grants to NC undergraduate students enrolled at eligible private 
institutions at rate of $1,100 per academic year. Limits use of appropriated funds to "secular 
educational purposes.” 

Wake Forest and Duke Medical School assistance. Sets aid to Wake Forest Medical School 
at $8,000 per NC medical student, of which $1,000 shall be placed in fund for financial aid to 
needy NC students. Maximum aid to individual student may not exceed difference in tuition and 
academic fees at Wake Forest and UNC-CH. Sets aid to Duke Medical School at $5,000 per NC 
medical student, with $500 earmarked for student financial aid. Limits individual grants to $2,000 
per year, but in addition provides for disbursement of $1,000 to each medical student who is NC 
resident in ist, 2nd, 3rd, and 4th year classes to extent that enrollment of each of those classes 
exceeds 30 NC students. 

ADMINISTRATION, DEP’T OF 

State surplus property warehouse. Authorizes Office of State Budget & Management to 
transfer $100,000 from surplus equipment reserve to support operation of surplus property 
warehouse. 

Juvenile Law Study Comm'n abolished. Abolishes cited study commission. 

Maintenance contracts cost control. "Strongly encourages” each state agency and univer- 
sity to eliminate maintenance contracts on computer equipment, and directs each such agency to 
report to Fiscal Research Div’n and Director or Legislative Automated Systems Div’n by April 30, 
1990, number of contracts eliminated and net savings. Requires each agency to keep copies of 
all active maintenance contracts at a central office, and requires agency to provide OSBM and 
LASD with a list of these contracts by Dec. 30, 1989. Requires each agency to keep central 
record of repairs whether or not done under maintenance agreement. Directs Office of State 
Controller to include computer-based record of repairs systems for state agencies in proposed 
revision of Departmental Accounting System. Directs Div’n of Purchase and Contract to work with 
agencies to consolidate maintenance contracts to extent allowed by vendors, to negotiate mainte- 
nance contracts on hourly basis where appropriate, to make equipment warranty on data proc- 
essing equipment a part of the bid, and to investigate use of third party maintenance contractors. 

Abolish Alcoholism Research Authority. Repeals GS 122C-431 to -433 and abolishes the NC 
Alcoholism Research Authority. 

TRANSPORTATION, DEP’T OF 

Use of Sales Tax Collected by the Div’n of Motor Vehicles. Provides that notwithstanding 
GS 105-164.4(1) the Dep’t of Transportation may retain up to $475,000 of sales taxes on motor 
vehicles to cover costs of collection. 

Highway Funds/Adjustment to Reflect Actual Revenue. Provides that if not needed to sup- 
port appropriations for following fiscal year unreserved credit balance in the highway fund on 
June 30 may be used for reserves. Provides that actual revenue in excess of estimated revenue 
be placed in highway construction and maintenance reserve. Provides that if funds are not 
needed for reserves, they must be allocated to state-funded maintenance and construction. 
Requires Bd. of Transportation to report monthly to the Joint Legislative Commission on 
Governmental Operations about the use or highway construction and maintenance reserve. 

Continuing Aviation, Rail, and Public Transportation. Repeals June 30, 1990 sunset on con- 
tinuing appropriations for aviation, rail and public transportation. 

Ferry Captain Ill, Shift Premium Pay. Provides shift premium pay for state employees classi- 
fied ferry captain II!, salary grade 70. 

SBI Use of Court-Ordered Restitution Funds. Authorizes the State Bureau of Investigation to 
use funds from court-ordered restitution for undercover drug operations. 
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Access to the Public Information Network. Requires all local law enforcement agencies to 
comply with federal rules regulating access to Public Information Network. 

Use of Seized and Forfeited Property Transferred to State Law Enforcement Agencies by 
the Federal Government. Requires Dep’t of Justice and Dep’t of Crime Control and Public Safety 
to report to the Joint Legislative Commission on Governmental Operations on how they plan to 
use assets transferred to them by the federal government. Assets may not be used for new pro- 
jects, acquisition of real property, or structural change to or construction of buildings without prior — 
approval of the Genera! Assembly. 

Private Protective Services and Alarm Systems Licensing Boards are Self-Supporting. 
Requires Private Protective Services and Alarm Systems Licensing Boards to self-fund their activi- 
ties by raising fees. 

Charges for Legal Services Rendered by the Attorney General. Requires Dep’t of Justice to 
charge self-supporting state boards, commissions, and agencies for legal work. 

CRIME CONTROL AND PUBLIC SAFETY, DEP’T OF 

Report on Community Service Workers. Requires Dep’t of Crime Control and Public Safety 
to report quarterly to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations and the Fiscal 
Research Div’n on the availability of community service workers for park maintenance. 

Report on the Community Penalties Program and the Crime Victims Compensation Fund. 
Requires Dep't of Crime Control and Public Safety to report annually to base budget committees 
on justice and public safety and the Fiscal Research Div’n on administrative expenditures in 
Community Penalties Program and NC Crime Victims Compensation Fund. 

Legislative Review of Drug Law Enforcement and Other Grants. Provides that Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations may conduct federally-required legislative review 
of drug law enforcement grants if General Assembly is not in session. 

CORRECTIONS, DEP’T OF 

Negotiated Rates for Medical Services. Requires Dep’t of Correction to report to Joint 
Legislative Comim’n on Governmental Operations at first quarter 1990 meeting the results of its 
attempts to negotiate for medical services at Medicaid rates. Same report must be made before — 
March 15, 1990 to chairs of house and senate Appropriations Committees, senate Base Budget 
Appropriations Committee and Joint Appropriations Committees on Justice and Public Safety. 

Private Confinement Facilities. Deleted by Senate amendment # 6. | 

Goldsboro Correctional Center Reallocation. Transfers Goldsboro Correctional Center from — 
Dep’t of Human Resources to Dep’t of Correction. 

Indigent Persons’ Attorney Fee Fund. Effective July 1, 1989, directs Admin. Office of the 
Courts (AOC) to allocate from the Indigent Persons’ Attorney Fee Fund (Fund) $3,294,270 in 
each year of 1989-90 biennium for use as a reserve for capital cases, transcripts, professional 
examinations, and expert witness fees. Effective same date directs AOC to allocate from Fund 
$11,100,000 in each year of 1989-90 biennium for adult, juvenile and guardian ad litem cases. 
Funds are to be allotted to coterminous superior and district court districts and to counties ac- 
cording to prior year’s case load of indigent persons not represented by public defenders. If 
funds are depleted additional funds may be withdrawn from Fund and alloted by same formula. — 
Indigent payments may not be made unless projected expenditures are likely to be less that ap- _ 
proved fiscal year budget for Fund. : 

Limit use of prison personnel funds. Provides that funds appropriated to Reserve for New 
Units shall be used for personnel and operating expense set forth in budget approved by General 
Assembly and may not be used for any other purpose, but may not be used for additional prison — 
personnel positions until new facilities are within 90 days of completion. [Added by Senate 
amendment #5] 

HUMAN RESOURCES, DEP’T OF 
Medicaid. Medicaid special provisions substantially identical to those in 1987-89 } 
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Appropriations Act, except: (1) increases professional services fee for drugs to $4.04 (now, 
$3.85); (2) provides that when federal poverty level is used in Medicaid eligiblity classification, 
income limits will be updated each July 1 following publication of federal guidelines; (3) effective 
Jan. 1, 1988, directs DHR to provide Medicaid to 19, 20, and 21 year olds in accordance with 
federal rules and regulations, and (4) directs DHR to provide Medicaid coverage for pregnant 
women, for children under 3, for children under 4 beginning Oct. 1, 1990, and for children under 
5 beginning Oct. 1, 1990, whose family income is equal to or less than federal poverty guidelines. 
Provides that services to pregnant women continue. throughout pregnancy, but include only those 
services related to pregnancy and complications thereof. Provides that no resource test shall be 
applied in order to reduce administrative costs and expedite service. 

Family support act. Amends Sec. 229, Ch. 1014, SL 1985 ("AFDC Two-Parent Eligibility”) 
to add a provision that if any part of that law is held invalid by a court, the remaining provisions 
are not affected. Directs Social Services Commission to develop rules that will enable more re- 
cipients of AFDC to find work and keep working, including subtracting countable income from the 
standard of need and paying a percentage of the difference. Directs DHR to authorize a special 
needs allowance for recipients of AFDC who are teen-age parents and are enrolled in elementary 
or secondary school or a GED program, to cover the costs of child care and transportation. 

Limitations on the state abortion fund. Continues in effect Sec. 93, Ch. 479, SL 1985 
("Limitations on State Abortion Fund”) but limits annual appropriation to $424,000 (previously, 
$924,500). 

Aged and family care county and state shares of costs. Provides that the state shall pay 
half and the counties half of the authorized rates for domiciliary care in homes for the aged and 
for family care homes, including area mental health agency operated group homes. 

Retrospective accounting adjustment/AFDC. Directs DHR to make a supplementary pay- 
ment to AFDC households adversely affected by the retrospective accounting procedure as al- 
lowed under Section 403(a) of the Social Security Act as amended by Section 157(a) of the Tax 
Equity and Fiscal Responsibility Act of 1982. Payment is not to exceed maximum payment stan- 
dard for AFDC families. 

Foster care board rate. Directs that funds appropriated to DHR for foster care board rates 
are to be used to set the rates at $200 per child per month. 

Adoption subsidy. Provides that the DHR subsidy paid to families who adopt hard to place 
children is to be $150 per month. 

AFDC/Women in third trimester of pregnancy. Provides that DHR is to provide to eligible 
women Aid to Families with Dependent Children in their third trimester of pregnancy regardless of 
whether these women have children. 

Emergency assistance. Directs Social Services Comm’n to develop rules for determining 
whether an emergency exists for purposes of Emergency Assistance. Restricts Emergency 
Assistance to families with less than $300 liquid assets. Restricts payments to a family to $300 in 
a 30-day period and a 12-month wait before eligibility for another payment. 

Federal welfare reform report. Directs DHR to report to Fiscal Research Div'n of Legislative 
Services Office by march 1, 1990 on plan for implementation of the Family Support Act of 1988. 

Domiciliary home rate. Provides that effective January 1, 1990, the maximum monthly rate 
for ambulatory residents in domiciliary care facilities is to be $696 and for semi-ambulatory resi- 
dents $730. Effective January 1, 1991, $706 and $740, respectively. 

Willie M. Sets out a finding that state agencies have made a good faith effort to comply 
with the court orders in the Willie M. case, that the funds appropriated are reasonable within the 
context of the needs of the class members and the resources of the state, and that greater 
expenditure would be unreasonable. Directs that the money appropriated for Willie M. class treat- 
ment is to be spent, to the extent practicable, solely on class members, and that no other money 
is to be spent on them. Directs DHR and the Dep't of Public Education jointly to report to the 
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Governor and the General Assembly by May 1, 1990 on progress achieved in serving members of ( 
the class, and to provide specified statistical information. ; 

Mixed beverage tax for area mental health programs. Directs that funds received by DHR 
from the tax levied on mixed beverages under GS 18B-804(b)(8) ($15 per four liters of spirituous 
liquor sold to mixed beverage permittees) are to be spent by DHR as specified in GS 18B-805(h) 
(which directs spending by local boards of commissioners for treatment of, research on, or edu- 
cation about alcoholism or substance abuse). Provides that these funds are to be matched by 
local funds in accordance with the ratio established by the current area mental health matching — 
formula. Funds are to be allocated to area mental health programs on a per capita basis. 

Alcohol rehabilitation center plan development. Directs DHR to report to the General ' 
Assembly by May 1, 1990 on development of and implementation of a plan regarding the effec- 
tiveness of the state’s three Alcohol Rehabilitation Centers that is in accordance with the Report — 
on the Alcohol Rehabilitation Centers presented to the Joint Appropriations Committee in March 
1989, considering variations among the centers and certain specified cost reduction measures. 

Also directs DHR to develop a plan for the most effective use of the centers and report to the 
General Assembly by February 1, 1991. 

McLeod West Residential Program report. Directs DHR to report to the General Assembly 
by May 1, 1990 on duplication of services between cited program and the Alcohol Rehabilitation 
Center at Black Mountain. 

Adolescent substance abuse services. Directs DHR to develop rules for allocation of funds 
for inpatient hospitalization services for adolescent substance abusers, to spend up to $200,000 
for such services from funds allocated to DHR in the budget, and to report to the General 
Assembly by May 1, 1990 on the use of the funds. 

ADAP transportation reimbursement. Directs that reimbursement of Adult Developmental a 
Activity Programs for transportation of clients shall be based on a cost per client basis, with a ( 
minimum of $11 per month and a maximum of $27, based on the distribution of cost range devel- 
oped by Div’n of Mental Health, Mental Retardation, and Substance Abuse Services. 

Pioneer project reimbursement authorization. Permits DHR to make payments of ADAP, 
ADAP transportation, Developmental Day, Outpatient Commitment, and any other funds they may 
be directed to pay on a subsidy basis, on a unit cost reimbursement basis to Pioneer Project 
sites in accordance with the Pioneer Project procedure of Sec. 87, Ch. 738, SL 1987. 

Maternal and Child Health Care. Directs that funds appropriated to DHR for maternal and 
child health care services may be used only for prenatal clinics, child health services, purchase of 
medical services, and family planning services. Directs DHR to insure that local health depart- 
ments do not reduce county appropriations for maternal and child health care services because 
they receive state appropriations. Provides that all income earned by local health departments for 
maternal! and child health care programs support in whole or in part by state or federal funds are 
to be budgeted and expended by local health departments to further the objectives of the funding © 
program. 

Health promotion funds. Directs DHR to ensure that local health departments do not reduce — 
county funding for health promotion services if they have received state appropriations for that 
purpose. 

Adolescent pregnancy prevention projects. Directs that DHR spend $696,303 in each year i 
of biennium to fund adolescent pregnancy prevention projects. Directs implementation of changes : 
reported to the Joint Appropriations Committee by Div’n of Health Services in March 1989, except 
that programs shall be discontinued in Brunswick, Durham, Henderson, Robeson, and 
Cumberland counties. 

Children’s Special Health Services Program. Provides that the eligibility level for inpatient 
services for children up to age 10 in cited program is to be 100% of the federal poverty 
guidelines. 
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Transfers of certain funds authorized. Permits Governor to transfer excess funds appropri- 
ated to a specific service or program or fund, whether specified in a block grant plan or General 
Fund appropriation, into another service or program or fund for local services within the budget of 
the state agency, in order to insure maximum utilization of funds in county departments of social 
services, health agencies, and area mental health, mental retardation, and substance abuse 
authorities. Requires quarterly report to Joint Comm'n on Governmental Operations. 

Caregiver support. Directs DHR to spend $1,008,000 each year of biennium for services 
that support family caregivers of elderly persons with functional disabilities who want to stay home 
rather than be institutionalized. May be respite care, adult day care, stipends for senior compan- 
ions, and other services. Authorizes DHR Div’n of Aging to provide technical assistance, spending 
up to a maximum of five percent of the total on technical assistance. 

Aging federal matching funds. Effective July 1, 1989, authorizes DHR to use funds appro- 
priated to Secretary’s Office to provide state matching requirement necessary to draw down fed- 
eral money available through the new Title IIl-D of the Older Americans Act for in-home services 
for the frail elderly. 

Respite care program. Establishes respite care program for relief to unpaid primary caregi- 
vers of impaired adults over 60 who cannot be left alone because of mental or physical problems 
and so cannot get respite care services through Medicaid. Services may include companions, 
personal care, meal preparation, and temporary placement outside the home. Maximum is 48 
hours per month in home and 24 days a year out of home, and 24 days combined. Program Is to 
be administered by Div’n of Aging, delegating contracting authority for service provision to 
Councils of Governments and Area Agencies on Aging. Caregivers receiving services shall pay for 
them on a sliding scale based on ability to pay. Disbursement of funds is to be on the basis of 
number of citizens 75 and over. 

In-home aging services. Directs Div’n of Aging to spend $720,000 in each year of biennium 
to provide funds for additional in-home aid services that enable. the frail elderly to remain in their 
homes and avoid institutionalization. Services and payments are to be made under Older 
Americans Act procedures. 

Septage management fees. Appropriates to DHR receipts collected by DHR paraoari to GS 
130A-291.1 ("Septage management program”) to establish and operate the North Carolina 
Septage Management Program. 

Day care funds match requirement. Provides that no local matching funds may be required 
by DHR as a condition to a locality receiving state day care funds under this budget unless 
federal law requires it. 

Day care. Directs that the Social Services Comm’n,, in setting schedule for purchase of 
day care services for low income children, shall provide that in facilities with fewer than half the 
children receiving state or federa! subsidy, the rate shall be the same that a paying parent pays 
and in those with more than half, the facility may choose the facility's payment rate for 1985-86 
or the county market rate calculated by DHR (defined as the county’s average of all fees charged 
to unsubsidized private paying parents for each age group of enrollees). Sets rules for calculating 
the market rate. Sets standards for day care plans receiving state money for minor children of 
needy families. 

Day care allocation formula. Directs that DHR apply the following formula to >"! noncatego- 
rical federal and state day care funds use to pay the costs for minor children of ‘ families: 
half of budgeted funds are to be distributed according to the county’s population and half ac- 
cording to county's poverty rate as a percentage of the sum total of all North Carolina's poverty 
rates. No county's allocation may be reduced in 1989-90 or 1990-91 by reason of this allocation. 

No eye clinics in certain counties. Prohibits Div’n of Services for the Blind from using funds 
to hold eye clinics in any county in which an optometrist or opthamologist is willing to perform 
services clinic would perform. 
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DHR employees as in-kind match. Authorizes Sec’y of Human Resources to assign employ- 
ees of Office of Health Resources to serve as in-kind match to nonprofit corporations working to 
establish health care cost containment strategies (despite limitations of SL 1987, Ch. 634). 

Non-Medicaid reimbursement. Limits reimbursement rates for providers of medical services 
under non-Medicaid programs to rates under NC Medical Assistance Program (MAP). Authorizes 
Dep't to reimburse hospitals at full prospective per diem rates without regard to MAP’s annual 
limits on hospital days. Provides that retroactive adjustments to claims already paid shall not be 
required when MAP'’s per diem rates for inpatient services and its interim rates for outpatient 
services are used to reimburse providers in non-Medicaid programs. Sets maximum net family 
annual income eligibility standards for services in such programs, but excludes Migrant Health, 
Schoo! Health, and Home Health from such standards. Sets eligibility level each fiscal year for 
outpatient services for all clients and for inpatient services for children less than five years old in 
Children’s Special Health Services Program at 100% of annually revised federal poverty guide- 
lines. Sets eligibility level for children in Medical Eye Care Program in Div’n of Services for the 
Blind at same level for children in Children’s Special Health Services Program. 

AGRICULTURE, DEP’T OF 

State Farm Operations Changes. Repeals GS Ch. 106, Art. 1B (which had reestablished 
the State Farm Operations Comm'n) and adds GS 106-22.1 to provide that Dep’t shall manage 
state-owned farmland, including timberland, allocated to Dep’t for State Farm Program, for re- 
search, teaching, and demonstration in agriculture, forestry, and aquaculture. Subjects research 
projects on state farms to Dep’t approval and authorizes Dep’t to sell surplus commodities pro- 
duced on state farms. } 

Drought emergency reserve allocation. Reallocates $950,800 of funds appropriated to Dep't 
and allocated to Drought Emergency Reserve in SL 1987, Ch. 1086, Sec. 155.1 to Dep't’ of 
Agriculture to fund completion of construction of Raleigh Farmers Market. Effective June 30, 
1989. . 
Abolish Agricultural Finance Authority. Abolishes NC Agricultural Finance Authority. To ac- 
complish abolition, directs transfer of all fixed assets of Authority to Dep't; directs reversion to 
General Fund on June 30 1989 of all funds in Reserve for Farm Loans, in excess of $305,000 to 
meet present obligations and written commitments; directs State Treasurer to assume all duties 
and rights of Authority (including repayment of agricultural loans and any other outstanding obli- 
gations due to Authority); repeals GS Ch. 122D (NC Agricultural Finance Act); repeats GS Ch. 
120-123(47) (prohibiting General Assembly members from serving on Authority); and amends GS 
53-234(6) to delete Authority from list of organizations exempt from mortgage banker and broker 
registration requirements. Provisions directing reversion of funds and transfer of assets effective 
upon ratification. 

COMMERCE, DEP’T OF 

Rural Economic Development Center. Directs Dep’t to use $2,000,000 of funds appropri- 
ated to it in each of 1989-90 and 1990-91 as grant-in-aid to Rural Economic Development Center, 
Inc. (puts $500,000 ceiling on Center’s use of appropriated funds for administrative costs). 
Beginning Oct. 1, 1989, requires Center to submit quarterly reports to Joint Legislative Comm’n 
on Governmental Operations and to Director of Fiscal Research Div’n and requires Center to 
submit report with budget, personnel, and salary information to office of State Budget and 
Management for preparation for biennium budget requests. 

Employment Security Comm’n Funds. Appropriates from Worker Training Trust Fund to NC 
Employment Security Comm’n $4,537,708 for each of 1989-90 and 1990-91 to operate offices at 
1986-87 level of service. Despite GS 96-5(c), appropriates from Special Employment Security 
Administration Fund to Comm’n $1,000,000 for each of 1989-90 and 1990-91 to administer 
Veterans Employment Program, Employment Services Program, and Unemployment Insurance 
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Program. Directs Comm'n to spend supplemental federal! funds or other additional funds it re- 
ceives for similar purposes before spending funds appropriated by this section. Directs Comm'n 
to submit monthly reports to Appropriations Committee on Natural and Economic Resources and 
to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations. 

Tourism Promotion Grants. Allocates funds appropriated to Dep't in 1989-90 and 1990-91 
for tourism promotion grants according to following formula based on per capita income, unem- 
ployment, and population growth: counties 1-20 are each eligible to receive up to $10,000 for 
each fiscal year if they match funds on basis of one non-state dollar for every four state dollars; 
counties 21-50 may receive up to $5,000 for two of next three fiscal years if they match funds on 
basis of one non-state dollar for every three state dollars; and counties 51-100 may receive up to 
$5,000 for alternating fiscal years if they match funds on basis of four non-state dollars for every 
State dollar. 

Microelectronics Center. Amends SL 1987, Ch. 1086, Sec. 36 (which amended SL 1987, 
Ch. 830, Sec. 74(a)) to direct State Computer Comm'n and agency, institution, or organization 
designated to manage supercomputer project to submit quarterly (now, monthly) progress report 
on project to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations through fiscal 1991. Also 
provides that if designated manager of supercomputer project specifies a Technical Advisory 
Council (or equivalent group) for project, such Council shall have equal number of members ap- 
pointed from (1) public sector, academic, not-for-profit organizations, and (2) for-profit, private 
companies by beginning of fiscal 1991. Declares intent of General Assembly that ail appropria- 
tions of Center after 1990-91 for Center’s basic research program contain proviso that appropri- 
ated funds shall be matched on basis of two non-state dollars for every three state dollars.

Committee on Natural and Economic Resources). . 

Biotechnology private sector research. Authorizes NC Biotechnology Center to recapture 
funds spent to support successful research in nonacademic private sector. Beginning Oct. 1, 
19898, directs Center to submit quarterly reports on its nonacademic private sector research and 
development projects to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations and to Director of 
Fiscal research Div’n and to submit report with budget, personnel, and salary information to 
Office of State Budget and Management for preparation of biennium budget requests. | 

Zoo Fund. Creates special continuing and nonreverting Zoo Fund. Authorizes NC Zoological 
Park to retain unbudgeted receipts at end of fiscal year, beginning June 30, 1989, for deposit in 
Fund to be used for repair, renovation, and expansion of exhibits in existing habitat clusters and 
vistor services facilities, and to replace tram equipment. Fund may also be used to match private 
funds. Funds may be expended by DNRCD on advice of NC Zoological Park Council. [Added by 
Senate amendment #4] 

NATURAL AND ECONOMIC RESOURCES AND COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT, DEP’T OF 

Agriculture Cost Share Program Committee. Amends GS 143-215.74B to designate 
Executive Director of Wildlife resources Comm'n and Director of Div’n of Marine | — \eries as 
members of committee established to review plans for implementing Agriculture Cost Share 
Program for Nonpoint Source Pollution Control. 

Technical Review Committee Appointments. Directs Soil and Water Conservation Comm'n 
to include Executive Director of Wildlife resources Comm'n or his designee, and Director of Div’n 
of Marine Fisheries as members of Technical Review Committee (which reviews technical specifi- 
cations for best management practices specified for Agricultural Cost Share Program for 
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Nonpoint Source Pollution Control). 

Community action program funds. For 1989-90 and 1990-91,authorizes all agencies desig- 
nated as eligible agencies under GS 113-28.24 that receive Community Service Block Grant 
Funds to use funds, up to amount equal to 10% of agency’s total annual budget, for administra- 
tion of programs. Beginning Oct. 1, 1989, directs Dep’t to submit quarterly report to Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations and the Appropriations Committee on Natural 
and Economic Resources on use of Community Service Block Grant Funds for administration of 
agency programs. Requires report to show total budget for each community action agency or 
limited purpose agency by program funding source, amount of money provided by each program 
for administration, criteria for determining amount of money for administrative expenses, and 
number of people served by each program. 

Forestry equipment replacement plan. Directs Dep’t to submit to General Assembly bien- 
nially a plan to replace fire-fighting equipment and to build sheds and office complexes to protect 
forestry equipment. 

Environmental management permit fees. Amends GS 143-215.3A to provide that account for 
application and permit fees specified in section shall be a separate nonreverting account within 
Dep’t’ (now, within Office of State Budget). 

Lab certification fees. Amends GS 143-215.3(a)(10) to authorize Dep’t to use fees collected 
for certification of laboratories required under GS Ch. 143, Art. 21 to offset cost of certifying 
commercial, industrial, and municipal laboratory facilities. 

Clean Water Revolving Loan and Grant Fund. Amends GS 159G-4(b), governing allocations 
of appropriations from General Fund to Clean Water Revolving Loan and Grant Fund for use by 
Office of State Budget and Management, to delete 1% from the Administrative Account and to 
reallocate it to the High-Unit Cost Wastewater Account for 1988-89.

H 1177. PENALTIES FOR ENVIRONMENTAL CRIMES. "TO INCREASE THE CRIMINAL PENALTIES 
FOR VIOLATIONS OF THE WATER QUALITY, AIR QUALITY, OIL AND HAZARDOUS SUBSTANCES 
CONTROL, AND HAZARDOUS WASTE MANAGEMENT PROGRAMS THAT ARE KNOWINGLY 
COMMITTED OR THAT INVOLVE KNOWING ENDANGERMENT." Amends GS 143-215.6(b) to limit 
misdemeanor offense to negligent violations of classification, standard, or limitation established 
under GS 143-214.1, -214.2, or 215; any term, condition, or requirement of permit issued under 
GS 143-215.1 or of special order or other appropriate document issued under GS 143-215.2: or 
any rule of Environmental Management Comm'n implementing such sections. Classifies a knowing 
violation as a Class J felony, punishable by maximum fine of $100,000 per day of violation (fine 
may not exceed cumulative total of $500,000 for each 30-day period during which violation contin- 
ues) and/or maximum imprisonment of three years. Classifies a knowing violation committed by 
person who knows that he thereby places another person in imminent danger of death or serious 
bodily injury as a Class H felony, punishable by maximum fine of $250,000 per day of violation 
(fine may not exceed cumulative total of $1,000,000 for each 30-day period during which violation 
continues) and/or maximum imprisonment of 10 years. 

Amends GS 143-215.114(b) to limit misdemeanor offense to negligent violations of classifi- 
cation, standard, or limitation established under GS 143-215.107; any term, condition, or require- 
ment of permit issued under GS 143-215.108 or of special order or other appropriate document 
issued under GS 143-215.110 or any rule of Environmental Management Comm'n implementing 
such sections. Classifies a knowing violation as a Class J felony, with punishment identical to 
punishment for Class J felony cited above. Classifies a knowing violation committed by person 
who knows that he thereby places another person in imminent danger of death or serious bodily 
injury as a Class H felony, with punishment identical to punishment for Class H felony cited 
above. 

Amends GS 143-215.91(b) to provide that anyone who knowingly discharges or causes or 
permits the dischage of oil or other hazardous substances in violation of GS 143, Art. 21A, Part 2 
is guilty of a Class J felony, with punishment identical to punishment for Class J felony cited 
above. Classifies as a Class H felony a knowing violation committed by person who knows that he 
thereby places another person in danger of imminent death or serious bodily injury, with punish- 
ment identical to punishment for Class H felony. cited above. 

Adds GS 130A-29 establishing following offenses: (1) Prohibits knowingly transporting or 
causing to be transported any hazardous waste identified under GS 130-294(c) to a facility with- 
out permit or interim status under GS 130A-294(c) or 42 USC Sec. 6921 et seq.; transporting or 
causing to be transported such waste with intent to deliver to a facility without a permit; and 
treating, storing, or disposes of such waste without such permit or interim status, or in knowing 
violation of any material condition or requirement or permit or interim status rules. Violation is a 
Class | felony, punishable by maximum imprisonment of five years and/or maximum fine of 
$100,000 per day of violation (fine may not exceed cumulative total of $500,000 for each 30-day 
period during which violation continues). (2) Prohibits knowingly transporting or c2:'ring to be 
transported hazardous waste without a manifest required under GS 130A-294(c orting haz- 
ardous waste without an Environmental Protection Agency identification number; making false ma- 
terial statement or omitting material information in any document used for compliance with rules 
promulgated under GS 130A-294(c); or handling any hazardous waste or used oil burned for en- 
ergy recovery and knowingly destroying, altering, concealing. or failing to file any document re- 
quired to be maintained or filed under rules promulgated under GS 130A-294(c). Violation is a 
Class J felony, with punishment identical to punishment for Class J felony cited above. (3) 
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Prohibits knowingly transporting, treating, storing, disposing of, or exporting any hazardous waste 
or used oil regulated under GS 130A-294(c) in violation of GS 130A-29 prohibitions summarized 
above, with knowledge that violation places another person in imminent danger of death or seri- 
ous bodily injury. Violation is a Class H felony, with punishment identical to punishment for Class 
H felony cited above. (4) Provides that anyone convicted under offenses established by GS 130A- 
29 after a previous conviction for same offense is subject to maximum double fine or double term 
of imprisonment. (5) Applies definition of person in GS 130-290 to this section and includes any 
responsible corporate or public officer or employee. (6) Bars prosecution under this section for 
violation by any person previously convicted of federal violation upon same set of facts. 
introduced by Cooper. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1178. REPEAL DIVESTMENT. "TO REPEAL THE LAW ENACTED BY THE 1987 GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY THAT PROHIBITED THE INVESTMENT OF RETIREMENT AND UNIVERSITY TRUST FUNDS 
IN CERTAIN COMPANIES THAT WERE DOING BUSINESS IN SOUTH AFRICA.” Repeals SL 1987, 

Ch. 446 and Ch. 1070 as title indicates. 

introduced by Arnold. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 1179. NO STUDENT FEES TO GAY/LESBIAN. "TO PROHIBIT THE USE OF STATE FUNDS FOR 
CERTAIN STUDENT AND COMMUNITY ACTIVITIES." Directs UNC Board of Governors and State 
Board of Community Colleges to adopt rules to ensure that no student fees are used to permit or 
promote any gay or lesbian association. Prohibition extends to use of campus buildings or facili- 
ties. Effective July 1, 1989 and applies to academic years beginning with the 1989-90 fiscal year. 
Introduced by Arnoid. Referred to Education. 


H 1180. RIGHT TO NUTRITION & HYDRATION. "TO PROVIDE THAT PERSONS WHO ARE 
INCOMPETENT TO MAKE DECISIONS CONCERNING THEIR MEDICAL TREATMENT OR CARE ARE 
PRESUMED TO HAVE DIRECTED HEALTH CARE PROVIDERS TO PROVIDE THE NUTRITION AND 
HYDRATION NECESSARY TO SUSTAIN THE PERSON’S LIFE; AND TO PROVIDE THAT NO PERSON 
MAY MAKE A DECISION ON THE INCOMPETENT PERSON’S BEHALF TO WITHHOLD OR WITHDRAW 
NUTRITION OR HYDRATION EXCEPT AS PROVIDED IN THIS ACT.” Adds GS Ch. 90, Art. 23A (“Nu- 
trition and Hydration for Vulnerable Persons”) for purpose indicated in title. Permits withholding of 
food and water in following circumstances: (1) where the attending physician determines that the 
use of artificially administered nutrition or hydration will itself cause severe and long-lasting pain; 
and (2) where the incompetent person has a life expectancy of less than one week, and the 
artificial administration would not abolish or alleviate pain or discomfort, and death does not 
occur from mainutrition or dehydration, but from the underlying medical condition. A competent 
person suffering a terminal illness or injury may establish by informed consent a desire not to 
have food and water artificially administered after he become incompetent to make the decision. 
Withholding in violation of this act is patient abuse under GS 14-32.2, and constitutes grounds for 
loss of license or credential as a health care provider. A pregnant woman, unless she has en- 
tered an informed consent, is presumed to have directed artifical administration of food and water 
sufficient to enable her body to develop to a sufficient degree that the child would sustain life 
apart from the woman’s body. Effective January 1, 1990.

H 1181. PAC CONTRIBUTIONS LIMITED. "TO LIMIT THE AMOUNT OF CONTRIBUTIONS THAT A 
CANDIDATE MAY RECEIVE FROM A POLITICAL ACTION COMMITTEE." Adds GS 163-278.15A to 
provide that candidates for statewide, county, municipal or district offices or their political commit- 
tees may not receive during a campaign contribution reporting period more than 20% of their 
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total contributions from a political action committee. Permits excess contributions to be refunded 
before report is due. Amends GS 163-278.27(a) to make violation of contribution limits a misde- 
meanor. Effective Jan. 1, 1990. 

Introduced by Arnold. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1182. STRENGTHEN LITTER LAWS. "TO SRENGTHEN THE LITTER LAWS OF NORTH 
CAROLINA.” Blank bill; contains no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Arnold. Referred to Rules. 


H 1183. NC LAWS AMENDMENT-1. "TO AMEND THE GENERAL STATUTES-1." Blank bill; contains 
no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Arnold. Referred to Rules. 


H 1184. NC LAWS AMENDMENT-2. "TO AMEND THE GENERAL STATUTES-2."” Blank bill; contains 
no substantive provisions.

H 1185. NC LAWS AMENDMENT-3. "TO AMEND THE GENERAL STATUTES-3." Blank bill; contains 
no substantive provisions.

H 1186. DUAL PARTY RELAY SYSTEM. "TO DIRECT THE NORTH CAROLINA UTILITIES 
COMMISSION TO ESTABLISH A NORTH CAROLINA DUAL PARTY RELAY SERVICE TO ENSURE 
THAT THE HEARING IMPAIRED, SPEECH IMPAIRED, OR PERSONS SIMILARLY IMPAIRED HAVE 
ACCESS TO BASIC TELEPHONE SERVICE.” Adds GS 62-133.3 to direct the Utilities Comm'n to 
implement a state dual party telephone system and to require local exchange telephone compa- 
nies to impose a monthly maintenance surcharge on all local exchange access lines to pay for it. 
Introduced by Payne. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 1187. INFERTILITY TREATMENT COVERAGE-3. "TO PROVIDE THAT HEALTH INSURANCE 
POLICIES THAT COVER PREGNANCY SHALL COVER INFERTILITY TO THE SAME EXTENT." Adds 
GS 58-251.9 to require, beginning Jan. 1, 1990, that health insurance policies, hospital and medi- 
cal service plans and health maintenance organizations covering pregnancy-related procedures 
also cover medically necessary expenses of diagnosis and treatment of infertility to the same 
extent that benefits are provided for other pregnancy-related procedures. 

introduced by Payne. Referred to Commerce. 


H 1188. CITY SOLID WASTE USE REQUIRED. "TO CLARIFY THE AUTHORITY OF A CITY TO 
REQUIRE THE USE OF CITY SOLID WASTE COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL SERVICES WITHIN THE 
CITY.” Amends GS 160A-192(a) to provide that a city may require owners or occupants of im- 
proved property in the city to use the collection and disposal services provided by the city or its 
contractor or franchisee and to pay for the availability of the services. Fee for availability may vary 
with use of the property. City may exempt certain classes of property based on differences in 
kind and degree of services required. 

Introduced by Payne. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 1189. PET FERRETS ARE OUTLAWED. "TO MAKE /T UNLAWFUL TO POSSESS, SELL, OR 
DISTRIBUTE A FERRET AS A PET.” Adds GS 14-401.14 making it unlawful to possess, sell, or 
distibute a ferret, except: (1) zoos and certain US Dep't of Agriculture facilities may possess 
ferrets, and licensed dealers may distribute ferrets to them; (2) a person who was in possession 
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of a ferret on Oct. 1, 1989 may continue to possess the ferrett if by Jan. 1, 1990 he obtains a 
permit from the local health department, if the ferrett has been neutered. Violation is a misde- 
meanor punishable by imprisonment for six months and fine of $1, 000. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Payne. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 1190. RESERVE OFFICER DEATH BENEFIT. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE INCLUSION OF RESERVE 
AND AUXILIARY OFFICERS IN THE LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS’ DEATH BENEFIT ACT.” 

Amends GS 143-166.2(d) to bring under coverage of cited act reserve or auxiliary law enforce- 
ment personnel certified by the NC Criminal Justice and Training Standards Comm’n or the NC 
Sheriff's Education and Training Standards Comm'n. : 
introduced by Sizemore. Referred to Pensions & Retirement. 


H 1191. DEATH BENEFIT DATE CHANGE. "TO AMEND THE EFFECTIVE DATE OF THE LAW 
AMENDING THE DEATH BENEFITS FOR TEACHERS AND STATE EMPLOYEES.” Amends SL 1987, 

Ch. 1108 to change effective date of 1987 change in death benefits coverage of teachers and 
state employees from Aug. 1, 1988 to July 12, 1988. 

introduced by Easterling. Referred to Pensions & Retirement. 


H 1192. PEDIATRICIAN ON DAY-CARE COMMISSION. "TO REQUIRE THE APPOINTMENT OF A 
PEDIATRICIAN TO THE NORTH CAROLINA CHILD-CARE COMMISSION.” Amends GS 143B-168.4 to 
provide that one of the public members of the cited comm’n appointed by the Governor is to be 
a pediatrician licensed to practice in North Carolina. 

introduced by Easterling. Referred to Commerce. 


H 1193. NO SUNDAY BOOZE AT GAS STATION. "TO PROHIBIT THE SUNDAY SALES OF 
ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES AT RESTAURANTS WHICH ALSO DISPENSE MOTOR FUELS." Amends GS 
18B-1006 to pronibit alcoholic beverages permittees who sell motor fuels from selling alcoholic 
beverages on Sunday. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Jeralds. Referred to Commerce. 


H 1194. SUMMER DAY CARE CHANGE. "TO EXEMPT SEASONAL RECREATIONAL PROGRAMS 

FROM DAY CARE REGULATION." Amends GS 110-86(2) to delete seasonal recreational prorams ; 
operated for less than four consecutive months in a year from definition of "child day care” sub- ‘ 
ject to regulation under GS Ch. 110, Art. 7. ‘) 
Introduced by Barnes. Referred to Human Resources. 4 


H 1195. CERTIFICATE OF NEED REPEALED. "TO ABOLISH THE REQUIREMENT FOR A | 
CERTIFICATE OF NEED IN THE HEALTH CARE INDUSTRY.” Repeals GS Ch. 131E, Art. 9 ("Certifi- 
cate of Need”) and amends GS 131E-13(a) for purpose indicated in title. 

introduced by Pope. Referred to Human Resources. 

H 1196. SELL STATE PORTS AND RAILWAY. "TO AUTHORIZE THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
PORTS AUTHORITY AND PORTS RAILWAY COMMISSION TO SELL OR LEASE STATE PORTS AND 
RAILWAY." Amends GS 1438-454 and -469.1 to permit the NC State Ports Authority and the NC 
Ports Railway Comm'n to sell or lease their real property, interests in real property, tangible or 
intangible personal property subject to approval by the Governor and the Council of State. Makes 
conforming amendment to GS 143B-453. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Pope. Referred to Commerce. 
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H 1197. AUDIT STATE GRANT RECIPIENTS. "TO PROVIDE FOR AUDIT OF NONGOVERNMENT 
RECIPIENTS OF STATE APPROPRIATIONS.” Adds GS 147-64.6B to provide that books, records, 
and operations of nongovernment recipients of state appropriations are subject to oversight of 
State Auditor, with costs of all audits to be paid from funds of recipient audited. Also requires 
weer nongovernment recipient of a state appropriation to file with Attorney General and State 
uditor an annul audited financial report and an annual report with names, addresses, and any 

annual compensation of directors and officers. Such reports shall be open to public inspection. 
Effective July 1, 1989; applies to appropriations made on or after that date. 

Introduced by Pope. Referred to Government. 


H 1198. MUNICIPAL NOMINATION BY PETITION. "TO LOWER THE THRESHOLD PERCENTAGE 
ON A PETITION FOR UNAFFILIATED CANDIDATE IN MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS.” Amends GS 163-296 
to provide that to get on the ballot as an unaffiliated candidate in a municipality with partisan 
elections, a person must present a petition signed by 5% (now, 15%) of the qualified voters of 
the municipality, unless the election is by district, in which case the petition must be signed by 
5% of the voters in the district. 

Introduced by Pope. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1199. NEW POLITICAL PARTY CANDIDATES. "7TO OPEN BALLOT ACCESS FOR CANDIDATES 
OF NEW POLITICAL PARTIES AND INDEPENDENTS.” Amends GS 163-98 to provide that a new 
political party shall have the names of its candidates printed on the official ballots for all offices 
elected on a partisan basis (now, only State, congressional and national offices”). Amends GS 
163-96 to define a new political party as any group of voters whose candidate for governor or for 
presidential electors got at least 1% of the vote (was, 10%) or who files with the State Board of 
Elections petitions signed by registered voters equal to 0.5% of the number of votes in the most 
recent election for governor (now, 2% with at least 200 signatures from each of four NC congres- 
sional districts). Amends GS 163-122 to provide for placement on the ballot of an unaffiliated 
candidate by petition for statewide offices, district offices comprised of two or more counties and 
county or single county district offices upon petition of 0.5% of the registered voters in the rele- 
vant political unit (now 2%, 5% and 10% respectively). Amends GS 163-296 to provide for place- 
ment on the ballot of an unaffiliated candidate in a partisan municipal election upon petition of 
0.5% of municipalities registered voters (now, 15%). Makes technical, conforming and clarifying 
amendments to GS 163-1, -66, -66.1, -96, -97, -99, -122, -209, -221, -232, -278.6, -278.13 and 
115C-527. 

introduced by Pope. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1200. STATE AID TO RURAL AIRPORTS. "TO AUTHORIZE INCREASED STATE LOANS AND 
GRANTS TO RURAL AIRPORTS NOT RECEIVING FEDERAL FUNDS." Adds GS 63-68(6) providing 
that the Dep’t of Transportation may allow loans and grants of state funds up to 90% of the total 
cost of the development of new or unpaved publicly owned rural airports identified in NC Airport 
System Plan and receiving no federal funding. Funding must be limited to land acquisition, site 
preparation, basic runway, taxiway, and apron system construction, together with associated 
lighting and navigational aids, and construction of the primary airport access road. Dep't is to 
develop rules. 

Introduced by R. Hunter. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 1201. LESSEE’S REMEDIES, DEFECTIVE AUTO. "TO CLARIFY THE REMEDIES UNDER THE 
NEW MOTOR VEHICLES WARRANTIES ACT OF A LESSEE OF A NEW MOTOR VEHICLE.” Amends 
GS 20-351.3 (which calls for replacement or refund of defective motor vehicle that cannot be 
made, after a reasonable number of attempts, to conform to any express warranty) to specify the 
rights of a lessee of a defective vehicle. Specifies that if the defects or conditions occurred no 
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later than 24 months or 24,000 miles following delivery of the vehicle, the manufacturer must 
replace the vehicle with a comparable new one or accept return of the vehicle and refund to the 
consumer all money the consumer has paid under the lease and in conncetion with entering the 
lease (such as taxes and registration fees), all money necessary to pay the customer’s remaining 
obligations under the lease, and incidental damages (less an allowance for use of the vehicle). 
introduced by Beall. Referred to Commerce. 


H 1202. SOLE PROPRIETOR WORKERS’ COMP. "TO PROVIDE THAT CONTRACTORS ARE NOT 
REQUIRED TO PROVIDE WORKERS’ COMPENSATION BENEFITS FOR EMPLOYEES OF SOLE 
PROPRIETORS, IF THE SOLE PROPRIETOR HAD NO EMPLOYEES WHEN THE CONTRACT WAS 
SUBLETTED; AND TO EXEMPT SOLE PROPRIETORS WITH NO EMPLOYEES FROM THE 
REQUIREMENT OF COMPLIANCE WITH G.S. 97-93." Amends GS 97-19 to provide that if a subcon- 
tractor is a sole proprietor and has no employees at the time a contract is sublet, the principal 
contractor, intermediate contractor, or subcontractor subletting the contract is not thereafter liable 
for compensation or other benefits under Workers’ Compensation Act (GS Ch. 97, Art. 1) to any- 
one hired by sole proprietor after contract is sublet. Also provides that subcontractors who are 
sole proprietors and have no employees need not comply with GS 97-93 (establishing require- 
ments for insurance or proof of financial ability to pay for benefits). 

introduced by Anderson. Referred to Commerce. 


H 1203. EROSION CONTROL CRITERIA. "TO AUTHORIZE THE NORTH CAROLINA 
SEDIMENTATION COMMISSION AND LOCAL GOVERNMENTS TO CONSIDER THE FINANCIAL 
CAPABILITY AND PERFORMANCE HISTORY OF AN APPLICANT SUBMITTING AN EROSION 
CONTROL PLAN PRIOR TO APPROVING SUCH A PLAN." Amends GS 113A-54 and -61 to mandate 
that local governments and the NC Sedimentation Control Comm'n require that applicants submit- 
ting erosion and sediment control plans be financially qualified to carry out the activity for which 
the plan is submitted and have in prior activities substantially complied with other federal and 
state laws for the protection of the environment. 

introduced by Colton. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 1204. SEDIMENT CONTROL PENALTY INCREASE. "TO INCREASE THE CIVIL PENALTY FOR A 
VIOLATION OF THE SEDIMENTATION POLLUTION CONTROL ACT." Amends GS 113A-64(a)(I), as 
title indicates, increasing maximum penalty from $100 a day to $5000 a day; in addition, permits 
penalty equal to cost of rectifying damage caused by violation and sum sAved by noncompliance.

RENEWAL." Amends GS 88-25 as title indicates. :

H 1206. DISTRIBUTION MASS TRANSIT REVENUE. "URGING EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTION OF 
MASS TRANSIT ACCOUNT REVENUES." Urges US Dep’t of Transportation and Mass 
Transportation Administration to broaden concept of public transportation to include ridesharing, — 
demand management and high occupancy vehicle lanes and to use the state of origin of the 
revenues as an important criterion in determining where discretionary grants for the mass transit 
account are directed. Urges Congress similarly.

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H 1207. EXPUNCTION OF CRIMINAL RECORDS. "70 PROVIDE FOR THE EXPUNCTION OF 
CRIMINAL RECORDS BY THE CLERK OF SUPERIOR COURT WITHOUT REQUIRING A HEARING IN 
THE MATTER WHEN A DEFENDANT IS FOUND NOT GUILTY OF A CRIMINAL CHARGE OR THE 
CHARGES ARE DISMISSED." Amends GS 15A-146 to provide that application for expunction of 
criminal records after dismissal of charge or entry of finding of not guilty shall be submitted to 
Clerk of Superior Court of county where charge was brought and to provide that clerk shall re- 
view application and order the expunction if statutory criteria are satisfied (now, such authority is 
given to the court of the county where the charge was brought, after a hearing).

H 1208. OSHA/REPETITIVE MOTION INJURY. "TO RECOGNIZE REPETITIVE MOTION INJURY, 
INCLUDING CARPAL TUNNEL SYNDROME AND TENDONITIS, AS A SERIOUS INJURY WITHIN THE 
MEANING OF THE OCCUPATIONAL SAFETY AND HEALTH ACT OF NORTH CAROLINA.” Directs the 
Dep’t of Labor to implement a plan to ensure that employers provide a workplace free of the risk 
of repetitive motion injury pursuant to GS 95-129(1), to develop a profile of incidence and cost of 
such injuries in NC, and to report progress to 1990 and 1991 sessions of the General Assembly. 
Introduced by S. Thompson. Referred to Commerce. 


H 1209. ACUPUNCTURE LICENSE REQUIRED. "REGULATING THE PRACTICE OF 
ACUPUNCTURE.” Adds GS Ch. 90, Art. 25, regulating practice of acupuncture. Creates 5-member 
Acupuncture Licensing Board, with one layman member appointed by Governor, two acupunctur- 
ists appointed by Speaker, and two acupuncturists appointed by President Pro Tem. Authorizes 
Board to license and regulate acupuncturists, to approve acupuncture schools, and otherwise ad- 
minister article. 

Prohibits practice of acupuncture without license, with violation a general misdemeanor. 
Provides for licensure either through current certification as Diplomate in Acupuncture by Nat’! 
Comm'n for Certification of Acupuncturists or through having five years clinical experience as 
licensed acupuncturist and a current license from another state. Permits Board, if number of ap- 
plicants justifies, to establish an examination for license in North Carolina. Also grandfathers per- 
sons who have completed at least 500 acupuncture treatments a year for five years in N.C., who 
have completed at least 500 hours of classroom instruction and 100 hours of supervised clinical 
instruction in acupuncture, and who apply within 60 days after appointment of all members of 
original Board. Requires renewal of license every two years and sets out conduct that will justify 
discipline by Board. 

Amends GS 58-260, which guarantees insureds right to choose services of various medical 
professionals, to add acupuncturists to list. Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

H 1210. JUVENILE PLACEMENT CHANGE. "TO REQUIRE CONSIDERATION OF PLACEMENT OF A

in any program under the auspices of the Div’n, including the Community-Based / > ~atives pro- 
grams, or under the Administrative Office of the Courts, that may serve as a transitional 
placement.

AND ELECTED BY DIVISION, AND TO REQUIRE THAT THERE BE AT LEAST TEN SUPERIOR COURT 
DIVISIONS.” Proposes amendment to NC Constitution Art. IV, Sec. 16 to provide that judges of 

the Superior Court shall be nominated within their respective districts and elected by the voters of © 
the division in which their district is located. Proposes amendment to Art. IV, Sec. 11 to require 
General Assembly to divide siate into at least 10 judicial divisions. Requires amendments to be 
submitted at Nov. 1990 general election to take effect Jan. 1, 1991 if approved.

Amends 
GS 110-86(4) to provide that a neighbor may keep up to four children at home if the people 
whose children they are keeping approve of the method of care and if the neighbor does not 
receive state assistance to enable them to keep children.

H 1214. CONTROLLED SUBSTANCE TAX (=S 699). "TO IMPOSE AN EXCISE TAX ON

H 1215. MANDATORY VOTER !D. "TO REQUIRE IDENTIFICATION OF VOTERS.” Amends GS 163-. 
150(a) to provide that person may not vote unless either personally known to registrar, judge, or 
observer or presents one of following forms of identification: voter registration card, driver’s li- 
cense, special identification card issued under GS 20-37.7, passport, or social security card plus 
another identification with name and picture. Effective Jan. 1, 1990.

H 1216. WARRANTY CHANGES/MANUF. HOMES. "TO AMEND CERTAIN DEFINITIONS IN THE 
NORTH CAROLINA MANUFACTURED HOUSING STATUTE." Amends definition of "buyer” in GS 
143-143.9(2) to mean a person who purchases a new manufactured home at wholesale or retail 
from a manufacturer, dealer, builder, or developer for personal use as a residence or for resale. 
Makes clarifying amendment to definition of person in GS 143-143.9(10).

H 1217. DRUG OFFENSE WITH WEAPON. "TO IMPOSE AN EXTENDED SENTENCE ON A PERSON” 
CONVICTED OF COMMITTING A DRUG OFFENSE WITH THE USE OR POSSESSION OF A FIREARM 
OR DANGEROUS WEAPON.” Amends GS 90-95 (listing violations under Controlled Substances 
Act), as title indicates, permitting additional 2-year sentence if drug offense committed with use of) 
or while possessing dangerous weapon. Requires district atty. to apply for additional sentence 

and requires hearing before it is imposed. Directs that sentence begin after expiration of base 
sentence. Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

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H 1218. CORRECT STATE SALARY INEQUITIES. "TO CORRECT INEQUITIES IN SALARIES FOR 
EQUALLY QUALIFIED MINORITIES, FEMALES, AND WHITE MALES WITHIN OCCUPATIONAL 
CATEGORIES IN STATE EMPLOYMENT.” Requires heads of State agencies and departments and 
of campuses within University to identify salary inequities among equally qualified employees and 
report them to Office of State Personnel. 

Directs Office to act to correct inequities, permitting use of salary reserves to do so. Effective 
July 1, 1989. 

introduced by Blue. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 1219. ECU MEDICARE REIMBURSEMENT (= S 851). "TO SPECIFY THE PROCESS OF EAST 
CAROLINA UNIVERSITY'S SCHOOL OF MEDICINE MEDICARE EDUCATIONAL REIMBURSEMENT." 
See identical bill S 851.

H 1220. SERVICE OF PROCESS CHANGE. "TO AMEND THE NORTH CAROLINA RULES OF CIVIL 
PROCEDURE TO PROVIDE THAT NOTICE OF THE MANNER OF SERVICE OF PROCESS SHALL BE 
FILED WHEN SERVICE IS MADE OTHER THAN BY PERSONAL DELIVERY.” Adds new subsection 
(k) to GS 1A-1, Rule 4, to provide that when service of process is by means other than personal 
delivery, notice of the manner of service shall be filed within 10 days after the date of service. 
Introduced by Miller. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1221. BOAT TITLE ACT. "TO REQUIRE THE TITLING OF BOATS AND OTHER WATERCRAFT.” 
Adds GS Ch. 75A, Art. 4, requiring owners of watercraft, as defined, to obtain certificate of title. 
Applies to motor powered craft at least I5 feet long, weighing at least 500 pounds, and using 
motor of more than 25 horsepower and to sailboats longer than 18 feet. Requires such certifi- 
cates for crafi acquired after Jan. 1, 1990 and of owners renewing certificate of number after 
that date. Permits owners of smaller craft to obtain certificates of title as well. 

Requires certificate of title as condition of obtaining new or renewed certificate of number. 
Requires title certificate to show security interests and regulates such interests. Requires dealers 
in watercraft to obtain manudfacturer’s or importer’s certificate on any craft purchased for resale. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1990.

H 1222. SUPERFUND AUTHORIZATION (=S 869). "TO CLARIFY STATE AGENCY AUTHORITY 
WITH RESPECT TO THE FEDERAL SUPERFUND PROGRAM." Adds GS Ch. 130A, Art. 9, Part 4 to 
authorize the Dep't of Human Resources to enter into agreements with the United States and to 
engage in any activity authorized by the federal Superfund law, including site investigations, as- 
sessments and feasibility studies; emergency response, remedial, and removal actions; and en- 
forcement activities. Authorizes Dep't to give ail assurances required by federal law, including that 
state will assume responsibility for completing remedial actions by sharing in costs of such ac- 
tions, ensuring off-site disposal and treatment for such actions, taking title to or interests in real 
property to complete actions and satisfying all permitting and approval requirements, subject to 
available funds.

H 1223. INACTIVE SITES AMENDMENTS (=S 856). "TO CLARIFY VARIOUS STATUTES RELATING 
TO THE INACTIVE HAZARDOUS SITES PROGRAMS.” Amends GS 130A-310(3) to delete exclusion 
from definition of inactive hazardous sites of those sites undergoing voluntary remedial action with 
approval of Dep't. Adds GS 130A-310.9(b), providing for voluntary agreements and specifying 
which provisions of Inactive Hazardous Sites law (GS 130A-310 et seq.) regulate sites subject to 
such agreements. Renames Carolina Clean Drinking Water Fund, set up in GS 130A-310.II, as 
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Inactive Hazardous Sites Cleanup Fund, and directs Governor’s Waste Management Board to 
study funding mechanisms for Fund, with report due by March 1, 1990. Amends GS 130A-310.11 
to require annual report made under section to go to Environmental Review Comm'n as well as 
General Assembly.

H 1224. HAW IN SCENIC RIVER SYSTEM. "TO DESIGNATE THE HAW RIVER A SCENIC RIVER 
UNDER THE NORTH CAROLINA NATURAL AND SCENIC RIVERS SYSTEM.” Amends GS 113A-35.2 
to add the Haw River from lower side of Swepsonville dam to US 64 bridge at Jordan Lake to NC 
Natural and Scenic Rivers System. Requires Dep’t of Natural Resources and Community 
Development to prepare a management plan for river that meets requirements for National Wild 
and Scenic Rivers System by Jan. 1, 1990. 

introduced by Hackney. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 1225. SOLID WASTE REVISIONS. "TO SUBSTANTIALLY REVISE SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT 
IN NORTH CAROLINA." A digest of this bill will appear in a later bulletin. 
introduced by Hackney. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 1226. FRANCHISE INVESTMENT PROGRAM. "TO ESTABLISH THE FRANCHISE INVESTMENT 
PROGRAM." Adds GS, Ch. 143B, Art. 10, Part 14 to establish the Franchise Investment Revolving 
‘Loan Fund to provide up to $1 million per year in equity participation financing for the purchase 
of franchises to be at least 70% owned by NC residents who because of race, color, creed, sex, 
religion, national origin, handicap or other social or economic impediment are unable to otherwise 
obtain financing. Dep’t of Commerce, Small Business Development Div’n will administer loan pro- 
gram. Div’n may provide equity participation financing of up to $100,000 per franchise, not to 
exceed 45% of total initial investment. Div’n may not hold more than 45% interest in any fran- 
chise. Effective July 1, 1989.

H 1227. SELF-EMPLOYMENT LOAN PROGRAM. "TO CREATE A SELF-EMPLOYMENT LOAN 
PROGRAM TO ASSIST CERTAIN PERSONS IN ESTABLISHING OR EXPANDING SMALL BUSINESS 
VENTURES.” Adds new GS Ch. 143B, Art. 7, Part 28, establishing cited loan program, to be 
administered by Dep’t of NRCD. Provides for revolving loan fund (but without appropriation), with 
loans to be made to low-income persons, with no more than $5000 per recipient and maximum 
interest rate of 5%. Permits grants of up to $5,000 to such persons if used to secure additional 
private financing. Requires NRCD to implement program by Jan. 1, 1991.

H 1228. PROBATION/PAROLE RETIREMENT. "7TO PROVIDE LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICER 
RETIREMENT BENEFITS FOR PROBATION/PAROLE OFFICERS AND EMPLOYEES OF THE 
DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTION." Redefines law enforcement officers for purposes of TSERS and 
GS Ch. 143, Art. 12C (Retirement Benefits for State Law-Enforcement Officers), as title indicates. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1990. 

introduced by Hardaway. Referred to Pensions & Retirement. 


H 1229. TEACHER OF YEAR ON CC BOARD. "TO PLACE THE COMMUNITY COLLEGES’ 
TEACHER OF THE YEAR ON THE STATE BOARD OF COMMUNITY COLLEGES." Amends GS 115D- 
2.1(b) to make community college Teacher of the Year an ex officio member of the State Board 
of Community Colleges. Effective July 1, 1989. 

introduced by Hardaway. Referred to Education. 
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H 1230. STATE PARKS/LAKE GASTON. "REQUIRING THE DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL 
RESOURCES AND COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT TO STUDY THE FEASIBILITY OF DEVELOPING A 
STATE PARK AT LAKE GASTON." As title indicates. Requires report to 1990 session. Study to be 
performed within Dep’t budget. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Hardaway. Referred to xxx. 


H 1231. ABORTION CONTROL ACT. "TO ESTABLISH THE ABORTION CONTROL ACT." Adds GS 
Ch. 130A, Art. 19 to control abortion. Contains legislative findings that human life begins at con- 
ception and that fetuses have protectable interests in life, health, and well-being (new GS 130A- 
451). Requires NC law to be interpreted to grant to fetuses rights, privileges, and immunities of 
other persons, subject to US and NC Constitutions. Creates claim on behalf of fetus against 
mother if her use of controlled substances damages fetus. Requires physician with reason to 
believe that a woman seeking an abortion is carrying a fetus of 20 or more weeks gestational age 
to determine whether fetus is viable. Requires findings to be entered onto woman’s medical re- 
cord. Requires woman seeking abortion to sign informed consent form supplied by State Health 
Director. Requires her physician to certify that she was given information about gestational age 
and potential consequences of abortion. Makes a misdemeanor performance of abortion by a 
physician who does not have staff privileges at a hospital providing obstetrical or gynecological 
care. 

Prohibits employment discrimination based on a refusal to participate in abortion. Prohibits 
use of public funds or public facilities for purpose of assisting or performing abortions not neces- 
sary to save life of the mother. Prohibits public employees from performing, assisting or coun- 
seling a woman to have an abortion not necessary to save her life. Amends GS 14-45.1 to 
prohibit abortion based on sex of fetus. Makes conforming amendment to GS 14-45. 1(b). 

Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Public Education $500,000 for fiscal 
1989-90 and $750,000 for fiscal 1990-91 for use by Dep’t of Public Instruction in developing op- 
tional classroom instructional material “in furtherance of GS 130A-451.” Appropriates identical 
sums to Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Social Services for developing instructional materials 
to be used by social workers to same end. 

Substantive provisions effective Oct. 1, 1989; appropriations effective July 1, 1989.

H 1232. CLARIFY CONTINUANCE FACTORS. "TO CLARIFY THAT THE FACTORS LISTED IN THE 
SPEEDY TRIAL ACT FOR DETERMINING WHETHER TO GRANT A CONTINUANCE APPLY TO 
CRIMINAL CASES IN BOTH DISTRICT AND SUPERIOR COURT." Amends GS 15A-701(a) as title 
indicates. 

introduced by Flaherty. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1233. REIMBURSE CONFINEMENT COSTS. "TO PROVIDE THAT PRISONERS INCARCERATED IN 
THE STATE PRISON SYSTEM OR IN LOCAL CONFINEMENT FACILITIES SHALL BE REQUIRED TO 
REIMBURSE THE DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTION OR THE LOCAL CONFINEMENT FACILITY FOR 
THE COST OF HIS KEEP." Adds GS 148-2.1 as title indicates, 

with amount of reimbursement being determined by Dept. of Correction for state prisoners and 
sentencing court for those in loca! facilities. Directs that work-release prisoners sha! have 
amounts deducted from earnings. Provides that if prisoner finishes term without making reim- 
bursement, Department or local custodian must request that. judgment be entered against pris- 
oner for amount of reimbursement still unpaid. 

introduced by Fiaherty. Referred to Judiciary. 
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H 1234. WORTHLESS CHECK AFFIDAVIT. "TO PROVIDE THAT A BANK EMPLOYEE’S AFFIDAVIT 
MAY BE USED IN A WORTHLESS CHECK PROSECUTION.” Amends GS 14-107.1 to provide that 
affidavit of employee of bank or depository is admissible as evidence concerning the facts of 
dishonor of a check or draft, without further authentication, in a proceeding in District Court in a 
worthless check prosecution under GS 14-107. Permits defendant to subpoena employee if defen- 
dant wants employee to testify. Directs Administrative Office of the Courts to design and distrib- 
ute form for affidavit. Effective Oct. 1, 1989 and applies to offenses occurring on or after that 
date.

H 1235. GRANTS/FISCAL ACCOUNTABILITY. "TO PROMOTE FISCAL ACCOUNTABILITY OF NON- 
STATE ENTITIES THAT RECEIVE GRANTS OF PUBLIC FUNDS." Amends Executive Budget Act (add- 
ing GS 143-31.6 and -31.7) to require that any funds appropriated directly to specific non-State 
entity that are not expended or encumbered by the end of the next fiscal year following the fiscal 
year for which appropriated shall be repaid to the State. Requires such entities to report unex- 
pended funds to State Budget Office (which shall transmit copy of report to Comm’n on 
Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research Div’n). Provides that any nonprofit corporation or 
organization receiving $1,000 or more in State funds shall, at request of State Auditor, submit to 
audit by State Auditor, and every such organization that has an audit performed pursuant to new 
GS 143-31.7 or GS 159-40 shall file copy with State Auditor. Repeals comparable provision in GS 
159-40. Effective July 1, 1989.

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H 1236. COMPARATIVE FAULT-1. "TO ADOPT A COMPARATIVE FAULT SYSTEM AND MAKE IT 
INAPPLICABLE TO STATE TORTS." Adds new Art. 43E to GS Ch. 1, establishing comparative fault | 
liability in NC. Provides that contributory negligence not an absolute bar to recovery in tort action, — 
as long as plaintiff's negligence less than defendant's. Requires judge or jury in actions involving 
comparative fault to make special findings indicating percentage of total fault attributable to all 
parties and to award damages accordingly. Makes conforming change to GS 1B-2, concerning 
sharing of costs among joint tortfeasors. Adds GS 143-300.1A, making comparative fault system 
established by act inapplicable to tort claims against State. Effective as to causes of action aris-

Provides that con- 
tributory negligence not an absolute bar to recovery against State, as long as claimant’s negli- 
gence less than defendant’s. Requires Industrial Comm'n in action involving comparative fault to 
make special findings indicating percentage of total fault attributable to all parties and to award 
damages accordingly. Effective as to causes of action arising on or after Oct. 1, 1989. 
introduced by Hall. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1238. RURAL SCHOOL ENTERPRISE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A RURAL 
SCHOOL-BASED ENTERPRISE PROGRAM." Appropriates from General Fund to North Carolina 
REAL Enterprises, Inc., $500,000 for each year of 1989-91 biennium for cited program in which 
rural students will establish small businesses in cooperation with educational institutions. Allocates 
funds as follows: (1) $250,000 in each year to support teachers and program operations at ten 
pilot sites; (2) $150,000 in each year to support NC REAL Enterorises, Inc., ; and (3) $100,000 in 
each year to expand capital pool of NC REAL Enterprises, Inc. Effective July 1, 1989. 
introduced by James. Referred to Education. 
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H 1239. AMEND CRIMINAL LAW. "TO AMEND THE CRIMINAL LAW OF NORTH CAROLINA." Blank 
bill contains no substantive provisions. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Wilson. Referred to Rules. 


H 1240. COMMIT CRIME WITH MACHINE GUN. "TO PROVIDE THAT IT IS A CLASS D FELONY TO 
POSSESS, USE, OR THREATEN TO USE AN AUTOMATIC WEAPON OR ASSAULT RIFLE IN THE 
COMMISSION OF A CRIME." Adds GS 14-277.3 to establish new offense as title indicates. 
Requires court to sentence person convicted under section to imprisonment for 14 years; defen- 
dant may receive good time credit, but (except for committed youthful offenders) must serve a 
term of at least 7 years, excluding gain time. Prohibits court from suspending sentence or placing 
defendant on probation. Requires a sentence imposed under this section to run consecutively 
with any sentence being served for underlying offense. Effective Oct. 1, 1989 and applies to of- 
fenses occurring on or after that date.

H 1241. MILITARY DEPENDENTS IN-STATE. "TO CLARIFY THE STATUS OF A MILITARY 
DEPENDENT ELIGIBLE FOR IN-STATE TUITION AT THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA." 
Amends GS 116-43.3(e) to provide that a dependent relative of a member of the armed forces 
who qualifies for in-state tuition under GS 116-43.3(c) shall be considered an in-State applicant 
for admissions purposes as well. Effective for admissions beginning with 1989-90 academic year. 
introduced by 8. Ethridge. Referred to Education. 


H 1242. HEALTH CARE INSURANCE COVERAGES. "TO PROVIDE THAT NO LEGISLATIVE 
PROPOSALS MANDATING HEALTH INSURANCE COVERAGES SHALL APPLY TO ANY INSURER 
UNLESS THEY APPLY EQUALLY TO EMPLOYEE WELFARE BENEFIT PLANS." Adds GS 58-249A as 
title indicates. 

introduced by Mills. Referred to Commerce. 


H 1243. LENDERS ACCEPT BINDER AT CLOSING. "TO PROVIDE THAT CERTAIN LENDERS 
ACCEPT INSURANCE BINDERS AT LOAN CLOSINGS. Adds GS 58-51.6 to provide that mortgage 
lenders on one to four family residences shall accept insurance binders as long as the binder 
adequately describes the insured, the collateral, may not be canceled within its term without ten 
days’ notice to mortgagee, is accompanied by paid receipt for one year’s premium, and includes 
agent’s undertaking to secure policy issuance within 45 days. Authorizes Dep’t of Insurance to 
require any additional information to permit binders to comply with FNMA or FHLMC requirements 
for purchase of mortgage loans.

H 1244. UNPAID LEAVE FOR LEGISLATORS. "TO PROVIDE THAT A STATE EMPLOYEE WHO 
SERVES AS A MEMBER OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY SHALL BE ENTITLED TO LEAVE WITHOUT 
PAY FOR THE TIME THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY IS IN SESSION.” Adds GS 126-8.3 to provide that 
State employee elected to General Assembly “shall be granted unpaid leave” while legislator is in 
session. Applies to any request for leave without pay submitted on or after ratification date by 
State employee elected to General Assembly.

H 1245. AIRSPACE INTRUSION PROTECTION. "TO PROTECT AGAINST AIRSPACE INTRUSIONS AT 
PUBLICLY OWNED AIRPORTS BY UPDATING THE MODEL AIRPORT ZONING ACT AND BY ADDING 
THE PUBLIC AIRPORT AIRSPACE INTRUSION PROTECTION ACT OF 1989.” 

Airport Zoning Act. Amends Airport Zoning Act (GS 63-30 et seq.) to replace existing provi- 
sions on notices, appeals from Board of Adjustment, and enforcement of ordinance with provi- 
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sions identical to those regulating city and county zoning ordinances. Permits use of airport 
zoning by city or county regarding airport owned by authority or joint agency to which city or 
county appoints members; and requires all appointing units to agree to zoning if more than one 
appoints such members. 

Public Airport Airspace Intrusion Protection Act. Adds new GS 63-37.1 et seq, regulating 
obstructions within approach zones of publicly-owned airports in NC. Requires Board of 
Transportation (BOT) to define approach zones of each publicly-owned airport by Jan. 1, 1991, 
and to promulgate model ordinance regulating obstructions in such zones. Requires each city or 
county, within its jurisdiction, to adopt ordinances regulating obstructions within approach zones 
of local publicly-owned airports by Oct. 1, 1991. Such ordinances may prohibit obstructions but 
must at least require issuance of special use permit for construction or substantial repair of ob- 
struction. If permits used, standards for granting or denying must be those promulgated by BOT. 
Directs BOT to regulate approach zones for state-owned airports and permits it do so for 
federally-owned airports if requested by US. Provides that if local government does not adopt 
required ordinance, Secretary of Transportation may withhold any transportation funding, except 
Powell Bill moneys, otherwise to be made within that government’s jurisdiction. Effective July 1, 
1989. 
introduced by Abernethy. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 1246. RAILROAD CORRIDOR EMINENT DOMAIN. "TO AUTHORIZE THE DEPARTMENT OF 
TRANSPORTATION TO CONDEMN PROPERTY FOR RAILROAD CORRIDOR PRESERVATION." 
Amends GS 136-44.35 and -44.36 and adds GS 136-44.35A to authorize Dep’t of Transportation 
to acquire lands necessary for railroad or railroad corridor preservation by purchase, gift, con- 
demnation or otherwise (condemnation to be governed by GS Ch. 136, Art. (9)) and to lease 
corridors for interim compatible uses.

H 1247. HOT DOG VENDORS REGULATED. "TO REGULATE HOT DOG VENDORS.” Blank bill; 
contains no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Perdue. Referred to Rules. 


H 1248. RELIGIOUS SPONSORED DAY CARE. "TO REVISE GS 110-106 AND 110-106.1; AND TO 
REQUIRE THAT RELIGIOUS SPONSORED DAY CARE PROGRAMS BE MONITORED BY THE DIVISION 
OF NON-PUBLIC EDUCATION OF THE OFFICE OF THE GOVERNOR.” Repeals GS 110-106 and 
-106.1 which currently regulate religious sponsored day-care facilities. Adds new GS 110-106.3 
and -106.4 to require day care facilities and summer camps operated by churches, synagogues, 
or schools of religious charter to register with Div’n of Non-Public Education. Div’n must ensure 
through on-site visits that such facilities: (1) meet minimum health and sanitation standards to be 
established by Comm’n for Health Services; (2) require each child to have a medical examination 
(unless parents object based on tenets of recognized church or denomination); (3) ensure that 
children are properly immunized; (4) have a plan for handling medical emergencies; (5) provide 
nutritious food, outdoor recreation and rest periods; (6) are inspected by a fire department for 
compliance with standards to be set by State Insurance Dep't; (7) meet specified space, equip- 
ment and staffing requirements covering facility size, staff to child ratios, staff qualifications and 
health, record keeping, transportation, and parental access. Requirements may be enforced by 
injunction. Exempts such facilities from regulation by Child Day Care Comm'n. Effective Aug. 1, 
1989.

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H 1249. OPEN PRIMARIES. "TO ALLOW A VOTER TO VOTE IN THE PRIMARY OF ANOTHER 
PARTY REGARDLESS OF PARTY AFFILIATION, WITH THE APPROVAL OF THE POLITICAL PARTY." 
Amends GS 163-74, -59, and -283 to authorize State Executive Committee of a political party to 
adopt a resolution (to be delivered to the State Board of Elections by December 1 preceding a 
primary) permitting voters affiliated with another political party to vote in primary of Committee’s 
party. Also makes conforming amendments to GS 163-150 (governing voting procedures) and GS 
163-87 (governing primary day challenges).

H 1250. LAW OFFICER REEMPLOYMENT. "TO AMEND THE STATE-ADMINISTERED RETIREMENT 
SYSTEMS’ LAW RELATING TO REEMPLOYMENT LIMITATIONS FOR LAW OFFICERS.” 

Amends GS 135-3(8) (TSERS) and GS 128-24(5a) (LGERS) to postpone to Jan. 1, 1991 (now, 
Jan. 1, 1989) date on which persons retired under LEORS will become subject to income limita- 
tions in order to retain pension if they become reemployed by state agency participating in 
TSERS or local gov’t participating in LGERS. r 
introduced by Miils. Referred to Pensions & Retirement. 


H 1251. FINANCIAL BOARDS MERGED. "TO MERGE THE STATE BANKING COMMISSION, THE 
CREDIT UNION COMMISSION, AND THE SAVINGS AND LOAN COMMISSION INTO A NEW 
COMMISSION FOR BANKS AND FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS." Amends GS 53-92 to reconstitute the 
State Banking Commission as Commission for Banks and Financial Institutions, increasing its 
membership from 15 to 18, with additional appointments to be made by Governor. Requires 
Governor to include among his appointees four practical bankers, two managing officers of sav- 
ings and loan or building and loan associations, and two managing officers of state-chartered 
credit unions. Provides for initial staggering of new appointees. Relabels Comm’r of Banks as 
Comm’r of Banks and Financial 

Institutions and increases term from 4 to 8 years. Rewrites GS 54-109.10 to provide that all func- 
tions of Credit Union Division, Comm’n, and Administrator are transfered to Comm’n and Comm’r 
for Banks and Financial Institutions. 

Rewrites GS 54B-52 and 54B-53 to make similar transfer of responsibilities of Savings and Loan 
Comm'n and Administrator of Savings and Loan Division. Effective July 1, 1991.

H 1252. IN-LAWS AID VOTERS. "7O GIVE IN-LAWS THE SAME RIGHTS TO ASSIST PERSONS IN 
VOTING AND OBTAINING ABSENTEE BALLOTS AS OTHER RELATIVES HAVE.” Amends GS 163- 
152(d) as title indicates. 

Introduced by Holt. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1253. LEGISLATIVE CAREER SECRETARIES. "TO PROVIDE CERTAIN EMPLOYEE BENEFITS TO 
CLERKS AND SECRETARIES WHO HAVE BEEN EMPLOYED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY FOR AT 
LEAST FOUR CONSECUTIVE YEARS." Adds 120-190 to provide that permanent "career employ- 
ees” of General Assembly are entitled to following benefits: (1) may not be transferred to position 
with lower salary without cause; (2) may accumulate sick leave in same manner 9s ther legisla- 
tive employees, with sick leave to be transferred to or from other State agencic > nge in 
employment; (3) may have two days emergency leave for each two-year session; arid (4) shall 
have option of working during the interim. Adds GS 120-191 to provide that temporary “career 
employee” of General Assembly shall receive 5% salary increase each year of service in addition 
to increase provided by State employees generally. Defines "career employee” as clerk of secre- 
tary who has been employed by Genera! Assembly for at least four consecutive years. 
Introduced by Holt. Referred to Rules. 
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H 1254. DWI VEHICLE IMPOUNDMENT. "TO REQUIRE VEHICLE IMPOUNDMENT WHEN A LEVEL 
ONE OR TWO PUNISHMENT IS IMPOSED FOR DRIVING WHILE IMPAIRED.” Adds GS 20-179.5 to 
provide that when Level One or Level Two punishment is imposed for DWI, judge shall order that 
vehicle driven by defendant at the time be impounded for at least seven days if owned or co- 
owned by defendant. Provides that impounded vehicle may be stored at any public or private 
facility and that storage charges and towing fees shall be paid by defendant and shall constitute 
a lien on the vehicle. Effective Jan. 1, 1990.

H 1255. SMALL CLAIMS VENUE CHANGE. "TO CHANGE THE VENUE FOR SMALL CLAIMS 
COURT SETTLEMENTS.” Blank bill; no substantive provisions.

H 1256. SCHOOLS OF CHOICE. "TO ESTABLISH PUBLIC SCHOOLS OF CHOICE BY ELECTION OF 
LOCAL BOARDS OF EDUCATION." Adds GS 115C, Art. 8A to authorize a local school board to 
elect to permit students who reside in other school units to enroll in its schools and to authorize a 
local school board to elect to permit students who reside in the board’s unit to enroll in any 
school in the unit. 

Inter-unit enrollment. Authorizes a local school board to elect to enroll 
nonresident students in its schools based on selection criteria established by the board. Such 
criteria must include preference for applications made by resident students and for nonresident 
students whose applications have been approved in previous years. Board may deny application 
due to lack of space in unit or in particular school requested, court-approved desegregation plan, 
or increase in enrollment in current fiscal year that qualifies for additional funding. Board in unit 
governed by court-approved desegregation plan may limit number of students transferring into 
unit and may establish a majority/minority ratio for transferring students in order to comply with 
plan. Except to comply with statutory pereferences or with court-approved desegregation plan, 
board shall approve on random basis applications for transfer to unit or to particular school in 
unit if number of applications to unit or particular school exceeds available space. Nonresident 
student enrolled full-time in a unit shall be included in student enrollment of that unit. Unit may 
not charge extra fees to nonresident students. 

Intra-unit enrollment. Authorizes a local school board to elect to allow resident students to 
enroll in particular schools other than the ones in which they would be enrolled under unit’s 
school assignment rules, based on selection criteria adopted by the board. Such criteria must 
include pereference for applications made by students whose applications have been approved in 
previous years. Board may deny application due to lack of space in particular school requested or 
court-approved desegregation plan. Board in unit governed by court-approved desegregation plan 
may limit number of students allowed to tranfer to particular schools and may establish a 
majority/minority ratio for transferring students in order to comply with plan. Except to comply with 
statutory preference or with court-approved desegregation plan, board shall approve applications 
at random if number of applications for transfer to particular school exceeds space available in 
school. 

Transportation. Parent of nonresident student has general duty to provide and pay for trans- 
portation of student to and from school. School unit must provide transportation for nonresident 
and resident students transferring to unit or to particular school along existing bus routes for 
resident students attending same school if space is available. Unit may use available federal 
funds (but not state funds) to aid low-income parents in providing transportation. 

Variance from Basic Education Program. A school board electing to permit inter-unit or 
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intra-unit tansfers may also adopt a resolution electing to vary from Basic Education Program. 
Resolution must contain statement of proposed variance, justifications for variance, and fiscal and 
educational implications and objectvies of variance. Makes conforming amendments to GS 115C- 
12(9) and -47(12) to permit such variances.

H 1257. PROVISIONAL LICENSE REVOCATION. "TO ESTABLISH A SIX-MONTH REVOCATION OF 
THE LICENSE OF A PROVISIONAL LICENSEE WHO IS CONVICTED AFTER DRIVING AFTER 
DRINKING.” Amends GS 20-13.2(d), as title Indicates, replacing existing revocation of 45 days or 
until licensee becomes 18. Effective as to persons convicted after Oct. 1, 1989.

H 1258. SOLICITOR SERVICE RECOGNIZED. "RECOGNIZING CERTAIN FULL-TIME SERVICE AS 
AN ASSISTANT SOLICITOR FOR PURPOSES OF JUDICIAL LONGEVITY COMPENSATION AND 
RETIREMENT.” Amends GS 74-44(b) to provide that time served as district court prosecutor be- 
fore the establishment of the General Court of Justice and as per diem assistant solicitor of supe- 
rior court is creditable for purpose of superior court longevity pay. Amends GS 135-56.2 to allow 
purchase of retirement credit for service as a per diem assistant solicitor of superior court. 
Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Miller. Referred to Pensions & Retirement. 


H 1259. JUDGES’ RETIREMENT/SERVICE PURCHASE. "TO AMEND THE JUDICIAL RETIREMENT 
LAW REGARDING THE THRESHOLD REQUIREMENT FOR THE PURCHASE OF PRIOR SERVICE." 
Adds GS 135-56(f) permitting member who was eligible to purchase credit for active duty military 
service but failed to do so, to now do so at reduced rates plus interest, if acts within 180 days of 
ratification.

H 1260. SEDIMENT CONTROL SET BACK LINE. "TO PROVIDE THAT NO LAND-DISTURBING 
ACTIVITY MAY BE PERMITTED WITHIN FIFTY FEET OF STREAM, LAKE, RIVER, OR ESTUARY.” 
Amends GS 113A-57 as title indicates. 

introduced by Colton. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 1261. EROSION CONTROL/VIOLATION NOTICE. "TO AMEND THE NOTICE REQUIRED FOR THE 
IMPOSITION OF A CIVIL PENALTY AGAINST A PERSON IN VIOLATION OF THE SEDIMENTATION 
POLLUTION CONTROL ACT.” Amends GS 113A-61(d) and 113A-64(a) to provide that civil penalties 
may be imposed on violators of the sedimentation pollution control act without giving violator prior 
notice and time to get into compliance. 

Introduced by Colton. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 1262. OUTDOOR ADVERTISING PERMITS. "TO SUSPEND THE ISSUANCE OF PERMITS FOR 
OUTDOOR ADVERTISING VISIBLE FROM INTERSTATE OR PRIMARY HIGHWAYS.” Amends GS 136- 
133 to suspend issuance of permits under section until June 30, 1995. 

Introduced by Colton. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 1263. FEDS CAN ENFORCE STATE LAWS. "TO CONFER STATE PEACE OFFICER STATUS ON 
FULL-TIME FEDERAL LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS.” Adds GS 15A-403(d) as title indicates. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Anderson. Referred to Judiciary. 
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H 1264. MOTORCYCLE HELMET USAGE. "TO MAKE MOTORCYCLE HELMET USAGE VOLUNTARY 
RATHER THAN MANDATORY FOR ADULTS." Amends GS 20-140.1(a) as title indicates, for persons 
21 and over. 

Introduced by Wood. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 1265. VEHICLE LIABILITY POLICY CHANGES. "TO REWRITE AND CLARIFY THE DEFINITION 
OF AND PROVISIONS RELATING TO MOTOR VEHICLE LIABILITY POLICIES IN THE MOTOR VEHICLE 
SAFETY AND FINANCIAL RESPONSIBILITY ACT OF 1953.” Adds new GS 20-279.21A, specifying 
provisions and coverages of motor vehicle liability policies. Adds GS 20-279.21B and 20-279.21C 
providing for uninsured motorist coverages. Repeals GS 20-279.21. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Hall. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1266. COMMERCIAL FISHERMEN VEHICLES. "TO INCLUDE COMMERCIAL FISHERMAN IN THE 
DEFINITION OF FARMER FOR THE ISSUANCE OF REGISTRATION PLATES.” Amends GS 20-88(b) 
to charge the farmer rate for registration of commercial fishermens’ trucks. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Grady. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 1267. DWI INPATIENT TREATMENT. "7O AMEND THE QUALIFICATIONS OF INPATIENT 
FACILITIES WHERE TERMS CAN BE SERVED BY PERSONS CONVICTED OF DWI BY ORDER OF 
THE SENTENCING COURT.” Amends GS 20-179(k1) as title indicates, permitting serving terms in 
facilities accredited by Joint Comm'n of Accreditation of Health Care Organizations. 

Introduced by Grady. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1268. DOMESTIC VIOLENCE/REPRESENT SELF. "TO PROVIDE FOR PRO SE REPRESENTATION 
OF A VICTIM OF DOMESTIC VIOLENCE AND TO PROVIDE FORMS TO FACILITATE PRO SE 
REPRESENTATION." Amends GS 50B-2 to provide that individuals may represent themselves in 
domestic violence actions and to require county superior court clerks to provide legal forms to 
help them do so. In cases in which individuals proceed without counsel, requires clerk of superior 
court to schedule and give notice of hearings and effect service of process through an appropri- 
ate law enforcement agency upon payment of fees. Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

H 1269. MEDICAL SUPPORT/DEPENDENT CHILDREN. "TO ESTABLISH THE DUTIES OF PARENTS 
ORDERED TO PROVIDE MEDICAL SUPPORT FOR DEPENDENT CHILDREN AND TO PROVIDE THAT 
COURT ORDERS AND WRITTEN AGREEMENTS REGARDING MEDICAL SUPPORT FOR DEPENDENT 
CHILDREN ARE VALID AUTHORIZATION TO INSURERS FOR PURPOSES OF RELEASING 
INFORMATION AND PROCESSING CLAIMS." Adds new GS 50-13.11 providing that when court 
finds duty of child support, it may order obligor to provide medical support for dependent child 
through group or individual health insurance. Requires such an obligor to keep obligee informed 
of changes in such a policy. Requires sponsor of group insurance or insurer to release to obligee 
information on coverage that would be released to obligor; and requires processing of claims 
against such insurance upon signature of custodial party of dependent child. Makes similar provi- 
sions for insurance information and processing when custodial and noncustodial parties of de- 
pendent child have written agreement that imposes duty of medical support for dependent child. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

H 1270. DISCRIMINATION APPEAL PROCESS. "7TO PERMIT NONPERMANENT AND EXEMPT 
STATE EMPLOYEES TO HAVE THE BENEFIT OF STATUTES PREVENTING RETALIATION FOR 
PROTESTING EQUAL EMPLOYMENT VIOLATIONS. AND CONCERNING UNLAWFUL EMPLOYMENT 
PRACTICES.” Amends GS 126-5 and -39 to permit nonpermanent and exempt state employees to 
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appeal adverse personnel actions to the State Personnel Comm'n on the grounds that the action 
was in retaliation for their opposition to unlawful employment discrimination. 
Introduced by S. Thompson. Referred to Public Employees. 


H 1271. COUNTY COMM’R RETIREMENT BENEFIT. "TO PROVIDE MEMBERS OF COUNTY 
BOARDS OF COMMISSIONERS WITH BASIC RETIREMENT BENEFITS AND SUPPLEMENTAL 
RETIREMENT BENEFITS.” Amends GS 128-21 to include county commissioners within LGERS and 
to provide for purchase of creditable service as a county commissioner. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Nesbitt. Referred to Pensions & Retirement. 


H 1272. LEGISLATIVE INTERN PROGRAM CHANGE. ”7TO RESTRUCTURE THE LEGISLATIVE 
INTERNSHIP PROGRAM." Amends GS 120-56 to restructure Legislative Intern Program Council by 
replacing Lt. Governor with President Pro Tempore of Senate and by adding representatives of 
political science departments at WCU, UNC-A, UNC-C, ECU, UNC-W, and ECSU. (Now, only 
NCSU department represented.) Amends GS 120-57 to provide that Council is to nominate per- 
sons to be interns, with appointment by Speaker and President Pro Tempore, acting jointly, and 
that Council is to promote the program. Effective Jan. 1, 1990.

H 1273. MODIFY JAILER LIBILITY-2. "TO MODIFY THE LAW GOVERNING THE LIABILITY OF THE 
KEEPER OF A JAIL FOR INJURIES TO PRISONERS.” Rewrites GS 162-55, which now provides that 
if jail keeper injures prisoners, he is guilty of misdemeanor and must pay treble damages, to 
remove criminal reference and limit liability to cases of intentionally causing harm. Provides that 
keeper or jailer to “personally” pay the treble damages.

H 1274. SHERIFFS’ PENALTIES CHANGES. "7O PROVIDE THAT THE CIVIL AND CRIMINAL 
PENALTIES FOR FAILURE TO RETURN PROCESS OR MAKING A FALSE RETURN APPLY ONLY TO 
INDIVIDUALS WHO PERSONALLY COMMIT INTENTIONAL VIOLATIOINS AND TO REPEAL THE CIVIL 
PENALTY FOR SHERIFFS WHO FAIL OR NEGLECT TO PERFORM THEIR DUTIES." Amends GS 
14-242 to limit application to willful refusals to return process or willful makings of false returns 
and to provide that civil remedy is damages of up to $100 rather than penalty of exactly $100. 
Repeals GS 162-50, which provides $500 damages for failure of sheriff to perform duties. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

H 1275. WIPERS ON/HEADLIGHTS ON (=H 416). "TO REQUIRE THAT HEADLIGHTS BE

H 1276. PARENTS VISIT KIDS AT SCHOOL. "TO PROVIDE THAT BOTH PARENTS MAY VISIT 
THEIR CHILDREN AT SCHOOL.” Adds new GS 115C-403 requiring school boards to adopt rules 
permitting access of parents to children at school, without 

discrimination between custodial or noncustodial parents. Uniess a court order provides other- 
wise, school personnel must abide by such rules. Effective July 1, 1989.

H 1277. OPTOMETRY STUDENTS. "TO CLARIFY THAT THE PRACTICE OF OPTOMETRY BY 
STUDENTS ENROLLED AT APPROVED SCHOOLS OR COLLEGES UNDER SUPERVISION OF 
LICENSED OR QUALIFIED OPTOMETRISTS DOES NOT VIOLATE THE OPTOMETRY LICENSURE 
REQUIREMENTS." Amends GS 90-115.1(3) to delete requirement that optometry students be en- 
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rolled in NC school or college to be eligible for supervised optometry practice and to clarify NC 
State Bd. of Examiners in Optometry’s authority to regulate such practice by rule. 
Introduced by Nesbitt. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 1278. STATEWIDE NONBINDING ARBITRATION. "TO PERMIT STATEWIDE COURT-ORDERED, 
NONBINDING ARBITRATION AS AN ALTERNATIVE CIVIL PROCEDURE IN CERTAIN CIVIL ACTIONS.” 
Adds GS 7A-37.1 to authorize use of court ordered, nonbinding arbitration as alternative to tradi- 
tional civil litigation. Allows Supreme Court to adopt rules to implement act, and requires rules to 
insure access to jury trial and trial de novo. Allows use of procedure upon decision of AOC 
Director and local judges with adminstrative responsibilty for county affected. Extends judicial im- 
munity to arbitrators. Effective July 1, 1989.

H 1279. DISCLOSE POST-MANUFACTURE DAMAGE. "TO AMEND GS. 20-305.1 BY ADDING NEW 
PROVISIONS TO REQUIRE MOTOR VEHICLE MANUFACTURERS TO DISCLOSE POST- 
MANUFCTURING DAMAGES AND REPAIRS TO DEALERS AND TO REQUIRE DEALERS TO 
DISCLOSE TO PURCHASERS IN WRITING ANY NEW CAR DAMAGES WHICH EXCEED FIVE 
PERCENT OF MANUFACTURERS SUGGESTED RETAIL PRICE.’" Amends GS 20-305.1! as title indi- 
cates. Provides that if disclosure not required under new provisions, purchaser not entitled to 
revoke or rescind sales contract because vehicle was damaged and repaired before sale’s 
completion.

H 1280. DEALER PLATES PERSONAL USE. "TO AUTHORIZE MOTOR VEHICLE DEALERS 
LICENSED UNDER CHAPTER 20 OF THE GENERAL STATUTES TO USE DEALER REGISTRATION 
PLATES WHILE OPERATING A MOTOR VEHICLE FOR PERSONAL USE." Amends GS 20-79(d) to 
permit use of dealer’s license plates on motor vehicles owned by or assigned to motor vehicle 
dealers licensed in NC by dealer or corporate officers, salespersons, full-time employees, and 
designated part-time employees of dealership if vehicle is subject to proof of financial responsibil- 
ity under GS 20, Art. 9A. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Nesbitt. Referred to Commerce. 


H 1281. CLARIFY HANDICAPPED TEACHING. "7O PROVIDE FOR THE STATE BOARD OF 
EDUCATION TO ADOPT RULES REGARDING THE ALLOTMENT OF TEACHING AND TEACHING 
ASSISTANT POSITIONS FOR SELF-CONTAINED CLASSES OF HANDICAPPED CHILDREN." Amends 
GS 115C-301(b) to require that State Board of Education adopt rules requiring that teaching and 
teaching assistant positions for self-contained classes of handicapped children be alloted accord- 
ing to same allotment ratio established for regular classrooms. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by P. Wilson. Referred to Education. 


H 1282. EXCEPTIONAL CHILDREN FUNDING. "TO PROVIDE THAT FUNDING FOR PROGRAMS 
FOR EXCEPTIONAL CHILDREN SHALL REMAIN AT OR ABOVE CURRENT LEVELS BEFORE 
ADJUSTMENTS FOR SALARY INCREASES AND INFLATION." Expresses intent of General Assembly, 
as title indicates, and directs State Board of Education to prepare future budget requests in con- 
formity with expressed legislative policy. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by P. Wilson. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 1283. MAGISTRATE CAN TRY LITTER CASE. "TO PROVIDE THAT A MAGISTRATE MAY ACCEPT 
A WRITTEN APPEARANCE. WAIVERS OF TRIAL. PLEA OF GUILTY. AND HEAR AND ENTER 
JUDGMENT IN A LITTER CASE.” Amends GS 7A-273 as title indicates. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Judiciary.

H 1284. SANITARIAN EDUCATION CHANGES. "TO CLARIFY THE DEFINITION OF SANITARIAN, TO 
REDUCE THE EXPERIENCE REQUIREMENT FOR A SANITARIAN INTERN WITH A DEGREE IN 
ENVIRONMENTAL HEALTH FROM TWO YEARS TO ONE YEAR, AND TO REQUIRE CONTINUING 
EDUCATION FOR CERTIFICATE RENEWAL OF SANITARIANS.” Amends GS 90A-51 to exclude from 
definition of “sanitarian” (1) person teaching, lecturing, or engaging in research; (2) various pro- 
fessionals in engineering and science, unless working as sanitarian; (3) public health officers and 
directors: (4) licensed physicians, veterinarians, or nurses; and (5) laboratory personnel when per- 
forming or supervising performance of sanitation related laboratory functions. Amends GS 90-53 
to modify experience/education requirement for certification as registered sanitarian; current law 
requires two years’ experience or one year’s experience plus one year of graduate study in sani- 
tary sciences; bill replaces with requirement of two years’ experience or one year's experience 
plus bachelor’s or master’s degree from program accredited by National Accreditation Council for 
Environmental Health Curricula. Amends GS 90A-63 to allow board to require continuing educa- 
tion for renewal of sanitarian certification.

H 1285. HIGHWAY FUND RESTORED. "TO RESTORE ALL HIGHWAY-RELATED TAXES AND FEES 
TO THE HIGHWAY FUND IN ORDER TO PROVIDE INCREASED REVENUES FOR HIGHWAY 
CONSTRUCTION AND MAINTENANCE.” Amends GS 20-194(a) to transfer source of funding for 
State Highway Patrol from Highway Fund to General Fund. Amends GS 105-164.2 to reserve for 
the Highway Fund all sales and use taxes on motor vehicles and motor vehicle parts, accesso- 
ries, and lubricants. Amends GS 105-164.4(1) to delete $300 sales tax caps on aircraft, locomo- 
tives, rail cars, motor vehicles and boats sales tax and $300 cap on motor vehicle use tax. 
Deletes provision defining sales price of a motor vehicle as gross vehicle price less trade-in. Adds 
new GS 105-164.4D to provide that state sales and use taxes on motor vehicles be deposited 
directly into Highway Fund. Rewrites GS 105-164.44A to estimate sales and use tax revenues at 
$73 million and to provide for the transfer of up to that amount from the General Fund to the 
Highway Fund in fiscal 1989-90. Provides for transfer in 1990-91 of the annualized amount trans- 
ferred during 1989-90, plus any annualized new revenues enacted during 1989-90 legislative ses- 
sion. Provides that in each fiscal year beginning in 1991-92 the amount transferred shall be the 
amount that was transferred in 1990-91, plus or minus the percentage of that amount by which 
the total tax collection increased or decreased over the previous year. Effective July 1, 1991. 
Introduced by L. Etheridge. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 1286. HIGHWAY TRUST FUND BONDS. "TO AUTHORIZE THE ISSUANCE OF ONE BILLION 
DOLLARS OF GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS OF THE STATE, SUBJECT TO A VOTE OF THE 
QUALIFIED VOTERS OF THE STATE, TO PROVIDE FUNDS FOR THE NORTH CAROLINA HIGHWAY 
TRUST FUND.” As title indicates, calling for referendum on Nov. 7, 1989. Provides that proceeds 
to be spent from Highway Trust Fund, if such fund established by General Assembly, and to be 
spent per order of the Board of Transportation, if such fund not established. Provides procedures 
and conditions for issuance of bonds. 

Introduced by L. Etheridge. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 1287. APPROPRIATIONS RESTRICTED. "TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF NOT CAROLINA 
TO PREVENT AN APPROPRIATION FROM BEING MADE DIRECTLY TO ANY ENTITY OTHER THAN A 
UNIT OF GOVERNMENT." Proposes amendment to NC Constitution Art. V, Sec. 7 to provide that 

appropriations bills must specify the State, or a State department. State agency, county, munici- 

pality, special district or unit of government as the recipient. Provides for submission to voters at 

Nov. 1990 general election to take effect on Jan. 1. 1991. 

Introduced by L. Etheridge. Referred to Judiciary. 
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H 1288. OFF-HIGHWAY VEHICLES REGULATED. "7O PROHIBIT THE USE OF OFF-HIGHWAY 
VEHICLES ON ALL STATE, COUNTY, AND MUNICIPAL PUBLIC LANDS." Adds GS 20-219.4 to pro- 
hibit off-highway vehicles on all public lands other than roadways, except where specifically per- 
mitted by land managing agency responsible for care of public lands in question. Prohibition does 
not apply to official vehicles operated in course of discharging official duties. Defines public lands 
as any park, natural area, recreation area, trail, beach river, lake, resort, gameland, or forest that 
is owned, leased, controlled, or posted by state or local gov’t. Defines roadway as any public 
road or parking area, but not including fire trails, logging trails, or service roads. Violation is 
punishable by imprisonment for 30 days or maximum $200 fine. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Colton. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 1289. LOBBYISTS/MEDIA ID. "TO REQUIRE REGISTERED LOBBYISTS AND REPORTERS TO 
WEAR IDENTIFICATION BADGES WHILE IN THE LEGISLATIVE BUILDINGS OR AT FORMAL 
RECEPTIONS FOR LEGISLATORS.” Adds new GS 120-47.8A to require reporters to wear a tag 
Stating their name and news organization and lobbyists to wear a tag stating their name and 
"Legislative Agent” or “Lobbyist” while they are in the Legislative Building, Legislative Office 
Building or at a formal reception given for members of the General Assembly. Effective July 1, 
1989. 

Introduced by Colton. Referred to Rules. 


H 1290. DAY CARE RATIO CHANGE PHASE-IN. “TO PHASE IN CHANGES TO STAFF-CHILD 
RATIOS AND GROUP SIZES IN CHILD DAY CARE FACILITIES.” Rewrites GS 110-91(7) to estab- 
lish staff-child ratios and group sizes, for day care facilities. Begins with standards for Jan. 1, 
1990, with lower ratios and group sizes on Jan. 1, 1992, and with still lower ratios and sizes on 
Jan. 1, 1994. Final ratios and group sizes are as follows:

H 1291. PROBATE CODE AMENDMENTS. "CONCERNING COLLECTION OF PROPERTY BY 
AFFIDAVIT WHEN A DECEDENT DIES TESTATE, AND CONCERNING DISBURSEMENT AND 
DISTRIBUTION OF PROPERTY COLLECTD BY AFFIDAVIT." Amends GS 28A-25-1.1(a) to provide 
that if decedent dies testate leaving personal property of not more than $10,000, executor may 
demand payment of indebtedness or delivery of tangible personal property or instrument evidenc- 
ing debt, obligation, stock, or chose in action from person indebted to decedent or holding prop- 
erty or instrument upon presentation of appropriate affidavit (now, only heir or creditor can make 
such demand). Amends GS 28A-25-3(a) to apply requirements regarding distribution of personal 
property collected under GS 28A-25-1.1(a) and filing of affidavit concerning collection and distri- 
bution of such property to an executor who has collected property. Effective Oct. 1. 1989. 
Introduced by B. Ethridge. Referred to Judiciary. 
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H 1292. CHILD SUPPORT RELIEF. "TO PROVIDE RELIEF TO CLERKS OF COURT IN HANDLING 
CHILD SUPPORT CASES.” Amends GS 50-13.4(d) and -13.9 to permit the payment of child sup- 
port into the court only upon a finding that the supporting party has previously violated a support 
order or upon other good cause shown. Provides that attorney fees, alimony and incidents of 
child support other than cash payment may not be paid through or enforced by a clerk of supe- 
rior court. Provides that clerk shall have discretion over sending notices of delinquency in non-lV- 
D cases if previous notices have been sent. Provides if previous notice of delinquency has been 
sent, clerk may issue enforcement orders without regard to 21 day payment grace period. 
Provides that at hearings on enforcement orders the court must make a specific finding of the 
amount of arrearages as of the day of the hearing and fashion a remedy that will assure regular 
payment of support and eliminate the arrearages over a reasonable period of time. Amends GS 
50-13.10(d) to provide that child support is not payable when the child lives with the supporting 
party for 30 days or longer pursuant to an agreement temporarily transferring custody if (1) the 
supporting party has provided written notice to the clerk prior to the payment due date, stating 
the period of custody transfer and containing proof of service on the custodial parent; and (2) the 
party to whom support is owed has not objected within five days of actual notice of the cessation 
of payments. Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

H 1293. MARITIME FOREST PROTECTED. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL 
RESOURCES AND COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT SHALL STUDY THE NEED TO PROTECT MARITIME 
FORESTS AND PREVENT PIECEMEAL DEVELOPMENT OF THE FORESTS AND REPORT TO THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY ON THE RESULTS OF THE STUDY AND THE DEVELOPMENT AND ADOPTION 
OF RULES TO PROTECT MARITIME FORESTS." As title indicates, requiring 1990 report. 
Introduced by B. Ethridge. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 1294. EVALUATE PRINCIPALS. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE EVALUATION OF NORTH CAROLINA 
PUBLIC SCHOOL PRINCIPALS." Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by P. Wilson. Referred to Rules. 


H 1295. ETHNIC CRIMES/CIVIL ACTIONS. "7TO MAKE ETHNIC INTIMIDATION A CRIME AND TO 
CREATE A CIVIL ACTION FOR ETHNIC INTIMIDATION.” Adds new GS 14-32.3, defining crime of 
ethnic intimidation as injuring property of another, intentionally subjecting another to offensive 
physical contact, or threatening person’s person or property, all because of the victim’s race, 
religion, or ethnic background. Makes violation of statute a misdemenaor punishable by 6 months 
imprisonment, $5,000 fine, or both; and permits victim to seek civil relief, with provision for attor- 
neys’ fees and possibility of punitive damages. Provides for affirmative defense to charge of 
threatening person or property, as defined above, if defendant spoke or acted only in critical, 
insulting, or deprecatory way, without threat of harm to person or property. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Michaux. Referred to Judiciary. 
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H 1296. INCREASE ANIMAL CRUELTY PENALTIES. "TO INCREASE THE PENALTIES IMPOSED 
FOR CRUELTY TO ANIMALS." Amends GS 14-360 (prohibiting cruelty to animals), GS 14-361 (pro- 
hibiting instigation or promotion of cruelty to animals), and GS 14-363 (prohibiting ccnveying of 
animals in a cruel manner) to increase punishment for these offenses to maximum inprisonment 
of two years and minimum fine of $500 (now, maximum imprisonment of one year and maximum 
fine of $1,000). Amends GS 14-361.1 (prohibiting abandonment of animals) to increase punish- 
ment to maximum imprisonment of one year and minimum fine of $250 (now, maximum imprison- 
ment of six months and maximum fine of $500). Effective Oct. 1. 1989 and applies to all 
violations occurring on or after that date.

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H 1297. PROCEDURE FOR COMPLETE REZONING. "TO PROVIDE FOR A PROCEDURE WHEN 

THE COMPLETE REZONING OF A JURISDICTION INVOLVES ‘DOWN ZONING’. Amends GS 1I53A- 
343 and I60A-384 to provide that if a city or county undertakes a complete rezoning of property 
within the unit, and if some parcels are thereby downzoned, city or county must give mailed no- 
tice of proposed change pursuant to cited sections. 

introduced by Grimmer. Referred to Government. 


H 1298. REDUCE VOTING BOOTH REQUIREMENTS. "TO REDUCE THE NUMBER OF VOTING 
BOOTHS REQUIRED AT EACH VOTING PLACE WHERE VOTING MACHINES ARE NOT USED." 
Amends GS 163-145 to require one voting booth per 200 (now, 100) qualified voters. Effective 
Jan. 1, 1990. 

introduced by Holt. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1299. FIRE PROTECTOR CONTRACTORS. "7O PROVIDE FOR THE LICENSURE AND 
QUALIFICATION OF FIRE PROTECTION CONTRACTORS." Amends GS 87-1 to require any person or 
entity managing the installation or repair of a fire protection system, regardless of the value of the 
work, to hold a license as a fire protection contractor. Amends GS 87-10 through -14 and -15.1 to 
provide a licensing and enforcement regime for fire protection contractors that is similar to that of 
general contractors. Adds new GS 87-15.4 to provide for licensing examinations by the State 
Licensing Board for General Contractors. Adds new GS 87-15.3 to require $10,000 surety bond to 
accompany application for certificate of registration as fire protection contractor. Effective Oct. 1, 
1989. 

Introduced by Brawley. Referred to Rules. 


H 1300. DRUG MURDER DEATH PENALTY-1. "TO PROVIDE THAT A MANDATORY DEATH 
SENTENCE BE IMPOSED ON A PERSON CONVICTED OF FIRST DEGREE MURDER THAT OCCURS 
AS A RESULT OF A DRUG OFFENSE." Amends GS 14-17 as title indicates, deeming death to be 
caused by person dealing with controlled substance when death results from overdose, actions of 
a person impaired by use of controlled substance, criminal activity related to dealing in controlled 
substances, an intentional or reckless indifference to human life, or participation in criminal activ- 
ity in which person killed while engaged in dealing in controlled substances. Also provides that 
death of law enforcement officer involved in investigation of criminal enterprise related to dealing 
in controlled substances is also caused by person dealing in controlled substances. Amends GS 
15A-2001 to prohibit entry of or acceptance of guilty plea when person charged with murder oc- 
curring as a result of drug offense. Makes conforming amendments to GS I5A-2000 and I5A-2002. 
Contains severability clause. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Rhyne. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1301. LARCENY OF PETS. "TO MAKE THE LARCENY OF A LICENSED DOG OR CATA 
FELONY.” Adds GS 14-84.1 to make larceny of licensed dog or cat a Class H felony (punishable 
by maximum imprisonment of 10 years and/or a fine). Effective Oct. 1, 1989 and applies to acts 
occurring onor after that date. 

Introduced by Howard. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1302. RESIDENCE FOR REGISTRATION. "TO CLARIFY THE QUESTION OF RESIDENCE FOR 
THE PURPOSE OF VOTER REGISTRATION.” Amends GS 163-57 to equate residence and domicile, 
defining each as that place to which a person intends to return when absent therefrom and at 
which that person intends to remain indefinitely. Amends GS 163-85 (non-election day challenges) 
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io provide that if a person has not maintained a general physical presence in precinct for at least 
7 months immediately before challenge, that fact constitutes prima facie evidence of non- 
residence.

H 1303. FARMERS MARKET FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE COMPLETION OF THE 
RALEIGH FARMERS MARKET." Appropriates $950,800 from General Fund to Dep't of Agriculture 
for 1989-90 as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 1304. AGRIBUSINESS PLANT VARIANCES. "TO PROVIDE VARIANCES IN SOLID WASTE AND 
WASTE WATER DISPOSAL TO ENCOURAGE RECYCLING AND THE BENEFICIAL USE OF 
AGRIBUSINESS PROCESSING PLANT RESIDUES." Adds new GS Ch. 130A, Art. 9, Part 4, dealing 
with variances for agribusiness processing plant residues. Directs Depts. of Human Resources 
and Natural Resources and Community Development to develop variances from current rules, par- 
ticularly rules on pretreatment of wastewater and on wastewater facilities, that recognize differ- 
ences between domestic sewer sludge and agribusiness plant byproducts and residues. Requires 
that such variances permit application of latter byproducts and residues to soil or, with approval 
of Dept. of Agriculture, use as animal feed or feed supplements. Permits application to soil of 
"nonrecognizable agribusiness processing residues”, which is waste resulting solely from proc- 
essing of crops and related food products, subject to listed conditions. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Bowman. Referred to Infrastructure. 


_H 1305. LARCENY TO STEAL PINE STRAW. "7O CLARIFY THAT THE THEFT OF PINE STRAW 
CONSTITUTES LARCENY AND TO CREATE A NEW ARTICLE REGULATING THE COLLECTION OR 
DISTRIBUTION OF PINE STRAW.” Amends GS 14-80 to specify that theft of pine straw is a crimi- 
nal offense. Adds GS Ch. 106, Art. 31D, the "Pine Straw Act,” to regulate the collection and 
distribution of pine straw. Requires every person who transports, delivers for transport, sells, or 
offers to sell more than 20 pounds of pine straw to keep for two years a complete record of the 
distribution of the pine straw. Requires every person who sells or offers to sell pine straw to 
register with the Comm’r of Agriculture. Authorizes Comm’r of Agriculture to inspect pine straw 
records and to adopt with State Board of Agriculture rules for enforcement of Pine Straw Act. 
Violations of Act or rules are misdemeanor punishable by fine of up to $1,000. Effective Oct. 1, 
1989.

H 1306. MARKED PEDESTRIAN CROSSWALKS. "TO CLARIFY THE PEDESTRIAN RIGHT-OF-WAY 
IN MARKED CROSSWALKS AND TO REQUIRE THE STATE OR MUNICIPALITIES TO 
CONSPICUOUSLY MARK CROSSWALKS." Adds GS 20-155(c1) to require state or municipality with 
control over particular highway or street to mark all pedestrian crossings or crosswalks conspicu- 
ously with vertical signs on each curb of street and to mark pavement showing pedestrian cross- 
ings or crosswalks where pedestrian has right-of-way. 

Introduced by Watkins. Referred to Judiciary. 


H 1307. CREMATORY ACT. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE LICENSURE OF CREMATORY OF EPATORS 
AND TO ESTABLISH THE CREMATORY AUTHORITY WITHIN THE BOARD OF MORTUARY SCIENCE.” 
Adds GS 90, Art. 13C, entitled NC Crematory Act, to regulate crematory operators as follows: 
Crematory Authority. Establishes eight-member NC Crematory Authority as independent 
agency within Board of Mortuary Science to enforce Act. Specifies composition of Authority and 
sets members’ terms at three years. 
Licensing and inspection. Prohibits cremation except in licensed facility. Permits any person 
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or entity to apply to Authority for license to build and operate crematory. Directs Authority to 
examine proposed crematory and issue license if applicant meets all requirements of Act and 
rules of Auth@rity. Specifies acts and omissions that permit Authority to deny application for li- 
cense or suspend or revoke license if Authority decides that such conduct makes applicant or 
licensee unfit to practice. If Authority is entitled to suspend, revoke or refuse new license, it may 
impose maximum fine of $5000 on licensee plus reasonable cost of investigation and hearings. 
Permits crematory to be built on or adjacent to any cemetery, on or adjacent to any funeral 
establishment zoned commercial or industrial, or at other location consistent with local zoning 
regulations. Directs Authority to establish requirements for record keeping and cremation authori- 
zation. Sets maximum amounts of designated types of fees Authority may set and collect from 
operators and applicants. 

Cremation procedures. Prohibits cremation within 24 hours after death unless death re- 
sulted from communicable disease and medical examiner or county health director gives written 
waiver of time requirement. If medical examiner has authority over death, crematory operator may 
not receive human remains until cremation authorization has been received from medical exam- 
iner, unless operator is also authorized to perform funerals. Prohibits presence of unauthorized 
persons in crematory area while remains are awaiting cremation, being cremated, or being re- 
moved from chamber, with exceptions. Prohibits simultaneous cremation of remains of more than 
one person in same chamber. Prohibits any person or firm from erquesting or authorizing crema- 
tion or cremating a body when such person or firm has information indicating that a crime or 
violence contributed to.cause of death unless such information has been given to state or county 
medical examiner and state or county medical examiner has given permission to cremate. 

Disposition of cremated remains. Specifies permissible ways. and places in which cremated 
remains may be disposed. Directs person authorizing cremation to give person with whom crema- 
tion arrangements are made a signed statement specifying disposition of remains, if known. 
Authorizing agent is responsible for disposition; if he fails to specify disposition or claim remains 
within 30 days after cremation, crematory operator or person possessing remains may dispose of 
them, with reimbursement of reasonable expenses from authorizing agent. 

Liability. Crematory operatory may cremate remains on receipt of cremation authorization 
form signed by authorizing agent. An operator who cremates, releases, or disposes of remains 
pusuant to such authorization shall have no liability for doing so. Anyone signing such form is 
liable for any damage resulting from signing form. Crematory operator is not repsonsible for valu- 
ables delivered with remains. Operator may refuse to accept body, perform cremation, or release 
remains until receipt of court order or other confirmation of dispute settlement if it is aware of 
dispute over cremation of remains or has reasonable basis to question authorization form. 

Applicability, violations. Requires every NC crematory to apply for license by Jan. 1, 1989 in 
order to continue operation. Act does not apply to cremations of remains and medical waste 
performed by or for NC Anatomical Comm'n, licensed hospitals and medical schools, or office of 
Chief Medical Examiner when disposition of such remains and waste is legal duty of such institu- 
tions. Violation of Act is a misdemeanor punishable by maximum imprisonment of 6 months and 
maxximum fine of $1,000.

H 1309. WASTE AUTHORITY REVENUE BONDS. "7O AMEND VARIOUS LAWS RELATING TO THE 
ISSUANCE OF REVENUE BONDS BY THE NORTH CAROLINA LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE 
MANAGEMENT AUTHORITY." Blank bill; contains no substantive provisions. 

Introduced by Miller. Referred to Infrastructure. 


H 1310. DESIGNATED INSURANCE AGENTS. "7TO MODERNIZE AND IMPROVE THE DESIGNATED 
AGENTS PROGRAM IN THE NORTH CAROLINA MOTOR VEHICLE REINSURANCE FACILITY." 
Amends GS 58-248.33(g) to delete paragraph (6) thereof, concerning designated agents of the 
NC Motor Vehicle Reinsurance Facility and replaces those provisions with new GS 58-248.42. 
Increases required premium volume of prospective agent from $20,000 of motor vehicle liability 
insurance in last 13 months to $50,000 of fire and casualty premiums, of which at least $25,000 
is motor vehicle liability insurance, in the last 12 months. Deletes reference to number of eligible 
risks served by prospective agent and adds requirement of bond, of at least $25,000, in favor of 
designated carrier. Increases from $10,000 to at least 15,000 amount of bond required of desig- 
nated agents to protect aggrieved persons. Provides for monitoring of and reporting by desig- 
nated agents.

H 1311. RETIREMENT TAX EQUALIZATION. "TO EQUALIZE THE STATE TAX TREATMENT OF ALL 
CLASSES OF RETIREMENT BENEFITS IN CONFORMITY WITH THE UNIFORM FEDERAL APPROACH 
TO RETIREMENT BENEFITS AND TO INCREASE STATE AND LOCAL RETIREMENT BENEFITS." 
Effective Jan. 1, 1989, repeals numerous state and local tax exemptions for pension, retirement, 
deferred compensation, and insurance benefits paid to state, local and federal employees; mem- 
bers of the armed forces, NC National Guard, and General Assembly; law enforcement officers, 
firefighters, sheriffs and registers of deeds. Repeals similar exemptions contained in local bills for 
retirement benefits of employees of Forsyth County, Winston-Salem, and the New Hanover County 
Schools. 

Effective July 1, 1989, amends GS 135-5 and 128-27 to provide that eligible state and local 
law enforcement officers and employees retiring after July 1, 1989 shall receive a service retire- 
ment benefit equal to 1.63% (was, 1.60%) of their average final compensation multiplied by the 
number of years of creditable service and to provide that the retirement allowance of those on 
the retirement rolls as of June 1, 1989 shall be increased by 1.9% of the allowance payable on 
June 1, 1989. 

Appropriates from the General Fund to a Reserve for Employee Retirement Benefits in Lieu 
of Tax Exemptions (Reserve Fund) $8 million for fiscal 1989-90 and $8.4 million for fiscal 1990-91 
to fund the employer’s normal cost of 0.21% of payroll for implementing act as it applies to 
Teachers’ and State Employees’ Retirement System. Appropriates from the Highway Fund to 
Reserve Fund $700,000 for fiscal 1989-90 and $710,000 for fiscal 1990-91 for same purpose. 
Provides that all other costs to Teachers’ and State Employees and Local Government 
Employees’ Retirement Systems shall be funded from unencumbered actuarial gains as of Dec. 
31, 1987 by adjusting employer contribution rates for normal and accrued liability costs so that 
the total employer contributions do not increase and so that there is not an increase in the 
scheduled amortization periods for liquidation of unfunded liabilities in the systems.

H 1312. LOW-LEVEL WASTE AMENDMENTS-1 (=S 871). "TO MAKE CLARIFYING AND 
TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS TO VARIOUS STATUTES RELATING TO LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE 
WASTE AND TO THE ISSUANCE OF REVENUE BONDS BY THE NORTH CAROLINA LOW-LEVEL 
RADIOACTIVE WASTE MANAGEMENT AUTHORITY.” Amends GS 104E-8 to increase size of 
Radiation Protection Comm'n from 10 to 12 voting members. and provides that one member must 
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be from NC Chapter of Health Physics Society, and be knowledgeable in field of radiation and 
biological effects thereof. Amends GS 104G-6 to provide that purchase of insurance by Low-Level 
Radioactive Waste Management Authority (Authority) does not waive any immunities otherwise 
available to it. Amends GS 104G-8 to provide that GS Ch. 143, Art. 31A (Defense of State 
Employees) applies to Authority and to provide for legal representation of Authority. Amends GS 
104G-21(a) to forbid local government from negotiating with Authority regarding any reduction in 
the duties of the Governor's Waste Management Board. Amends GS 104G-6 and various provi- 
sions of GS Ch. 159, Art. 5 (Revenue Bonds) to allow Authority to pledge real property as security 
for its revenue bonds, to allow Authority to issue such bonds without approvals from Council of 
State, and to otherwise facilitate issuance of revenue bonds by Authority.

DONE BY PUBLIC UTILITIES. Amends GS 62-31 as title indicates.

H 1316. SPEECH PATHOLOGIST CERTIFIED. "TO REQUIRE THAT STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION 
CERTIFICATION REQUIREMENTS FOR SPEECH PATHOLOGISTS AND AUDIOLOGISTS EMPLOYED IN 
THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS MEET THE MINIMUM STANDARDS FOR SPEECH PATHOLOGISTS AND 
AUDIOLOGISTS LICENSED BY THE STATE." Amends GS 115C-296(a) as title indicates; applicable 
to speech pathologists and audiologists certified on or after ratification date.

H 1317. SEDIMENT CONTROL FILING FEE. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE NORTH CAROLINA 
SEDIMENTATION CONTROL COMMISSION SHALL CHARGE A FILING FEE FOR PROCESSING AN 
EROSION CONTROL PLAN.” Amends GS 113A-54 as title indicates. Directs that moneys collected 
from fee shall be used to (1) eliminate backlog in plans awaiting agency action, (2) decrease 
length of processing period, and (3) increase enforcement of erosion control laws. Effective July 
1, 1989; applicable to erosion control plans submitted after that date.

H 1318. CONVERT TO DISABILITY RETIREMENT. "TO DEFINE THE NOTICE REQUIRED TO 
CONVERT AN EARLY OR SERVICE RETIREMENT BENEFIT TO A DISABILITY RETIREMENT BENEFIT 
IN THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM." Amends GS 135-5(c) to pro- 
vide that notice by beneficiary to former employer within three-year period of beneficiary's elec- 
tion to convert to disability retirement allowance shall be sufficient to allow such conversion if 
beneficiary otherwise meets all requirements for such conversion. Effective July 1, 1989; applica- 
ble to conversions made on or after that date.

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H 1319. DRUG OFFENSE DEATH PENALTY. ”"7O AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF NORTH

DRUG OFFENSES.” Proposes amendment to Art. XI, section 2 of NC Constitution, as title indi- 
cates.

H 1320. SPEEDY TRIAL CHANGES. "7O AMEND THE SPEEDY TRIAL STATUTES. Adds new GS

and recharging; mistrial, or other order for new trial) unless judge issues order extending time in 
which trial may begin. Excludes specified periods of time (during appeal, examination for com- 
pentency to begin trial, dismissals with leave, when witness is unavailable). If trial not begun in 
150 days, sanctions include dismissal with or without prejudice or other appropriate orders. Allows 
defendant to move for expedited trial, and specifies that failure to move for sanction before trial 
or plea is waiver.

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H 1326. REGULATE ASSAULT RIFLES. "TO REGULATE THE SALE AND POSSESSION OF 
ASSAULT WEAPONS.” Adds GS 14, Art. 53B to regulate the sale and possession of assault weap- 
ons as follows: 

Definitions. Includes specified weapons and weapons parts in term "assault weapons” and 
excludes others. 

Unlawful activities. Prohibits any person or firm from possessing, giving, lending, manufac- 
turing, causing to be manufactured, imported, or keeping or offering or exposing for sale in NC 
an assault weapon except as permitted by Article. Violation is a misdemeanor, punishable by 
maximum imprisonment of one year. Anyone who commits another crime while violating this 
Article may receive additional, consecutive sentence of one year for violation. 

Registration and permits. Requires anyone who lawfully possessed an assault weapon be- 
fore Oct. 1, 1989, to register it with Dep't of Justice by Jan. 1, 1991. Beginning Jan. 1, 1990, 
limits sale or transfer of assault weapons in NC to licensed gun dealers (/.e€., a person who has a 
federal firearms license and any business license required by state or local gov't). Requires any- 
one who acquires or wishes to acquire assault weapon in existence on or after Oct. 1, 1989 to 
obtain permit from Dep't of Justice. Requires anyone who obtains title to assault weapon regis- 
tered under Article by bequest or intestate succession to sell it to licensed gun dealer, obtain 
permit from Dep’t of Justice, remove weapon from NC, or render weapon inoperable. Prohibits 
person less than 18 years old or person with prior felony conviction specified in GS 14-415.1 from 
possessing or registering assault weapon. Provides that person who registers assault weapon ac- 
quired before Oct. 1, 1989 can possess it only at residence, place of business, premises owned 
by possessor, property owned by another with owner’s consent, on premises of target range of 
public or private group organized for target shooting practice, on target range with regulatory or 
business license for target shootong practice, on premises of shooting club, or while attending 
designated kinds of firearms exhibitions. 

Licensed gun dealers. Authorizes licensed gun dealer who lawfully possesses assault 
weapon to transport it between dealers or out of NC, to display it at any gun show licensed by 
state or local gov't, and to sell it to a resident outside NC. 

Assault Weapons Comm'n. Creates nine-member Assault Weapons Comm’n and directs 
Comm'n to adopt rules and procedures to determine whether particular firearms are legitimate 
sports or recreational firearms. Specifies factors for Comm’n to consider in making such determi- 
nations. Authorizes a licensed gun dealer or manufacturer of assault weapon to petition Comm’n 
to have firearm declared a legitimate sports or recreational firearm. Directs Comm'n to notify 
General Assembly within seven days of any findings and provides that no decision of Comm'n 
under Article shall become effective for 90 days. 

Effective date. Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

H 1327. DEATH FROM DRUG USE IS MURDER. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE UNLAWFUL

imprisonment and/or a fine). Effective Oct. 1, 1989 and applies to offenses occurring on or after 
that date.

IF THE PERSON WAS VOTING ON ELECTION DAY.” Amends GS 163-227.2(e) as title indicates.

H 1330. DRUG FREE SCHOOLS. "TO STRENGTHEN PENALTIES FOR THE MANUFACTURE, SALE,

SCHOOL PROPERTY.” Adds new GS 90-95.01 to increase penalties for drug offenses that take 
place within 1,000 feet of any school, college or university or on or about any school or activity 
bus or vehicle transporting students to or from such an institution.

(1) for first offense by juvenile, supervised probation for one year plus 20 hours of public service 
in facility for the elderly or mentally handicapped children; (2) for second or subsequent offense 
by juvenile, remanded to Div’n of Youth Services for six months to a year; (3) for first offense by 
a person 16 or 17 years old, punishment as a class J felon with supervised probation for two 
years, 40 hours of public service and $500 fine; (4) for second or subsequent offense by same, 
$1,000 and minimum sentence of two years as youthful offender in state prisom not subject to 
reduction by gain time, good time or parole; (5) for first offense by person 18 or older, punish- 
ment as a class E felon with $500 fine and at least ten years in prison not subject to reduction; 
and (6) for second or subsequent offense by same, $10,000 fine not subject to reduction. 
Prohibits pleas to lesser offenses unless in opinion of prosecutor accused could not be convicted 
of offense charged. Provides that fines collected are to be forwarded to local board of education 
in county in which offender was sentenced to be used for drug prevention programs. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1989.

S 855. LIFE INSURANCE SALES AMENDMENTS. "TO AMEND THE LAW RELATING TO 
DISCLOSURE OF LIFE INSURANCE POLICIES.” Adds new GS 58-2#3.13 regarding insurance poli- 
cies that fund “prearrangements,” which are agreements entered into before a person’s death 
for the provision of specific funeral or cemetery merchandise for that person. Sets out disclosures 
that insurance agent must make to insured at time of purchase of such policy. Effective July 1, 
1989.

S 856. INACTIVE SITES AMENDMENTS (=H 1223). "TO CLARIFY VARIOUS STATUTES RELATING

S 857. ADMINISTRATIVE ADJUDICATOR STATUS. "TO CONFIRM THE STATUS OF THE UTILITIES 
COMMISSION, THE INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION AND THE OFFICE OF ADMINISTRATIVE HEARINGS 
AS INDEPENDENT ADJUDICATIVE AGENCIES UNDER ARTICLE Ili, SECTION 11, AND ARTICLE IV, 
SECTION 3 OF THE CONSTITUTION, TO PROVIDE FOR THEIR ADMINISTRATION, AND TO EQUALIZE 
THE SALARIES, BENEFITS AND POWERS OF ADMINISTRATIVE ADJUDICATORS." 

Administrative Adjudicatory Agencies. Enacts new GS Ch. 143 regarding administrative 
agencies that exercise judicial powers and that are not part of any executive department. 
Provides that Utilities Comm'n, Industrial Comm’n, and Office of Administrative Hearings are such 
agencies, and transfers the first two from the Dep’t of Commerce. Creates an Administrative 
Services Div’n for such agencies, and provides for appointment of its director by committee com- 
prised of chairmen of three listed agencies. Provides that Dep’t of Commerce and Office of 
Administrative Hearings employees now providing administrative services to the listed agencies 
are transferred to new Div’n. Protects salaries and grades of transferred employees. Transfers 
organizational provisions of GS Ch. 62, 97, and 7A, regarding listed agencies, to new GS Ch. 
143.

Provides for same pay scale for chairman and members of Industrial 
Comm'n and for Chief Administrative Law Judge. Provides that hearing examiners of Utilities 
Comm’n, deputies of Industrial Comm’n, and administrative law judges to be paid at same rate 
as district court judges, with senior hearing examiner, chief deputy, and senior administrative law 
judge to be paid at same rate as chief district court judge. Provides that all Comm’rs, examiners, 
deputies, and administrative law judges subject to standards of judicial conduct; Comm’rs and 
Chief Administrative Law Judge subject to impeachment for violation and examiners, deputies, 
and judges subject to discharge. Provides that term of Industrial Comm’rs and Chief 
Administrative Law Judge to be 8 years (now, 6 and 4 years, respectively) and appointments 
subject to confirmation by General Assembly. Extends by two years present terms of Industrial 
Comm’rs and provides that first 8-year appointment of Chief Administrative Law Judge to begin in 
1993. Provides that administrative law judges to have same power of subpoena and contempt as 
do Utilities and Industrial Comm'rs. 
introduced by Barker (by request). Referred to Rules. 








S 858. ABC PERMITS/UNINCORPORATED AREAS. "TO ALLOW ABC PERMITS TO BE ISSUED IN 
CERTAIN UNINCORPORATED AREAS OF THE STATE." Amends GS 18B-603(f2) and GS 18B- 
101(16) to permit the issuance without an election of all on-premises permits in unincorporated 
areas, defined as an area in a county (1) that borders on another state; (2) where ABC stores are 
permitted in one or more cities in the county: (3) where the on-premises sale of unfortified wines 
and malt beverages is permitted countywide or in two or more cities in the county and such 
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unincorporated area has levied assessments or dues and provided municipal services for three or 
more years and contains more than 1,000 acres and is made up of privately-owned land and land 
owned by a club having more than 200 members and was created for municipal and recreational 
purposes. Exempts Robeson, Cleveland, Rutherford and Polk Counties. 

Introduced by Goldston. Referred to Alcoholic Beverage Control. 


S 859. GIFTS TO PROFESSIONAL ASS’N PAC. "TO ALLOW PERSONS OTHER THAN 
INDIVIDUALS TO MAKE LIMITED CONTRIBUTIONS TO POLITICAL ACTION COMMITTEES OF 
PROFESSIONAL ASSOCIATIONS.” Adds new GS 163-278.19(f) to permit corporations, business en- 
tities, labor unions, professional associations, and insurance companies to contribute not more 
than $500 in any calendar year to the political committee of a professional ass’n. Adds new GS 
163-278.9(a)(la) requiring political committees that wish to accept such contributions to so state in 
their organizational statements required under paragraph (I) of the same subsection. Directs State 
Board of Elections to make public periodically a list of committees so designated. Effective as to 
contributions made on or after Sept. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Goldston. Referred to Elections. 


S 860. APA TECHNICAL CHANGES. "TO REQUIRE ADMINISTRATIVE LAW JUDGES TO MAKE 
FINAL DECISIONS IN CERTAIN CONTESTED CASES UNDER THE ADMINISTRATIVE PROCEDURE 
ACT AND TO MAKE UNIFORM THE JUDICIAL REVIEW OF ADMINISTRATIVE DECISIONS." This bill 
will be digested in tomorrow’s Bulletin. 

introduced by Joe Johnson. Referred to Judiciary 3. 


S 861. INFRACTION DISMISSAL/NO POINTS. "TO PROVIDE THAT NO INSURANCE POINTS SHALL 
BE ASSESSED WHEN AN INFRACTION IS DISMISSED UPON THE PAYMENT OF COURT COSTS." 
Amends GS 58-124.33(g) definition of conviction to exclude infractions dismissed upon the pay- 
ment of court costs. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Insurance. 


S 862. LIMIT COMMUNITY SERVICE PAROLE. "7O PROVIDE THAT A PRISONER SERVING A 
MANDATORY MINIMUM SENTENCE SHALL NOT BE ELIGIBLE FOR COMMUNITY SERVICE PAROLE 
UNTIL COMPLETION OF THAT MINIMUM SENTENCE." Amends GS 15A-1371(h) and 15A-1380.2(h) 
as title indicates, for prisoners sentenced on or after Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 863. HYPODERMIC SYRINGE DISPOSAL. "TO CLARIFY THE LAW GOVERNING THE DISPOSAL 
OF HYPODERMIC SYRINGES AND NEEDLES.” Amends GS 90-113.4A to prohibit firms or other 
entities from disposing of hypodermic needies or syringes except by incineration under rules 
adopted by the Comm'n for Health Services. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

introduced by Smith. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 864. JUVENILE PLACEMENT REVIEW. "TO AMEND THE LAW REGARDING NOTICE OF 
PLACEMENT OF CERTAIN JUVENILES AND REVIEW OF DISPOSITIONS." Amends GS 7A-647 to 
require that before court may issue order placing juvenile in custody of Dep’t of Social Services, 
Dep’t must be made party to proceeding and Director must be given opportunity to be heard 
after not less than five days’ notice. Amends GS 7A-657(d) to provide that any dispositional alter- 
native available to judge at dispositional hearing is also available at review hearing, and that mo- 
tion in the cause pursuant to GS Ch. 50 need not be commenced in order for court to change 
custody of juvenile at review hearing. Effective Oct. 1. 1989: applies to court placements and 
review on and after that date. 

Introduced by Taft. Referred to Judiciary 3. 
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S 865. MOTORCYCLE SAFETY, PROGRAM. "TO ESTABLISH AND FUND A PROGRAM OF 
MOTORCYCLE SAFETY INSTRUCTION AND TO PROVIDE FOR A TEN PERCENT LIABILITY PREMIUM 
INSURANCE DISCOUNT FOR CERTIFIED GRADUATES OF THE PROGRAM." Adds new GS 115D-72, 
establishing statewide motorcycle safety instruction program in community college system. 
Provides program to be developed and administered by motorcycle safety coordinator, either ap- 
pointed by or contracted by the State Board of Community Colleges. Provides that program to be 
funded only from Motorcycle Safety Instruction Fund established by Act. Adds new GS 20-88.2, 
establishing Fund cited above, funded by $3 increase in motorcycle registration fee, and limits 
use of Fund moneys to safety program. Amends GS 58-124.31 to require that motorcycle liability 
insurance rates grant 10% discount to persons presenting proof of successful completion of 
safety course established pursuant to Act, with Rate Bureau required to file revised classification 
plan providing for such discounts by Sept. 1, 1989. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Taft. Referred to Transportation. 


S 868. NO FINANCED VEHICLE SUBLEASING. "TO PROHIBIT INDUCEMENT OF THE BUYER OF 
A MOTOR VEHICLE UNDER RETAIL INSTALLMENT CONTRACT OR THE LESSEE OF A MOTOR 
VEHICLE UNDER A LEASE CONTRACT TO SUBLEASE THE MOTOR VEHICLE WITHOUT THE 
WRITTEN CONSENT OF THE HOLDER OF THE RETAIL INSTALLMENT CONTRACT OR THE 
LESSOR." Adds new GS Ch. 20, Art. 11A as title indicates. Provides that one damaged by such a 
sublease arrangement may bring suit against the person who induced by the sublease for actual 
damages, equitable relief, punitive damages, attorney’s fees and costs, and other relief. 
Introduced by Cobb. Referred to Transportation. 


S 869. SUPERFUND AUTHORIZATION (=H 1222). "TO CLARIFY STATE AGENCY AUTHORITY 
WITH RESPECT TO THE FEDERAL SUPERFUND PROGRAM." See identical bill H 1222. 
Introduced by Tally. Referred to Environment. 


S 870. REGULATE HAZARDOUS WASTE DISPOSAL. "TO REGULATE THE DISPOSAL OF 
HAZARDOUS WASTE." Blank bill; no substantive provisions. 
Introduced by Tally. Referred to Environment. 


S 871. LOW-LEVEL WASTE AMENDMENTS-1 (=H 1312). "TO MAKE CLARIFYING AND 
TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS TO VARIOUS STATUTES RELATING TO LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE 
WASTE AND TO THE ISSUANCE OF REVENUE BONDS BY THE NORTH CAROLINA LOW-LEVEL 
RADIOACTIVE WASTE MANAGEMENT AUTHORITY.” See identical bill H 1312. 

Introduced by Tally. Referred to Environment. 


S 872. FEE CHANGES. "TO MAKE MISCELLANEOUS CHANGES IN FEE STATUTES, TO 
IMPLEMENT BASE BUDGET RECOMMENDATIONS." Amends numerous statutes setting fees col- 
lected by Dep’t of Agriculture and Dep’t of Labor as follows:

305 to define slot machine in each section in the same way term is defined in GS 14-306. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Judiciary 1.

Senate committee substitute provides that five members of Albemarle Hospital Board of 
Trustees shall be appointed for one-year terms and five members for two-year terms. Also 
provides that successors shall be appointed for two-year terms. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 193. FAIRMONT ZONING NOTICES. 
Senate committee substitute replaces skeleton bill. Modifies GS 160A-384 to provide that in 
lieu of mailing notice of proposed zoning actions to property owners or others, Fairmont may 
give published newspaper notice. Specifies frequency of publication and size of notice. 
Newspaper notice effective only for owners who reside in area of general circulation of the 
newspaper; others must be notified by mail pursuant to GS 160A-384. 


S 358. AMEND TIME SHARE ACT. (See p. 291) 
Senate committee substitute makes following changes: (1) sets 180 days (240 days in origi- 
nal bill) as time period in which time share developer must record time share instrument 
after execution of contract of sale); (2) provides that at expiration of 180 days (240 days in 
Original bill) escrow agent must return purchaser’s payments unless purchaser and developer 
give written consent to 120-day extension of developer's duty to record instrument and of 
escrow period; and (3) trust or escrow account may be interest-bearing and interest earned 
belongs to developer. 


S 398. ETHNIC HARASSMENT IN SCHOOLS. (See p. 318) 
Senate amendment provides that local school board policies shall specify disciplinary meas- 
ures that may be taken (in original bill, “to be taken”) against persons who engage in ethnic 
harassment while on school property or while participatina in school activities. 


S 437. WILMINGTON SERVICE LIENS. (See p. 346) 
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Senate committee substitute adds requirement that notice be mailed to property owner at 
address on most recent property tax listing within 30 days after charge becomes delinquent, 
and provides that lien is not valid until statement is filed in office of clerk of superior court 
containing name and address of person against whom lien is claimed, name of unit claiming 
lien, amount of unpaid charges, and date and place of furnishing services for which lien is 
claimed. Provides that lien may be discharged by payment of lien plus costs. 


S 479. WILSON ZONING NOTICES. (See p. 366) 
Senate committee substitute authorizes Wilson to publish map showing boundaries of area 
subject to proposed zoning once a week for four successive weeks in newspaper rather than 
using mail notice when zoning any property. Provides that publication notice is effective only 
for property owners resideing in newspaper’s general circulation area and that other property 
owners must be notified by mail. 


S 519. CONTINUING CARE CENTERS. (See p. 400) 
Senate committee substitute makes following changes: (1) restates the content of forecasted 
revenues and expenditures required of proposed and existing facilities in the annual disclo- 
sure statement required of licensees. (2) requires an audited financial statement for the most 
recent year, as part of the annual disclosure statement, rather than an income statement for 
the three preceding years. (3) Permits Comm’r of Insurance to require, annually or more 
frequently if necessary, resubmission from licensees of information in original application for 
license, if determined such information needed for review of licensee. (4) Modifies provisions 
regarding release from escrow account of entrance fees. (5) Provides that bill does not af- 
fect authority of Dept. of Human Resources to license or regulate health service facility of 
domiciliary service facility. (6) Makes technical additions. 


S 555. ROCKY MOUNT ZONING NOTICES. (See p. 414) 
Senate committee substitute modifies GS 160A-384 to provide that in lieu of mailing notice 
of proposed zoning actions to property owners or others, Rocky Mount may give published 
newspaper notice. Specifies frequency of publication and size of notice. Newspaper notice 
effective only for owners who reside in area of general circulation of the newspaper; others 
must be notified by mail pursuant to GS 160A-384. 


S 652. STATESVILLE PRIVATE SALE (See p. 477) 
Senate committee substitute replaces original bill with “AN ACT TO ALLOW THE CITY OF 
STATESVILLE TO CONVEY CERTAIN PROPERTY AT PRIVATE SALE.” Permits Statesville to 
convey specified property to Arts and Science Museum, Inc. 


S 697. ARBORETUM NAME CHANGE. (See p. 507) 
Senate amendment makes technical change. 


S 784. FLEXIBLE BENEFIT PLANS. (See p. 556) 
Senate amendment makes technical corrections and provides that flexible benefits plan for 
officers and employees of state agencies under GS 143-34.1 may not include benefits pro- 
vided under GS Ch. 120, Art. 1A or GS Ch. 135, Art. 1, 3, and 4.

The following bill was introduced and referred to committee on April 12. RALEIGH 


S 860. APA TECHNICAL CHANGES. "TO REQUIRE ADMINISTRATIVE LAW JUDGES TO MAKE 
FINAL DECISIONS IN CERTAIN CONTESTED CASES UNDER THE ADMINISTRATIVE PROCEDURE 
ACT AND TO MAKE UNIFORM THE JUDICIAL REVIEW OF ADMINISTRATIVE DECISIONS." Generally, 
makes numerous substantive, technical and clarifying changes in the Administrative Procedure Act 
(APA), GS Ch. 150B, and revises administrative and judicial review provisions for decisions of 
several state agencies, commissions and officials. 

Chapter 150B Revisions. Amends GS 150B-34 to provide that under APA, Art. 3 the admin- 
istrative law judge makes a final (now, recommended) decision in contested cases. 

Amends GS 150B-45 to provide that the notice of appeal from contested cases in which an 
-administrative law judge has made a decision under APA, Art. 3 or a recommended decision 
under APA, Art. 3A is to be filed in the Court of Appeals. Provides that the notice of appeal from 
a final agency decision in a contested case that did not involve an administrative law judge is to 
be filed in the Superior Court of Wake County or in the superior court in which the person 
seeking review resides. Amends GS 150B-51 to delete provision requiring reviewing court to make 
initial determinations concerning agency handling of evidence not presented to the administrative 
law judge and agency statements of reasons for not accepting recommended decisions. 

Amends GS 150B-23(a) to provide that decisions of the State Personne! Comm'n are bind- 
ing on local governments (now, decisions are binding only in discrimination cases). 

Amends GS 150B-1 to apply APA, Art. 5 rule publication requirements to Administrative 
Rules Review Comm'n, Employment Security Comm'n, Industrial Comm’n, Occupational Safety 
and Health Review Board and Utilities Comm’n. Repeals exemption from APA. Art. 4 judicial re- 
view provisions for State Banking Comm’n; Comm’'r of Banks; and Dep’t of Commerce, Savings & 
Loan and Credit Union Div’ns. Provides that when agencies subject to special hearings provisions 
of APA, Art. 3A (occupational licensing agencies; State Banking Comm’n, Comm’r of Banks, 
Dep’t of Commerce, Savings & Loan and Credit Union Div’ns, Comm’r and Dep’t of Insurance) 
request an administrative law judge to hear a contested case the ordinary APA, Art. 3 hearing 
rules will apply (except as otherwise provided). 

Amends GS 150B-26, -32, and 40(e) to transfer from the Director of the Office of 
Administration Hearings to the Chief Administrative Law Judge the authority to order consolidation 
of cases and designate administrative law judges to hear cases. 

Conforming and Other Amendments Affecting Administrative Entities. Amends 53-215 and 
-231 to provide that State Banking Comm'n decisions on appeals of Comm’r of Banks’ rulings 
regarding acquisitions by bank holding companies (GS 53-211, -212(2) and -227.1) are to be 
made as provided in APA, Art. 3A and to provide that judicial review of Comm'n decisions may be 
obtained by filing an appeal as provided in APA, Art. 4. 

Amends GS 54B-48.7 and -71 to provide that judicial review of decisions of the 
Administrator of the Savings and Loan Div’n concerning cease and desist orders, penalties, and 
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acquisitions may be obtained by filing an appeal as provided in APA, Art. 4. 

Completely rewrites GS 58-9.3 and repeals GS 58-9.4 to -9.6 to provide that judicial review 
of decisions and orders of the Comm’r of Insurance may be obtained by filing an appeal as 
provided in APA, Art. 4. 

Amends GS 131E-188 to require in certificate of need contested cases that discovery be 
completed in 60 days (now, 90), a hearing be held within 60 days of end of discovery (now, 45), 
and a final decision be issued by the administrative law judge within 45 days (now, 75). Provides 
that appeais of administrative law judges decision may be taken in accordance with APA, Art. 4 
and makes other conforming amendments. 

Amends GS 18B-104 to provide that Alcoholic Beverage Control Comm’n actions with re- 
gard to administrative penalties be handled by informal procedures in accordance with GS 150B- 
22. Provides that one dissatisfied with such an action may commence a contested case under 
APA, Art. 3. Amends GS 18B-906 to delete exception permitting alcoholic beverage control permit 
hearings to be held at specified locations. 

Amends GS 115C-116 to transfer power to enforce final decisions with respect to place- 
ment of exceptional children from the State Board of Education to an administrative law judge 
and to make other conforming amendments. 

Amends GS 126-25 to provide that objections to material in personnel files are subject to 
appeal under APA, Art. 3 and to judicial review under APA, Art. 4. Provides that employee or 
applicant appeals of disciplinary actions, adverse actions resulting from opposition to discrimina- 
tion, discriminatory failure to hire and failures to post jobs or give priority consideration are to 
filed as contested cases under APA, Art. 3 (now, appeal is to State Personnel Comm'n). Makes 
several other conforming and technical changes to Ch. 126. 

Makes conforming amendments to GS 95-135(j) and -138(a).

HOUSE BILLS \ 
The following bill was introduced and referred to committee on April 12. 


H 1225. SOLID WASTE REVISIONS. "TO SUBSTANTIALLY REVISE SOLID WASTE 
MANAGEMENT IN NORTH CAROLINA.” Adds following new sections to Part 2 of Art. 9 of GS 
Ch. 130A (Solid and Hazardous Waste Management) as title indicates. 

State Solid Waste Management Goals. GS 130A-290.6 establishes the following solid waste 
management goals: (1) reduce by 1995 the volume of solid waste requiring disposal in landfills to 
30 percent of 1989 volume, (2) implement by 1995 a solid waste collection system in all counties 
and (3) initiate programs to expand markets for recyclable materials. GS 130A-290.7 provides for 
the regulation of biohazardous and biological waste (defined in bill) and ash generated by solid 
waste management facilities from the burning of solid waste. Requires disposal of ash in compli- 
ance with standards to be developed by the Department of Human Resources (DHR), and re- 
quires DHR to initiate rulemaking and conduct at least one public hearing by Feb. 1, 1990. 
Outlines circumstances under which recovered materials (materials that can be removed from 
solid waste stream for recycling) are not subject to Art. 9. 

DHR Powers and Duties. GS 130A-291.1 grants DHR additional powers and duties, includ- 
ing the following: (1) develop and implement in consultation with local governments a state solid 
waste management program and update it at least every three years; (2) provide technical assis- 
tance in solid waste management; (3) encourage recycling and resource recovery systems, includ- 
. ing the possible development of regional solid waste management facilities; (4) contract with 
| private industry or the University of North Carolina (UNC) to help implement the state solid waste 

management program and related activities; (5) charge fees for its services related to solid waste 
management, but user fees must apply uniformly within each local government to all users pro- 
vided with services; (6) make rules that regulate solid waste management facilities; (7) research 
alternative solid waste management and landfill closure methods; (8) develop a directory of mar- 
kets for recovered materials and develop strategies to expand their use; (9) manage a program of 
grants for solid waste management and recycling; and (10) initiate rulemaking by Feb. 1, 1990 to 
address the management of biohazardous and biological waste. Amends GS 130A-294(a) to re- 
quire that applicants for a permit to build a solid waste management facility must designate a 
temporary backup disposal area or disposal process for the facility. Authorizes DHR to deny per- 
mit if an applicant has been responsible for violations of statutes. rules, or conditions relating to a 
solid waste management facility. Authorizes DHR to include permit conditions necessary to 
achieve compliance with recycling requirements. GS 130A-294.1 requires DHR to make rules for 
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the production of hygienically safe compost at solid waste management facilities, and to establish 
a classification scheme for compost and prescribe its allowable uses. Directs DHR to initiate rule- 
making within six months after effective date and to promulgate rules 12 months later. GS 130A- 
294.2 requires each local government to determine annually the full cost for solid waste manage- 
ment within its service area (defined in bill) according to a method developed by DHR. Further 
requires local governments to inform users at least annually of their share of the full cost for solid 
waste management. Authorizes local governments that own or operate a solid waste management 
facility to charge disposal fees according to factors listed in bill, and permits any local govern- 
ment to impose a fee for solid waste services that may be used to develop a recycling program. 

State Solid Waste Management Program. GS 130A-294.3 requires DHR to initiate its solid 
waste management program by Feb. 1, 1990 and to begin adoption of the rules needed to imple- 
ment it by Dec. 31, 1990. Requires the program to be updated at least once every three years, 
and provides that at a minimum it must include the following: (1) requirements to ensure that 
local governments cooperate in solid waste management; (2) planning guidelines and technical 
assistance to local governments to reduce solid waste disposal and to implement recycling pro- 
grams; and (3) a public education program. Requires DHR to prepare an annual status report on 
solid waste management efforts that covers information listed in bill. 

Local Government Solid Waste Responsibilities. GS 130A-294.4 provides that counties have 
the responsibility and power to operate solid waste disposal facilities to meet the needs of all 
incorporated and unincorporated areas of the county, and municipalities are responsible for col- 
lecting and transporting solid waste from their jurisdictions to a facility operated by the municipal- 
ity or a county. Recognizes the authority of municipalities to provide for the collection of solid 
waste generated within its boundaries. Authorizes local governments to charge reasonable fees 
for the handling and disposal of solid waste at their facilities, but provides that fees charged at a 
county facility to municipalities without a facility shall not be greater than fees charged to other 
users unless permitted by law. Directs each county to initiate a recycling program by July 1, 1990 
that complies with specified requirements. Requires each county to ensure to the extent possible 
that municipalities within its boundaries participate in recycling and solid waste management pro- 
grams, and sets out county and municipal solid waste reduction goals that a county must try to 
achieve. Provides that each county beginning Oct. 1, 1990 must submit an annual report to DHR 
on its program, and authorizes DHR to modify a county’s solid waste reduction goal under speci- 
fied circumstances. Permits local governments to contract with others to fulfill their responsibilities 
for solid waste disposal. Regulates the development of recycling programs by local governments, 
including the procedure for implementing a curbside recyclable materials collection program. 
Provides that local governments may impose stricter solid waste management requirements than 
those imposed by the state. States that a local government may not be required to participate in 
any regional solid waste management until its governing board determines that participation is 
economically feasible. Provides that if a county fails to meet the recycling program requirements 
or its solid waste reduction goal, then it is not eligible for grants from the Solid Waste 
Management Trust Fund and DHR may withhold payment of other funds specified in bill. 

Prohibited Acts and Other Provisions. GS 130A-294.5 requires government agencies and 
state contractors to procure products or materials with recycled content when they are available 
at reasonable prices. GS 130A-294.6 prohibits under specified circumstances the sale or distribu- 
tion of certain metal and plastic containers and foam products, and requires labels on designated 
plastic containers that indicate the plastic resin used to produce them. Prohibits the disposal of 
lead-acid batteries, used oil, yard trash and white goods (defined in bill) in solid waste landfills 
after designated dates. Specifies that fifty percent of fines collected pursuant to Art. 1 of GS Ch. 
130A shall be deposited in the Solid Waste Management Trust Fund, and the balance shall be 
paid to DHR for the cost of enforcing GS 130A-294.6. GS 130A-294.7 regulates the disposal of 
animal parts, fats, byproducts, or vegetable oils by commercial establishments that process food 
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for human consumption. 

Solid Waste Management Trust Fund. GS 130A-294.8 creates the Solid Waste Management 
Trust Fund (Fund), which shail be used by DHR to fund its solid waste reduction activities, make 
grants to local governments and fund research. Sets out separate accounting and use require- 
ments for money allocated to the Fund from waste tire fees. GS 130A-294.9 requires DHR to 
develop a grant program that will enable local governments to operate solid waste management 
recycling and education programs. Sets out formulas for distributing funds for recycling program 
and solid waste education grants, including the factors to be considered by DHR in selecting 
recipients. Outlines items that must be included by local government in grant application permit. 
Provides that $25,000 shall be available annually from the Fund through 1993 to each eligible 
county with a population of less than 30,000. Authorizes DHR to set aside money in the Fund for 
recycling awards to local governments according to specified eligibility requirements. 

Duties of State Agencies. GS 130A-294.10 requires each state agency, the judicial branch 
and UNC by Sept. 1, 1990 to establish a program for the collection of recyclable aluminum and 
waste paper, and, in addition, to implement a solid waste reduction program. Directs the Dep't of 
Commerce to assist and encourage the recycling industry. Requires the Dep't of Commerce to 
investigate potential! markets for composted materials and report its finding to the General 
Assembiy on or before July 1, 1989. Directs the Dep't of Public Instruction to develop guidelines 
for the collection of recyclable materials and for solid waste reduction in the education system by 
Sept. 1, 1990. Requires school boards to instruct students in the recycling of waste materials. 

Regulation of Used Oil. GS 130A-294.11 prohibits disposing of used oil or releasing it into 
the environment in specified ways. GS 130A-294.12 requires DHR to conduct a public education 
program about the benefits of collecting and recycling used oil, and specifies practices that the 
program should encourage. GS 130A-294.13 requires persons to register and file an annual re- 
port with DHR if they transport, collect, or recycle specified amounts of used oil. Permits DHR to 
prescribe a registration fee that may not exceed $25. Makes failure to register punishable by a 
fine of $300. Provides that DHR may regulate used oil as a hazardous waste in a manner consis- 
tent with federal law. GS 130A-294.15 requires the Dep’t of Transportation to study feasibility of 
using recycled oil products in road construction activities. GS 130A-294.16 requires DHR to en- 
courage the voluntary establishment of public used oil collection centers (defined in bill) and recy- 
cling programs and provide technical assistance to persons who organize them. Outlines the 
liability of the owner or operator of a used oil collection center for the release of either used oil 
or a hazardous substance. GS 130A-294.18 requires DHR to develop a grants program for local 
governments that will encourage the collection, reuse, and proper disposal of used oil. Provides 
that no grant may exceed $25,000. GS 130A-294.19 requires DHR to develop a certification pro- 
gram for transporters of used oil, and to require the certification of any person who transports 
annually more than 500 gallons of used oil over public highways after Jan. 1, 1991. GS 130A- 
294.20 requires DHR by Jan. 1, 1991 to develop a permitting system for used oil recycling facili- 
ties, and requires a person to obtain an operation or closure permit before operating, modifying, 
or closing a facility. 

Training of Facility Operators, Landfill Closure and Other Provisions. GS 130A-294.21 estab- 
lishes qualifications for operators of landfills, coordinators of local recycling programs and other 
solid waste management facilities. Provides that a person may not work as an operator of a solid 
waste management facility after Jan. 1, 1991 unless he has completed a training course ap- 
proved by DHR. GS 130A-294.22 requires DHR to regulate by rules adopted no later than March 
1, 1990 the packaging, storage and treatment of biohazardous waste that occurs at facilities 
where it is generated. GS 130A-294.23 establishes the state government recycling demonstration 
project as outlined in the bill. GS 130A-294.24 provides that every owner or operator of a landfill 
is jointly and severally liable for the improper operation and closure of the landfill. Directs owner 
Or operator to establish a fee or another revenue-producing mechanism to ensure the availability 
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of financial resources for proper closure of the landfill. Outlines procedures for handling and 
auditing this revenue. Permits an owner or operator to establish proof of financial responsibility by 
specified alternative means. 

_ Regulation of Waste Tires. GS 130A-294.25 requires owner or operator of a waste tire site 
(defined in bill) to report specified information to DHR and to comply with waste tire disposal 
requirements by July 1, 1990. Directs DHR to adopt by Jan. 1, 1990 rules that set standards for 
waste tire processing facilities, waste tire collection centers and waste tire collectors, and also 
that set permit requirements for facilities and centers. GS 130A-294.26 sets out fee imposed on 
person making retail sales (defined in bill) of new motor vehicle tires for each new tire sold; 
outlines procedures for paying fee to Dep’t of Revenue. Provides that proceeds of the fee, less 
administrative costs, shall be transferred into the waste tire account with the Solid Waste 
Management Trust Fund (Fund). GS 130A-294.27 requires DHR by July 1, 1990 to establish a 
grant program to counties that wish to become involved in a waste tire processing facility or 
waste tire collection. Outlines procedures for awarding grants. 

Research and Procurement of Recycled Materials. GS 130A-294.28 addresses research, 
training and service activities by UNC that relate to solid and hazardous waste management. 
Amends Art. 3 (Purchases and Contracts) and Art. 8 (Public Contracts) of GS Ch. 143 to require 
Sec’y of Administration to review and revise procurement procedures to eliminate discrimination 
against products and materials with recycled content, except where necessary to protect public 
health, safety and welfare. Requires Se~'y to review and revise procurement procedures by Sept. 
1, 1990 to ensure the purchase of materials that may be recycled or reused when they are dis- 
carded. New GS 136-285 requires the Dep’t of Transportation as specified in the bill to expand 
its use of recovered materials in its construction programs. 

Littering. Repeals GS 14-399.1 (dumping litter). Amends GS 14-399 (littering) to make the 
punishment specified in the bill depend on the volume or weight of the litter that is dumped. 
Authorizes a court to enjoin a littering violation and provides for the forfeiture of specified vehicles 
used in littering. Provides for treble damages in a civil action by a person who sustains damages 
for a felony viclation. Creates a presumption that litter dumped from a commercial vehicle is 
presumed to have been dumped for commercial purposes, and provides that the defendant has 
the burden of proving that he had authority to dump litter and that it did not cause a public 
nuisance. Provides that it shall be the duty of all law enforcement officer to enforce GS 14-399, 
and defines "law enforcement officer” to include for this limited purpose any employee of a 
county or municipal park or recreation department designated as a litter enforcement officer. 
Defines “litter” as specified in bill. Amends GS 20-16(c) to provide that three driver’s-license 
points shall be assessed for a littering conviction pursuant to GS 14-399 that involves the use of a 
motor vehicle. 

Waste Newsprint Disposal Fees. New GS 130A-295.2 imposes on and after Jan. 1, 1990 a 
$.10 product waste disposa! fee upon every producer or publisher for each ton of newsprint con- 
sumed. Outlines the procedure for paying the fee to the Dep’t of Revenue, and it provides that 
the proceeds of the fee shall be transferred to the Solid Waste Management Trust Fund. 
Provides for ithe fee’s possible recission or an increase in the fee depending upon specified de- 
terminations by DHR about the amount of newsprint that is being recycled. 

Advance Disposal Fee and Container Deposit. New GS 130A-295.3 creates an infrastructure 
to implement additional mechanisms specified in bill that may be needed for the future reduction 
of solid waste. Provides for an advance disposal fee of $.01 per container charged by retailers if 
on Oct. 1, 1993 specified containers are not being recycled at a sustained rate of 50% of the 
quantities of these containers that are sold within the state. Contains provisions to increase the 
fee to $.02 per container if conditions specified in the bill are met. Provides that the advance 
disposal fee shall be paid to the Dep't of Revenue as specified in the bill, and the proceeds shall 
be transferred into the Container Recycling Trust Fund (Fund). Provides that containers may be 
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returned for a refund on the advance disposal fee, and the bill specifies how unclaimed money in 
the Fund will be allocated to support container recycling programs. New GS 130A-295.3 is re- 
pealed effective Oct. 1, 1996 and shall be reviewed before then by the General Assembly. New 
GS 130A-295.4 provides that every container (defined in bill) sold or offered for sale shall have a 
refund value established by the distributor of not less than $.05. Requires consumers to pay the 
refund value of each container purchased from a dealer as a deposit, but no deposit is required 
if the container is sold for consumption of the beverage on the premises. Outlines the procedure 
for returning containers and receiving cash refunds. Makes violation of section punishable as a 
misdemeanor. New GS 130A-295.4 becomes effective Oct. 1, 1996, but it also is repealed effec- 
tive that date and shall be reviewed before then by the General Assembly. Adds new GS 105- 
164.13B to exempt from sales tax industrial machinery and equipment purchased for use in 
manufacturing if it is involved in recycling materials as specified in the bill. Outlines procedure for 
claiming exemption by through refunds of previously paid taxes. 

Effective Date. Except as otherwise indicated, all provisions become effective August 1, 
1989.

House amendment provides that program guidelines and standards for retired senior volun- 
teer programs funded under bill must comply with requirements developed by Dep't of 
Human Resources and directs Dep't to consider requiring local matching funds for such 
programs (deletes requirement that guidelines for local matching funds must comply with 
federal guidelines).

HOUSE BILLS 


H 1332. OLD WILKES FUNDS. "7TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR HISTORIC PRESERVATION IN 
WILKES COUNTY.” Appropriates from General Fund to Old Wilkes, Inc., $5,000 for fiscal 1989-90 
to assist in historic preservation projects in Wilkes County. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Brown. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 1333. ADAP FUNDS. "7TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR ADULT DEVELOPMENTAL ACTIVITIES 
PROGRAM SERVICES." Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of 
Mental Health, Mental Retardation, and Substance Abuse Services $1,592,300 for fiscal 1989-90 
for the Adult Developmental Activities Program to raise the reimbursement level to $280 per client 
per month. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Greenwood. Referred to Human Resources. 


H 1334. MOTOR VEHICLE INSPECTIONS. "TO PROVIDE FOR INSPECTIONS OF MOTOR VEHICLES 
WITHIN TEN DAYS OF RETAIL SALE." Amends GS 20-183.2(c) to provide that all motor vehicle 
dealers must have new or used motor vehicle inspected before or within 10 days after retail sale. 
Requires NC resident who buys vehicle at auction to operate it from place of purchase and to 
have vehicle inspected or reinspected within 10 days. Dealer that has inspection conducted within 
10 days after sale must keep records of compliance with statute for inspection by Div’n of Motor 
Vehicles. 

Introduced by Mercer. Referred to Commerce. 


H 1335. TRIO PROGRAM FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE TRIO PROGRAM AT 
CENTRAL PIEDMONT COMMUNITY COLLEGE." Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Community Colleges $10,000 for fiscal 1989-90 for Trio Program, which assists low income and 
potential first generation college students, at Central Piedmont Community College. Effective July 
1, 1989. 

Introduced by Cunningham. Referred to Education. 


H 1336. PRISONERS’ MEDICAL CARE STUDY. "AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH 
COMMISSION TO STUDY THE MEDICAL CARE PROVIDED TO PRISONERS IN NORTH CAROLINA 
JAILS AND PRISONS AND THE LIABILITY FOR PAYMENT OF EXPENSES INCURRED TO PROVIDE 
THAT CARE." As title indicates; final report due 1991, interim report may be made in 1990. 
Introduced by Holt. Referred to Rules. 


H 1337. SCHOOL HEALTH COORDINATOR FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PROVIDE 
SCHOOL HEALTH COORDINATORS TO ALL SCHOOL SYSTEMS THAT ARE NOT CURRENTLY BEING 
SERVED BY STATE-FUNDED SCHOOL HEALTH COORDINATORS." Appropriates $3,536,385 for 
each year of biennium for salaries, benefits, and related expenses for 50 additional school health 
coordinators. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Holt. Referred to Education. 
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H 1338. FLORENCE CRITTENTON FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE FLORENCE 
CRITTENTON HOME." Appropriates $1 million from General Fund to Dep't of Human Resources 
as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Miller. Referred to Human Resources. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 875. STUDENT PROMOTION STANDARDS. "TO ASSURE THAT STUDENTS WHO HAVE NOT 
DEMONSTRATED ACADEMIC COMPETENCIES SUFFICIENT TO MEET THE DEMANDS OF THE NEXT 
GRADE ARE NOT PROMOTED." Adds GS 115C-307(d1) to require public school teacher to evalu- 
ate each student for promotion and to report to principal whether student is qualified for next 
grade. Shields teacher from civil liability for performing this duty except for gross negligence, 
wanton misconduct, or intentional wrongdoing. Amends GS 115C-288(a) to direct principal to con- 
sider teacher’s report and other relevant information in evaluating student for promotion and to 
provide that principal may promote student only if student has demonstrated qualifications for 
next grade. Requires principal to set out in student’s record specific reasons for any promotion 
decision inconsistent with teacher’s report. Shields principal from civil liability for performing this 
duty except for gross negligence, wanton misconduct, or intentional wrongdoing. Effective on rati- 
fication; applies to school years beginning with 1989-90. 

Introduced by Chalk. Referred to Education. 


S 876. AIR CLEANING DEVICE PERMIT. "TO CLARIFY THE INTENT OF THE PROHIBITION 
AGAINST ENTERING INTO CERTAIN CONTRACTS FOR CONSTRUCTION AND INSTALLATION OF ANY 
AIR-CONDITIONING DEVICE PRIOR TO RECEIPT OF A PERMIT.” Amends GS 143-215.108(a) to re- 
strict the prohibition against entering into certain contracts for the installation of air-cleaning de- 
vices without a permit to “noncancellable” contracts. 

Introduced by Harris. Referred to State Government. 


S 877. CLARIFY DUAL OFFICE HOLDING. "TO CLARIFY THE LAW REGARDING DUAL OFFICE 
HOLDING." Blank bill contains no substantive provisions. 
introduced by Murphy. Referred to Election Laws. 


S 878. ATHLETE AGENTS REGULATED-2. "7TO PROVIDE FOR THE REGULATION OF ATHLETE 
AGENTS." Adds GS Ch. 84A, entitled Athlete Agents Regulatory Act, to regulate agents who re- 
cruit athletes to enter into agent or professional sports services contracts or who procure, offer, 
promise, or attempt to obtain, for a fee, employment for any athlete with a professional sports 
team or as a professional athlete. Athlete Agent Regulatory Comm'n. Creates Athlete Agent 
Regulatory Comm'n with one member appointed by each of following: Governor, President Pro 
Tempore of Senate, Speaker of House, athletic director at each NC college or university partici- 
pating in five designated conferences, and NC High School Athletic Ass’n. Authorizes Comm'n to 
adopt rules and standards of conduct for athlete agents to protect NC residents. Registration of 
athlete agents. Requires anyone acting as athlete agent in NC or with NC resident to register with 
Comm'n. Specifies contents of application and accompanying documents. Directs Comm'n to 
evaluate education, training, experience, and character of applicants. Designates contents of re- 
quired registration form. Authorizes Comm'n to deny registration upon proof that applicant has 
engaged in following conduct: false or misleading material statements of fact in application; 
fraudulent conduct; conduct indicating lack of credibility, integrity, or competence to act as fiduci- 
ary; conduct that violated or caused student-athlete to violate NCAA rules; refusal to swear or 
affirm to comply with Comm'n rules and standards. Requires Comm'n to send written notice of 
denial to applicant and to give applicant right to hearing. Authorizes Comm'n to revoke or sus- 
pend registration on same criteria authorizing denial of registration, Provides that registration is 
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valid for one year. Requires Comm'n to charge filing fee for initial registration and annual regis- 
tration fee for initial registration and renewal. Requires each athlete agent to deposit $50,000 
surety bond before issuance of registration or renewal (malpractice insurance coverage of at least 
$50,000, $50,000 certificate of deposit payable to Comm’n, or $50,000 savings account assigned 
to Comm'n deemed equivalent to bond). Authorizes Comm’n to issue temporary registration for 
maximum of 90 days. Athlete agent contracts. Requires all contracts used by athlete agents to be 
on form approved by Comm'n. Requires form to contain agreement to refer to Comm'n any dis- 
pute between athlete and agent over contract. Requires contract to state that agent is registered 
with Comm'n, that registration does not imply Comm’n approval of contract or athlete agent’s 
competence, and that contract may jeopardize athlete’s amateur status. Requires contract to 
state services to be performed and fees to be charged. Contract that does not comply with Act is 
void. Athlete agent fees. Requires each agent to file schedule of fees with Comm'n. Provides that 
if agent negotiates professional sports services contract, agent’s fee is limited to 10% of athlete’s 
annual pay under contract. Sets limits on fees agent may collect if athlete fails to obtain employ- 
ment or is not paid for employment. 

Trust fund. Requires agent to establish trust fund if agent is recipient of athlete’s salary. Records. 
Requires agent to keep designated kinds of records. Prohibitions. Prohibits agent from engaging 
in following conduct: (1) conveying interest in agent’s profits without Comm’n’s written consent; 
(2) having interest in entity involved in same sport as athlete with whom agent has agent contract 
or for whom agent is trying to negotiate professional sports services contract; (3) advising client 
about investments without disclosing agent’s interest in entity giving advice and any commissions 
or fees agent receives due to investments; (4) making contract with athlete that would violate law; 
(5) publishing or causing to be published false, fraudulent, or misleading information, representa- 
tion, notice, or ad or giving false information or making false promises about employment to an 
athlete; (6) dividing fees with professional sports league or franchise or its representatives or em- 
ployees; (7) entering into agreement under which agent offers anything of value to employee of 
an educational institution for referral of a client; and (8) allowing full-time employee of profes- 
sional sports league union or players association to have interest in agent’s revenue. Disputes. 
Requires parties to dispute under Act to refer dispute to Comm’n for hearing and decision, sub- 
ject to de novo court appeal. Establishes criteria for validity of arbitration provisions in agent 
contracts. Criminal penalties. Violation of Act is a Class H felony, punishable by minimum impris- 
onment of one year and maximum imprisonment of 10 years and/or maximum $5,000 fine. 
Effective date. Effective Oct. 1, 1989 and applies to all athlete agent contracts entered into, and 
actions brought, on or after that date, 

Introduced by Murphy. Referred to Judiciary 3. 


S 879. MODERNIZE PAWNBROKER ACT. "TO ESTABLISH THE PAWNBROKERS MODERNIZATION 
ACT." Adds GS Ch. 91A to regulate pawnbrokers. License. Requires pawnbroker to obtain license 
to do business from appropriate local agency. Applicant must have good moral character, must 
not have felony conviction within last 10 years, and must have net assets of $75,000 available for 
use exclusively for business. Specifies contents of petition for license to do business (regarding 
identity of business, character of petitioner, and financial condition of petitioner) and requires 
applicant to pay $50 to clerk of court for cost of investigation of petition and petitioner. Authorizes 
municipalities and taxing districts to adopt Act and other rules they deem appropriate (such rules 
may not regulate interest, fees, recovery charges, hours of operation, nature of business or type 
of pawn transaction, or license fees greater than rates set by state). Authority. Authorizes licensed 
pawnbroker to make loans on pledges of personal property: to deal in bullion stocks; to buy 
merchandise for resale from dealers, traders, and wholesalers: and to use funds in any lawful 
manner in scope of licensee’s creation. Record keeping. Requires pawnbroker to keep consecu- 
tively numbered records of each transaction, corresponding to detachable pawn ticket or copy 
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attached to.record. Requires pawnbroker to enter record of following information on pawn ticket 
at time of transaction: description of property (including any model or serial number); identifica- 
tion and physical description of pledgor; date; type of identification and identification number ac- 
cepted from pledgor; amount of money advanced; date and amount due; all monthly pawn 
charges (including interest, annual percentage rate of interest, and total recovery fee); and 
“stated value” agreed upon by pawnbroker and pledgor. Requires specified statements con- 
cerning conditions of sale or disposal, status, and redemption of pledged property to be printed 
on all pawn tickets. Provides that pledgor must sign and receive copy of pawn ticket and that 
pawnbroker or employee must sign or initial ticket. Records of tickets must be made available for 
inspection and pickup by local law enforcement agencies. Provides that anyone who presents 
pawn ticket is preseumed entitled to redeem pledged goods described on ticket. Pawnbroker 
transactions. Provides that pledged property is subject to sale or disposal if no payment has been 
made on account for 60 days past maturity date of contract, though pledgor and pawnbroker may 
agree to renew contract. Printing of statement about that provision on pawn ticket constitutes 
notice of possible sale or disposal and pledgor’s consent to such sale or disposal. After such 
60-day period, pawnbroker acquires title to pledged property, pledgor’s debt is satisfied, and 
pawnbroker may sell or dispose of property. If pledgor loses ticket, he may make affidavit with 
identification for loss before lapse of redemption period. Pledgor has no duty to redeem pledged 
goods or make any payment on pawn transaction. Fees, interest rates. Sets maximum effective 
interest rate 2.5% per month and prohibits all other charges except monthly fee for specified 
services. Sets maximum amounts of such fees according to amount of principal. Prohibitions. 
Prohibits pawnbrokers from engaging in following conduct: (1) accepting pledge from person less 
than 18 years old; (2) making agreement requiring personal liability of pledgor regarding pawn 
transaction; (3) accepting waiver of any right under Act; (4) failing to exercise reasonable care to 
protect pledged goods from loss or damage; (5) failing to return pledged goods upon full pay- 
ment of amount due by pledgor (pawnbroker must replace lost or damaged goods with property 
of like kind or, if parties cannot agree about replacement, must reimburse "stated value” to pled- 
gor); (6) accepting any item he knows to be stolen without written agreement by local or state law 
enforcement agency; (7) selling, exchanging, bartering, or removing from pawnshop any goods 
pledged,purchased, or pawned earlier than 48 hours after transaction, except for redemption by 
pledgor or purchase for resale by wholesaler; and (8) operating more than one shop under one 
license. Penalties. Violation of Act is a misdemeanor punishable by maximum imprisonment of six 
months and maximum fine of $500 for each offense. Court may suspend pawnshop’s license of 
violation is knowingly committed by owner, major stockholder, or managing partner of pawnshop. 
However, accepting item known to be stolen shall be punished exclusively under NC criminal 
statutes. Effective date. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. Pawnbroker license issued on or before Oct. 1, 
1989 shall continue until it expires and other provisions of Act apply to such a license; such a 
license may be renewed if it complies with renewal requirements in effect immediately before Oct. 
1, 1989. 

Introduced by Kaplan. Referred to Banks and Thrifts. 


S 880. LRC STUDY EMS ACT. AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO 
STUDY THE ISSUES INVOLVED IN THE EMERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICES ACT OF 1973.” As title 
indicates; requires final report to 1991 session and authorizes interim report to 1990 session. 
Introduced by Harris. Referred to Rules. 


S 881. SINGLE PORTAL PILOT FUNDS (=H 1091). “TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO ESTABLISH 
SINGLE PORTAL OF ENTRY HUMAN SERVICE DELIVERY SYSTEM PILOT PROJECTS IN CERTAIN 
AREAS OF THIS STATE.” See identical bill H 1091. 

Introduced by Harris. Referred to Human Resources. 
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S 882. NO SEAT BELTS IN TAXIS. "TO EXEMPT TAXICABS FROM THE REQUIREMENTS OF THE 
MANDATORY SEAT BELT LAW." Amends GS 20-135.2A(c) to exempt taxicab drivers from manda- 
tory seat belt law. 

Introduced by R. Hunt. Referred to Transportation. 


S 883. EMPLOYER PAY REGISTRATION FEE. "TO PROVIDE THAT AN EMPLOYER SHALL PAY 
THE REGISTRATION FEES FOR GUARDS LICENSED BY THE PRIVATE PROTECTIVE SERVICES 
BOARD.” Amends GS 74C-9 as title indicates. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Sands. Referred to Small Business. 


S 884. OPTICIAN FEES/CONTACT LENS EXAM. "TO INCREASE THE FEES PAYABLE TO THE 
BOARD OF OPTICIANS AND TO REQUIRE SEPARATE LICENSURE EXAMINATION FOR THE 
DISPENSING OF CONTACT LENSES." Amends GS 90-246 to authorize NC State Board of 
Opticians to increase fees to following maximum amounts: examination, $125; initial license, $25; 
license renewal, $100; license for nonresident practitioner, $100; registration of optical place of 
business, $25; application for registration as opticianry apprentice or intern, and renewal, $25; 
and temporary license under GS 90-241(d), $25. Amends GS 90-240 to require applicant for li- 
cense as dispensing optician and dispensing opticians who obtained license after July 1, 1985, to 
pass exam relating to dispensing contact lenses or to qualify for a waiver under GS 90-241(a) in 
order to dispense contact lenses. Requires exam to test skills needed to analyze contact lens 
prescriptions and to dispense contact lenses, proper care and maintenance of contact lenses, 
and manufacturing processes for products offered by dispensing opticians. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Block. Referred to Finance. 


S 885. DIAL-A-PORN OUTLAWED. "TO OUTLAW RECORDED COMMERCIAL OBSCENE 
TELEPHONE COMMUNICATIONS." Adds GS 14-196.3 to make it a general misdemeanor for any 
person to place a telephone call for "commercial purposes,” and make directly or by means of 
recording any obscene or indecent message, or for any person to knowingly permit a telephone 
under his control and connected to a local telephone exchange to be used for such purpose. 
Makes each day’s continuing violation a separate offense. Provides for enforcement by injunction. 
Provides that local telephone exchange may review the message proposed to be transmitted by 
recording by any person applying for use of telephone company’s facilities for purpose of trans- 
mitting commercial message, and may deny request if message appears to violate Act’s 
provisions. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 886. DEBTORS OF JUDGMENT DEBTORS. "TO PERMIT DEBTORS OF JUDGMENT DEBTORS 
TO RESPOND TO COURT SUMMONS BY VERIFIED ANSWER TO INTERROGATORY.” Amends GS 
1-360 to permit persons who have been summoned to answer with respect to a debt they owe to 
a judgment debtor or property they hold belonging to such debtor to respond by verified answer 
to interrogatory in lieu of personal appearance. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Judiciary 3. 


S 887. LRC STUDY WILLIE M. PROGRAM. "AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH 
COMMISSION TO STUDY THE ISSUES RELATING TO THE APPROPRIATE TREATMENT AND 
EDUCATION PROGRAMS FOR CHILDREN BELONGING TO THE CLASS KNOWN AS ‘WILLIE M.’." As 
title indicates; directs final report to 1991 session and authorizes interim report to 1990 session. 
Introduced by Block. Referred to Rules. 
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S 888. AMEND DECLARATORY JUDGMENT ACT. "TO AMEND THE DECLARATORY JUDGMENT 
ACT TO PROVIDE THAT A CONTROVERSY BETWEEN TWO INSURANCE COMPANIES AS TO EXTENT 
OF LIABILITY IN A PENDING ACTION IS A JUSTICIABLE ISSUE." Amends GS 1-257 as title 
indicates. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Judiciary 3. 


S 889. DECEDENT ESTATE PROPERTY. "7O PROVIDE FOR COLLECTION OF PROPERTY IN 
DECEDENTS' ESTATES BY DEVISEES AND PUBLIC ADMINISTRATORS.” Makes parallel amend-

upon receipt of a certified copy of an affidavit containing information prescribed in statute. Makes 
conforming amendments to GS 28A-25-3 and GS 28A-25-4 and 28A-25-4. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Judiciary 3. 


S 890. TERMINATE PARENTAL RIGHTS CHANGE. "TO ALLOW TERMINATION OF PARENTAL 
RIGHTS AFTER A PARENT HAS LEFT A CHILD IN FOSTER CARE FOR TWELVE MONTHS WITHOUT 
MAKING REASONABLE PROGRESS TOWARDS CORRECTING THE CONDITIONS THAT LED TO 
FOSTER CARE.” Amends GS 7A-289.32(3) to allow court to terminate parental rights if parent has 
willingly left child in foster care for 12 months (now, 18 months) without showing reasonable pro- 
gress during that time in correcting conditions that led to removal or without showing positive 
response within 12 months (now, 18 months) to efforts of county dep’t of social services, a child- 
care institution, or a licensed child-placing agency to encourage parent to strengthen relationship 
with child or to make and act on constructive plans for child’s future. Effective Oct. 1, 1989 and 
applies to cases filed on or after that date. 

Introduced by Allran. Referred to Children & Youth. 


S 891. CHILD CARE TAX INCENTIVES STUDY. "TO CREATE A COMMISSION TO STUDY TAX 
INCENTIVES FOR BUSINESSES PROVIDING CHILD CARE OPTIONS." Creates 14-member Tax 
Incentives for Businesses Providing Day Care Options Study Comm'n to review efforts of state 
and federal gov’ts to encourage businesses to provide adequate child care for employees and to 
study and recommend incentives to encourage NC businesses to provide on-site child care facili- 
ties or other child care options. Directs Comm'n to have first meeting by Oct. 1, 1989 and to 
submit final report to General Assembly by first day of 1991 session. Appropriates from General 
Fund to General Assembly $30,000 for 1989-90 and $20,000 for 1990-91 to fund Comm'n. 
Permits funds not spent in 1989-90 to be spent in 1990-91. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Allran. Referred to Rules. 


S 892. COLLEGIATE REGISTRATION PLATES. "TO PROVIDE FOR COLLEGIATE INSIGNIA 
REGISTRATION PLATES.” Adds GS 20-81.11 to direct Div’n of Motor Vehicles to provide specialty 
license plates with collegiate insignia of NC public and private universities for additional $25 reg- 
istration fee. Directs that $15 of the fee shall be placed in special fund to be distributed to each 
institution in proportion to number of specialty plates sold, to be used for “academic enhance- 
ment, including scholarships and private fund-raising activities.” 

Introduced by Murphy. Referred to Higher Education. 
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S 893. GENERATION SKIPPING TRANSFERS. "TO CONFORM THE NORTH CAROLINA | 
GENERATION SKIPPING TRANSFER TAX TO THE INTERNAL REVENUE CODE.” Amends GS 

105-7.1 to apply NC generation skipping transfer tax to "direct skip[s]” as determined under fed- | 
eral tax law and makes technical corrections. | 
Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Finance. | 


S 894. INCOME IN RESPECT OF DECEDENT. "TO ELIMINATE DOUBLE TAXATION OF INCOME IN 
RESPECT OF A DECEDENT." Amends GS 105-146 to provide a deduction when computing net 
income for the “the amount of inheritance tax attributable to an item of income in respect of a 
decedent required to be included in gross income under GS 105-142.1(a)” and to provide a 
method for calculating that deduction. Effective Jan. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Finance. 


S 895. CLARIFY MEDICAL SERVICES LIEN. "7O CLARIFY THE ENFORCEABILITY OF VOLUNTARY 
ASSIGNMENT OF PROCEEDS OF PERSONAL INJURY RECOVERIES FOR RELATED MEDICAL 
SERVICES.” Amends GS 44-50 to provide that statute does not limit enforceability of a voluntary 
assignment of proceeds of personal injury recovery (excluding attorneys’ fees and court costs) to 
pay for medical services received for injury to which recovery relates. Effective Oct. 1, 1989 and 
applies to injuries occurring on or after that date. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 896. FIRE SPRINKLER CONTRACTORS. "TO INCLUDE FIRE SPRINKLER CONTRACTORS p 
UNDER THE LICENSURE REQUIREMENTS OF THE STATE BOARD OF EXAMINERS OF PLUMBING 
AND HEATING CONTRACTORS; AND TO CHANGE THE COMPOSITION OF THE BOARD." As title 
indicates; defines fire sprinkler contractor, changes name of Board to State Board of Examiners 

of Plumbing, Heating, and Fire Sprinkler Contractors, adds a licensed fire sprinkler contractor to 
Board, and provides limited grandfather provision for persons engaged in the business for one 

year prior to Dec. 31, 1989 who have passed National Institute for the Certification of Engineering 
Technicians, Level Ill, Automatic Sprinkler System Layout test. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to State Government. 


S 897. CLERK MAY DISQUALIFY SELF. "TO ALLOW CLERKS OF COURT TO DISQUALIFY 
THEMSELVES." Amends GS 7A-104 to permit clerk of superior court to disqualify himself in a 
proceeding in circumstances justifying disqualification or recusement by a judge. Authorizes par- 
ties to waive any disqualification specified in section (including disqualification if clerk or clerk’s 
spouse is named as executor or trustee in any testamentary or other paper). 

Introduced by Ezzell. Referred to Judiciary 3. 


S 898. DEPUTY CLERK ACT OUTSIDE COUNTY. "TO AUTHORIZE ASSISTANT AND DEPUTY 

CLERKS OF COURT TO ACT IN ANOTHER COUNTY.” Amends GS 7A-102(b) to authorize assistant | 
or deputy superior court clerk, with consent of presiding judge and clerk of superior court of each | 
county, to perform all functions of office of clerk of superior court in another county in any pro- 
ceeding in district or superior court. : 
Introduced by Ezzell. Referred to Judiciary 3. a 


S 899. SMALL ESTATES COSTS. "TO CLARIFY THE PAYMENT OF COSTS IN SOME SMALL 
ESTATES." Amends GS 7A-307(a) to exempt estates administered or settled under GS 28A-5-6 i 
from assessment of costs. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. ( 
Introduced by Ezzell. Referred to Judiciary 3. 7 
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S 900. RETURN SUMMONS AFTER SERVICE. "7O MAKE IT EXPLICIT THAT A SUMMONS SHALL 
BE RETURNED TO THE CLERK WHO ISSUED IT IMMEDIATELY AFTER IT HAS BEEN SERVED." 
Amends GS 1A-1, Rule 4(c) as title indicates. 

Introduced by Ezzell. Referred to Judiciary 3. 


S 901. SUMMER DAY CARE CHANGE. "TO EXEMPT SEASONAL RECREATIONAL PROGRAMS 
FROM DAY CARE REGULATIONS.” Amends GS 110-86(2) to exempt from day-care regulatory stat- 
utes seasonal recreational programs operated for less than four consecutive months per year. 
Introduced by Ezzell. Referred to Children & Youth. 


S 902. ESTATES/RENUNCIATION AMENDMENTS. "TO AMEND CHAPTER 31B OF THE GENERAL 
STATUTES REGARDING RENUNCIATION OF PROPERTY AND RENUNCIATION OF FIDUCIARY 
POWERS." Renames GS Ch. 31B "Renunciation of Property and Renunciation of Fiduciary 
Powers Act.” Amends GS 31B-1(a) to add to the list of those entitled to renounce property, in- 
cluding surviving joint tenants, surviving tenant by the entireties, surviving tenant of a tenancy with 
a right of survivorship, person entitled to share in an estate under GS 31-5.5, and beneficiary 
under any other testamentary or nontestamentary instrument. Adds new GS 31B-1A to permit a 
fiduciary to renounce pursuant to 31B-2 any fiduciary powers unless the appointing instrument 
provides otherwise. Provides that fiduciary may not renounce rights of beneficiaries unless ap- 
pointing instrument specifically authorizes fiduciary to renounce. Makes technical and conforming 
changes to GS 31B-2 to -5. 

Introduced by Joe Johnson. Referred to Judiciary 3. 


S 903. UNEMPLOYMENT BENEFITS/BANKRUPTCY. "TO PROVIDE THAT AN EMPLOYEE IS NOT 
DISQUALIFIED FOR UNEMPLOYMENT BENEFITS WHEN THE EMPLOYER FILES FOR 
BANKRUPTCY." Amends GS 96-14 to provide that an employee who loses job due to employer’s 
bankruptcy is eligible for unemployment benefits. 

Introduced by Odom. Referred to Manufacturing & Labor. 


S 904. GOODWILL GROUP HOMES FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE GOODWILL 
GROUP HOMES IN MECKLENBURG COUNTY.” Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Human 
Resources $50,818 in each year of 1989-91 biennium for operating expenses of Goodwill Group 
Homes of Goodwill Industries of the Southern Piedmont, Inc. Makes appropriation part of Dep’t of 
Human Resources’ continuation budget. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Odom. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 905. ESC MONTHLY REPORTS ON REQUEST. "7O REQUIRE THE EMPLOYMENT SECURITY 
COMMISSION TO PROVIDE AN EMPLOYER MONTHLY REPORTS OF THE EMPLOYER'S ACCOUNT 
WHEN THE EMPLOYER SUBMITS A WRITTEN REQUEST.” Amends GS 96-9(c)(3) as title indicates. 
Introduced by Odom. Referred to Manufacturing & Labor. 


S 906. AMEND CRIMINAL STATUTES. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY MAY 
AMEND THE CRIMINAL STATUTES OF NORTH CAROLINA.” Blank bill; contains no substantive 
provisions. 

Introduced by Chalk. Referred to Rules. 


S 907. AVERY COUNTY GROWTH MANAGEMENT. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO DEVELOP A 
GROWTH MANAGEMENT PLAN FOR AVERY COUNTY THAT CAN BE USED AS A PLANNING MODEL 
FOR OTHER MOUNTAIN COUNTIES." Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Natural 
Resources and Community Development. Div'n of Community Assistance, $37,269 for 1989-90 
and $37,286 for 1990-91 to be used for full-time services and support of the senior planner in the 
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Western Regional Office in Avery County to assist the county and its municipalities in developing 
a growth strategy. Directs county comm’rs to provide local assistance through the county eco- 
nomic development comm’n at levels determined to be reasonable. Directs implementation of 
growth plan. Directs Sec’y of Natural Resources and Community Development to evaluate project 
and report to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Future Strategies of North Carolina, if that comm’n is 
created by legislature, and to Avery local delegation. 

Introduced by Kincaid. Referred to Appropriations.

House committee substitute rewrites original bill to add new GS 62-110.4 to forbid Utilities 
Comm'n to issue certificate of public convenience under GS 62-110(b) to any interexchange 
carrier that Comm’n finds to have characteristics of alternative operator service (described in 
preamble as operator service to transient users in places such as hotels and payphones) 
unless Comm'n determines that class of interexchange carriers to be in public interest and 
issues rules requiring that such carrier disclose to end-users its identity, services, rates, 
charges, and fees. 


H 268. ON-SITE SEWAGE REGULATION. (See p. 164) 

House committee substitute deletes proposed GS 130A-227.1 providing for mandatory con- 
tinuing education for sanitarians administering sanitary sewage system rules. Removes provi- 
sion permitting appointment of certified sanitary sewage contractor to local or district board 
of health. Deletes provisions requiring Div’n of Environmental Management to participate in 
rulemaking governing permits for aerobic sewage treatment plants and experimental, innova- 
tive, and proprietary sanitary sewage systems. Requires aerobic sewage treatment plants to 
be “operated and maintained” by a certified wastewater treatment operator (was, inspected 
by such operator). .

H 1339. OLD SALEM FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR OLD SALEM, INCORPORATED, IN 
FORSYTH COUNTY." Appropriates from the General Fund to Old Salem, Inc., $150,000 in each . 
year of the 1989-91 biennium to be used in interpreting eighteenth century life to visitors. 
Provides that unexpended funds do not revert at end of biennium. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Rhodes. Referred to Basic Resources. 


H 1340. SCHOOL-BASED ACCOUNTABILITY. "TO ESTABLISH A SCHOOL-BASED 
ACCOUNTABILITY AND FLEXIBILITY PROJECT GRANTS PROGRAM FOR LOCAL SCHOOLS AND 
SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS." Enacts new GS Ch. 115C, Art. 6A, establishing a School- 
Based Accountability and Flexibility Projects Grants program, intended to develop educational 
goals regarding student success and outcomes, assess educational progress of school programs 
and student success and outcomes, and promote and facilitate school-based decision making. 
Permits local school administrative units to apply for funding under program from 
Dep’t of Public Instruction and sets out required content of applications. 
Requires Sup’t of Public Instruction to appoint state advisory council, composed of teachers, ad- 
ministrators, and school board members, to review and approve applications. Requires establish- . 
ment school-based council, composed of teachers and administrators, in each school receiving 
program grant, and comparable council in each local school administrative unit receiving grant.

Appropriates $7000 in 1989-90 from General Fund to 
Wilkes County, for purpose stated in title. Effective July 1, 1989.

S 909. SOUTHEAST WASTE COMPACT CONDITIONS. "TO PLACE CERTAIN CONDITIONS UPON 
NORTH CAROLINA REMAINING A MEMBER OF THE SOUTHEAST INTERSTATE LOW-LEVEL 
RADIOACTIVE WASTE MANAGEMENT COMPACT.” Provides that North Carolina shall remain a 
member of the Southeast Interstate Low-level Radioactive Waste Management Compact if, on or 
before June 30, 1989, (1) the Compact is amended to exclude any member which adopts and 
maintains rules or regulations regarding air and water quality control that are more strict than US 
Environmental Protection Agency standards and that adversely affect the economy of North 
Carolina, and (2) the Compact is amended to exclude any member which prohibits the use of its 
hazardous waste facility by another member state. Otherwise, on July 1, 1989, GS Ch. 104F is 
repealed and a copy of the act is to be delivered to the Southeast Interstate Low-level 
Radioactive Waste Management Commission.

S 910. PUBLIC HEALTH DEANS HONORED (=H 1331). "HONORING THE MEMORIES OF MILTON 
J. ROSENAU, EDWARD G. MCGAVRAN, W. FRED MAYES, AND BERNARD G. GREENBERG, 
FORMER DEANS OF THE SCHOOL OF PUBLIC HEALTH AT THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA 
AT CHAPEL HILL ON THE SCHOOL’S FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY." As title indicates. 

Introduced by W. Hunt. Placed on Calendar for 4/19. 


S 911. AMEND EMPLOYMENT TRAINING ACT. "TO AMEND THE NORTH CAROLINA 
EMPLOYMENT AND TRAINING ACT OF 1985.” Amends SL 1985, Ch. 543 to provide that methods 
to achieve ihe goals of the state’s employment and training programs include removing barriers 
to employment and designing programs for offenders, handicapped persons, public assistance 
recipients, school dropouts, single parents, women 35 years of age or older, and other groups. 
Modifies duties of the State Job Training Coordinating Council. Adds duty to oversee the respon- 
sibilities required in the Economic Dislocation and Worker Adjustment Assistance Act. Eliminates 
Job Training interagency Committee of State Job Training Coordinating Council. 

Introduced by W. Hunt. Referred to Manufacturing and Labor. 


S 912. ISOTHERMAL COMMUNITY COLLEGE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
CAPITAL CONSTRUCTION PROJECT AT ISOTHERMAL COMMUNITY COLLEGE.” Appropriates from 
General Fund to Dep’t of Community Colleges $75,000 to complete construction at Polk County 
satellite campus for cited college. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Carpenter. Referred to Appropriations. 
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S 913. INCREASE VANITY PLATE FEES. "70 INCREASE THE FEE FOR VANITY MOTOR VEHICLE 
REGISTRATION PLATES AND TO PROVIDE FOR THE DISBURSEMENT OF THE ADDITIONAL 
REVENUES DERIVED." Amends GS 20-81.3 to raise the fee for personalized registration plates 
from $10 to $20 and to apply the $10 increase to a new Beach Access and Natural Heritage 
Trust Vehicle Registration Fund, half of which is to be used in the Beach Access Program (GS 
Ch. 113A, Art. 7A) and half in the Natural Heritage Trust Fund (GS Ch. 113, Art. 5A). Effective 
July 1, 1989.

S 914. PARENTAL CONTROL/MINORS. "TO AUTHORIZE MAGISTRATES TO ISSUE EX PARTE 
ORDERS IN CERTAIN CASES." Amends GS 110-44.4, which sets out the mechanism for enforcing 
GS Ch. 110, Art. 2A (Parental Control of Children), to permit action to be initiated by filing action 
with magistrate (as well as district court) and allowing magistrate to issue ex parte order (subject 
to court approval within three days after being issued) directing defendant child to appear. 
Effective for actions begun on or after Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 915. AMEND DECLARATORY JUDGMENT ACT (=S 888). "TO AMEND THE DECLARATORY 
JUDGMENT ACT TO PROVIDE THAT A CONTROVERSY BETWEEN TWO INSURANCE COMPANIES AS 
TO EXTENT OF LIABILITY IN A PENDING ACTION IS A JUSTIFIABLE ISSUE." See identical bill S 
888. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Judiciary 3. 


S 916. INMATE COMMUNITY SERVICE CREDIT. "TO PROVIDE THAT UPON RECOMMENDATION 
OF THE SENTENCING JUDGE AN INMATE MAY PERFORM COMMUNITY SERVICE ON A FULL-TIME 
BASIS AND RECEIVE CREDIT AT THE RATE OF ONE DAY DEDUCTED FROM HIS PRISON OR JAIL 
TERM FOR EACH EIGHT HOURS OF SERVICE.” Adds GS 15A-1340.8 to provide, upon recommen- 
dation of sentencing judge, that prisoner committed to prison or jail to serve sentence for felony 
shall receive credit toward prison or jail term of one day for each eight hours of community serv- 
ice performed under supervision of probation/parole officer. Requires Sec’y of Correction to issue 
rules regarding receipt of community service credit; Dep’t of Correction must distribute copies of 
rules to all inmates recommended for community service credit. Requires probation/parole officer 
and community service coordinator to develop a program of community service for the inmate. 
Community service coordinator must report any willful failure to perform community service work 
or conduct in violation of rules issued by Sec’y to probation/parole officer; credit toward term may 
be withheld for willful failure to perform work. Allows Sec’y to revoke inmate’s eligibility for further 
community service credit if he finds inmate has willfully violated rules. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Block. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 917. PORTABLE TOILET WASTE REGULATED. "TO REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN 
RESOURCES TO ADOPT RULES REGULATING THE TREATMENT AND DISPOSAL OF WASTE FROM 
PORTABLE TOILETS." As title indicates; rules to be effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Block. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 918. CHILD CARE/STATE CONTRACT. "TO DECLARE PRIVATE NONPROFIT CHILD PLACING 
AGENCIES AND CHILD-CARE FACILITIES ELIGIBLE TO PURCHASE UNDER STATE CONTRACT." 
Amends GS 143-49(6) to require Sec’y to make available services of Dep't of Administration in 
purchase of materials, supplies, and equipment to private nonprofit agencies licensed or ap- 
proved by Dep’t of Human Resources as child-placing agencies or residential! child-care facilities. 
Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Joe Johnson. Referred to State Government. 
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S 919. INDUSTRIAL OPPORTUNITIES FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO INDUSTRIAL 
OPPORTUNITIES, INC., FOR THE CONSTRUCTION OF A NEW METAL BUILDING AND PRODUCTION 
FACILITY.” Appropriates $30,000 in 1989-90 from General Fund to Industrial Opportunities, Inc. 
(located in Cherokee County), for purpose stated in title. Effective July |, 1989. 

Introduced by Carpenter. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 920. SMOKY MOUNTAIN CENTER FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
CONSTRUCTION OF A MENTAL HEALTH, MENTAL RETARDATION, AND SUBSTANCE ABUSE 
CENTER IN MACON COUNTY." Appropriates $425,000 in 1989-90 from General Fund to Dep't of 
Human Resources, Div’n of Mental Health, Mental Retardation, and Substance Abuse Services, 
for purpose stated in title. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Carpenter. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 921. PHYSICIANS/TORT CLAIMS ACT. "TO DEEM PHYSICIANS WHO PROVIDE OBSTETRICAL 
OR CHILD CARE SERVICES THROUGH THE STATE AND LOCAL HEALTH DEPARTMENTS FOR 
SUBSTANTIALLY REDUCED OR NO COMPENSATION AS STATE EMPLOYEES UNDER THE TORT 
CLAIMS ACT, AND TO INCREASE THE MAXIMUM AMOUNT OF DAMAGES AWARDABLE.” Amends 
GS 143-291 (Industrial Comm'n constituted a court to hear tort claims against state) to increase 
limit of damages Comm’n may award from $100,000 to $200,000. Also provides that physician is 
employee of state if physician is licensed to practice in state and is providing medical care: (1) 
under contract or arrangement with local health dep’t; (2) without compensation or for compensa- 
tion substantially below normal and prevailing levels as determined by regulations of Comm'n for 
Health Services; (3) related to pregnancy, childbirth, and child care; and (4) for which no payment 
is received by physician other than payment by governmental agency. Provides that all claims for 
injuries approximately caused by physician’s negligence while acting within scope of state em- 
ployment must be heard and decided by Comm’n; any damages awarded by Comm'n to be ex- 
clusive legal remedy for injuries. Effective for actions filed on or after Jan. 1, 1990. 

Introduced by Taft. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 922. NC SHAKESPEARE FESTIVAL FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE NORTH 
CAROLINA SHAKESPEARE FESTIVAL.” Appropriates $150,000 in 1989-90 from General Fund to 
Dept of Cultural Resources, for NC Shakespeare Festival to tour state. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 923. FETAL DEATH/MURDER. "TO EXTEND THE DEFINITION OF SECOND DEGREE MURDER 
TO INCLUDE CAUSING THE DEATH OF A VIABLE FETUS." Amends GS 14-17 to provide that caus- 
ing, other than through lawful abortion pursuant to GS 14-45.1, death of fetus capable of sus- 
tained life outside womb is second degree murder. Provides that fetus presumed to be capable 
of sustained life 6 or more months after conception. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Ballance. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 924. BAD CHECK TAX FOR SCHOOLS. "TO PROVIDE MAXIMUM FEES THAT MAY BE 
CHARGED BY FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS AND MERCHANTS FOR RETURNED CHECKS, TO LEVY A 
TAX ON THE PROCESSING OF RETURNED CHECKS, AND TO PROVIDE THAT THE PROCEEDS OF 
THE TAX SHALL BE USED FOR PUBLIC SCHOOL CAPITAL COSTS.” Amends GS 53-65 (for banks), 
54-109.55 (for credit unions), and 54B-147 (for savings and loan ass’ns), to permit named finan- 
cial institutions to impose processing fee up to $5 for checks and NOW drafts that are returned 
for insufficient funds. Amends GS 25-3-512 to reduce from $15 to $10 the maximum bad check 
charge that merchants may charge pursuant to that section. 

Adds new Ch. 105, Art. 5A, enacting new tax on checks and NOW drafts that financial 
institutions process because drawn on insufficient funds. Sets amount of tax at $10 per check, 
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requires institutions to pass tax along to depositor who writes bad check, and provides for 
monthly payment by institutions to Dep't of Revenue. Directs Sec’y of Revenue to distribute net 
proceeds of tax quarterly, to counties on per capita basis. Limits use of proceeds by counties to 
school capital outlay and debt service on school debt. Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Ballance. Referred to Small Business. 


S 925. UNC STUDY ATHLETIC WEALTH SHARING. "TO REQUIRE A UNIVERSITY OF NORTH 
CAROLINA STUDY OF THE NEED FOR AND THE FEASIBILITY OF DISTRIBUTING CERTAIN 
PROFITS FROM ATHLETIC EVENTS AMONG THE SIXTEEN CONSTITUENT INSTITUTIONS.” 
Requires UNC Board of Governors to conduct study as described in title; must consider role of 
Nat'l Collegiate Athletic Ass’n in contracting for media coverage. Requires Board to report results 
to Senate Appropriations Committee on Education in 1990 regular session. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Balance. Referred to Higher Education. 


S 926. FLORENCE CRITTENTON FUNDS (=H 1338). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
FLORENCE CRITTENTON HOME." See identical bill H 1338. 
Introduced by Odom. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 927. MINORITY BUSINESS ENTERPRISES. "TO PROVIDE OPPORTUNITIES TO PARTICIPATE IN 
STATE PROCUREMENT CONTRACTS TO MINORITY BUSINESS ENTERPRISES." Enacts new GS Ch. 
143, Art. 3E, with purpose of providing maximum contracting opportunities for minority business 
enterprises (MBE). Defines MBE as legal entity at least 51% owned and controlled by one or 
more minority persons, or non-profit entity organized to promote interests of physically or mentally 
disabled. Defines minority person to include blacks, Hispanics, American Indians, Alaskan natives, 
Asians, Pacific islanders, women, and physically and mentally disabled. Directs each State 
Department, institution, or agency with procurement authority, except Dept. of Transportation, to 
structure procedures for procuring supplies, services, maintenance, and construction to attempt 
to achieve at least 10% MBE participation in total dollar value of procurements. Directs Dep't of 
Transportation to attempt to reach same goal on construction contracts more than $100,000 at 
prime or subcontract level. 

Directs NC Minority Business Development (MBD) agency (within Dep’t of Commerce) and 
Dep’t of Administration to publish central directory of MBEs, with quarterly or more frequent up- 
dates. Provides for MBD certification of entities as MBEs, and directs that central directory list 
entities for which certification denied, as well as those to which granted. Directs departments, 
institutions, and agencies to conduct outreach efforts, to inform MBEs of procurement possibilities 
and procedures. Requires departments, institutions, and agencies to notify MBEs of specific pro- 
Curement solicitations, to notify MBD of such solicitations, and to prepare and send to MBD each 
year a complete listing of all known regularly recurring procurement solicitations. 

Requires each department, institution, and agency, before soliciting for procurements, to 
anticipate the degree of MBE participation expected for that procurement. Sets out choice of 
methods that may be used in attempt to reach that expectation. Before awarding contract involv- 
ing subcontracts, department, institution, or agency must conclude that apparent low bidder or 
offeror meets applicable MBE participation provisions in solicitation. Permits waiver in stated 
circumstances. 

Requires head of each procuring department, institution, and agency to designate an em- 
ployee as MBE Liaison Officer, who is to be responsible for coordinating outreach, reviewing con- 
tract procedures to assure compliance with this act, assisting in resolution of contracting issues, 
and submitting all required reports. Requires annual reports on compliance to MBD. Effective 
Jan. 1, 1990. 

Introduced by R. Hunt. Referred to Small Business. 
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S 928. UTILITIES’ REGULATORY FEES. "70 ESTABLISH REGULATORY FEES FOR PUBLIC 
UTILITIES TO DEFRAY THE COST TO THE UTILITIES COMMISSION AND THE PUBLIC STAFF OF 
REGULATING PUBLIC UTILITIES IN THE INTEREST OF THE PUBLIC.” Adds GS 62-302 to require 
every public utility subject to Utilities Comm’n to pay quarterly regulatory fee, to be used only to 
pay expenses of Comm’n and Public Staff in regulating public utilities. Sets quarterly fee rate for 
1989-90 at .12% of NC jurisdictional revenues for each quarter or $6.25, whichever is greater. 
For later fiscal years, fee to be rate established by Comm'n or $6.25, whichever is greater. 
Defines "N.C. jurisdictional revenues” to mean all revenues derived from intrastate tariffs, rates, 
and charges approved or allowed by Comm'n, plus all yellow page advertising revenues, but not 
including tap-on fees or any other form of contributions in aid of construction. Requires Comm'n 
to announce rate by Sept. 15 of each year. Rate not to exceed amount necessary to pay esti- 
mated cost of Comm'n and Public Staff operations for current fiscal year, including reasonable 
reserve fund not to exceed cost of operations in current fiscal year. Comm’n may impose tempo- 
rary fee surcharge if Comm'n or Public Staff experience revenue shortfall. Regulatory fee plus 
any surcharge may not exceed .25%. 

Appropriates $1,528,000 for 1989-90 from General Fund to Dep't of Commerce to fund 
operations of Comm'n for period July 1, 1989, through Dec. 31, 1989, and $2,012,000 to fund 
Public Staff during same period. When proceeds of fees authorized by bill become available, 
appropriated funds may no longer be used, and any unspent portion must revert. Repeals GS 
62-301, which now provides that all fees and charges received by Comm’n under GS 62-300 are 
in addition to any other tax or fee provided by law. Effective July 1, 1989, and applicable to 
jurisdictional revenues earned on or after that date.

Appropriates $270,000 in 1989-90 from General Fund to Dep’t of Community Colleges for pur-.

S 936. WEYMOUTH CENTER FUNDS. “TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE WEYMOUTH CENTER 
FOR THE ARTS AND HUMANITIES IN MOORE COUNTY.” Appropriates $25,000 for 1989-90 from 
General Fund to cited center for music and lecture series and writers’ workshop. Effective July 1, 
1989.

S 937. ELECTROLYSIS REGULATION ACT. "TO REGULATE THE PRACTICE OF ELECTROLYSIS.” 
Enacis new GS Chap. 88A, establishing certification program for electrolocists and prohibiting 
practice of electrolysis by uncertified persons. 

Establishes five-member Board of Electroivsis Certification, with members serving staggered 
three-year terms. Requires that three members be nationally certified electrolocists, one each ap- 
pointed by Governor, by General Assembly on recommendation of Senate President Pro Tempore, 
and by Genera! Assembly on recommendation of Speaker. Other two members must be physician 
appointed by state Board of Medical Examiners and non-electrolocist appointed by Governor. 
Provides that Certification Board is to administer certification program, set fees for program, and 
discipline certified persons. (Bill provides for maximum fees for various actions, but does not cur- 
rently include doliar amounts of such maximums.) Requires that all electrology schovuic. instruc- 
tors, and continuing education programs be approved by Board and sets out minimum standards 
and procedures for such approval. Requires that electrology school curriculum must be at least 
600 hours. 

Prohibits practice of electrolysis without certification. after Jan. 1. 1991. Provides three 
methods of reaching certification. (1) Persons who are engaging in practice of electrolysis before 
Jan. 1, 1991 may be certified without examination (although apparently still must be graduate of

approved electrolysis school). (2) Persons certified under law of another state, with comparable 
standards, and meeting residence, age, and education requirements, may be certified without 
examination. (3) Persons who are NC residents, 18 or older, and graduate of approved electroly- 
sis school may be certified after passing examination developed by Board. Requires renewal of 
certification every two years, with four-hour continuing education requirement in that two-year 
period. 

Requires practice of electrolysis at permanent location, with Board establishing standards 
for such offices.

As 
title indicates. Requires final report to 1991 General Assembly.

GS 18B-1201 to include in definition of "wine wholesaler” any person or corporation that has 
contracted to purchase a wine wholesale business. Amends GS 18B-1207(a) to permit such per- 
sons, as well as wholesalers, to sue wineries under that subsection.

S 940. SURRY COMMUNITY COLL. FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR CAPITAL 
IMPROVEMENTS AT SURRY COMMUNITY COLLEGE.” Appropriates $155,000 for 1989-90 from 
General Fund for purpose indicated in title. Effective July 1, 1989.

S 941. UNC ESCHEAT STUDY. "7O REQUIRE A UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA STUDY OF 
AMENDING THE LAW REGARDING ESCHEATED PROPERTY." Directs. Board of Governors to study 
escheat system to determine if all constituent institutions are receiving an equitable share of 
escheated property and whether the redistribution of escheated property among institutions might 
help meet outstanding financial needs. Requires report to Senate Appropriations on Education 
Committee, at the 1990 session. Effective July 1, 1989. 

introduced by Ballance. Referred to Higher Education. 


S 942. LOCAL NOTICE FOR DISCHARGE PERMITS. "TO INCREASE LOCAL INVOLVEMENT IN 
THE DECISION TO ISSUE A PERMIT TO DISCHARGE TO SURFACE WATERS.” Amends GS 143- 
215.1 to require those applying for a new nonmunicipal surface water discharge permit to notify 
by first-class mail the county or city manager, county health director, and city or county manager 
of the locality in which the discharge is to be located. Requires publication notice in newspaper 
with largest circulation in county (now general circulation). Prohibits the Environmental 
Management Comm’n from issuing a permit until it receives and considers a written "position 
statement” from the localities in which the facility is to be located.

S 944. ROBESON FARMERS MARKET FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE ROBESON 
COUNTY FARMERS MARKET.” Appropriates $300,000 for 1989-90 from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Agriculture for purpose indicated in title. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Parneli. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 945. ATTORNEY’S FEES IN CODE ACTIONS. "TO ALLOW PROPERTY OWNERS TO RECOVER 
EXPENSES, ATTORNEY'S FEES, AND COMPENSATION FOR LOST WAGES AND EARNINGS IN CODE 
AND ORDINANCE ENFORCEMENT ACTIONS BROUGHT BY CITIES AND COUNTIES THAT ARE 
RESOLVED IN FAVOR OF THE PROPERTY OWNER." Enacts GS 153A-123 (counties) and 160A- 
175.| (cities) as title indicates, extending property owner’s recovery rights to actions and proceed- 
ings to collect civil penalty or fine, to enforce ordinance or code, and to restrain any action as in 
violation of ordinance or code. Effective as to actions or proceedings brought on or after Oct. 1, 
1989. 

Introduced by Odom. Referred to Local Government. 


S 946. DEFER SECOND MAJOR REQUIREMENT. "DIRECTING THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF 
THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA TO DEFER IMPLEMENTATION OF CERTAIN 
REQUIREMENTS FOR ITS TEACHER PREPARATION PROGRAMS." As title indicates. Prohibits UNC 
Board of Governors (UNC Board) from implementing second academic major requirement for stu- 
dents enrolled in teacher preparation programs until State Board of Education (SBE) has opportu- 
nity to review impact of requirement on shortage of teachers, especially vocational education 
teachers. UNC Board may not implement such requirement until it and SBE jointly agree to re- 
quirement or alternative. Requires both boards to jointly develop plan to implement new require- 
ments in 1993.

S 947. COASTAL SOUNDS WATER QUALITY. "TO ESTABLISH THE COASTAL SOUNDS WATER 
QUALITY MANAGEMENT PLAN.” Blank bill; no substantive provisions.

S 948. OBSTETRICAL MALPRACTICE CLAIMS. "TO SHORTEN THE STATUTE OF LIMITATIONS 
FOR OBSTETRICAL MALPRACTICE CLAIMS BROUGHT ON BEHALF OF MINORS." Amends GS 1-17 
to provide that an action brought on behalf of a minor for obstetrical malpractice must be brought 
before the child is nine years old unless the limitations period is extended by GS 1-15(c). 
Effective Jan. 1, 1990, applying to causes of action accruing after that date.

S 949. MEDICAL ETHICS PRACTICE ACT. "TO PROVIDE REMEDIES FOR CERTAIN REFERRAL 
PRACTICES BY HEALTH CARE PROVIDERS LICENSED UNDER CHAPTER 90 AND CHAPTER 131E 
OF THE GENERAL STATUTES.” Adds GS 90-350 providing that when one health care provider, 
licensed under GS Ch. 90 or GS Ch. 131E, makes referral to another such provider, and provider 
receives fee, fee generating opportunity, or remuneration of any kind, then both provider making 
and provider receiving referral must make written disclosure of terms of referral to person being 
referred. Provides that violation subjects provider or providers to professional discipline and ex- 
cuses person receiving services and third party payors from paying for such services. Effective 
Oct. 1, 1989. 

introduced by Ezzell. Referred to Human Resources. 
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S 950. STATE EMPLOYEES TRAVEL ALLOWANCE. "70 AUTOMATICALLY INCREASE THE 
ALLOWANCE FOR TRAVEL EXPENSES FOR STATE EMPLOYEES EVERY TWO YEARS WHENEVER 
THE CONSUMER PRICE INDEX RISES, AND TO RELATE INCREASES IN THE ALLOWANCE FOR 
TRAVEL EXPENSES TO THE RISE IN THE CONSUMER PRICE INDEX." As title indicates. Amends 
GS 138-6(a)(3) to increase until June 30, 1991, in-state per diem travel allowance from $55 to 
$58 and out-of-state per diem from $67 to $70. As of Oct. 1, 1990, ratio of Consumer Price Index 
(CPI) to CPI two years earlier shall be determined, and per diems shall be increased on July 1 of 
year following year of determination by same percentage increase indicated by this ratio calcu- 
lated to nearest 1/10 of 1% (but no adjustment if decrease in CPI). Office of State Budget and 
Management to publish in NC Register increased per diems by Dec. 1 of year before year they 
take effect. Effective July 1, 1989.

S 951. MAGISTRATE ACCEPT PLEA/LITTERING. "TO AUTHORIZE MAGISTRATES AND CLERKS

indicates. Effective for offenses committed on or after Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Ezzell. Referred to Constitution. 


S 952. REDUCE HAZARDOUS WASTE. "TO FACILITATE THE REDUCTION OF HAZARDOUS 
WASTE AND AIR AND WATER DISCHARGES IN NORTH CAROLINA TO PROTECT HUMAN HEALTH 
AND THE ENVIRONMENT." Enacts new Part 4 of GS Ch. 130A, Art. 9, entitled the Hazardous 
Waste Reduction Act. States that purpose of act is to reduce volume and toxicity of hazardous 
waste generated or shipped off-site by NC facilities by 30%, and to reduce volume of permitted 
air and water discharges regulated under Clean Water and Clean Air Act by 30%. 

Requires Dep’ts of Human Resources and Natural Resources and Community Development 
to develop annually a comprehensive hazardous waste reduction plan, which determines amount 
of such waste generated and projected in NC, potential for waste prevention and reduction by 
types of industry, and assessment of need and scope of treatment and disposal facilities. 
Requires Comm'n for Health Services to adopt waste reduction standards for waste prevention 
and waste reduction by types of industry that are permitted as generators of hazardous waste 
under Resource Conservation and Recovery Act of 1976 (RCRA). Requires Environmental 
Management Comm’n to adopt waste reduction standards for waste prevention and reduction by 
types of industry based on Standard Industrial Classifications. 

Requires each generator of hazardous waste regulated by RCRA to perform annual waste 
audit to evaluate potential for waste prevention and reduction. Requires following entities to de- 
velop Waste Prevention and Reduction Plan: (I) facilities permitted under RCRA; (2) generators of 
hazardous waste with waste minimization certification under RCRA for off-site shipment of hazard- 
ous waste; and (3) generators required to have discharge and nondischarge permit for air, sur- 
face, and groundwater. Provides that failure of such plan to meet waste reduction standards 
adopted by Comm’n for Health Services or Environmental Management Comm'n, as appropriate, 
requires denial of permit from Dep’t of Human Resources or Environmental Management 
Comm’n. Requires facilities that apply to Environmental Management Comm'n for variance or 
special order of consent under GS 143-215.2 to include waste audit analysis. 

Adds new GS 130A-294.1 to prohibit disposal of hazardous waste in landfill. Instead re- 
quires disposal in monitored, retrievable above ground facility. Effective Jan. 1, 1990.

S 953. DOUBLE JEOPARDY EXPANDED. "7O PROVIDE THAT A PERSON MAY NOT BE 


PROSECUTED FOR A STATE CRIMINAL OFFENSE IF HE HAS PREVIOUSLY BEEN PLACED IN 
JEOPARDY BY PROSECUTION FOR A FEDERAL CRIMINAL OFFENSE BASED ON THE SAME ACT 
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OR CONDUCT, UNLESS EACH OFFENSE REQUIRES PROOF OF AN ELEMENT THAT IS NOT 
REQUIRED BY THE OTHER." Amends GS 15A-954(a) as title indicates. 
Introduced by Ballance. Referred to Election Laws. 


S 954. SCHOOL MERGER PROCEDURES. "TO PROVIDE THAT WHEN TWO OR MORE SCHOOL 
ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS IN THE SAME COUNTY ARE MERGED SUBJECT TO A REFERENDUM, IT 
MUST BE APPROVED BY THE VOTERS OF EACH UNIT, EXCEPT THAT IF THE PROPOSAL IS FOR 
MERGER OF THREE OR MORE UNITS, THE UNITS APPROVING OF MERGER MAY BE MERGED 
DESPITE REJECTION BY ONE OR MORE OF THE OTHER UNITS.” As title indicates. Effective July 
1, 1989. 

introduced by Shaw. Referred to Education. 


S 955. NATURAL HERITAGE TRUST FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE RECREATION 
AND NATURAL HERITAGE TRUST FUND." Appropriates $275,000 in each year of biennium from 
General Fund to Natural Heritage Trust Fund, to implement Recreation and Natural Heritage 
Trust Program. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Tally. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 956. SERVICES FOR HEARING IMPAIRED. "TO CREATE A NEW COMMISSION AND DIVISION 
FOR THE DEAF AND THE HARD OF HEARING TO REPLACE THE NORTH CAROLINA COUNCIL FOR 
THE HEARING IMPAIRED." Makes amendments to GS Ch. 143B, Art. 3, Part 24 to abolish Board 
of Directors of NC Schools for the Deaf and to abolish NC Council for the Hearing Impaired and 
replace it with NC Comm’n for the Deaf and Hard of Hearing (Comm'n) and Div'n of Services for 
the Deaf and Hard of Hearing in the Dep’t of Human Resources (Div’n). 

Creates Comm'n to consist of following members: (1) three persons who are deaf, (2) three 
persons who are hard of hearing, (3) three parents of deaf or hard of hearing children, (4) one 
educator who trains teachers in deaf education, (5) one certified audiologist, and (6) one repre- 
sentative of NC Pediatric Ass’n, all appointed by governor; and (7) one member of NC Ass’n for 
the Deaf, (8) one member of NC Registry for Interpreters for the Deaf, and (9) one representative 
of the Dep't of Public Instruction. Comm'n serves as research, educational and advisory body for 
Sec’y and Dep’t of Human Resources and Superintendent of Public Instruction. 

Creates Div’n with following powers and duties: (1) review existing programs for deaf and 
hard of hearing, (2) serve as an information clearinghouse on all aspects of deafness, (3) provide 
education and technical assistance, (4) coordinate government and private programs through a 
community service network, (5) establish demonstration programs for services, (6) provide com- 
prehensive educational program services for deaf and hard of hearing children from birth through 
age 21, (7) establish training and evaluation for interpreters. 

Makes conforming amendments. Effective July 1, 1989. 
introduced by Harris. Referred to Environment. 


S 957. AMEND SOUTHEAST COMPACT. "TO AMEND THE SOUTHEAST INTERSTATE LOW-LEVEL 
RADIOACTIVE WASTE MANAGEMENT COMPACT CONCERNING ACCEPTANCE OF WASTES FROM 
PARTY STATES IF NORTH CAROLINA BECOMES THE HOST STATE.” Amends GS 104F-5 to provide 
that if NC is chosen as host state and facility is constructed, no waste may be shipped into NC 
from party state if that state will not accept from NC any type of wastes, including but not limited 
to radioactive, hazardous, and solid waste, which that state is currently handling, processing, 
burying, or incinerating within its jurisdiction. 

Introduced by Odom. Referred to Environment. 
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S 958. SOLID WASTE ADVANCE DISPOSAL FEE. "TO ESTABLISH AN ADVANCE DISPOSAL FEE 
ON CONTAINERS THAT ARE NOT BEING RECYCLED AT A RATE OF FIFTY PERCENT WITHIN THIS 
STATE." Enacts new Part 4 of GS Chap. 130A, Art. 9 imposing fees on containers made of glass, 
plastic, plastic-coated paper, aluminum, or other metals if the state is not recycling such contain- 
ers at specific rates by specific dates. One level of fee would be imposed on Oct. 1, 1991; a 
higher level of fee would be imposed on Oct. 1, 1995. 

1991 Provisions. Provides that if Solid Waste Branch, Dep’t of Human Resources deter- 
mines on Oct. 1, 1991 that containers listed above are not being recycled at sustained rate of 
50% of quantities sold in NC, advance disposal fee program to be implemented. Imposes $.01 
advance disposal fee on each container sold by retail establishments and directs quarterly pay- 
ment of proceeds of such fees to Dep’t of Revenue. Permits return of such containers to recy- 
cling centers registered with Dep't of Human Resources, for refund of advance disposal fee, in 
addition to payment for container itself. Provides for monthly reimbursement to centers by Dep't 
of Revenue for such returned fees. Remaining proceeds of fee to be deposited in Container 
Recycling Trust Fund, for grants to local governments for recycling programs. Specifies allocation 
of Trust Fund moneys among types of recycling programs. 

1995 Provisions. Provides that if Solid Waste Branch determines on Oct. 1, 1995 that con- 
tainers listed above are not being recycled at rate of 50% of quantities sold in NC, advance 
disposal fee to increase to $.02 and refund deposit system to be implemented as well. (Provides 
that fees not to apply to those types of containers being recycled at 50% or higher rate.) 
Requires distributors of containers to establish refund value of containers, at not less than $4.04; 
dealers must pass this value along to persons buying containers. Permits return of containers to 
recycling centers and requires such centers to refund refund deposits, with state reimbursement 
to centers. .!n addition, permits establishment of redemption centers, which may collect containers 
and, by contract, return to distributors; distributors to pay refund fee to redemption center. 
Provides that moneys collected by dealers for refund deposits to be paid to Dep't of Revenue; 
amounts not needed to reimburse recycling centers to be transferred to Container Recycling _ 
Trust Fund and used in manner specified above. 
introduced by Odom. Referred to Environment. 


S 959. COUNTIES TO REQUIRE RECYCLING. "7O PROHIBIT THE DISPOSAL OF RECYCLABLES 
IN LANDFILLS AFTER JANUARY 1, 1993, TO REQUIRE EACH COUNTY TO PARTICIPATE IN A 
RECYCLING PROGRAM, AND TO REQUIRE ALL PLASTICS TO BE LABELLED TO FACILITATE 
RECYCLING." Adds new GS 130A-295.2 and -295.3 as title indicates. Requires each county to 
initiate recyclable materials recycling program (requirements set out in bill) by July 1, 1991, and 
encourages counties and cities to form cooperative arrangements for implementing recycling pro- 
grams. Requires each county by Oct. 1, 1991 and each year thereafter to report its annual solid 
waste management program to Dep’t of Human Resources; specifies contenis of report. Provides 
that on or after July 1, 1991, no person shall distribute or sell plastic container product unless 
product has molded label indicating plastic resin used to produce product.

S 960. SANITARIANS CONTINUING EDUCATION. "TO REQUIRE CONTINUING EDUCATION FOR 
LOCAL ENVIRONMENTAL HEALTH STAFF WHO CARRY OUT RULES ADOPTED BY THE 
COMMISSION FOR HEALTH SERVICES, AND TO SUPPORT THIS AND OTHER CRITICALLY NEEDED 
SEWAGE DISPOSAL AND RELATED ACTIVITIES BY IMPOSING A FEE ON SEPTIC TANKS SOLD FOR 
USE IN NORTH CAROLINA." Adds new GS 130A-227.1 to require Dep't of Human Resources by 
July 1, 1990 to conduct continuing education program (as set out in bill) for sanitarians who carry

out rules of Comm'n for Health Services. Adds new GS 130A-340 to require Dep't to charge 
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septic tank manufacturers and manufacturers of approved sewage pretreatment units a $25 fee 
for each tank or unit sold on or after Jan. 1, 1990 for use in NC. Specifies use of collected fees, 
including continuing education, retaining sufficient staff, and implementing automated information 
system. Effective Jan. 1, 1990.

S 961. DEATH FROM COCAINE USE/MURDER. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE DISTRIBUTION OF 
COCAINE RESULTING IN DEATH IS PUNISHABLE AS SECOND-DEGREE MURDER.” Amends GS 14- 
17 as title indicates. Applicable to offenses committed on or after Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Election Laws. 


S 962. UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANK AMENDS. "TO AMEND VARIOUS STATUTES RELATING 
TO LEAKING PETROLEUM UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANK CLEANUP." Rewrites GS 143- 
215.3(a)(15) to permit state regulation of underground storage tanks to exceed federal regulation 
and to prohibit local regulations that exceed state regulations. Rewrites GS 143-215.94B to pro- 
vide that Commercial Fund is to be used to pay up to aggregate of $1 million per occurrence for 
costs resulting from discharge or release from commercial underground storage tank for (1) 
cleanup of environmental damage in excess of $50,000 (currently, $100,000), and (2) compensa- 
tion for third parties for bodily injury and property damage in excess of $100,000 per occurrence 
(currently, either provide potable water supply or purchase property if owner consents, whichever 
is least expensive); deletes prohibition against payment of liquidated damages to property owner; 
increases from $100,000 to $200,000 amount that may be used from Fund for administrative 
costs. Amends GS 143-215.94C to increase to $100 annual fee from owners or operators of com- 
mercial tanks (now, $30 or $60), to be paid on staggered basis established by Dep’t; and deletes 
provision permitting suspension of payment of such fees if balance in Commercial Fund reaches 
certain level. Rewrites GS 143-215.94D to provide that payments from Noncommercial Fund to be 
for (1) cleanup of environmental damage and (2) compensation for third parties for bodily injury 
and property damage in excess of $100,000 per occurrence (currently, either provide potable 
water supply or purchase property if owner consents, whichever is least expensive); deletes prohi- 
bition against payment of liquidated damages to property owner; increases from $100,000 to 
$200,000 amount that may be used from Fund for administrative costs. Amends GS 143-215.94H 
to change amount of financial responsibility that owner or operator must maintain from $100,000 
to the amounts required to be paid by the owner or operator under GS 143-215.94E(b). Rewrites 
SL 1987, Ch. 1035, Sec. 4 to provide that provisions of act relating to costs paid for by 
Noncommercial Fund apply without regard to date discovered or reported. Amends SL 1987, Ch. 
1035, Sec. 5 to change the sunset provision from Dec. 31, 1989 to Dec. 31, 1998. Rewrites SL 
1987, Ch. 1035, Sec. 6, to provide that all sums collected on kerosene and motor fuel pursuant 
to GS 119-18 (gasoline and oil inspection fees) that are not allotted by the Budget Bureau to 
administer and enforce provisions of GS Ch. 119, shall be credited to Commercial and 
Noncommercial Funds as follows: one-third to Commercial, two-thirds to Noncommercial, but if 
balance in Commercial Fund exceeds $15 million, then ail to Noncommercial until Commercial 
falls below $5 million. Provides that $500,000 of funds so credited shall be transferred to the 
Dep't of Natural Resources and Community Development to administer and enforce provisions of 
GS 143B-282(h) and 143-215.3(a)(15).

S 963. MANDATORY DRUG SENTENCE. "7O PROVIDE THAT A PERSON CONVICTED OF A DRUG 
VIOLATION SHALL SERVE AT LEAST TEN PERCENT OF THE FIRST ONE HUNDRED YEARS OF THE 
MANDATORY MINIMUM SENTENCE FOR THE OFFENSE. AND FIVE PERCENT OF THE SECOND 
HUNDRED YEARS OF THE MANDATORY MINIMUM SENTENCE REGARDLESS OF WHETHER THE 
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PERSON HAS PROVIDED SUBSTANTIAL ASSISTANCE IN THE IDENTIFICATION, ARREST, OR 
CONVICTION OF OTHER PERSONS INVOLVED IN THE DRUG VIOLATIONS.” Adds new GS 90-95(j) 
as title indicates (applies to sentences for drug violations under 90-95). Applies to offense com- 
mitted on or after Oct. 1, 1989.

S 964. DRUG FREE SCHOOLS-2. "TO STRENGHTEN THE PENALTY FOR A DRUG VIOLATION 
THAT OCCURS WITHIN ONE THOUSAND FEET OF SCHOOL PROPERTY." Adds new GS 90-95(j) to 
provide that person convicted of violating GS 90-95(a)(1) (includes selling controlled substance) or 
-95(a)(2) (includes selling counterfeit controlled substance) (1) within 1,000 feet of boundary of 
property used for public or private elementary, middle, or secondary school or public or private 
university, or (2) while on or within 1,000 feet of school or activity bus or similar vehicle, in addi- 
tion and consecutive to sentence for that conviction, shall be punished by additional term of im- 
prisonment equal to sentence imposed for that conviction. Prohibits suspended sentence, 
probation, early parole, or plea bargaining for violation under subsection. Applicable to offenses 
committed on or after Oct. 1, 1989.

S 965. HOSPITAL PRIVILEGES. "TO AMEND THE LAW REGARDING HOSPITAL PRIVILEGES AND 
PROCEDURES." Amends GS 131E-85(a) to provide that hospitals ce make staff privilege deci- 
sions "on a non-discriminatory basis.” 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 966. SUPERIOR COURT CLERK SALARY. "PROVIDE CLERKS OF SUPERIOR COURT THE 
SAME ANNUAL SALARY IN CERTAIN POPULATIONS." Amends GS 7A-101(a) to set lowest step in 
clerk of superior court pay schedule at $41,748 for counties under 100,000 population (now, 
$36,288 in counties under 30,000). 

Introduced by Sands. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 967. DISTRICT COURT JUDGE/17B. "TO ADD AN ADDITIONAL DISTRICT COURT JUDGE IN 
JUDICIAL DISTRICT SEVENTEEN-B, AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS.” Amends GS 7A-133 as title 
indicates, and directs that the new judgeship shall be filled by election in 1990 general election 
for four-year term beginning first Monday in Dec., 1990. Appropriates from General Fund to 
Judicial Dep’t $52,370 [fiscal year not specified] to implement act. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Sands. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 968. PRACTICE OF CHIROPRACTIC. "TO CLARIFY THE SUBJECTS ABOUT WHICH A 
CHIROPRACTOR MAY TESTIFY AS AN EXPERT WITNESS AND TO MODIFY THE EDUCATIONAL 
REQUIREMENTS PRIOR TO TESTING FOR A CHIROPRACTOR LICENSE.” Amends GS 90-156.2 to 
permit a chiropractor to testify as an expert witness on (1) the "science and art of using the 
inherent recuperative powers of the body for the restoration and maintenance of health,” (2) “spi- 
nal mechanics and the spinal column and its immediate articulations and supporting structures,” 
and (3) "the physiological dynamics of contiguous spinal structures which can cause neuronal 
disturbances” and how chiropractors treat them. Amends current GS 90-143 and version to take 
effect July 1, 1993 to provide that an applicant may sit for the chiropractic licensing exam during 
the 60 days prior to graduation from chiropractic college.

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S 969. LICENSE MASONRY CONTRACTORS. "TO PROVIDE FOR THE LICENSING OF MASONRY 
CONTRACTORS." Enacts new GS Ch. 87, establishing a licensing system for masonry contractors 
and prohibiting engaging in business of masonry contracting without a license. Defines masonry 
contractor as a person who undertakes or offers to undertake masonry work in construction, re- 
pair, or improvement of a building or other structure. 

Establishes seven-member Board of Masonry Contractors, appointed as follows: one mem- 
ber from community college system, involved in masonry training, appointed by President of sys- 
tem; one member from public school system, involved in masonry training, appointed by Sup’t of 
Public Instruction; three masonry contractors appointed by Governor; and two public members 
appointed by Governor. Provides for staggered five-year terms for members and provides for their 
compensation, meetings, and powers and duties. 

Establishes two classes of license: Class | licenses for all structures, and Class II licenses 
for residential structures only. In addition, divides Class | licenses into limited (masonry work up 
to $100,000 per project), intermediate ($250,000 per project), and unlimited. Directs Board to 
establish standards for each class of license. Requires examination for license, under direction of 
Board, and provides for fees for various classes of license. Grandfathers persons with three 
years’ experience as masonry contractor on Dec. 31, 1989. Sets out circumstances under which 
licenses may be issued to corporations, partnerships, and persons operating under trade names. 
Permits Board to discipline licensees and provides for criminal and civil enforcement of licensing 
system. Effective Jan. 1, 1990. 

Introduced by Soles. Referred to State Government. 


S 970. LOCAL NOTICE FOR DISCHARGE PERMITS-2. "TO PROVIDE THAT LOCAL OFFICIALS BE 
NOTIFIED BY MAIL OF AN APPLICATION FOR A WASTEWATER PERMIT AND TO PROVIDE THAT 
THE ENVIRONMENTAL MANAGEMENT COMMISSION SHALL DENY OR ATTACH CONDITIONS TO A 
PERMIT THAT ALLOWS A DISCHARGE OR USE THAT IS INCONSISTENT WITH LOCAL LAND-USE 
PLANS OR ZONING ORDINANCES.” Amends GS 143-215.1 (control of sources of water pollution 
by Environmental Management Comm'n) to authorize Comm'n to deny permit for discharge of 
waste water that is inconsistent with local land-use plan or zoning ordinance, and to require 
Comm'n to act on such permits to prevent such discharge. Requires person applying for permit 
to discharge waste water to send notice by first-class mail to county or city manager, county 
health director, and city or county planning director of county or city in which discharge will 
occur, and to owners of adjacent property; applicant must also post notice of the application on 
property that may be affected by the discharge. Requires Comm’n to deny permit involving dis- 
charge other than to surface waters if discharge inconsistent with local land-use plan or zoning. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Shaw. Referred to Environment. 


S 971. AUTOMATIC DIALING SERVICES. "TO REGULATE AND PROHIBIT CERTAIN PRACTICES BY 
TELEPHONE AUTOMATIC DIALING SERVICES.” Enacts new GS 14-460, regulating use of auto- 
matic dialing-announcing devices. These are devices that automatically call numbers and play a 
prerecorded message to the number called. (Exempts from regulation governments using such a 
device for emergency purposes.) Requires that users of such devices state at beginning of call 
the nature of the call and name of person calling; and state at end the address < telephone 
number of the caller, or person on whose behalf call being made. In addition, requires that de- 
vice disconnect upon termination of call by either party. Permits Attorney General to enforce by 
injunction and civil penalty; permits person being called to enforce by civil action for damages,

with treble damage possibility, as well as attorneys’ fees; and makes each call made in violation 
a misdemeanor, punishable by fine up to $500, six months’ imprisonment, or both. Effective Oct.

S 972. CABARRUS FIREMEN’S ASS’N FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE CABARRUS 

COUNTY FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION, INC., FOR A MOBILE CLASSROOM TO PROVIDE FIRE SAFETY 
EDUCATION THROUGHOUT THE COUNTY.” Appropriates $20,000 for 1989-90 from General Fund 
as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Jim Johnson. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 973. SEPARATE PROPERTY DISTRIBUTION. "TO PROVIDE THAT IN AN EQUITABLE 
DISTRIBUTION CASE, SEPARATE PROPERTY USED TO ACQUIRE PROPERTY HELD’AS TENANTS BY 
THE ENTIRETY SHALL BE CONSIDERED SEPARATE PROPERTY AND MAY NOT BE CONSIDERED A 
GIFT TO THE MARITAL ESTATE UNLESS THERE IS A CLEAR STATEMENT IN THE DEED THAT THE 
SEPARATE PROPERTY IS A GIFT." Amends. GS 50-20(b)(2) as title indicates. Effective for civil ac- 
tions filed on or after Oct. 1, 1989.

S 974. STATEWIDE NONBINDING ARBITRATION (=H 1278). "TO PERMIT STATEWIDE COURT- 
ORDERED, NONBINDING ARBITRATION AS AN ALTERNATIVE CIVIL PROCEDURE IN CERTAIN CIVIL 
ACTIONS." See identical bill H 1278. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Constitution. 


S 975. RETIREES’ GUARANTEED RETURNS. "TO PROVIDE CERTAIN MINIMUM RETURNS TO ALL 
RETIREES OF ALL STATE-ADMINSTERED SYSTEMS." Amends TSERS, LGERS, and Legislative 
Retirement System to provide that if former member of system dies while receiving retirement 
allowance and is not survived by beneficiary to whom allowance is payable under current law, a 
death benefit, equal to excess, if any, of member’s accumulated contributions over total paid to 
him before death, be paid to person nominated by member in writing duly acknowledged and 
filed with Board of Trustees of system. If nominated person dead at time of member’s death, 
death benefit (if any) to be paid to member’s legal representatives. New sections also provide 
that if retirement allowance becomes payable to former member’s beneficiary before total of al- 
lowances paid to member and spouse equals member’s accumulated contributions, the excess 
must be paid in lump sum to person nominated by member, or if nominee dead, to member’s 
legal representatives. Requires TSERS Board of Trustees to fund Act’s provisions with unencum- 
bered actuarial gain remaining after paying cost-of-living increases for retired members and any 
other increases in benefits contained in 1989-90 Current Operations Appropriations Act. Board to 
allocate percentage of payroll contributions rates for employers among normal and accrued liabil- 
ity contributions to TSERS without increase in total employer contribution rate and without in- 
crease in scheduled amortization period for liquidation of unfunded accrued liabilities. Effective 
July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Speed. Referred to Pensions & Retirement. 


S 976. LAW OFFICERS’ QUALIFICATIONS. "REGARDING MINIMUM STANDARDS OF LAW 
ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS." Amends GS 17C-10(a) to exempt following classes of persons from 
experience, training, and education standards set by Criminal Justice Education and Training 
Standards Comm'n: special policeman appointed by Governor; or any person who served eight or 
more years as sheriff, chief deputy sheriff, police lieutenant or higher, Highway Patrol Sergeant or 
higher, SBI officer, FBI officer, or other state or federal officer with arrest power equal to any 
listed officer. Adds GS 17C-10(e) providing that any criminal justice officer who was certified, who 
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has at least two years’ experience as full-time sworn officer, and who left law enforcement in 
good standing and remained out for more than one year, is to be granted certification upon com- 
pleting a Commission-accredited refresher course, of no more than half the hours in a basic 
training course. 

Introduced by Speed. Referred ito Veterans/Law Enforcement/Sr. Citizens. 


S 977. OFFSHORE OIL IMPACT PROTECTION. "TO PROTECT NORTH CAROLINA COASTAL 
RESOURCES FROM POTENTIAL ADVERSE IMPACTS OF OFFSHORE OIL AND GAS ACTIVITIES." 
Enacts new Part 2B, Art. 21A, GS Ch. 143, providing for effects of and responses to offshore oil 
and gas discharges. Makes person responsible for discharge of natural gas, oil, or drilling waste 
into offshore waters or coastal fishing waters absolutely liable without regard to fault for all 
cleanup and removal costs and all direct and indirect damages, as defined in act. Provides that 
such liability attaches to discharges from offshore wells or undersea sites, from offshore facilities, 
from offshore vessels in which gas, oil, or drilling waste is being transported, processed, or 
stored, or from offshore pipelines. Imposes joint and several liability, with possibility for subroga- 
tion, and provides that statutory remedies do not bar actions under common law or other stat- 
utes. Places responsibility for removal of prohibited discharges, permits Attorney General or 
injured persons to bring civil actions against violators, and requires notification of discharges to 
State, with schedule of penalties for failure to do so. Requires Dep’t of Administration to develop 
oil spill contingency plan and provides for declaration of emergency by Governor in appropriate 
circumstances. 

Amends GS 143-215.83(b) to provide that when act or omission of third party is raised as 
defense to liability for discharge, burden is on person raising the defense. Amends GS 143- 
215.84(a) to extend removal responsibility to owner of oil or other substance, as well as person in 
control thereof. Amends GS 143-215.86 to provide that Environmental Management Comm’n re- 
sponsibility for planning for response to oil spill does not extend to spills in offshore marine wa- 
ters. Amends GS 143-215.89 to delete limitation on state’s recovery now set out in section. 
Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Marine Resources & Wildlife. 


S 978. DEPOSE STATE’S CRIMINAL WITNESSES. "7TO PROVIDE THAT WHEN A DEFENDANT IS 
INDICTED BY THE GRAND JURY BEFORE HE HAS BEEN AFFORDED OR WAIVED A PROBABLE 
CAUSE HEARING, THE DEFENDANT MAY DEPOSE THE STATE’S PRIMARY WITNESSES." Amends 
GS 15A-903 (disclosure of evidence by state in criminal trial) to provide that if defendant indicted 
before receiving or waiving a probable-cause hearing, he may take depositions from state’s pri- 
mary witnesses in accordance with GS 15A-902 (discovery procedure). Effective Oct. 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Ballance. Referred to Election Laws.

Senate committee substitute (1) adds a statement of state policy, intended to guide develop- 
ment of the Social Services Plan; (2) deletes the requirement that the Plan include a plan for 
allocating the State’s equalizing payment for assisting counties in AFDC; and (3) adds a 
requirement that the State Public Assistance Equalization Program be presented annually to 
the Social Services Comm'n for review. 
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H 397. D.O.T. PRIVATE CONTRACT SUNSET. (See p. 235) 4 


House committee substitute restores sunset clause, changing date to June 30, 1991 (current 
SL 1987, Ch. 860, Sec. 2 expires June 30, 1989). 


SENATE BILLS 
S 175. MODIFY $100 AUTO TAX PENALTY. (See p. 150) 


Senate committee substitute deletes original bill’s provisions concerning 30- see grace period 
and amends title accordingly. 


S 218. APPOINTED JUDGES-CONSTITUTION. (See p. 180) 


Senate committee substitute deletes those portions of proposed amendment that changed 
method of selection of trial judges, but adds new provision that permits General Assembly, 
at its option, to provide for appointed rather than elected trial court judges; this option 
couched in language comparable to that of original bill regarding trial judges. Makes con- 
forming change to ballot language. Adds proposed amendment to Art. IV, sec. 19, permitting 
General Assembly to require Governor, in making appointments to and filling vacancies in 
Art. IV offices, to make appointments and fill vacancies from nominations submitted pursuant 
to statutory procedures. 


S 219. APPOINTIVE JUDGES STATUTE. (See p. 181) 


Senate committee substitute substantially revises bill. 

District and superior court judges: Deletes provisions regarding district and superior 
court judges. Amends GS 163-9 (repealed in original bill) to provide that when filling superior 
court vacancy, Governor must choose from list of nominees comprising all active district 
court judges residing in district of vacancy plus nominations submitted by district bar. To 
participate in nomination process, bar member must be resident of county or counties of 
superior court judicial district where vacancy occurs. If bar fails to submit nominations for 
superior court vacancy within 30 days of vacancy, Governor may proceed with appointment 
without waiting for bar nominations and may appoint anyone qualified to hold position. 

Supreme Court justices and Court of Appeals judges: Requires that Governor appoint 
appellate justice or judge to fill new position or vacancy from list as described below. 
Confirmation of appointment by General Assembly must be considered at first regular ses- 
sion in odd-numbered year, but may be considered earlier in any regular or extra session. 
(Confirmation is by majority vote in both houses, as in original bill.) Term of confirmed ap- 
pointee to begin on next Sep. 1 in odd-numbered year after confirmation; however, con- 
firmed appointee may begin service immediately upon being appointed even though term of 
office has not begun. 

List of nominees: List for Court of Appeals judge includes all active N.C. trial judges; 
all former N.C. appellate justices and judges except those who have been impeached, have 
been removed from office, have failed to receive confirmation or reconfirmation, or are serv- 
ing as emergency or recalled justices or judges; and up to three nominees from each district 
bar [defines “district” as in GS 84-19, meaning entire county or set of counties constituting 
a judicial district as defined on Jan. 1, 1987]. List for associate justice of Supreme Court is 
same as Court of Appeals list except that it includes all active Court of Appeals judges. List 
for Chief Justice of Supreme Court is same as associate justice list except that it includes 
active associate justices of Supreme Court. Governor must notify each district bar of occur- 
rence of vacancy. Bar nominees must be submitted within 30 days of notification of vacancy; 
if any bar fails to submit a nomination within that period, Governor may sa from among 
nominations already ORCI th 
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Reconfirmation: Provides for investigation of judge or justice for reconfirmation by new 
Judicial Retention Comm'n, described below, rather than by Judicial Standards Comm'n. 
Information received in investigation is confidential; not to be disclosed unless justice or 
judge consents. Authorizes reconfirmation by simple majority of both houses of General 
Assembly (original bill required 2/3). 

Judicial Retention Comm'n: Consists of four members appointed by Governor (none 
may be licensed attorney, and one member must be from each judicial division as consti- 
tuted on Jan. 1, 1989); four appointed by State Bar with one from each division; one ap- 
pointed by General Assembly on recommendation of Speaker of House; one appointed by 
General Assembly on recommendation of President Pro Tempore of Senate; and one ap- 
pointed by Chief Justice of Supreme Court to serve as chairman. No member may be active 
appellate judge or justice or member of General Assembly. Provides for staggered four-year 
terms except that members appointed by General Assembly have two-year terms; initial 
terms to begin July 1, 1991. Comm’n may inspect files of Judicial Standards Comm'n. Its 
meetings not to be subject to Open Meetings Law (GS Ch. 143, Art. 33C). 

Effective dates: Makes act effective Jan. 15, 1991 (originally, 1990) if accompanying 
constitutional amendment approved. Retains transitional provisions for judges in office as of 
revised effective date. 


S 278. ANIMAL WELFARE ACT/REVISIONS. (See pp. 228, 512) 
Senate committee substitute #2 makes following changes in committee substitute #1: (1) 
Provides that matching grants to units of local government from the Animal Welfare 
Enforcement Act may be made for operating expenses of animal control facilities equal to 
the amount of the animal tax collected by the unit up to a limit of $5,000 per year; (2) 
Provides for a $1.00 fee (was, $0.50) on each rabies tag, to be collected by the issuer (was, 
vaccinator); (3) Deletes requirement that payment of fee be recorded on vaccination certifi- 
cate; (4) Deletes authority of Dep't of Agriculture to retain 10% of fee for administrative 
costs; (5) Deletes authority of Dep’t of Agriculture to compromise or forgive penalties for 
failure to remit fees; (6) Changes effective date of amendments to Ch. 19A (bill sections 1 
through 5) to July 1, 1991 (was, Oct. 1, 1991); and (7) makes technical, clarifying and con- 
forming changes. 


S 458. ALARM SYSTEMS CHANGES. (See p. 362) 
Senate amendment amends GS 74D-2 and 74D-3 to restricts applicability of Alarm Systems 
Licensing Act to businesses that sell such systems by personal solicitation “when combined 
with personal inspection of the interior of the residence or business to advice on specific 
types and specific locations of alarm system devices.” 


S 576. WAKE FOREST FACILITY FEES. (See p. 428) 
Senate committee substitute specifies the sorts of capital facilities for which facilities fees 
may be charged, limits fees charged in extraterritorial areas to services provided by the town 
in such areas, defines the sorts of building activities subject to fees, and establishes proce- 
dural proconditions to the adoption of a fee system. 


S 614. LEWISTON-WOODVILLE BOUNDARIES. (See p. 445) 
Senate committee substitute makes technical corrections. 


S 726. AUCTION VEHICLE INSPECTIONS. (See p. 531) 
Senate amendment provides that public auction dealers may sell motor vehicles with inspec- 
tion stickers not less than 90 days old without having vehicle inspected. 


S 857. CONFIRM CHIEF ADMINISTRATIVE JUDGE. (See p. 678) 
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Senate committee substitute replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR 
CONFIRMATION OF THE APPOINTMENT OF THE CHIEF ADMINISTRATIVE LAW JUDGE | 
BY EACH HOUSE OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY.” Amends GS 7A-752 as title indicates. . 4 
Requires Chief Justice to submit nomination to General Assembly by May 1 in year in which | 
appointment is to expire. Requires Chief Justice to submit new name within 15 days of the 

failure of either house to confirm the appointment. 


S 866. MEMORIALIZING OTTIS F. JONES. (See p. 627) - 
House amendment makes technical corrections.

S 983. LONGEVITY PAY RATE INCREASE. "7O INCREASE THE LONGEVITY PAY RATES FOR 
STATE EMPLOYEES AND COMMUNITY COLLEGE EMPLOYEES." Increases longevity pay rates, ef- 
fective July 1, 1989, for state and community college employees 0.5% over rates in effect in 
1988-89, excepting judicial and legislative branch employees from increase. Appropriates in 1989- 
90 $3.7 million from General Fund and $1.3 million from Highway Fund, to Office of State Budget 
and Management, for salary reserve to fund increase in longevity pay rates.

S 984. AUTISM FOUNDATION FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE DEVELOPMENT OF A 
YEAR-ROUND CAMP FOR AUTISTIC ADULTS.” Appropriates $250,000 in 1989-90 from General 
Fund to Autism Foundation of N.C. for purpose indicated in title. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Conder. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 985. SENATE MEET AT CAMP LEJEUNE. "PROVIDING FOR THE SENATE TO MEET AT CAMP 
LEJEUNE ON MAY 11, 1989." As title indicates. 
Introduced by Guy. Referred to Rules. 


S 986. DAMAGE TO DOC/DHR EMPLOYEE’S CAR. "TO ALLOW CONDITIONAL REIMBURSEMENT 
FOR DAMAGE OR THEFT OF A PASSENGER VEHICLE OF AN EMPLOYEE OF THE DEPARTMENT 
OF CORRECTION OR THE DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES WHEN THE DAMAGE OR THEFT 
OCCURS AT THE JOB SITE." Amends GS 143B-261.2 (for DOC employees) and GS 143-127.2 (for 
DHR employees), to allow departmental secretaries to adopt rules as title indicates, for damage 
or theft caused by correctional inmates or human resources clients. 

Introduced by Simpson. Referred to State Personnel.

House committee substitute deletes change in driver license requirements for drivers of 
school activity busses and amends title accordingly. Makes conforming amendment to GS 
115C-245(a) with respect to minimum age for bus drivers. 


H 345. ABSENTEE BALLOT AMENDMENTS. (See p. 206) 
House committee substitute adds clause making it clear that person assisting another to 
mark an absentee ballot must be otherwise authorized by law to assist that voter. 


H 405. ELECTION DAY TRANSFERS SIMPLIFIED. (See p. 237) 
House committee substitute requires 60 days’ notice to State Board of Elections before local 
board exercises new authority to provide that each polling place is an additional location for 
voting transfer ballots; and provides that act expires Jan. 1, 1991. 


H 504. DAMAGED PROPERTY SUNSET OFF. (See p. 298) 
House committee substitute repeals sunset provision with respect to GS 143B-261.2 (dam- 
age or repair to personal property by correctional inmates), which now expires July 1, 1989; 
makes technical correction; and amends title accordingly. 


H 524. EXPAND FAIR TREATMENT FOR VICTIMS. (See p. 310) 
House committee substitute makes technical change. 


H 711. AMEND INCOMPETENCY/GUARDIANSHIP. (See p. 380) 
House committee substitute (1) amends GS 35A-1224 to authorize clerk of superior court to 
appoint an adult individual, whether or not a resident of North Carolina, as guardian of the 
person, general guardian, or guardian of the estate of a minor (was, clerk could appoint as 
general guardian or guardian of the estate only a resident of North Carolina); (2) rewrites GS 
35A-1230 to require that if a general guardian or guardian of the estate is a nonresident and 
the value of property received exceeds $1,000, (a) the surety must be a bond executed by a 
duly authorized surety company or secured by cash in an amount equal to the amount of the 
bond or by a mortgage executed under GS Ch. 109 on real estate in the county with net 
value of at least one and one-fourth times the amount of the bond, and (b) the nonresident 
guardian appoint a resident agent to accept service of process in all actions and proceed- | 
ings with respect to the guardianship; (3) amends GS 35A-1251(17) and -1252(14) to provide 
that the powers granted in those subdivisions (to sell, lease, or exchange ward’s personal 
property without court order) to not affect guardian’s power (was, “duty”) to petition court } 
for prior approval of expenditures from estate principal; and (4) rewrites GS 35A-1261 to | 
require general guardian or guardian of the estate, within three months after appointment, to — 
file with the clerk an inventory or account (was, inventory "and" account) of his ward’s es- 
tate, and makes conforming amendment to G.S. 35A-1262; (5) amends G.S. 35A-1266 to 
require guardian to file final account within 60 days (was, 30 days) after termination of the 
guardianship; and (6) changes effective date from date of ratification to October 1, 1989. 


H 912. JUDGE MCMILLAN MAY PERFORM MARRIAGE. (See p. 470) 
House committee substitute deletes name of couple who may be married by Judge McMillan | 
and deletes limitation of bill to Mecklenburg County. | 


SENATE BILLS 


S 109. CIVIC LITERACY ACT. (See p. 98) 
Senate committee substitute makes technical change. 


S 114. COUNTY LANDFILL DISPOSAL FEES. (SEE P. 106) ¢ 
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Senate amendment clarifies that prohibition of disposal fees on municipalities applies to mu- 
nicipal contractors. 


S 130. NO INFECTIOUS WASTE OCEAN DUMPING. (See pp. 116, 262, 432) 
Senate committee substitute #2 makes following changes to committee substitute #1: (1) 
amends penalty provisions of GS 75A-18, 76-40, and 143-214.2A to provide that misde- 
meanor violations require proof of negligent behavior and that felony violations which create 
substantial risks of physical harm require proof of willful behavior; (2) clarifies definition of 
medical waste by removing those wastes excluded from definition of “solid waste” in GS 
130A-290(18)a-e (animal feces; materials in certain sewage, irrigation flow returns, and 
wastewater discharges; certain oils and hydrocarbons; nuclear wastes; and certain mining 
wastes); and (3) makes clarifying amendment to GS 130A-22(a). 


S 142. AMEND FACILITY BOARD MEMBERSHIP. (See pp. 126, 250, 600) 
Conference report (1) retains House amendment increasing membership to 12 with additional 
member appointed by Comm’r from two nominees of Auto Insurance Agents of North 
Carolina, and (2) deletes House amendment giving voting rights to disinterested members 
appointed by Governor. 


S 254. STUDENT LOAN RECOVERY ACT. (See p. 210) 

Senate committee substitute makes following changes: (1) provides that court may not order 
withholding unless it finds that debtor’s family income at time of hearing exceeds 200% of 
federal poverty guidelines; (2) withholding may not reduce debtor's family income to point at 
or below 200% of federal poverty guidelines; (3) Authority's motion for withholding must be 
accompanied by disclosure statement concerning these limitations and letter to debtor stat- 
ing that motion will be withdrawn if debtor executes sworn statement that family income is 
below 200% of federal poverty guidelines; Authority must provide forms for this purpose; (4) 
allows payor as well as debtor to contest withholding; (5) adds relevant definitions; and (6) 
authorizes payor to withhold $2 processing fee for each withholding under order of court. 


S 308. SINGLE PRIME PUBLIC CONTRACTS-3. (See p. 232) 
Senate committee substitute requires public entity wishing to use single-prime system to also 
advertise for bids on multiple-prime basis and to award contract to lowest bid or bidder for 
entire project. Modifies and elaborates upon minority business enterprise provisions of origi- 
nal bill, as follows: (i) defines minorities as blacks, Hispanics, Asian-Americans, American 
Indians, and Alaskan natives; defines minority businesses as those businesses at least 51% 
owned by minority persons, and under daily operating control of those minority persons; (2) 
requires State to have 10% goal for minority business participation on contracts let under 
GS 143-128, and local governments to establish their own appropriate percentage goal; (3) 
requires awarding entities to establish guidelines for ensuring good faith efforts to recruit 
and select minority businesses for participation in contracts. Deletes references in original 
bill to construction management system, design-build system, and the prequalification of bid- 
ders. Amends GS 143-132 to provide that in determining if there have been three bids, a 
single-prime contractor bid counts as a bid in each of the four categories of multiple prime 
contracts. Requires various agencies and entities to monitor experience under bill, with re- 
port to 1995 General Assembly; adds June 30, 1995 sunset. 


S 380. ABC LAW AMENDMENTS. (See p. 303) 
Senate committee substitute makes following changes from original bill: (1) Adds amendment 
to GS 18B-208(b) to direct ABC Comm'n, upon retirement of bonds issued pursuant to sec- 
tion, to reduce bailment surcharge to amount no more than necessary to pay Comm’n’'s 
operating expenses. (2) Adds amendment to GS 18B-1207 requiring ali actions under Art. 12 
(Wine Distribution Agreements) to be brought in NC, regardless choice of forum in any 
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agreement between parties. (3) Adds amendment to GS 18B-1006, to permit tour boats to 
hold brown-bagging permits. (4) Adds new GS 18B-700 providing for limited immunity from 
suit for individual ABC board members. (5) Changes effective date provisions to make entire 
bill effective upon ratification, except amendment to GS 18B-903 and new GS 18B-1207(c), 
which are effective Oct. 1, 1989, and amendment to GS 18B-1207 regarding choice of 
forum, which applies only to actions brought after ratification. 


S 430. SPECIAL NEEDS NOTICE CHANGE. (See p. 345) 


Senate committee substitute amends notice provision to now require notice when the local 
educational agency proposes to initiate or change, or refuses to initiate or change, the iden- 
tification, evaluation, or educational placement of a child as a child with special needs. 


S 452. ADD SUPERIOR CT. JUDGE DIST. 11 & 13. (See p. 348) 


Senate committee substitute adds a judge to 11th Superior Court District (Harnett, Johnston, 
Lee); provides that Governor will appoint new judge for calendar year 1990, with successor 
elected to eight-year term in 1990 election; changes provision concerning new judge in 13th 
district to provide that judge elected in 1990 will serve four years and thereafter term will be 
eight years; and appropriates $62,805 in 1989-90 and $68,005 in 1990-91 from General 
Fund to Administrative Office of Courts, to implement act. 


S 453. BURKE FOX HUNTING. (See p. 362) 


Senate amendment makes technical correction. 


S 502. INSURANCE RECIPROCALS. (See p. 397) 


Senate committee substitute makes following substantive changes to original bill: (1) 
Specifies that reciprocals must obtain license under act annually. (2) Requires each licensed 
reciprocal to maintain minimum deposit with Comm’r of Insurance of at least $100,000. (3) 
Deletes provision that gave current reciprocals, who had appointed Sec’y of State as agent 
for service of process, six months to file written power of attorney required by act. (4) 
Specifies that there is to be no derivative liability on part of various persons because of their 
Status. (5) Increases from 25 to 100 (or such lesser number authorized by Comm’r) number 
of persons needed to organize a domestic reciprocal; and adds requirement that declaration 
of organizers include financial projections for initial five years of operation. (6) Permits sub- 
scriber’s agreement to provide for indemnification. (7) Deletes requirement that assessments 
levied upon subscribers be approved by Comm’r. (8) Adds severability clause. 


S 503. LONG-TERM CARE INSURANCE. (See =H 721, p. 384) 


Senate committee substitute deletes amendment to GS 58-543(4) (definition of long-term 
care insurance) and makes technical and stylistic changes. 


S 509. STATEWIDE 911 SERVICE. (See p. 398) 


Senate amendments (1) rewrite definition of “addressing” to refer to assigning a numerical 
address and street name to each “location” (in original bill, “inhabitable dwelling”) within a 
local government’s geographical area necessary to provide public safety service as deter- 
mined by the local government (underlined words added); and (2) amend G.S. 62A-9(a) to 
delete provision making it a misdemeanor to use or disclose information described in the 
section for 


purposes other than handling a 911 call. 


S 516. VOCATIONAL REHAB. SUBROGATION-2. (See p. 400) 


Senate amendment makes technical corrections. 


S 517. CAPACITY TO PROCEED TO TRIAL. (See p. 400) 
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Senate committee substitute reorganizes several provisions of original bill. Makes clear that 
the court may order a local forensic evaluation when the capacity of any defendant to pro- 
ceed is questioned; when the defendant is charged with a misdemeanor, the court may 

order him to a State facility for the mentally ill only after such local examination; and if the 
defendant is charged with a felony, the court may order him to a State facility at any time. 


S 624. BUSINESS ENERGY IMPROVEMENT. (See p. 447) 
Senate committee substitute (1) amends GS 143B-472.31 to add "to conserve energy” to 
the purpose statement; and (2) amends GS 143B-472.32 to (a) delete provision limiting loan 
amounts to $500,000 per business entity; (b) delete provision giving priority for loans to busi- 
nesses already located in the State; (c) provide that the annual percentage rate excludes 
other fees required for loan application review and origination; (d) add provision that the 
term of any loan under the section may not be greater than seven years; and (e) add provi- 
sion that, in accordance with terms of Stripper Well Settlement, administrative expenses for 
activities under the section shall be limited to 5% of funds appropriated for that purpose. 


S 627. GASTON HOSPITAL LEASE. (See p. 447) 
Senate committee substitute replaces skeleton bill with provision repealing Ch. 796, SL 
1983, which exempted Gaston County from provisions of Art. 12, GS Ch. 160A, as to lease 
of property to Gaston Memorial Hospital, Inc. 


S 636. ENCOURAGE PSAT USE. (See p. 475) 
Senate amendment makes technical correction. 


S 804. PSYCHOLOGIST LICENSING CHANGE. (See p. 560) 
Senate amendment makes technical correction. 


S 832. STATE DOG. (See p. 613) 
Senate amendment makes stylistic changes.

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H 1364. GUILTY BUT INSANE VERDICT. ”"7O CREATE THE VERDICT IN A CRIMINAL CASE OF 
GUILTY BUT INSANE, AND TO ABOLISH THE PLEA AND VERDICT OF NOT GUILTY BY REASON OF 
INSANITY." Amends GS 15A-101, -959, -1011, and -1237, repeals GS 15A-1321 and -1322, and 
makes conforming amendments as title indicates. Adds new GS 15A-1251 to provide that jury 
may consider whether defendant is guilty but was insane at the time of the offense. Defines 
insane as having a psychiatric disorder or mental illness which “substantially disturbs a person’s 
thinking, feeling, or behavior and impairs the person’s ability to function.” Amends GS 15A-1331 
to provide that defendant found guilty but insane or enters a guilty but insane plea must be 
sentenced in the manner as a defendant found guilty. Amends GS 15A-1332 to provide that court 
must order presentencing psychiatric evaluation of defendant found guilty but insane. Adds new 
GS 15A-1336 to require court to order treatment for those found guilty but insane and committed 
to the Dep’t of Correction. Permits Dep’t of Correction to bring an action in superior court to 
discontinue or alter order. Effective Oct. 1, 1989.

H 1365. HAZELWOOD POLICE RADIO FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE TOWN OF 
HAZELWOOD TO MODERNIZE ITS POLICE COMMUNICATIONS SYSTEM.” Appropriates $5,000 in 
1989-90 from General Fund to Hazelwood, to purchase six new police radios. Effective July 1, 
1989. 

Introduced by Ramsey. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1366. JACKSON NATURE INVENTORY FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR AN 
INVENTORY OF NATURAL AREAS IN JACKSON COUNTY." Appropriates $7,500 in 1989-90 from 
General Fund to Dep’t of Natural Resources and Community Development, Div’n of Parks and 
Recreation, as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Ramsey. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1367. WESTERN CAROLINA CENTENNIAL FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
WESTERN CAROLINA UNIVERSITY CENTENNIAL CELEBRATION.” Appropriates from General Fund 
to UNC Board of Governors $50,000 for 1989-90 for the centennial celebration at Western 
Carolina University. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Ramsey. Referred to Appropriations.

H 73. MERIT PAY SYSTEM REVISED. (See p. 52) 
House committee substitute makes following changes in original bill: (1) changes “merit pay” 
to "performance pay” throughout bill; (2) provides that performance increases will go to 
those who "exceed performance expectations” (was, those whose performance is "satisfac- 
tory and above”); (3) specifies that performance appraisal systems must use a rating scale 
of at least five points, with the top three points qualifying for performance increases; (4) 
provides that employees rated at the highest level shall receive maximum allowable percent- 
age pay increase, those at next highest shall receive one-half of maximum increase, and 
those at second-to-highest shall receive one-fourth of maximum percentage increase; (5) 
specifies that challenges to increases are not contested cases under Administrative 
Procedure Act; (6) requires annual report of State Personnel Director to State Personnel 
Comm'n evaluating the performance pay system in each employing unit; and (7) changes 
effective date to July 1, 1989 (was, Jan. 1, 1990). 


H 351. LEGISLATOR ECONOMIC INTEREST REPORT. (See p. 207) 
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House amendment requires chairman of county board of elections with which a candidate 
files a statement of economic interest to forward that statement, within 10 days after its 
filing, to the board of elections in each other county in the legislative district the candidate is 
seeking to represent. 


H 414. ANNUAL FEE FOR BANKS. (See p. 244) 
House committee substitute makes technical and clarifying changes. 


H 801. AMEND PRIVATE PERSONNEL SERVICES. (See p. 559) 
House committee substitute requires that employer-fee-paid personnel consulting service or 
temporary help service must certify to Dep't of eat that it operates on 100% employer fee 
paid basis (originally, "fee paid basis”). 


H 837. SACRAMENTAL WINE IN JAILS/PRISONS. (See p. 443) 
House committee substitute excepts from prohibition of alcoholic beverages in prison or jail 
sacramental wine (originally, any alcoholic beverage) given by ordained minister or rabbi as 
part of religious service. 


H 961. HEALTH INSURANCE COSTS STUDY. (See p. 504) 
House committee substitute increases size of study comm’n from 16 to 18. Adds one repre- 
sentative of managed health care industry, appointed by Senate President Pro Tempore. 
Adds one health care provider, appointed by Speaker, and specifies that the three health 
care providers appointed by Speaker to include a physician, a hospital representative, and 
other other provider.

Appropriates 
from the General Fund to NC REAL Enterprises, Inc. $500,000 in each year of 1989-91 biennium 
to be used as follows: (1) $250,000 each year to support programs at ten pilot sites; (2) $150,000 
each year to sustain management support provided by NC REAL; and (3) $100,000 each year for 
loans and investments in rural school-based enterprises. Effective July 1, 1989.

CENTERS.” Appropriates $2,051,571 in 1989-90 from General Fund to Dep’t of Human 
Resources, Div’n of Mental Health, Mental Retardation, and Substance Abuse (MHMRSA) 
Services, for allocation among the following, based on need: the Tideland, Southeastern, Onslow, 
and Pitt County MHMRSA programs and the Roanoke-Chowan Human Services Center for 
MHMRSA. Provides moneys to be used for operating expenses. Directs that these moneys be- 
come part of DHR continuation budget. Effective July 1, 1989.

S 989. SEA LEVEL BOAT FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE SEA LEVEL FIRE 
DEPARTMENT, RESCUE SQUAD AND COMMUNITY CENTER, INC., IN CARTERET COUNTY FOR 
EQUIPMENT AND CONSTRUCTION OF A BOAT FOR RESCUE AND FIREFIGHTING." Appropriates 
from the General Fund to the Sea Level Fire Dep’t, Rescue Squad and Community Center, Inc. 
$111,321 for fiscal 1989-90 for use as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Barker. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 990. COLLEGIATE REGISTRATION PLATES.-2 "TO PROVIDE FOR COLLEGIATE INSIGNIA 
REGISTRATION PLATES." Adds new GS 20-81.11 requiring Div’n of Motor Vehicles to develop a 
collegiate license plate for each constituent institution of the University of North Carolina and for 
each independent college or university domiciled in the State and licensed under GS 116-15 and 
to issue such plate to any motor vehicle owner (except for vehicle registered under International 
Registration Plan or a commercial truck) upon application and payment of appropriate fees. Sets 
fee at $15, in addition to regular registration fee. Authorizes application for such plate any time 
during year upon payment of full fee, and prohibits refund for any unused portion remaining on : 
original plate. Provides for distribution of $10 of each special fee according to GS 20-81.3(c) 
(providing for "Personalized Registration Plate Fund”) and the remaining $5 to the UNC Board of 
Governors for each constituent institution for its general scholarship fund and to the governing 
board of each independent college or university for its general scholarship fund. Requires that 
color and design of each institution’s special plate be approved by the Div’n of Motor Vehicles 
and the chief executive officer of the institution. Provides that request for such special plate may 
be combined with request that the plate be a special personalized registration plate authorized by 
GS 20-81.3.

S 991. MINORITY ARTISTS FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO ESTABLISH A MINORITY, 
MULTIDISCIPLINARY ARTS OUTREACH PROGRAM.” Appropriates from the General Fund to the 
Dep’t of Cultural Resources $35,000 for each year of 1989-91 biennium for use as title indicates. 
Authorizes Dep’t of Cultural Resources to contract with NC A & T Office of Continuing Education 
or other agencies for carrying out this act. Effective July 1, 1989.

S 992. CABARRUS HOSPITAL CONTRACTS. "70 ALLOW CABARRUS MEMORIAL HOSPITAL TO

OR A DESIGN-BUILD CONTRACT ON ERECTION, CONSTRUCTION, ALTERATION, OR REPAIR OF

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S 993. ELDERLY PILOT PROJECT FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO CONTINUE THE UNITED 
SERVICES FOR OLDER ADULTS, INC.'S PILOT PROJECT FOR THE ELDERLY IN GUILFORD 
COUNTY.” Appropriates $150,000 in 1989-90 from General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources, 
Div’n of Aging, for purpose indicated in title. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by W. Martin. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 994. DANGEROUS DOG LIABILITY. "TO REQUIRE THE OWNER OF A DANGEROUS DOG OR 
POTENTIALLY DANGEROUS DOG TO TAKE PRECAUTIONS AGAINST ATTACKS BY SUCH DOGS, TO 
IMPOSE CRIMINAL PENALTIES AND CIVIL LIABILITY UPON THE OWNER OF A DANGEROUS DOG 
WHICH ATTACKS AND CAUSES SERIOUS BODILY INJURY TO A PERSON, TO REQUIRE THE 
OWNER OF A DANGEROUS DOG OR POTENTIALLY DANGEROUS DOG TO MAINTAIN A LIABILITY 
POLICY TO PROVIDE AGAINST SUCH ATTACKS, AND TO TAX THE OWNERSHIP OF A DANGEROUS 
DOG.” Adds GS Ch. 67, Art. 1.1, as title indicates. Defines "dangerous dog” as dog that has 
killed or inflicted severe injury on person, without provocation; as potentially dangerous dog that 
continues to engage in behavior that defines dog as potentially dangerous; or as dog with at least 
50% pit bulldog bloodline. Defines "potentially dangerous dog” as dog that local government 
authorities has determined has bitten a person; killed or inflicted severe injury on domestic animal 
when not on owner’s property; or has, off owner’s property, approached a person in vicious or 
terrorizing manner. Prohibits owner of dangerous dog from leaving dog unattended on owner’s 
property, unless dog is inside or restrained; or from leaving property with dog unless dog is 
leashed, or otherwise restrained, and muzzled. Requires owner of dangerous or potentially dan- 
gerous dog to give notice of transfer of ownership to local authorities and notice of dangerous 
character to new owner. Requires owner of dangerous or potentially dangerous dog to insure, in 
amount of at least $100,000, against liability for personal injuries inflicted by dog. Provides that 
violation of any of above requirements and prohibitions is misdemeanor, punishable by fine up to 
$100. 

Provides that owner of dangerous dog that attacks person and causes physical injuries re- 
quiring medical treatment costing more than $100 is guilty of misdemeanor, punishable by $500 
fine, two years’ imprisonment, or both. Imposes strict liability on owner of dangerous or potentially 
dangerous dog for injuries dog inflicts on person or on another animal. Imposes $100 annual tax 
on owner of dangerous dog, with one-half going to county and one-half to state. Effective Oct. 1, 
1989. 

Introduced by Odom. Referred to Judiciary 1. 


S 995. DENTAL ANESTHESIA REGULATION/FEES. "TO ESTABLISH MAXIMUM FEES TO PROVIDE 
FINANCING FOR THE BOARD OF DENTAL EXAMINERS TO REGULATE DENTAL ANESTHESIA AND 
PARENTERAL SEDATION.” Amends GS 90-30.1 to authorize NC Board of Dental Examiners to 
establish, charge, and collect fees not exceeding $50 for each permit application and annual 
renewal, and not exceeding $350 for each office inspection, relating to general anesthesia and 
parenteral sedation by dentists. 

Introduced by Joe Johnson. Referred to Human Resources. 


S 996. BASE BUDGET APPROPRIATIONS-2. "TO MAKE BASE BUDGET APPROPRIATIONS FOR 
CURRENT OPERATIONS OF STATE DEPARTMENTS, INSTITUTIONS, AND AGENCIES AND FOR 
OTHER PURPOSES." This bill is identical to the 3rd engrossed edition of S 43 (digested on p. 614 
and pp. 629-638) except that it contains a section listing the following specific information on 
position reductions and base budget 
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appropriations reductions. Reductions are in General Fund positions and appropriations unless 
otherwise indicated; (F) identifies cut in federal funds, (H) identifies cuts in Highway Fund 
appropriations.

Also requires manufacturer to report to Sec’y the number of cigarettes 
manufactured during the month and imposes a tax of one-fourth mill per cigarette manufactured, - 
payable within ten days after the last day of each month. Preempts local business license taxes — 
of same type.

Provides that of funds appropriated for contract resurfacing 
program, no more than 15% (Senate version, 20%) of allocation may be used for widening exist- 
ing narrow pavements scheduled for resurfacing. Adds provision requiring dep’t to report, by May 
15, 1990, on resurfacing program. 

Urban construction funds. [New] Allocates $20 million for 1989-90 and 1990-91 for small urban 
construction projects; $14 million to be allocated equally among 14 highway divisions for smail 
urban construction projects located within area covered by one-mile radius of municipal corporate 
limits.

[New] With approval of Office of State Budget and 
Management, dep’t may consolidate 13 budget codes of institutions operated by Division of 
Mental Health, Mental Retardation, and Substance Abuse Services into three budget codes, one 
for each disability type, and to make other specified budget code changes. 

McLeod West Residential Program report. [Deleted.] 

Adolescent pregnancy prevention projects. Revises Senate version to provide that $940,000 for 
each year of 1989-91 biennium shall be used to fund adolescent pregnancy prevention projects 
that were funded in 1987-89 biennium. Requires Division of Health Services to evaluate projects 
in Brunswick, Durham, Henderson, Robeson, Cumberland, and Harnett counties to compare 
these projects’ current operations to their operations when evaluated by Human Services Institute. 
Evaluation to be completed within 90 days of act’s ratification. Division then to evaluate all pro- 
jects funded as result of program at least yearly and to report findings to Adolescent Pregnancy 
Study Comm’n and General Assembly by April 1 annually.

Appropriates $150,000 
for 1989-90 from General Fund to Dep't of Community Colleges for purpose indicated in title. 
Effective July 1, 1989.

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S 1009. LAW ENFORCEMENT TRAINING. "7O IMPROVE AND ENHANCE REQUIRED AND 
ADVANCED TRAINING FOR NORTH CAROLINA’S LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS." Adds new GS 
Ch. 17F to create non-reverting North Carolina Law Enforcement Training Fund (Fund) in the 
office of the Attorney General. Amends GS 20-183.7 to raise fee for vehicle inspection sticker to 
$1.50 (now, $1.00) and for emissions inspection sticker to maximum of $2.90 (now, $2.40) and 
provides that $0.50 of such fees will go to Fund. Authorizes Attorney Genera! to provide funds for 
(1) training and education of local law enforcement officers; (2) grants for criminal justice re- 
search; (3) evaluation of programs of NC Criminal Justice and NC Sheriffs’ Education and 
Training Standards Comm'n (Comm'n); (4) provide financial incentives for law enforcement offi- 
cers to obtain postsecondary degrees; (5) provide financial incentives to encourage individuals to 
become law enforcement officers. Restricts funds to agencies and individuals meeting selection, 
training, certification and other minimum standards programs of Comm’ns. Attorney General must 
file annual report of disbursements to General Assembly. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Veterans/Law Enforc’t/Senior Citizens 


S 1010. FURNITURE MANUFACTURERS’ TAX. "TO IMPOSE A LICENSE TAX ON FURNITURE 
MANUFACTURERS TO BECOME EFFECTIVE IF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY ENACTS A LICENSE TAX 
ON CIGARETTE MANUFACTURERS.” Adds new GS 105-102.5 to require furniture manufacturers to 
pay $5.00 for a privilege license and $5.00 on each piece of furniture manufactured. Effective on 
the effective date of any act levying a per cigarette or per pack tax on cigarette manufacturing. 
Introduced by Jim Johnson. Referred to Manufacturing & Labor. 


S 1011. SBI AGENT FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE TO 
FUND AGENTS’ POSITIONS IN THE STATE BUREAU OF INVESTIGATION.” Appropriates $112,000 for 
fiscal 1989-90 to be used by SBI to support reallocation of 87 agent positions, as recommended 
by the Office of State Personnel. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Raynor. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 1012. SBI AGENTS PAY STEPS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE 
TO FUND A TWO-STEP PAY INCREASE FOR ALL SWORN AGENTS OF THE STATE BUREAU OF 
INVESTIGATION." Appropriates $1,044,000 for fisca! 1989-90 as title indicates. Effective July 1, 
1989. 

Introduced by Raynor. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 1013. LAW OFFICERS’ OATHS/FUNDS. "TO ESTABLISH SEPARATE AND UNIQUE LAW 
ENFORCEMENT OFFICER OATH OF OFFICE." Amends GS 11-11 to establish a separate oath of 
office to be taken by a law enforcement officer. Appropriates from General Fund to Dep't of 
Justice $2,000 for fiscal 1989-90 for duplicating and distributing law enforcement officer oath 
forms to agencies and clerks of court. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Raynor. Referred to Veterans/Law Enforc’t/Senior Citizens. 


S 1014. N. PIEDMONT ENGINEERING FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO CREATE A 
NORTHERN PIEDMONT ENGINEERING RESEARCH CENTER.” Appropriates $750,000 for 1989-90 
and $1 million for 1990-91 from General Fund to UNC Board of Governors for purpose indicated 
in title. Requires appropriated funds to be matched by at least $250,000 by local community, 
including local gov’t units and private sector, for center’s operations. Effective July 1, 1989. 
Introduced by Ward. Referred to Appropriations. 
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S 1015. PRISON INDUSTRY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
CORRECTION FOR THE DEVELOPMENT AND IMPLEMENTATION OF MANUFACTURING OR OTHER 
INDUSTRIES WITHIN STATE PRISON FACILITIES BY PRIVATE ENTERPRISES.” Appropriates from 
General Fund to Dep’t of Commerce $25,000 for fiscal 1989-90 to develop, seek approval from 
Bureau of Justice Assistance for, and implement a private-enterprise program of manufacturing or 
other industry within state prison facilities administered through Correction Enterprises. Amends 
GS 148-70 to authorize Sec’y of Correction to construct, reconstruct, or lease buildings on the 
grounds of a correctional institution to a private corporation to operate a factory. Lease term may 
not exceed 20 years. Property may be used for manufacturing, processing, or any commercial 
enterprise deemed to provide wage-paying employment opportunities for inmates in “meaningful 
jobs”. Lease arrangements for prison industries subject to following limitations: (a) only inmates 
from home institution may be used and they must be approved for such employment by the Sec’y 
or his designee; (b) the Sec’y may stipulate or lease may specify procedures regarding security; 
(c) the enterprise is subject to all state laws that would otherwise apply except provisions of GS 
66-58 (sale of merchandise by governmental units); (d) except as prohibited by federal law, in- 
mates may be employed in the production of goods in interstate commerce, if they are paid no 
less than the minimum wage; and (e) Sec’y must adopt personnel policies for prison workers 
concerning wages, working hours, and employment conditions. Makes conforming changes in GS 
66-58(b)(17) (excepting private prison enterprises from general ban on governmental enterprise); 
in GS 148-2(b) (excepting revenues from private prison enterprises from deposit with State 
Treasurer in "Prison Enterprises Fund); and in GS 148-18(a) (excepting prison workers from wage 
restrictions). Adds new GS 148-33.1(j) to make applicable to private prison enterprises those pro- 
visions governing work-release prisoners (GS 148-33.1(f); governing the agency status of prisoners 
employed in the free community (GS 148-33.1(g); and governing the exemption of prisoners from 
employment security benefits. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Basnight. Referred to Manufacturing & Labor. 


S 1016. INSTRUCTIONAL MATERIALS/K-6. "TO PROVIDE ADDITIONAL FUNDS FOR THE 
PURCHASE OF INSTRUCTIONAL MATERIALS FOR GRADES K-6." Appropriates from the General 
Fund to the Dep’t of Public Education $6,013,440 in each year of 1989-91 biennium for the pur- 
chase of instructional materials for grades K-6. Each teacher shall receive $10 per student per 
year based on average daily membership for the purchase of materials. Makes conforming 
amendment to GS 115C-98. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Taft. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 1017. SMALL BUSINESS DEVELOPMENT COUNCIL. "TO ESTABLISH THE SMALL BUSINESS 
DEVELOPMENT COUNCIL." Adds new Article 4C to G.S. Ch. 147 (G.S. 147-54.25 through -54.27) 
establishing the Small Business Development Council within the Dep’t of the Sec’y of State. 
Specifies Council’s duties, which include to (1) develop methods to increase public awareness of 
State-funded programs designed to stimulate small business development in the State; (2) publish 
list of State agencies that provide programs or assistance to small business; (3) review new pro- 
grams to ensure that they are needed; (4) identify methods of enhancing the growth of small 
businesses in the State; (5) identify rules or governmental procedures that impede small busi- 
nesses; (6) provide forum for private sector to comment on State’s effort to stimulate small busi- 
ness development; (7) develop mechanism to guide users of small business assistance program 
to appropriate agencies; and (8) report to General Assembly and Governor on Council's activities 
and recommendations. Designates membership of Council as follows: Sec’y of State; Sec’y of 
Dep’t of Commerce; Director of the Small Business Development Division, Dep’t of Commerce; 
Director of the NC Science and Technology Research Center; Executive Director of the Small 
Business and Technology Development Center; Director of the NC Technological Development 
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Authority; President of the NC Rural Economic Development Center, Inc.; Director of the 
Community Assistance Division, Dep’t of Natural Resources and Community Development; 
President of the NC Biotechnology Center; Director and Associate Dean of the NC State 
Agricultural Extension Service; Director for Small Business, Dep't of Community Colleges; 
Comm’r of Agriculture or his designee; Deputy Comm’r of the Education and Training Division, 
Dep't of Labor; and Director of the Business License Information Office, Dep’t of the Sec’'y of 
State. Also requires that any State agency that receives $100,000 or more annually for funding 
programs designed to stimulate small business development in the State, not designated above, 
notify the Council of its status by Oct. 1 of each year and provides that the head of such agency 
shall serve on the Council. Designates Sec’y of State as chairman of the Council and Sec’y of 
Commerce as vice-chairman and specifies chairman's duties. Requires that Council meet at least 
semiannually and requires State dep’ts and agencies to provide the Council any information and 
assistance it considers necessary. Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Sec’y of State 
$12,000 for each year of the biennium to be allocated for printing, postage, and distribution ex- 
penses of the Council. Appropriation effective July 1, 1989; remainder of bill effective Oct. 1, 
1989.

H 1036. WILDLIFE RESOURCES APPOINTMENT. "7O APPOINT A MEMBER OF THE WILDLIFE 
RESOURCES COMMISSION UPON THE RECOMMENDATION OF THE PRESIDENT OF THE SENATE." 
Appoints Ovide E. deSt. Aubin of Chatham County to the cited comm’n. 

Introduced by Kincaid. Passed 2nd and 3rd readings.

House committee substitute replaces language deleted by amendment of April 10, 1989, so 
that bill again provides that Legislative Services Comm’n may exempt General Assembly pur- 
chases of data processing and communications equipment from statutory purchasing require- 
ments (was, all purchases exempt). 


H 1022. CHAMBER OF COMMERCE ABC PERMITS (See p. 555) 
House amendment changes reference in bill’s title from “chambers of commerce” to “section 
501(c)(6) organizations” as set out in body of bill. 


H 1046. SPENCER SHOPS FUNDS. (See p. 572.) 
House committee substitute appropriates funds to Dep’t of Cultural Resources (in original bill, 
NC Transportation History Corporation, Inc., Spencer, NC); adds provision that funds shall be 
released to the corporation referred to above when it has raised required matching funds; and 
specifies that funds are to be used for continued site improvements at Spencer Shops State 
Historic Site. 


SENATE BILLS 
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S 2. SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT ACT. (See p. 10.) 
Senate committee substitute is the "School Improvement and Accountability Act of | 
1989.” Adds new Part 4 ("Performance-based Accountability Program”) to Art. 16 of GS Ch. | 
115C. Requires State Board of Education to develop and implement a Performance-based 
Accountability Program for the State, with goal of improving student performance, setting | 
forth process and guidelines for local school administrative units to participate in the pro- 
gram and indicators for measuring and assessing student performance in participating units. 
Makes. participation by local units voluntary and provides that participating units (1) are not 
subject to State accreditation opportunity standards and staffing ratios under GS 115C- 
12(9)c.; (2) may receive funds for differentiated pay for teachers and administrators as pro- 
vided in act; (3) shall be allowed increased flexibility in the expenditure of State funds, as 
provided in act; and (4) may petition the State Board of Education for waivers of State laws, | 
regulations, and policies that inhibit their ability to reach local accountability goals. | 
Authorizes State Board of Education to grant such waivers as it deems appropriate. 
Requires that decision to participate in plan have approval of majority of paid certified 
instructional and instructional support staff, a majority of the certified administrators, and a 
majority of the school board members in the local unit. Requires unit electing to participate 
to submit a single plan, using a set of indicators of student performance adopted by the 
State Board of Education, to State Superintendent of Public Instruction for approval in June 
of each year and provides that no other State plans shall be required. Requires (1) that local 
plan address specific, measurable goals for all indicators adopted by the State Board; (2) 
that socio-economic factors and previous student performance indicators be used as basis of 
the local plan; (3) that local plan be based on building level plans developed by principals 
and their staffs and set forth the student performance goals for following year and strategies 
and plans for attaining them; and (4) that local plan include a plan for differentiated pay, as 
provided in act, unless the local unit elects not to participate in any differentiated pay plan. ( 
Authorizes participating units to enter the Career Development Program as piloted in the 16 
local school administrative units; to devise a local system of rewarding performance such as 
a lead teacher program, schools of excellence, or variations on the Career Development 
Program; or to elect not to participate in differentiated pay plan. Sets out schedule for differ- 
entiated pay for units participating in Career Development Program or in locally-devised per- 
formance plan. Requires unit electing to participate in Career Development Program to 
adjust compensation differentials and school-based incentive awards to conform with level of 
funding provided, and provides that attainment of equivalent of Career Status | shall be re- 
warded through a new salary schedule that provides a salary differential when a certified 
educator successfully completes his probationary period. Requires that any additional com- 
pensation received by employee as result of unit’s participation in the Program be paid as a 
bonus or supplement to regular salary, and provides that employee’s failure to receive addi- 
tional compensation shall not be construed as a demotion. Requires State Board of 
Education, upon recommendation of State Superintendent, to increase flexibility in State 
funding and reduce number of existing categories of State funding to no more than ten. 
Only participating units are eligible to receive flexible funding. Requires local boards of edu- 
cation to provide maximum flexibility to individual schools to enable them to accomplish their 
building level goals. Sets out procedure for approval of local unit’s plans by State 
Superintendent and conditions for continued participation. Defines satisfactory performance 
to include achievement of unit’s measurable student performance objectives. If unit does not 
achieve its objectives after two years, Dep’t of Public Instruction must provide technical as- 
sistance; if after one additional year it does not achieve its objectives, the State Board of 
Education must decide what steps shall be taken to improve education of students in the 
unit.

Adds new GS 115C-174.18 requiring State Board of Education to adopt system of end- 
of-course and end-of-grade tests for grades three through twelve, with tests designed to 
measure progress toward competencies describe in the Standard Course of Study for appro- 
priate grade levels. Requires that testing necessary for comparisons with national indicators 
be conducted with the smallest size sample of students necessary to assure valid compari- 
sons with other states. 

Adds new GS 115C-12(9)c1. giving State Board of Education the duty to issue an an- 
nual "report card” for the State and for each local school administrative unit, assessing 
each unit’s efforts to improve student performance and taking into account progress over the 
previous years’ level of performance and the State’s performance compared to other states. 
Requires that assessment take into account demographic, economic, and other factors that 
affect student performance. 

Provides that funding for the career ladder pilot projects and the lead teacher pilot pro- 
jects shall continue through 1989-90, provided that further funding of these projects shall 
depend on the pilot units’ successfully submitting improvement plans, pursuant to the 
Program established by the act, during the 1989-90 school year. If such plan is submitted 
and approved, funding for the pilot program shall continue through the 1992-93 fiscal year, 
by which time State funds for the career development pilot units and lead teacher pilot units 
shall be limited to the amount of funds available through the School Improvement and 
Accountability Act of 1989. 

Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Public Education $6,081,500 for 1989-90 
and same amount for 1990-91 as additional allotment for staff development and training in 
areas related to school-based decision making and flexible funding. Funds to be allocated 
on basis of $100 for each certified position during the 1989-90 and subsequent school years 
above the funding level in effect during the 1988-89 school year. Appropriates from General 
Fund to Dep’t of Public Education $400,000 for 1989-90 to produce training materials for 
superintendents and principals and to have regional! training for school administrators, under 
the Performance-based Achievement Program. Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Public Education $250,000 for 1989-90 and same amount for 1990-91 for developing and/or 
acquiring end-of-grade and end-of-course test. Appropriates from General Fund to Dep't of 
Pubic Education $44,000,000 for 1990-91 for differentiated pay under the Performance- 
based Achievement Program. Appropriations effective July 1, 1989. Remainder of act effec- 
tive upon ratification.

Senate committee substitute: (1) changes title to "AN ACT TO MAKE STATUTORY 
CONFORMING CHANGES NECESSITATED BY AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR A 
GUBERNATORIAL VETO”; (2) deletes provisions amending constitution; and (3) amends GS 
103-5 (Acts to be done on Sunday or holidays) to provide that statute does not apply when 
act required or permitted by law to be done is prescribed by Sec. 22, Art. Il or Sec. 5(11), 
Art. Ill of NC Constitution. 


S 75. NOTARY PUBLIC REWRITE. (See p. 76.) 


Senate committee substitute completely rewrites original bill so it now repeals GS Ch. 
10 ("Notaries") and enacts new GS Ch. 10A, the "Notary Public Act”. Defines ten relevant 
terms, including “acknowledgment”, “oath or affirmation”, "official misconduct” (defined as 
(a) a notary’s performance of or failure to perform any act prohibited or mandated respec- 
tively by the act or by any other law in connection with a notarization, or (b) a notary’s 
performance of a notarial act in a manner found by the Sec’y of State to be negligent or 
against the public interest); “satisfactory evidence of identity”, and “verification”. Provides 
that a person, to be qualified for a notarial commission, must (1) be at least age 18; (2) 
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reside or work in the State; (3) have a high school diploma or its equivalent and be able to 
read and write English; (4) satisfactorily complete a course of study approved by the Sec’y 
of State which consists of 3-6 hours of classroom instruction and achieve a score of 80 or 
above on a written test approved by the Sec’y of State, except for licensed members of the 
Bar of this State; (5) purchase a manual approved by the Sec’y of State, which describes 
the duties, authority and ethical responsibilities of notaries public; (6) submit an application 
as specified in the act. (Omits present law’s requirements that applicant be registered to 
vote in the State and obtain a recommendation as to character and fitness from one publicly 
elected official in the State.) Authorizes Sec’y of State to deny an application or revoke a 
commission if the applicant or notary (1) has been convicted of a crime involving dishonesty 
or moral turpitude; (2) has had a notarial commission or professional license revoked, sus- 
pended, or restricted by this or another state; or (3) has engaged in official misconduct. 

Authorizes person commissioned under the act to perform notarial acts in any part of 
the State for a term of five years unless the commission is revoked or resigned. Sets $25 
fee to be paid by applicants for commissioning or recommissioning. Requires appointee to 
appear before register of deeds to which his commission is delivered within 90 days of com- 
missioning and take general oath of office (GS 11-11) and oath required for officers (GS 
11-7). If appointee does not appear before register of deeds within 90 days, he must reapply 
for commissioning, but Sec’y of State may waive the class and manual purchase require- 
ments if the reapplication occurs within one year of the granting of the commission. 

Specifies that notaries are empowered to perform acknowledgments, oaths and affirma- 
tion, and verifications (each defined in act). Disqualifies notary from performing notarial act if 
the notary (1) is a signer of or named in the document; (2) will benefit from the transaction, 
except the authorized notary fee or fees paid for services rendered by a licensed attorney; 
or (3) is related to the person whose signature is involved as a spouse, sibling, or lineal 
ascendant or descendant. Prohibits notary from influencing a person to enter into or not 
enter into a lawful transaction involving a notarial act by the notary. Authorizes commissioned 
officers on active duty in the US armed forces who are authorized under 10 USC 936 to 
exercise powers of notary to perform such acts pursuant to laws of this State for persons 
serving in or with the US armed forces, their spouses and dependents. Increases maximum 
fee for notarial act from $1.00 to $2.00. Requires that official acts of notaries be attested by 
(1) their signature exactly as shown on commission, (2) the readable appearance of their 
names, from the signature or otherwise, (3) the clear and legible appearance of their notarial 
stamps or seals, and (4) a statement of the date of expiration of their commission. Retains 
current notarial stamp or seal requirements, except requires that name appear exactly as it 
appears on the commission and provides that upon resignation, revocation or recommission- 
ing under a new name, the notary immediately surrender the stamp or seal to the Sec’y of 
State. 

Makes it a misdemeanor for uncommissioned person to hold himself out to public as 
notary public or perform notarial acts. Makes it a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine not to 
exceed $500.00, imprisonment not to exceed 60 days, or both for notary to take an acknowl- 
edgment or perform a verification of a signature of a person not known to him and to fail to 
require proper identification from that person. Makes it a Class J felony for notary to take 
acknowledgment or perform a verification knowing it to be false or fraudulent. Makes it a 
misdemeanor for any person to knowingly solicit, coerce, or influence a notary to commit 
official misconduct. Specifies steps to be taken when notary’s residence address or name 
changes or a notary resigns his commission. Authorizes clerks of superior court and their 
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assistants and deputies to act as notaries public in their counties by virtue of their offices 
and to certify their notarial act under the seals of their courts. Gives registers of deeds and 
their assistants and deputies the same authority with respect to instruments offered for regis- 
tration in their county. 

Repeals GS 47-8, which prohibits attorney from administering oaths to a person to any 
writing to be used in any legal proceedings in which he appears as attorney, effective upon 
ratification. Remainder of act is effective Jan. 1, 1990, and applies to all original applications 
and recommission applications made on or after that date. 


S 106. SECOND PRIMARY LIMITED. (See p. 106) 
Senate amendment changes title to "AN ACT TO PROVIDE THAT A PERSON MAY 
BECOME THE NOMINEE OF A POLITICAL PARTY BY RECEIVING A SUBSTANTIAL 
PLURALITY OF THE VOTES CAST IN THE PRIMARY ELECTION” and completely rewrites 
original bill. Now amends GS 163-111 to provide that person obtaining "substantial plurality” 
is declared party nominee. When single office is to be selected, substantial plurality is deter- 
mined by multiplying total vote cast for all candidates by 40 percent; excess of sum is sub- 
stantial plurality. If nominees for two or more offices (constituting a group) are to be 
selected, and there are more people seeking nomination than there are offices, substantial 
plurality is determined by dividing total vote cast for all candidates by number of positions to 
be filled and multiplying result by 40 percent; excess of sum is substantial plurality. If more 
candidates obtain substantial plurality than there are positions to be filled, those having high- 
est vote are declared nominees. Retains second primary when candidate(s) do not obtain 
substantial plurality as described above. Effective for primary elections held on or after Jan. 
1, 1990. 


S 155. EMC TO RECLASSIFY CERTAIN WATERS. (See p. 139) 
Senate committee substitute amends NC Administrative Code as provided in bill effective 
Jan. 1, 1990 (original bill, Oct. 1, 1989) unless, for particular body of water Environmental 
Management Comm'n, before Jan. 1, 1990 (original bill, Oct. 1, 1989), either fixes earlier 
effective date for reclassification of that body of water or determines that such body of water 
does not meet minimum conditions and standards for reclassification as ORW that were in 
effect on Jan. 1, 1989. 


S 432. PHYSICIAN’S REPORTS TO DMV. (See p. 345.) 
Senate amendment makes technical change. 


S 463. ATHLETES AGENTS REGULATED. (See p. 363) 
Senate committee substitute makes the following substantive changes: (1) adds proviso to 
definition of “athlete agent” that registration provisions do not apply to NC licensed and 
resident att’y who neither advertises directly for nor solicits any athlete by representing to 
person he has special qualifications to represent athletes, and represents no more than 
three athletes; (2) excludes from definition of "financial services contract” financial services 
contracted for by athlete directly with banks, securities dealers, and other financial institu- 
tions; (3) rewrites definition of “athlete” as person who seeks employment as professional 
athlete, has never signed employment contract with professional sports team, and is enrolled 
in high school or has been admitted to institution of higher education in NC; (4) sets $500 
as maximum fee Sec’y of State may set for administering Article; (5) deletes general law 
enforcement authority of sports law enforcement agent; and (6) rewrites proposed GS 78C-

S 1044. DUPLIN INFRASTRUCTURE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT OF DUPLIN COUNTY." Appropriates $2.8 million for 1989-90 from General Fund to 
Duplin County as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Murphy. Referred to Ways & Means. 


S 1045. MADISON NATURAL HERITAGE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A NATURAL 
AREAS INVENTORY OF MADISON COUNTY.” Appropriates $15,000 for 1989-90 from General Fund 
to Dep’t of Natural Resources and Community Development. Parks and Recreation Div’n, for 
cited purpose. Effective July 1, 1989. 

Introduced by Winner. Referred to Ways & Means. 
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S 1046. SENATE DISTRICT 14 FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A LOCAL

from General Fund as title indicates; does not contain specific appropriations. Effective July 1,

| H 137. IMMUNITY FOR DONATED FOOD. (See p. 94) 

House committee substitute changes title; title now reads "TO LIMIT CIVIL AND CRIMINAL 
LIABILITY OF DONORS WHO DONATE FOOD FOR USE AND DISTRIBUTION BY 
NONPROFIT ORGANIZATIONS AND OF DONEES WHO USE OR DISTRIBUTE THAT FOOD 
UNLESS AN INJURY IS CAUSED BY THE GROSS NEGLIGENCE, RECKLESSNESS, OR 
INTENTIONAL MISCONDUCT OF THE DONOR OR DONEE.” Provides that the qualified im- 
: munity established in bill is waived if donor has liability insurance, to extent of indemnifica- 

: tion. Specifies that nonprofit organization or corporation that uses or distributes donated 
food enjoys same qualified immunity, subject to same limitation for liability insurance indem- 
nification. Applies to acts or omissions occurring on or after ratification. 


H 236. MAGISTRATES’ PLEA JURISDICTION. (See p. 148) 
House amendment clarifies that bill applies to misdemeanor and infraction cases (was, mis- 
demeanor cases). 


H 415. COMPETITIVE TELECOMMUNICATIONS. (See p. 244) 
House committee substitute makes numerous technical and clarifying changes. Substitutes 
"public utility defined in G.S. 62-3(23)a.6."” for “telecommunications utility” throughout bill. 
Adds to factors that Comm'n must consider in establishing regulatory policies maintenance 
of reasonably affordable long distance service. Provides that before adopting special proce- 
dures to permit pricing flexibility, detariffing services, or both, Comm’n must first determine 
that service is competitive. Comm’n must then consider following additional factors not set 
out in original bill: (1) market share, ease of entry, and affiliations of alternative providers; (2) 
size and number of alternative providers; and (3) whether the public utility would gain an 
unfair advantage in its competitive activities. Deletes factor concerning whether service is 
discretionary to subscriber. Requires Comm'n to hold hearings prior to adopting special pro- 
cedures on motion of interested party and for good cause shown. Amends section providing 
for waiver of public disclosure of rates to authorize the Comm'n to revoke the disclosure 
waiver upon showing that competitive disadvantage no longer exists. 


H 455. NO UNSOLICITED FAX ADS. (See p. 270) 
House committee substitute deletes “goods” and substitutes “tangible or intangible personal 
property” in list of items prohibited from unsolicited fax ads. 





H 469. WATER DISTRICT TWO-THIRDS BONDS. (See p. 272) 
House amendment extends provisions of bill to metropolitan water districts created under GS 
Ch. 162A, Art. 4, and makes conforming change in title. 


H 475. SCHOOL ATTENDANCE AGE/YOUTH WORK. (See p. 282) 
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House committee substitute makes following changes in original bill: (1) changes bill’s re- 
strictions on hours of work for youth ages 16 and 17; and (2) adds a provision that bill does 
not apply to students who have dropped out before bill’s raised mandatory age becomes 
effective. On hours of work, provides that youths aged 16 and 17 may not work before 7 
a.m. or after 9 p.m. except when there is no school the next day and limits total hours that 
may be worked in a week to 20 hours when there are five school days that week, 28 hours 
when four school days, 36 hours when three, and 40 hours when two or less. 


H 516. ASBESTOS CONTROL PROGRAM. (See p. 300) 
House committee substitute: (1) provides that person applying for accreditation in worker 
category is exempt from accreditation requirements for 90 days after submitting application, 
but exemption to be terminated if application is rejected; (2) changes permit requirement in 
proposed GS 130A-449 to removal of more than 35 cubic feet (was, three cubic feet) of 
asbestos; and (3) provides that until comm’n establishes rules required by Art., maximum 
airborne asbestos exposure level for public areas shall be 0.01 fibers greater than five mi- 
crons in length per cubic centimeter of air, to be measured in public areas during normal 
occupancy. 


H 659. GUILFORD SATELLITE DEEDS OFFICE. (See p. 358) 
House amendment makes technical change. 


H 728. BUSINESS ENERGY IMPROVEMENT. (See p. 386) 
House committee substitute specifies that loans may not exceed $5,000 per business entity. 
Requires that priority for loans shall be given to North Carolina businesses. Specifies that 
interest rate ceiling does not include fees for loan application review and origination. 
Prohibits loan term greater than seven years. Specifies that administrative expenses for ac- 
tivities under new law are limited to 5% of appropriated funds. 


H 739. EXEMPT PORTS AUTHORITY FROM APA. (See p. 387) 
House amendment changes original bill so that Art. 5 (publication of administrative rules) of 
GS 150B applies to NC State Ports Auth’y. 


H 923. CURRITUCK BANKS BEAUTIFICATION. (See p. 472) 
House committee substitute modifies amendment to GS 18B-600(g) so it now authorizes 
mixed beverage election in county where ABC stores have been approved by election and 
beautification district has been created after May, 1984 and before June 30, 1990 (now, 
June 30, 1986). , 


SENATE BILLS 


S 95. LEGISLATOR’S FOUR-YEAR TERM. (See p. 90) 
Senate amendment adds a provision which amends NC Const. Art. Il, Sec. 14(1) to provide 
that president pro tempore who becomes president of senate serves until expiration of term 
as Senator or qualification of new lieutenant governor, whichever comes first. 


S 106. SECOND PRIMARIES LIMITED. (See p. 98, 805) 
Senate amendment provides that if two candidates receive more than 40 percent of vote the 
candidate with the most votes is the nominee. 


S 155. EMC TO RECLASSIFY CERTAIN WATERS. (See pp. 139, 805) 
Senate amendment adds provision that permit issued under Art. 7, GS Ch. 113A is required 
within Area of Environmental Concern for shorelines contiguous to waters classified as 
Outstanding Resource Water regardless of percentage of area built upon when located 
within 575 feet of Outstanding Resource Water. 
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S 372. CERTIFY SEWAGE SYSTEM OPERATORS. (See p. 293) 
Senate committee substitute specifies that certificate is not required to operate a conven- 
tional septic tank system, defined as subsurface sanitary sewage system consisting of set- 
tling tank and subsurface disposal field without pump or other appurtenances. Amends GS 
90A-40(e) to authorize issuance of temporary certificates to sanitary sewage system operator 
upon compliance with that statute. Provides for issuance of certificates without examination 
to persons in charge of systems at time system is classified, if application for certification is 
made within one year. Also allows certification without examination of operators holding cer- 
tificates of competency from Water Pollution Control Ass’n programs on Jan. 1, 1990. 
Amends GS 90A-41 to authorize Comm’n to suspend or revoke certificate or issue written 
reprimand upon certain findings. Amends GS 143B-301 to add to membership of Comm'n 
two persons employed as sanitary sewage system operators, wastewater collection system 
superintendents, water and sewer dep’t directors, or equivalent positions with city. 


S 412. SMITHFIELD ELECTION CHANGES. (See p. 330) 

Senate committee substitute replaces blank bill so it now rewrites Sec. 6, Ch. 219, PL 1911, 
as amended, to provide for town council to consist of seven members: (1) one member each 
to be elected in 1989 for four-year term from three districts with boundaries described in bill; 
only residents in district vote for member from that district and member must be resident of 
district; and (2) four at-large members to be elected in 1991 for four-year terms; all voters 
eligible to vote for these members. Requires council to reapportion three districts after each 
federal decennial census. Following 1989 election, four incumbent members whose terms do 
not expire until 1991 are designated the four at-large members for remainder of their terms. 


H 415. COMPETITIVE TELECOMMUNICATIONS. (See p. 244) 
House committee substitute makes numerous technical and clarifying changes. Substitutes 
"public utility defined in G.S. 62-3(23)a.6.” for “telecommunications utility” throughout bill. 
Adds to factors that Comm’n must consider in establishing regulatory policies maintenance 
of reasonably affordable long distance service. Provides that before adopting special proce- 
dures to permit pricing flexibility, detariffing services, or both, Comm’n must first determine 
that service is competitive. Comm’n must then consider following additional factors not set 
out in original bill: (1) market share, ease of entry, and affiliations of alternative providers; (2) 
size and number of alternative providers; and (3) whether the public utility would gain an 
unfair advantage in its competitive activities.

S 425. JONES FOX HUNTING. (See p. 344) 
Senate amendment changes fox hunting season to from Nov. 1 to Dec. 31 (was, Dec. 1 to 


Jan. 31). 


S 443. CITY/SANITARY DISTRICT MERGER. (See p. 347) 
Senate committee substitute changes title to "AN ACT TO PROVIDE A PROCEDURE FOR 
MERGER OF A CITY AND A SANITARY DISTRICT WHOSE BOUNDARIES ARE 
COTERMINOUS, AND A PROCEDURE FOR MERGER OF A CITY AND A SANITARY 
DISTRICT WHICH IS CONTAINED WHOLLY WITHIN ITS BORDERS BUT WHICH IS NOT 
COTERMINOUS.” Retains provisions of original bill and adds new GS 130A-80.2 to provide 
for merger of city and sanitary district which is contained wholly within its borders but which 
is not coterminous, under substantially same procedures (set out in proposed GS 130A-80. 1) 
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as for merging city and sanitary district whose boundaries are coterminous; requires majority 
vote for merger by both city voters and sanitary district voters for merger to occur. Adds 
provision that if sanitary district and city were merged in election conducted before Jan. 1, 
1989 under GS 130A-80, and merger did not qualify under that section but would have been 
permissible under GS 130A-80.2, merger is validated and confirmed. 


S 485. STATEWIDE FOX MANAGEMENT PLAN. (See p. 366) 
Senate committee substitute replaces blank bill so it now adds GS 113-291.4A establishing 
open seasons for taking foxes with firearms and box traps. Permits live foxes to be sold to 
licensed operators of controlled hunting preserves for purpose of restocking. Directs Wildlife 
Resources Comm'n to provide for sale of foxes and to establish bag and season limits for 
taking of foxes. Amends GS 113-273(g) to delete references to controlled shooting preserve, 
substituting provisions pertaining to controlled hunting preserves. Defines controlled fox hunt- 
ing preserve as area enclosed with dog-proof fence, in which foxes may be hunted with dogs 
only. Sets out detailed provisions governing size of preserves. Authorizes operators of pre- 
serves to purchase live foxes from licensed trappers. Makes conforming changes to GS 113- 
270.2(c)(5) and 113-291.4(c)(1). Effective Sept. 1, 1989. 


S 541. STATE INFORMATION MANAGEMENT. (See p. 405) 
Senate committee substitute replaces blank bill so it now adds as members of the 
Information Technology Comm’n: two citizens with background in information systems or 
telecommunications appointed by General Assembly, one on recommendation of President 
Pro Tempore and one upon recommendation of Speaker of House, under GS 120-121. 
Specifies that Comm’n members may not be employed by or serve on board of any com- 
puter or telecommunications goods or services vendor. Amends GS 120-123 to add Comm’n 
to list of those on which members of General Assembly may not serve. Amends GS 143B- 
426.40 to direct Dep’t of Revenue and State Information Processing Services to develop 
data communications capabilities between computer centers using the NC Integrated 
Network, subject to security review by Sec’y of Revenue. Makes other technical changes. 


S 574. ALBEMARLE SCHOOL ELECTIONS. (See p. 427). 
Senate committee substitute replaces blank bill so it now provides that Albemarle city school 
board is to consist of six members to be elected to four-year terms, four members to be 
elected from districts (described in bill) in 1989 and two members to be elected at large in 
1991. Members elected in 1985 and 1987 elections serve until expiration of their terms. 
District member must be reside in district, and only district residents vote for each district 
member. Elections to be nonpartisan and determined on plurality basis under GS 163-292. 


S 595. ONLSOW, GASTON SHERIFF VACANCY. (See pp. 416, 628) 
Conference report adopted in House provides that bill applies to Onslow and Gaston coun- 
ties (thereby deleting Lincoln County from bill’s coverage). 


S 601. WAKE ZONING NOTICES. (See p. 430) 
Senate committee substitute rewrites bill so it now provides that Wake County may notify 
property owners of proposed zoning classification by publishing map of affected area in gen- 
eral circulation newspaper once a week for four weeks, rather than mailing notice to property 
owners. Sets out requirements for newspaper notice. Requires that property owners residing 
outside of circulation area be notified by mail. 


S 663. STOKESDALE INCORPORATED. (See p. 478) 
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Senate amendment changes town election from 1990 to 1991 and provides that persons 
receiving three highest numbers of votes are elected for four-year terms, and two persons 
receiving next highest numbers of votes are elected for two-year terms. In 1993 and thereaf- 
ter, two members to be elected to four-year terms; in 1995 and thereafter, three members to 
be elected to four-year terms. 


S 700. TOBACCO CHECK-OFF. (See p. 508) 
Senate committee substitute provides that 1989-91 referendum to be held by Tobacco 
Growers Ass’n of NC, Inc. and NCSU Tobacco Foundation be held at same time as referen- 
dum held by Tobacco Associates, Inc. as provided in GS Ch. 106, Art. 50C (See S 702, p. 
509) and makes conforming changes. Lowers maximum assessment from $0.50 to $0.10 per 
100 pounds of tobacco. Of this assessment, the Boards of Directors of Tobacco Growers 
Ass'n of NC and NCSU Tobacco Foundation may each levy an assessment of up to $0.05 
(was $0.12) per 100 pounds. 


S 791. STATE GAMES USE STATE CARS. (See p. 557) 
Senate committee substitute authorizes all state gov’t dep’ts (was, Dep’t of Administration) to 
allow use of state vehicles for 1989 and 1990 (was, 1989) State Games. Specifies that there 
will be no charge for use of vehicles. 


S 797. DAMAGE TO AQUACULTURE FORBIDDEN. (See p. 558) 
Senate amendment deletes provision establishing minimum fine of $1,000 for violation of 
statute. 


S 813. EXPAND DURABLE POWER OF ATTORNEY. (See p. 577) 
Senate amendment makes technical changes and adds provision that, in event of conflict 
between provisions of right to natural death declaration executed under GS Ch. 90, Art. 23, 
and durable power of attorney executed under GS Ch. 32A, instrument executed last shall 
control. Provides that no criminal or civil liability for exercising another’s right to natural 
death pursuant to superseded instrument attaches, unless person acted with actual knowl- 
edge of later instrument. 


S 831. SCRAP TIRE DISPOSAL ACT. (See p. 612) 
Senate committee substitute expands list of permissible methods of scrap tire disposal to 
include use as raw material for other products and use as oyster cultch. Modifies penalty 
provision of bill to specify that each tire hauled or disposed of in violation of bill is separate 
violation, punishable by civil penalty of $50/violation. Effective Oct. 1, 1989; applies to all 
North Carolina scrap tires disposed of on or after Mar. 1, 1990. 


S 841. EFFECT OF DISSENT FROM WILL. (See p. 625) 
Senate amendment apparently intends to make clarifying change. 


S 856. INACTIVE SITES AMENDMENTS. (See p. 678) 

Senate committee substitute: (1) rewrites amendment to GS 130A-310(3) to exclude from 
definition of inactive hazardous sites those sites currently undergoing remedial action under 
CERCLA/SARA or sites undergoing voluntary remedial action with dep’t’s approval; (2) re- 
writes proposed new GS 130A-310.9(b) to provide that (i) Sec’y may enter into agreement 
with owner, operator, or other responsible party that provides for implementing voluntary re- 
medial action program in accordance with remedial action plan approved by dep’t; (ii) inves- 
tigations, evaluations, and voluntary remedial actions are subject to provisions of GS 130A- 
310.1(c), -310.1(d), -310.3(d), -310.5, -130.8, and any other requirement imposed by dep’t; 
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(iii) at least 30 days before entering into agreement implementing voluntary remedial action 
program, Sec’y must mail notice of proposed agreement under GS 130A-310.4(c)(2); and (iv) 
sites undergoing voluntary remedial actions must be so identified as separate category in 
inventory of sites maintained under GS 130A-310.1 but shall not be included on Inactive 
Hazardous Waste Sites Priority List. 


S 863. HYPODERMIC SYRINGE DISPOSAL. (See p. 679) 


Senate amendment permits disposal of syringes in hardwalled containers in sanitary landfills 
under Comm’n for Health Services rules. 


S 869. SUPERFUND AUTHORIZATION. (See p. 680) 
Senate committee substitute adds provision amending GS 146-22.1(14), authorizing Dep't of 
Administration to acquire land necessary to construct hazardous waste facilities as defined in 
GS 130A-290(5) (was, 130-166.16(5)), inactive hazardous substance or waste disposal sites, 
and Superfund sites.

Council of Women’s Organizations as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1989.

H 1473. CIVIL CASE LEGAL AID. "TO ENSURE ACCESS TO THE CIVIL JUSTICE SYSTEM FOR 
INDIGENTS IN NORTH CAROLINA." Adds new Ch. 7A, Art. 37A to provide legal representation for 
indigents in certain civil matters. Provides that NC residents eligible for representation under fed- 
eral Legal Services Corp. Act (Act) may obtain lawyers from Legal Services of NC, Inc. or other 
regionally-based organizations funded under Act for the following types of cases: (1) family vio- 
lence or spouse abuse; (2) social security disability; (3) farm foreclosures; (4) employment cases; 
(5) for persons over 60, wills and estates, housing, pensions and retirements, social security and 
medicare, access to health care, food and nutrition, and transportation; and (6) for persons under 
21 or their families, child support and custody, day care, child abuse and neglect, housing, food 
and nutrition, and access to health care. Provides that funds may not be used for (1) cases 
involving access to nontherapeutic abortion, (2) criminal cases, (3) cases involving agricultural em- 
ployers, (4) cases involving prisoners in Dep’t of Correction custody involving terms of incarcera- 
tion, or (5) cases involving persons with mental handicaps residing in state institutions involving 
conditions of treatment or services. Appropriates from the General Fund to the Administrative 
Office of the Courts $3,500,000 in each year of 1989-91 biennium to be used by Legal Services 
of NC in implementing this act.

1989.

H 267. DRUG PEDDLING TO SCHOOL KIDS. (See pp. 164, 417) 
House amendment makes clear that increased punishment applies to drug sale on school 
property as well as within 1,000 feet of it. 


H 750. FIRE/RESCUE DEATH BENEFIT. (See p. 389) 
House amendment deletes death benefit for NC Dep’t of Community College employees 
serving on State Emergency Response Team. 


H 852. STATE PERSONNEL COMM’N MEMBERS. (See p. 460) 
House committee substitute changes title to "AN ACT TO INCLUDE AN EMPLOYEE OF 
LOCAL GOVERNMENT TO THE MEMBERSHIP OF THE STATE PERSONNEL 
COMMISSION” and rewrites bill to amend GS 126-2(b) to require that one of two comm'n 
members appointed from list nominated by NC Ass’n of County Comm’rs must be employee 


of local gov’t subject to GS Ch. 126. Applies to appointments made on and after ratification. 


H 1020. BEER FRANCHISE LAW. (See p. 554) 


House committee substitute provides franchise agreements affected by bill are defined as in 


GS 18B-1302. Provides that supplier or supplier’s employee or affiliate may assist proposed 


purchaser in acquiring ownership of wholesaler’s business by making business loan and tak- 
ing as security the assets of wholesaler’s business. Loan limited to eight years. If wholesaler 


defaults on loan and supplier must take title to assets, supplier may operate business up to 
180 days and then must divest itself of the business. Supplier may make subsequent pur- 
chaser a business loan, taking assets as security. Also allows wholesaler and supplier to 


agree on sale of wholesaler’s business to supplier, provided that supplier shall divest itself of 


business within 180 days. Authorizes supplier or supplier’s employee or affiliate to have se- 
curity interest in inventory or property of its wholesaler to secure payment for such inventory 
or other loans for other purposes. 


H 1111. SMALL CLAIMS AMOUNT INCREASED. (See p. 596) 
House committee substitute makes parallel and conforming changes in GS 7A-219 (raises 
limit to $2,000 for counterclaims, cross-claims, and third-party claims); and GS 42-28 and 
42-30 (raises limit to $2,000 for rent and damage claim in summary ejectment action). 


Provides act applies to complaints filed with clerks of court (originally, “cases arising”) on or 


after Oct. 1, 1989.
